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INTRODUCTION. 


On  the  4th  day  of  January,  anno  Lucis  5808,  a  preliminary  meeting 
of  Delegates  from  all  the  Lodges  then  in  Ohio  — six  in  number  — was  con- 
vened at  Chillicothe,  to  deliberate  upon  the  propriety  of  forming  a  Grand 
Lodge,  to  take  Masonic  cognizance  of  the  Craft  within  the  State;  and  if 
found  expedient,  to  inaugurate  measures  for  the  organization  of  such  body. 
The  six  Lodges  then  working  in  Ohio  were  respectively  located  one  each 
in  the  towns  of  Marietta,  Cincinnati,  Chillicothe,  Worthington,  Warren, 
and  Zanesville ;  and  had  derived  their  charters  from  the  various  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  States  whence  their  members  had  emigrated  to  Ohio.  Hence, 
some  degree  of  diversity  in  the  mode  of  conducting  their  labors,  and  of 
imparting  Masonic  information,  was  found  to  exist  among  the  Brethren  of 
these  Lodges.  This  consideration,  added  to  the  intrinsic  propriety  of  the 
measure  itself,  prevailed  in  the  councils  of  the  Convention,  and  led  to  an 
unanimous  acquiescence  in  the  necessity  for  instituting  an  independent,  indi- 
genous Masonic  government,  adapted  to  their  condition,  and  emanating 
from  their  choice. 

That  Convention  consisted  of  twelve  Delegates,  one  of  whom  was  the 
Chief  Magistrate  of  the  State,  and  a  large  proportion  of  whom  were  men 
of  note  in  their  day,  and  enstamped  the  impress  of  their  character  upon 
the  times  in  which  they  lived.  Of  that  fraternal  band,  one  only — the 
stanch  and  venerable  Premier  of  the  Republic  —  now  survives.  The 
others,  having  finished  their  earthly  labors,  have  been  summoned  to  the 
refreshment  that  awaits  all  faithful  Craftsmen,  in  that  celestial  Lodge  not 
made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens  — where  the  Supreme  Architect  of 
the  Universe  presides. 

The  Convention  continued  its  deliberations  through  four  consecutive 
days ;  and  its  labors  resulted  in  the  unanimous  adoption  of  a  resolution  pro- 
posed by  Brother  Lewis  Cass,  declaratory  of  the  opinion  "  That  it  is  expe- 
dient to  form  a  Grand  Lodge  in  the  State  of  Ohio."  This  point  in  their 
deliberations  having  been  thus  harmoniously  reached,  it  remained  for  them 
to  adopt  the  proper  measures  to  give  force  and  efficacy  to  that  resolution. 
They  accordingly  drafted  and  adopted  a  few  simple  Rules,  couched  in  the 
form  of  resolutions,  for  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  defining  its  pow- 
ers and  prescribing  its  duties:  among  which  was  one  appointing  as  the  time,

the  first  Monday  in  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1809,  and  Chillicothe 
as  the  place,  for  holding  the  first  Grand  Communication  of  said  Grand 
Lodge.  To  perfect  the  organization,  the  Delegates  then  proceeded  to  elect 
by  ballot  the  appointed  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  having  done  which,  they 
verified  the  whole  proceedings  by  each  member  formally  affixing  his  signa- 
ture to  the  record,  and  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die. 

The  Grand  Lodge  convened  at  the  time  and  place  designated;  and  has 
ever  since  continued  to  hold  its  stated  Grand  Communications  from  time  to 
time  down  to  the  present.  Occasional  changes  of  the  particular  period  for 
holding  these  Communications  have  transpired,  as  from  January  to  December, 
December  to  June,  and  June  to  October,  as  the  exigencies  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  the  convenience  of  its  members  rendered  expedient — the  longest 
interval  of  recess  being  from  January,  1836,  to  June,  1837.  Its  transactions 
at  these  several  Grand  Communications  were  published,  but  in  very  limit- 
ed numbers,  comprised  in  pamphlets  of  very  few  pages  each  year.  These 
pamphlets  were  distributed  to  the  few  Lodges  then  in  existence,  and  hav- 
ing served  their  temporary  purpose,  were  laid  aside,  like  the  evanescent 
literature  of  the  day,  and  in  most  cases  permitted  to  go  to  utter  loss  and 
oblivion.  Even  the  Grand  Lodge  itself  failed  to  use  the  ordinary  precau- 
tion of  preserving  so  much  as  a  single  file  of  its  own  published  proceed- 
ings !  Consequently,  as  new  Lodges  came  into  existence  from  year  to  year, 
there  remained  no  means  at  hand  for  supplying  them  so  necessary  a  guide 
for  their  conduct,  as  these  annual  transactions  could  alone  furnish.  • 

Thus  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  had  a  history  un- 
known to  its  present  membership — teeming  with  matters  utile  to  the  frater- 
nity—  growing  with  every  successive  year  —  and  in  which  every  of  its 
Craftsmen  has  an  abiding  interest— but  to  which  they  had  no  means  of 
access.  This  condition  of  affairs  had  been  going  forward  for  near  half  a 
century,  when,  at  the  annual  Grand  Communication  at  Zanesville,  in  Oc- 
tober, A.  D.  1856,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved,  "That  a  Committee  of  three 
members  be  appointed  to  collate  and  cause  to  be  reprinted,  a  volume  of  as 
near  as  may  be  600  pages  octavo,  of  the  Transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
during  the  first  years  of  its  organization"  —  with  instructions  to  "have  an 
edition  of  1500  copies  of  such  volume  ready  for  delivery  and  subject  to  the 
disposal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  annual  Grand  Communication." 
And  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  thereupon  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 
William  B.  Thrall,  William  B.  Dodds  and  Horace  M.  Stokes  to  constitute 
said  Committee. 

In  carrying  into  effect  the  resolve  and  instruction  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  Committee  were  left  very  much  to  their  own  discretion.  It  has  been 
their  aim  to  bring  within  the  convenient  compass  of  a  single  volume,  as 
large  a  portion  as  practicable  of  these  proceedings ;  and  chiefly  with  this 
view  they  have  employed  a  smaller  type  than  otherwise  would  have  been 
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their  choice.  By  so  doing,  however,  they  are  enabled  to  embrace  in  the 
volume,  the  Transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  first  forty  years 
from  its  formation.  They  were  further  impelled  to  this  course  from  an 
economic  view  of  the  subject;  as  they  thereby  secure  a  much  greater 
amount  of  matter,  without  the  corresponding  increase  of  cost  on  account  of 
paper,  press-work  and  binding,  which  would  have  resulted  from  the  use  of 
the  larger  type. 

The  Grand  Lodge,  now  for  the  first  time,  places  within  the  reach  of  its 
Subordinates,  and  of  individual  members  of  the  Fraternity,  a  complete,  con- 
tinuous and  authentic  record  of  its  Transactions,  for  the  forty  years  of  its 
earliest  existence.  In  so  doing,  she  is  believed  to  have  at  once  performed 
a  duty  eminently  incumbent  upon  herself— conferred  a  benefit  which  cannot 
but  be  highly  appreciated  by  the  Craft  —  and  recognized  a  debt  of  filial  grat- 
itude which  can  never  be  canceled,  to  the  memory  and  virtues  of  the  emi- 
nent Brethren  now  at  rest,  who  gave  to  it  their  cheerful  labors  and  prayer- 
ful consideration,  in  the  days  of  its  infantile  weakness. 

The  Committee  dare  not  indulge  the  hope  that  their  labors  will  be  found 
altogether  faultless;  they  may,  however,  be  permitted  to  say  in  all  sincerity, 
that  they  have,  though  sometimes  under  circumstances  of  disadvantage, 
endeavored  with  faithful  assiduity  to  discharge  the  delicate  and  arduous 
duties  devolved  upon  them  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  with  this  assurance 
on  their  part — trusting  to  fraternal  liberality  to  extenuate  for  whatever  may 
appear  erroneous  in  the  work — they  respectfully  submit  the  volume  to  a 
discerning  brotherhood,  and  a  candid  public.

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At  a  meeting  of  delegates  from  all  the  Lodges  in  this  State,  at  Chilli- 
cothe, on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eight,  and  in  the  year  of  Light  five  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eight,  were  present,  to  wit :

Brother  Robert  Oliver  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Brother  George 
Tod  was  appointed  Secretary. 

The  credentials  presented  by  the  delegates  from  Union  Lodge,  from  Cin- 
cinnati Lodge,  from  Scioto  Lodge,  from  Amity  Lodge,  and  from  Erie  Lodge, 
were  examined  and  pronounced  satisfactory — they  accordingly  took  their 
seats  in  Convention. 

The  credentials  of  the  delegates  from  New  England  Lodge  were  taken 
into  consideration  :  whereupon,  objections  arising  thereto, 

On  motion,  the  further  consideration  thereof  was  postponed,  to  be  re- 
sumed to-morrow  evening. 
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The  following  resolution  was  moved  by  Brother  Cass,  and  seconded  by 
Brother  Seely :  " That  it  it  expedient  to  form  a  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
State."  A  debate  arising  thereon,  an  adjournment  was  called  for : — where- 
upon, the  Convention  adjourned  until  to-morrow  evening,  at  six  o'clock. 


January  5,  A.  D.  1808. 

In  pursuance  to  adjournment,  the  Convention  met  at  six  o'clock,  P.  M. 
Present  as  yesterday. 

The  credentials  of  the  delegates  from  the  New  England  Lodge  were 
again  taken  into  consideration,  on  which  it  was  moved  by  Brother  Lang- 
ham,  that  the  delegates  from  New  England  Lodge  be  not  permitted  to  take 
a  seat  in  this  Convention :  whereupon,  it  was  resolved  that  the  delegates 
from  that  Lodge  do  not  take  a  seat. 

It  was  further  resolved  that  the  Convention  vote  by  Lodges— one  vote 
to  each. 

The  resolution  moved  yesterday,  "  That  it  is  expedient  to  form  a  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  State  of  Ohio,"  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

It  was  moved  by  Brother  Langham,  and  seconded  by  Brother  Cass, 
that  a  commission  of  five  be  appointed  to  draft  and  report  to  this  Conven- 
tion rules  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  provisions ;  and  on  the  question 
the  same  was  agreed  to. 

Brothers  Oliver,  Nye,  Van  Horn,  Henderson  and  Gibson  were  appointed 
to  compose  that  commission. 

Instructions  were  given  this  commission  to  make  report  at  the  next  ad- 
journed meeting  of  this  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  on  Wednesday  evening,  at  six 
o'clock. 


January  7th,  A.  D.  1808. 
In  pursuance  to  adjournment,  the  Convention  met.    Present  as  yester- 
day. 

Brother  Van  Horn,  chairman  of  the  commission  appointed  to  report 
rules  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  provisions,  handed  in  the  following 
report,  which  was  read  and  agreed  to,  to  wit : 

The  commission  appointed  on  the  fifth  instant,  to  prepare  resolutions  for  carrying 
into  effect  a  resolution  previously  passed  in  Convention,  viz:  "It  is  expedient  to  form 
a  Grand  Lodse  in  the  State  of  Ohio,"  do  report  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  a  Grand  Lodge  be  formed,  to  be  known  and  styled  the  ^nd  l^ge  of 
Ohio,  whose  powers  shall  be  to  grant  Charters  and  Dispensations,  on  proper  applica- 
tion, to  all  such  as  shall  apply  and  shall  be  deemed , worthv,-and  shall  have ^Jurisdic- 
tion over  the  same -and  shall  in  all  respects  be  clothed  with  full  powers  a a  Grand 
Lodge,  according  to  ancient  and  due  form,  and  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  land-maiks 

°flSS!'That  this  Convention  now  proceed  to  the  choice  of  Grand  Officers  to  com- 

P  J^^ThaJ^Kand  Lodge  do  hold  their  first  Grand  Communication  on  the 
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first  Monday  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nine, 
unless  sooner  convened  by  the  order  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Master  which  Grand  Commu- 
nication shall  be  held  at  whatever  place  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  shall  then  be  m  session ; 
Provided  That  if  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Master  shall  think  proper  to  call  a  Grand 
Communication  before  the  first  Monday  of  January  next,  the  same  shall  convene  at 

ChBesdved'  That  the  several  Lodges  now  represented  in  this  Convention,  prior  to  the 
first  Grand  Communication  of  the  proposed  Grand  Lodge,  do  transmit  to  their  respect- 
ive Grand  Lodges  their  several  Lodge  dues,  and  request  a  certificate  thereof. 

Besolved  That  at  the  first  Grand  Communication,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Lodge 
now  in  Convention,  to  transmit  their  several  Charters,  and  a  copy  of  their  By-Laws, 
together  with  the  certificates  obtained  from  their  respective  Grand  Lodges  which  Char- 
ter's shall  be  disposed  of  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  direct;  and  they  shall  issue  new 
Charters  to  the  said  Lodges  herein  represented,  numbering  them  in  their  order,  begin- 
ning with  the  Charter  of  the  most  ancient  date. 

Besolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Convention  do  transmit  to  the  Grand  Master 
elect  a  certified  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Convention,  and  in  its  name  request 
his  acceptance  of  the  office  he  is  elected  to  fill,  and  that  he  take  such  measures  as  to  him 
shall  seem  proper,  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

Whereupon  the  resolutions  were  read  by  the  Secretary,  and  severally 

agreed  to.

The  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.    Opened  in  due  form.  Pres- 
ent as  yesterday.

The  committee  appointed  last  evening  made  their  report,  which  was  read, 
as  follows : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio  : 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  credentials  from  the  several  Lodges  of  this 
State,  beg  leave  to  report  that,  having  taken  into  consideration  the  credentials  from 
Erie  Lodge,  No.  47,  held  at  Warren,  county  of  Trumbull;  of  Amity  Lodge,  No.  45,  held 
at  Zanesville  and  Springfield,  in  the  county  of  Muskingum;  of  Scioto  Lodge,  No.  2, 
held  at  Chillicothe,  in  the  county  of  Ross;  and  of  Cincinnati  Lodge,  No.  13,  held  in 
Cincinnati,  in  the  county  of  Hamilton ;  the  said  Lodges  have  conformed  so  far  with  the 
regulations  formed  by  the  Grand  Convention  of  last  winter,  that  they  are  prepared  to  en- 
ter into  the  proposed  Grand  Lodge ;  and  that  there  remains  but  one  difficulty  why  the  said 
Grand  Lodge  do  not  immediately  proceed  to  organize  and  work.  This  difficulty  is  found  in 
the  absence  of  our  sister  Lodge  of  Marietta.  Your  committee  will  not  undertake  to  dic- 
tate what  measures  this  Lodge  should  now  adopt  upon  this  subject ;  but  they  beg  leave 
to  suggest  that  at  the  present  moment,  when  we  have  approached  so  nearly  to  the 
establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  which  would  redound  greatly  to  the  advantage  of 
Masonry  in  this  State,  and  which  is  therefore  very  desirable,  when  we  are  well  assured 
of  the  unanimity  of  the  Lodges  on  the  propriety  of  such  an  establishment,  and  when 
we  are  assured  in  our  minds  that  nothing  but  a  casualty  unexpected  has  produced  any 
difficulty,  it  becomes  as  well  our  duty,  as  it  is  our  desire,  to  obviate,  as  far  as  in  us  lies, 
any  objections  which  can  arise  to  our  immediate  progress  in  the  business  on  which  we 
are  convened.  The  difficulty  to  which  we  allude  is,  that  doubt  as  to  whether  four  Lodges 
only  can  form  a  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  event  of  these  questions  being  determined  in  the 
negative,  your  committee  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  admitting  Brother  William 
Skinner  to  a  seat  among  us  as  proxy  for  the  Lodge  of  Marietta. 

Your  committee  feel  the  less  hesitation  in  making  this  suggestion,  having  considered 
that  Brother  Skinner  was  delegated  from  that  Lodge  to  the  Convention  by  which  we 
are  now  authorized  to  meet;  that  he  is  now  Senior  Warden  elect  in  said  Lodge;  that 
the  said  Lodge  is  desirous  of  cooperating  with  us,  on  this  occasion,  and  is  prevented 
from  so  doing  by  circumstances  which  could  neither  be  foreseen  or  prevented ;  and 
that  the  necessity  of  the  measure  is  paramount,  at  the  present  crisis,  to  all  objections 
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less  than  the  removal  of  the  land-marks  of  ancient  Masonry;  how  far  the  measure  may 
be  such  a  removal,  your  committee  refer  to  your  consideration  and  judgment.

We  are  directed  bv  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State  to  announce  to  you  its  organiza- 
tion; to  state  5he  reasons  which  have  influenced  us,  and  the  circumstances  under  which 
we  have  carried  this  measure  into  operation.  ^^.^  f  T  n(wa 

The  experience  of  many  years  has  tested  the  utility  and  necessity  of  bi  and  Judges. 
It  is ,  of  XlTmportanceto  our  Order,  that  a  uniform  mode  of  working  should  be

adopted,  and  that  that  unanimity  which  is  the  key-stone  of  Masonry,  should  be  pre- 
served and  secured.  The  Lodges  established  in  this  State  have  derived  their  Charters 
from  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  our  sister  States,  and  have  been  accountable  to 
them  for  their  proceedings.  The  remoteness  of  our  situation,  and  the  expense  insepa- 
rably incident  upon  a  frequent  communication,  have  deprived  us  of  most  of  those  ad- 
vantages to  be  desired  and  expected  from  a  Grand  Lodge.  We  are  of  opinion,  also 
that  in  the  government  of  Lodges,  it  is  expedient  to  conform,  as  much  as  practicable' 
to  the  municipal  regulations  of  the  country  in  which  they  are  established.  We  are 
aware  that  our  Order  depends  not  upon  the  arm  of  the  law  for  its  support;  its  obliga- 
tions are  dependent  upon  a  higher  authority,  upon  Him  who  is  the  Supreme  Legislator 
and  Omnipotent  Architect.  But  where  the  land-marks  of  the  country  can  be  respected 
and  the  land-marks  of  Masonry  be  preserved,  their  union  will  add  strength  to  our  in- 
stitutions, and  diminish  that  jealousy  with  which  the  weak  and  illiberal  are  too  apt  to 
regard  us.  Influenced  by  these  considerations,  and  authorized  by  the  sanction  of  pre- 
cedent, we  have  congregated  together  and  established  ourselves  into  a  Grand  Lodge. 

The  circumstances  under  which  we  have  proceeded  to  our  organization,  were  at  first 
novel  and  embarrassing.  From  an  attentive  examination  and  diligent  inquiry,  the 
doubts  which  hung  over  us  have  been  dissipated,  and  the  meridian  sun  has  illumed  us 
in  our  course. 

Agreeably  to  a  previous  arrangement,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1808.  a  legal 
representation  from  the  Lodges  at  Warren,  at  Zanesville,  at  Marietta,  at  Chillicothe, 
and  at  Cincinnati,  convened  at  this  place  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Grand 
Lodge.  They  then  formed  a  Convention,  adopted  some  necessary  regulations,  elected 
the  officers  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  appointed  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1809,  for 
them  to  convene  and  proceed  to  their  installation.  Accordingly,  on  that  day,  the  offi- 
cers so  elected  did  appear,  and  a  representation  from  all  the  above  named  Lodges, 
except  that  at  Marietta.  So  entirely  ignorant  are  we  upon  the  subject,  that  we  can 
conjecture  but  one  reason  which  could  have  prevented  the  officers  of  that  Lodge  from 
attending. 

About  the  time  when  it  would  have  been  necessary  for  them  to  commence  their  jour- 
ney, an  alarming  and  unprecedented  inundation  had  laid  that  town  under  water,  and 
the  distress  and  confusion  inseparable  from  such  a  situation,  probably  prevented  the 
attendance  of  their  delegation.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  became  a  serious  object 
of  inquiry,  whether  it  was  essentially  necessary  to  the  existence  of  a  Grand  Lodge  that 
a  representation  from  five  Lodges  should  be  present. 

We  have  examined  this  question,  and  the  result  of  our  deliberations  we  are  now 
about  to  state. 

Any  abstract  reasoning  upon  this  subject  would  be  as  improper  as  it  would  be  inde- 
corous; we  can  only  resort  to  the  opinion  of  eminent  brethren  who  have  preceded  us, 
and  to  the  regulations  which  have  been  published  under  the  authority  of  other  Grand 
Lodges.  From  an  examination  of  these  data,  we  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  the 
rule  requiring  a  representation  of  five  Lodges,  to  be  present  at  the  establishment  of  a 
Grand  Lodge,  is  a  municipal  regulation,  adopted  for  its  propriety,  and  not  a  funda- 
mental principle  of  our  Order. 

In  Preston's  Illustrations  of  Masonry,  page  199,  is  the  following  account  of  the  first 
establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge  in  London :  "  With  this  view,  the  Lodges  at  the  Goose 
and  Gridiron,  in  St.  Paul's  Church-yard,  the  Crown  in  Parker's  lane,  near  Drury's  lane, 
the  Apple-tree  tavern  in  Charles-street,  Covent-garden,  and  the  Rummer  and  Grapes 
tavern  in  Channel-row,  Westminster,  the  only  four  Lodges  in  being  in  the  South  of 
England  at  that  time,  with  some  old  brethren,  met  at  the  Apple-tree  tavern  above  men- 
tioned, in  February,  1717,  and  having  voted  the  oldest  Master  Mason  present,  into  the 
Chair,  constituted  themselves  a  Grand  Lodge,  pro  tempore,  in  due  form."  The  history 
then  states  the  mode  they  adopted  to  elect  a  Grand  Master,  the  election  to  that  office  of 
Mr.  Anthony  Savor,  and  the  permanent  establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge. 

" The  Grand  Master,"  continues  Preston,  "then  entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office, 
appointed  his  Wardens,  and  commanded  the  brethren  of  the  four  Lodges  to  meet 
him,"  etc.   From  this  precedent,  which  is  full  in  point,  we  trust  that  the  correctness  of 

our  proceedings  will  not  be  questioned.    But  in  addition,  this  -■  ,  Deputy 

Grand  Master  of  England,  in  the  page  of  his  ,  stating  the  difference 

between  ancient  and  modern  regulations,  mentions  that  the  former  requires  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  should  be  composed  of  its  officers,  and  the  officers  or  representatives  of 
the  subordinate  Lodges,  without  requiring  any  particular  number;  but  that  the  latter 
require  that  a  representation  from  live  Lodges  should  be  present.  From  an  examina- 
tion also,  of  the  most  approved  works  upon  the  science  of  Masonry,  we  find  the  dis- 
tinction generally  preserved,  that  five  Lodges  are  necessary,  by  the  laws  of  most  Grand 
Lodges,  but  not  by  the  ancient  regulations  of  our  Order.  We  find,  too,  that  all  the 
Grand  Lodges,  whose  Constitutions  we  have  had  an  opportunity  of  inspecting,  have 
required  a  representation  from  five  subordinate  Lodges  to  be  present,  previous  to  any 
business  being  transacted  ;  and  we  thence  conclude  that  they  found  such  a  regulation 
consonant  with  sound  policy  only.  For  if  the  fundamental  rules  of  the  craft  required 
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that  number  of  Lodges  to  be  present,  there  surely  would  have  been  no  necessity  for 
them  to  have  called  in  to  its  preservation  the  aid  of  a  Grand  Lodge. 

After  the  Lodges  in  this  State  shall  have  been  increased,  there  is  no  doubt  but  the 
Grand  Lodge  will  deem  it  proper  and  useful  to  establish  such  a  principle  ;  but  while 
these  considerations,  paramount  to  all  others  except  a  regard  to  the  ancient  land- 
marks, prevent  its  observance,  if  the  present  opportunity  should  pass,  and  the  work  we 
have  already  performed  be  lost,  we  have  little  prospect  of  the  establishment  of  a  Grand 
Lod^e  in  this  State  for  an  indefinite  period.  A  spirit  of  discord  might  thence  prevail; 
a  difference  in  working  become  established,  and  distressed  brethren  fail  of  receiving 
that  relief  to  which  thev  are  entitled. 

We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  ,  will  duly  appreciate  our 

motives,  and  recognize  in  this  proceeding,  an  earnest  wish  to  promote  the  welfare  and 
perpetuate  the  blessings  of  Masonry. 

We  offer  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  an  interchange  of  communication,  and 

invite  them  to  a  fraternal  correspondence. 

We  have  enclosed  a  list  of  our  officers,  and  must  conclude  by  praying  the  Supreme 
Grand  Architect  to  guide  you  in  your  deliberations,  to  your  own  honor  and  to  the  pros- 
perity of  the  Royal  Art. 

On  motion,  seconded,  the  aforesaid  credentials  from  Scioto  Lodge,  No.  2, 
the  Lodge  of  Amity,  No.  105,  Erie  Lodge,  No.  47,  and  Cincinnati  Lodge, 
No.  13,  were  received  and  declared  satisfactory.  Whereupon,  the  afore- 
said delegates  from  the  said  several  Lodges,  took  their  seats  in  the  Grand 
Lodge,  as  the  representatives  of  said  Lodges. 

On  motion,  seconded, 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  three  brethren  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  Constitution 
for  the  regulation  and  government  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Ordered,  That  Brothers  Henderson,  Steuart  and  Brush  be  said  committee. 

Adjourned  till  to-morrow  evening,  6  o'clock.    Closed  in  harmony.

This  Lodge,  in  the  third  degree  of  Masonry,  was  then  closed,  and  a 
Past-Master  Mason's  Lodge  was  opened.  The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand 
Master  elect,  was  then  introduced  by  the  W.  G.  S.  W.,  and  duly  installed 
into  that  office,  and  regularly  announced  by  the  proper  officer. 

The  Past-Master  Mason's  Lodge  was  then  closed,  and  a  Master  Mason's 
Lodge  opened.  The  several  subordinate  officers  elected  by  the  G.  Con- 
vention last  winter,  were  then  also  regularly  installed  into  their  respective 
offices,  by  the  E.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  announced  accordingly.

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Society  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
for  the  State  of  Ohio,  your  Brother  sendeth  Greeting  : 

It  was  with  high  sensibility  and  gratitude  I  received  the  information  that  the  Grand 
Convention  of  Masons,  convened  at  Chillicothe,  in  January  last,  elected  me  to  the 
office  of  Grand  Master  of  your  most  ancient  and  honorable  society  ;  but,  however  sen- 
sibly I  feel  t he  high  honor  done  me  by  the  Convention,  and  am  disposed  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  craft  in  general,  and  in  this  State  in  particular,  I  must  decline  the 
appointment.  My  sun  is  far  past  the  meridian  ;  it  is  almost  set;  a  few  sands  only  re- 
main in  my  glass;  I  am  unable  to  undergo  the  necessary  labors  of  that  high  and  im- 
portant office  :  unable  to  make  you  a  visit  at  this  time,  without  a  sacrifice  and  hazard 
of  health  which  prudence  forbids. 

May  the  Great  Architect,  under  whose  all-seeing  eye  all  Masons  profess  to  labor, 
have  you  in  His  holy  keeping,  that  when  our  labors  here  are  finished,  we  may,  through 
the  merits  of  Him  that  was  dead,  but  now  is  alive,  and  lives  forevermore,  be  admitted 
into  that  temple  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens :— Amen.  So  prays  your 
friend  and  brother,  RUFUS  PUTxXAM.

D.  G.  M.,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  invested  with  the  privilege  of  granting 
Dispensations,  at  their  discretion,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
The  first  part  of  said  report  was  then  agreed  to,  and  the  said  Constitution 
as  amended  was  adopted  as  follows,  viz : 

BY-LAWS,  ETC. 

Article  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  a  Grand  Communication  once  in  every 
year,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  not  be  any  Grand  Lodge  opened  to  work  unless  there  be  present 
a  representation  from  a  majority  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  3.  The  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  are  the  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  Offi- 
cers, Past  Masters,  officers  of  subordinate  Lodges,  and  representatives  from  said  Lodges. 

Art.  4.  Subordinate  Lodges  who  cannot  send  representatives  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
are  permitted  to  appoint  proxies,  who  must  be  Master  Masons  and  members  of  some 
Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  5.  The  appointment  of  the  representatives  and  proxies  must  be  certified  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  making  the  appointment,  and  have  the  seal  of  said  Lodge 
affixed  to  the  certificate. 

Art.  6.  The  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  to  receive  appeals,  redress  grievances,  and 
remove  all  complaints  of  the  private  Lodges  ;  to  grant  warrants  and  authorize  new  Lodges 
to  work;  to  reprehend  malconduct  in  any  of  its  private  Lodges  or  members  ;  to  relieve 
distressed  brethren,  their  widows  or  children  ;  to  assess  such  economical  contributions 
for  charity  and  other  exigencies,  from  time  to  time,  as  shall  appear  proper  for  the 
good  of  the  craft;  to  correspond  with  every  Grand  Lodge  on  the  terrestrial  globe  that 
they  shall  deem  right  for  the  good  of  the  fraternity;  to  devise  and  design  plans,  pro- 
blems and  positions  for  the  private  Lodges ;  to  execute  and  also  to  choose  and  elect,  by 
written  ballot,  annually,  and  duly  install  all  the  Grand  Officers. 

Art.  7.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Grand  Officer,  in  proportion  to  his  superiority,  du- 
ring the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  have  special  care  of  the  private  Lodges,  di- 
recting all  their  designs,  plans,  problems,  and  propositions  on  which  they  work,  to  be 
executed  according  to.  and  within,  the  extent  and  limits  of  the  ancient  land-marks, 
usages  and  customs  of  the  sublime  Order  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry. 

Art.  8.  All  matters  of  controversy  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  determined  by 
a  majority  of  votes;  that  is  to  say,  the  Grand  Master,  or  presiding  officer,  having  one 
vote,  (unless  in  case  of  an  equal  division,  and  then  two ;)  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  one 
vote;  the  Grand  Wardens,  for  the  time  being,  collectively,  one  vote;  the  Past  Grand 
Officers  and  Past  Masters,  collectively,  one  vote  ;  and  the  officers,  or  their  representa- 
tives, of  each  subordinate  Lodge,  collectively,  one  vote;  it  is,  however,  understood  that 
no  Brother  can  vote  in  a  double  capacity. 

Art.  9.  Every  Grand  Officer  shall  be  elected  annually  by  a  majority  of  written  bal- 
lots, taken  agreeably  to  Art.  8,  which  ballots  shall  be  collected  \>y  the  Senior  Grand 
Deacon,  and  shall  be  by  him  delivered  to  the  M.  W.  G-  Master,  for  the  time  being,  to 
count,  who  shall  order  the  Grand  Secretary  to  proclaim  the  officer  elected.  During  the 
time  that  the  Grand  Deacon  is  collecting  the  ballots,  and  until  the  Grand  Secretary  has 
proclaimed  the  officer  balloted  in,  every  member  shall  be  silent  and  keep  his  seat. 
The  Senior  Grand  Deacon  shall  not  present  the  ballot-box  to  any  voter  until  the  Grand 
Secretary  has  called  upon  him  to  answer,  beginning  with  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and 
continuing  the  voters  according  to  rank  and  seniority.  If  it  is  found  by  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  on  counting,  that  there  are  more  ballots  than  voters,  he  shall  charge  the 
members  to  be  more  attentive  to  their  duty,  and  order  a  new  election ;  and  if  any 
member  is  convicted  of  putting  more  ballots  in  the  box  than  he  is  entitled  to,  he  shall 
be  forever  suspended  from  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  10.  Every  Grand  Officer  shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  working  members  of 
the  several  subordinate  Lodges  ;  Provided,  he  is  not  thereby  raised  to  a  degree  higher 
than  what  he  may  have  attained  in  his  said  Lodge. 

Art.  11.   The  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  are  the  M.  W.  G.  M.,  the  two 
Grand  Wardens,  the  G.  Chaplain,  the  G.  Orator,  the  G.  Treasurer,  and  the  G.  Steward. 
The  officers,  however,  having  the  authority-of  making  the  other  appointments  may 
waive  the  privilege  whenever  they  may  think  proper. 
Art.  12.   The  Grand  Officers  shall  be  titled  and  ranked  in  the  following  order: 

1.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master. 

2.  The  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

3.  The  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden. 
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4.  The  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden. 

5.  The  Most  Reverend  Grand  Chaplain. 

6.  The  Grand  Orator. 

7.  The  Grand  Secretary. 

8.  The  Grand  Treasurer. 

9.  The  Senior  Grand  Deacon. 

10.  The  Junior  Grand  Deacon. 

11.  The  Grand  Marshal. 

12.  The  Grand  Steward. 

13.  The  Grand  Sword  Bearer. 

14.  The  Grand  Pursuivant. 

15.  The  Grand  Tyler. 

Art.  13.  No  elected  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  of  any  private  Lodge,  shall  act  as 
such  until  he  is  duly  installed. 

Art.  14.  On  the  day  appointed  for  the  assembly  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  members 
shall  collect  with  all  possible  punctuality,  the  Lodge  shall  be  opened  in  the  most  strict 
Masonic  order,  prayers  said,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Grand  Communication 
read;  and  immediately  after  the  several  returns  are  examined,  the  following  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  for  the  several  special  purposes,  and  they  shall  continue  only 
during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge : 

1.  A  committee  of  three  members,  who  shall  be  deputies  from  three  different  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  to  examine  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  G.  Secretary,  G.  Treasurer, 
and  Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  and  they  shall  report  a  statement  thereof; 
they  shall  also  ascertain  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Communication. 

2.  A  committee  of  two  members  shall  be  appointed  to  examine  attendant  and  visit- 
ing  brethren,  observing  t  hat  none  can  be  admitted  under  the  degree  of  Master  Mason. 

3.  A  committee  of  three  members  shall  be  appointed  to  hear  grievances  and  examine 
into  the  same,  and  make  due  report  thereof  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  15.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  invested  with  the  power  of  convening  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  any  time  when  there  shall  appear  to  him  an  emergent  occasion. 

Art.  16.  In  case  of  the  death  of  any  Grand  Officer,  or  in  case  of  any  Brother  re- 
fusing to  serve  or  install  according  to  appointment  to  any  Grand  Office,  the  M.  W.  G. 
Master  is  invested  with  power  to  nominate,  appoint,  and  install  such  other  brethren  to 
fill  all  such  vacancies  of  office  as  shall  meet  his  pleasure  and  discretion. 

Art.  17.  The  M.  W.  G.  Master  has  the  command  of  every  other  officer,  and  may 
call  on  any  and  all  of  them,  at  any  time,  for  advice  and  assistance  on  any  business 
relative  to  the  craft. 

Art.  18.   The  M.  W.  G.  Master  is  not  authorized  to  make  or  second  any  motion. 

Art.  19.  The  M.  W.  G.  M.  and  R..W.  D.  G.  M„  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  vested 
with  the  privilege  of  granting  dispensations  at  their  discretion,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  20.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Master,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
is  elected  and  installed  to  serve,  or  in  case  of  his  refusal  to  serve  or  install  according 
to  appointment,  all  the  powers  and  privileges  shall  devolve  and  become  the  inherent 
right  of  the  following  brethren,  according  to  the  grade  here  mentioned  : 

1.  The  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master.  2.  The  Worshipful  Senior  Grand 
Warden.  3.  The  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden.  4.  The  Past  Grand  Officers,  ac- 
cording to  rank  and  seniority.  5.  The  Presiding  Masters  of  subordinate  Lodges,  accor- 
ding to  rank.   6.  The  Past  Masters,  according  to  rank  and  seniority. 

Art.  21.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Master  to  install  his  Deputy,  but  he  may  dep- 
utize whom  he  pleases  to  install  all  the  other  officers,  and,  also,  any  officer  of  a  private 
Lodge. 

Art.  22.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  G.  Master,  in  officio  or  pro  tern.,  to  subscribe,  in 
presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  fair  and  true  transcript  of  their  proceedings:  Provided, 
the  proceedings  are  first  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of 
the  brethren  assembled,  and  the  proceedings  subscribed,  he  is  to  deliver  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  with  direction  to  have  them  truly  registered  and  filed. 

Art.  23.  Every  subordinate  Lodge,  which  shall  not  be  represented  for  three  succes- 
sive Grand  Communications,  or  who  shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  Lodge  for  two  years,  shall 
be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Order,  until  they  shall  comply  with  both  the 
requisitions,  and  upon  an  order  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  that  effect,  at  a  time  to  be 
specified  therein,  shall  be  finally  stricken  off  the  list  of  Lodges,  and  have  their  charter 
withdrawn ;  having  due  notice  of  such  order  to  be  communicated  to  them  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  24.  Every  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  also  every  member  of  every  subor- 
dinate Lodge,  shall  pay  due  submission  and  obedience  to  the  respective  officers. 

Akt.  25.  It  is  the  duty  of  every  Free  Mason  to  live  in  peace,  harmony  and  love  with 
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all  mankind,  to  despise  hatred,  malice  and  calumny:  to  practice  universal  charity  and 
benevolence:  to  avoid,  as  much  as  possible,  all  law  suits,  and  to  submit  all  differences 
that  may  arise  between  brethren,  except  such  as  may  relate  to  real  or  personal  property, 
to  be  reconciled  by  the  several  Lodges  to  which  they  belong,  or  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  26.  Every  Free  Mason  is  enjoined  always  to  avoid  addressing  a  Brother  or  a 
Cowan  as  a  Free  Mason,  unless  they  are  in  private  or  in  open  Lodge,  under  the  penalty 
of  a  severe  reprimand. 

Art.  27.  Every  set  of  Masons  that  may  hereafter  obtain  permission  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  receive  a  warrant  to  authorize  them  to  congregate  and  work  as  a  regular 
Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  shall,  for  the  same,  pay  into  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  thirty 
dollars  before  the  said  warrant  shall  be  issued,  and  shall  also  pay  as  a  fee  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  for  engrossing  and  affixing  the  seal  of  office,  parchment  and  recording,  six 
dollars. 

Art.  28-  Every  set  of  Masons  that  may  hereafter  obtain  from  the  proper  officer  per- 
mission to  receive  from  the  Grand  Secretary  a  dispensation  to  congregate  and  work  as 
a  warranted  Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  shall  pay  into  the 
Grand  Charity  Fund  for  the  same,  five  dollars,  and  three  dollars  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Art.  29.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  shall  hereafter  be  accountable  for,  and  are  hereby 
directed  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  account  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  every  twelve 
months,  the  following  assessment: 

1.  For  every  Mason  they  have  initiated,  during  the  preceding  twelve  months,  one 
dollar. 

2.  For  every  member  of  each  respective  Lodge,  fifty  cents  per  annum. 

Art.  30.  The  Grand  Charity  Funds  shall  only  be  subject  to  such  applications  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Charity  Stewards  shall  direct. 

Art.  31.  Five  brothers  being  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  M.'w.  G  Master,  and  the  other  four  duly  elected,  to  be  nominated  and  entitled 
Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund;  any  three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum  of  respon- 
sibility, and  entitled  to  act, 

Art.  32.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  to  superintend 
and  apply  the  said  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  care  and  economy,  and  they  are 
authorized  to  draw  orders  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  any  sum  they  may  think  proper. 

Art.  33.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  to  inform  every 
Assembly  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  written  report,  giving  an  account  of  all  their  pro- 
c.-edings,  during  the  last  twelve  months,  and  solicit  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
cases  that  may  appear  any  way  doubtful  or  intricate. 

Art.  34.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Most  Reverend  Grand  Chaplain  to  say  prayers  to  the 
congregation  at  the  opening  and  closing  of  every  Grand  Lodge;  also,  to  prepare  and 
preach  suitable  occasional  sermons,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master. 

Art.  35.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  keep  a  fair,  true,  and  regular  copy, 
registered  in  books  for  that  purpose,  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He 
shall  not  register  any  proceedings  that  are  not  duly  ratified  and  signed  in  open  Lodge, 
by  the  Mosf  Worshipful  Grand  Master;  and  the  transcript,  so  ratified  and  signed,  shall 
be,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  filed  as  an  original  voucher  for  his  record. 

Art.  36.  No  warrant,  certificate,  or  any  other  instrument  of  writing  whatever,  shall 
be  of  any  validity,  if  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  unless  it  be  attested  by  his  signa- 
ture and  has  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  affixed  thereto.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall 
use  his  private  seal  until  a  Grand  Seal  can  be  procured. 

Art.  37.  All  the  books,  records,  paper,  seal,  etc.,  kept  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  them  or  their  committee  delivered  up  when- 
ever called  for. 

Art.  38.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  attend  personally,  or  by  his  agent,  who  shall  be 
a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  all  his  books  and  papers  of  office,  on  every  assem- 
bly of  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

Art.  39.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  procure  all  the  books  and  stationery  for  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  the  most  reasonable  terms,  and  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the 
amount  thereof,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same. 

He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees  as  a  compensation  for  his  services  : 

1.  He  shall  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge  ten  cents  for  every  hundred  words  which  he 
actually  and  necessarily  writes  for  their  use  and  by  their  direction. 

2.  He  shall  be  paid,  by  the  parties  employing  him,  for  copying  from  the  records, 
files  and  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  instrument  of  writing  whatever,  (ex- 
cept as  is  before  provided  for,)  ten  cents  for  every  hundred  words ;  he  finding  for  this 
purpose  his  own  stationery.  m 

3.  He  shall  be  paid,  by  the  parties  employing  him,  one  dollar  for  affixing  his  seal  of 
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office  to  any  instrument  of  writing  whatever,  except  it  be  a  warrant  or  dispensation 
which  is  before  provided  for. 

Art  40.  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  fee  for  affixing  his  seal  of 
office  to  any  instrument  of  writing  ordered  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  such  as 
particular  summons,  copies  of  proceedings  sent  to  Foreign  Grand  Lodges,  etc. 

Art  41  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  account  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  all  moneys  re- 
ceived by  him,  nor  shall  he  pay  any  money  without  the  order  of  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Master,  or  of  the  Grand  Charity  Stewards,  except  as  before  provided. 

Art.  42.   He  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  each  Grand  Communication,  lay  a  statement 
of  his  accounts  before  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art  43  The  Grand  Secretary  shall  always  have  his  books  completed  so  far  as  he  is 
in  possession  of  documents  for  the  same,  to  produce  to  every  Grand  Communication, 
under  the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars. 

Art.  44.  Any  Grand  Officer  withdrawing  himself,  during  his  appointment  as  Grand 
Officer,  from  the  private  Lodge  to  which  he  belonged  at  the  time  of  his  election,  shall 
in  that  case  vacate  his  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art  45.  No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degree  of  Past  Master,  unless  on 
those  who  have  been  regularly  elected  to  fill  the  Chair,  or  as  preparatory  to  some  higher 
degree.  And  no  Past  Master  who  shall  have  received  that  degree  for  the  latter  purpose, 
shall  be  entitled  on  that  account  to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  shall  they  be  re- 
turned as  such  in  the  communications  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  46.  No  by-laws  shall  be  altered  or  done  away,  or  any  new  one  adopted,  until 
the  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  nullification,  or  addition,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  have  been  handed  in,  in  open  Lodge,  and  seconded,  and  remained  one  whole 
vacation. 

The  second  part  of  the  aforesaid  report,  containing  a  resolution,  "  That 
the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  given  to  our  Eight  Worshipful  Brother 
Thomas  Henderson,  late  Deputy  Grand  .Master,  for  the  attention  and  skill 
with  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office,"  was  then  taken  up, 
read  and  agreed  to,  and  thanks  accordingly  given  from  the  Chair. 

On  motion,  seconded, 

Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  and  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  printed, 
under  direction  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  that  a  copy  thereof  be  forwarded  to  each 
of  the  subordinate  Lodges  here  represented,  to  the  Lodge  at  Marietta,  and  to  each  of 
the  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

A  petition  was  presented,  signed  by  Brothers  Samuel  H.  Smith,  Na- 
thaniel W.  Little,  Richard  Fhhback,  William  Little,  Alexander  Enos,  Jr., 
Ichabod  Nye,  and  Thomas  Brown,  praying  this  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  them 
a  Charter,  to  form  a  Lodge  by  the  name  of  "  Mount  Zion  Lodge,  No.  — ," 
which  was  read,  and 

On  motion,  seconded, 

Ordered  That  until  a  Charter  can  be  made  and  granted  to  said  brethren  for  the  afore- 
said purpose,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  dispensation  therefor. 

On  motion,  seconded, 

Ordered  That  the  Grand  Secretary  address  a  letter  to  the  Worshipful  Master  of  the 
Lod^e  at  Worthington,  inviting  him,  with  the  Brethren  of  his  Lodge,  to  cooperate  with 
the  other  Lodges,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  m  their  Masonic  labors 
for  the  prosperity  of  the  fraternity  and  of  this  Grand  Lodge;  and  also,  that  the  said 
Lodge  at  Worthington  may  be  represented  in  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  Grand  Com- 
munication. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Lodge  adjourned  until  to-morrow 
evening,  6  o'clock,  and  closed  in  harmony. 
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Saturday  Evening,  Jan.  7th,  A.  L.  5809. 

The  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.    Present  as  yesterday. 

Opened  in  due  form  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  step  of  Masonry,  for 
the  purpose  of  adopting  a  uniform  mode  of  working  throughout  all  the 
Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  taken  into 
consideration  and  agreed  to. 

There  appearing  to  be  no  further  business  in  this  degree,  the  Lodge  was 
closed,  and  a  Fellow  Craft's  Lodge  opened  for  the  same  purpose,  where 
the  same  was  considered  and  agreed  to.  No  further  business  appearing  in 
that  degree,  the  Lodge  was  closed  and  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge  opened 
for  the  same  purpose,  where  the  same  was  likewise  taken  into  considera- 
tion, agreed  to  ;  and  no  further  business  appearing,  the  Lodge  was  then 
closed  in  due  form  and  harmony,  at  9  o'clock  P.  M.

Ordered,  That  Brothers  Skinner,  Massie  and  Brush  be  said  committee. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Lodge  was  adjourned  until  to-morrow 
evening,  6  o'clock.    Closed  in  harmony. 


Tuesday  Evening,  Jan.  2d,  A.  L.  5810.

Article  8.  All  matters  of  controversy  before  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  votes :  that  is  to  say,  the  Grand  Master  or  presiding  officer  having  one 
vote,  (unless  in  cases  of  an  equal  division,  and  then  two,)  the  Deputy  Grand  Master 
one  vote,  the  Grand  Wardens  for  the  time  being  collectively  one  vote,  the  Past  Grand 
Officers  and  Past  Masters  who  are  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge  collectively  one 
vote,  and  the  officers  (or  representatives)  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  collectively  one 
vote.  It  is,  however,  understood  that  no  brother  can  vote  in  a  double  capacity. 
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The  question  being  taken  upon  the  adoption  of  the  above  amendment,  it 
was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

Rial  Mc  Arthur  presented  a  petition  signed  by  a  number  of  Master 
Masons  residing  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  and  State  of  Ohio,  praying 
that  a  Dispensation  may  issue,  authorizing  them  to  open  and  hold  a  Lodge, 
to  be  denominated  the  Western  Star  Lodge,  No.  — ,  in  the  town  of  Canfield, 
in  said  county.  Which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting 
of  Bros.  Belt,  Dillon  and  McArthur. 

Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  issue  a  Charter  to  the  Brethren  of  Farmers'  Lodge, 
No.  20. 

In  pursuance  of  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  adopted  last  evening,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  by  ballot 
to  the  election  of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  as  the  seventh  Grand  Officer ;  and 
upon  the  votes  being  counted,  Bro.  Robert  Safford,  of  Morning  Dawn 
Lodge,  No.  7,  was  proclaimed  duly  elected. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  after  a  few  short,  but  impressive 
remarks,  were  introduced  by  the  late  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Cass : 

The  East,  the  West  and  the  South  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  do  declare :  That  the 
defenders  of  their  country  have  a  right  to  expect  their  country's  approbation.  The 
lamented  death  of  Bro.  Benoni  Pierce,  who  died  nobly,  while  fighting  bravely  the 
battles  of  his  country,  demands  the  expression  of  our  grief  for  his  loss,  and  our  affection 
for  his  memory.

Captain  Bbnoni  Pierce,  who  fell  in  the  late  engagement  on  the  Mississinawa  river. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  he  requested  to  transmit  to  the  widow  of  our  de- 
ceased Brother,  a  letter  of  condolence  ;  expressing  the  regret  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
feels  in  the  irreparable  loss  she  has  sustained. 

Resolved.  That  the  Grand  Master  do  also,  out  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  transmit  to 
the  widow  of  our  deceased  Brother  the  sum  of  dollars. 

The  blank  in  the  third  resolution  was  filled  with  the  word  "fifty,"  and 
the  said  preamble  and  resolutions  were  then  unanimously  adopted. 

Nothing  further  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed,  and  the  Com- 
munication adjourned  until  to-morrow  evening  at  7  o'clock.

Directing  Minutes  to  be  Printed.— Resolved  bp  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That 
the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  have  one  hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Grand  Communication  printed ;  and  that  he  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  thereof 
to  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge— to  the 
Lodge  at  Marietta,  and  to  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  within  the  United  States,  and  that 
the  expenses  for  the  same  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Adjourning  the  Grand  Communication.— Resolved  bp  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio 
That  this  grand  communication  be  now  adjourned  until  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next;  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  be  now  closed.

rial was,  on  motion,  referred  to  brothers  Tupper  and  Barker,  to  report 
thereon  to-morrow  evening. 

Nothing  further  appearing,  this  Grand  Lodge  was  closed,  and  the  Com- 
munication adjourned  until  to-morrow  evening  at  six  o'clock.

At  a  General  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
State  of  Ohio,  began  and  held  at  Masons'  Hall,  in  the  town  of  Chillicothe, 
on  the  second  day  of  January,  A.  L.  5815,  A.  D.  1815 — there  were  present 
as  follows,  viz :

A  majority  of  all  the  Lodges  being  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
opened  on  the  third  degree  of  Masonry  in  ample  form.

Brother  Osborn,  of  Pickaway  Lodge,  No.  23,  delivered  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  the  Dispensation  of  that  Lodge,  and  moved  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  do  grant  to  said  Lodge  a  Charter  in  lieu  thereof — which,  upon  being 
seconded,  passed  without  a  division. 
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Ordered — That  the  Grand  Secretary  prepare  a  Charter  accordingly. 

The  Grand  Master  read  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  communication  which  he 
had  received  from  Immanuel  de  la  Motta,  of  New  York,  which,  from  its 
interesting  contents,  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  Brothers  Tupper, 
Burnet  and  Tod,  to  report  their  opinion  thereon.  Also,  a  communication 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred 
to  Brothers  Kinkead,  Griswold  and  Kercheval,  to  report  thereon ;  and  also 
the  correspondence  between  the  American  Union  Lodge  at  Marietta  and 
himself — which  correspondence  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  committee  of 
Brothers  Tupper,  Kirtland  and  M'Lene. 

Brother  Edward  W.  Tupper  offered  the  following  resolution  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge : 

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  Morning  Dawn  Lodge, 
No.  7,  owing  to  high  waters  and  the  sickness  of  some  of  the  officers,  did  not  on  the 
evening  of  their  annual  election,  open  a  Lodge,  whereby  no  election  of  officers  .took 
place  in  said  Lodge  for  the  last  year,  and  by  which  omission  the  late  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  that  Lodge  have  considered  themselves  unauthorized  to  labor  :  Therefore,

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  purporting  to  have  been  issued  by  "Immanuel  de  la  Motta,  K.  H.  S.  P.  R.  S. 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector  General  of  the  thirty-third  degree,  and  illustrious  Treasurer 
General  of  the  Holy  Empire  in  the  United  States  of  America/' have  attended  to  the 
duties  required  of  them,  and  respectfully  Report — 

That  the  evidence  in  their  possession  is  of  that  uncertain  kind,  that  even  a  fixed 
belief  cannot  be  predicated  on  it.  The  controversy  between  "De  la  Motta"  and  the 
accused  "Cernan,"  the  committee  can  feel  no  justifiable  interest  in.  Both  are  strangers 
as  well  as  their  abettors.  Their  jarrings  are  too  sublimated  for  our  understandings. 
The  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

Unsolved,  That  the  communication  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  made  by  vTmmanuel  de  la 
Motta,  &c,  &c,  &c."  denouncing  a  certain  "Joseph  Cernan"  as  an  impostor,  &c.  dated 
September  1813.  does  not  furnish  a  proper  subject  for  this  Lodge  to  act  on,  otherwise 
than  to  permit  it  to  remain  on  file.

Brother  Gowles  moved,  that  for  the  purpose  of  rendering  the  mode  of 
the  adjustment  of  accounts  uniform,  the  Grand  Secretary  be  author-

Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  prepare  charters  for  Rising  Sun  Lodge  No.  22,  and 
Lebanon  Lodge  No.  26— also  for  Franklin  Lodge  No.  14. 
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Brother  McArthur  presented  the  petition  of  Western  Star  Lodge  No. 
21,  praying,  for  reasons  set  forth  in  said  petition,  to  be  permitted  to  con- 
tinue their  labors  under  the  dispensation  organizing  said  Lodge — and,  on 
motion  that  the  request  of  said  petitioners  be  granted,  it  was  determined 
in  the  affirmative.

Champaign  county:  And  whereas,  it  has 
been  represented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  brethren  of  the  said  Lodge  have  a  desire 
to  surrender  their  said  charter,  and  to  form  separate  Lodges  at  each  of  the  said  places : 
Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  That  on  the  surrendering,  by  the  said  brethren  of  Har- 
mony Lodge  No.  8,  of  their  present  charter,  and  on  application  in  due  form  being  made 
by  the  brethren  of  the  said  Lodge  from  Urbana  and  Springfield,  respectively,  that  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master  do  grant  to  them,  respectively,  dispensations  authorizing  them  to 
labor  until -the  next  annual  Grand  Communication,  at  each  of  said  places;  at  which 
time,  if  no  reasons  shall  appear  to  the  contrary,  they  shall  be  respectively  entitled  to 
receive  charters,  on  paying  to  the  Grand  Lodge  dues  for  one  charter  only,  to  be  paid  by 
the  said  contemplated  new  Lodges  in  proportion  to  their  respective  members— the  said 
contemplated  new  Lodges  respectively  paying  the  Grand  Secretary  the  fees  which  by 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  he  is  entitled  to  receive.

Brother  Grisivold  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  return  of  Washing- 
ton Lodge  No.  17,  and  moved  that  Brother  Burnet  take  his  seat  as  the 
proxy  of  said  Lodge,  which  was  agreed  to. 

Brother  Tupper,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  subject 
of  the  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  American  Union  Lodge 
No.  1,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  correspondence  of  our  M.  W.  G.  Master 
with  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  in  relation  to  the  unhappy  disagreement  existing 
between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  and  that  Lodge,  having  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, beg  leave  to  report :  That  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  was  established  at 
Marietta  some  time  in  the  year  1792,  in  virtue  of  a  charter  dated  (as  represented  by  that 
Lodge)  in  February,  1776,  granted  in  England  as  a  traveling  charter,  and  signed  by  the 
Provincial  Grand  Master. 

That  Lodge,  when  established  by  virtue  of  this  charter,  was  recognized  as  a  regular 
Lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts,  and  continued  their 
labors  for  several  years,  and  until  its  Lodge  room  and  charter  were  by  fire  destroyed— 
a  copy  of  this  charter  having  been  previously  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  (it  is  believed)  Massachusetts.  On  the  loss  of  their  charter,  Union  Lodge 
first  applied  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  to  renew  its  provisions,  and  authorize 
that  Lodse  to  continue  its  labors  under  an  approved  cop}'.  But  that  Grand  Lodge,  on 
examining  the  copy,  finding  it  contained  a  provision  nearly  in  these  words  — "to  work 
in  Boxberry  or  any  place  [or  any  where)  on  the  continent  of  America,  where  no  Grand  Lodge 
is  established."  refused  to  renew  their  charter  without  making  it  tributary  and  subordi- 
nate to  that  Grand  Lodge.  From  this  Lodge  application  was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Massachusetts,  praying  the  same  privileges.  After  a  considerable  length  of  time, 
that  Grand  Lodge  authorized  Union  Lodge  to  reassume  their  labors,  under  a  copy  of 
their  original  charter,  but  with  an  express  provision  that  the  charter  so  renewed  and 
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recognized,  "  should  be  surrendered  whenever  a  Grand  Lodge  should  be  formed  within  this 
State  or  Territory"  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  reserving  to  itself  the  right  of 
exacting  dues,  as  an  acknowledgment  of  her  dependency.  Such  were  the  circum- 
stances under  which  American  Union  Lodge  again  commenced  her  labors,  after  a  sus- 
pension of  near  two  years,  at  the  same  time  compelled  to  acknowledge  her  dependency 
on  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts. 

When  the  number  of  Lodges  in  this  State  authorized  the  forming  of  a  Grand  Lodge, 
American  Union  Lodge  was  among  the  first  to  propose  the  Convention,  where  she  was 
duly  represented,  and  assisted  in  forming  the  Grand  Lodge.  Soon  after  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  formed,  and  the  several  Lodges  in  this  State  were  required  to  surrender 
their  charters,  Union  Lodge  refused,  by  various  pretenses,  to  comply  with  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  has  since  ceased,  and  refused  to  be  represented  at  the 
Grand  Communications. 

From  that  time,  various  have  been  the  amicable  means  resorted  to  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  to  convince  that  Lodge  that  she  was  wandering  from  the  path  of  her 
duty,  and  to  restore  her  to  peace,  to  happiness,  and  to  the  confidence  and  affection  of 
her  sister  Lodges;  this  hope,  so  fondly  cherished  from  the  purity  of  its  motives,  looked 
forward  to  the  happy  moment  when  this  wandering  sister,  convinced  of  her  errors, 
should  place  herself  under  the  guidance  and  protection  of  this  Lodge  ;  but  such  a  hope 
must  no  longer  be  cherished.  That  Lodge,  by  her  solemn  act,  in  July  last,  while  acting 
on  the  invitation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  through  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  begging  her 
to  come  in  and  unite  with  the  family  of  her  sister  Lodges,  rejects  the  invitation,  and 
declares  her  independence.  To  reclaim  a  wanderer  who  is  straying  from  virtue's 
paths ;  to  restore  her  to  honor  and  a  sense  of  her  duty,  correction  must  oft  times  be 
applied,  though  distressing  to  the  hand  that  administers  it.  The  history  of  Masonry 
affords  many  examples  of  this  last  and  painful  resort.  Your  committee  cannot,  there- 
fore, in  pursuance  of  the  duty  they  owe  the  craft  in  general,  and  to  the  happy  and 
dutiful  Lodges  of  this  Grand  Communication  in  particular,  refrain  from  recommending 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  at  Marietta,  by  refusing  to  surrender 
her  charter,  and  denying  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge,  has  forfeited  her  privileges  to 
labor,  and  has  become  an  unauthorized  and  unwarranted  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  no  member  of  any  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  who  may  enter  that 
Lodge,  after  a  knowledge  of  these  resolutions,  and  labor  in  any  of  the  duties  apper- 
taining to  the  craft,  or  any  member  of  that  Lodge,  who  shall  sit  in.  or  assist  in  any 
labor,  (while  working  under  their  present  charter,)  shall  ever  again  be  received  in  any 
Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  :  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  American  Union  Lodge  from  once  meeting  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
considering  on  these  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  no  person  hereafter  initiated  in  that  Lodge  under  its  present  charter, 
shall  ever  be  considered  or  acknowledged  as  a  Mason,  in  any  Lodge  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge,  by  virtue  of  such  initiation. 

Resolved,  That  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  be  required  to  forward  immedi- 
ately to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts,  copies. of  this  report 
and  these  resolutions,  under  the  seal  of  this  Lodge,  and  request  their  aid  in  reclaiming 
that  wandering  Lodge;  and  that  our  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  be  also  requested 
to  forward  a  copy  of  this  report  and  these  resolutions  to  the  Master  of  American  Union 
Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  whenever  American  Union  Lodge  shall  surrender  her  charter,  and 
acknowledge  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  our  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  to  grant  to  said  Lodge  his  dispensation,  authorizing  the  continuance  of 
its  labors  until  the  next  Grand  Communication. 


And  on  motion  that  the  Grand  Lodge  adopt  the  said  report,  it  was 
unanimously  decided  in  the  affirmative — voting  by  Lodges. 

Brother  Tod,  from  the  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  resolutions 
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and  papers  from  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  in  relation  to  Lieut.  William  M'Don- 
ald,  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  restoring 
to  William  M'Donald  the  rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  having  paid  that  attention  to 
the  subject  matter  of  reference  which  the  shortness  of  time  and  other  paramount  avo- 
cations would  permit,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  this  or  any  other  Grand  Lodge  of  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons  have  the  Masonic  right  of  replacing  an  expelled  brother  in  his 
former  standing  as  a  member  of  our  fraternity. 

The  opinion  of  the  committee  further  is,  that  no  subject  in  Masonry  ought  to  excite 
a  deeper  interest  than  the  one  on  which  they  have  given  an  opinion. 

They  are  still  further  of  opinion  that,  under  existing  circumstances,  connected  with 
the  evidence  in  their  possession,  William  M'Donald,  formerly  a  brother,  ought  to  be 
restored  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  "  blessed  Free  Masonry." 

We  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  William  M'Donald,  formerly  a  member  of  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  but 
expelled  therefrom,  which  expulsion  was  affirmed  in  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  now,  and  he 
is  hereby  restored  to  the  full  privileges  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  as  though  he  nes'er 
had  been  excluded  therefrom.

And  on  motion  that  the  report  be  received  and  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Communication,  it  was  unanimously  decided  in  the  affirmative — voting  by 
Lodges. 

The  resolution  offered  by  Brother  Tupper,  in  behalf  of  the  brethren  of 
Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  on  yesterday  evening,  was  agreed  to. 

The  committee  appointed  to  give  a  construction  to  the  29th  Article  of 
the  By-Laws,  made  the  following  report — which,  on  motion,  was  agreed  to  : 

Your  committee  who  were  appointed  to  give  a  construction  to  the  29th  Article  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  report,  that  the  only  proper  construc- 
tion that  they  can  give  to  said  article  is,  that  the  annual  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
members  initiated,  should  be  in  proportion  to  the  time  of  their  membership.

The  committee  appointed  to  hear  and  report  grievances,  to  whom  the 
memorial  of  Alex.  Enos  was  referred,  reported : 

That  the  reasons  set  forth  by  said  memorialist,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
deserve  the  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge  : — They  therefore  recommend  that  notice 
be  given  to  the  memorialist  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  Grand  Com- 
munication, to  show  cause  wh)7  he  should  not  have  been  expelled  the  Lodge  of  which 
he  was  a  member. 

Which  report  was  concurred  in. 

Brother  J\T.  B.  Bailey,  the  representative  of  N.  C.  Harmony  Lodge  No. 
2,  appeared  and  took  his  seat ;  his  authority  to  take  a  seat  in  this  Grand 
Lodge  having  been  declared  satisfactory. 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Brother  Lewis  Summers,  at  the  last  Grand 
Communication,  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
which  had  laid  over  one  year  for  consideration,  was  taken  up  and  read — 
which  amendment  was  in  these  words : 
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Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio  be  so  amended,  "That  when  any  subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  the  same  shall  be  taken  and  received  in  full  of 
the  assessments  authorized  by  the  29th  Article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for 
the  year  for  which  the  same  shall  be  paid." 

And  upon  motion  that  the  said  amendment  be  adopted,  it  was  unani- 
mously decided  in  the  negative — voting  by  Lodges. 

The  amendment  proposed  by  Brother  Walter  Dun,  at  the  last  Grand 
Communication,  was  also  taken  up  and  read.  The  amendment  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Whereas,  In  many  instances  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  have  initiated  applicants  whose  ordinary  places  of  residence  were  in  the 
neighborhood  of  other  Lodges — And  whereas,  such  a  practice  has  introduced,  and  has 
the  greatest  tendency  to  introduce  into  our  society,  many  members  of  doubtful  charac- 
ters. Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Lodge,  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  to  initiate  applicants  whose  place  of  residence  is  in  the  neighborhood 
of  any  other  Lodge  working  under  the  said  jurisdiction. 

Which  proposition  was  also  negatived — voting  by  Lodges  as  follows :

The  committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  communication  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  the  same  under 
consideration,  and  are  happy  to  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  division  which 
unfortunately  prevailed  for  many  years  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England,  as  well 
as  the  Grand  Lodges  of  South  Carolina,  have  happily  terminated,  and  have  become 
united.   We  therefore  move  the  following  resolution : 
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Mesolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  address  a  letter  of  congratulation  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  on  the  consummation  of  that  happy  event.

A  petition  from  a  number  of  brethren  of  Fairfield,  in  the  county  of 
Greene,  praying  the  erection  of  a  new  Lodge,  was  read,  and  referred  to 
Brothers  Granger,  Satterthwaite  and  Kerr,  who,  after  some  time,  reported 
in  their  favor ;  upon  which  report  a  dispensation  was  directed  to  be  issued. 

Brother  P.  Spurck,  the  former  Grand  Steward  and  Tyler  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  having  declined  serving  any  longer,  Brother  John  Hellings  was 
appointed  to  succeed  him. 

A  resolution  from  Morning  Dawn  Lodge  No.  7,  setting  forth  that  a  cer- 
tain N.  C.  Boalse,  said  to  be  a  Master  Mason,  and  a  member  of  Mount 
Zion  Lodge  No.  9,  and  who  is  therein  represented  as  an  object  of  charity, 
was  read  and  referred  to  Brothers  S.  Smith  and  McDougal,  to  report 
thereon  to-morrow  evening. 

A  petition,  in  company  with  sundry  papers  from  a  number  of  the  breth- 
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ren  formerly  of  the  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  at  Marietta,  praying  to 
be  erected  into  a  new  Lodge,  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  they  were  referred 
to  a  select  committee  of  three  members,  viz :— Brothers  Burnet,  Beecher 
and  Granger. 

A  petition  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Wooster,  in  the  county  of  Stark,  was  also 
read  and  referred  to  Brothers  Granger,  Satterthwaite  and  Kerr. 

Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  prepare  a  charter  for  Ohio  Lodge  No.  30— and 
that  the  Grand  communication  be  adjourned  until  to-morrow  evening  at  seven  o  clock.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  on  the  third  degree  of  Masonry  in  ample 
form. 

Brother  W.  W.  Cotgreave  presented  his  credentials  as  the  proxy  of  Unity 
Lodge  No.  12,  and  also  of  Concord  Lodge  No.  15,  and  took  his  seat  accord- 
ingly. 

The  Stewards  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  handed  in  their  report,  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  petition  was  handed  in  and  read  from  a  number  of  brethren  residing 
in  and  near  the  town  of  St.  Clairsville,  in  the  county  of  Adams,  praying 
the  erection  of  a  new  Lodge,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  to  whom 
a  similar  petition  was  referred  on  yesterday — who  reported  favorably;  and 
the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  prepare  dispensations  accordingly. 

Brother  Thomas  S.  Foote,  representative  from  Clermont  Social  Lodge 
No.  29,  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

Brother  Nathaniel  Gates  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  procure  a  copper 
plate  at  the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  be  deposited  in  the  archives  thereof, 
for  the  purpose  of  printing  blank  diplomas  for  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  under 

the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  cause  blanks 

to  be  struck :  and  that  he  issue  any  quantity  of  blanks  that  may  be  applied  for  by  the 
officers  of  any  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  Brothers  Griswold,  Gates  and  Kerr. 
The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Brother  W.  R.  Southward : 

Besolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  and  he  is  hereby 

authorized  to  invest  (out  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund)  dollars  in  the  stock  of  the 

Bank  of  Chilli  cothe,  and  that  the  same  be  invested  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  State  of  Ohio. 

Which  was  referred  to  Brothers  Beecher,  Southward,  Kinkead,  Gris- 
wold and  Goodwin. 
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The  following  report  was  handed  in  by  the  committee  appointed  on  yes- 
terday evening : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Brother  Stephen  Linclsley  and 
others,  praying  for  a  warrant  of  constitution,  together  with  the  documents  accompany- 
ing the  same,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  from  the  nature  of  the  petition  and  the  conse- 
quences that  might  arise  from  granting  the  prayer  which  it  contains,  they  have  been 
induced  to  take  a  view  of  the  present  situation  and  pretensions  of  those  individuals,  at 
and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Marietta,  who  claim  the  right  of  continuing  to  work  under 
the  traveling  charter,  formerly  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Massachu- 
setts; the  result  of  which  inquiry  has  been  a  perfect  conviction  that  that  instrument, 
both  in  its  preamble  and  conclusion,  contained  terms  of  limitation,  by  which  it  was 
restricted  in  its  duration  to  the  period  when  a  Grand  Lodge  should  be  formed  in  the 
State  or  Territory  in  which  the  Lodge  might  be  established.  It  was  certainly  no  more 
than  decorous  and  proper  for  that  Grand  Lodge,  in  granting  a  charter  for  a  Lodge 
beyond  the  limits  of  its  own  jurisdiction,  thus  to  restrict  it.  But  if  the  charter  had 
contained  no  express  limitation,  it  appears  to  your  committee  to  be  a  just  inference 
from  the  nature  of  the  authority,  and  the  boundaries  of  the  various  Masonic  jurisdic- 
tions, as  they  are  settled  and  established  within  the  United  States,  that  the  operation 
and  effect  of  the  instrument  would  cease  on  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge  within 
the  State.  In  addition  to  which,  it  may  be  observed  that  the  part  which  American 
Union  Lodge  No.  1,  has  taken  in  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  sufficient  to 
bind  them,  and  to  bring  them,  on  the  ground  of  consent  or  convention,  within  the  juris- 
diction and  control  of  this  body.  The  idea  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  existing  within  the 
jurisdictional  limits  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  not  only  independent  of  its  authority,  but 
avowing  themselves  independent  of  every  other  Grand  Lodge  on  the  face  of  the  earth, 
is  truly  novel,  and  seems  to  be  subversive  of  all  system,  order  and  harmony;  and  tend- 
ing in  its  consequences  to  introduce  principles  wholly  inconsistent  with  the  prosperity, 
if  not  the  existence  of  the  craft. 

The  period  to  which  the  duration  of  the  charter  in  question  was  limited  having 
arrived,  it  has  necessarilv  become  null  and  void;  the  power  and  privileges  which  it 
conferred  have  ceased;  and,  consequently,  the  individuals  who  continue  to  congregate 
and  work,  under  a  pretext  that  it  authorizes  them  to  do  so,  are  proceeding  without 
authority,  in  contempt  of  every  rule  and  landmark  of  Masonry,  and  in  violation  of 
their  most  sacred  duties  and  obligations.  It  being  therefore  manifest  that  American 
Union  Lodge  No.  1.  has  ceased  to  exist,  and  that  the  petitioning  brethren  were  mem- 
bers of  that  Lodge,  and  the  only  members  who  have  manifested  a  desire  to  have  it 
revived  and  organized  under  this  Grand  Lodge;  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that 
they  are  the  proper  and  legal  representatives  of  the  late  American  Union  Lodge 
No.  1;  and  that,  as  such,  they  are  entitled  to  a  renewal  of  their  charter  by  this  Grand 
Lodge.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  to  the  peti- 
tioners, by  the  name  and  description  set  forth  in  their  petition,  having  such  a  reference 
to  their  former  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  as  will  show  that  it  is 
a  revival  of  the  former  Lodge,  whereby  they  may  be  entitled  to  the  books,  furniture, 
jewels  and  funds  which  belonged  to  that  Lodge.

Star  Lodge  No.  21,  and  that  the  Grand  Communication  be  adjourned  until  to-morrow 
evening,  six  o'clock.

thington  shall,  before  he  receives  the  tunds  necessary  to  make  the  payment  as  afore- 
said, enter  into  a  contract  with  Brothers  John  Waddle,  David  Kinkead,  William  R. 
Southward,  Amaziah  Davisson  and  John  Woodbridge,  that  he  will  subscribe  and  pay 
for  and  upon  the  stock  as  aforesaid;  that  he  will  from  time  to  time  pay  over  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  all  dividends  that  he  may  receive  upon  the  stock  aforesaid  ;  and  that 
he,  his  assigns  and  legal  representatives  will  assign  or  convey,  at  such  time  and  to  such 
persons  as  the  above  named  brothers  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  direct — that  the  Grand 
Lodge  reserve  to  itself  the  right  and  power  at  any  period  to  modify  and  alter  the  above 
named  trustee  and  agents,  and  their  proceedings  thereon,  as  shall  to  the  Lodge  seem 
meet  and  proper. 

Brother  Granger  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  the  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  be  authorized  to  receive  and  reinstate  in  the  privileges  of  Masonry, 
such  members  of  the  late  American  Union  Lodge  as  have  continued  to  congregate  and 
labor  since  the  said  Grand  Lodge  at  their  last  Grand  Annual  Communication  prohibited 
such  labor:  provided  satisfactory  assurances  be  given  to  the  American  Union  Lodge 
No.-l,  of  their  readiness  to  comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 


The  following  resolutions  were  offered  by  Brother  Beecher :

charges  made  against  the  said  Enos  in  said  Lodge,  and  to  report  their  opinion  upon 
the  whole  matter,  together  with  the  evidence  produced  before  them,  to  the  next  general 
convention  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Besolved,  That  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  said  Mount  Zion  Lodge  to  furnish  the  said 
committee  with  a  copy  of  all  their  proceedings  had  upon  any  complaint  against  said 
A.  Enos,  and  particularly  as  respects  the  expulsion  of  the  said  Enos,  and  all  evidence 
in  their  power  to  charge  or  exculpate  the  said  Enos  from  the  charges  so  made. 

Besolved,  That  the  said  Mount  Zion  Lodge  do  transmit  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  a 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge  as  respects  the  expulsion  of  A.  Enos  ;  and  also 
to  render  an  account  wherefor  said  Lodge  hath  not  complied  with  the  request  of  this 
Lodge,  made  at  the  last  Communication,  in  reference  to  the  above  proceedings,  within 
three  calendar  months. 

Which  were  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  car- 
rying the  said  resolutions  into  effect,  the  Grand  Master  appointed  the  fol- 
lowing brethren  a  committee,  viz:  —  Brothers  E.  B.  Merwin,  Alexander 
Harper,  E.  Gilman,  Gus.  Swan  and  Chester  Griswold. 

Ordered,  That  this  Grand  Communication  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of  Grand

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge,  viewing  with  disapprobation  all  irregularities  in 
the  subordinate  Lodges  recommends  to  Mt,  Zion  Lodge  to  be  more  cautious  in  its 
labors. 

Resolved,  also,  That  although  the  conduct  of  A.  Enos  has  been  unmasonic,  and 
deserves  censure,  the  Grand  Lodge,  trusting  in  his  reformation,  restores  him  to  the 
privileges  of  Masonry.

The  committee  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to  consider  the  subject  of  com- 
pensating the  Grand  Lecturer,  beg  leave  to  report  that  one  of  the  first  objects  of 
Masonry  being  to  promote,  as  much  as  possible,  the  operation  of  those  charitable 
feelings,  which  are  of  divine  origin,  so  as  in  some  measure  effectually  to  relieve  the 
distresses  and  miseries  of  the  unfortunate;  therefore  it  is  the  wish  of  your  committee 
to  attend  with  due  precision  to  those  economical  practices  that  may  in  the  end  accom- 
plish this  primary  object  of  our  institution. 

Under  the  impressions  resulting  from  the  foregoing  considerations,  your  committee 
think  it  expedient  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  directed  to  attend  the  next  Grand  Com- 
munication to  be  holden  in  Chillicothe  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  for  the 
purpose  of  instructing  the  representatives  and  proxies  from  the  different  Lodges,  in  the 
lectures  appertaining  to  the  several  degrees  of  Masonry. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  requested  to  attend 
the  next  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  holden  in  Chillicothe  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  that  the  representatives  and  proxies  from  the  differ- 
ent Lodges  in  the  State  of  Ohio  may  have  an  opportunity  of  receiving  instructions  in 
the  lectures  on  the  different  degrees  of  Masonry  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge ;  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  receive  for  his  services  from  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  three  dollars  per  day,  so  long  as  he  may  be  employed  under  its  direction 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Grand  Lecturer. 

Resolved,  That  a  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  at  their  Grand  Communi- 
cation in  1814,  providing  for  the  payment  of  Grand  Lecturer,  be  no  longer  binding  on 
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the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge:  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby 
directed  to  transmit  to  every  subordinate  Lodge,  as  early  as  possible,  a  copy  of  the 
present  resolutions.

The  committee  appointed  to  report  a  circular  letter  to  be  addressed  to 
the  subordinate  Lodges,  offered  the  following,  which  was  adopted : 

A  CIRCULAR  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  its  juris- 
diction. 

Brethren  :  —  While  assembled,  and  solemnly  engaged  for  the  general  welfare  and 
prosperity  of  the  most  excellent  Order  of  Masonry  as  the  parent  and  guardian  of  the 
institution  in  this  section  of  our  beloved  country,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio 
affectionately  claims  the  serious  attention  of  its  subordinate  Lodges  to  a  subject  which 
is  judged  of  vital  importance  to  the  honor  and  enduring  prosperity  of  American 
Masonry,  viz:  the  imperious  necessity  of  an  increased  degree  of  caution  in  admissions 
to  the  Order,  and  a  more  energetic  discipline  among  the  Craft.  It  is  in  vain  to  attempt 
the  concealment  of  the  frequent  departure  of  many  branches  of  the  Masonic  family 
from  the  pure  principles  and  simple  practice  of  their  ancient  and  venerable  ancestry. 
The  prodigality  with  which  their  inheritance  has  been  squandered  among  undeserving 
and  profligate  associates,  has  in  a  great  degree  portended  the  universal  sway  of  ruin 
and  dilapidation.  And  this  destruction  has  hitherto  been  prevented  only  by  the  coun- 
teracting influence  of  those  who  have  remained  faithful  to  the  ancient  and  honorable 
principles  of  this  ancient  and  enduring  establishment ;  and  who,  with  unwearied  vigi- 
lance, have  trembled  for  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant. 

While  it  is  considered  worthy  of  congratulation  and  encouragement,  that  the  bewild- 
ering shades  of  ignorance  and  prejudice  are  fast  receding  from  the  increased  splendor 
of  refined  illumination  ;  and  that  the  Masonic  system,  at  this  day  more  than  at  any 
previous  period,  is  correctly  estimated:  there  is  also  discovered  much  cause  for  regret 
and  severe  reprehension.  Truly,  the  Masonic  Temple  may  be  veiled  in  sackcloth,  and 
its  votaries  mourn  that  the  Great  Lights  of  the  Order  are  so  feebly  reflected  in  their  lives 
and  conversation. 

Brethren :  a  great  and  invaluable  deposit  has  been  committed  to  your  trust.  You 
hold  the  keys  of  the  sanctuary,  and  command  the  avenue  to  the  treasury  of  mystery. 
How  critical,  then,  and  important  is  your  station,  while  the  gates  of  the  Temple  are 
beset  with  the  importunate  applications  of  an  indiscriminate  multitude  of  the  skeptical, 
profligate  and  ignorant;  especially  when  it  is  considered  that  by  an  improper  initiation 
the  principal  characteristic  of  the  Order  becomes  sullied,  and  deeply  stained  with  the 
blood  of  an  unworthy  brother;  and  the  great  probability,  if  not  certainty,  that  by  the 
admission  of  a  single  degenerate  plant  into  the  garden  of  the  Lodge,  disease  and  ruin 
will  be  extended  to  the  healthy  and  vigorous  within  its  vicinity.  The  celebrity  and 
utility  of  Masonry  depends  not  on  the  number,  but  on  the  purity  and  uprightness  of 
its  votaries.  Therefore,  in  every  admission,  a  strict  observance  of  the  Three  Great 
Lights  of  Masonry  is  solemnly  requested  and  enjoined.  A  satisfactory  belief  in  the 
infallible  rule  of  our  faith  and  practice,  is  ever  to  be  required,  as  an  essential  prerequi- 
site for  initiation:  nothing  short  of  which  can  possibly  warrant  an  expectation  that  its 
influence  will  be  duly  realized.  Integrity  of  heart  and  uprightness  of  deportment, 
together  with  temperance  and  virtuous  morality,  cannot,  in  this  case,  be  correctly  dis- 
pensed with.  And  as  these  qualifications  are  essential  in  admission,  it  is  evident  that 
their  continual  possession  and  exercise  is  ever  after,  most  reasonably  to  be  expected 
and  required.  Then  let  it  be  remembered,  that  an  irrevocable  decree  of  exclusion  is 
solemnly  passed  against  every  impropriety  that  has  ever  introduced  itself  among  us, 
as  Masons;  and  that  every  initiation  into  a  subordinate  Lodge  will  be  expected  to^take 
place  without  deviation  from  the  indispensable  rules  and  ancient  land-viarks  of  our 
Order.  "  Animated  by  a  determination  to  raise  our  honorable  institution  to  the  dignity 
and  estimation  which  it  has  a  right  to  claim,  no  difficulties  should  appal  the  conductors 
of  this  great  work."  Vigorous  exertions  for  its  external  embellishment  are  not  onlv 
necessary,  but  also  the  most  assiduous  attention  to  the  superintendence  of  its  internal 
affairs,  in  order  that  there  may  be  excited  fresh  expectations  of  increased  attainments 
in  the  moral  harmony  and  beauty  of  its  proceedings.  '  The  most  anxious  aim  of  all 
your  official  labors  is  to  be  directed  to  the  elevation  of  the  minds  of  the  brethren  to  a 
right  apprehension  of  the  sublimity  and  grandeur  of  the  institution  ;  to  stimulate  them 
to  a  corresponding  course  of  personal  demeanor,  in  the  conduct  of  its  concerns  ;  to 
banish  all  low  and  groveling  ideas  of  the  meaner  purposes  to  which  ignorance  and  folly 
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have  frequently  debased  it;  and  to  recommend  its  important  benefits  to  the  acceptance 
of  the  wise  and  the  good.  The  lovely  image  of  Masonry  is  as  a  city  t>et  on  a  hill.  If 
her  features  are  sullied,  or  the  symmetry  of  her  haMliments  deranged,  the  world  will 
witness  and  deride  our  folly;  and  the  publicity  of  her  exposure  will  make  her  deformity 
an  object  of  universal  aversion  and  disgust.  On  the  contrary,  arrayed  in  her  native  sim- 
plicity and  purity,  she  will  attract  to  the  vestibule  of  their  sacred  temple  the  upright 
and  the  good  :  your  gates  will  be  crowded  with  visitants  the  most  desirable,  and  the 
votaries  of  religion  and  of  science  will  not  withhold  their  sanction  and  support  in  the 
conduct  of  your  mysteries." 

And  now,  beloved  brethren,  commending  you  to  the  protection  of  our  Supreme  Grand 
Master,  and  beseeching  Him  to  shower  down  His  blessings  upon  you,  it  is  confidently 
believed  that  with  cheerfulness  you  will  receive  your  commands  from  the  East,  and 
with  healthful  repose  your  refreshments  in  the  South,  that  at  length,  when  you  have 
finished  your  course  of  exalted  labor,  you  may  receive  a  satisfactory  reward  in  the  West. 
Then  shall  our  Great  High  Priest,  our  Glorious  Sojourner  and  Intercessor,  grant  you  the 
pass  into  that  Grand  Lodge  above,  "where  the  noise  of  the  hammpr  is  no  more  heard — 
where  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling,  and  the  weary  are  at  rest."

Unsolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
be  required  to  transmit,  by  their  representatives  or  proxies,  at  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication, a  certified  copy  of  their  By-Laws,  for  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Ordered,  That  the  brethren  of  Mansfield  Lodge  have  a  renewal  of  their  dispensation. 
Ordered,  That  the  following  letter  be  incorporated  in  the  minutes  of  this  Grand  Com- 
munication : 

Philadelphia,  July  5,  1816. 
R.  W.  Sir  and  Brother:  —  I  observe,  in  the  last  Communication  received  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  from  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  that  Joseph  Hitch- 
cock, of  Lodge  No.  61.  at  Wilkesbarre,  Luzerne  county,  under  our  jurisdiction,  has 
several  times  been  received  as  a  visitor  in  Lodge  No.  26,  held  at  Lebanon,  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  vour  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge.  He  was  expelled  by  his  Lodge  (No.  61)  on  the 
2d  May,  1814:  but  it  was  not  made  known  to  the  Grand  Lodge  till  a  long  time  after. 
You  will  find  it  communicated  in  our  Annual  Communication  of  December  last.

Monday  of  December,  annually/'  ^ 

Ordered.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  write  to  Col.  Anderson,  the  Master  of  Army  Lodge 
Xo.  24,  inquiring  into  the  situation  of  that  Lodge. 

Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Master  and  D.  G.  Master  be  a  committee  to  prepare  a  publi- 
cation for  the  public  prints,  in  relation  to  the  unwarrantable  conduct  of  Ichabod  ISye 
and  his  associates  at  Marietta,  who  have  been  working  as  Masons  since  the  first  of 
February,  1816,  contrary  to  an  express  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Beecher  offered  the  following  resolution  ;  which  was  agreed  to, 
and  directed  to  be  printed,  (together  with  Brother  Foote's  resolution 
above,)  and  sent  in  company  with  the  circular  as  soon  as  practicable  : 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  That  all  subordinate  Lodges  be  required  to  de- 
mand of  all  visiting  brethren,  before  they  are  admitted  within  the  body  of  the  Lodge, 
to  declare  whether  they  are.  or  do  acknowledge  or  belong  to  the  pretended  Lodge 
under  the  patronage  and  authority  of  Ichabod  2STye  and  others,  held  at  Marietta,  since 
the  first  of  February.  A.  D.  1816:  and  if  such  visiting  person  is  of  and  from  such  irregu- 
lar and  spurious  association,  then,  in  such  case,  the  applicant  shall  be  rejected  as  an 
impostor. 

Brother  Beecher  likewise  offered  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved  by  the  Grnnd  Lodge  of  Ohio  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  have 
100  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  printed — that  he  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  eaeli  of  the  <ubordi- 
nate°Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of. this  Grand  Lod»e,  and  also  one  to  each  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  within  the  United  States — and  that  the  expense  of  the  same  be  paid  out 
of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  be  a  committee  to  examine  and 
enrol  the  minutes  and  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Communication. 

Resolved.  That  this  Grand  Annual  Communication,  having  completed  the  business  for 
which  thev  were  assembled,  be  now  adjourned  until  the  first  Monday  of  August  next, 
and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  be  now  closed. 

The  resolutions  being  adopted,  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  name  of  the  Holy 
Craft,  was  duly  clo-ed.

Lodge  No.  41,  West  Union  Lodge  No.  43,  Highland  Lodge,  No.  38,  aud  Western  Phoe- 
nix Lodge  No.  42,  have  leave  to  work  under  their  present  dispensations  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brothers  Miles,  Benham  and  Warner  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
examine  the  copies  of  the  By-Laws  of  subordinate  Lodges,  forwarded  for 
inspection,  agreeably  to  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Communi- 
cation. 

Ordered,  That  this  Grand  Communication  do  now  adjourn  until  to-morrow  at  half- 
past  10  o'clock. 


Tuesday,  August  5,  1817. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  agreeably  to  adjournment. 

Agreeably  to  a  resolution  offered  yesterday,  the  Grand  Lodge  moved  in 
procession  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  heard  an  appropriate  discourse 
from  the  Rev.  Brother  Chase ;  after  which  they  returned  in  procession  to 
the  Lodge  room.  Whereupon,  Brother  Beecher  moved  that  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Rev.  Brother  Chase,  and  return  him 
the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  his  excellent  discourse,  and  request  a 
copy  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  which  motion  was  agreed  to,  and 
Brothers  Beecher,  Griswold  and  Ross  were  accordingly  appointed. 

Ordered,  That  this  Grand  Communication  do  now  adjourn  until  5  o'clock  this  evening. 


Tuesday  —  5  o'clock. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  agreeably  to  adjournment.    Present  as  in  the 
forenoon. 

A  petition  from  a  number  of  Brethren  near  Mantua,  in  Portage  county, 
praying  to  be  created  into  a  regular  body  of  Masons,  was  referred  to  Bros. 
Southward,  Day  and  Ticknor. 

The  committee  appointed  on  yesterday  to  take  into  consideration  the 
expediency  of  granting  Charters,  reported  that  it  was  expedient,  and  that 
Charters  ought  to  be  granted  to  New  Haven  Lodge,  No.  39 ;  to  Friendship 
Lodge,  No.  32  ;  and  that  Mount  Moriah  Lodge,  No.  37,  be  authorized  to 
work  under  their  present  Dispensation,  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge ;  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  consideration  of  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  proposed  at 
the  last  Grand  Communication  by  Brother  Hughes,  in  the  following  words  :

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"  That  the  Grand  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  December,  annually ;"  to  which  an  amendment  was 
proposed  by  Brother  Beecher,  so  that  the  proposition  will  stand  thus : 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  December,  annually  ;  and  that  the  next  Grand  Communication 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  December,  1818;  and  that  the  provisions  of  the 
By-Laws  hitherto  adopted  on  this  subject  be  repealed. 

And  upon  the  question  being  taken,  Shall  this  amendment  now  pass  ?  it 
was  determined  in  the  affirmative,  voting  by  Lodges. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  proposed,  which  was  also  determined 

in  the  affirmative,  voting  by  Lodges : 

Besolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  next  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  shall  be  holden  in  the  town  of  Columbus,  in  the  county  of 
Franklin. 

Ordered,  That  a  communication,  handed  in  by  the  representative  of  St.  Johns'  Lodge, 
in  relation  to  a  sum  of  money  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  of  that  Lodge  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  Grievances. 

The  following  report  was  read  and  agreed  to  : 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  M.  W.  G.  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  the  By-Laws  of  the  different  subordinate  Lodges  composing 
the  Grand  Lodge,  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  have  examined  the  copies  of  the  By- 
Laws  exhibited  by  the  different  Lodges,  and  find  them  to  correspond,  in  the  general 
principles,  and  to  be  consistent  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  To  examine  all 
the  By-Laws  exhibited,  with  a  view  of  drafting  a  copy  to  be  recommended  to  the  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  we  conceive  unnecessary,  as  every  subordinate  Lodge  has  a  right  to 
make  their  own  By-Laws,  keeping  in  view  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
ancient  land-marks.

The  committee  of  Grievances,  to  whom  was  submitted  the  motion  of  Brother  Smith, 
the  representative  of  St.  John's  Lodge,  No  13,  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  from  what  they  have  had  before  them,  they  are  of 
opinion  that  the  motion  ought  to  be  overruled,  and  that  the  said  Lodge  forthwith  pay 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  sum  of  seventeen  dollars,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  from  the  year  1815,  until  paid. 


Brother  Beecher  moved  the  following  resolutions : 

Besolved  That  Brother  T.  Worthington  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Lodge  for  a 
«um  sufficient  to  pav  up  two  installments  on  the  shares  subscribed  in  his  name,  in  trust

Besolved  That  the  W.  G.  Master  open  a  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts,  relative  to  the  charter  by  that  Lodge  granted  to  sundry  individuals, 
under  the  name  of  American  Union  Lodge,  in  such  form  and  to  such  effect  as  he  shall 
deem  suitable  and  proper. 

Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Communication  do  now  adjourn  until  5  o'clock  this  evening. 


The  Grand  Lodge  met  agreeably  to  adjournment.  Present  as  this 
morning,  except  R.  W.  G.  S.  Warden  (Chester  Griswold),  Brother  Ben- 
ham  officiating  in  his  place.

Communication,  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  the  Masonic  conduct  of  St.  Johns' 
Lodge,  No.  13;  and  also  ascertain  whether  said  Lodge  had,  at  any  time,  suspended  or 
expelled  any  member  belonging  to  the  Lodge;  and  if  so,  inform  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  same;  stating  whom,  when,  for  what  cause,  and  how;  ask  leave  to  report:  That 
they  met  at  St.  Johns'  Lodge  room  on  Friday,  4th  June,  1819,  and  proceeded  to  make 
the  necessary  examination.

They,  therefore,  think  proper  to  report 
only  such  cases  of  suspension  and  expulsion,  as  by  doinsc  which,  it  appears  to  the 
committee,  the  Lodge  have  greatly  erred.  One  or  two  instances,  however,  have  come 
to  the  knowledge  of  this  committee,  wherein  the  proceedings  of  that  Lodge  have  been 
highly  irregular;  of  which  the  committee  will  give  a  brief  account,  as  derived  from  the 
records  of  the  Lodge,  and  from  witnesses  duly  examined. 

It  appears  that,  on  27th  February,  1817,  charges  for  unmasonic  conduct  were  pre- 
ferred by  Lewis  Duncan  against  Brother  William  Gillespie,  a  copy  of  which  was  fur- 
nished him,  and  a  summons  issued  for  him  to  appear  and  answer  at  the  next  meeting, 
viz,  On  the  27th  March;  at  which  time  said  Gillespie  appeared,  denied  the  charges,  and 
stated  he  was  ready  for  trial;  but,  by  order  of  the  Lodge,  the  trial  was  postponed  until 
the  next  regular  meeting  (on  the  ground  of  Duncan  not  being  prepared  for  a  hearing), 
as  appears  from  the  statement  of  several  who  were  present  at  the  before-mentioned 
meeting.  On  the  same  evening,  William  Gillespie  preferred  charges  against  Lewis 
Duncan,  and  the  Lodge  ordered  the  Secretary  to  make  out  a  copy  of  the  charges  and 
serve  them  on  Brother  Duncan.  It  appears  that  the  minutes  of  that  evening  have  been 
altered,  by  striking  out  the  word  regular,  so  as  to  make  them  read,  the  next  meeting. 
Several  days  after,  viz,  late  in  the  day  of  3d  April,  a  summons  was  served  on  William 
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Gillespie,  to  appear  and  answer  the  charges  preferred  against  him  by  Lewis  Duncan,  on 
that  evening,  as  the  Lodge  would  convene  for  the  purpose  of  hearing  them.    Said  Gil- 
lespie did  not  appear  before  the  Lodge  ;  and  alleges  that  he  was  not,  and  could  not  be, 
prepared  for  trial  on  such  short  notice,  he  having  relied  on  being  heard  at  the  next 
regular  meeting,  to  which  time  that  business  had  been  postponed.   The  Lodge  con- 
vened on  the  evening  of  3d  April,  and  suspended  said  Gillespie  for  one  year,  on  a 
different  charge,  viz,  "for  insulting  the  Worshipful  Master,  and  for  reviling  and  insult- 
ing the  society  in  open  Lodge,  on  27th  March,  1817,"  without  giving  said  Gillespie  any 
notice  whatever  that  the  Lodge  had  any  such  complaint  against  him.   The  Lodge  then 
ordered  the  charges,  preferred  by  Duncan  against  Gillespie,  to  remain  on  file ,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  ordered  the  charges  exhibited  by  Gillespie  against  Duncan,  to  be 
stricken  off  the  files,  alleging  they  were  not  properly  before  the  Lodge.    We  find  a 
resolution  of  the  Lodge,  passed  the  same  evening,  to  this  effect:  uThe  Lodge  refuse  to 
certify  to  the  Grand  Lodge  their  belief  of  their  payment  of  $17,  by  William  Gillespie, 
to  the  Grand  Lodge;"  thereby  indirectly  charging  said  Gillespie  with  embezzling  the 
same,  when  it  is  clearly  shown  to  this  committee  that  there  was  not  then,  nor  is  there 
at  this  time,  any  evidence  whatever  on  which  to  ground  such  an  insinuation.   By  the 
statements/it  appears  that,  at  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  of  the  Lodge.  Wm. 
Gillespie  ^he  having  been  informed  of  his  suspension;  notified  the  Lodge,  through 
Brother  Charles  Smith,  that  he  should  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  requested  a 
copv  of  their  proceedings  in  his  case;  which  request  was  refused,  and  notice  of  his 
appeal  was  not  entered.   The  appeal  was  afterwards  effected,  and  came  up  before  the 
committee  of  Grievances,  at  the  last  Grand  Communication,  as  appears  on  the  records 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.   A  roll  of  papers  was  exhibited  to  this  committee,  which,  from 
the  statements  of  several  members  of  the  Lodge,  are  the  same  which  were  presented 
before  the  committee  of  Grievances  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  containing  a  number  of 
charges,  for  which  said  Gillespie  had  never  been  tried;  and  also  certificates,  allegations 
and  statements,  which  were  never  regularly  before  St.  Johns'  Lodge.    They  are  a 
heterogeneous  mass  of  matter,  improper,  and  altogether  irrelevant  to  said  Gillespie's 
case,  calculated  for  the  purpose  of  defeating  his  appeal,  as  appears  to  this  committee; 
inasmuch  as  they  cannot  find  any  thing  in  them  that  has  any  relation  to  the  case, 
except  the  bare  statement  of  his  suspension,  and  the  causes  thereof,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  committee,  on  the  evidence  adduced,  could  not  justify  St.  Johns'  Lodge, 
nor  any  other  Lodge,  in  suspending  a  brother,  under  the  circumstances  in  which  these 
assertions  were  made.    While  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge,  in  this  case,  might  be  sup- 
posed to  be  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  acts  and  decisions  of  that  body  were  or 
could  be  transmitted  to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  before  this  committee,  who  were 
appointed  to  investigate  the  conduct  of  said  Lodge,  No  13,  could  meet,  viz,  on  the  7th 
day  of  January,  1819,  the  Lodge  expelled  and  published  said  Gillespie,  as  an  expelled 
Mason  on  the 'charges  preferred  against  him  by  Duncan,  nearly  two  years  before, 
without  giving  any  notice  whatever  to  said  Gillespie  that  that  subject  would  be  again 
agitated!    On* such  proceedings  this  committee  feel  themselves  constrained,  though 
reluetantlv,  to  comment.   For  a  Lodge  to  charge  a  brother  with  a  violation  of  high 
Masonic  duty;  to  refuse  to  hear  his  complaints  against  others;  to  suspend  him  on 
charges  he  had  never  heard;  and,  finally,  to  expel  and  publish  him  to  the  world  for 
causes  to  him  altogether  unknown,  are  transactions  that  this  committee  little  expected 
would  have  ever  tarnished  the  records  of  any  Masonic  society.  They  are  circumstances 
which  merit  the  animadversion  of  every  Mason,  and  loudly  demand  the  interference  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom,  with  due  respect,  they  are  submitted,  by

Resolved  That  the  report  of  Brothers  Phineas  Ross,  Davis  Embree.  and  William  A. 
Needham,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  for  them  to  examine  said  report,  and  such 
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other  documents  as  may  properly  be  laid  before  them;  and  that  they  make  report 
to-morrow. 

Whereupon  Brothers  Vance,  Beasley,  Kerr,  Collett  and  Cavalier,  were 
appointed. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Grand  Communica- 
tion on  the  case  of  Golden  Rule  Lodge  No.  31,  and  Samuel  Cozard,  being 
read,  with  sundry  accompanying  documents  — 

Ordered,  That  the  same  be  referred  to  a  select  committee,  for  them  to  examine  the 
same,  and  report  to-morrow. 

Whereupon  Brothers  E.  W.  Cowles,  G.  W.  Barrere,  A.  Buttles,  R.  D. 
Simons,  and  J.  Carlton,  were  appointed. 

The  several  resolutions  presented  at  the  last  Grand  Communication, 
proposing  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  being  read, 
were  referred  to  the  committee  appointed  this  day  to  revise  the  By-Laws. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  in  the  case  of  Samuel 
Cozard,  an  expelled  member  from  Golden  Rule  Lodge  No.  31,  reported 
as  follows : 

Your  committee  having  examined  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
Grand  Communication,  and  the  accompanying  documents,  are  of  opinion  that  the  sec- 
ond charge  against  said  Cozard  is  supported  by  the  affidavit  of  Jesse  Rush,  marked  B.; 
and  they  therefore  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  sentence  of  Golden  Rule  Lodge,  No.  31,  in  the  case  of  Samuel 
Cozard,  be  confirmed. 

Which  report,  (and  also  the  report  of  D.  Higgins,  W.  Munger,  and  F. 
Gosney,  the  former  committee,  with  other  documents,)  being  read  and  duly 
considered,  was  accepted,  voting  by  Lodges  —  ayes  16,  noes  8. 

The  following  report  was  presented,  approved  and  accepted,  viz  : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  select  committee  appointed 
at  the  last  Grand  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  the  conduct  of  St. 
Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  in  the  trial  and  expulsion  of  William  Gillespie,  once  a  member 
of  said  Lodge,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  report  of  said  committee,  and  the 
evidence  adduced  against  the  said  William  Gillespie,  on  which  his  expulsion  was  predi- 
cated, and  having  heard  his  defense,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions : 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  William  Gillespie,  who  has 
been  expelled  from  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  be  restored  to  all  the  privileges  and  benefits 
of  Masonry. 

Resolved.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  cause  the  foregoing  resolution  to  be  published  in 
the  Ohio  Watchman  and  Columbus  Gazette,  with  a  request  that  the  publication  may 
be  circulated  as  extensively  as  possible,  for  the  information  of  the  fraternity. 

The  committee  also  recommend  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  select 
committee  in  relation  to  the  conduct  of  St.  Johns'  Lodge,  in  the  trial  and  expulsion  of 
the  said  William  Gillespie.  And  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  do  severely  reprimand  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  for  their 
unmasonic  conduct,  as  a  Lodge,  in  the  suspension  and  expulsion  of  the  said  William 
Gillespie.

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  examine  and  report  what  parts 
of  the  proceedings  and  documents  of  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  published. 

Whereupon  Brothers  A.  I.  McDowell,  P.  Sprague  and  W.  M.  Smith, 
were  appointed. 

The  committee  who  were  appointed  to  revise  the  By-Laws,  reported  a 
new  code,  which  being  read  and  discussed,  on  motion  of  Brother  D.  Jf*. 
Meeder,  seconded  by  Brother  W.  M.  Smith  — 

Resolved,  That  the  same  be  received  and  remain  on  file  until  the  next  annual  Grand 
Communication,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  cause  150  copies  of  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished, and  distributed  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  examination. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Heeder, 

Resolved,  That  no  Mason  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  this,  or  any  subordinate  Lodge, 
while  he  is  under  suspension  in  a  Chapter  of  R.  A.  Masons. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Simons, 

Resolved,  As  the  opinion  of  this  Grand-  Lodge,  that  any  Subordinate  Lodge  legally 
authorized  to  work,  may  at  all  times  take  cognizance  of  charges  and  complaints  prefer- 
red to  said  Lodge,  against  any  Master  Mason,  although  he  may  not  be  a  member  of 
said  Lodge,  and  cause  summons  to  issue  and  proceedings  to  be  had  thereon,  in  the  same 
manner  as  said  Lodge  would  be  authorized  to  do  if  the  person  charged  were  actually  a 
member  thereof :  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  charge  can  be  acted  upon  in  any  Lodge, 
under  the  aforesaid  circumstances,  except  in  the  Lodge  situated  nearest  to  the  residence 
of  the  person  charged. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  petitions  for  Dispensations  and  Charters,  and 
also  the  By-Laws  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  having  attended  to  those  subjects,  report,  and 
recommend  that  Charters  be  granted  to  the  following  Lodges,  to-wit: 

Highland  Lodge  No.  38;  Steubenville  No.  45;  Xenia  No.  49;  Columbia  No.  44; 
Smithfield  No.— 

And  that  the  following  Lodges,  working  under  Dispensations,  be  authorized  so  to 
continue  their  labors  until  the  next  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  viz :  West  Union 
Lodge  No.  43;  Charity  No.  53;  and  that  letters  of  Dispensation  be  granted,  estab- 
lishing 

Milford  Lodge— in  Milford,  Hamilton  county,  on  the  petition  of  Silas  Smith,  William 
Williams,  Zaccheus  Biggs,  and  others.  Also, 

Eastern  Star  Lodge— at  Franklin,  Warren  county,  agreeably  to  the  petition  of  Wm. 
C.  Schenck,  James  W.  Lanier,  Garret  A.  Schenck,  and  others.  Also, 

New  Philadelphia  Lodge—  at  New  Philadelphia,  in  Tuscarawas  county,  conformably 
to  the  petition  of  Wright  Warner,  James  Clark,  James  Galbraith,  and  others.  Also, 
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King  Solomon's  Lodge— &t  Elyria,  in  Huron  county,  agreeably  to  the  petition  of  He- 
man  Ely,  Jabez  Burrell,  John  Reading  and  others. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  not  expedient,  at  present,  to  grant  the  prayer 
of  the  petitioners  from  Chagrin  nor  Poland,  requesting  a  dispensation. 

The  committee  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  dispensation  of  Morning  Star  Lodge  No. 
27,  at  Springfield,  ought  to  be  withdrawn  ;  and  that  the  Lodge  be  no  longer  permitted 
to  labor. 

The  report  was  considered  and  accepted. 

The  same  committee  also  report  that  they  have  examined  the  By-Laws  of  Xenia 
Lodge  No.  49,  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  and  Columbia  Lodge  No.  44,  and  find  the  provisions 
and  regulations,  therein  contained,  are  consistent  with  the  principles  of  Masonry. 

The  committee  also  report,  that,  having  examined  the  By-Laws  accompanying  the 
Smithfield  application  for  a  charter,  they  find  the  8th  section,  which  regulates  their  mode 
of  balloting  for  candidates,  is  contrary  to  the  principles  of  Masonry,  as  it  requires  two 
dissenting  ballots  for  the  rejection  of  a  candidate,  and  when  only  one  dissenting  ballot 
appears,  then  the  brother  giving  it  is  required  to  assign  his  reasons  for  so  doing.

Harrington,  widow  of  late  Brother  S.  Harrington,  deceased. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Charles  Cavallier  be  authorized  and  requested  to  demand  and 
receive  the  jewels,  records,  and  all  the  property  of  Morning  Star  Lodge  No.  27,  and 
collect  all  the  dues  to  said  Lodge  ;  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  giving 
and  taking  receipts  therefor. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Uriah  Farquhar  be  authorized  and  requested  to  demand  and 
receive  all  the  jewels,  records,  and  all  other  papers  and  property  of  Aurora  Lodge  No. 
52,  at  Wilmington,  in  Clinton  county,  and  collect  dues  to  said  Lodge  and  hold  them 
subject  to  the  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  the  representation  of  James  How,  of  Aurora  Lodge  No.  52,  charg- 
ing Arnold  Truesdell,  master  thereof,  with  gross  unmasonic  conduct : 

Resolved,  That  Brothers  Joshua  Martin,  of  Xenia,  Daniel  F.  Reeder,  of  Lebanon,  and 
George  Grove,  of  Dayton,  be  a  committee  to  ascertain  and  report  the  facts  and  their 
opinion,  relative  to  the  above  mentioned  allegations,  at  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation. 

Resolved,  That  Brookville  Lodge  No  41  [Indiana]  be  permitted  to  receive,  from  the 
Grand  Secretary,  an  honorary  certificate  of  their  reputable  standing  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Nathaniel  Beasley  be  authorized  and  requested  to  demand  and 
receive  the  jewels,  records  and  all  other  papers  and  property  of  Ripley  Lodge  No.  47, 
and  hold  the  same  subject  to  the  order  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

Chester  Griswold,  M.  W.  Past  Grand  Master,  for  the  faithful,  Masonic,  and  impar- 
tial manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over  this  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year  past. 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  be  a  committee  to  ex- 
amine and  enroll  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  cause  150  copies  of  a  sum- 
mary thereof  to  be  printed  and  duly  distributed. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  closed  in  ample  form, 

to  meet  again  at  this  place,  on  the  second  Monday  in  December  next.

Brothers  Joshua  Martin  and  Daniel  F.  Reeder,  a  majority  of  the  com- 
mittee appointed  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge, 
on  the  representation  of  James  How,  of  Aurora  Lodge  No.  52,  charging 
Arnold  Truesdell,  Master  thereof,  with  gross  unmasonic  conduct,  to  ascer- 
tain and  report  the  facts,  and  their  opinion,  relative  to  said  allegations, 
reported  specially,  but  in  aggregate  favorably  to  said  Truesdell,  respect- 
ing the  charges  preferred  against  him,  which  report  was  accepted,  and 
ordered  to  be  filed,  etc. 

On  motion  of  Brother  D.  Embree, 

Ordered,  That  the  return  of  Washington  Lodge  ISTo.  17,  and  all  papers  in  possession  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  relative  to  Willard  M.  Smith,  an  expelled  Mason  of  said  Lodge  No. 
17,  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  Grievances. 

Resolved,  That  the  new  code  of  By-Laws,  which  were  reported  at  the  last  session  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  sundry  resolutions  of  subordinate  Lodges,  relative  to  the  same, 
be  referred  to  Brothers  Embree,  Reeder  and  Kerr,  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Embree, 

Ordered.  That  the  committee  on  petitions  for  dispensations  and  charters,  do  take  into 
consideration  and  report  on  the  petition  of  sundry  Masons,  for  a  Lodge  in  Smithfield, 
which  appears  to  have  been  erroneously  acted  on  at  the  last  Annual  Grand  Commu- 
nication, 
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On  motion,  voted,  that  the  memorial  of  a  committee  of  Western  Star 
Lodge  No.  21,  asking  charity  for  the  widow  and  children  of  our  late  brother 
John  H.  Patch,  deceased ;  and  a  memorial  and  letter  from  the  officers  of 
Meridian  Orb  Lodge  No.  10,  asking  remission  of  their  dues,  be  re- 
ferred to  Brothers  John  A.  McDowell,  Joseph  S.  Hughes  and  Jeremiah 
M'Lene. 

The  petition  of  William  Holbrook  and  sundry  accompanying  documents 
from  Lodges  and  brethren  in  Ashtabula  county,  being  read,  were  referred 
to  the  committee  of  Grievances. 

Brother  N.  Beasley  made  written  report,  that  he  had,  agreeably  to  his 
instructions,  received  the  records,  tools,  etc.,  of  Ripley  Lodge  No.  47,  and 
that  said  Lodge  had  ceased,  etc.,  which  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  on 
file. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  9  A.  M.  to-morrow. 


Tuesday,  December  12,  A.  D.  1820. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met,  agreeably  to  adjournment.    Present  as  yester- 
day. 

Ordered,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  enter  on  the  records  an  acknowledgment  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  receipt  of  the  several  communications  from  other  Grand  Lodges. 

Resolved,  That  although  every  subordinate  Lodge  has  the  power  to  reject  or  admit 
applicants,  to  the  several  degrees  of  Masonry  within  their  jurisdiction,  yet  from  the 
ancient  land  marks  and  usages  of  Masonry,  distinctly  recognised  by  the  existing  con- 
stitution and  regulations  of  the  Order,  it  is  clearly  settled,  that  in  the  first  degrees  of 
Masonry,  religious  tenets  shall  not  be  a  barrier  to  the  admission  or  advancement  of  ap- 
plicants—provided they  profess  a  belief  in  God  and  His  Holy  Word;  especially  as  du- 
ring the  imperfections  of  human  nature,  they  are  not  expected  to  form  their  religious 
creeds  perfectly  similar,  particularly  in  the  non-essential  doctrines  of  the  Christian 
religion. 

Resolved,  That  the  change  of  officers  which  has  been  made  by  the  members  of  West 
Union  Lodge  No.  43,  be  confirmed  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  petitions  of  brethren  of  Mantua  and  Shalersville,  of  Medina,  of 

Salem,  and  letters  of  J.  Brooks  and  others,  praying  for  dispensations, 

charters,  etc.,  were  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Dispensations 

and  Charters. 

The  memorial  of  Center  Star  Lodge  No.  11,  and  charges  against  Ralph 
Granger,  were  referred  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Joseph  S.  Hughes 
and  John  Kerr,  to  investigate  and  report  at  next  Grand  Communication. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  of  Grievances,  was  approved  and 
accepted,  to  wit:  That  the  memorial  of  Thomas  Stephens,  and  the  accom- 
panying documents,  be  transmitted  by  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Vermont,  for  their  consideration  and  decision. 

That  the  case  of  William  Holbrook,  and  the  difficulties  existing  between 
Temple  Lodge  No.  28,  and  Meridian  Orb  Lodge  No.  10,  be  referred  to 
16 
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brothers  George  Tod  of  Erie  Lodge  No.  3,  Joseph  Badger  and  Quintus  F. 
Atkins,  of  Rising  Sun  Lodge  No.  22,  who,  after  giving  due  notice  to  the 
parties  concerned,  shall  be  authorized  to  investigate  the  facts  in  those  cates, 
and  report  the  same,  and  their  opinions  thereon,  to  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  said  committee  further  reported  on  the  memorial  of  sundry  breth- 
ren of  Mantua,  in  Portage  county,  that  the  sum  of  eight  dollars  be  refund- 
ed to  them,  from  the  Grand  Treasurer,  through  Brother  E.  Whittlesey, 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  require  Brother  R.  Kercheval  (the  former 
Grand  Secretary)  to  account  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  same  amount. 

The  same  committee  report  respecting  Willard  M.  Smith,  who  was  ex- 
pelled by  Washington  Lodge  No.  17,  and  appealed  to  this  Grand  Lodge  ; 
that  they  have  examined  several '  documents  and  authentic  statements, 
evincing  that  said  Smith  has  made  ample  satisfaction  to  the  brother  on 
whom  he  committed  an  assault  and  battery  (the  crime  for  which  he  was 
expelled)  and  also  in  considerable  degree  to  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  a 
member  ;  and  also,  that  said  Washington  Lodge  was  probably  not  suffi- 
ciently deliberate  in  their  decision,  especially  as  a  hearing  was  soon  after 
applied  for,  and  refused,  and  particularly,  that  the  reconciliation  and  satis- 
faction aforesaid,  have  taken  place  since  the  appeal  was  preferred.  There- 
fore the  committee  recommend  the  following  resolution :  That  Brother 
Willard  M.  Smith,  an  expelled  Mason  from  Washington  Lodge  No.  17,  be 
restored  to  all  the  privileges  and  benefits  of  Masonry. 

Ordered,  That  the  petition  of  Mary  Jones,  widow  of  our  late  brother  Timothy  Jones, 
deceased,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charity,  and  that  they  report  thereon. 

The  committee  on  Petitions  for  Dispensations  and  Charters  report  and  recommend 
that  charters  be  granted  to  the  following  Lodges,  to  wit :  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  East- 
ern Star  Lodge  No.  55,  Medina  Lodge  No.  28  Science  Lodge  No.  50,  West  Union  Lodge 
No.  43  and  Milford  Lodge  No.  54,  and  that  letters  of  dispensation  be  granted,  institut- 
ing Canton  Lodge,  in  Stark  county,  on  the  petition  of  James  Dunnan,  Orrin  Pitkin, 
James  W.  Lathrop  and  others— Bethel  Lodge,  on  the  petition  of  George  A.  Troutwine, 
Jonathan  D  Morris,  John  A.  Smith  and  others. 

Said  committee  also  report,  as  their  opinion,  that  the  petitioners  for  a  Lodge  at  Smith- 
field  ought  not  to  have  a  charter  granted  them. 

Which  reports  being  read  were  accepted. 

And  the  said  committee  further  reported,  that  in  their  opinion,  they  were 
not  authorized  to  decide  on  the  petition  of  Unity  Lodge  No.  12,  to  alter 
the  place  of  holding  their  communications  and  meetings ;  which  being 
duly  considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  ordered  that  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  be  granted. 

On  the  application  and  special  representation  of  Meridian  Orb  Lodge 
No.  10, 

Besolved,  That  they  have  three  years  from  this  time  to  pay  their  present  dues  to  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Besolved,  That  all  Lodges,  working  heretofore  under  dispensations,  and  who  have 
been  allowed,  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  receive  charters,  may  be  permitted 
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to  continue  their  Masonic  labors  until  they  shall  have  received  their  charters  and  been 
duly  installed. 

The  new  code  of  By-Laws  having  been  read,  discussed  and  amended — 

Ordered,  That  the  same  as  amended,  be  engrossed,  and  be  further  examined  and  dis- 
cussed at  12  o'clock  to-morrow. 

Besolved,  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  initiate  any  person  who  may  reside  in  the 
neighborhood  of  another  Lodge,  unless  the  applicant  shall  procure  a  recommendation 
from  the  Lodge  in  whose  vicinity  he  may  reside. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  9  o'clock,  A.  M.

Whittlesey,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  Brother  John  H.  Patch,  de- 
ceased. 

Rpsolved,  That  twenty  dollars  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to 
Brother  Elijah  Hatch,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  Brother  Timothy 
Jones. 

Which  resolutions  were  severally  adopted. 

Besolved  That  the  dues  of  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  for  the  year  1820,  be  re- 
turned to,  and  retained  by  them,  as  a  charity  fund,  and  appropriated  to  no  other  use;

relieved  by  their  charity. 

The  new  code  of  By-Laws,  being  read  and  amended,  was  adopted. 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  give  to  each  Lodge  which  has  reported  to 
this  Grand  Communication,  credit  for  their  dues  for  the  year  1820,  and  a  certificate 
thereof,  agreeably  to  the  resolution  of  this  day. 

The  memorial  of  Brother  James  Cooley  in  behalf  of  Mrs.  Nancy  Stout, 
being  read,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  applications  for  charity. 

Besolved,  That  the  Secretarv  of  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  or  some  other  person 
that  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Master  of  said  Lodge,  be  authorized  and  required  to  call 
on  Ichabod  Nve  and  his  associates  and  demand  of  them  all  the  funds,  books,  papers, 
jewels,  and  all  other  property  in  their  hands,  which  appertain  and  of  right  belong  to 
American  Union  Lodge  No.  i. 

The  following  report  of  the  committee  on  applications  for  charity,  is  ap- 
proved and  adopted,  to  wit :

Brown  were  appointed  said  committee. 
On  motion  of  Brother  A.  Warner, 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  to  any  member  of  Ohio  Lodge 
No.  30,  who  may  be  authorized  by  said  Lodge  to  receive  the  same,  the  sum  of  $20,  to 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  rent  of  this  house. 

On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  Brother  C.  Griswold's  note  of  $100,  due  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  remitted. 
On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  300  copies  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
resolutions  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges,  together  with  150  copies  of  the 
summary  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Communication,  be  printed  immediately, 
and  distributed  to  the  Grand  Officers,  and  Subordinate  Lodges  of  this  State,  and  to  all 
other  Lodges  with  whom  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  the  habit  of  corresponding. 

On  motion  of  Brother  John  A.  McDowell, 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  receive  from  the  Grand  Treasurer  the  sum  of 
three  dollars  per  day  while  actually  engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  his 
office,  to  be  paid  from  time  to  time  as  he  may  exhibit  his  accounts  to  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer. 

On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  advance  to  Brother  C.  Griswold,  by  way  of  loan, 
the  sum  of  twenty-four  dollars. 
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Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  be  a  committee  to  exam- 
ine enroll,  and  superintend  the  printing  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Communication, 
and  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  expenses  of  the  same. 

A  proof  sheet  from  a  plate  engraved  by  Brother  John  C.  Nutman,  of 
Cincinnati,  for  diplomas,  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  inspection, 
and  the  designs  approved. 

On  motion  of  Brother  John  A.  McDowell, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  examine  the  returns  of  the  subordinate  Lodges, 
and  notify  such  as  appear  to  have  forfeited  their  Charters  or  Dispensations,  from  a 
non-compliance  with  the  By-Laws,  that  they  show  cause  at  the  next  communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  why  they  shall  not  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  no  refreshment  hereafter  be  introduced  into  this  Grand  Lodge. 
The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  made  the  following  appointments,  to-wit : 

Brothers  Joseph  S.  Benham  and  Wm.  Burke,  of  Cincinnati,  Phineas  Ross,  of  Lebanon,  and  Augustus 
Stone,  of  Marietta,  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund.

Brothers  Benjamin  Smith,  of  Granville,  and  John  P.  Fessendon,  of  Chillicothe,  Grand  Pursuivants. 
Brother  Wm.  Long,  of  Columbus,  Grand  Steward. 

The  Grand  Officers  elect  present,  were  duly  qualified  and  installed. 
And  there  appearing  no  further  business,  the  Grand  Lodge  closed  in

BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

GRAND  LODGE  OF  OHIO. 


The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  do  hereby  make,  ordain  and  promulgate  the  following,  as  the  By-Laws, 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  said  Grand  Lodge: 

Article  1.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  their  regular  Grand  Communication  an- 
nually, in  the  town  of  Columbus,  on  the  second  Monday  of  December;  and  special 
meetings  may  be  called  as  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Master  may  direct. 

Art  2.  There  shall  not  be  any  Grand  Lodge  opened,  to  work,  unless  there  be  pres- 
ent a  representation  from  fifteen  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  3.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  char- 
tered Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  or  their  regularly  authorized  proxies; 
a  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master.  Grand  Senior  Warden,  Grand  Junior  Warden, 
Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Orator, 
G.and  Senior  Deacon,  Grand  Junior  Deacon,  and  Grand  Tyler;  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  annually,  and  who,  together  with  all  Past  Grand  Masters  and  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  present,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  except 
the  Grand  Tyler,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Grand  Officers  only :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  no  one  member,  by  virtue  of  such  office  or  authority,  shall  have  more  than 
five  votes  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  4.  The  title  of  the  Grand  Master  snail  be  Most  Worshipful;  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Right  Worshipful;  Past  Grand  Masters,  Right  Worshipful;  Grand  Chaplain, 
Most  Reverend;  and  the  following  officers,  whether  past  or  in  office,  viz,  Grand  Ward- 
ens, Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Orator,  Grand  Deacons 
and  the  Masters  of  Lodges,  Right  Worshipful ;  the  title  of  the  other  Grand  Officers  shall 
be  Worshipful. 

Art.  5.  The  appointment  of  proxies,  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  Lodges,  shall 
be  in  writing,  certified  under  their  official  signatures,  or  certified  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Lodges,  which  shall  entitle  said  proxy  to  three  votes. 

Art.  6.  When  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  are  absent,  the  Grand 
Senior  Warden  presides;  in  his  absence,  the  Grand  Junior  Warden  ;  in  the  absence  of 
these,  the  oldest  Past  Grand  Master  or  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master;  and  if  no  officer  of 
that  grade  be  present,  a  Past  Master  shall  be  elected  to  preside  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  7.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  vested,  severally,  with  the  power  of  granting  Dis- 
pensations, and  of  suspending  Lodges  working  under  Dispensations,  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  their  discretion,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge; 
but  no  Dispensation  shall  be  granted,  in  any  case,  unless  at  least  one  of  the  petitioners 
shall  be  a  regular  Past  Master.  * 

Art.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  to  receive  and  determine  appeals,  redress 
grievances,  and  remove  all  complaints  of  the  subordinate  Lodges;  to  grant  warrants, 
and  authorize  new  Lodges  to  work  ;  to  reprehend  and  control  improper  conduct  in  any 
subordinate  Lodge;  and  to  require  such  reasonable  fees,  from  subordinate  Lodges,  as 
will  at  all  times  discharge  the  engagements  of  said  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  do  and  perform 
all  such  duties  as  properly  appertain  to  a  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  9.  No  other  than  a  Past  Master  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  Grand  Wardens. 
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Art.  10.  No  elected  Grand  Officer  shall  act  as  such  until  he  shall  be  duly  installed. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  appoint  a  Grand  Steward,  Grand  Sword 
Bearer,  and  two  Grand  Pursuivants. 

Art  It.  On  the  day  appointed  for  the  assembling  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  quorum 
bein«-  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  opened,  in  ample  form,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  last  Grand  Communication  read;  when  the  following  committees  shall  be  appoint- 
ed, to  consist,  each,  of  three  members,  viz:  a  committee  to  examine  the  Credentials  of 
Representatives  and  Proxies;  a  committee  to  examine  Visiting  Brethren;  a  committee 
to  examine  Accounts;  and  a  committee  to  hear  Grievances. 

Art.  12.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  is  not  authorized  to  make,  or  second, 
any  motion;  but  on  all  questions  where  there  shall  be  an  equal  division,  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  casting  vote. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  Grand  Officer  to  subscribe,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  fair  and  true  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  the  close  of  each  Communication. 

Art.  14.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  which  shall  not  be  represented  for  two  successive 
Grand  Communications,  or  who  shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years, 
shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Order  until  they  shall  comply  with 
both  the  requisitions,  and  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges,  and  be  duly  notified 
thereof  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  15.  No  Warrant  or  Dispensation,  for  the  institution  of  a  new  Lodge,  shall  be 
granted  except  upon  the  petition  of  eight  Master  Masons;  which  petition  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  new  Lodge 
is  intended  to  be  constituted,  vouching  for  the  moral  characters  and  Masonic  abilities 
of  the  petitioners,  and  recommending  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  whose  authority  they 
act,  to  grant  the  prayer. 

Art  16  No  Lodge  shall  be  permitted  to  work,  by  Dispensation,  longer  than  until 
the  next  Grand  Annual  Communication  succeeding  the  granting  thereof;  at  which  time 
a  copy  of  the  By  Laws  and  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  duly  attested,  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  their  inspection. 

Art.  17.  Every  society  of  Masons,  applying  for  a  Dispensation,  shall,  before  the  same 
be  granted,  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  forty  dollars,  to  be  appropria- 
ted as  said  Grand  Lodge  shall  direct;  and  any  dispensated  Lodge,  to  which  a  Charter 
shall  be  granted,  shall  receive  the  same  gratis.  But  if  a  Warrant  should  not  be  granted, 
nor  the  Dispensation  continued,  the  said  fees  shall  be  refunded  to  the  petitioners, 
excepting  only  such  part  thereof  as  shall  have  been  actually  expended  by  means  of 
their  application. 

Art.  18.  There  shall  be  a  Charity  Fund,  under  the  direction,  and  subject  to  the  con- 
trol of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  styled  "The Charity  Fund  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio;" 
which  shall  be  created  by  an  appropriation  of  one  half  of  the  funds  in  the  treasury  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  increased  annually  by  adding  thereto  one-half  of  all  the  moneys 
annually  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  donations  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  not 
otherwise  specially  appropriated  by  the  donors. 

Art.  19.  Five  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  and  the  other  four  to  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  said 
appointment  agreed  to  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  authorized  and  styled  Trustees  of 
the  Grand  Charity  Fund — three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum. 

Art.  20.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund  to  apply, 
with  care  and  economy,  such  portion  of  said  funds  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  char- 
itable purposes,  and  make  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  each  Annual  Communication, 
of  the  state  of  the  fund,  and  of  all  their  proceedings:  Provided,  however,  that  no  single 
charitable  appropriation  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars. 

Art.  21.  The  Charity  Fund  created  as  aforesaid,  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  trustees  aforesaid. 

Art.  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  who  shall  attend  personally,  or  by  proxy,  at  each  Grand  Communi- 
cation, with  all  the  books  and  papers  of  his  office.  He  shall  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  all  instruments  of  writing  necessary,  by  the  nature  of  his  office,  to 
be  executed.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees,  to  wit:  Twelve  and  a  half  cents 
for  every  hundred  words,  which  he  necessarily  writes,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge; 
and  also  three  dollars  for  executing  and  sealing  each  Dispensation,  and  tive  dollars  for 
each  Charter,  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  the  funds  thereof; 
and  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  each  hundred  words,  for  copies  of  records  or  other 
instruments  of  writing,  when  required,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  employing  him. 

Art.  23.   The  Grand  Treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
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give  bonds,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  direct,  with  sufficient 
security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties,  in  double  the 
sum  actually  in  the  Treasury  at  the  time  of  his  official  investment.  He  shall  account 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and,  on  the  first  day  of  each 
Annual  Grand  Communication,  exhibit  an  accurate  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the 
Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  pay  out  no  money  without  the  order  of  the  Grand  Master, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  the  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund. 

Art.  24.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  elect  by  ballot,  annually,  a  Grand  Lecturer,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  each  subordinate  Lodge  within  the  State  at  least  once  in  each 
vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  establish  an  uniform  mode  of  work;  inspect  their  By- 
Laws  and  records,  Masonic  qualifications  and  improvements;  and  make  report  in 
writing  of  his  visits  and  inspections,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  each  Annual  Communica- 
tion; and  for  his  said  services  he  shall  receive  such  sum  or  sums  as  the  Grand  Lodge 
may  appropriate,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  same. 

Art.  25.  The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  the  Supreme  Masonic  Law  of 
the  State,  and  subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  governed  thereby. 

Art.  26.  All  decisions  by  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
given,  except  in  forming  or  altering  the  By  Laws ;  and  all  elections  for  Grand  Officers 
shall  be  by  ballot;  and  where  three  or  more  brethren  are  balloted  for,  for  the  same 
office,  and  no  one  having  a  majority  for  two  successive  ballotings,  the  third  balloting 
shall  be  confined  to  the  same  candidates,  striking  off  the  lowest  in  number,  and  so  on, 
each  successive  ballot,  until  some  one  obtain  a  majority. 

Art.  27.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  have  original  jurisdiction  in  any  case  which 
can  be  justly  decided  by  a  subordinate  Lodge. 

Art-  28.  No  By-Law  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  altered  or  done  away,  or  any  new 
one  adopted,  until  the  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  nullification  or  addition,  as  the 
case  may  be,  shall  have  been  presented  in  open  Lodge  and  seconded,  and  remain  one 
whole  vacation,  unless  concurred  in  by  all  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  who  may 
be  present:  Provided,  however,  That  such  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  or  new 
code,  may  be  further  amended  in  such  manner  as,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  appear 
proper  and  expedient  at  the  time,  when  the  same  shall  be  finally  considered  and  passed. 


RESOLUTIONS  OP  THE  GRAND  LODGE, 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGES  UNDER  ITS  JURISDICTION. 

Resolved,  That  no  Lodge,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  shall  initiate 
Craft,  or  raise,  unless  a  Past  Master  is  present  to  preside. 

Resolved,  That  all  applications  for  initiation,  or  for  membership,  shall  lay  over  at 
least  from  one  regular  meeting  to  another,  unless  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  decide  the  application  to  be  a  case  of  emergency. 

Resolved,  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degrees  of  Entered  Appren- 
tice, Fellow  Craft  and  Master  Mason,  on  any  person,  for  a  less  sum  than  fifteen 
dollars ;  and  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  initiate  or  advance. 

Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  each 
Annual  Communication,  fifty  cents  for  each  initiation,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
member  thereto  belonging. 

Resolved,  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  hereafter  take  notes  of  hand  for  fees,  or 
grant  any  time  of  credit  therefor.

Whereupon,  Brothers  Joseph  S.  Hughes,  George  Grove  and  Richard 
Armstrong  were  appointed  said  committee. 

The  Grand  Lecturer's  report  was  received  and  read;  and  on  motion,  it 
was 

Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  on  the  same. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Hughes,  Ross  and  J.  A.  McDowell  were  appointed. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  memorial  of  Centre  Star 
Lodge  No.  11,  and  charges  against  Ralph  Granger,  made  verbal  report, 
that  the  difficulties  existing  w-ere  reported  to  them  to  have  been  amicably 
settled — whereupon  said  committee  was  discharged. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  William  Holbrook,  at 
last  Grand  Communication,  made  written  report,  which  is  ordered  to  lie  on 
the  table  till  to-morrow. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  reports  of  charity  disbursements,  made  out  of  the  remissions  of  dues 
at  last  Grand  Communication,  be  submitted  to  the  committee  on  Credentials. 

A  memorial  was  handed  in  by  Brother  Sanderson,  from  Lancaster 
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Lodge,  which,  with  accompanying  documents,  being  read,  were  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Grievances. 

A  memorial  was  handed  in  by  Brother  Gault,  from  Centre  Star  Lodge, 
which  being  read,  is  laid  over  for  further  consideration. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  expediency  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  paying  the  expenses,  or  a  certain  part  of  the  expenses,  of  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  subordinate  Lodge. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Cotton,  Orr  and  A.  I.  McDowell  were  appointed 
said  committee. 
On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  report  from  American  Union  Lodge  ISTo.  1,  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  three. 

"Whereupon,  Brothers  Goodale,  H.  Conant  and  A.  I.  McDowell  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  8  o'clock. 


Tuesday,  December  11,  1821. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  agreeably  to  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yes- 
terday. 

The  committee  who  were  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
allowing  a  certain  compensation  to  one  representative  of  each  subordinate 
Lodge,  made  report : 

"  That  they  consider  in  highly  inexpedient,  at  this  time,  to  allow  any  expenses  of 
representatives  attending  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge." 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  Brother  Henry  Brown  be  allowed  five  dollars  for  his  services  in  making 
a  report  of  the  accounts  of  all  the  former  Grand  Secretaries  and  Treasurers. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  Brother  John  Snow's  account  of  $7.86  be  allowed. 
On  motion, 

Voted,  That  Brother  Abram  Burk's  account  of  $12.00,  for  making  a  table-desk  for 
Grand  Secretary,  be  allowed. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  Brother  D.  F.  Reeder's  account,  of  $6.00,  and  Brother  Joshua  Martin's 
account  of  $6.00.  be  paid,  for  services  rendered  by  them  as  a  committee  of  this  Grand 
Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bosworth, 

Resolved,  That  those  Lodges  that  have  heretofore  received  their  charters  on  paper, 
shall,  on  application  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  receive  them  on  parchment,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion, 
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Voted,  That  the  resolutions  and  protest  sent  up  from  N.  C.  Harmony  Lodge  and  Miami 
Lodge,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

"Whereupon,  Brothers  Corwin,  Fitzgerald  and  Cotton  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

On  motion, 

"Voted,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  best 
mode  to  be  pursued  in  collecting  the  dues  from  Brothers  R.  Kercheval,  D.  Kinkead,  H. 
M.  Curry  and  Abram  Gallop. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Solomon  Smith,  Thomas  Orr  and  Nathaniel 
Harris  were  appointed  said  committee. 

Brother  Joseph  S.  Hughes  presented  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion, to  wit: 

Whereas,  It  has  heretofore  been  the  practice  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  allow  the 
Grand  Secretary,  in  addition  to  the  fees  allowed  by  the  By-Laws,  a  salary,  or  such  other 
extra  compensation  for  his  trouble  and  labor  in  corresponding,  arranging  and  preserv- 
ing the  books  and  papers,  superintending  the  printing  and  distributing  the  minutes, 
and  preparing  and  forwarding  the  other  documents,  etc.,  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge : 
Therefore, 

Besolved,  That  the  present  Grand  Secretary  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  such 
and  similar  services  during  the  past  year. 

Which  was  adopted  by  the  Lodge. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  Accounts  as  relates  to  the  sums  due  from  Brothers  Curry,  Ker- 
cheval, Gallop  and  Kinkead,  reported  as  follows,  to-wit : 

That  it  does  not  appear  to  this  committee  that  a  demand  has  been  made  of  those 
brothers  for  payment  of  the  sums  due  from  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Neither  have 
the  committee  been  able  to  learn  satisfactorily  the  ability  of  those  brothers  to  make 
payment.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  forthwith  to  demand  of  Brothers 
Hiram  M.  Curry,  David  Kinkaid,  Abraham  Gallop  and  Robert  Kercheval,  payment  or 
settlement  of  the  sums  due  severally  from  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  that,  on 
refusal  to  pay,  he  take  such  measures  for  the  collection  or  settlement  of  the  same  as  he 
may  deem  most  expedient,  and  that  he  report  the  result  of  his  proceedings  to  our  next 
Grand  Communication. 

Which,  being  discussed  and  considered,  was  adopted. 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  in  the  case  of  Brother  Philip  M'Swegan, 

made  the  following  report,  to-wit : 

\  That  the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  in  the  expulsion  of 
the  said  M'Swegan,  rests,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  in  proofs  to  be  yet  obtained, 
viz  :  Whether  he  had  knowledge  of  his  suspension  from  Vevay  Lodge  when  he  endeav- 
ored to  gain  admittance  into  Lancaster  Lodge. 

We  therefore  recommend  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed 
to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  Vevay  Lodge  No.  7,  in  Indiana,  for  official  proof  of  the  said 
M'Swegan  having  been  notified  of  his  suspension,  if  such  proofs  exist,  and  that  the 
further  consideration  of  said  appeal  lay  over  to  the  next  Grand  Lodge. 

Which  report  is  accepted. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  American  Union 
Lodge  No.  1,  touching  the  conduct  of  Ichabod  Nye  and  others,  made  the 
following  report,  to=wit : 
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That  the  said  Ichabod  Nye  and  his  associates,  are  completely  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1  :  and  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot 
take  cognizance  of  the  grievances  complained  of;  for  by  the  27th  article  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  provided  that  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  have  original  juris- 
diction in  any  case  which  can  be  justly  decided  by  a  subordinate  Lodge. 
Which  report  is,  on  motion,  accepted. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  amended,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  word  "December,"  in  the  third  line  of  the  first  article,  and  inserting  the 
word  "January  "  in  its  place.   This  amendment  to  take  effect  after  January  next. 

Resolved,  That  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  present  shall  be  requisite  in  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  every  Lodge  subordinate  thereto,  to  expel  any  member  from  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  our  institution  ;  but  a  majority  shall  be  sufficient  to  inflict  minor  punish- 
ments. And  that  no  expelled  Mason  shall  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry  without  an  unanimous  vote. 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  By-Laws,  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
report  :  That  they  have  carefully  inspected  and  diligently  examined  the  transcripts  of 
By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  making  application  for  charters;  and  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
i  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved  bp  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  following  Lodges,  which  have  for  some 
time  Deen  working  under  Dispensations,  are  entitled  to  Charters,  to-wit: 

King  Solomon's  Lodge  No.  56,  Bethel  No.  61,  Ebenezer  No.  62,  Mt.  Vernon  No.  64, 
Charity  No.  53,  New  Philadelphia  No.  59,  and  Canton  No.  60. 

Which,  being  read,  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  petition- 
ing the  Legislature  of  this  State,  the  present  session,  praying  that  an  act  be  passed 
incorporating  this  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  if  they  consider  it  expedient,  that  they  report  a 
memorial  accordingly. 

Whereupon  Brothers  Joseph  S.  Hughes,  John  A.  McDowell  and  Dan- 
iel Upson  were  appointed  said  committee. 

A  majority  of  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  proceedings  of  the  Cincinnati 
Lodges,  report,  that  they  are  of  opinion  those  Lodges  have  not  violated  the  ancient 
landmarks  and  usages  of  Masonry,  in  the  resolutions  they  have  adopted  respecting 
delinquent  Masons,  but  that  those  resolutions  seem  well  adapted  to  the  interests  of  the 
fraternity  in  that  place. 

Which  report,  being  read  and  considered,  was  disagreed  to,  voting  by 
Lodges — 46  to  57. 

An  appeal  brought  up  from  Meridian  Orb  Lodge  No.  10,  by  Noah  D. 
Mattoon,  a  suspended  brother,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  report. 

The  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  petitioning 
the  Legislature  of  this  State  for  an  act  of  incorporation,  etc.,  reported  a 
memorial,  which  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  draft  a  bill  and 
memorial  to  the  Legislature. 

Whereupon  Brothers  Collins,  Corwin  and  Fitzgerald  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  Western  Phcenix  Lodge  have  permission  to  hold  their  regular  com- 
munications alternately  at  Burton  and  Parkman. 
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The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  Grand  Communication  to  examine 
the  accounts  of  all  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Treasurers,  made  their  report, 
which,  being  examined  and  accepted,  was  ordered  to  be  filed. 

The  committee  of  Accounts  made  report  that  they  had  examined  the 
Grand  Secretary  and  Treasurer's  accounts  ;  that  there  have  been  no  receipts 
or  disbursements  since  the  date  of  the  last  report  to  the  commencement  of 
the  present  Grand  Communication.    Which  report  is  accepted. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  go  into  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing,  to-morrow  morning  9  o'clock. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  authorized  to  receive  the 
transfer  of  stock  in  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  tendered  by  Brother  Benjamin 
Gardiner,  late  Grand  Secretary,  to  be  held  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
that  the  amount  of  stock  so  transferred  be  credited  to  said  Brother  Gardiner 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  Ohio  Lodge  No.  30,  the  sum  of  $20,  towards  the  rent  for  this  Lodge  room. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  Master  Masons  be  appointed  to  proceed,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  to  Granville,  whom,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  be  vested  with  full 
power  to  call  before  them  Ralph  Granger,  and  hear  the  testimonv  in  the  case  wherein 
he  has  been  charged  by  Centre  Star  Lodge,  in  that  place,  and  make  report  thereon  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  annual  Communication.  And  that  said  committee  have 
power,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  cite  all  or  any  of  the  parties  concerned  in  this  case 
to  appear  before  the  next  annual  communication,  that  the  matter  may  be  fairly  heard 
and  determined. 

Whereupon  Brothers  C.  Conant,  S.  S.  Miles  and  Horatio  Conant  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  to  Brother  Royal  D.  Simons 
the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  out  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  to  be  by  hini  appropriated 
to  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  our  late  Brother  Nicholas  C  Boalse. 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  10th  inst,  to  examine  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lec- 
turer, report — That  they  have  inspected  said  report,  and  find  that  said  Lecturer  pro- 
ceeded, on  the  7th  of  January  last,  to  the  duties  assigned  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  It 
appears  to  the  committee  that  the  object  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  appointing  this  officer, 
was  two-fold.  1st.  To  produce  an  uniformity  of  work  in  the  several  subordinate  Lodges 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  2dly.  To  reconcile  all  difficulties  and 
animosities  that  might  exist  in  the  same.  It  appears,  from  the  paper  submitted  to  the 
consideration  of  this  committee,  that  the  said  Grand  Lecturer  has  embraced  every 
opportunity  that  presented  itsell  to  the  attainment  of  the  first  object,  for  which  he  is 
entitled  to  the  thanks  of  this  Lodge.  It  would,  however,  have  been  better  had  he  appro- 
priated a  greater  proportion  of  his  time  to  the  reconciliation  of  difficulties,  and  the  cor- 
rection of  abuses  where  they  appear  to  have  been  most  prevalent.  It  further  appears 
to  your  committee  that  the  following  Lodges  have  been  very  remiss  in  attending  to 
Masonic  duty,  viz,  Harmony,  Franklin,  Columbia,  Golden  Rule  ;  and  that  the  Master 
of  Jerusalem  Lodge,  and  the  Treasurer  of  Ebenezer  Lodge,  treated  the  said  Lecturer 
with  contumely  and  contempt. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  has  received  the  jewels  belonging  to  Portage  and  Farmers' 
Lodges,  which  he  has  deposited  in  the  hands  of  private  individuals,  and  taken  their 
receipts  therefor.  The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  as  to  the  deportment  of  Unity 
and  Canton  Lodges,  is  so  uncertain  that  this  committee  are  at  a  loss  to  determine  what 
course  should  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  as  to  them.   There  are  several  other 
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Lodges,  that  the  said  Lecturer  has  been  unable  to  visit,  in  consequence  of  indisposition  •, 
of  those  this  committee  can  say  nothing.  The  committee  are  happy  in  informing  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  is  highly  honorable  to  the  other 
Lodges. 

It  is  evident  that  many,  if  not  all  the  Lodges,  are  too  much  in  the  practice  of  indulg- 
ing in  excessive  and  sumptuous  refreshments,  thereby  in  a  great  degree  impairing  their 
ability  to  perform  those  charitable  act*,  which  ever  have  been  regarded  as  the  funda 
mental  and  primary  principles  of  our  Masonic  superstructure.  From  a  view  of  the 
whole  report,  the  committee  are  induced  to  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  Harmony,  Franklin,  Columbia  and  Golden  Rule  Lodges,  be  cited 
to  appear,  by  their  proper  officers,  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  annual  Commu- 
nication, and  show  cause  why  their  respective  Charters  should  not  be  declared  forfeited 

2.  B'sotved.  That  the  Master  of  Jerusalem  Lodge  and  the  Treasurer  of  Ebenezer 
Lodge  be  summoned  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next  annual  session  and 
show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  dealt  with  for  their  contumacious  and  unmasonic 
conduct  toward  the  Grand  Lecturer,  when  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such. 

3.  Resolved,  That  some  suitable  person  or  persons  be  appointed  to  receive  the 
jewels  and  effects  of  Portage  and  Franklin  Lodges  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  dispose  of  them  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  most  conducive  to  the  interest  of  the 
fraternity. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  do  recommend  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  within 
its  j  urisdiction  the  discontinuance  of  refreshments. 

Which  report  and  resolutions,  being  heard  and  maturely  considered  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  were  adopted. 

Whereupon,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  9 
o'clock. 


Wednesday,  December  12,  1821. 
Grand  Lodge  met — present  as  on  yesterday. 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  reports  of  the  different  sub- 
ordinate Lodges,  respecting  the  disbursement  of  the  dues  remitted  last 
Grand  Communication,  made  report,  which  is  adopted  and  placed  on  file. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  went  into  an  election  for  Grand  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing,  agreeably  to  previous  notice,  and  the  votes,  being  received 
and  counted,  the  following  brethren  were  declared  duly  elected.

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  24th  Article  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be 
amended  by  inserting  the  words  "unless  otherwise  directed,"  after  Grand  Lodge,  in  the 
fourth  line:  and  the  Grand  Lecturer  is  hereby  instructed  to  visit  none  except  the  five 
Lodges  omitted  in  his  last  tour. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  then  went  into  the  election  of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  for 
the  year  ensuing ;  and  the  votes  being  counted,  Brother  John  Snow  was 
declared  duly  elected. 

On  motion  of  Brother  George  R.  Fitzgerald,  seconded  by  Brother  Joseph 
S.  Hughes, 

Resolved,  That  the  twenty-fourth  article  of  the  By-Laws  be  and  is  hereby  repealed. 
Which  is  laid  over  until  the  next  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Treasurer  of  Ebenezer  Lodge  having  appeared  and  shown  cause — 

Voted,  That  he  be  excused  for  the  alleged  contempt  offered  the  Grand  Lecturer,  while 
in  discharge  of  his  duties  as  such. 

The  Trustees  of  the  grand  charity  fund  made  their  report,  which  being 
heard  is  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  filed. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Brother  John  Cotton,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  subordinate  Lodge  to  require  of  every 
candidate  for  the  mysteries  of  Masonry,  previously  to  his  being  admitted  thereto,  an 
explicit  declaration  of  his  belief  in  the  existence  and  perfections  of  the  Deity,  and  in 
the  truth  and  certainty  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

Which  resolution  is  postponed  until  the  next  Grand  Communication. 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Brother  Joseph  S. 
Hughes,  be  a  committee  ?o  inspect,  enroll  and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Grand  Communication,  and  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer 
for  the  expenses  of  the  same;  and  that  one  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  summary  of 
the  proceedings  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  grand  officers  and  subordinate  Lodges 
in  this  state,  and  to  the  Grand  Lodges  with  whom  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  the  habit  of 
corresponding. 

Resolved,  That  Middlebury  Lodge  No.  34,  be  permitted  to  hold  their  communications 
at  any  convenient  place  within  three  miles  of  the  village  of  Middlebury. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  Scioto 
Lodge  No.  6,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  our 
late  brother,  Thomas  Steele,  late  of  Chillicothe,  and  that  Scioto  Lodge  report  the  ex- 
penditure of  the  said  sum  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  their  next  Grand  Communication. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  authorized  to  pay  George 
Mix  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  by  him  appropriated  in  discharge  of  the  expenses 
of  the  illness  and  burial  ol  Valentine  De  Pretro,  a  traveling  brother,  who  lately  died  at 
Lebanon.

Voted,  That  the  Grand  Tyler  and  Steward's  account,  amounting  to  $12.87£,  be  paid.

The  Grand  Lodge  met.    Present,  same  as  on  yesterday. 
On  motion, 

Voted  That  so  much  of  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  grand  communication, 
as  relates  to  the  Lodges  ordered  to  be  cited  to  appear  [at  this  communication  J  and 
show  cause  why  their  Charters  should  not  be  declared  forfeited,  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers  Hughes, 
Bacon  and  Hivling  said  committee. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers  King,  Sage, 
E.  Whittlesey,  and  Goodenow,  a  committee  on  applications  for  Loans,  etc. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  was  presented,  read,  and  ordered  to 
be  placed  on  file. 

The  committee  on  Accounts  submitted  their  report;   which,  being 

inspected,  is  approved,  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

The  committee  on  By-Laws,  Dispensations  and  Charters,  made  report: 

That  they  have  examined  the  Dispensation,  By-Laws,  and  minutes  of  proceedings  of 
Guernsey  Lodge,  of  St.  Jerome's  Lodge,  and  of  Lisbon  Lodge,  and  find  them  correct. 
They  recommend  that  Charters  be  granted  said  Lodges. 

That  Hudson  Lodge  has  forwarded  its  Dispensation  and  minutes  of  its  proceedings, 
requesting  a  Charter;  but  inasmuch  as  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  have  not  been  for- 
warded, your  committee  recommend  that  the  Dispensation  be  continued  until  the  next 
grand  communication. 

That  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Newark  Lodge,  and  of  Oxford  Lodge,  have 
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been  forwarded,  and  a  Charter  requested;  but  as  their  Dispensations  have  not  been 
forwarded,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  authorized  to 
grant  a  continuance  of  said  Dispensations  until  the  next  grand  communication,  when 
the  same  shall  be  forwarded  to  him. 

Which  report  being  heard,  was  accepted. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Brother  King, 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Hudson  Lodge,  when  the  By-Laws  of  the 
same  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  be  by  him  approved. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Sherman, 

Voted,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Oxford  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  King, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  on  the  practicability  of 
obtaining  a  site  for  the  building  of  a  Masonic  Hall,  and  the  expense  of  erecting  said 
Hall,  at  Columbus. 

Whereupon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 
Edward  King,  Chas.  K.  Sherman  and  L.  Goodale  said  committee. 

Brother  Sherman  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which,  being  consid- 
ered, were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  procure  50 
blank  Charters,  on  parchment,  to  be  granted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  to  subordinate 
Lodges. 

Unsolved,  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  $100  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  said 
blank  Charters,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  order  of  the 
M.  \V.  Grand  Master. 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  in  the  case  of  John  Porter,  appealed  from 
the  decision  of  Paramuthia  Lodge,  by  which  he  was  suspended  for  the 
term  of  six  months,  made  report : 

That  inasmuch  as  said  Lodge  has  furnished  no  official  testimony  in  support  of  said 
decision  ;  and  inasmuch  as  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  allegation  itself,  even 
if  substantiated,  does  not  involve  criminality  sufficient  to  warrant  the  censure  imposed 
by  said  Lodge,  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  said  John  Porter  be  restored  to  the  privileges  of  the  Masonic  order 
and  to  membership  in  said  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  go  to  Paramuthia  Lodge,  investigate  its 
conduct  and  proceedings  in  said  case,  and  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  grand 
communication. 

Which  report  being  heard,  is  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  adopted. 
Whereupon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 
Wm.  A.  Whittlesey,  John  Cotton  and  Ezra  Osborn  said  committee. 

Brother  Royal  D.  Simons,  to  whom  an  appropriation  of  $20  was  made 
at  the  last  Grand  Communication  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  of  Brother 
N.  C.  Boalse,  deceased,  reported  that  he  had  expended  $1.75,  and  returned 
the  balance  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Which  report  and  money  were  accepted, 
and  the  conduct  of  Brother  Simons  approved. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Orr, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Steward  be  authorized  to  furnish  one  hundred  plain  aprons 
for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  the  same  marked  in  durable  ink  G.  L.  of  O. 
and  numbered  from  i  to  100 ;  and  that  the  Graud  Treasurer  pay  the  amount  out  of  any 
moneys  in  his  hands.  J 
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The  committee  appointed  on  applications  for  loans,  etc.,  made  report : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  private  loans  should  not  be  made  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge.   They  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  surplus  funds  should  be 
placed  in  some  public  stock,  so  as  to  afford  convertibility  and  profit,  and  at  the  same 
time  security.   They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  not  granted. 
Which  report  was  approved,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Wm.  A.  Whittlesey, 

Voted,  That  i  he  following  entry  be  made  on  the  journal  of  the  present  grand  com- 
munication : 

It  appears  by  the  present  returns  of  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1.  that  the  return  of 
Brothers  Timchv  Buell,  Darius  Hartshorn.  James  M'Oolloch.  Abel  Preseott,  Aaron  Lv- 
on.andD  II.  Burt  as  suspended  members,  originated  in.  mistake— that  they  are  still  in 
good  standing  as  Masons— having  only  forfeited  their  membership  in  said  Lodge. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  grand  communication  to  take  into 
consideration  the  propriety  of  petitioning  the  Legislature  for  an  act  of  incorporation 
of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  thereof. 

On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  rules  for  the  government  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  in  the  trial  of  all  matters  of  appeal  and 
grievances. 

Whereupon,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 
E.  Whittlesey,  King,  Goodenow,  Sherman  and  Lathrop  said  committee. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  resolution  of  the  last  grand  communi- 
cation relative  to  Harmony,  Columbia  and  Golden  Rule  Lodges,  made 
report : 

That  from  evidence  adduced,  they  are  disposed  to  recommend  the  continuation  of 
the  charter  to  Franklin  Lodge,  another  year,  with  the  hope  that  order  has,  at  last,  in 
part,  been  brought  out  of  confusion,  and  that  they  will  go  on  to  perfection. 

The  committee  have  also  had  under  consideration  the  Masonic  character  and  conduct 
of  Harmony  and  Golden  Rule  Lodges,  and  find  that  although  disorder  and  abuses  have 
existed  therein,  that  a  degree  of  reformation  appears  to  have  taken  place ;  and  the  com- 
mittee have  received  many  assurances  that  with  them,  reform  is  the  order  of  the  day 
It  is  therefore  recommended  that  the  charter  to  each  of  the  last  named  Lodges  be  con- 
tinued at  least  another  year,  with  the  express  injunction  that  said  Lodges  be  more  cir- 
cumspect and  watchful  in  their  Masonic  conduct  and  transactions;  and  that  they 
report  progress  at  the  next  grand  communication. 

The  committee  having  new  evidence  in  the  case  of  Columbia  Lodge,  ask  that  the 
consideration  in  this  case  be  postponed  until  the  next  grand  communication. 

Which  report  was  accepted. 

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  and  report  on  the 
proceedings  of  a  meeting  of  Masons  held  in  the  City  of  Washington,  on 
the  9th  of  March,  1822,  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  General 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  made  a  report,  which  being  duly  con- 
sidered, is  approved  and  adopted,  as  follows,  viz : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  the  committee 
of  "A  meeting  of  a  number  of  members  of  the  Society  of  Free  Masons,  from  various 
parts  of  the  United  States,  composed  of  Members  of  Congress  and  strangers,  assem- 
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bled  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  March  9th,  1822,  recommending  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,"  and  also,  communications 
on  the  same  subject  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Pennsylvania,  Kentucky  and  Indiana, 
ask  leave  very  respectfully  to  report: 

That  they  have  bestowed  upon  the  communications  and  the  subject  matter  commit- 
ted to  them,  every  attention  that  their  limited  time  and  range  of  inquiry  would  allow, 
and  now  submit  the  following  as  a  synopsis  of  their  views  on  the  subject  :  The  propo- 
sition to  establish  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  seems  to  embrace  three 
objects,  which  are  specified  in  the  communication  from  the  aforesaid  general  commit- 
tee, 1.  A  grand  supervising  and  visitorial  power  over  all  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
United  States.  2.  Uniformity  among  the  craft  in  the  manner  of  work.  3.  The  sup- 
pression of  spurious  books  and  writings.  Although  to  a  superficial  view  the  first  of 
these  objects  seems  to  present  a  key-stone  to  an  edifice  apparently  yet  unfinished,  yet 
your  committee  believe  that  a  clear  and  ample  examination  of  the  situation  and 
standing  of  the  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the  United  States  will  satisfy  every  Mason 
whose  eye  is  single  to  the  ancient  landmarks  and  the  purity  of  Masonry,  that  there  is  no 
key-stone  wanting— that  the  building  is  complete.  "  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
the  exercise  of  a  jurisdiction  so  extensive  and  so  particular  as  that  proposed,  compre- 
hending not  only  the  most  important  concerns,  but  the  most  minute  affairs  of  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  would  be  attended  with  innumerable  delays,  difficulties  and  embarrass- 
ments, and  would  produce  the  greatest  confusion  and  disorder  throughout  the  whole 
fraternity." 

The  second  and  third  objects  proposed  to  be  attained  by  the  establishment  of  a  Gen- 
eral Grand  Lodge,  are  in  the  estimation  of  your  committee  "  devoutly  to  be  wished," 
and  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  they  most  cordially  agree  "  that  an  occa- 
sional convocation  of  delegates  from  the  different  Grand  Lodges  would  have  a  salutary 
tendency,  and  would  furnish  a  remedy  for  many  of  the  evils  delineated  in  the  commu- 
nication referred  to  them  "  from  Washington.  "  The  deliberations  of  such  an  august 
and  venerable  body,  consulting  upon  the  great  interests  of  the  Order,  and  depend- 
ent upon  the  good  sense  and  judgment  of  the  craft  for  the  fulfillment  of  its  wishes, 
would  be  received  with  enthusiasm,  and  its  recommendations  performed  with  alacrity. 

But  inasmuch  as  it  is  yet  unknown  and  uncertain  whether  the  other  Grand  Lodges  in 
the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  will  concur  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
in  sending  delegates  to  the  proposed  convocation,  your  committee  cannot  at  this  time 
recommend  any  definite  measure  upon  these  important  points.  One  other  object  seems 
to  have  been  an  inducement  with  the  general  committee  in  recommending  the  establish- 
ment of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  ;  that  is  "  to  acquire  in  a  correspondence  with  foreign 
nations,  an  elevated  stand  for  the  Masonry  of  this  country."  Your  committee  have 
yet  to  learn  that  the  craft  in  the  United  States  have  ever  labored  under  the  want  of 
character  or  respectable  standing  in  the  eye  of  true  and  ancient  Masonry.  While  the 
old  enduring  landmarks  of  our  Order  are  preserved,  and  our  social  intercourse  with  the 
universal  Brotherhood  is  governed  by  the  level  and  the  square,  we  cannot  believe  that  the 
character  and  standing  of  the  Masons  in  the  West  will  be  less  elevated  than  the  name  of 
our  country.  Towards  every  innovation,  we  shall  ever  march  with  reluctance,  and  say 
at  all  times  with  heart-felt  devotion,  we  are  unwilling  to  change.  Your  committee  recom- 
mend, therefore,  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  concurs  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
in  their  sentiment,  as  expressed  in  the  report  of  their  committee  of  the  3d  of  June,  A. 
D.  1822,  on  the  subject  of  establishing  a  "  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States." 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States, 
is  at  this  time  inexpedient. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  Brother  John  Snow, 
be,  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a  delegate  to  represent  this  Grand  Lodge  in  a  General 
Convocation  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  or  two-thirds  thereof,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  an  uniformity  of  work,  and  recommending  such  measures  for 
the  good  of  the  craft  as  they  may  deem  expedient :  Provided,  a  sufficient  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  said  convocation  shall  have  been  by  him  received, 
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before  the  next  grand  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge ;  -and  in  case  of  the  inability 
of  said  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to  attend  said  Convocation,  and  represent  this  Grand 
Lodge  therein  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  appoint  some  suitable  person,  as  his 
proxy,  to  do  the  same. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  city  of  Philadelphia  is  a 
suitable  place  for  holding  said  general  convocation. 

5.  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  approves  of  the  time  suggested  in  the  resolutions 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  namely,  the  24th  of  June,  1823. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  transmit  copies  of  the  forego- 
ing report  and  these  resolutions  to  the  different  Grand  Lodges  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  one  copy  to  William  W.  Seaton,  Esq.,  at  the  city  of  Washington,  agreeably 
to  the  request  contained  in  the  communication  from  the  said  general  committee.

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  Brother  John  Snow  be  authorized  to  pur- 
chase a  set  of  gilt  jewels  and  appropriate  collars  for  the  sole  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio. 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  purchase  of  the  same. 

Which  resolutions,  being  duly  considered,  were  adopted. 

Brother  Gates  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  no  Mason  under  the  degree  of 
Master,  is  entitled  to  a  vote  in  a  subordinate  Lodge. 

The  committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  resolution  offered 
at  the  last  grand  communication,  by  Brother  John  Cotton,  relative  to 
requiring  of  candidates  for  the  mysteries  of  Masonry  an  explicit  declara- 
tion of  belief  in  the  existence  and  perfections  of  Deity,  and  in  the  truth 
and  certainty  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  principles  embraced  in  said  resolution  have  been  sufficiently 
settled,  established  and  set  forth,  in  a  resolution  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  its 
annual  communication  in  the  year  1820,  and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  that  year,  page 
6;  and  that  it  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  make  any  further  expression  on  the  subject. 

Which  resolution  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  Philip  M'Swegan, 
made  report : 

That  from  the  vouchers  and  communications  received  from  Yevay  Lodge  No.  7,  in 
the  State  of  Indiana,  since  the  last  regular  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  they 
find  that  said  Philip  M'Swegan  had  received  due  notice  of  his  suspension  from  the 
rights  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  by  said  Vevay  Lodge  No.  7.  They  therefore  offer  the 
following  resolution,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  sentence  of  expulsion  of  Philip  M'Swegan,  from  all  the  rights 
and  benefits  of  Free  Masonry,  made  by  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  confirmed. 

The  committee  on  Dispensations,  By-Laws,  etc.,  further  reported : 

That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  a  number  of  brethren  of  New 
Richmond,  praying  for  a  dispensation  ;  and  inasmuch  as  the  petition  is  not  accompa- 
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nied  by  a  recommendation  from  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  Lodge  is  pro- 
posed to  be  constituted,  as  required  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  ought  not  to  be  granted;  and 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw  their  petition. 

Which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 
On  motion, 

Hesolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Guernsey  Lodge,  St.  Jerome's  Lodge,  and  Lisbon 
Lodge,  agreeably  to  the  report  of  the  committee  on  By-Laws,  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  E.  Hoover,  from  the 
action  of  Erie  Lodge  No.  3,  made  report  : 

That  they  have  had  the  record  of  proceedings  of  said  Erie  Lodge  under  consideration, 
together  with  the  accompanying  documents  ;  and  are  of  opinion  that  t*he  proceedings 
and  judgment  of  said  Erie  Lodge  are  correct.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  decision  of  Erie  Lodge  No.  3.  on  the 
complaint  of  Brother  E.  Hoover,  against  Brother  G.  Tod,  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
be  confirmed,  and  that  said  Brother  G.  Tod  be  acquitted  of  the  matters  of  complaint 
contained  in  the  charge  of  Brother  E.  Hoover. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  consideration  of  the  resolution  post- 
poned until  the  next  grand  communication. 
On  motion, 

Hesolved,  That  New  Philadelphia  Lodge  No.  59,  be  credited  on  the  books  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  with  eight  dollars,  received  by  B.  Gardiner,  as  Grand  Secretary,  April  28, 1820.  for 
letters  of  dispensation  granted  to  said  Lodge— said  sum  not  having  been  heretofore 
credited. 

An  appeal  from  Morning  Dawn  Lodge,  together  with  the  accompanying 
documents,  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  Brothers  McAboy,  Butler  and  Wm. 
A.  Whittlesey. 

Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  made  report  of  the  expenditure  of  the  $50  appro- 
priated at  the  last  grand  communication,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  of 
our  late  Brother  Steele;  which  is  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file. 

On  motion, 

Hesolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  will  go  into  the  election  of  its  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year  this  evening  at  6  o'clock. 

And  thereupon  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  till  6  o'clock,  P.  M. 


Tuesday,  January  14,  1823—6  o'clock  P.  M. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  went  into  the 
election  of  Grand  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing.    And  the  votes  being 
received  and  counted,  the  following  brethren  were  declared  duly  elected, 
to  wit :

Having  completed  the  elections,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow morning,  at  9  o'clock. 


"Wednesday,  January  15,  1823. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yes- 
terday. 

The  committee  appointed  to  report  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  of  subordinate  Lodges,  on  the  trial  of  appeals  and 
grievances,  reported  the  following : 

1.  No  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  suspend  or  expel  a  brother  unless  a  charge  shall  have 
been  previously  preferred  in  writing,  (when  the  nature  of  the  charge  will  admit  of  it,) 
and  a  copy  thereof  served  on  the  brother  implicated,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the 
trial,  with  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial,  provided  the  accused  brother  shall 
have  a  known  place  of  residence  within  twenty  miles  of  the  place  of  holding  the  Lodge, 
and  shall  not  evade  the  service  of  the  notice. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  hear  any  evidence  relevant  to  the  charge  or 
defense,  and  the  same  commit  to  writing,  when  it  shall  be  heard  in  open  Lodge;  or 
evidence  may  be  taken  out  of  the  Lodge,  before  any  person  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
the  State  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  notice  having  been  given  to  the  adverse 
party,  so  as  to  allow  one  day  to  every  twenty  miles  travel  from  the  place  of  taking 
such  testimony.  And  a  notice  left  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  shall  be  sufficient 
to  authorize  the  taking  of  testimony  on  the  part  of  the  accused,  provided  such  testi- 
mony does  not  disclose  any  of  the  secrets  of  the  craft. 

3.  If  the  person  charged  shall  think  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Lodge, 
he  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the  decision  shall 
have  been  pronounced  ;  and  on  making  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  for  a 
copy  of  the  proceedings,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  forward  the  same  to  the  next  grand 
communication,  with  the  whole  testimony,  when  the  same  shall  have  been  committed 
to  writing. 

4.  When  an  appeal  shall  have  been  entered  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  same  may  be 
decided  in  open  Lodge,  or  referred  to  a  committee,  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient; 
and  in  either  case  the  Lodge,  or  the  person  charged,  shall  have  the  benefit  of  any  addi- 
tional testimony,  the  same  being  taken  with  notice  as  aforesaid. 

5.  In  all  cases  where  a  brother  charged  shall  abscond,  proceedings  may  be  had  in  his 
absence,  without  the  notice  required  as  aforesaid. 

Which  report  was  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  on  claims  for  Charity,  made  the  following  report : 

That,  having  attended  to  the  applications  of  Brother  Sherburn,  Brother  Fish,  the 
widow  Jones,  and  the  widow  Duflield,  and  made  diligent  inquiries  into  their  several 
situations,  offer  for  consideration  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  Brother  Fish  fifty  dollars; 
to  Brother  Sherburn  twenty  dollars ;  to  Brother  Noble  fifteen  dollars,  for  the  use  of 
widow  Duffield  ;  and  to  Brother  Hatch  fifteen  dollars,  for  the  use  of  widow  Jones. 

Which  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  on  Accounts  reported  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  $4  be  paid  to  Brother  H.  Conant,  for  services  rendered  as  one  of  the 
committee  in  the  case  of  Ralph  Granger.    That  $2.06  be  paid  to  Brother  Snow,  for 
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postages  paid  by  him.  That  $14.06  be  paid  to  Brother  Long,  Steward  and  Tyler,  for 
services  rendered  and  sundries  furnished  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  present  Grand  Secretary  receive  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fees  allowed  by  the  By-Laws,  for  his  trouble  and  labor  in  corresponding, 
and  in  arranging  and  preserving  the  books,  papers,  etc. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  Ohio 
Lodge  No.  30,  the  sum  of  $20,  towards  the  rent  of  this  room. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  Doct.  Royal  N.  Powers 
on  appeal  from  the  sentence  of  expulsion  passed  on  him  by  Hiram  Lodge  No.  18,  be 
discharged  from  the  further  consideration  thereof,  and  that  the  same  be  taken  into 
consideration  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Brother  Collins, 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  the  decision  of  Hiram  Lodge 
No.  18,  in  expelling  Royal  N.  Powers,  was  correct,  so  far  as  testimony  was  before  them; 
but  that  from  additional  testimony  received  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  said  Royal  N. 
Powers  is  exculpated  from  the  charge  exhibited  against  him  in  Hiram  Lodge,  from 
which  he  was  expelled.   It  is  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  said  Lodge  be  reversed,  and  the  said  Powers  be  restored 
to  the  benefits  of  Masonry;  and  that  this  decision  be  published  in  the  Columbus 
Gazette,  and  in  the  paper  published  at  Delaware,  three  weeks  successively. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  appeal  of  Brother  Hovey  be  postponed  until  the  next  grand  com- 
munication, and  that  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration 
thereof. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
directing  an  inquiry  into  the  practicability  of  obtaining  a  site  for  building 
a  Masonic  Hall,  and  the  expense  of  erecting  said  Hall,  at  Columbus,  made 
report : 

That  they  have  had  said  resolution  under  consideration,  and  have  made  every  inquiry 
that  the  shortness  of  the  time  allowed  them,  and  their  necessary  attention  to  other 
duties  would  admit,  respecting  the  practicability  of  obtaining  a  site  suitable  for  erecting 
a  Masonic  Hall  at  Columbus.  They  are  of  opinion  that,  with  proper  exertions,  a  grant 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Legislature  of  Ohio,  permitting  the  Grand  Lodge  to  erect  a 
Hall  upon  some  part  of  the  public  square,  in  the  town  of  Columbus.  Your  committee 
have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  with  any  certainty,  the  expense  of  erecting  a  suitable 
Hall  in  Columbus  ;  but  it  is  believed  that  the  Grand  Chapter  will  cheerfully  join  in  the 
expense  of  erecting  a  proper  edifice,  provided  a  suitable  site  (as  is  believed  by  your 
committee)  can  be  obtained ;  and  that  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  more  than 
sufficient  to  justify  it  in  taking  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  procure  for  itself 
a  Hall,  proper  for  meetings  and  deliberation.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  Master  Masons  be  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  endeavor  to  procure  from  the  Legislature  a  suitable  site  upon  the  public  square, 
in  Columbus,  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Hall. 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  be  instructed  to  confer  with  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Ohio,  and  with  Ohio  Lodge  No.  30,  upon  the  foregoing  resolution,  and  upon  the  propri- 
ety of  erecting  a  suitable  building  in  Columbus  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Chapter. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  procure  a  plan  of  a  suitable 
Masonic  Hall,  and  ascertain  the  expense  of  erecting  such  Hall,  and  report  the  same  to 
the  next  grand  communication. 

Which  report  and  resolutions  being  considered,  were  adopted.  Where- 
upon the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers  Henry 
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Brown,  Richard  Collins  and  John  A.  McDowell,  a  committee  on  the  first 
resolution;  and  Brothers  John  Snow,  John  Kerr  and  Lincoln  Goodale, 
were  chosen  by  the  Grand  Lodge  a  committee  on  the  second  [third] 
resolution. 
On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  Brother  John  Cotton  he  allowed  until  next  grand  communication  to 
report  with  regard  to  the  disposal  or  returning  of  the  jewels  of  Farmers'  Lodge. 

Brother  Coleman  reported  that  he  had  in  his  possession  the  jewels  and 
furniture  of  Portage  Lodge  undisposed  of,  which  are  of  small  value. 
Which  report  was  accepted. 

Brother  Looker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Besolved,  That  in  all  cases  where  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion  shall  be  pro- 
nounced by  a  subordinate  Lodge,  against  any  member  thereof,  who  shall  in  due  time 
give  notice  of  appeal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Lodge  to  suspend  publication  of  such 
sentence  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  the  appeal  may  have  been  tried  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered  by  Brother  Goode- 
now,  and  after  consideration,  were  adopted,  viz  : 

Whereas,  according  to  the  lights  of  ancient  Masonry,  every  Masonic  body  ought 
to  have  the  power  of  determining  who  shall  compose  its  own  members,  for  the  better 
maintenance  of  harmony  and  good  order  therein  :  Therefore, 

Besolved,  That  whenever  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  reverse  or  abrogate  the  decision  of 
a  subordinate  Lodge  expelling  a  brother,  and  shall  restore  such  brother  to  the  benefits 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  he  shall  not,  nevertheless,  be  thereby  restored  to  member- 
ship within  the  body  from  which  he  has  so  been  expelled,  without  their  consent. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  appoint- 
ments, viz  : 

Brothers  Joseph  S.  Hughes,  Delaware,  Jeremiah  M'Lene,  Columbus,  Joel  Buttles,  Columbus,  Chas. 
R.  Sherman,  Lancaster,  Trustees  of  Grand  Charity  Fund. 

Brother  Henry  Sage,  Circleville,  Grand  Sword  Bearer. 

"       John  Hivling  and  T.  W.  Canfleld,  Grand  Pursuivants. 
"      William  Long,  Grand  Steward  and  Tyler. 

The  resolution  offered  at  the  last  grand  communication  by  Brother 
George  R.  Fitzgerald,  to  repeal  the  24th  Article  of  the  By-Laws,  was 
taken  under  consideration  and  disagreed  to — voting  by  Lodges,  35  to  34. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  went  into  an  election  of  Grand  Lecturer  for  the 
ensuing  year;  and  the  votes,  being  counted,  Brother  John  Snow  was 
declared  duly  elected. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  excused  from  visiting  the  subordinate  Lodges  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

Brother  Goodenow  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

Besolved,  That  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  divided  into  nine  visitorial 
districts  and  that  the  districts  be  bounded  and  numbered  as  the  nine  judicial  districts 
of  the  State  are  bounded  and  numbered,  and  that  there  be  a  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer 
appointed  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  in  each  of  said  districts,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit 
each  of  the  Lodges  in  his  said  district,  whenever  requested  by  them  so  to  do  ;  and  that 
each  Lodge  pay  the  said  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer,  when  so  requested,  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  per  dav  while  attending  said  Lodge,  and  two  dollars  for  each  30  miles  travel. 

Besolved,  That  the  Deputy  Grand  Lecturers  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing 
resolution,  shall  forward  to  the  Grand  Lecturer,  on  or  before  the  day  of  meeting  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  in  each  year,  a  just  and  particular  account  of  their  proceedings,  and  the 
state  and  situation  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  within  their  district. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Brother  Joseph  S. 
Hughes,  be  a  committee  to  inspect,  enroll  and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  grand  communication,  and  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer 
for  the  expense  of  the  same  ;  and  that  three  hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings  be 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  Grand  Officers  and  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  State  and 
the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  and  the  Canadas. 

The  Grand  Officers  elect  were  duly  qualified  and  installed  into  their 
respective  offices. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  the  second  Monday  in  January, 
1824,  and  closed  in  ample  form.

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last 
annual  grand  communication  as  relates  to  the  claim  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  on  account  of  sundry  dues  and  charges  received  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  from  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge  No.  41,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  it 
appears  to  your  committee,  from  the  documents  exhibited,  and  the  books  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  that  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana  was  organized 
on  the  12th  day  of  January,  A.  L.  5818.

There  is,  however,  no  evidence  that  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  your  committee 
which  should  induce  a  belief  that  the  said  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge  had  at  any  time 
previously  to  the  receipt,  by  this.  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  above  sums,  yielded  or  acknowl- 
edged subordination  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana;  nor  have  your 
committee  any  evidence  that  the  said  Brookville  Harmony  Lodge  was  recognized  as  a 
constituent  branch  or  member  of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  until  since  the  above  amount  had  accrued  and  been  paid  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 
On  the  contrary,  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  during  the  period  in  which  the  said 
sums  of  money  are  stated  in  the  books  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  have  accrued,  the  said 
Brookville  Harmony  Lodge  was  under  due  subordination  and  protection  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and,  as  such,  was  duly  represented  in  its  several  grand  communications  held  in 
August,  A.  L.  5817;  December,  A.  L.  5818;  and  December,  A.  L.  5819. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  there  exists  no  sufficient  reason 
why  the  said  sum  of  money  claimed,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  remitted  to  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Indiana.

Smith  restored  to  his  membership  in  said  Lodge.  Your  committee  are  further  informed, 
and  believe,  that  some  time  in  the  year.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  take  into  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  joining  with  the  other  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  in  the  erection  of 
a  monument  in  memory  of  our  deceased  Brother,  George  Washington,  at  Mt. 
Vernon,  as  recommended  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Hampshire  and  New  York. 

Whereupon,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint 

Brothers  Corwin,  Lathrop  and  Miller  that  committee. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  loan  to  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  the  amount  of  the 
arrearages  due  to  this  Grand  Lodge  from  said  Ebenezer  Lodge,  until  the  next  annual 
grand  communication. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  Charity  Lodge  No.  53,  be  authorized  to  hold  their  meetings  at  Zoar,  in 
Delaware  county,  until  said  Lodge  shall  have  determined  on  a  site  for  erecting  a 
Masonic  Hall,  and  until  said  Hall  shall  be  prepared  for  their  accommodation,  and  after- 
wards at  the  place  determined  on  for  said  Hall. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Jones, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of 
having  a  form  adopted  by  which  the  subordinate  Lodges  shall  be  governed  in  making 
out  their  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  make  report.

Resolved,  That  the  Lodges  which  have  neglected  to  make  returns  in  conformity  with 
the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  have  until  the  next  annual  com- 
munication to  report,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  inform  the  differ- 
ent Lodges,  by  letter,  of  the  former  resolution  and  the  continuance  of  it  as  soon  as 
convenient. 

Which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the  said  resolution  adopted. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
States  of  New  Hampshire  and  New  York,  proposing  the  erection  of  a  monument  at 
Mt.  Vernon,  to  the  memory  of  our  illustrious  Brother,  George  Washington,  report 
that  they  have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  most  heartily  concurs  in  opinion  with 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  Hampshire  and  New  York,  as  to  the  propriety  of  erecting  a 
monument  at  the  Grave  of  Washington,  at  Mt.  Vernon,  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  afore- 
said, out  of  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  whenever  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  appropriated  for  the  same  object  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  other  States,  or  by 
contributions  by  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  and  whenever  specific  measures  shall  have 
been  adopted  for  the  erection  of  the  work. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  forthwith  transmit  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  United  States  the  foregoing  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  with  a  request 
that  whatever  may  be  done  by  them  upon  this  subject,  may  be  immediately  transmitted 
to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Which  report  was  agreed  to  and  the  resolutions  adopted. 

Brother  Corwin  offered  for  consideration  the  following  resolution,  which 

was  adopted: 

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  Grand  Lodge  that  doubts  are  entertained 
by  some  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  State  whether  such  Lodges  ha\e  power,  by 
the  ancient  principles  of  Masons,  to  demand  and  enforce  the  payment  of  dues  or  pecu- 
niary contributions  from  the  members  of  such  Lodges,  or  to  inflict  the  penalties  of 
suspension  or  expulsion  for  the  non-payment  of  such  dues :  Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  each  and  every  subordi- 
nate Lodge  in  this  State  has  power  to  demand  of  their  several  members  such  dues  as 
they  may  think  just  and  expedient,  and  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same  by  sen- 
tence of  suspension,  or  expulsion,  if  they  think  proper. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  went  into  an  election  of  its  officers  for  the  year 

ensuing ;  and  the  votes  being  counted,  the  following  brethren  were  declared

Whereas,  a  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
of  Ohio,  at  the  annual  grand  communication,  held  in  Columbus,  in  the  year  1823, 
authorizing  a  renewal  of  the  charters  of  subordinate  Lodges  which  have  been  issued 
upon  paper:  Therefore, 

Resolved  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  when  any  charter  is  re- 
newed, in  pursuance  with  the  resolution  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  signed  by  the 
officers  acting  at  the  time  of  the  renewal,  and  that  said  Lodge  retain  its  original  num- 
ber, date  and  rank. 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made  report,  that  a  dispensation  be 
granted  to  Brother  Charles  Anthony  and  his  associates,  to  hold  a  Lodge  at  Springfield, 
Clark  county,  under  the  name  of  Morning  Star  Lodge  No.  27. 

Which  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Fitzgerald, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  excused  from  visiting  the  subordinate  Lodges 
for  the  year  ensuing. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Daniel  R.  Hovey,  from  the  deci- 
sion of  Morning  Dawn  Lodge  No.  7,  report,  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  consid- 
eration, and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  Morning  Dawn  Lodge  No.  7,  of  expulsion  against 
Brother  Daniel  R.  Hovey,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  reversed,  and  that  Brother  Daniel 
R.  Hovey  be  and  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  committee  appointed  on  the  Grand  Secretary's  accounts  against  the 
Grand  Lodge,  made  report ;  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select 
committee,  composed  of  Brothers  Greene,  King  and  Morse. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  Brother  Beach,  of  New  Haven  Lodge  No.  — ,  praying 
that  the  charter  of  said  Lodge  may  be  surrendered,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  in  publishing  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  future,  the 
Grand  Secretary  shall  annex  thereto  a  list  of  all  reinstatements,  suspensions  and  expul- 
sions as  may  be  forwarded  by  other  Grand  Lodges. 
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The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Brother  King,  seconded,  and 

laid  over  one  year,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  18th,  19th,  20th  and  21st  Articles  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Brother  Jones,  from  the  committee  appointed  on  that  subject,  reported 
the  form,  published  in  1819,  which  is  ordered  to  be  published,  and  sent  out 
with  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and 
that  the  secretaries  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  be  governed  by  the  same  in 
making  their  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  appointed  on  that  subject,  reported  the  following,  which 
was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  sum  of  sixty-  ' 
six  dollars  for  issuing  twenty-two  charters  on  parchment. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  for  issuing 
three  charters  and  two  dispensations. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  dollars  for 
recording  and  stationery,  as  exhibited  in  his  account  for  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fourteen  dollars,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents,  on  account  of  postage,  for  the  use  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  past 
year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  as  a 
compensation  lor  extra  services  as  Grand  Secretary,  during  the  past  year. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
for  the  sums  of  money  allowed  and  granted  in  the  foregoing  resolutions,  except  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  of  which  the  Grand  Secretary  makes  a  present  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee,  appointed  to  examine  what  Lodges  have  not  been  rep- 
resented, for  two  years  last  past,  and  which  are  in  arrears  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  reported : 

That  there  has  been  no  return  from  Mount  Vernon  Lodge  No  37,  since  the  year  1820; 
and  no  return  from  Western  Phoenix  Lodge  No.  42,  since  1822;  and  no  return  from 
Monroe  Lodge  No.  51,  in  Michigan  Territory,  since  1819;  and  no  return  from  Aurora 
Lodge  No.  52,  since  1820;  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33  is  in  arrears  for  three  years  last  past 
— returns  have  been  regularly  made  by  said  Lodge,  up  to  1823;  Paramuthia  Lodge  No. 
2-3  is  in  the  same  situation  as  the  one  last  named:  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Mount  Vernon  Lodge  No.  37,  Western  Phoenix  Lodge  No.  42,  Monroe 
Lodge  No.  51,  Aurora  Lodge  No.  52,  and  Paramuthia  Lodge  No.  20,  be  summoned,  by 
letter  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  appear  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  deputation,  or 
otherwise,  at  our  next  grand  annual  commnuication,  to  show  cause  why  they  should 
not  be  suspended,  for  non  compliance  with  the  14th  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Which  report  wras  agreed  to,  and  the  resolution  adopted. 
The  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
reported : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution,  to  wit  : 

Resolved.  That  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  loaned  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  at  an 
interest  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  his  giving  bond  and  security,  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  the  W.  Grand  Secretary;  the  bond  to  he  conditioned 
for  the  payment  of  the  money  to  Henrv  Brown,  for  the  u>e  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with- 
in ninety  days  from  the  time  the  said  Henry  Brown  may  demand  the  same:  Provided, 
that  the  Grand  Treasurer  shall  be  liable  to  pay.  on  demand,  such  sums  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  orders  of  the 
proper  officers,  and  that  the  Grand  Treasurer,  under  ttte  contract  upon  the  subject 
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aforesaid,  be  charged  with  interest  upon  the  balance  in  his  hands,  at  the  expiration  of 
the  year. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  Brother  Patterson,  in  relation  to 
Friendship  Lodge  No.  32,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Patterson  proceed  to  settle  with  the  several  brethren  from 
whom  dues  to  said  Friendship  Lodge  remain  unsatisfied,  and  to  receive,  in  behalf  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  such  balances  as  may  be  found  due  on  such  notes,  or  other  securi- 
ties therefor,  as  Brother  Patterson  shali  deem  expedient. 

And,  also,  that  Brother  Patterson  do  settle  with  Mr.  Sutton,  and  appropriate,  out  of 
any  funds  and  securities  which  he  may  obtain,  such  an  amount  as  shall  be  sufficient  to 
satisfy  any  balance,  found  due  to  Mr.  Sutton  ;  and,  that  Brother  Patterson  make  re- 
port of  proceedings  herein,  to  the  next  annual  grand  communication. 

Brother  Cotton,  from  the  committee  on  applications  for  Charity,  made  re- 
port, and  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  directed  to  pay  to  Brother  Elias 
Murray  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  of  our  deceased 
Brother,  P.  D.  Butler,  as,  in  his  opinion,  her  necessities  may  require. 

Resolved,  That  fifty  dollars  be  paid  out  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  for  the  relief  of 
the  widow  of  our  deceased  brother,  George  Wolfley,  to  be  paid  to  the  order  of  brother 
William  B.  Thrall. 

The  committee  appointed  to  settle  the  accounts  between  this  Grand  Lodge  and  Bel- 
mont Lodge  No.  16,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  credit  Belmont  Lodge  No.  16  with 
twenty-six  dollars,  as  paid  on  the  16th  September,  1818,  to  R.  Kercheval,  former  Grand 
Secretary ;  and  that  the  committee  have  further  time  till  the  next  grand  communica- 
tion, to  make  their  final  report.

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  pay  to  the  late  Grand  Secretary  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars,  for  his  services  at  the  present  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  pay  the  late  Grand  Steward  and  Tyler  the  sum 
of  fifteen  dollars,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  their  services,  and  articles  furnished  this 
Grand  Lodge,  during  the  present  grand  communication. 

Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  dispensation,  granted  by  the  Most 
Worshipful  Grand  Master  to  Village  Lodge  No.  be  continued,  and  that  the  Breth- 
ren of  said  Lodge  be  permitted  to  work  as  a  Lodge  under  said  dispensation,  until  the 
next  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  petition  of  Brother  Beach,  on  the  subject  of  New  Haven  Lodge, 
reported : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  New  Haven  Lodge  No.  be  stricken 

from  the  list  of  Lodges  of  this  state,  and  that  the  Charter  of  said  Lodge  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  revoked ;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  notify  the  said  Lodge  of  the 
fact. 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Moses  S.  Beach  be,  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  to  receive  and 
collect  the  jewels,  dues  and  furniture  of  said  Lodge,  deliver  and  pay  over  the  same  to 
the  Grand  Secretary,  and  make  report  of  his  proceedings  herein  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
at  its  next  annual  communication.  ' 
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The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Samuel 
Wheeler,  George  R.  Fitzgerald,  J.  Satterthwaite  and  John  Cotton 
Trustees  of  the  Grand  Charity  Fund ;  which  appointments  were  agreed 
to  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  made  the  following  appointments, 
to  wit :

Whereupon,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  Thursday  morning,  at  8 
o'clock.

Brother  Metcalf  presented  the  petition  of  Rachel  Stillwell,  widow  of 

our  deceased  brother,  James  Stillwell,  praying  charitable  relief  of  this 

Grand  Lodge,  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select  committee  of 

Brothers  King,  Jones  and  Cotton,  who  forthwith  reported  the  following : 

.  Besolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  out  of 
the  Grand  Charity  Fund,  to  Daniel  Upson,  to  be  by  him  applied  to  the  relief  of  said 
Rachel  Stillwell. 

Besolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  be  granted  to  the  widow  of  our  de- 
ceased Brother,  Rufus  Sprague,  of  Granville,  and  that  said  sum  be  paid  out  of  the 
Grand  Charity  Fund,  on  the  order  of  Brother  Pardon  Sprague. 

Besolved,  That  the  amount  of  Bank  stock,  in  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  with  the  divi- 
dends thereon,  the  property  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  now  standing  in  the  name  of  Brother 
Thomas  Worthington,  be  transferred  to  the  name  of  Brother  Lincoln  Goodale,  in  trust 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 

Besolved,  That  Brother  Thomas  Worthington  be  requested  to  make  the  transfer 
aforesaid. 

Besolved,  That  five  dollars  be  paid  to  Brother  Solomon  Sisco  for  his  services  in  tyling 
the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  session. 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inspect,  enroll  and  superintend 
the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the 
Grand  Treasurer  for  the  same  5  and  that  three  hundred  copies  be  printed  and  distrib- 
uted in  the  usual  manner. 

Whereupon,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  A. 
I.  McDowell,  Henry  Brown  and  Bela  Latham  that  committee. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  the  second  Monday  in  January, 
1826.

Besolved,  That  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  be  authorized  to  inquire 
into  the  propriety  of  granting  a  charter  to  the  brethren  of  North  Star  Lodge,  of  Lower 
Sandusky,  their  proceedings,  by-laws  and  dispensation  being  herewith  returned  to  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Patterson,  who  was  heretofore  appointed  to  settle  the  accounts, 

etc.,  of  the  late  Friendship  Lodge,  made  his  report,  which  was  accepted ; 

and,  on  motion,  it  was

North  Star  Lodge  No.  75. 

2.  That  this  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  documents 
referred  to  them,  in  relation  to  certain  proceedings  in  Clermont  Social  Lodge  No.  29, 
and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances.

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  seventh  article  of  the  By-Laws  be  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  and  the  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter, shall  be  vested  severally  with  the  power  of  granting  dispensations,  and  of  suspend- 
ing Lodges  working  under  dispensations,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at 
their  discretion,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  But  no  dispensation  shall  be 
granted,  in  any  case,  unless  at  least  one  of  the  petitioners  shall  be  a  regular  Past- 
Master." 

Brother  Coleman,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  etc.,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  accepted : 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  and  Correspondence,  have  examined  the  cor- 
respondence of  the  Grand  Lodge  during  the  past  year,  and  find  communications  con- 
taining the  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  ;  also,  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Quebec  and  Nova  Scotia;  the  committee  do  not  find  any  particular 
subject  requiring  the  attention  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  these  communications.  The 
committee  observe  the  practice  of  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  of  publishing  in  their 
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eomraunications  a  list  of  the  expulsions,  suspensions  and  reinstatements  communicated 
by  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and  recommend  the  same  course 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  their  future  communications,  agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  following  resolution  was  agreed  to — 35  to  32 — voting  by  Lodges  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  ordared  to  pay  Brother  Wm.  Hamilton,  for 
the  use  of  Brother  John  Drake,  of  Mt.  Pleasant,  Jefferson  county,  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars,  to  be  expended  for  his  support  and  relief,  he  being  very  aged,  infirm  and 
destitute. 

A  memorial  from  Brother  John  Kelly,  with  accompanying  document?, 
was  handed  in,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

A  representation  in  writing,  from  Brother  JD.  Higgins,  relative  to  the 
dues  from  Morning  Star  Lodge,  was  presented,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Grievances. 

On  motion, 

Voted,  That  the  committee  on  Grievances  be  discharged  from  the  further  considera- 
tion of  the  memorial  from  Clermont  Social  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Stokeley, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
such  committee  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  erecting  a  Masonic  Hall,  suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  with  authority  to  select  a  suitable  site,  and 
to  solicit  from  the  subordinate  Lodges  and  the  Order  generally,  donations  for  the  same, 
to  report  at  the  next  grand  annual  communication. 

Whereupon,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 
Samuel  Stokeley,  of  Jefferson  county,  Samuel  Wheeler,  of  Geauga,  George 
R.  Fitzgerald,  of  Ross,  Lincoln  Goodale,  of  Franklin,  and  John  Satter- 
thwaite,  of  Warren,  said  committee. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania,  for  the  volume  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  their  behalf,  by  Brother 
Goodale. 

Brother  Greene,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

made  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Agreen  Ingraham  and  his  associates,  for  a 
Lodge,  to  be  called  Lafavette  Lodge  No.  77,  in  the  town  of  Eden,  in  the  village  of  Mel- 
more,  in  the  county  of  Seneca. 

2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  said  Lafayette  Lodge,  to  alter  the  3d  article  of  their 
By-Laws,  so  as  to  require  three-fourths,  instead  of  a  majority  of  the  members,  to  decide 
upon  what  shall  be  deemed  a  case  of  emergency.

6.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  deliver  the  Charters,  contemplated  by  the 
last  two  foregoing  resolutions,  when  he  shall  have  received  from  the  Lodges  named  in 
those  resolutions,  the  Dispensations  under  which  they  have  heretofore  been  working, 
and  not  before. 

Brother  Greene,  from  the  same  committee,  also  reported  the  following 
resolutions,  to  wit : 
Resolved,  That  the  Dispensation,  granted  at  the  last  grand  communication  to  Morgan 
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Neville  and  his  associates,  to  hold  a  Lodge  in  Cincinnati,  by  the  name  of  Lafayette

2.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recommend  to  the  Lodge,  named  in  the  last  preceding 
resolution,  a  strict  observance  of  the  resolution  passed  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  its 
annual  communication  in  1S20,  requiring  that  all  applications  for  initiation  or  for 
membership,  in  the  subordinate  Lodges,  shall  lay  over  at  least  from  one  regular  meet- 
ing to  another,  unless  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  decide  the  application  to 
be  a  case  of  emergency. 

Which  were  laid  over  for  consideration. 

Besolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  voted  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  Brother  Daniel  Upson,  for  the  use  of  Rachel  Stillwell,  be  paid  direct  to  Mrs. 
Stillwell  herself. 

2.  That  the  suspensions  made  by  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  79,  at  Zanesville,  be  not  insert- 
ed in  the  published  proceedings  of  this  grand  communication. 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  transcript  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  Clermont  Social  Lodge,  in  a  contest  in  that  Lodge  between  Brothers  Waters, 
Ellis,  and  A.  Hankins,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report :  That  there 
appears  to  be  no  necessity  for  the  interference  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  that  contest  at 
present.    They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  the  committee  on  Grievances  be  discharged  from  the  further  consid- 
eration of  that  subject,  and  Clermont  Lodge  be  recommended  to  proceed  to  a  conclusive 
decision  of  the  same,  and  report  their  proceedings  to  the  next  grand  annual  communi- 
cation of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  David  S.  Davis, 
an  expelled  member  of  Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  beg  leave  to  report:  That,  upon  exam- 
ination, they  find  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge  to  have  been  Masonic  and  correct;  but 
that  the  reasons  at  that  time  existing  for  the  expulsion  of  the  said  David  S.  Davis, 
have  been  removed  by  the  said  Davis,  and  that  the  said  Lodge  is  now  of  the  opinion 
that  he  should  be  reinstated.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Besolved,  That  Brother  David  S.  Davis  be  and  he  is  hereby  reinstated  in  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  fraternity,  and  readmitted  a  member  of  the  Masonic  family. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Obadiah  Smith, 
an  expelled  member  of  Clermont  Social  Lodge  No.  29,  report:  That,  upon  examina- 
tion, they  find  the  said  Obadiah  Smith  was  expelled  from  said  Lodge  without  any  suffi- 
cient charges  being  duly  and  regularly  exhibited  against  him,  and  without  any  sufficient 
notice  thereof  being  given  to  the  said  Smith,  or  opportunity  afforded  him,  of  replying 
to  or  exculpating  himself  therefrom.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  Obadiah  Smith  be  and  he  is  hereby  reinstated  in  all  the  privileges  of 
the  fraternity,  and  readmitted  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  adopted. 

On  motion,  the  business  which  had  been  assigned  for  the  evening,  was 
taken  up,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  an  election  of  its  officers  for  the 
year  ensuing ;  and  the  votes  being  counted,  the  following  Brethren  were 
declared  duly  elected,  to  wit :

Whereas,  it  has  been  represented  to  this  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  Charter  of 
Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  for  the  purpose  of 
having  the  same. issued  on  parchment,  and  it  is  further  represented  that  the  same  has 
not  come  to  hand  ; 

Therefore  resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  issue  a  Charter  to  said  Harmony  Lodge

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Charity  Lodge  No.  53,  praying 
that  the  place  designated  in  their  Charter  for  the  holding  of  the  meetings  of  said  Lodge, 
may  be  altered  from  Sunbury  to  Zoar,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  he  has  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Brother  Samuel  R.  Miller,  sec- 
onded, and  laid  over  one  year  for  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  5th  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows  : 

23 
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"  Art.  5.  The  Masters  and  Wardens  of  the  chartered  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  each  appoint  the  others,  or  either  of  them,  to  represent  him 
or  them  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  such  appointment  may  be  certified  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  writing,  by  the  Master  or  Wardens,  as  the  case  mav  be;  or  the  chartered 
Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  each  appoint  a  member  of 
such  chartered  Lodge,  to  represent  the  Master  and  Wardens  thereof  in  the  Grand 
Lodge ;  and  such  appointment,  being  certified  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge,  shall  entitle 
the  members  so  appointed  to  three  votes  in  the  Grand  Lodge." 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

relative  to  Lafayette  Lodge,  of  Cincinnati,  was  resumed ;  and,  after  some 

discussion,  the  first  resolution  was  stricken  out  and  the  following  adopted': 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Lafayette  Lodge  of  Cincinnati;  that  the'  same 
be  numbered  eighty  one. 

The  second  resolution,  as  reported,  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  McAhoy, 

Resolved,  That  Paramuthia  Lodge  No.  25  is  in  good  standing,  and  that  all  her  dues 
have  been  canceled. 

The  committee  on  Accounts  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following 

resolutions,  which  were  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  past  year  be  allowed  by  this  Grand 
Lodge  the  sum  of  twenty-seven  dollars,  for  issuing  nine  dispensations. 

2.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  past  year  be  allowed  the  sum.  of  fifteen  dollars,  for 
issuing  three  charters. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  past  year  be  allowed  the  sum  of  seven  dollars 
and  forty- two  cents,  on  account  of  postage,  for  the  use  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
past  year. 

4.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  past  year  be  allowed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  taking  minutes,  transcribing,  recording,  etc.,  proceedings  of  last  Grand  Lodge. 

5.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  past  year  be  allowed  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
transacting  business  for  the  Grand  Lodge  during  vacation,  as  exhibited  in  his  account. 

6.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the 
sums  of  money  allowed  and  granted  in  the  foregoing  resolutions. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  Thursday  morning,  nine  o'clock.

Resolved,  That  Brother  William  Long,  Grand  Tyler  pro  tern,  be  allowed,  as  a  com- 
pensation for  tyling  two  days,  during  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  stationery,  the  sum  of 
eleven  dollars  and  forty-five  cents. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Fielding,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Brothers  Latham,  Leiby  and  Griswold  be  appointed  a  committee  to 
inspect,  enroll  and  print  the  proceedings  of  this  grand  communication,  and  that  three 
hundred  copies  of  the  same  be  distributed  in  the  usual  manner,  accompanied  with  an 
equal  number  of  copies  of  the  By-Laws  and  Resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  now  in 
force,  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  the  expenses  of 
the  same. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Brooks,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of 
Ohio  Lodge  No.  30  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  towards  the  rent  of  this  Lodge  room.

2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  said  Lodge,  to  repeal  the  above  recited  clause  of  the 
tenth  article  of  their  By-Laws. 

Which  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 

Also,  the  same  committee  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  Morning  Star' 
Lodge,  at  Mantua,  in  Portage  county,  and  report,  that  said  Lodge  has  been  working 
under  a  dispensation  granted  by  the  present  Grand  Master;  that  their  proceedings 
appear  to  be  regular,  and  their  By-Laws  in  conformity  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  general  regulations  of  Masonry.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Morning  Star  Lodge,  at  Mantua,  Portage 
county. 

Which  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Also,  the  same  committee  had  under  consideration  the  petition  of  a  number  of 
Brethren,  to  form  a  Lodge  at  Concord,  in  the  county  of  Scioto,  to  be  called  Western 
Sun  Lodge,  and  report,  that  being  satisfied  that  the  application  is,  in  all  respects,  in 
substantial  compliance  with  the  By-Laws  and  rules  in  such  cases  prescribed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  application  is  reasonable,  do  therefore  report,  that  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  a  dispensation  ought  to  be  granted  to  the  petitioners. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  a  dispensation  ordered  to  be  granted. 

Also,  the  same  committee  had  under  consideration  the  petition,  &c,  of  Warren  Lodge, 
in  Milford,  Union  county,  and  report,  that  the  petitioners  have  been  working  under  a 
dispensation  granted  by  Bro.  Richard  Collins,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  dated  March  23, 
A.  L.  582(5:  That  your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge, 
and  find  no  part  of  the  same  contrary  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge— but  they 
are  of  opinion  that  said  By-Laws  might  be  amended ;  they  have  also  examined  the 
proceedings  of  said  Lodge  and  find  the  same  correct;  they  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  1.  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Warren  Lodge,  at  Milford,  Union  county, 
in  ancient  form. 

2.  That  said  Lodge  be  recommended  to  amend  their  By-Laws,  by  inserting  a  provision 
in  the  24th  article  to  this  effect:  "except  in  case  of  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge."  And 
by  adopting  a  provision  requiring  the  reading,  at  every  regular  communication,  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  last. 

Which  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Brother  Sherman,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations 
made  the  following  report: 
To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
a  number  of  brethren,  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  at  Middletown,  Butler  county,  to 
be  called  Jefferson  Lodge,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  they  find  that  the  petition  has  been  signed  by  the  requisite  number  of 
Master  Masons,  and  from  information  they  have  received,  they  do  not  doubt  but  that 
the  brethren  signing  said  petition  sustain  good  moral  character,  and  possess  sufficient 
masonic  abilities  to  qualify  them  to  work  in  a  Lodge  with  reputation  to  themselves  and 
benefit  to  the  fraternity.  They  also  conceive  that  the  interests  of  Masonry  would  be 
promoted  by  the  establishment  of  a  well  governed  Lodge  in  Middletown,  as  prayed  for 
by  the  petitioners.  But  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  certificate  of  Eastern 
Star  Lodge  No.  55,  (being  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  were  said  Lodge  is  proposed  to 
be  constituted,)  is  not  such  as  is  peremptorily  required  by  the  15th  article  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge;  as  it  does  not  vouch  in  explicit  terms,  for  the  moral  characters 
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or  Masonic  abilities  of  the  petitioners;  nor  does  said  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  55,  ex- 
pressly recommend  the  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  the  prayer  of  said  petition ;  and  your 
committee  are  clearly  of  opinion,  that  it  can  not  be  fairly  inferred  from  the  certificate 
of  said  Eastern  Star  Lodge,  that  the  petitioners  are  of  good  moral  character  and  of 
sufficient  Masonic  ability— therefore,  recommend  that  the  petitioners  have  leave  to 
withdraw  their  petition. 

The  aforesaid  committee,  upon  the  petition  of  a  number  of  brethren  for  a  Lodge  at 
Germantown,  Montgomery  county,  to  be  called  Germantown  Lodge,  made  a  similar 
report  as  in  the  foregoing  case.  Also,  the  same  committee  made  a  similar  report  upon 
the  petition  of  a  number  of  brethren  for  a  Lodge  in  Montgomery,  Hamilton  county,  to 
be  called  Montgomery  Lodge,  and  recommended  by  Milford  Lodge  No.  54,  with  the 
exception,  that  Milford  Lodge  recommended  the  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  them  a  charter. 

The  motion  to  agree  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  in  the  above  cases, 
was  decided  in  the  negative  —  voting  by  Lodges  —  ayes  45,  noes  89. 

Brother  Davenport  presented  a  petition  of  sundry  Masons  in  the  county 
of  Belmont,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  hold  a  Lodge  at  Barnsville,  under 
the  style  of  Friendship  Lodge ;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Corwin  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  David  S.  Davis  and  others,  to  hold  a 
Lodge  at  Middletown,  in  Butler  county.  Ohio. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

.Resolved,  1.  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  the  petitioners,  to  have  a  Lodge  in 
Germantown,  Montgomery  county,  agreeably  to  the  prayer  of  the  petition. 

2.  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  the  petitioners,  to  have  a  Lodge  in  Montgomery, 
Hamilton  county,  to  be  called  Montgomery  Lodge. 

Brother  Giddings  presented  the  dispensation  of  Jefferson  Lodge,  in 
Ashtabula  county,  and  a  transcript  of  their  proceedings,  &c. ;  which,  on 
motion,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Fales,  the  communication  and  documents  from  St. 
Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  which  had  been  laid  on  the  Secretary's  table,  in 
relation  to  difficulties  existing  between  said  Lodge  and  Brother  John 
Kelley,  were  taken  up  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

Brother  Stone  presented  a  petition  from  the  brethren  of  Western  Star 
Lodge  No.  21,  praying  that  they  may  be  authorized  to  hold  their  commu- 
nications at  Boardman ;  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee of  three,  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  granting  the 
prayer  of  said  petition. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Stone,  Giddings  and  Coolman,  were  appointed 
said  committee. 

On  motion, 

Besolved,  That  the  members  of  Golden  Rule  Lodge  No.  31,  be  authorized  to  hold 
their  meetings  for  work,  at  Monroe,  Clark  county,  instead  of  Fairfield,  in  Greene  county, 
their  present  place  of  meeting;  but  that  they  be  required  to  hold  their  meetings  perma- 
nently at  one  or  other  of  the  above  places. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Lathrop, 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  will  go  into  an  election  of  Officers  to-morrow  evening. 
The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  nine  o'clock.

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Tuesday,  January  9,  1827. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.  Present  as  on  yesterday. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Spangler,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  : 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  du- 
ring the  present  communication,  what  subordinate  Lodges,  if  any.  have  not  been  repre- 
sented in  the  Grand  Lodge  for  two  successive  grand  communications  ;  also,  what  sub- 
ordinate Lodges  are  in  arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Sherman,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  William  Clark  and  others,  praying 
for  a  dispensation  to  hold  a  Lodge  in  Barnsville,  to  be  called  Friendship, 
reported  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  on  examin- 
ation, they  find  the  petition  signed  by  the  requisite  number  of  Master  Ma- 
sons ;  that  they  have  been  regularly  recommended  by  Belmont  Lodge  No. 
16,  and  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  expedient  to  grant 
the  petitioners  a  dispensation  as  by  them  prayed  for.  They  therefore  re- 
commend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  Benjamin  Bloom  field  and  others,  to  hold 
a  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Barnsville,  to  be  called  Friendship  Lodge  ;  and  that  the  first 
offices  he  filled  by  the  Brethren  nominated  in  said  petition. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Charity 
Lodge,  for  a  charter,  reported  that  they  had  had  the  same  under  consider- 
ation, and  find  that  a  dispensation  was  granted  by  Brother  Samuel  R.  Mil- 
ler, Deputy  Grand  Master,  dated  January  13,  A.  D.  1825,  to  a  number  of 
brethren,  to  hold  a  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Paintville,  in  the  county  of 
Wayne,  to  be  called  Charity ;  that  said  dispensation  was,  at  the  last  session 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  continued,  and  that  said  Charity  Lodge  has,  for  two  • 
years,  worked  under  said  dispensation ;  your  committee  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  records  of  the  proceedings  for  the  two  years  they  have  so 
worked,  and  find  the  same  correct.  Your  committee  have  also  examined 
the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  and  do  not  discover  anything  therein  incon- 
sistent with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  the  general  regulations  of 
Masonry.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  res- 
olution : 

Besolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Charity  Lodge  No.  - — ■  at  Paintville,  Wayne 
county. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Jefferson 
Lodge,  at  Jefferson,  Ashtabula  county,  submittted  the  following  report : 

That  they  had  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  they  find  that  since  the  last 
annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  a  dispensation  has  been  granted  by  the 
Grand  Master,  to  a  number  of  brethren  to  hold  a  Lodge  in  Jefferson,  Ashtabula  county, 
by  the  name  of  Jefferson  Lodge;  that  under  said  dispensation  the  brethren  have  or- 
ganized their  Lodge,  adopted  By-Laws  and  proceeded  to  work.  But  such  dispensation 
has  not  been  produced  to  your  committee,  nor  have  they  any  other  knowledge  of  its 
having  been  granted  than  through  the  statements  of  a  brother,  and  the  proceedings  of 
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said  Jefferson  Lodge.  Your  committee  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  propriety  of  a 
dispensation  being  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  whenever  an  application  is  made  by 
the  Lodge  working  under  a  dispensation,  for  a  charter ;  but  they  have  been  unable  to 
find  anf  provision  in  theBv-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  expressly  requiring  the  surren- 
der of  a  dispensation  as  a  pre-requisite  to  obtaining  a  charter.  Your  committee  have 
examined  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge  and  find  said  proceedings  to 
have  been  regular  and  agreeable  to  correct  usage  ;  they  have  also  examined  the  By- 
Laws  of  said  Lodge,  and  are  of  opinion  that  they  contain  nothing  contrary  or  repug- 
nant to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Jefferson  Lodge  No.  :,  held  at  Jefferson, 

Ashtabula  county,  on  the  return  of  the  dispensation  granted  to  said  Jefferson  Lodge  by 
the  Grand  Master. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Lytle  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  the  dispensation  of  Centre 
Lodge,  at  Johnstown,  Licking  county ;  together  with  the  By-Laws  and 
proceedings  of  said  Lodge  ;  which,  on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Fielding  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to: 

Resolved,  That  no  new  Lodge,  working  under  the  authority  of  a  dispensation,  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  charter  until  the  dispensation  thereof  shall  have  been  returned 
to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Dietrich  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to: 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  from  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  for  the  last  year,  be 
remitted,  to  be  expended  by  said  subordinate  Lodges  respectively,  for  charitable 
purposes. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Corwin,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  : 
Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  grand  communication,  upon  the 
appeal  of  Willard  M.  Smith,  be  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Spangler  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  Georgetown  Lodge  No.  ,  have  until  the  next  annual  grand  com- 
munication, to  settle  with  Friendship  Lodge,  No.  . 

On  motion  of  Brother  Foster,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  : 
Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  on  Foreign  Communications,  and 
to  report  on  the  same  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Foster,  Goodenow  and  Corwin  were  appointed 
said  committee.  / 

Brother  Foster  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed 
to: 

Resolved,  That  the  consideration  of  the  amendment,  proposed  by  Brother  Samuel 
R.  Miller,  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  By-Laws,  at  the  last  grand  communication,  be 
postponed  until  the  next  grand  communication. 

On  motion,  the  above  resolution,  offered  by  Brother  Foster,  was  recon- 
sidered, and  the  resolution  offered  at  the  last  grand  communication,  by 
brother  Miller,  was  taken  up,  and  the  fifth  article  of  the  By-Laws  was  so 
amended  as  to  strike  out  "  private  seals,"  and  insert  "  official  signatures." 
On  motion  of  Bother  McAboy,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  give  the  lectures  on  the  three  degrees,  this  after- 
noon, if  time  admit. 

Brother  Corwin,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  proceedings  of  Temperance  Lodge  No.  73,  recommending  the 
restoration  of  Amos  Evans  to  all  the  rights  and  the  privileges  of  Masonry, 
which  he  enjoyed  previous  to  his  expulsion,  reported  : 

That  said  committee  had  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  after  a  careful  exam-' 
amination,  they  are  satisfied,  that  though  the  conduct  of  said  Amos  Evans  has  hereto- 
fore been  reprehensible,  and  that  his  expulsion  was  merited,  yet,  that  he  has  repented  and 
reformed,  and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  he  ought,  as  an  act  of  justice,  to 
be  restored.   They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution- : 

Resolved,  That  Amos  Evans  be,  and  he  hereby  is,  restored  to  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Masonry,  which  he  enjoyed  previous  to  his  expulsion. 

Which  report  was  adopted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Fracher  introduced  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws  be  amended,  by  striking  out  the  word 
"  Columbus,"  and  inserting  the  word  "Zanesville." 

The  above  resolution  was  seconded  and  laid  over  for  consideration,  until 
the  next  grand  communication,  in  1828. 

Brother  Goodenow  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  sec- 
onded and  laid  over  for  consideration,  until  the  next  grand  communica- 
tion, in  1828. 

Resolved,  That  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed. 

Brother  Stone,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of 
Western  Star  Lodge  No.  21,  praying  for  liberty  to  change  the  place  of 
holding  their  communications,  made  the  following  report : 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  prayer  of  said  petition  is  reasonable  and 
ought  to  be  granted.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion :

Brother  Sherman,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  application  of  Centre  Lodge,  in  Johnstown,  Lick- 
ing county,  for  a  charter,  reported : 

That  said  committee  had  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  report:  That  a  dispensation  was  granted  to  said  Centre  Lodge,  by  the  present  Grand 
Master ;  that  said  Lodge  has,  under  said  dispensation,  been  organized,  adopted  By- 
Laws  and  proceeded  to  work.  Your  committee  have  examined  the  By-Laws  of  said 
Centre  Lodge  and  find  the  same  consistent  with  the  By-Laws  and  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  They  have  also  examined  the  mode  of  proceedings  of  said  Lodge  and 
find  nothing  in  their  proceedings  so  irregular  as  to  induce  your  committee  to  believe 
that  a  charter  ought  not  to  be  granted.  Your  committee  would  however  state,  that  in 
the  records  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  31st  of  October, 
A.  L.  5826,  an  entry  appears  in  the  following  words  :  "  The  committee  appointed  to 
take  cognizance  of  all  unmasonic  conduct,  preferred  the  following  charges  against 
Brother  Joseph  H.  Dent,  living  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge,  to  wit :  That  the 
said  Joseph  H.  Dent  stated,  in  substance,  that  a  profession  of  Masonry  is  inconsistent 
with  the  Christian  religion,  and  that  there  is  no  good  in  it.  Voted,  That  Brother  J.  H. 
Dent  be  served  with  a  copy  of  said  charges  and  summoned  to  appear  at  the  next  reg- 
ular communication."  In  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  of  said  Lodge, 
on  the  12th  December  1826,  is  the  following  entry  :  "  Voted,  That  the  case  of  Brother 
Joseph  H.  Dent  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  information  and  instruction." 
Your  committee,  on  examining  the  records  of  said  Lodge,  could  not  avoid  noticing  the 
charge  in  said  Lodge  against  J,  H.  Dent,  and  the  disposition  thereof ;  but  they  con- 
ceived it  was  not  their  province  to  inquire  or  ascertain  the  proper  information  and  in- 
struction to  be  given  to  Centre  Lodge.  Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Centre  Lodge,  in  Johnstown  Licking  county, 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  records  of  said  Lodge  as  relates  to  any  charge  or 
charges  against  J.  H.  Dent,  and  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge  thereon,  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Grievances. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 
Brother  Corwin,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appli- 
cation of  Center  Lodge  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  information  and  instruction  as  to  a 
charge  preferred  by  that  Lodge  against  Brother  Joseph  H.  Dent,  had  the  same  under 
consideration  and  made  the  following  report :  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  committee, 
the  conduct  of  said  Joseph  H.  Dent,  as  represented  on  the  papers  from  Centre  Lodge 
aforesaid,  is  unmasonic,  and  that  said  Lodge  has  jurisdiction  thereof;  but  this  com- 
mittee conceive  that  said  Lodge  has  not  strictly  complied  with  the  By-Laws  and  resolu- 
tions of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  mode  pursued  by  them  in  preferring  said  charges, 
inasmuch  as  it  does  not  appear  that  said  Joseph  H.  Dent  was  ever  notified  of  said 
charges,  or  served  with  a  copy  thereof.  We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Centre  Lodge  has  jurisdiction 
of  the  charges  pending  against  Joseph  H.  Dent,  and  that  the  conduct  of  said  Joseph  H. 
Dent,  as  represented  to  us,  is  unmasonic. 

2.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  recommends  to  Centre  Lodge  a  strict  compliance  with  the 
By-Laws  and  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  manner  in  which  charges 
in  subordinate  Lodges  are  to  be  preferred  and  conducted. 

On  motion,  said  report  was  adopted  and  resolutions  agreed  to.

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  powers

jurisdictions,  who  are  not  members  of  a  regular  Lodge,  to  contribute  to  a  Charity  Fund, 
have  had  the  subject  under  consideration,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  : 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  subordinate  Lodges  do  possess  the 
power  to  require  of  all  Master  Masons  residing  within  their  respective  vicinities,  to  con- 
tribute pecuniary  aid  to  purposes  strictly  Masonic;  but  that  such  power  should  not  be  , 
exercised  except  with  much  caution  and  deliberation. 

Which  report,  on  motion,  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Corwin  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  to 
Brother  Lanier,  for  the  use  of  the  widow  of  our  deceased  Brother,  Martin  Earhart, 

On  motion  of  Brother  Foster,  the  business  which  had  been  assigned  for 

the  evening  was  taken  up ;  whereupon,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  an 

election  of  its  officers  for  the  year  ensuing ;  and  the  votes  being  counted, 

the  following  brethren  were  declared  duly  elected,  to  wit:

R.  W.  Thomas  Corwin,  of  Lebanon,  Warren  county,  Deputy  Grand  Master.

Grand  Master,  Charles  R.  Sherman,  in  the  Chair. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  officers  elect  were  installed  in  due  and 
ancient  form,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties.

Brother  Corwin,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 

report : 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  John  Kelley, 
beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  find  that  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  without 
summons  or  notice  served  upon  said  John  Kelley,  ordered,  by  resolution,  that  said  John 
Kelley  be  published  as  an  impostor  and  an  unworthy  Mason— and  that  publication  was 
accordingly  made;  that  said  Kelley  is  neither  expelled  or  suspended  by  the  proceedings 
aforesaid.  Your  committee  are  unable  to  determine  the  grievance  between  said  John 
Kelley  and  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  from  the  papers  and  facts  submitted  to  them,  and 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  to  meet  at  Dayton,  Ohio,  on  the 
20th  dav  of  Februarv  next,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into,  and  report  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  the  facts  upon  which  the  proceedings  in  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  were 
had  against  Brother  John  Kelley,  together  with  a  full  copy  of  the  proceedings  had 
therein ;  and  that  said  Kelley  and  the  Lodge  aforesaid  have  liberty  to  appear  before 
said  committee  and  prove  their  several  allegations  in  the  premises. 

2.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  said  John  Kelley  is  not  deprived  of 
the  privileges  and  benefits  of  Masonry,  but  from  all  that  appears  to  this  committee  he 
is  in  good  standing. 

The  above  report  was  accepted,  and  resolutions  agreed  to ;  and  the  M.

Sterling  and  Olmsted,  be  a  committee  to  inspect, 
enroll,  and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  this  grand 
communication,  and  that  three  hundred  copies  of  the  same  be  distributed  in  the  usual 
manner;  and  that  Brother  Latham  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  for 
the  amount  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to : 

That  the  decision  of  Clermont  Social  Lodge  No.  29.  in  the  case  of  Daniel 
Hankins,  whereby  said  Hankins  was  suspended  from  the  privileges  of  Masonry  for  the 
term  of  ten  years,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  reversed  and  annulled;  and  that  said 
Hankins  be,  and  is  hereby,  restored  to  all  the  Masonic  rights  and  privileges  he  enjoyed 
prior  to  said  proceedings.

Resolved,  That  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  55,  be  permitted  to  meet  for  the  purpose  of 
working  as  a  Lodge,  alternately  at  Miamisburg,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  and  at 
Franklin,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  during  the  pleasure  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Chaplin,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

/  Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  examine  the  proceedings  and 
minutes  of  Clermont  Social  Lodge  No.  29,  to  report  at  the  next  communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  O.  T.  Fishback,  J.  D.  Morris  and  T.  L.  Hamer 

were  appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Richman,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Lodge 
pay  to  Brother  John  Leidy  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  widow  of 
Brother  Roswell  Mills,  deceased. 
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Brother  Stoheley,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  at  the  last  grand 
communication  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  erecting  a  Masonic  Hall 
suitable  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio,  with  authority  to  select  a  suitable  site,  and  solicit  donations  for 
the  same,  made  the  following  report : 

That  having  given  to  that  duty  due  attention,  upon  consideration,  they  submit  to  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  the  different  propositions  that  have  been  made  to  them  on  that 
subject,  leaving  to  the  wisdom  and  discretion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  selection  of  the 
most  suitable  site  for  the  location  of  a  Masonic  Hall,  which  your  committee  deem  very 
necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  which,  they  recommend, 
should  be  such  as  would  do  honor  to  the  wealth,  respectability  and  taste  of  the  Fra- 
ternity : 

The  undersigned,  in  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Societies  of  Cincinnati,  beg  leave  to  pro- 
pose, for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  in  the  event  of  the  Grand  Lod°-e 
making  a  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  Grand 
Masonic  Hall  in  Cincinnati,  and  the  said  Hall  be  erected  by  donations  made  by  the  Fra- 
ternity, then  the  Grand  Hall  shall  be  the  exclusive  property  of  the  Grand  Lod^e  of 
Ohio;  but  should  they  fail  to  obtain  such  donations,  and  they  be  thereby  compelled  to 
raise  eleven  thousand  dollars  by  the  creation  of  stock,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  make  an 
investment  of  three  thousand  dollars  in  the  said  stock,  then  the  Grand  Lod°-e  shall 
receive  such  dividend  as  the  funds  of  the  institution  shall  authorize  them  to  declare.

The  brethren  and  citizens  of  Zanesville,  provided  the  Grand  Masonic  Hall  shall  be 
erected  there,  propose  to  give  a  site  on  the  public  square,  and  two  thousand  dollars  in 
money,  materials  and  labor,  towards  the  erection  of  the  same,  and  the  use  of  their  Hail 
until  the  Grand  Hall  is  completed. 

The  town  of  Columbus  proposes  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  site,  which  they  suppose  can 
be  obtained  on  the  public  square,  or  if  not  obtained,  one  in  as  eligible  a  situation  in 
said  town,  reserving  to  themselves  the  right  to  occupy  the  building  themselves,  except 
when  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

The  town  of  New  Lancaster  offer  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  use  of  a  Public  Hall  in  said 
town,  which  is  erected  over  the  Market  house,  and  which  has  been  used  for  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Lodge  in  that  place. 

The  Masonic  Lodge  of  Worthington  offers  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  free  use  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  in  that  place  forever. 

And  all  the  above  propositions  are  accompanied,  from  the  respective  places  from 
which  they  have  been  made,  with  an  invitation  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter, 
to  occupy  the  Masonic  Halls  in  the  respective  places  above  mentioned,  until  a  suitable 
building  shall  be  erected. 

Brother  Sherman  introduced  the  following  resolutions,  which  were 
adopted : 

Besolved,  1.  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed,  to  act  jointly  with  such 
committee  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  with  authority  to 
receive  from  subordinate  Lodges,  or  any  individuals,  or  company,  donations  of,  or  pro- 
posals to  give  land  for  a  site,  money  or  other  property,  for  or  toward  the  erecting  and 
finishing  a  suitable  Masonic  Hall,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 

2.  That  each  member  of  said  committee  shall  continue  to  receive  any  and  all  pro- 
posals that  may  be  made  to  them,  or  either  of  them,  for  the  use  and  purpose  aforesaid 
until  the  first  day  of  June  next;  and  each  member  of  said  committee  shall,  immedi- 
ately thereafter,  transmit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  proposals  so  made  to  him;  and 
the  Grand  Secretary  shall,  on  or  before  the  15th  of  July  next,  cause  the  same  to  be 
printed,  and  two  numbers  thereof  forwarded  to  each  subordinate  Lodge,  and  one  num- 
ber to  each  of  the  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  members  of  the  committee. 

3.  That  no  proposals  to  give  personal  property  or  money,  shall  be  received  by  the 
committee,  or  any  member  thereof,  if  the  donation  of  the  same  be  subject  to  any  con- 
dition other  than  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Hall  at  the  place  proposed  by  the  donors. 
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4.  That  every  offer  or  proposal  to  furnish  a  site  for  a  Masonic  Hall,  must  contain  an 
offer  to  convey  such  site  to  such  persons  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct,  for  the  use  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  or  to  make  such  grant  or  other  assurance,  as  will  vest  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  the  perpetual  use  of  the  same,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  or  such  proposal  shall 
be  disregarded  by  said  Grand  Lodge. 

5.  That  said  committee  be  directed  to  form,  make  and  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  a 
plan  of  and  for  said  Masonic  Hall,  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  the 
erection  and  completion  thereof. 

To  these  was  added  by  Brother  Swan,  the  following  resolution,  which 

was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  said  committee  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  communi- 
cation, all  propositions  for  donations,  which  shall  be  made  to  them  and  by  them  rejected. 

On  the  above  resolutions  the  following  committee  was  appointed,  to  wit: 
Brothers  Samuel  Stokeley,  of  Jefferson  county;  Roswell  Stone,  of  Warren, 
Trumbull  county;  Gustavus  Swan,  of  Columbus;  Wm.  R.  Foster,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, and  Wm.  Steele,  of  Chillicothe. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Sherman,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  pay  to  Brother  P.  Benedict  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  widow  of  our  deceased  Brother,  John  Boalt,  formerly 
of  Portland.  Huron  county. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  announced  the  following  appointments:

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  pay  to  Brother  William  John,  the  sum  of  $14.40, 
the  amount  of  his  account,  as  Grand  Steward  and  Tyler,  during  the  present  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Corwin  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  no  Mason,  of  any  degree, 
has  a  right  to  vote  on  any  subject  agitated  in  a  Lodge,  unless  he  be  a  member  of  such 
Lodge. 

Brother  Chaplin  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  whenever  any  subordinate  Lodge,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  alter  or  amend  its  By-Laws,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  subordinate  Lodge 
to  make  a  report,  and  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  this  Lodge,  at  the  next  ensuing  grand 
communication. 

Whereupon,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  eleven 
o'clock.

On  motion,  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Clinton  Lodge, 
the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Chardon  Lodge,  and  the 
petition  of  certain  brethren,  praying  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  at 
Burlington,  Lawrence  county,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters 
and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Hamer,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red the  appeal  of  James  Williamson,  from  the  sentence  of  expulsion  pro- 
nounced against  him  by  Morning  Star  Lodge  No.  80,  made  the  following 
report : 

That  they  have  had  the  papers,  documents  and  transcripts  relating  to  said  case  under 
consideration,  and  find  that  the  charge  against  him  was  "  habitual  drunkenness,"  an 
offense  which  your  committee  deem  (in  a  Mason)  of  a  most  degrading  and  unpardon- 
able character;  that  from  a  minute,  in  the  proceedings,  there  seems  to  have  been- proof 
before  the  Lodge  of  the  truth  of  the  charge ;  but  of  what  that  proof  consisted,  does 
not  appear,  neither  is  there  any  evidence  returned,  upon  either  side,  of  the  truth  or 
falsehood  of  the  allegation.

W.  Jewett  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed  a  committee  on 
behalf  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  receive  such  testimony  in  relation  to  the  charges  afore- 
said, as  may  be  furnished  him,  either  on  the  part  of  Morning  Star  Lodge,  or  on  the 
part  of  the  said  James  Williamson,  and  that  he  report  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
their  next  annual  communication. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Pearce,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  By-Laws  of  Warren  Lodge  No.  84,  held  in  the 
town  of  Milford,  Union  county ;  and  also  the  By-Laws  of  Bolivar  Lodge 
No.  82,  held  in  the  town  of  Eaton,  reported :

Hite,  for  the  inspection  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  approved  of,  to  report 
to  this  Lodge  their  opinion  as  to  the  expediency  of  the  Grand  Lodge  pur- 
chasing the  same,  reported : 

That  the  committee  have  had  the  subject  under  their  consideration,  and  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  :

Brother  Skinner  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  certain  resolutions  from 
St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  relative  to  the  children  of  Brother  Benjamin  K. 
Spinning,  deceased,  which,  on  motion,  were  referred  to  a  select  committee 
of  two,  to  wit — Brothers  Skinner  and  Dietrick. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Orr,  the  communication  received  by  the  Secretary, 
relative  to  Army  Lodge,  was  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  to  wit — 
Brothers  Orr,  Snow  and  Downer. 

Brother  Foster,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  at  the  last  grand 
communication,  with  authority  to  receive  from  subordinate  Lodges,  or  any 
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individuals  or  company,  donations  of,  or  proposals  to  give  land  for  a  site, 
money,  or  other  property  for  or  towards  erecting  and  furnishing  a  suitable 
Masonic  Hall,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have,  in  the  course  of  the  past  year,  received  the  following  propositions, 
which  they  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

1st.  Brother  John  Snow,  on  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Family  at  WortMngton,  ten- 
ders to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Masonic  Hall  in  that  place,  provided  the  grand  communi- 
cations of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  held  there. 

2d.  Brother  Joshua  Downer,  on  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Family  at  Zanesville,  offers 
a  site  on  the  public  square,  estimated  to  be  worth  one  thousand  dollars  ;  also,  money, 
labor  and  materials  to  the  amount  of  $2,822,  provided  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be 
removed  to  that  place.

5th.  "  The  first  undersigned  is  authorized  by  Nova  Caisarea  Harmony  Lodge  No.  2, 
of  Cincinnati,  to  tender  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
the  use  and  occupation  of  their  Masonic  Hall  in  Cincinnati,  for  all  the  purposes  of 
those  institutions  for  as  long  a  period  as  they  may  desire  to  occupy  the  same 

The  three  last  undersigned,  with  the  view  to  the  permanent  location  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  Chapter  in  Cincinnati,  are  satisfied,  in  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  that 
they  may  with  safety  and  propriety,  assume  the  personal  responsibility,  and  they  do 
hereby  assume  the  responsibility  of  guaranteeing  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Chapter,  the  erection,  within  the  period  of  two  years  from  this  time,  of  an  edifice,  on 
an  eligible  site  in  Cincinnati,  the  cost  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  embracing  all  the  necessary  apartments,  upon  an  appropriate  scale,,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  two  Grand  Bodies,  which  apartments  shall  be  secured  to  the  use 
and  occupation  of  the  two  Grand  Bodies  forever.

Resolved,  1.  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Western  Sun  Lodge  No.  — —  held  in  the  town 
of  Concord. 

2.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  recommends  to  Western  Sun  Lodge,  the  alteration  or 
amendment  of  the  first  section,  in  the  third  article  of  their  By-Laws,  so  as  to  make 
the  reading  of  said  By-Laws,  at  least  once  per  year,  peremptory. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  agreed  to. 

Also,  the  same  committee  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  had  examined  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Clinton  Lodge,  in  Coshoe- 
ton  county,  working  under  a  dispensation  bearing  date  August  15,1826,  and  find  the 
same  in  strict  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and  principles  of  Masonry.  They 
therefore  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Clinton  Lodge  No.  ,  held  in  the  town  of 

Coshocton. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  was  agreed  to. 
Also,  the  same  committee  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Chardon  Lodge  No.  in 

Geauga  county,  and  find  them  strictly  in  accordance  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  principles  of  Masonry  in  general.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Edward  Paine  and  his  associates,  under  the 
name  of  Chardon  Lodge  No.  . 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Spangler,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  has  been  referred  the  appli- 
cation of  Evening  Light  Lodge  No.  ,  for  a  charter,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  now  ask  leave  to  report : 

That  a  dispensation,  bearing  date  the  9th  day  of  August  last,  was  granted  to  the 
brethren  of  said  Lodge,  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  authorizing  them  to  work  as  a 
Lodge,  in  the  town  of  Vienna,  in  the  county  of  Trumbull.  Your  committee  have  care- 
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fully  examined  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  also  the  minutes  and  proceedings;  and 
after  such  examination,  are  compelled  to  say,  that  neither  the  one  nor  the  other  com- 
port fully  with  the  principles  of  Free  Masonry  ;  neither  are  they  in  accordance  with  the 
resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges. 
The  second  resolution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  as  follows  : 

Besolved,  That  all  applications  for  initiation,  or  for  membership,  shall  lie  over,  at 
least  from  one  regular  meeting  to  another,  unless  three  fourths  of  the  members  present 
decide  the  application  to  be  a  case  of  emergency. 

The  third  section  of  the  third  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  Evening  Light  Lodge  provides 
that  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  be  sufficient  to  determine  a  case 
of  emergency,  arising  on  applications  for  initiation. 

In  cases  of  applications  of  Master  Masons,  for  membership,  the  first  section  of  the 
sixth  article  of  their  By-Laws  provides  that  a  ballot  may  be  taken  at  any  regular  com- 
munication. No  provision  is  made  for  such  applications  lying  over  from  one  meeting 
to  another.  The  foregoing  provisions  and  omissions,  are  thought  by  your  committee 
to  be  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  second  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  before  recited. 

The  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  are  also  deficient  in  omitting  to  provide  for  the  appoint- 
ment of'any  of  the  usual  standing  committees,  which  experience  has  taught  us  are 
necessary  to  the  good  government  of  all  Masonic  Lodges. 

With  regard  to  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  we  would  state,  that  the  minutes  show 
that  there  have  been  four  initiations  therein,  since  its  organization,  viz:  Arad  Merril, 
on  the  21st  day  of  August,  1827  ;  which  was  the  first  meeting  of  said  Lodge  ;  at  that 
meeting  Mr.  Merril  was  passed  and  raised.  Benjamin  Hoit  was  initiated  and  passed  on 
the  28th  of  August,  1827.  His  petition  was  presented  at  the  first  meeting.  On  the  2d 
dav  of  October,  1827,  at  a  regular  meeting.  Joseph  Rogers  presented  his  petition  and  was 
initiated  at  the  same  meeting.  On  the  30th  day  of  October  1827,  the  petition  of  Mar- 
tin C.  Way,  for  initiation,  was  presented,  and  at  the  same  meeting  he  was  initiated^ 
passed  and  raised.  Thus  it  appears  that  three  of  the  four  initiations  referred  to,  took 
place  at  the  same  meetings  at  which  the  petitions  were  presented,  and  that  in  two  in- 
stances three  degrees  were  conferred  at  the  meetings  of  application  and  initiation. 

Your  committee  have  also  been  furnished  with  evidence,  that  in  the  admission  of 
Benjamin  Hoit  into  that  Lodge,  the  ancient  land  marks  of  the  Order  were  violated. 

Although  the  By-Laws  of  Evening  Light  Lodge  are  supposed  to  be  imperfect,  and  its 
proceedings  contrary  to  Masonic  principles,  so  far  as  above  specified,  yet,  your  com- 
mittee have  no  evidence  before  them,  calculated  to  induce  the  belief  that  the  brethren 
composing  said  Lodge  have  intentionally  or  willfully  infringed  upon,  or  violated  any  of 
the  regulations  of  Free  Masonry.  Your  committee  have  no  doubt  butthat  the  errors  of 
said  Lodge,  have  proceeded  from  a  want  of  a  proper  understanding,  on  the  part  of  its 
members,  of  some  of  the  rules  and  principles  which  ought  to  regulate  and  govern  the 
proceedings  of  all  Lodges. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  heretofore  granted  to  Evening  Light  Lodge  No. 

 }  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  continued  until  the  next 

annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  That  Evening  Light  Lodge  No.  be,  and  it  is  hereby  required  so  to  amend  its 

By-Laws  as  to  cure  the  defects  pointed  out  in  the  foregoing  report. 

3.  That  a  strict  conformitv  to  the  provisions  of  the  second  resolution  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Lodge,  in  relation  to 'the  admission  of  candidates,  and  ot  members,  be  recom- 
mended to  said  Lodge. 

4-  That  the  Grand  Secretarv  transmit  to  Evening  Light  Lodge,  forthwith,  a  copy  of 
the  foregoing  report  and  resolutions,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  By-Laws  and  resolutions  of 
the  Gran  I  Lodge. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolutions  agreed  to. 
Brother  Anderson,  from  the  same  committee,  made  the  following  report : 
That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Montgom- 
ery Lodge,  held  in  the  town  of  Montgomery,  county  of  Hamilton,  and  find  the  By- 
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Laws  of  said  Lodge,  in  strict  conformity  to  the  By-Laws  of  trie  Grand  Lodge.  That 
their  proceedings  appear  to  be  neat  and  truly  Masonic.  They  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge,  under  the  name  of  Montgomery 
Lodge  No.  . 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolutions  were  agreed  to. 
Also  reported : 

That  said  committee  had  examined  the  amendments  made  to  the  By-Laws  of  George- 
town Lodge  No.  27,  and  the  amendments  made  to  the  By-Laws  of  Centre  Lodge  No. 
86,  and  find  them  in  strict  accordance  with  the  resolutions  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  amendments  approved  of. 

On  motion,  the  business  which  had  been  assigned  for  the  evening,  was 
taken  up;  .whereupon,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  an  election  of  its  officers, 
for  the  year  ensuing,  and  the  votes  being  counted,  the  following  brethren 
were  declared  duly  elected,  to  wit :

On  motion  of  Brother  Orr,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  excused  from  visiting  any  subordinate  Lodge, 
except  on  the  request,  and  at  the  expense  of  such  subordinate  Lodge,  who  shall  call  on 
him  for  the  year  ensuing. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Swan,  the  report  of  Brother  Greene,  from  the 
committee  appointed  to  report  upon  the  expediency  of  changing  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  grand  annual  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last 
grand  communication,  as  relates  to  the  amendments  of  the  first  article  of 
the  By-Laws,  was  taken  up,  and  after  some  amendments,  was  adopted. 

The  committee,  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  expediency  of  changing  the  time 
and  place  of  holding  the  grand  annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  to 
whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  grand  communica- 
tion, as  relates  to  amendments  to  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws,  beg  leave,  as  the 
result  of  their  deliberations,  to  report  the  following  resolution,  which  they  recommend 
to  the  adoption  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  so  altered,  as 
that  the  time  of  future  grand  annual  communications  shall  be,  the  first  Monday  in 
January,  and  the  place  of  holding  them,  be  in  Columbus. 

Brother  Fielding,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  a  number  of  Brethren,  praying  for  a 
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charter  to  establish  a  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Woodsfield,  in  the  county  of 
Monroe,  by  the  name  of  Woodsfield  Lodge,  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  bad  the  same  tinder  consideration,  and  find  the  petition  signed  by  a 
competent  number  of  brethren,  Master  Masons,  recommended  by  Belmont  and  Friend- 
ship Lodges,  vouching  for  the  Masonic  abilities  of  the  petitioners.  Your  committee  are 
of  the  opinion,  that  the  recommendations  of  those  Lodges  accord  with,  and  contain  the 
spirit  of  the  15th  article  of  the  By  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  are  not  in  strict  con- 
formity with  the  letter,  which  is  as  follows,  to  wit: 

"That  no  warrant  or  dispensation,  for  the  institution  of  a  new  Lodge,  shall  be 
granted,  except  upon  the  petition  of  eight  Master  Ma.-ons.  which  petition  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  c(  rtificate  from  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  new  Lodge  is 
intended  to  be  constituted,  vouching  for  the  moral  characters  and  Masonic  abilities  of 
the  petitioners,  and  recommending  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  whose  authority  they 
act,  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners." 

The  recommendation  of  Belmont  Lodge  No.  16,  is  in  these  words : 

"The  brethren,  signers  of  the  petition,  are  regular  Master  Masons,  of  good  standing." 

That  of  Friendship  Lodge,  in  these  words: 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Lodge,  do  recommend  the  within  petitioners,  as  worthy,  regular 
Master  Masons,  and  that  we  do  recommend  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  capable  of 
governing  a  Lodge." 

Your  committee  discover,  that  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  last  annual  communication, 
settled  the  principle,  that,  where  a  recommendation  contains  the  spirit  of  the  above 
recited  By-Laws,  it  is  proper  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  further  to  state,  that  the  petitioners  pray  directly  for  a 
charter  of  constitution,  and  not  a  dispensation,  as  has  been  uniformly  the  case,  hereto- 
fore, on  applications  for  the  privilege  of  establishing  a  new  Lodge.  Your  committee 
are  of  opinion,  that  the  interests  of  the  institution  would  be  advanced,  by  granting  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners,  as  they  have  no  doubt  as  to  the  moral  character  and  Masonic 
abilities  of  the  petitioners,  to  conduct  the  business  of  Masonry  in  strict  conformity  to 
ancient  usages;  nor  do  your  committee  entertain  a  doubt  of  the  constitutional  right  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  a  charter  directly,  on  application  therefor,  by  a  competent 
number  of  brethren,  properly  recommended  ;  but  your  committee  would,  with  great  de- 
ference, and  due  respect  to  the  petitioners,  give  it  unhesitatingly  as  their  opinion,  that 
it  is  inexpedient  to  grant  a  charter  to  any  number  of  petitioners,  on  their  application, 
as  by  a  precedent  of  that  kind,  many  unforeseen  difficulties  might  arise,  productive  of 
consequences  injurious  to  the  good  and  harmonious  operations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  would  further  remark,  that  the  Brother  named  for  Master  in  the 
petition,  desires  that  the  name  of  the  new  Lodge  should  be  called  Clinton,  which  was 
that,  by  which  the  petitioners,  as  he  states,  designed  it  should  be,  but  were  of  opinion 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  would  not  grant  their  petition,  if  it  contained  the  name  of  any 
Lodge,  heretofore  established  by  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  David  Scott,  and  others,  to  hold  a  Lodge 
in  Woodsfield,  in  the  county  of  Monroe,  by  the  name  of  Clinton  Lodge  No.  — . 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  11  o'clock. 


Wednesday,  January  16,  1828. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 
Brother  Earner  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  the  Rev.  James 
McAboy,  together  with  the  proceedings  of  Paramuthia  Lodge  No.  25,  in  relation  to 
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certain  charges  preferred  against  him,  "beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  facts,  so  far  as  they  are 
presented  in  said  papers,  with  the  reasonings  of  the  memorial,  they  are  unable  to  arrive 
at  any  positive  conclusion,  with  respect  to  the  merits  of  the  controversy,  which  would 
be  satisfactory  to  themselves,  as  an  act  of  justice  to  both  parties;  and,  inasmuch  as  the 
memorialist  pledges  himself  to  appear  here  at  the  next  annual  communication,  and 
desires  a  postponement  of  the  decision,  if  any  doubts  should  remain  with  the  Grand 
Lodge,  with  respect  to  the  propriety  of  his  conduct;  your  committee,  therefore,  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  be  appointed,  on  "behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to 
take  such  testimony  as  may  be  presented  to  him,  relative  to  the  aforesaid  difference, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next  annual  grand  communication. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to.  And  Brother 
David  Spangler  was  appointed  a  committee,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
to  take  such  testimony. 

Brother  Jewett  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  no  subordinate  Lodge  ought  to 
initiate  any  candidate,  unless  such  candidate  does  actually  reside  nearer  to  the  Lodge 
where  the  application  is  made,  than  to  any  other  Lodge — unless  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Lodge,  or  the  principal  officers  in  the  Lodge,  nearest  his  residence. 

Brother  Arva  Wilson  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was 

seconded  and  ordered  to  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  communication: 

Resolved,  That  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws  be  amended,  by  striking  out  the  words 
"  first  Monday  in  January,"  and  inserting,  in  the  place  thereof,  first  Monday  of  September. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Dietrich,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  from  the  several  subordinate  Lodges,  for  the  last  year,  be  re- 
mitted, to  be  expended  by  said  subordinate  Lodges,  respectively, for  charitable  purposes; 
and  that  each  subordinate  Lodge  make  return,  to  the  next  communication  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  of  the  manner  in  which  said  dues  have  been  expended. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Dietrich,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Brothers  Latham,  Snow  and  Pearce.  be  a  committee  to  inspect,  enroll 
and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  this  grand  communi- 
cation, and  that  300  copies  of  the  same,  be  distributed  in  the  usual  manner;  and  that 
Brother  Latham  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Grand  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  of  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  same. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  an  installation  of  its  officers  elect, 
and  the  officers  elect  were  duly  installed  by  our  M.  W.  Past  Grand  Master, 
John  Snow,  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Boss, 

The  committee  on  Charity  were  discharged  from  the  consideration  of  the  duties  as- 
signed them. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Henry  B.  Curtis,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  as  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  That  in  all  cases,  where  any  subordinate 
Lodge  has  heretofore,  or  may  hereafter,  forward  a  recommendation  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  favor  of  any  number  of  brethren,  applying  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  obtain  a  dispensa- 
tion, a  part  or  the  whole  of  whom  have  been  or  may  be  members  of  such  Lodge  so 
recommending,  such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  as  a  dimission  from  the 
Lodge  so  recommending,  so  soon  as  such  brethren  shall  have  obtained  such  dispensa- 
tion, and  have  become  organized;  Provided,  such  members  thus  dimitted,  first  pay  all 
dues  to  which  the  Lodge  may  be  entitled  at  the  time. 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Hubbard,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  adopted : 

Whereas  it  has  been  made  satisfactorily  to  appear  unto  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  Ben- 
jamin Bloomfield,  and  others,  now  of  Friendship  Lodge  No. — ,  at  Barnesville.  hereto- 
fore sent  by  mail  the  sum  of  40  dollars,  directed  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  which  was 
never  received,  whereby  the  loss  of  that  amount  has  accrued  to  the  said  Benjamin 
Bloomfield  and  other  individuals ;  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $40  be,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  paid  over  to  the  hands  of  the 
Master  of  said  Lodge,  at  Barnesville,  to  be  by  him  applied  to  Benjamin  Bloomfield  and 
others,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  losses,  in  the  said  sum  of  $40,  so  sent  by  mail 
and  lost  as  aforesaid. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Sherman,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  give  notice  to  all  Lodges  in  arrears  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  or  who  have  not  been  represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  last  two  years,  to 
appear  at  the  next  grand  communication,  to  show  cause  why  they  should  not  be  sus- 
pended from  their  privileges. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Robert  T.  Lytic,  the  Grand  Lodge  reconsidered 

the  vote  taken  on  yesterday,  upon  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 

fixing  the  place  of  holding  the  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 

at  Columbus. 

On  motion  a  vote  was  then  taken  to  fill  the  blank  in  said  resolution,  (it 
being  declared  by  the  chair,  that  the  reconsideration  of  said  vote  left  the 
blank  to  be  filled,)  with  the  word  "Columbus;"  which  was  decided  in  the 
negative,  voting  by  Lodges ;  ayes  33,  noes  65. 

A  motion  was  made  to  fill  the  blank  with  the  word  "  Zanesville ; "  which 
was  decided  in  the  negative,  voting  by  Lodges ;  ayes  35,  noes  61. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  amend  said  resolution,  by  filling  the  blank 
with  "  Worthington ; "  which  was  decided  in  the  affirmative,  voting  by 
Lodges;  ayes  75,  noes  33. 

To  which  Brother  Sherman  offered  the  following  amendment,  to  be 
added  to  said  resolution,  "until  the  close  of  the  grand  communication  in 
1830."    Which  was  adopted. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  resolution,  as  amended,  which  reads 
as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  so  altered  as 
that  the  time  of  the  future  grand  annual  communications  shall  be  the  first  Monday  in 
January ;  and  the  place  of  holding  them,  be  in  Worthington,  until  the  close  of  the  grand 
communication  in  1830. 

And  carried  in  the  affirmative. 

Brother  Foster  moved  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  as  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  That  any  subordinate  Lodge,  legally 
authorized  to  work,  may  at  all  times  take  cognizance  of  charges  and  complaints  pre- 
ferred to  said  Lodge,  against  any  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  or  Master  Mason, 
although  he  may  not  be  a  member  of  said  Lodge;  and  cause  summons  to  issue,  and 
proceedings  to  be  had  thereon  in  the  same  manner  as  said  Lodge  would  be  authorized 
to  do  if  the  person  charged  were  actually  a  member  thereof :  Provided,  nevertheless,  that 
no  charges  can  be  acted  upon,  in  any  Lodge,  under  the  aforesaid  circumstances,  except 
in  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  person  charged.

Brother  Peters,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  report 
what  business  remained  unfinished  at  the  last,  and  that  properly  comes 
before  the  present  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report : 
That  they  have  attended  to  the  same,  and  find  the  following  subjects  claiming  their 
attention  : 

1st.  A  resolution  offered  by  Brother  Hamer,  relating  to  subordinate  Lodges  hereafter 
applying  for  acts  of  incorporation. 

2d.  The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  Clermont 
Social  Lodge. 

3d.  The  report  of  the  settlement  between  Georgetown  Lodge  No.  72,  and  Friendship 
Lodge. 

4th.  The  report  of  Brother  Orr,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  Army  Lodge. 
5th.  The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  Brother  McAboy. 
6th.  The  report  relating  to  James  Williamson's  appeal. 

Brother  James,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  were  referred  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Minerva  Lodge, 
working  under  a  dispensation  at  Burlington,  Lawrence  county ;  and  the 
By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Mount  Pleasant  Lodge,  working  under  a  dis- 
pensation, in  the  county  of  Jefferson ;  and  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings 
of  Newark  Lodge,  working  under  a  dispensation  at  Newark,  Licking 
county,  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  examined  the  same  and  find  them  correct.  They  therefore  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Besolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  each  of  said  Lodges,  to  be  numbered  in  the 
order  herein  named. 

In  the  By-Laws  of  Newark  Lodge,  the  committee  find  a  clause  which  provides  that 
where  an  applicant  wishes  to  withdraw  his  petition,  and  his  reasons  for  so  doing  be 
deemed  by  the  Lodge  insufficient,  and  he  still  persists  in  his  determination  to  withdraw, 
he  shall  forfeit  his  deposit.  The  committee  entertain  doubts  as  to  the  propriety  and 
policy  of  this  regulation,  and  they  submit  to  the  consideration  of  this  Grand  Lodge  the 
following  resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  Newark  Lodge  be  advised  to  amend  her  By-Laws  in  the  above  par- 
ticular. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolutions  agreed  to. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 
Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  expe- 
diency of  providing  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  representation  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Thereupon  the  W.  G.  Master  appointed  the  following  committee,  to  wit: 
Brothers  Thrall,  James,  Meader,  Coolman  and  M'Mullen. 

On  motion  of  Brother  James,  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Grand  Master  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the  subject  of  interment,  by  Brother  Langdon,  of 
Cincinnati,  and  a  resolution  accompanying  the  returns  of  Miami  Lodge, 
upon  the  same  subject,  were  referred  to  a  select  committee  consisting  of 
seven,  to  wit:  Brothers  McDowell,  Curtis,  Fracker,  Dudley,  Benedict, 
Jewett  and  Satterthwaite. 

Brother  Dudley  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  he  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon  the 
expediency  of  subscribing  for  stock  in  the  contemplated  Masonic  Hall  and  City  Hotel, 
about  to  he  erected  in  Cincinnati. 

The  following  brethren  were  appointed  said  committee — Dudley,  Baker 

and  Peters. 

Brother  James,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  were  referred  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Miamisburgh  Lodge, 
working  under  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  reported : 

That  they  find  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  drawn  in  conformity  with  the  laws  and 
resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  proceedings  under  their  By-Laws  exhibit,  in 
some  instances,  too  great  a  precipitancy  in  advancing  members  from  one  degree  to 
another;  frequent  occurrence  of  cases  of  emergency;  and  in  two  instances,  that  they 
have  given  credit  for  the  fees  of  initiation,  a  practice  which  is  forbidden  by  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge.    The  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  the  Miamisburgh  Lodge  No.  — . 

2  That  the  said  Lodge  be  recommended  to  pay  strict  attention  to  the  enactments  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  above  particulars. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolutions  agreed  to. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  nine  o'clock.

Interest  on  $812.33,  the  amount  in  his  hands,  on  which  he  is  chargeable  with  interest  agree- 
ably to  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge   48  74 

Making  a  total  of  $1,426  11 

That  the  Grand  Treasurer  has  paid  out,  since  the  15th  of  January,  1828,  as  per  vouchers 

exhibited   215  72 

Leaving  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  a  balance  of  $1,180  39 

The  capital  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  exclusive  of  the  above  balance,  consists  of  the  following  : 

Six  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  all  paid  up   600  00 

Ten  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  of  which  $60  has  been 

paid  on  each  share   600  00 

Making  a  grand  total  $2,380  39 

No  dividends  have  been  drawn  on  the  above  shares  of  bank  stock  for  the  past  year. 
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Brother  A.  I.  McDowell  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  of  Miami  Lodge  No.  46,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  proceedings  of  Master  Masons  who  are  not  members  of  a  Lodge ;  and  the 
letter  of  Brother  E.  P.  Langdon,  upon  the  same  subject,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  Master  Masons  dying  within  the 
vicinity  of  a  subordinate  Lodge,  and  whether  members  or  not.  if  requested  by  them 
selves,  or  bv  their  friends,  after  their  decease,  have  a  right  to  be  interred  with  the 
honors  of  Masonry.  But  it  is  the  privilege  of  the  Lodge,  nevertheless,  to  withhold  the 
rite  of  Masonic  interment  from  any  Mason  whose  character  renders  him,  in  the  opinion 
of  such  Lodge,  unworthy  of  the  honors. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Brother  Fales,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  were  refer- 
red the  memorial  of  the  Rev.  James  McAboy,  the  proceedings  of  Para- 
muthia  Lodge  No.  25,  against  him,  and  sundry  other  documents  in  relation 
to  the  same  subject,  made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  attended  to  their  duty,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  sentence  of  suspension  for  the  term  of  one  year,  that  was  passed 
upon  the  said  James  McAboy,  by  the  said  Paramuthia  Lodge  No.  25,  be  confirmed. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

Brother  Baker,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  subscribing  stock  to  the  Masonic  Hall  and  City  Hotel  at  Cincin- 
nati, made  the  following  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  although  the  stock  may  be 
profitable  as  represented  by  a  member  from  that  place,  yet  it  is  an  experiment  hereaf- 
ter to  be  tested,  and  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may,  at  some  future  day  not  far  distant,  erect 
a  Hall  for  the  use  of  said  Grand  Lodge  more  central  than  Cincinnati,  your  committee 
therefore  deem  it  inexpedient  at  this  time  to  use  any  portion  of  their  funds  in  the 
erection  of  said  Hall,  and  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  considers  it  inexpedient,  at  this  time,  to  subscribe 
stock  in  the  Masonic  Hall  and  City  Hotel,  to  be  erected  at  Cincinnati. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Meader,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  made 
the  following  report : 

That  they  have  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  find  nothing  contained  in 
the  several  documents  placed  in  their  possession  that  could  be  suggested  for  the  benefit 
of  Masonry. 

Brother  James,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  were  referred  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Evening  Light 
Lodge  No.  — ,  held  in  Vienna,  in  the  county  of  Trumbull,  reported  : 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  and  readily  concur  in  the  opinion  that 
a  charter  at  this  time  cannot  be  granted.  The  only  difficulty  they  have,  is  to  determine 
whether  their  dispensation  shall  be  continued  another  year.  At  the  last  annual  com- 
munication, they  were  instructed  and  required  to  amend  their  By-Laws  so  as  to  con- 
form to  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  were,  moreover,  censured  for  some  depar- 
tures from  Masonic  usage.  Your  committee  regret  to  say  that  these  requisitions  have 
not  been  complied  with.  Instead  of*providing  that  petitions  shall  lie  over  from  one 
regular  meeting  to  another,  they  have  made  a  law  in  these  words  :  "No  candidate  shall 
be  balloted  for  the  same  day  he  is  proposed."   Whether  this  was  done  through  igno- 
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ranee,  or  in  a  spirit  of  evasion,  your  committee  are  at  a  loss  to  determine.  But  from 
their  proceedings,  it  is  manifest  that  their  practice  under  it,  is  such  as  cannot  be  sanc- 
tioned. With  some  hesitation,  they  have  concluded  to  recommend  a  continuance  of 
their  dispensation,  as  they  are  assured  that  the  members  of  Evening  Light  Lodge  are 
attached  to  the  principles  of  the  Order,  and  have  not  willfully  acted  in  contempt.  But 
they  incline  to  think  that  this  should  be  done  with  some  restriction,  and  they  submit 
the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  of  Evening  Light  Lodge  No.  — ,  be  continued  to  the 
next  annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  :  Provided,  they  so  amend  the  Gth 
article  of  their  By-Laws  as  to  make  it  an  absolute  rule  that  the  petitions  shall  be  pre- 
sented only  at  regular  meetings,  and  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  regular  meeting  for 
decision,  except  in  case  of  emergency,  and  that  they  shall  exhibit  to  the  Master  and 
Wardens  of  Erie  Lodge  No.  3,  evidence  of  their  compliance  with  the  present  and  for- 
mer requisitions  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Fracker,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
remitting  to  Newark  Lodge  No.  — ,  the  fee  of  $40,  paid  by  said  Lodge  for  a  dispensa- 
tion, and  report  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brothers  Fracker,  Robinson  and  Curtis  were  appointed  said  committee. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  went  into  the  election  of  its  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year ;  and  upon  receiving  and  counting  the  ballots,  the  following 
brethren  were  declared  duly  elected,  to  wit :

Brother  Curtis,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  appeal  of  Brother  William  Bayles,  from  the  decision  of  Harmony 
Lodge  No.  8,  made  the  following  report : 

That  said  committee  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  said  committee,  the  conduct  of  Brother  Bayles,  referred  to  in  the  charge  made 
against  him,  justly  deserved  the  censure  of  said  Lodge ;  but  from  the  evidence  produced, 
it  also  appears  to  your  committee,  that  Brother  Bayles  had  received  a  very  insulting 
provocation  from  the  brother  who  is  supposed  to  have  been  wronged.  Your  committee, 
therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  sentence  of  Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  against  Brother  William 
Bayles,  be  mitigated  to  one  year's  suspension  only.

Brother  Fracker,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report 
on  the  expediency  of  refunding  to  Newark  Lodge  No.  — ,  the  sum  of  $40, 
paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  their  Dispensation,  reported : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  that  a  number  of  Masons 
residing  in  Newark,  Licking  county,  in  the  year  1822,  applied  for  and  obtained  a  Dis- 
pensation to  work  as  a  Lodge,  agreeably  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  paid 
the  sum  of  $40  for  the  same,  and  for  certain  reasons  in  1823,  returned  the  said  dispen- 
sation to  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  the  sum  paid  therefor  was  not  refunded.  And  in  the 
year  1828,  a  new  dispensation  was  granted  by  Joshua  Downer,  Deputy  G.  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  to  Newark  Lodge,  for  which  the  sum  of  $40  was  paid,  whose  members 
are  a  part  of  those  who  applied  for  a  dispensation  in  1822 :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $40,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  the  first  dispensation, 
be  refunded  to  the  Master  of  Newark  Lodge,  for  the  use  of  said  Lodge. 

"Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

Brother  Curtis  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  lay  before  the  Grand  Lodge 
the  petition  of  Brother  Benedict  and  others,  praying  a  loan  of  five  or  six 
hundred  dollars ;  which  was  taken  up,  read  and  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three,  to  wit :  Brothers  Curtis,  Robinson  and  Hill. 

On  motion,  the  following  was  introduced  by  Brother  James,  and  unani- 
mously adopted  as  a  substitute  for  the  20th  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge : 

The  Grand  Lodge  shall  elect  annually,  by  ballot,  a  Grand  Lecturer,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  when  called  on  by  any  subordinate  Lodge,  to  visit  the  same,  and  prescribe  an 
uniform  mode  of  working,  and  to  inspect  their  Masonic  qualifications  and  improve- 
ment; and  for  his  services  he  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  requiring  them. 

On  motion  of  Brother  M' Mullen,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
purchasing  a  Masonic  carpet,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brothers  Griswold,  Grubb  and  Fales,  were  appointed  said  committee. 

Brother  Thurman  made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Charity  respectfully  report:  That  they  have  had  the  applications 
referred  to  them  under  consideration,  and  as  the  result  of  their  deliberations,  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $160  be  appropriated  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  therein  named,  to  wit : 

To  Brother  H.  Curtis,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphan  children  of  our  late 
Brother  John  Frank,  Mt.  Vernon,  fifteen  dollars. 

To  Brother  A.  I.  McDowell,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  Brother  Thomas 
Palmer,  deceased,  Franklin  county,  ten  dollars. 

To  Brother  P.  Thurman,  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  late  Brothers 
Thomas  Steele  and  George  Williams,  Chillicothe,  (each  ten  dollars)  twenty  dollars. 

To  Brother  P.  Wright,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  of  our  late  Brother  J.  Sherman, 
Worthington,  ten  dollars. 

To  Brother  H.  Fasset,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  Brother  Ross,  Lick- 
ing county,  ten  dollars.

To  Brother  William  Coolman,  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Brothers 
Job  Thompson,  Portage  county,  and  A.  K.  Burroughs,  Stark  county,  (each  twenty  dol- 
lars) forty  dollars. 

To  Brother  Fales,  for  the  relief  of  the  orphan  children  of  Brother  B.  Spinning, 
twenty  dollars. 

To  Brother  P.  Benedict,  for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  orphans  of  Brother  Alva 
Coe,  deceased,  Huron  county,  ten  dollars. 
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"Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  adopted. 
Brother  Peters,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  further 
report : 

That  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  find  an  additional  item  that  necessarily 
comes  before  the  Grand  Lodge  at  this  session,  to  wit: 

A  resolution  offered  by  Brother  Wilson,  proposing  an  amendment  to  the  first  article 
of  the  By-Laws. 

On  motion  of  Brother  A.  I.  McDowell,  the  following  accounts  were 
allowed,  to  wit  : 

The  account  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  for  services  the  past  year  and  postage;  and 
filling,  during  the  past  session,  five  charters  and  one  dispensation,  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  three  dollars 

Also,  the  account  of  Brother  M'Mullen,  for  wood,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents. 

Also,  the  account  of  E  Glover,  for  printing,  in  1825,  two  dollars. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Curtis,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  annual  dues  from  the  subordinate  Lodges  for  this  year  be  remitted. 

Brother  Curtis,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 

of  Brother  P.  Benedict,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  your  committee,  it  does  not  consist  with  the 
interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  the  application  of  our  worthy  Brother,  and  we 
recommend  that  the  application  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Brother  James,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Brother  Barzillai  H.  Miles,  and  others, 
for  a  dispensation  to  establish  a  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Wilkes ville,  Gallia 
county,  to  be  called  Orphans'  Friend,  reported  : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  the  same  signed  by  the 
requisite  number  of  Master  Masons,  and  vouched  for  and  approved  by  Morning  Dawn 
Lodge  No.  7.  They  therefore  recommend  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  be  granted, 
and  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  Barzillai  H.  Miles  and  others,  to  hold  a

On  motion  of  Brother  Starling,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  Brothers  B.  Latham,  P.H.  Olmsted  and  Wm.  Doherty,  be  appointed  a 
committee  to  inspect  and  superintend  the  printing  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings, 
etc.,  of  this  grand  communication,  and  that  three  hundred  copies  of  the  same  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  usual  manner,  and  the  said  committee  be  authorized  to  draw  on  the 
Grand  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  expenses  incurred  in  the  same. 

Brother  Benedict  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was  sec- 
onded and  ordered  to  lie  over  to  the  next  grand  communication : 

Resolved,  That  the  18th  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  so  altered  as  to 
define  and  reduce  the  fees  of  the  Grand  Secretary.

Lodge,  be  hereafter  required  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  annual  grand  dues ;  and 
that  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  represented,  and  that  said  representation  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  dollar  and  twenty  five  cents  for  every  twenty-five 
miles  going  to  and  returning  from  said  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  like  sum  for  every  day's 
attendance  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge :  Provided,  That  not  more  than  one 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  each  day. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Fielding,  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Unfinished  Business  as  relates  to  the  resolution  offered  by  Brother 
.Williamson,  upon  the  subject  of  changing  the  time  of  holding  the  grand 
annual  communication,  was  taken  up,  and  after  some  discussion,  was  indefi- 
nitely postponed. 

Brother  Coolman,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Clinton  Lodge,  work- 
ing under  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  reported : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  the  By-Laws  and  proceed- 
ings of  said  Lodge  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  general  principles  of  Masonry ;  they 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  "  Clinton  Lodge  No.  —  "  held  in  the  town  of 
Woodsfield,  Monroe  county. 

Which  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  give  at  least  sixty  days 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  causing  an 
official  notice  thereof  to  be  published  in  the  Ohio  State  Journal,  with  a  request  that 
editors  of  papers  friendly  to  the  institution  give  it  an  insertion  in  their  respective 
papers  gratuitously. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Little,  the  account  of  Brother  John,  for  stationery, 
candles,  etc.,  for  this  Grand  Lodge,  amounting  to  $7.21,  was  allowed :  Also, 
Brother  John's  account  of  $12.50,  for  tyling  and  washing  the  aprons  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  was  allowed. 
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The  Grand  Master  announced  the  following  appointments :

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge,  after  an  address  to  the 
Throne  of  Divine  Grace,  was  closed  in  ample  form,  and  was  adjourned 
until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1830,  to  meet  at  Worthington.

Tuesday,  January  4,  A.  L.  5831. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yesterday. 
The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  com- 
munication from  a  number  of  brethren  of  St.  Jerome  Lodge  No.  63,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  written  communication  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
from  a  number  of  the  members  and  visiting  brethren  of  St.  Jerome  Lodge  No.  63, 
Chagrin,  Cuyahoga  county,  submit  the  following  report: 

It  appears  from  an  examination  of  the  records,  that  no  returns  have  been  made  to 
this  Grand  Lodge,  from  said  St.  Jerome  Lodge,  since  1826,  in  consequence  of  which 
failure  to  make  a  return  and  discharge  its  Grand  Lodge  dues,  by  a  provision  of  the  14th 
article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  said  St.  Jerome  Lodge  has  forfeited  its  pri- 
vileges as  a  Masonic  body.  Nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  great  and  trying  embarrass- 
ments experienced  by  the  members  of  that  Lodge,  as  set  forth  in  their  communication— 
which  embarrassments  had  induced  a  suspension  of  their  labors — and  in  consequence 
of  a  willingness  by  them  expressed,  to  resume  their  work  as  a  Lodge,  under  "  such 
regulations  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  deem  fit  to  prescribe,"  your  committee  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  brethren  of  St.  Jerome  Lodge  No.  63,  be  authorized  to  resume 
and  continue  their  labors  as  a  legally  constituted  Lodge. 

2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  said  Lodge  to  be  punctual  in  making  their  future  re- 
turns to  the  annual  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at  all  times,  but  espe- 
cially in  their  present  difficulties,  to  practice  the  virtues  of  forbearance  and  circum- 
spection. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  forward  a  certified  copy  of  this  report 
and  resolutions  to  Brother  J.  M.  Henderson,  Chagrin,  Cuyahoga  county. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  agreed  to. 

Brother  Harris,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  were  referred  the  By-Laws 
and  proceedings  of  Orphans'  Friend  Lodge,  working  under  dispensation  at  Wiikesville, 
Gallia  county,  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  same  and  find  them  correct.  They 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Orphans'  Friend  Lodge,  to  be  numbered  one 
hundred. 

Brother  James  presented  the  petition  of  Brother  Abraham  Crane,  which 
was  read,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charity. 
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Brother  Harris,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  was  referred  a  petition  signed  by  a  number  of  Master  Masons,  in 
Fayette  county,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  work  as  a  Lodge  in  Wash- 
ington, in  said  county,  by  the  name  of  Union  Lodge,  made  a  report,  which, 
on  motion,  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Wilkins,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  requires  a  voucher 
from  the  nearest  Lodge  to  petitioners  praying  for  a  new  Lodge,  be  dispensed  with  in 
the  case  of  the  petitioners  from  Fayette  county,  and  that  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Charters  and  Dispensations  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee  to  report  thereon. 

Brother  Gwynn  presented  a  communication  signed  by  J.  W.  Brown ; 
which  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  select  committee  to  report 
thereon.  Whereupon,  Brothers  Gwynn,  Satterthwaite,  S.  R.  Miller,  Reese 
and  Root  were  appointed  said  committee. 

Brother  Harris,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to 
whom  was  recommitted  their  report  on  the  subject  of  the  petition  from  a 
number  of  Master  Masons  in  Fayette  county,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to 
work  as  a  Lodge  in  Washington,  made  the  following  report : 

That  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  recommitted  their 
report  on  the  subject  of  the  petition  of  sundry  Master  Masons,  residing  in  Fayette 
county,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  work  as  a  Lodge  in  Washington,  in  said  county, 
by  the  name  of  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  have  again  had  the  subject  under  consideration, 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  prayer  of  said  petitioners  be  granted  upon  their  paying  into  the 
Grand  Treasury  forty  dollars. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Olmsted, 

Ordered,  That  the  expediency  of  paying  up  the  stock  owned  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  in 
the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  Harris,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

further  reported : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  were  referred  the  By-Laws 
and  proceedings  of  Carlisle  Lodge,  working  under  dispensation  at  New  Carlisle,  in  Clark 
county,  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  same  and  find  them  correct;  they  there- 
fore recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  said  Carlisle  Lodge,  to  be  numbered  one 
hundred  and  one. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Frazett,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Centre  Lodge  No.  86,  be  excused  from  any  censure  on  account  of  the 
loss  of  the  return  of  its  proceedings  in  the  prosecution  and  expulsion  of  Lyman  N. 
Cook,  formerly  a  member  of  said  Lodge ;  and  that  said  Lodge  De,  and  is  hereby,  in- 
structed to  make  a  duplicate  return  in  said  case  to  the  next  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  hour  having  arrived,  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  conformity  with  the  reso- 
tion  of  yesterday,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  its  Grand  Officers,  for  the 
year  ensuing.  Whereupon,  on  collecting  and  counting  the  ballots,  the  fol- 
lowing named  brethren  were  declared  duly  elected,  to  wit :

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  last  grand  com- 
munication, have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  find  that  the  following  subjects 
claim  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz : 

1st.  A  resolution  resolving  that  Brother  Grant  be  appointed  a  committee  to  close  the 
business  relating  to  Friendship  Lodge,  and  that  he  report  his  proceedings  thereon  at 
the  next  grand  communication. 

2d  A  resolution  continuing  the  dispensation  granted  to  Orphans'  Friend  Lodge,  by 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  until  the  next  regular  grand  communica- 
tion of  said  Grand  Lodge,  at  which  time  the  said  Orphans'  Friend  Lodge  is  requested  to 
submit  to  the  inspection  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  next  regular  grand  communication, 
a  true  copy  of  the  records  of  their  proceedings  under  said  dispensation. 

3d.  A  resolution  that  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  so 
amended  that  the  time  of  the  future  grand  annual  communications  be  held  on  the  — — 

day  of  1  arid  the  place  of  holding  the  same  be  Zanesville;  which  was  ordered  to  lie 

over  until  the  next  annual  grand  communication,  for  consideration. 

4th.  A  resolution  that  the  first  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  so 
amended  as  that  the  time  of  the  future  grand  annual  communication  be  held  on  the 

 day  0f  1  anci  the  place  of  holding  the  same  be  Cincinnati ;  which,  on  motion, 

was  ordered  to  lie  over  until  the  next  grand  communication,  for  consideration. 

5th.  Resolved,  That  Brother  Thomas  Orr,  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  Army 
Lodge  No.  — ,  have  until  the  next  grand  communication  to  report. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  committee  discharged. 

Brother  McNeily,  from  the  committee  on  Grievance,  made  the  following 

report : 

The  committee  on  Grievance,  report  that  the  only  case  that  has  come  before  them  is 
the  case  of  L.  Miller,  an  expelled  member  of  Bolivar  Lodge  No.  82,  on  an  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  had  the  same  under  examination,  and  on  a  careful  investigation 
of  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  find  that  they  do  not  present  so  satisfactory  an  expo- 
sition of  the  case  during  its  pendency  before  them,  as  should  have  existed  when  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  Brother  were  at  stake;  yet  we  are  led  to  believe  that  the 
Lodge,  as  a  body,  were  disposed  to  pursue  such  a  course  in  their  treatment  towards  the 
expelled  member,  as  his  case,  under  the  circumstances  then  presented,  required.  The 
case  as  presented  to  the  committee,  exhibits  the  fact,  that  the  expelled  member  had  been 
guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct ;  that  he  frankly  admitted  the  truth  of  the  charges  against 
him,  on  which  he  was  regularly  and  fairly  suspended  from  the  Lodge;  that  his  suspen- 
sion' was  made  with  a  condition  pending  in  his  favor,  in  case  of  a  reformation  ;  it 
appearing  at  the  time,  that  the  principal  charge,  as  sustained,  was  intemperance ;  it  is 
further  presented  to  the  committee,  that  other  acts  of  improper  conduct  were  alleged 
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against  him,  which  acts,  however  improper  they  may  have  been  at  the  time,  were  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee,  the  consequence  of  a  disordered  mind,  when  under  the 
influence  of  intoxication. 

It  appears  further,  that  during  the  pendency  of  his  suspension  from  the  Lodge,  the 
case  of  the  said  Miller  was  twice  brought  up  on  a  trial  for  expulsion;  the  first  of  which 
resulted  in  his  favor,  when  seventeen  members  were  present;  and  the  second  resulted 
against  him  when  there  were  but  eight  present,  there  being  then  two  for  and  six  against 
him;  however  justifiable "the  result  might  have  been  at  the  time,  it  would  seem  that 
there  was  a  degree  of  impropriety  in  disposing  of  his  case  in  a  manner  that  might  not 
meet  the  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  members  then  in  regular  standing  in  the 
Lodge,  especially  so,  when  that  decision  was  final  between  him  and  the  Lodge,  and  only 
subject  to  the  interference  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 

It  appears  further  to  the  committee,  that  the  said  Miller  was  fully  sensible  (and  at 
the  same  time  regretted  the  impropriety^  of  his  course ;  that  he  sought  the  lenity  of  the 
Lodge  by  strong  assurances  of  amendment;  that  in  accordance  with  those  promises,  a 
reformation  has  since  taken  place,  and  he  restored  in  every  respect  to  the  character  of 
a  respectable  and  worthy  member  of  the  community.  The  committee  therefore  being 
satisfied  that  his  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Order,  would  be  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  principles  of  the  institution,  and  also  meet  the  approbation  of  the 
Lodge  from  which  he  was  expelled,  take  the  liberty,  from  what  they  conceive  to  be  a 
proper  view  of  the  matter,  so  to  recommend  his  case  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.   They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Lazarus  Miller,  who  has  been  expelled  from  Bolivar  Lodge  No.  82,  be 
fully  restored  to  the  enjoyment  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Anthony,  the  committee  on  Charity  was  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  application  of  Brother  Abraham 
Crane,  and  the  same  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  McNeily,  presented  a  petition  from  Belmont  Lodge  No.  16, 
asking  a  loan  of  a  certain  sum  of  money;  which  was  read,  and,  on  motion, 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  Anthony,  from  the  committee  on  Charity,  reported : 

That  they  had  examined  all  the  applications  made  to  said  committee,  and  would 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  to  wit: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  widow  of  Brother  George  Williams,  deceased,  be  allowed  and 
paid  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  Brother 
Emmett  be  authorized  to  receive  and  forward  the  same. 

2.  That  the  widow  of  Brother  William  Jones,  deceased,  be  allowed  and  paid  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  Brother  Emmett  be 
authorized  to  receive  and  forward  the  same. 

3.  That  Mary  Richman,  the  widow  of  Brother  Evert  Richman,  deceased,  be  allowed 
and  paid  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that 
Brother  Odlin  be  authorized  to  receive  and  forward  the  same  to  her. 

4.  That  the  widow  of  Brother  James  Powell,  deceased,  be  allowed  and  paid  the  sum 
of  ten  dollars,  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  Brother  Holcomb  be 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  and  forward  the  same  to  said  widow. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolutions  agreed  to. 

Brother  Bennett,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  subject  of  the  expediency  of  paying  up  the  stock  owned  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Celumbus,  made  the  following  report: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  suggested  by  Brother  Olmsted, 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration  and  report,  that  from  the  By-Laws  of  the  Frank- 
lin Bank  of  Columbus,  the  Grand  Lodge  can  have  no  dividend  on  the  stock  which  they 
at  present  own  in  that  bank,  should  an  installment  be  required,  unless  said  installment 
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be  punctually  paid.  Believing  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  make  their  stock 
as  productive  as  possible,  and  the  disposable  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  being  amply 
sufficient  to  meet  all  its  necessary  demands,  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Brother  Lincoln  Goodale,  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be 
authorized  to  pay  to  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus  such  installments  as  they  may 
require  :  Provided  the  same  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  hundred  dollars. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  resolution  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Owen,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved.  That  the  dues  from  the  subordinate  Lodges  be  reduced  from  fifty  cents  for 
each  member  to  twenty-five  cents,  and  that  initiations  be  reduced  from  one  dollar  to 
fifty  cents. 

Brother  Bennett,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report :

be  not  made  by  said  committee,  no  further  proceedings  shall  be  had  on  the  said  appli- 
cation: and  that  so  much  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  is  inconsistent  with 
this  resolution  be  repealed. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  ordered  to  be  continued  until  the  next  grand

Lodge,  remaining  unfinished,  be  postponed  until  the  next  regular  grand  communication. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  ample 
form,  after  an  address  to  the  Throne  of  Divine  Grace ;  to  meet  in  Colum- 
bus, on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  A.  L.  5834.

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The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
of  the  State  of  Ohio,  do  hereby  make,  ordain  and  promulgate  the  following,  as  the  By-Laws, 
Rules  and  Regulations  of  said  Lodge : 

Article  1.  The  time  of  the  future  grand  communications  shall  be  the  first  Monday 
in  January,  and  the  place  of  holding  them  Columbus. 

Art.  2.  There  shall  not  be  any  Grand  Lodge  opened,  to  work,  unless  there  be  pres- 
ent a  representation  from  fifteen  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  3.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens,  of  the  chartered 
Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  same,  or  their  regularly  authorized  proxies;  a 
Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Grand  Senior  Warden,  Grand  Junior  Warden, 
Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Orator, 
Grand  Senior  Deacon,  Grand  Junior  Deacon,  and  Grand  Tyler;  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  annually,  and  who,  together  with  all  Past  Grand  Masters  and  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Masters  present,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  except 
the  Grand  Tyler,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  tor  Grand  Officers  only  :  Provided,  how- 
ever, That  no  one  member,  by  virtue  of  such  office  or  authority,  shall  have  more  than 
five  votes  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  4.  The  title  of  the  Grand  Master  shall  be  Most  Worshipful  ;  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Right  Worshipful  ;  Past  Grand  Masters,  Right  Worshipful  ;  Grand 
Chaplain,  Most  Reverend  ;  and  the  following  officers,  whether  past  or  in  office,  viz  : 
Grand  Wardens,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Marshal,  Grand  Orator, 
Grand  Deacons,  and  the  Masters  of  Lodges,  Right  Worshipful  ;  the  title  of  the  other 
Grand  Officers  shall  be  Worshipful. 

Art.  5.  The  appointment  of  proxies  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  Lodges,  shall 
be  in  writing,  certified  under  their  official  signatures,  or  certified  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Lodge  ;  which  shall  entitle  said  proxy  to  three  votes. 

Art.  6.  When  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  Grand  Master  are  absent,  the  Grand 
Senior  Warden  presides;  in  his  absence,  the  Grand  Junior  Warden;  in  the  absence  of 
these,  the  oldest  Past  Grand  Master,  or  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master;  and  if  no  officer  of 
that  grade  be  present,  a  Past  Master  shall  be  elected  to  preside  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  7.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  and  Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  shall  be  vested,  severally,  with  the  power  of  granting  dispensations,  and  of  sus- 
pending Lodges  working  under  dispensations,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  their  discretion,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  but  no  dispensation 
shall  be  granted,  in  any  case,  unless  at  least  one  of  the  petitioners  shall  be  a  regular 
Past  Master. 

Art.  8.  The  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  to  receive  and  determine  appeals,  redress 
grievances,  and  remove  all  complaints  of  the  subordinate  Lodges;  to  grant  warrants, 
and  authorize  new  Lodges  to  work ;  to  reprehend  and  control  improper  conduct  in  any 
subordinate  Lodge;  and  to  require  such  reasonable  fees  from  subordinate  Lodges,  as 
will,  at  all  times,  discharge  the  engagements  of  said  Grand  Lodge;  and  to  do  and  per- 
form all  such  duties  as  properly  appertain  to  a  Grand  Lodge. 

Art.  9.  No  other  than  a  Past  Master  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  Grand  Warden. 

Art.  10.  No  elected  Grand  Officer  shall  act  as  such,  until  he  shall  be  duly  installed. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  appoint  a  Grand  Steward,  Grand  Sword 
Bearer,  and  two  Grand  Pursuivants. 
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Art.  11.  On  the  day  appointed  for  the  assembling  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  quorum 
being  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  opened  in  ample  form,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  last  grand  communication  read,  when  the  following  committees  shall  be  appointed, 
to  consist,  each,  of  three  members,  viz  :  A  committee  to  examine  Visiting  Brethren;  a 
committee  to  examine  Accounts  ;  and  a  committee  to  hear  Grievances. 

Art.  12.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  not  authorized  to  make  or  second  any  motion; 
but  on  all  questions  where  there  shall  be  an  equal  division,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
casting  vote. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presiding  Grand  Officer  to  subscribe  a  fair  and 
true  transcript  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  close  of  each  communi- 
cation. 

Art.  14.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  which  shall  not  be  represented  for  two  success- 
ive grand  communications,  or  who  shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years, 
shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Order  until  they  shall  comply  with 
both  the  requisitions  ;  and  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges,  and  be  duly  noti- 
fied thereof  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  15.  No  Warrant  or  Dispensation,  for  the  institution  of  a  new  Lodge,  shall  be 
"•ranted  except  upon  the  petition  of  eight  Master  Masons;  which  petition  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  certificate  from  the  Lodge  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  new  Lodge  is 
intended  to  be  constituted,  vouching  for  the  moral  characters  and  Masonic  abilities  of 
the  petitioners,  and  recommending  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  under  whose  authority  they 
act,  to  grant  the  prayer. 

Art.  16.  No  Lodge  shall  be  permitted  to  work  by  dispensation,  longer  than  until  the 
next  grand  annual  communication  succeeding  the  granting  thereof;  at  which  time  a 
copy  of  the  By-Laws  and  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  duly  attested,  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  their  inspection. 

Art.  17.  Every  society  of  Masons  applying  for  a  dispensation,  shall,  before  the 
same  be  granted,  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  forty  dollars,  to  be  appro- 
priated as  said  Grand  Lodge  shall  direct;  and  any  dispensated  Lodge,  to  which  a 
charter  shall  be  granted,  shall  receive  the  same  gratis.  But  if  a  warrant  should  not  be 
granted  nor  the  dispensation  continued,  the  said  fees  shall  be  refunded  to  the  petition- 
ers, excepting  only  such  part  thereof  as  shall  have  been  actually  expended  by  means 
of  their  application. 

Art.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;  who  shall  attend  personally,  or  by  proxy,  at  each  grand  communication, 
with  all  the  books  and  papers  of  his  office.  He  shall  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  all  instruments  of  writing  necessary,  by  the  nature  of  his  office,  to  be 
executed.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees,  to  wit:  Twelve  and  a  half  cents 
for  every  hundred  words,  which  he  necessarily  writes  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  also  three  dollars  for  executing  and  sealing  each  dispensation,  and  five  dollars  for 
each  charter,  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  the  funds  thereof; 
and  twelve  and  a  half  cents  for  each  hundred  words,  for  copies  of  records  or  other  in- 
struments of  writing,  when  required,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  employing  him. 

Art  19.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
o-ive  bonds  to  such  person  or  persons,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  direct,  with  sufficient 
security  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  official  duties,  in  double  the 
sum  actually  in  the  Treasury,  at  the  time  of  his  official  investment.  He  shall  account 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  all  moneys  received  by  him,  and,  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual 
grand  communication,  exhibit  an  accurate  statement  of  his  accounts  to  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  shall  pay  out  no  money,  without  the  order  of  the  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy 
Grand  Master. 

Art  20.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  elect  annually,  by  ballot,  a  Grand  Lecturer,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  when  called  on  by  any  subordinate  Lodge,  to  visit  the  same,  and  pre- 
scribe an  uniform  mode  of  working,  and  to  inspect  their  Masonic  qualifications.  And 
for  his  services,  he  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  requiring  them. 

Art.  21.  The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  the  supreme  masonic  law  of 
the  state,  and  subordinate  Lodges  should  be  governed  thereby. 

Art  22  All  decision  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
given  except  in  forming  or  altering  the  By-Laws  ;  and  all  elections  for  Grand  Officers 
shall 'be  by  ballot;  and  where  three  or  more  brethren  are  balloted  for,  for  the  same 
office  and  no  one  having  a  majority,  for  two  successive  ballotmgs,  the  third  balloting 
shall  be  confined  to  the  same  candidates,  striking  off  the  lowest  in  number,  and  so  on 
each  successive  ballot,  until  some  one  obtain  a  majority. 

Art.  23.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  have  original  jurisdiction  in  any  case  which 
can  be  justly  decided  by  a  subordinate  Lodge. 

Art.  24.   No  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  altered,  or  done  away,  or  any 
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new  one  adopted,  until  the  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  nullification  or  addition, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  been  presented  in  open  Lodge,  and  seconded,  and  remain 
one  whole  vacation ;  unless  concurred  in,  by  all  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who 
may  be  present:  Provided,  however,  That  such  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  or 
new  code,  may  be  further  amended  in  such  manner  as  to  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  appear 
proper  and  expedient,  at  the  time  when  the  same  shall  be  finally  considered  and  passed. 


RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE, 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGES  UNDER  ITS  JURISDICTION. 

1.  Resolved,  That  no  Lodge,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  shall  initiate, 
craft,  or  raise,  unless  a  Fast  Master  is  present  to  preside. 

2.  That  all  applications  for  initiation,  or  for  membership,  shall  lay  over  at  least  from 
one  regular  meeting  to  another,  unless  three  fourths  of  the  members  present,  decide 
the  application  to  be  a  case  of  emergency. 

3.  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  confer  the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow 
Craft  and  Master  Mason,  on  any  person,  for  a  less  sum  than  fifteen  dollars ;  and  a 
unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary,  to  initiate  or  advance. 

4.  That  each  subordinate  Lodge,  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  each  annual  com- 
munication, fifty  cents  for  each  initiation,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  each  member 
thereto  belonging. 

5.  That  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  hereafter  take  notes  of  hand,  for  fees,  or  grant 
any  time  of  credit  therefor. 

6.  That  two  thirds  of  all  the  members  present,  shall  be  requisite,  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  every  Lodge  subordinate  thereto,  to  expel  any  member  from  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  Institution  ;  but  a  majority  shall  be  sufficient  to  inflict  minor  punishments; 
and  that  no  expelled  Mason  shall  be  restored  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry, 
without  an  unanimous  vote. 

7.  That  in  all  cases,  where  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion  shall  be  pronounced 
by  a  subordinate  Lodge,  against  any  member  thereof,  who  shall,  in  due  time,  give 
notice  of  an  appeal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Lodge  to  suspend  the  publication  of 
such  suspension  or  expulsion,  for  the  term  of  one  year,  or  until  the  appeal  may  have 
been  tried  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

8.  That  whenever  this  Grand  Lodge  shall  reverse  or  abrogate  the  decision  of  a  subor- 
dinate Lodge,  expelling  a  Brother,  and  shall  restore  said  Brother  to  the  benefits  and 
privileges  of  Masonry — Nevertheless,  he  shall  not  thereby  be  restored  to  membership 
within  the  body  from  which  he  has  been  expelled,  without  their  own  consent. 

9.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  each  and  every  subordinate  Lodge 
in  this  State,  has  power  to  demand  of  their  several  members  such  dues  as  they  may 
think  just  and  expedient,  and  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  same,  by  sentence  of  sus- 
pension or  expulsion  if  they  think  proper. 

10.  That  although  every  subordinate  Lodge  has  the  power  to  reject  or  admit  appli- 
cants to  the  several  degrees  of  Masonry  within  their  jurisdiction  ;  yet  from  the  ancient 
land-marks  and  usages  of  Masonry,  distinctly  recognized  by  the  existing  constitution 
and  regulations  of  the  Order,  it  is  clearly  settled  that  in  the  first  degrees  of  Masonry, 
religious  tenets  shall  not  be  a  barrier  to  the  admission  or  advancement  of  applicants, 
provided  they  profess  a  belief  in  God  and  His  Holy  Word:  especially,  as  during  the 
imperfections  of  human  nature,  they  are  not  expected  to  form  their  religious  creeds 
perfectly  similar;  particularly  in  the  non-essential  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion. 

11.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  no  Mason  under  the  degree  of  a 
Master,  has  a  vote  in  any  subordinate  Lodge. 

12.  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, to  confer  the  first  three  degrees  of  Masonry  gratuitously  upon  Ministers  of  the 
Gospel. 

13.  That  no  Mason  shall  be  permitted  to  visit  this  or  any  subordinate  Lodge,  while 
he  is  under  suspension  in  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

14.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  recommends  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion, the  discontinuance  of  refreshments. 
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15.  As  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  subordinate  Lodges  do  possess  the  power 
to  require  of  all  Master  Masons  residing  within  their  respective  vicinities,  to  contribute 
pecuniary  aid  to  purposes  strictly  Masonic  ;  but  that  such  power  should  not  be  exer- 
cised except  with  much  caution  and  deliberation. 

16.  That  no  Master  Mason  shall  be  prohibited  from  speaking  on  any  question  arising 
in  any  subordinate  Lodge  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  he  is 
not  a  member,  where  the  general  principles  of  the  Order  are  involved,  provided  that 
leave  be  always  asked  of  the  presiding  officer  of  said  Lodge. 

17.  As  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  any  subordinate  Lodge  legally  author- 
ized to  work,  may  at  all  times  take  cognizance  of  charges  and  complaints  preferred  to 
said  Lodge,  against  any  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft  or  Master  Mason,  although- 
he  may  not  be  a  member  of  said  Lodge;  and  cause  summons  to  issue,  and  proceedings 
to  be  had  thereon,  in  the  same  manner  as  said  Lodge  would  be  authorized  to  do  if  the 
person  charged  were  actually  a  member  thereof:  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  no  charges 
can  be  acted  upon,  in  any  Lodge,  under  the  aforesaid  circumstances,  except  in  the 
Lodge  nearest  to  the  residence  of  the  person  charged. 

18.  That  whenever  any  subordinate  Lodge,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  alter  or  amend  its  By-Laws,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  subordinate  Lodge 
to  make  a  report  and  transmit  a  copy  thereof  to  this  Grand  Lodge  at  the  next  ensuing 
grand  communication. 

19.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  no  subordinate  Lodge  ought  to  initiate 
any  candidate  unless  such  candidate  does  actually  reside  nearer  to  the  Lodge  where  the 
application  is  made  than  to  any  other  Lodge — unless  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Lodge  or  the  principal  officers  of  the  Lodge  nearest  his  residence. 

20.  As  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  in  all  cases  where  any  subordinate  Lodge 
has  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  forward  a  communication  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  favor 
of  any  number  of  brethren,  applying  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  obtain  a  dispensation',  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  whom  have  been  or  may  be  members  of  such  Lodge  so  recom- 
mending ;  such  recommendation  shall  be  considered  as  a  dimission  from  the  Lodge  so 
recommending,  so  soon  as  such  brethren  shall  have  obtained  such  dispensation,  and 
have  been  organized :  Provided,  such  members  thus  dimitted  first  pay  all  dues  to  which 
the  Lodge  may  be  entitled  at  the  time. 

21.  That  each  and  every  subordinate  Lodge,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  be  hereafter  required  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  annual  grand  dues;  and 
that  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  represented  ;  and  that  said  representation  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  for  every  twenty-five 
miles  going  to  and  returning  from  said  Grand  Lodge;  and  the  like  sum  for  every  day's 
attendance  during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  Provided,  that  no  more  than  one 
delegate  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  each  day. 

22.  That  at  each  grand  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  there  shall  be  appointed 
a  standing  committee  of  three,  to  be  called  a  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  funds  and  estate  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  report  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  benefit  of 
the  institution,  and  act  on  such  other  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  them. 

23.  That  no  application  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  charity,  by  any  one  residing  in  this 
State,  shall  be  entertained,  unless  such  application  be  first  approved  by  some  subordi- 
nate Lodge,  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  applicant  may  reside  :  Provided,  the  case  be 
not  one  of  emergency,  not  allowing  a  sufficient  time  for  application  to  such  subordinate 
Lodge  for  its  approval. 

24.  That  in  the  event  of  the  resignation  or  death  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  during  re- 
cess of  the  sitting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  M.  \V.  Grand  Master  be  authorized  to 
appoint  some  qualified  brother  to  fill  the  situation,  who  shall  hold  the  office  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected. 

25.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  record  the  proceedings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;  attend  personally,  or  by  proxy,  at  each  grand  communication,  with  all 
the  books  and  papers  of  his  office:  he  shall  attest  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  Grand 
Lod^e  to  all  instruments  of  writing  necessary  by  the  na'ture  of  his  office  to  be  exe- 
cuted, for  which  he  shall  be  entitled  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
sum  of  ninetv  dollars  per  annum,  as  a  salary:  Provided,  nevertheless,  he  may  charge 
twelve  and  a'  half  cents  per  hundred  words  for  copies  of  records,  to  be  paid  by  the 
party  applying  for  the  same. 
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RULES 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGE  AND  SUBORDINATE  LODGES,  ON  TRIALS  OF 
APPEALS  AND  GRIEVANCES. 

1.  No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  expel  or  suspend  a  brother,  unless  a  charge 
shall  have  been  previously  preferred  in  writing,  when  the  nature  of  the  charge  will 
admit  of  it,  and  a  copy  thereof  served  on  the  brother  implicated,  at  least  ten  days  pre- 
vious to  the  trial,  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  trial:  Provided  the  accused 
brother  shall  have  a  known  place  of  residence,  within  twenty  miles  of  the  place  of  hold- 
ing the  Lodge,  and  shall  not  evade  the  service  of  the  notice. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  hear  any  evidence  relevant  to  the  charge  or 
defense,  and  the  same  commit  to  writing,  when  it  shall  be  heard  in  open  Lodge;  or 
evidence  may  be  taken  out  of  the  Lodge,  before  any  person  authorized  by  the  laws  of 
the  State  to  administer  oaths  to  witnesses,  notice  having  been  given  to  the  adverse 
party,  so  as  to  allow  one  day  to  every  twenty  miles  travel,  from  the  place  where  said 
notice  is  served  to  the  place  of  taking  such  testimony ;  and  a  notice  left  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Lodge,  shall  be  sufficient  to  authorize  the  taking  of  testimony,  on  the  part 
of  the  accused,  provided  said  testimony  does  not  disclose  any  of  the  secrets  of  the  Craft. 

3.  If  the  person  charged  shall  think  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the  Lodge, 
he  may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  any  time  within  one  year  after  the  decision  shall 
have  been  pronounced ;  and  on  making  an  application  to  the  Secretary  of  his  Lodge 
for  a  copy  of  the  proceedings,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  forward  the  same  to  the  next  grand 
communication,  with  the  whole  testimony,  where  the  same  shall  have  been  committed 
to  writing. 

4.  When  an  appeal  shall  be  entered  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  same  may  be  decided  in 
open  Lodge,  or  referred  to  a  committee,  as  shall  be  deemed  most  expedient ;  and,  in 
either  case,  the  Lodge  or  the  person  charged,  shall  have  the  benefit  of  any  additional 
testimony,  the  same  being  taken  with  notice,  as  aforesaid. 

5.  In  all  cases  when  a  brother  charged  shall  abscond,  proceedings  may  be  had  in  his 
absence,  without  the  notice  required  as  aforesaid.

Therefore  resolved  1,  That  we  highly  approve  the  views  of  our  brethren  of  Steubenville 
Lodge,  and  fully  agree  with  them  in  believing  that  the  cause  of  Masonry  would  be  pro- 
moted, and  an  interesting  class  of  individuals  benefited,  by  an  institution  of  this  kind. 

2.  That,  in  our  opinion,  the  sum  of  $10,000  would  be  sufficient  to  purchase  property, 
erect  suitable  buildings,  and  furnish  every  thing  necessary  to  put  the  same  into  success- 
ful operation. 

3.  That  the  better  to  ascertain  the  practicability  of  establishing  an  institution  of 
this  kind,  a  committee  of  —  persons  be  appointed  to  correspond  with  the  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  stating  to  them  the  object  the  Grand  Lodge  has  in  view,  requesting  them 
in  their  next  annual  returns  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  state  their  views  and  feelings,  and 
what  amount  they  will  subscribe  yearly  for  five  years,  to  form  an  institution  of  this 
kind. 

Which  preamble  and  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  committee  of  Ways 
and  Means.

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Brother  W.  B.  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  submitted 
the  following  Report : 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from  the  W. 
Master  of  Medina  Lodge  No.  58,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  respect- 
fully report:  That  it  appears  from  said  communication  that  there  have  been  no  meet- 
ings of  baid  Lodge  for  the  last  twelve  months;  whereby  they  have  forfeited  their 
charter.  But  a  change  of  feeling  more  auspicious  of  the  prosperity  of  said  Lodge,  is 
evinced,  and  a  spacious  room  is  now  prepared  for  its  accommodation  ;  and  that  it  is 
the  design  of  the  brethren  to  resume  their  labors.  It  appears  further,  from  said  com- 
munication, that  Brother  Philo  H.  Olmsted  is  duly  appointed  proxy  to  represent  said 
Lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  dues  of  said  Lodge  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Grand  Treasurer  as  soon  as  may  be.

Blackeslee,  W.  M.  of  Evergreen  Lodge  No.  63,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
from  which  your  committee  learn  that  for  several  years  past  said  Lodge  has  suspended 
its  operations,  in  consequence  of  the  spirit  of  intolerance  which  is  abroad  in  some 
parts  of  our  State  ;  but  that  the  brethren  of  Evergreen  Lodge  are  led  to  believe  that  an 
era  of  more  liberal  feeling,  and  a  more  just  estimate  of  the  principles  and  purposes  of 
our  Order  is  dawning  upon  them,  and  are  desirous  of  resuming  their  labors  as  a  Lodge. 
Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved  That  the  charter  of  Evergreen  Lodge  No.  63,  be  continued,  and  that  the 
brethren  thereof  be  authorized  to  resume  their  labors,  and  instructed  to  make  report  of 
their  proceedings  to  the  next  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  a  convention  of  Ma- 
sons  at  Chillicothe,Ross  county,  having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  respectfully 
report :  That  owing  to  the  situation  of  the  brethren  of  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  your  com- 
mittee think  them  excusable,  inasmuch  as  that  course  was  considered  the  best  to  allay 
the  excitement  then  existing  against  masonry,  and  so  far  as  the  operations  of  said 
Lod^e  were  suspended  in  consequence  of  the  epidemic  Cholera,  and  the  appropriation 
of  their  Hall  to  the  use  of  an  Hospital  during  that  time,  your  committee  think  this 
course  highly  commendable,  and  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  benevolent  purposes 
of  masonry ;  they  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion :

Resolved,  That  the  brethren  of  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  be  excused  from  the  payment  of 
dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  such  brethren  as  they  have  been  and  shall  be  unable  to 
collect  dues  from. 

On  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the  petition  of  Clinton  Lodge  No.  92, 
for  charity,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charity. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  reported,  that  in  conformity  with  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  at  its  last  annual  communication,  in  which  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  authorized  to  have  bound  two  sets  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  from  its  commencement  to  the  present  time,  he  had  examined  the  ar- 
chives of  said  Lodge,  and  found  that  there  were  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  now  on 
file,  only  for  the  following  years,  to  wit:

The  special  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  preamble  and  resolutions  in  rela- 
tion to  the  manual  labor  school  proposed  to  be  established  under  the  direction  and  su- 
pervision of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  as  suggested  by  the  brethren  of  Steubenville 
Lodge,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  would  report :  That  having  given 
the  subject  a  careful  examination  in  all  its  bearings,  they  are  fully  convinced  that  the 
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real  interests  of  our  Order,  as  well  as  the  genuine  principles  thereof,  would  he  usefully- 
subserved  by  the  establishment  of  such  a  school  as  is  proposed  ;  more  especially  as  the 
funds  are  to  be  derived  solely  from  the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges,  and  cannot  in  any  wise  lessen  the  pecuniary  resources  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
They  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  address  a  letter  upon  this  subject 
to  all  the  subordinate  Lodges,  stating  to  them  the  probable  amount  necessary  for  car- 
rying into  operation  the  said  school,  and  the  period  within  which  it  is  proposed  to  be 
raised,  and  requesting  them  to  forward  their  opinions  on  the  proposed  measure,  with 
the  amount,  if  any,  they  will  contribute  to  this  object,  with  their  annual  returns  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  annual  grand  communication. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Having  fully  examined  the  letters  and  documents  referred  to  them,  are  satisfied  that 
Brother  Owen  did  advance  and  expend,  on  the  responsibility  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as 
one  of  a  committee  of  arrangements  appointed  by  Brother  Anthony,  then  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  the  several  sums  stated  in  his  account,  amounting  to  $297.86,  and  that 
they  consider  said  amount  due  him,  but  in  consideration  of  some  of  the  amounts  being 
high,  and  also  in  respect  of  the  treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  not  being  overflowing  at 
this  time,  we  respectfully  submit  that  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  him  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  full  of  all  demands.

The  committee  on  the  Unfinished  Business  of  the  last  communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodge,  on  examination,  find  no  unfinished  business  that  requires  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  present  session. 
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Which  report  was  accepted. 

The  committee  on  Charity  reported  as  follows  : 

That  it  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  the  widow  of  our  late  Grand  Tyler  is  a 
proper  object  of  chanty,  and  we  would  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
set  apart  for  her  use  thirty  dollars  of  the  funds  of  said  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand 
Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  the  same  to  the  said  widow  five  dollars  per  month  for 
six  months  next  ensuing.  Also,  your  committee  would  respectfully  recommend  (from 
the  representation  of  our  worthy  Brothers,  officers  of  Clermont  Lodge,)  that  the  Grand 
Treasurer  be  instructed  to  pay  Brother  Jonathan  Johnson,  S.  W.  of  said  Lodge,  thirty 
dollars,  with  instructions  to  pay  the  same  to  the  widow  of  our  late  worthy  Brother  G. 
S.  Bryan.   All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Which  report  was  read  and  accepted,  and  the  appropriations  agreed  to. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Emmitt,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  was  appropri- 
ated out  of  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  use  of  the  widow  of  our 
late  Brother  W.  Allison,  to  be  paid  to  Brother  Emmitt,  and  by  him  paid 
her  in  six  monthly  installments,  to  wit:  five  dollars  per  month  for  the  six 
months  ensuing. 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned 
them,  and  find  the  following  Grand  Lodges  have  remitted  the  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings for  the  past  year  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  wit:  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Grand  Lodges  of  Virginia,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Florida, 
Connecticut,  Kentucky,  North  Carolina,  New  York,  Nova  Scotia  and  Rhode  Island. 
The  committee  would  respectfully  represent,  that  after  a  careful  examination  of  the 
above,  they  find  nothing  worthy  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  there- 
fore ask  leave  to  be  discharged.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 
Whereupon  the  committee  was  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Brother  W.  B.  Thrall,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  Brothers  Broderick,  Olmsted,  Goodale  and  Patterson,  be  a  committee 
to  superintend  the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  com- 
munication, and  that  they  procure  350  copies  thereof  to  be  printed  and  distributed  in 
the  usual  manner. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Haver, 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  Morning  Dawn  Lodge  No.  7,  who  are  in  arrears  for 
dues  for  the  years  1S29,  '30;  '31,  '32  and  '33,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances.

Besolved,  That  the  resolution  in  regard  to  West  Union  Lodge,  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Accounts. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Satterthwaite,  the  subject  of  establishing  a  Ma- 
sonic Manual  Labor  School,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  was  referred  to  the  committee  of  "Ways  and  Means, 
with  instructions  to  report  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  11  o'clock. 
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Tuesday,  January  6,  1835. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Brother  Peters,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  to  wit : 

The  committee  on  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  Eastern 
Star  Lodge  No.  55,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report:  — That,  upon 
examination  of  the  books  of  the  Secretary,  they  find  that  said  Lodge  has  not  made 
a  return  to  the  Grand  Lodge  since  the  year  1830,  nor  has  there  been  any  dues  paid  by 
said  Lodge  since  that  period;  in  consequence  of  which,  your  committee  are  wholly  at 
a  loss  to  comply  with  the  request  contained  in  said  communication,  of  remitting  apart 
of  their  dues,  or  informing  them  what  amount  is  due  from  them  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 
They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  required  to  communicate  with  said  Eastern 
Star  Lodge  No.  55,  and  request  that  they  forward  to  him  returns  for  the  years  omitted 
by  them," and  that  said  correspondence  be  laid  before  the  next  grand  annual  commu- 
nication. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Holcomb,  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  : 

Besolved,  That  Orphans'  Friend  Lodge  be  released  from  the  payment  of  grand  dues 
for  the  year  1834. 

Brother  Smith,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 

made  report,  that  they  had  examined  the  communication  from  the  members 

of  Milford  Lodge  No.  54,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 

resolution  ;  which  was  agreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  Milford  Lodge  No.  54,  have  leave  from  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  their 
meetings  at  Milford,  or  at  Perrin's  Mills. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Goodale,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  the  installa- 
tion of  its  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year;  who,  being  severally 
installed,  took  their  appropriate  stations. 

Brother  W.  B.  Thrall  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  : 

"  Art.  1.   The  time  of  the  future  grand  communications  shall  be  the  —  day  of  , 

annually,  and  the  place  such  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall,  from  time  to  time,  designate." 

Which  was  laid  upon  the  table,  in  order  to  receive  action  at  the  next 
grand  communication. 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made  the  following  report 

in  reference  to  a  resolution  passed  by  West  Union  Lodge : 

Besolved,  That  the  brethren  of  West  Union  Lodge  No.  43,  be  recommended  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  rescind  their  resolution,  absolutely  suspending  all  operations  for  one 
year,  and  to  meet  as  often  as  is  convenient  for  the  members  themselves. 

Brother  J.  Kilhourn,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications, 

made  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted : 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  communications  and  correspondence  of 
foreign  Grand  Lodges,  have  carefully  examined  the  same — viz :  from  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Indiana.  Florida,  North  Car- 
olina, Virginia,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Rhode  Island,  New  Hampshire,  and 
Vermont — and  find  nothing  therein  requiring  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  further 
than  to  reciprocate  the  favors  received.  Your  committee  however  remark  with  great 
satisfaction,  from  every  quarter,  the  brightening  prospects  of  the  Fraternity,  from  the 
troubles  and  gloom  which  have  surrounded  it  in  many  parts;  especially  in  the  firm, 
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consistent  and  efficient  course  pursued  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York,  Rhode 
Island  and  Vermont— except  the  general  provision  of  the  latter  in  regard  to  the  resign- 
ing of  charters.  The  committee  have  directed  their  chairman  to  read,  as  a  part  of  this 
report,  an  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island,  etc.,  contained  in  pages  6, 7  and 
8  of  their  communication  of  June,  1834,  and  some  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Vermont,  passed  in  October  last;  which  are  as  follows: 

To  the  M  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island,  etc.  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  draw  up  a  statement  of  facts  respecting  the  recent  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  surrendering  their  civil  charter,  or  act  of  incorpora- 
tion, to  the  General  Assembly  of  said  state,  and  also  respecting  the  present  situation  of 
the  Masonic  Institution  in  this  state,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  more  immediate  cause  for  surrendering  the  civil  charter  was,  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  preferred  that  course  rather  than  to  submit  to  a  law,  passed  at  the  last  January 
session  of  the  Legislature,  requiring  all  the  incorporated  Masonic  bodies  m  this  State 
to  make  annual  returns  to  the  General  Assembly  of  their  proceedings,  with  a  list  of  all 
their  members  ;  and,  in  doing  which,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  surrendered  nothing  more 
to  the  General  Assembly  than  what  they  had  received  from  that  body,  it  being  a  naked 
charter  of  incorporation,  which  only  enabled  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  property  and  to 
act  as  a  corporate  body,  without  conferring  any  Masonic  power  or  privileges.  This 
charter  was  received  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  a  time  when  it  was  common  for  nearly  all 
societies  and  companies  in  this  State  to  petition  the  General  Assembly  for  corporate 
powers,  but  which  had  become  entirely  useless  in  consequence  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
bein°-  without  property.  By  retaining  the  charter,  which,  being  viewed  as  a  contract 
between  the  power  granting  it  and  the  corporation  created  by  that  power,  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  considered  as  being  amenable  to  the  Legislature,  and  liable  to  vexatious 
inquiries  and  odious  exactions,  which  they  now  feel  themselves  absolved  from. 

The  Grand  Lod"-e  likewise  recommended  to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  under  its 
iurisdiction,  having  charters  of  incorporation  from  the  General  Assembly,  to  surrender 
them ;  several  of  which  have  already  done  so,  after  placing  their  property  m  the  hands 
of  trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  said  Lodges;  but  no  subordinate  Lodge  has,  to  our  knowl- 
edge even  intimated  a  wish  to  surrender  their  Masonic  charter  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  returns  were  received  from  all  but  three  Lodges,  with  a 

llSAsfLoadges  Mother  States  have  not  been  incorporated,  the  civil  and  Masonic  charters 
have  been  confounded,  when  spoken  of  in  reference  to  this  State.  We  wish  it  to  be 
distinctly  understood  by  all  our  Masonic  brethren,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  that  the 
civil  charters  had  no  connexion  with  the  Masonic  charters ;  that  the  Grand  Lodge  retains 
its  Masonic  powers  as  heretofore;  and  that  its  members  have  not  relinquished  their 
rights,  as  citizens,  to  assemble  peaceably  together,  or  to  associate  as  Masons  To 
avoid  the  operation  of  the  law  referred  to,  as  it  respects  the  Grand  Lodge  its  charter  of 
incorporation  has  been  surrendered  to  the  General  Assembly  ;  by  doing  which,  we  have 
disarmed  our  enemies  and  the  Legislature  of  all  right  to  visit  us  or  interfere  with  our 
concerns,  so  long  as  we  remain  quiet  and  peaceable  subjects,  and  conform  to  the  consti 
tutional  laws  of  the  land.  .  o?*,-.., 

Your  committee  consider  it  within  their  province  to  give  a  brief  history  of  the  situa- 
tion of  the  Masonic  Institution  in  this  State  for  a  few  years  past .  The  anti-Mjwns, 
after  having  formed  themselves  into  a  political  party,  petitioned  the  General  Assembly 
for  the  repeal  of  the  Masonic  charters,  at  the  same  time  charging  the  Masons  with  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors.  After  some  delay,  the  Legislature  appointed La  committee 
from  their  own  body  to  inquire  into  those  charges.  Several  Masons  were  summoned 
to  meet  anti-Masons  and  seceders  before  said  committee;  and  after  a  tedious  investi 
nation  of  nearlv  a  fortnight,  we  were  honorably  acquitted. 

An  act  was  then  passed  prohibiting  the  administration  of  extrajudicia  oaths  which 
was  evidently  aimed  at  the  Masonic  institution ;  as,  during  the  investigation  before  the 
SSive ^nSee*  it  had  been  acknowledged  that  obligations  were  administered  m 

"^ffl-MM^^S&ed  with  another  political  party,  and.  unitedly,  gained 
the  ascendancy  S  the Legislature ;  obtained  a  summons  for  the  several  Masonic  corpo- 
ra ion  Tn  thi Estate  to  appear  before  the  General  Assembly,  to  show  cause  why  heir 


^charters  (oTaeVoS  /hvee  of  the 

corporation?  in  this  city  employed  able  counsel,  and  after  a  trial  of  te n  < ^ys  contjnu- 
ance,  we  came  off  triumphant  in  public  estimation.  But  the  General  Assembly,  after 
recalling  six  charters  which  they  had  granted  conditionally  left  sixteen 
which  they  had  granted  in  perpetuity,  as  there  was  no  proof  of ^their *^a^n™J*r 
ted,  and  imposed  restrictions  upon  them  by  passing  the  law  before  refeired  to ,  requ „- 
ing  all  the  incorporated  Masonic  bodies  (during  the  time  they  shall  remain  mcorpoia- 
ted)  to  make  annual  returns  to  the  General  Assembly. 

As  it  regards  the  present  situation  of  the  Masonic  ins  titution State  jonrcom 
mittee  would  observe,  that  notwithstanding  the  enactment  of  the  laws  herein  refened 
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to  and  the  vexations  they  have  otherwise  had  to  encounter,  yet  Masons  do  not 
despond ;  and  we  hope  and  trust  that  they  will  continue  to  stand  firm  and  "  united  by 
an  indissoluble  chain  of  sincere  affection."  \

RESOLUTIONS  OF  THE   GRAND  LODGE  OF  THE   STATE  OF  VERMONT,  PASSED 
OCTOBER  7th,  A.  L.  5834. 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  feel  it  a  duty  they  owe  themselves  as  well  as  the 
whole  Masonic  Fraternity,  to  declare  that,  while  its  individual  members  are  left  to  the 
free  and  unmolested  enjoyment  of  their  sentiments  upon  the  various  subjects  connected 
with  Religion  and  Politics,  and  the  right  to  judge  of  men  and  their  actions,  they  hereby 
most  solemnly  declare,  that  Masonic  bodies  have  not  the  right  to  connect  the  institution 
With  the  sectarian  or  party  views  of  either;  that  any  attempt  thereat  is  a  gross  innova- 
tion upon  those  principles,  which,  among  good  and  correct  Masons,  are  universally 
acknowledged,  and  should  be  universally  practiced  upon. 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  do  at  this  time,  as  they  have  hitherto  done, 
declare  to  the  world,  that  the  object  of  their  association  and  motives  for  continuing 
therein,  are  founded  upon  the  principles  of  Brotherly  Love,  Relief,  and  Truth.  They 
disclaim  the  right  of  Masons  to  inflict  corporal  punishment,  and  acknowledge  no 
other  right  to  enforce  obedience  from  its  members,  but  Reprimand,  Suspension  and 
Expulsion.  a  .     .  . 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  recommend  to  those  brethren  who  incline  still  to 
adhere  to  the  institution  of  Masonry,  to  continue  to  cultivate  a  spirit  of  good  will  to- 
wards those  who  may  differ  from  them  respecting  the  origin  and  continuance  of  Free- 
masonry; and  while  we  are  ready  to  forgive  those  whose  fidelity  has  been  shaken  by 
one  of  those  popular  commotions  incident  to  our  free  institutions,  we  are  also  ready  to 
judge  with  candor  the  motives  by  which  they  have  been  governed. 

In  presenting  the  foregoing  resolutions,  your  committee  will  close  their  report,  in  the 
language  of  one  of  the  late  officers  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  whose  labors  on  earth  are 
finished  : 

"  We  ask  you  to  gaze  with  us  upon  the  ominous  gathering,  which  to  no  eye  can  be 
viewless;  we  ask  you  to  contemplate  its  swelling  aspect,  its  various  phases,  and  its 
multiform  ramifications ;  listen  to  its  busy  notes  of  preparation  and  anticipate  its  ma- 
turity of  strength,  and  then  imagine  its  consummation  to  have  taken  place.  Then  cast 
your  eye  around  and  see  how  many  have  quaked  and  quailed— how  many  have  fled — 
how  many  have  surrendered  at  discretion,  and  how  many  have  renounced  their  faith 
and  armed  to  battle  us  down.  Then  complete  the  picture,  and  when  you  find  the  smoke 
and  din  of  the  conflict  is  past,  and  the  light  streaming  in  upon  us  once  more— not  a 
heart  flinching— not  a  hand  palsied— but  each  and  every  one  still  invincible  in  defense 
of  the  mighty  truth. 

"  If  Freemasonry  falls,  her  monument  will  not  crumble  nor  her  epitaph  fade.  It  is 
erected  upon  the  'everlasting  hills'— it  is  firmly  planted  in  the  deepest  valleys.  The 
widow's  prayer  of  joy— the  orphan's  tear  of  gratitude,  as  they  ascend,  like  the  dew 
before  the  solar  influence,  bear  with  them  its  eulogy  and  its  praise.  So  long  as  there 
remains  a  fragment  of  the  temples  of  antiquity — so  long  as  one  stone  of  the  edifices  it 
has  consecrated  shall  rest  upon  another— so  long  as  Brotherly  Love,  Relief  and  Truth 
obtain  among  men,  so  long  will  its  mausoleum  endure.  The  waves  of  popular  preju- 
dice may  beat  against  it— the  shout  of  popular  clamor  may  be  thrown  back  in  echoes 
from  its  base— the  '  winds  and  weathers  '  of  time  may  press  upon  it,  but  still  it  will 
endure ;  glory  will  encircle  it— honor  will  be  yielded  to  it,  and  veneration  will  be  felt 
for  the  hallowed  recollections  it  quickens  into  action.  And  hereafter,  when  he  casts  his 
eyes  over  the  galaxy  of  social  institutions  among  men,  the  Philanthropist  will  involun-

Brother  Hempstead,  from  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  adopted : 

The  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  connected 
with  the  proposed  Manual  Labor  School,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
from  the  documents  submitted  to  them,  with  the  evidence  furnished  by  their  own  ob- 
servation, they  feel  safe  in  recommending  the  measure  to  the  favorable  consideration 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Propositions  of  a  very  liberal  character  have  been  received  from 
a  few  subordinate  Lodges,  from  two  of  which  your  committee  would  observe  the  sum 
of  eight  thousand  dollars  has  been  offered,  and  from  some  others  the  annual  contribu- 
tion of  t^o  hundred  for  five  years.  The  munificence  of  these  donations  will  at  once 
satisfy  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  practicability  of  this  great  and  important  object.  Your 
committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  report  and  resolutions  of  this  committee  at 
the  last  grand  communication  were  not  received  by  many  of  the  subordinate  Lodges, 
and  that  many  of  those  who  did  receive  them  from  some  cause  have  failed  to  respond 
to  the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  From  these  considerations  your  committee  would 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Besolved,  That  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  be  requested  to  inform  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  next  annual  grand  communication,  the  amount  of  funds  they  will  set 
apart  and  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  Manual  Labor  School,  and  what 
sum  the  Grand  Treasurer  may  draw  upon  them  for,  annually,  for  five  years  ensuing; 
and  what  other  specific  donation  they  have  or  will  make  for  the  object  above  men- 
tioned. 

2.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  to  endeavor  to  increase 
the  fund  set  apart  and  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  by  contributions  voluntarily  made  by 
Masonic  brethren  in  their  vicinity,  not  members  thereof,  and  to  appoint  suitable  com- 
mittees for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  contributions  and  donations  for  that  fund. 

3.  That  the  select  committee  of  six  heretofore  appointed,  be  requested  to  prepare  and 
report  a  suitable  site  for  the  location  of  said  school,  with  an  estimate  of  its  cost.  To 
report  a  plan  for  the  erection  of  the  buildings,  the  organization  and  government  of  said 
school,  and  that  all  contingent  donations  be  referred  to  said  committee. 

4.  That  a  committee  consisting  of  one  or  more  from  each  judicial  circuit  be  appoint- 
ed, to  visit  or  address  by  letter  all  the  Lodges  in  the  districts  in  which  each  may  reside, 
that  the  objects  of  the  above  resolutions  may  be  speedily  accomplished.

Brother  Caldwell,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  follow- 
ing report : 

That  they  have  given  to  that  subject  all  the  attention  which  their  limited  time  af- 
fords ;  hut  are  unable  to  come  to  any  definite  conclusion  in  relation  to  the  proposed 
amendment.  They  are  aware  that  the  present  location  is  entirely  unavailable,  that  the 
present  Hall,  situate  in  the  fourth  story,  is  inconvenient  in  point  of  situation,  as  well  as 
size,  to  accommodate  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  addition  to  this,  the  members  are  com- 
pelled to  pass  through  the  rooms  of  private  individuals  in  passing  to  the  Lodge  room. 
In  addition  to  which,  the  location  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  in  an  obscure  room  that 
can  be  come  at  only  with  difficulty,  is  derogatory  to  the  character  of  the  noble  Institu- 
tion of  Masonry;  and,  in  the  opinion  of  those  unacquainted  with  its  principles,  highly 
calculated  to  bring  it  into  contempt.  In  addition  to  this,  the  almost  entire  neglect  of 
all  the  business  of  Masonry  by  the  brethren  who  reside  in  this  city,  is  well  calculated 
to  throw  the  subject  of  Masonry  in  the  back  ground,  and  prevent  that  emulation 
amongst  the  brethren  of  remote  Lodges,  to  represent  them  in  their  Lodge,  which  would 
be  more  general  if  those  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  more  zeal- 
ous and  devoted  to  the  Order.  In  addition  to  this,  the  city  of  Columbus  does  not  af- 
ford that  accommodation  to  the  members  that  might  be  obtained  at  oth«  points, 
owing  to  the  sitting  of  the  Legislature  at  the  same  time,  and  the  crowd  of  visitors  and 
strangers  consequent  on  the  session  of  that  body. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  while  the  Grand  Lodge  owns  no  Hall  to  confine 
them  to  any  one  place,  it  would  conduce  to  the  advancement  of  the  Order  to  change 
the  place  of  holding  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  such  place  as  said  Grand 
Lodge  may  from  time  to  time  deem  proper,  and  that  the  time  be  changed  from  the  first 
Monday  in  January  to  the  first  Wednesday  preceding  the  24th  of  June  in  each  year, 
and  the  place  of  meeting  be  Lancaster,  in  Fairfield  county. 
Brother  Reed  submitted  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns  its  present  annual  grand  communi- 
cation, it  adjourn  to  meet  in  the  town  of  Lancaster. 

On  which  the  ayes  and  noes  were  called  and  taken  by  Lodges,  and  re- 
sulted as  follows:  yeas  61,  nays  11. 

Brother  Kuhn,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report :  That  they  have  examined  the  re- 
cords of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  find  no  business  remaining  unfinished  excepting  the  res- 
olution offered  by  Brother  Caldwell  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  appropria-

But  inasmuch  as  some  dissatisfaction  is  represented  to  exist  on  the  part  of  a  consider- 
able number  of  the  brethren  of  Bethel  Lodge  No.  61,  in  reference  to  the  establishment 
of  the  said  new  Lodge  at  Neville,  (a  remonstrance*  being  filed  with  the  committee 


*  The  undersigned,  representative  from  Bethel  Lodge  No.  61,  having  learned  that  a  dispensation  has 
been  granted  to  the  applicants  at  Neville,  Ohio,  upon  the  recommendation  of  Bethel  Lodge,  (it  being 
nearest  thereto,)  begs  leave  to  remonstrate  against  the  granting  of  a  charter  to  said  applicants,  or 
even  to  a  continuation  of  their  dispensation,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st.  The  resolution  of  Bethel  Lodge,  recommending  said  a<  plicants  and  their  demands,  is  too  vague 
and  indefinite  to  authorize  the  grant  of  a  charter  according  to  the  By-Laws.    (See  Art.  15.) 

2d.  Said  resolution  was  introduced  without  any  previous  notice  in  said  Bethel  Lodge,  and  received 
an  immediate  action  the  evening  of  its  presentation. 

3d.  Said  resolution  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  4  to  3,  there  being  but  seven  members  present,  and  our 
said  Lodge  (to  wit:  Bethel'  Lodge)  has,  and  had  then,  fifteen  or  twenty  members. 

4th.  A  part  of  the  petitioners  reside  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  did  so  reside  at  the  time  of  peti- 
tioning. 

5th.  That  said  api  lication  does  not  state  that  any  of  the  applicants  are  Past  Masters,  which  is 
required  by  the  7th  Article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

6th.  That  they  have  failed  to  comply  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  not  forwarding  a  copy 
of  their  proceedings  since  the  granting  of  the  dispensation.    (See  Article  16.) 

7th.  The  town  of  Neville  is  situated  in  Clermont  county,  Ohio,  the  same  county  in  which  Bethel 
Lodge  and  two  other  Lodges  are  already  working,  and  it  is  generally  conceded  by  the  Masons  of  that 
county  that  there  are  Lodges  enough  already  in  said  county  for  the  good  of  Masonry,  and  that  if  there 
should  be  need  for  another,  there  is  certainly  no  place  in  the  county  so  poorly  calculated  for  the  pros- 
perity of  the  same  as  that  of  Neville;  the  town  is  old  and  run  down,  possessing  neither  population  nor 
wealth  in  any  remarkable  degree,  and  it  is  situated  but  twelve  miles  from  Bethel;  and  there  are  other 
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against  the  establishment  of  said  new  Lodge,  by  the  representative  of  said  Bethel 
Lodge,)  and  inasmuch  as  said  new  Lodge  has  failed  to  report  its  By-Laws  and  a  minute 
of  its  proceedings  under  the  dispensation  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  as  is  required  by 
the  16th  section  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  propose  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Massillon,  in  Stark  county,  be 
continued  until  the  next  regular  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  That  the  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Neville,  in  Clermont  county,  be  sus- 
pended until  the  next  grand  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Whereas,  In  the  year  of  1834,  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio  eleven  members  initiated  and  forty-one  regular  members,  for  whom  said  Lodge 
paid  as  grand  dues  thirty-one  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for  which  they  hold  the  receipt  of 
the  Grand  Secretary ;  and, 

Whereas,  Said  sum  Avas  paid  under  the  impression  that  the  grand  dues  were  one 
dollar  for  each  initiation,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  member :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  refund  to  the 
representative  of  said  Lancaster  Lodge  fifteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  the  amount 
over  paid  by  said  Lodge,  as  grand  dues  for  1834.

Resolved,  That  each  and  every  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  be  hereafter  required  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  annual  Grand  dues,  and 
that  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  represented;  and  that  said  representative  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  two  dollars  for  every  twenty-five  miles  going  to  and 
returning  from  said  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  every  day's  attendance 
during  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge :  Provided,  That  not  more  than  one  delegate 
shall  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  each  day. 

On  motion, 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  present  grand  communication.

The  standing  committee  on  the  Masonic  Manual  Labor  School,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  standing  committee,  charged  with  the  consideration  of  the  subject  of  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Masonic  Manual  Labor  School,  have  had  that  subject  under  consideration, 
and  now  respectfully  report :  That  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
several  resolutions  were  passed  relative  to  the  establishment  of  said  school.  Your 
committee  regret  that  comparatively  very  few  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  have  so 
responded  to  the  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  to  enable  the  Grand  Lodge  safely 
to  take  any  definitive  measures  for  the  establishment  of  such  school.  The  select  com- 
mittee heretofore  appointed  for  that  purpose,  have  not  been  able  to  report  a  suitable 
site  for  said  school,  nor  other  indicatory  incipient  steps  for  the  establishment  of  the 
same;  neither  has  the  committee,  consisting  of  one  or  more  from  each  judicial  circuit, 
which  was  appointed  to  address  the  Lodges  in  their  respective  districts  in  relation  to 
this  matter,  made  any  report  in  the  premises  ;  or,  so  far  as  your  committee  are  advised, 
taken  any  other  steps  in  relation  to  the  duty  assigned  them  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Some  few  Lodges  have  reported  specifically,  that  they  will  severally  obligate  themselves 
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to  contribute  for  the  contemplated  work;  but  while  the  promptness  and  liberality  dis- 
played by  these  Lodges  deserve  the  favorable  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your 
committee  are  constrained  to  say  that  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  have  manifested  an 
apathy  on  the  subject  such  as  should  admonish  us  to  be  cautious  in  taking  any  step 
which,  by  a  failure,  might  compromit  the  character  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  com- 
mittee, in  this  view  of  the  state  of  the  facts,  are  constrained,  with  reluctance,  to  offer 
the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  Manual  Labor 
School,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  indefinitely 
postponed. 

2.  That  all  committees  heretofore  appointed  on  the  subject  of  said  school,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  said  subject. 

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolutions  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Caldwell,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  that  have  accrued  up  to  this  time,  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  be  remitted,  and  that  no  compensation  be  allowed  to  the  representa- 
tive of  said  Lodge  at  the  present  communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Myers, 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered  to  Brother  John  C.  Brode- 
rick,  for  the  faithful,  prompt,  and  assiduous  manner  in  which  he  has,  for  a  series  of 
years,  discharged  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock.

The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yesterday. 
Brother  Reed,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  respectfully  report,  that  they  have 
examined  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Clinton  Lodge  No.  — ,  held  in  the  town  of 
Massillon,  (working  under  dispensation,)  and  find  their  proceedings  regular,  and  such 
as  will  entitle  them  to  a  charter.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Clinton  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  the  town  of  Mas- 
sillon. 

2.  That  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  forward  to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  printed  copy  of 
their  By-Laws  so  soon  as  convenient. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  recommend  to  said  Lodge  not  to  receive  candidates  or  act 
upon  petitions  at  any  other  time  than  their  regular  monthly  meetings.

That  nothing  has  been  presented  for  the  consideration  of  your  committee  requiring 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  to  inquire  and 
report  what  action  is  proper  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to 
delinquent  subordinate  Lodges,  made  report : 

That  they  have  bestowed  on  this  most  delicate  and  interesting  subject  all  the  atten- 
tion which  their  limited  time  and  other  duties  would  permit ;  and  are  of  opinion  that 
the  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  honor  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  interests  of 
Masonry  generally,  demand  that  some  decisive  measure  should  be  adopted  on  the  part 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  assert  her  legitimate  authority  and  maintain  her  jurisdiction. 
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There  are  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  many  subordinate  Lodges  that 
have  made  no  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  several  years  past,  and  have  otherwise 
treated  with  neglect,  not  to  say  with  contumely,  the  edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
,;  These  things  ought  not  so  to  be;"  and  while  permitted  on  the  part  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  your  committee  deem  it  morally  impossible  for  our  institution  to  command  that 
respect  in  the  estimation  of  the  world,  or  even  of  its  own  members,  which  its  great 
antiquity— the  purity  of  its  principles— and  the  long  catalogue  of  its  illustrious  patrons 
should  ever  challenge.  A  variety  of  modes  have  suggested  themselves  to  your  com- 
mittee as  practicable  for  remedying  the  evil  complained  of.  All  of  these  modes,  how- 
ever, are  subject  to  objections  more  or  less  serious ;  and  your  committee  have  endeav- 
ored to  ascertain  and  report  such  course  as  promises  the  greatest  amount  of  benefit 
and  presents  obstacles  most  easily  surmounted. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  no  radical  cure  can  be  effected  by  any  means 
short  of  sending  an  officer,  clothed  with  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  visit  the 
several  delinquent  Lodges— ascertain  their  present  condition— make  inquest  of  their 
proceedings  since  their  latest  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge— and,  if  the  same  should  be 
deemed  necessary,  to  receive  their  charter,  jewels  and  effects,  and  make  report  of  his 
proceedings  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  grand  communication.  This  is  a  service, 
your  committee  are  aware,  the  due  execution  of  which  requires  the  exercise  of  both 
prudence  and  discretion,  as  well  as  firmness  and  decision  of  character.  But  without 
the  faithful  performance  of  this  duty,  we  deem  it  vain  to  assert  the  authority  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  idle  to  talk  of  its  jurisdiction.  Tour  committee  therefore  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  there  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  the  present  grand  communication,  a 
Grand  Visitant,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  visit 
each  Lodge  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  which  shall  not  have  reported  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  within  the  last  two  years— make  inquiry  as  to  their  present  condition  and  pros- 
pects, as  well  as  to  their  proceedings  subsequently  to  their  last  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge;  and  if,  in  his  judgment,  the  interests  of  Masonry  require  it,  to  receive  their 
charter,  jewels  and  other  effects,  and  make  report  of  his  proceedings,  in  writing,  to  the 
next  grand  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report: 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  were  referred  the  ( ifferent 
papers  and  matters  hereinafter  enumerated,  have  had  the  same  severally  under  their 
consideration,  and  respectfully  report: 

1st.  The  revised  By-Laws  of  Bolivar  Lodge  No.  82,  at  Eaton,  they  find  to  be  in  accord- 
ance wirh  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  with  the  ancient  land  marks  of  the 
Craft.   They,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Unsolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  approve  the  By-Laws  of  Bolivar  Lodge  No.  82,  as 
amended. 

2d.  The  dispensation  and  accompanying  papers  of  Batavia  Lodge  No.  — ,  together 
with  a  transcript  of  the  records  and  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge ;  all  of  which  they  fi  ;d  to  be 
in  proper  form.   They,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  a  charter  issue  to  Batavia  Lodge  No.  — . 

3d.  A  paper,  purporting  to  be  a  proxy,  executed  by  Brother  Samuel  Glenny,  of  Leba- 
non Lodge  No.  26,  whereby  he  constitutes  Brother  Allen  Wright  his  proxy,  tc  repre- 
sent him  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  present  grand  communication.  In  referenc*  to  this 
paper  the  facts  are  as  follows :— Said  Lodge  has  paid  no  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodf  e  since 
the  year  1830,  although  your  committee  are  informed  that  it  made  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  two  subsequent  years,  unaccompanied,  however,  with  the  payment  of 
dues.  Your  committee  have  no  evidence  of  said  Lodge  having  transacted  any  fc  asiness 
during  the  last  six  years;  but,  on  the  contrary,  are  assured  by  Brother  Wright,  .hat  its 
operations  have  been  entirely  suspended  during  that  period  of  time.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  your  committee  are  clear  in  the  opinion,  that  Brother  Glenny's  right  to  a  seat  in 
the  Grand  Lodge,  in  virtue  of  his  office  of  Master  of  Lebanon  Lodge,  ceased  to  exist 
some  years  since,  and  consequently,  that  he  cannot  now  delegate  such  right  to  another. 
But  as  a  number  of  brethren  of  Lebanon  have  manifested  a  laudable  desire  to  resume 
their  Masonic  labors,  and  as  policy  and  duty  conspire  to  suggest  a  course  of  lenity  on 
the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  towards  its  delinquent  subordinates,  under  the  circi -.instan- 
ces of  trying  embarrassment  in  which  they  have  been  placed  during  the  last  five  years, 
your  committee  are  induced  to  propose,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  Lebanon  Lodge  No.  26,  be  authorized  to  resume  labor  under  its  char- 
ter; that  Brother  Wright  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  present  Grand  Lodge,  as  its  rep- 
resentative; and  that  its  dues  be  remitted  up  to  the  present  date,  except  so  much  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  its  representation  at  this  grand  communi- 
cation. 

4th.  The  charter  of  Newark  Lodge  N"o.  97,  together  with  the  application  of  a  l  umber 
of  brethren  residing  at  that  place,  and  accompanying  papers,  by  which  we  find  that 
this  Lod<?e  has  suspended  its  labors  since  January,  1830,  and  that  but  three  of  its  mem- 
bers reside  at  that  place.  They,  together  with  other  brethren  who  have  since  removed 
to  that  place,  now  petition  the  Grand  Lodge  for  authority  to  resume  their  labor*  under 
the  old  charter,  and  for  the  remission  of  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge  up  to  this  dau.  The 
comuiittee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  Newark  Lodge  No.  97,  be  authorized  to  resume  labor  under  its  charter, 
and  that  Brother  Brunner  be  admitted  to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  the  representa- 
tive of  said  Newark  Lodge  No  97  ;  and  that  the  dues  of  said  Lodge  to  the  present  date 
be  remitted,  except  so  far  as  the  amount  necessary  to  defray  the  expense  of  its  repre- 
sentation at  this  grand  communication. 
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5th.  A  communication  from  Brother  John  N.  Sloane,  of  Sandusky  City,  disclosing'the 
fact  that  Science  Lodge  No.  50,  at  that  place,  has  suspended  its  labors  for  several  years 
past;  during  which  time  its  charter  and  other  papers  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  by 
reason  of  the  death  of  the  brother  having  them  in  charge;  and  that  so  many  of  the 
former  members  of  the  Lodge  as  remain  there,  and  other  Masons  who  have  since 
removed  to  the  place,  are  desirous  of  resuming  the  operations  of  the  Lodge.  In  order 
to  enable  them  to  do  which,  they  pray  that  a  new  charter  may  issue.  In  reference  to 
this  matter,  the  committee  propose  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  new  charter  issue  to  the  brethren  of  Science  Lodge  No.  50,  upon 
their  paying  the  expenses  thereof. 

6th.  A  communication  from  Brother  Absalom  Death,  of  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  55, 
of  Franklin,  Warren  county,  setting  forth  that  said  Lodge  has  performed  no  Masonic 
work,  nor  made  any  return  to  the  Grand  Lodge  since  January,  1829;  but  that  a  goodly 
number  of  brethren  now  residing  there  are  anxious  to  place  themselves  under  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  resume  work.  The  committee  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  55,  be  authorized  to  resume  labor  under  its 
charter. 

7th.  The  charter  and  Jewels  of  Minerva  Lodge  No.  98,  Miamisburg,  Montgomery 
county,  which  have  been  sent  up  to  be  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  commit- 
tee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  resume  the  charter  heretofore  granted  to  Minerva 
Lodge  No.  98,  and  that  said  charter,  together  with  the  jewels  of  said  Lodge,  be  depos- 
ited in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

8th.  The  application  of  sundry  brethren  in  the  town  of  Venice,  Butler  county,  pray- 
ing for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  having  already  re- 
ported to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  papers  in  relation  to  this  application  were  not  suf- 
ficiently explicit  under  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  conceive  that 
no  action  in  the  premises  can  properly  be  taken  at  this  time  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
therefore  they  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  papers  accompanying  the  application  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Venice, 
be  laid  upon  the  table. 

9th.  The  report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  relation  to  dispensations  granted  by 
him  for  two  new  Lodges,  one  at  Dresden,  Muskingum  county,  to  be  called  Friendship 
Lodge  No.  ,  and  the  other  at  Batavia,  Clermont  county,  to  be  called  Batavia  Lodge 
No.  ;  and  having  disposed  of  the  several  matters  contained  in  said  report,  recom- 
mend that  the  report  be  restored  to  the  files  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

10th.  The  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  records  of.  Friendship  Lodge  No.  ,  at  Dres- 
den, Muskingum  county,  your  committee  find  to  be  regular  and  in  proper  form.  They 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  issue  tc  Friendship  Lodge  No,  ,  at  Dresden,  Muskingum 
county. 

10th.  The  application  of  Brother  John  D.  White  and  his  associates,  for  a  dispensa- 
tion for  a  new  Lodge  at  Georgetown,  in  Brown  county.  Your  committee  find  the  peti- 
tioners properly  recommended,  and  the  fee  advanced.  They  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolued,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  Georgetown  Lodge  No.  ,  in  Brown 
county. 

Your  committee  cannot  close  this  branch  of  the  duties  assigned  them,  without  ad- 
verting to  one  or  two  topics  not  specifically  referred  to  them,  but  which  seem  naturally 
and  forcibly  to  suggest  themselves  to  the  mind  on  a  consideration  of  the  subjects  so 
referred.  The  first  of  these  topics  is  the  manifest  growing  attention  to  the  subject  and 
interests  of  our  truly  ancient  and  honorable  Order,  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State. 
This  your  committee  conceive  to  be  a  subject  of  just  gratulation.  But  in  order  to  se- 
cure the  full  benefits  properly  anticipated  from  this  state  of  facts,  it  may  not  be  im- 
proper for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  admonish  its  several  subordinates  of  the  imperious 
necessity  of  maintaining  a  high  standard  of  moral,  social,  Masonic  excellence.  This  can 
only  be  accomplished  by  setting  a  constant  and  vigilant  guard  at  the  door  of  the  sev- 
eral Lodges,  against  the  admission  of  unworthy  or  doubtful  characters. 

The  other  topic  on  which  the  committee  feel  called  upon  to  advert,  is  the  necessity  of 
a  more  general  attendance  on  the  regular  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  the 
officers  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  or  their  regularly  constituted  proxies.  The  delin- 
quency in  this  respect  is  an  evil  of  no  small  magnitude,  and  one  which  should  not  es- 
cape the  marked  animadversion  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  not  only  the  privilege  but 
the  duty  of  every  Lodge  to  be  so  represented.  The  healthful  operations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  require  it;  and  the  interests  of  Masonry  in  the  State  imperiously  demand  it. 
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These  considerations  ought  not,  cannot  property  be  overlooked.  The  committee  there- 
fore recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  each  and  every  Lodge  which  shall,  at  the  next  regular  communica- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  found  to  have  been  unrepresented  for  the  three  years  last 
preceding,  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges;  their  charters  be  deemed  absolute- 
ly forfeited,  and  they  be  subject  to  such  further  measures  as  the  Grand  Lodge  then  may 
deem  proper  to  adopt. 

2.  That  it  be  earnestly  recommended  to  each  and  every  subordinate  Lodge,  and  espe- 
cially to  those  which  have  recently  been  authorized  to  resume  work,  to  be  duly  repre- 
sented by  their  officers  or  their  proxies,  at  the  next  grand  communication. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Brother  Clarke,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report  in  relation  to  the  proceedings  of  Brother  Sam- 
uel Reed,  Grand  Visitant,  to  wit: 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communi- 
cation and  accompanying  papers  of  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  Grand  Visitant,  from  the 
communication  referred  to  find  the  following  to  contain  a  minute  detail  of  the  result 
of  his  labors  : 

To  the  M  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Agreeably  to  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  passed  at  the  last  regular 
communication,  the  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

I  received  the  document  from  the  Grand  Secretary  at  so  late  a  date,  that  it  was  not 
in  my  power  to  attend  to  the  duties  assigned  me  to  the  extent  which  I  desired. 

Shortly  after  receiving  the  necessary  documents  I  proceeded  to  Franklin,  in  Warren 
county,  where  I  found  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  55  entirely  prostrate,  there  being  no 
record  of  any  proceedings  since  1831,  and  but  two  members  to  be  found  ;  when,  after 
consulting  with  other  Masons,  not  members,  who  appeared  anxious  that  the  Lodge 
might  be  reinstated,  and  permitted  to  resume  her  labors,  having  authority  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  I  proceeded  to  open  a  M.  Mason's  Lodge,  and  reorganized  the  said  Lodge, 
when  three  or  four  petitions  for  membership  were  received,  and  at  a  subsequent  meet- 
ing of  said  Lodge  the  several  applicants  were  received;  whereupon  an  election  was 
held  for  officers,  to  serve  until  the  time  specified  in  the  By-Laws.  From  Franklin  I 
proceeded  to  Miamisburg,  where  I  found  Minerva  Lodge  No.  98,  and  ascertained  that 
there  was  but  one  member  to  be  found,  (to  wit,  Brother  Blossom.)  It  was  deemed  in 
expedient  to  revive  the  said  Lodge  under  the  existing  circumstances ;  whereupon  I  took 
possession  of  the  charter  and  jewels,  which  are  herewith  transmitted.  From  Miamis- 
burg I  proceeded  to  Fairfield,  where  I  found  Golden  Rule  Lodge  No.  31  in  a  similar  for- 
lorn condition.  A  meeting  was  called;  a  M.  M.  Lodge  was  opened,  the  Lodge  organ- 
ized, and  officers  duly  elected,  when  I  left  them  under  the  cheering  prospect  of  contin- 
uing their  Masonic  labors  with  zeal.  I  then  visited  Morning  Star  Lodge  No.  80,  in 
Springfield,  where  I  received  the  several  documents  herewith  presented.  I  next  visited 
Urbana,  where  I  met  with  many  brethren  who  were  desirous  to  resume  their  Masonic 
labors.  They  immediately  organized,  when  I  left  them  under  the  most  flattering  pros- 
pects. At  Xenia  I  received  from  Brother  William  Ellsberry  the  certificate  marked  B. 
At  Lebanon  I  received  the  certificate  marked  C,  of  our  worthy  Brother  Allen  Wright; 
from  which  place  I  returned  home,  after  an  absence  of  seventeen  days,  having  expend- 
ed $27.  In  conclusion,  I  have  found  it  one  of  the  most  pleasing  duties  I  was  ever  called 
on  to  perform. 

I  most  sincerely  regret  that  my  domestic  concerns  will  prevent  me  from  attending 
the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  this  session. 

Be  pleased,  brethren,  to  accept  the  fraternal  regard  of  your  sincere  friend  and 
brother,  Samuel  Reed,  Grand  Visitant. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  report  of  Brother  Reed,  Grand  Visitant,  so  far  as  his  labors 
have  been  extended,  is  entirely  satisfactory,  and  meets  the  cordial  approbation  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;  and  that  we  deeply  regret  that  circumstances  occurred  by  which  he  was 
prevented  from  extending  his  labors  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $27  be  allowed  him  for  expenses  incurred,  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  assigned  him  as  Grand  Visitant,  and  that  the  further  sum  of  $3  per  day  be  al- 
lowed him  for  the  seventeen  days  spent  by  him  in  attending  to  the  same

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  informed  the  Grand  Lodge  that  he  found  it 
unnecessary  to  make  a  loan  of  money  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as 
he  was  authorized  to  do  by  a  resolution  passed  at  the  last  annual  commu- 
nication, as  recommended  by  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  2 
o'clock  this  afternoon.

At  a  meeting  of  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  held  at  their  Hall  on  Wednesday  evening, 
June  6th,  A.  D.  1838,  A.  L.  5838,  M.  W.  Brother  William  J.  Reese  offered  the  following 
resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  agreed  to,  to  wit : 

1.  Resolved,  That  in  case  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio  will  permanently  lo- 
cate and  build  a  suitable  Hall  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  then  and  in  that  case  this 
Lodge  will  aid  and  assist  in  the  erection  of  said  building,  and  subscribe  thereto  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars. 

2.  That  the  delegates  of  this  Lodge  communicate  the  above  resolution  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  at  the  next  meeting  thereof. 

I,  John  B.  Reed,  Secretary  of  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  do  hereby  certify  the  above  to 
be  a  true  copy  of  the  resolutions  as  adopted  and  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  Lancaster 
Lodge.  John  B.  Reed,  Secretary. 

Brother  Kreider,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  expe- 
diency of  taking  measures  for  the  permanent  location  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  present  communication,  made  the  following  report : 

The  undersigned,  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  inquiring  into  the  expediency 
of  making  a  permanent  location  of  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio, 
having  fully  considered  the  same,  report,  that  the  interests  of  the  Fraternity  in  the 
State  unquestionably  demand  that  a  permanent  location  of  the  place  of  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  made  at  this  time.  Various  considerations  have  induced 
your  committee  to  recommend  this  measure;  among  which  we  may  mention  that 
there  is  at  this  time  an  unusually  lively  interest  felt  by  the  Fraternity  in  the  advance- 
ment of  Freemasonry,  and  a  desire  to  take  such  steps  as  shall  permanently  secure  the 
benefits  flowing  therefrom. 

Your  committee  are  induced  to  believe  that  a  permanent  location  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  edifice  would  give  character  and  respectability  to  the 
great  Masonic  family  in  general,  and  to  us  in  this  State  in  particular.  The  western 
country  is  not  only  becoming  distinguished  for  its  rapid  improvement  in  agriculture, 
commerce  and  manufactures,  but  also  for  the  advance  of  science,  of  which  Free- 
masonry is  the  progenitor.  The  march  of  empire  is  westward :  then  why  not  secure  to 
Masonry  here  that  distinguished  position  which  it  is  the  desire  of  all  good  Masons  it 
should  occupy  ? 

Your  committee  having  fully  considered  this  important  question,  do  venture  to  sug- 
gest, not  only  the  propriety  of  permanently  locating  the  place  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  but  also  to  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Besolved,  That  it  is  expedient  for  the  Grand  Lodged  to  locate  permanently  its  place 
of  meeting. 

2.  That  a  suitable  Masonic  edifice,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  ought  to  be  erected 
to  comport  with  the  character  and  dignity  of  the  institution. 

3.  :;That  the  town  of  be  selected  as  the  place  for  the  permanent  communica- 
tions of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  for  the  erection  of  the  edifice  aforesaid. 

4.  That  a  committee  of  be  appointed  by  ballot,  with  full  power  and  authority 

to  take  such  suitable  steps  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  procuring  of  a  proper  site  and 
the  erection  of  said  edifice. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  your  committee.

Brother  Thrall  moved  that  the  blanks  in  the  resolutions  be  filled  by  bal- 
lot ;  when,  on  motion  of  Brother  King,  the  further  consideration  of  the 
subject  was  laid  on  the  table  until  four  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Clarke,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  Brother  C.R.  Smith  be  appointed  a  committee  to  inquire  into  the  con- 
dition  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  and  make  report  of  the  situation  of  the  same  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  grand  communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Morgan, 

Besolved,  That  the  dues  of  Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  prior  to  the  last  year,  be  remitted 
provided  the  expenses  of  the  representation  to  this  Grand  Lodge  be  paid  by  said  Har- 
mony Lodge. 

Brother  Myers,  from  the  committee  on  Credentials,  made  the  following 
additional  report : 

That  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6,  was  duly  represented  by  Brother  James  D.  Caldwell,  and 
that  the  returns  of  West  Union  Lodge,  together  with  the  dues,  have  been  transmitted 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  no  representative  has  attended  from  said  Lodge. 
Which  report  was  accepted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  its  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year ;  when  the  following  brethren  were  declared  duly  elected  to 
the  offices  annexed  to  their  names,  to  wit  :

The  consideration  of  the  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  permanent  loca- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  resumed,  when,  on  motion  of  Brother  King, 
the  same  were  again  laid  on  the  table. 

The  committee  on  Accounts  made  the  following  additional  report : 
That  they  had  examined  the  account  of  Brother  Grand  Secretary,  for  books,  station- 
ery, etc.,  of  $14.75;  of  Myers  &  Fall,  for  sundries  furnished  the  Grand  Lodge,  $3.75;  of 
Brother  George  Sanderson,  for  printing,  $59.13 ;  and  find  the  same  to  be  correct. 
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Whereupon  the  report  was  received  and  the  several  accounts  allowed 
accordingly.

Your  committee  respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  causing  a  transfer  of  the  stock 
held  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  books  of  the  aforesaid  Banks  in  the  name  of  Brother 
George  Myers,  the  present  Grand  Treasurer,  as  Trustee  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  control  and  application  of  the  fund  to  such  pur- 
poses as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct;  and  to  this  end  offer  for  adoption  the  following 
resolutions : 

1  Besolved  That  the  stock  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  in  the  Franklin  Bank 
of  Columbus'  Clinton  Bank  of  Columbus,  and  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  authorized  to  be  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  aforesaid  Banks  to  Brother 
George  Myer*  present  Grand  Treasurer,  as  Trustee  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
until  the  further  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  premises 

2  That  the  cashier  or  other  officers  of  said  Banks  be  authorized  to  pay  all  dividends 
or  other  moneys  due  on  the  stock  aforesaid,  to  Brother  George  Myers. 

3  That  the  Grand  Secretary  certify,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  forego- 
in*' resolutions,  and  deliver  the  same  to  Brother  George  Myers,  which  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  as  sufficient  authority  to  demand  the  moneys  contemplated  to  be  paid 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  foregoing  resolutions

The  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  made  the  following  report : 
The  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  respectfully  report :  That  since  the  last 
grand  communication,  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  following  Grand  Lodges 
have  been  received,  to  wit :  Of  Ireland,  of  the  States  of  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Connec- 
ticut New  York,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Mississippi,  Missouri,  Kentucky,  and  of  the  Territory  of  Florida.   Your  committee 
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recommend  that  these  minutes  be  carefully  filed  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  reciprocate  the  civilities  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  aforesaid,  by  forwarding  to  each  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  of  a  body  styling  themselves 
the  St.  Johns'  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York.  From  this  last  document,  as  well 
as  from  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  it  appears  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  assert  and  exercise  a  concurrent  and 
independent  Masonic  jurisdiction  over  the  same  territory  by  separate  and  distinct 
bodies.  This  course,  if  persisted  in,  on  the  one  hand,  or  tolerated  on  the  other,  must 
lead  to  results  as  monstrous  in  practice  as  it  is  clearly  antagonist  to  every  principle  of 
Masonry.  Harmony,  so  essential  to  the  well  being  of  the  Craft,  cannot  subsist  between 
two  bodies  thus  constituted,  nor  between  their  members.  Into  the  causes  which  have 
led  to  this  deplorable  state  of  things,  we  conceive  it  to  be  unnecessary  for  us  to  inquire, 
inasmuch  as  it  would  be  incompetent  to  this  Grand  Lodge  to  exercise  any  power  to 
correct  the  error,  wherever  it  might  be  found.  Suffice  it  for  us  to  deprecate  the 
existence  of  such  a  state  of  things ;  our  duty  in  the  premises  is  to  search  for  the  ancient 
land-marks,  and  when  found,  to  direct  to  "the  old  paths." 

From  the  best  lights  your  committee  have  been  able  to  bring  to  the  consideration  of 
the  subject,  they  are  clear  in  the  opinion  that  decisions  duly  made  by  the  M.  W.  Graud 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  are,  within  that  State,  the  Supreme  Masonic  Law, 
from  which  no  appeal  can  be  entertained,  unless  there  shall  be  constituted  a  General 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  ;  a  measure  which  your  committee  suggest  for  con- 
sideration, rather  than  recommend.  While  affairs  maintain  their  present  posture,  how- 
ever, we  conceive,  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  neither  in  justice  to  its  own  character,  in 
justice  to  its  senior,  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  nor  injustice  to 
the  sacred  and  immutable  principles  of  Masonry,  can  recognize  the  legitimate  existence 
within  the  borders  of  the  State  of  New  York,  of  any  Masonic  jurisdiction,  aside  from 
and  independent  of  that  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York.  Your 
committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  attempted  establishment  of  "St.  Johns'  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  State  of  New  York,"  as  schismatic  and  illegal,  and  its  tendency  subversive  of  the 
vital  pi-inciples  of  Freemasonry ;  and  that  therefore  the  measure  meets  our  unqualified 
reprehension. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  the  sum  of  ninety  dollars  for  his  ser- 
vices the  past  year. 
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Brother  A.  C.  Davis  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  subject  of  fixing  permanently  the 
place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  &c,  be  postponed  until  the  next  regular 
communication;  and  that  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  receive  donations  in 
money  or  property,  from  individuals  or  corporations,  to  aid  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  in 
erecting  a  suitable  building,  at  such  place  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its 
next  meeting,  and  that  said  committee  make  report  of  all  such  donations  at  the  next 
communication. 

Whereupon,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  yeas  and  nays  be  taken 
on  the  adoption  of  the  said  resolution  by  Lodges,  which  motion  was  sus- 
tained and  the  vote  taken  by  a  call  of  Lodges,  when  the  resolution  was  lost, 
22  in  the  affirmative  and  48  in  the  negative.

Whereupon  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  its  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year,  who,  after  being  installed,  severally  took  their  appro- 
priate stations. 

Brother  Myers,  from  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

That  nothing  relating  to  the  duties  assigned  your  committee  requires  the  attention  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  present  communication. 

Which  report  was  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kreider,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted 
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Revolved,  That  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the  committee  to  superintend  the 
erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  by  death,  non-acceptance  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master.

Brother  Kreider,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  reported  that  the  sum 
of  three  dollars  was  due  to  Henry  Orman  for  making  columns  for  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  June  1837  ;  which  was  orderd  to  be  certified  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer  for  payment.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  make  the  following  report,  to 
wit: 

Lancaster,  October  15th,  1839. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

The  undersigned,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws,  respectfully 
reports: 

That  since  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  letters  of  dispensa- 
tion have  been  issued  constituting  three  new  Lodges,  to  wit  :  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  in 
Felicity,  Clermont  county,  dated  August  8th,  1838;  Tarlton  Lodge,  in  Tarlton,  Pickaway 
county,  dated  September  21,  1838 5  and  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Ripley,  Brown  county, 
dated  August  10th,  1839. 

On  the  15th  December,  1838, 1  received  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  Char- 
ity Lodge  No.  53,  located  in  Delaware  county,  representing,  that  owing  to  peculiar  and 
trying  embarrassments,  said  Lodge  had  for  a  long  time  previously  suspended  its 
Masonic  labors,  and  requesting  authority  to  meet,  and  again  resume  its  regular  busi- 
ness. Believing,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  interests  of  the  Order  would  be  sub- 
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served  by  such  a  procedure,  permission  was  given  to  the  "brethren  again  to  assemble 
together  as  a  legal  Lodge,  elect  officers,  enact  By-Laws,  etc. ;  requiring  it  to  be  repre- 
sented at  the  present  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  to  have  here  a  record  of  its 
proceedings,  and  a  copy  of  its  By-Laws,  for  examination  and  approval. 

During  the  month  of  May  of  the  present  year,  I  received  official  notice  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  Canton  Lodge  No.  60,  advising  that  the  brethren  had  assembled  on  the  23d  of 
the  previous  month,  and  elected  their  officers,  and  that  the  suspended  labors  of  the 
Lodge  would  again  be  resumed  under  favorable  auspices. 

Since  the  last  grand  communication  I  have  received  applications  to  authorize  Lodges 
to  hold  their  meetings  in  places  other  than  those  named  in  their  charters.  No  such 
power  at  present  exists,  except  in  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  of  course  permission  could 
not  be  granted. 

During  the  last  summer  I  received  a  petition  for  the  establishing  of  a  new  Lodge  in 
M'Kean  township,  Licking  county.  A  dispensation  was  not  issued,  as  some  of  the  re- 
quites of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  not  been  complied  with  on  the  part  of  the  applicants. 

I  have  also  received  communications  from  Lafayette  Lodge,  at  Zanesville,  and  from 
the  Lodge  at  Dresden,  on  the  subject  of  connecting  a  Manual  Labor  School  with  the 
new  Masonic  Hall,  which  are  filed  with  the  papers  accompanying  this  report. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  present  condition 
of  its  Treasury,  and  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  devising  some  means  by  which  its  re- 
sources may  be  permanently  increased.

Whereas,  A  charter  was  granted  to  Aurora  Lodge  No.  48,  at  Portsmouth,  at  the 
regular  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  in  the  year  1820,  which  was  issued 
on  paper:  And  whereas  said  paper  charter  became  so  mutilated  as  to  render  a  renewal 
thereof  necessary,  which  renewal  was  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  grand 
communication  in  the  year  1836:  And  whereas  the  new  charter  so  issued  is  defective  in 
some  essential  particulars,  and  inaccurate  in  others,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  new  charter  be  issued  to  said  Lodge,  retaining  its  present  number, 
supplying  said  defects,  and  correcting  said  errors. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  the  following  report : 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  respectfully  makes  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge :  That  dur- 
ing recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz,  on  the  16th  day  of  September  last,  on  personal  ap- 
plication of  Brother  John  Sala,  in  behalf  of  himself  and  other  brethren  of  Canton 
Lodge  No.  60,  he  addressed  to  the  brethren  of  said  Lodge  a  letter,  authorizing  them  to 
resume  their  Masonic  labors,  which,  from  untoward  circumstances,  had  been  suspended 
for  about  eight  years.  The  authority  so  granted  could  of  course  extend  no  further 
than  to  the  present  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  required  said  Canton 
Lodge  to  be  duly  represented  here  at  this  time,  which  requisition  I  am  gratified  to  find 
is  punctuallv  complied  with.

Which  report  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Laughlin,  the  subject  of  the  dues  of  Steubenville 
Lodge  No.  45,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Sine, 

Resolved,  That  Canton  Lodge  No.  60,  be  exonerated  from  paying  any  dues  prior  to 
June,  1838. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  revise  and  amend  the  Masonic 
Funeral  Service,  with  a  view  of  its  being  appended  to  the  published  proceedings  of  the 
present  grand  communication. 
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Whereupon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 
Thrall,  Barney  and  Caldwell,  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  added  to 
the  committee. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  Neville  Lodge  No.  102,  praying  that 
said  Lodge  might  be  removed  to  the  town  of  Felicity,  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Barney, 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  pro- 
priety of  causing  a  revised  Chart,  or  Masonic  Monitor,  to  be  prepared  and  printed  for 
the  use  of  the  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  instructions 
to  report  thereon  at  the  present  grand  communication. 

Whereupon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  Brothers 

Barney,  Thrall,  Copelen,  Kreider  and  Caldwell,  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kreider, 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Tarlton  Lodge  be  remitted,  and  that  this  resolution  be  sent 
to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Myers,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow morning. 


Wednesday  Morning,  October  16,  1839. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yesterday. 

Brother  G.  Carpenter,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  reported  a 
claim  due  to  Brother  George  W.  Claspill,  of  $4 ;  and  a  claim  due  to  the 
Grand  Secretary  of  $6.92£  for  postage,  stationery,  etc.,  which  were  al- 
lowed and  ordered  to  be  paid. 

Brother  Beach  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion  of 
Brother  Myers,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions, to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Jerusalem  Lodge  No.  19,  be  remitted  up  to  June,  1838,  and 
that  the  said  Lodge  be  entitled  to  representation  at  the  present  term,  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  other  Lodges. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Brother  Frazell,  which,  on  mo- 
tion, was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 
Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Centre  Lodge  No.  86,  prior  to  June,  1838,  be  remitted. 

Brother  Myers  presented  certain  notes  of  hand  due  the  Grand  Lodge, 
which,  on  his  motion,  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

On  motion  of  Brother  J.  Smith,  the  resolution  to  remit  the  dues  of  Cen- 
tre Lodge,  No.  86,  prior  to  June,  1838,  (which  had  been  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Grievances,)  was  reconsidered. 

Brother  Kreider  presented  a  petition  from  Friendship  Lodge  No.  32, 
and  moved  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances; 
that  said  committee  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and  papers ;  and  that 
said  committee  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  present 
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communication.  Which  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  the  petition  referred 
accordingly. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  report,  viz  : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  as  relates  to  the  granting  of  a  dispensation  to  Union 
Lodge  No.  — ,  in  the  town  of  Felicity,  Clermont  county;  and  also  the  memorial  of 
sundry  brethren  of  Neville  Lodge  No.  102,  praying  permission  for  said  Lodge,  "  with 
its  charter  and  all  its  'perquisites,'  to  be  removed  to  Felicity,"  have  had  these  matters 
under  consideration,  and  respectfully  report: 

That  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  was  made  to  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  brethren  of  Neville  Lodge,  that  the  interests  of  Masonry  would  be  advanced  by  a 
transfer  of  said  Lodge  from  the  town  of  Neville  to  the  town  of  Felicity ;  and  applica- 
tion was  made  for  that  purpose  to  the  Grand  Master.  No  power  being  vested  in  the 
Grand  Master  to  authorize  a  change  of  the  location  of  a  Lodge,  they  were  advised  by 
him  to  obtain  a  dispensation  for  holding  a  Lodge  at  Felicity,  until  the  present  com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  conformity  with  this  counsel,  the  said  brethren 
obtained  a  dispensation  to  hold  a  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Felicity,  under  the  name  of 
Union  Lodge,  and  paid  the  fees  required  by  the  By-Laws  in  such  cases.  It  is  repre- 
sented to  your  committee,  by  the  representative  of  Union  Lodge,  that  since  the  grant- 
ing of  said  dispensation  no  business  whatever  has  been  transacted  by  Neville  Lodge 
No.  102 ;  but  that  the  brethren  who  constituted  said  Lodge,  with  few  exceptions,  reside 
in  Felicity.  The  committee  have  examined  the  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Union 
Lodge,  and  find  them  substantially  correct.  The  memorial  for  a  Lodge  at  Felicity  is 
accompanied  with  the  charter  of  Neville  Lodge  No.  102,  which  the  representative  of 
Union  Lodge  is  authorized  to  surrender,  in  case  a  charter  be  granted  to  Union  Lodge. 
Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  charter  of  Neville  Lodge  No.  102,  be  received,  and  deposited  in 
the  archives  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  That  the  fees  paid  for  the  dispensation  of  Union  Lodge  be  refunded,  and  that  a 
charter  issue  to  Union  Lodge  on  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  the  charter,  and  the  Secre- 
tary's fee  for  issuing  the  same;  and  that  said  Lodge  take  rank  as  No.  102. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  record  of 
Tarlton  Lodge,  with  the  prayer  of  said  Lodge  for  a  charter,  have  had  the  subject  under 
consideration,  and  find  their  By-Laws  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  as  recorded  correct,  and 
the  deportment  of  the  Lodge,  so  far  as  the  same  has  come  under  the  notice  of  the  com- 
mittee, such  as  should  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Owing  to  the  infan- 
tile state  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  embarrassment  of  the  times  in  pecuniary  matters,  the 
brethren  are  constrained  to  ask  the  indulgence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  remission  of 
their  annual  dues  for  the  past  year,  and  the  further  loan  of  the  jewels  now  in  their  use 
until  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Tarlton  Lodge  No.  — ,  and  that  the  dues  of 
said  Lodge  to  the  present  time  be  remitted. 

2.  That  the  jewels  now  in  the  use  of  Tarlton  Lodge  be  loaned  to  said  Lodge  until  the 
next  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  as  relates  to  the  issuing  of  dispensations  to  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Fe- 
licity, Clermont  county,  Tarlton  Lodge  No.  — ,  and  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Ripley, 
Brown  county,  have  examined  the  papers  referred  to  them,  and  find  the  action  had  in 
the  premises  to  have  been  correct. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand 
Master  in  relation  to  his  action  in  authorizing  the  brethren  of  Canton  Lodge  No.  60,  to 
resume  their  labors,  have  examined  that  paper,  and  find  that  the  action  of  the  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  in  this  particular,  to  have  been  such  as  has  received  the  repeated  appro- 
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bation  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  the  R. 
W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  be,  and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  at  their  discretion,  to 
authorize  the  brethren  of  any  such  subordinate  Lodges  within  our  jurisdiction  as  have 
suspended  labors  for  more  than  one  year,  to  resume  work;  requiring  such  Lodge  to  be 
duly  represented  at  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  which  period 
of  time  the  authority  so  granted  shall  be  limited. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.  W.  B.  Thrall, 

Wm.  Bevans, 
Joseph  Smith. 

Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  severally  adopted. 

The  resolution,  the  reference  of  which  was  reconsidered,  to  remit  the 
dues  of  Centre  Lodge  No.  86,  prior  to  June,  1838,  was  then  taken  up  and 
agreed  to. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  cause  a  new  Masonic  Hall  to  be  erected 
in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  made  the  following  report : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  cause  a  new 
Masonic  Hall  to  be  erected  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  report :  That  afttr  having  agreed 
upon  the  dimensions  and  form  of  the  building,  they  issued  a  notice  to  architects,  and 
offered  a  premium  of  $150  for  the  best  plan,  and  $75  for  the  second  best  plan.  This 
notice  was  published  in  the  United  States  Gazette,  at  Philadelphia;  Baltimore  Patriot, 
at  Baltimore;  National  Intelligencer,  at  Washington  City;  and  in  most  of  the  promi- 
nent papers  of  the  State.  In  due  course  of  time  the  committee  received  about  eighteen 
different  plans,  and  at  a  meeting  held  by  them  at  the  city  of  Columbus,  in  January 
last,  the  first  premium  of  $150  was  awarded  to  John  D.  Jones,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  the  second  premium  of  $75  to  Robert  C.  Long,  Esq.,  of  the  city  of  Baltimore.  The 
plan  of  Mr.  Jones  was  adopted  for  the  new  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  which  is  estimated  to 
cost  $35,000.  This  sum  was  the  maximum  price  limited  by  the  committee.  All  the 
architectural  drawings  and  estimates  were  predicated  upon  the  following  printed  speci- 
fications.   [See  Specifications.] 

On  the  13th  day  of  August,  1838,  the  committee,  through  their  chairman,  contracted 
with  Jacob  Green,  a  citizen  of  Lancaster,  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  for 
the  purchase  of  two  lots,  on  Broad  street,  as  the  site  for  the  new  Hall,  for  the  sum  of 
$2,800,  payable  in  installments  of  $1,000,  on  the  25th  of  the  same  month,  and  $1,000  on 
the  13th  day  of  August,  1838,  and  $800  on  the  13th  day  of  August,  1840.  The  first  in- 
stallment of  $1,000  Mr.  Green  received  at  the  time  stipulated,  and  the  contract  is  re- 
ceipted for  that  amount.  These  lots  the  committee  believe  are  purchased  at  a  very  fair 
price,  and  are  perhaps  the  most  eligible  location  that  could  be  obtained  in  Lancaster. 
They  are  situated  in  a  part  of  the  town  sufficiently  central,  and  are  calculated  to  display 
the  proposed  building  to  excellent  advantage.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  printed  specifica- 
tions that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  occupy  the  entire  building  for  Ma- 
sonic purposes,  without  reference  to  revenue.  One  inducement  with  them  in  coming 
to  this  conclusion  was  derived  from  the  fact,  that  in  the  business  part  of  the  town  a 
suitable  site  could  not  be  procured.  In  the  month  of  June,  1838,  the  committee  ad- 
dressed the  following  circular  to  the  Lodges  of  Ohio.   [See  Circular.] 

But  comparatively  few  of  the  Lodges  were  heard  from  in  reply,  and  these  did  not 
respond  to  the  call  made  upon  them  with  the  liberality  anticipated. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  at  Columbus,  in  January  last,  it  was  proposed  to 
district  the  State,  and  visit  the  Lodges  and  members  of  the  Order  in  person.  The 
chairman  was  authorized  to  prepare  another  circular,  appoint  district  committees,  and 
proceed  to  contract,  in  anticipation  of  funds,  for  building  materials.  Upon  mature 
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reflection,  however,  it  was  considered  by  him  most  prudent  not  to  enter  into  other  con- 
tracts binding  upon  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  as  an  extraordinary  pressure  then  existed 
in  the  monetary  affairs  of  the  whole  country,  to  suspend,  for  the  time,  any  effort  to 
procure  funds.  It  was  believed  that  a  more  favorable  period  would  soon  arrive,  and 
under  the  circumstances  the  committee  are  persuaded  that  the  course  adopted  was  the 
most  judicious  one.  They  entertain  no  doubt,  that  when  another  appeal  is  made  to  the 
liberality  of  the  Masonic  family  of  Ohio,  ample  means  will  be  furnished  to  erect  a 
building  that  will  be  creditable  to  the  Order,  and  entirely  comport  with  its  dignity  and 
respectability. 

In  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  by  which  its  subscription  of 
$5,000  was  placed  subject  to  the  order  of  the  committee,  that  body  was  drawn  upon 
for  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars,  which  was  paid  to  the  chairman 
of  the  committee,  and  appropriated  as  follows  :  —  $1,000  paid  to  Mr.  Green  on  his  lots; 
$150,  the  first  premium,  to  Mr.  Jones ;  and  $75,  the  second  premium,  to  Mr.  Long. 

In  the  apparent  delay  which  has  attended  the  action  of  the  committee,  they  have  not 
lost  sight  of  the  important  duties  committed  to  their  charge.  It  has  long  been  a 
desideratum  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  to  possess  such  an  edifice  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  its  members,  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  the  preservation  of  its 
papers,  records,  and  effects,  as  shall  comport  with  the  dignity  of  the  Fraternity  and  the 
liberality  of  its  members.  And  the  committee  look  forward  with  pleasing  anticipa- 
tions to  the  time  as  not  far  distant  when  this  important  object  shall  have  been  attained.

Brother  Copelen,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report : 

That  on  the  subject  of  the  dues  of  Steubenville  Lodge  No.  45,  your  committee  would 
respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  of  dues  charged  to  said  Lodge  be  remitted. 

Which  report  was  agreed  to  and  the  resolution  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Launder, 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns  its  present  communication,  it  will 
adjourn  to  meet  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  October,  A.  D.  1840. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions obtained  leave  to  sit  during  the  sittings  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Benjamin,  the  Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

When  the  above  motion  was  agreed  to,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  called 
the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  the  Chair,  and  retired  from  the  room, 
after  having  privately  desired  the  Grand  Secretary  to  announce  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  that  he  was  not  a  candidate  for  reelection.  Having  held 
that  station  for  a  long  time,  he  desired  that  the  brethren  would  select  some 
other  brother  to  fill  that  important  station.  That  other  engagements 
required  his  attention ;  and  that  it  would  not  be  consistent  with  his  feel- 
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ings,  nor  with  the  interest  of  the  Fraternity  generally,  for  him  to  occupy 
that  station  longer.  That  it  was  his  earnest  desire  to  be  excused  from 
farther  service  in  that  capacity.  Which  announcement  was  duly  made 
after  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  had  retired. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  proceeded  in  the  election,  and  on  counting  the 
ballots  the  following  brethren  were  declared  duly  elected  to  the  offices 
annexed  to  their  respective  names,  to  wit:

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.    Present  as  before. 
Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  further  report : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution 
to  remit  the  dues  of  Jerusalem  Lodge  No.  19,  in  Trumbull  county,  and  to  admit  the 
delegate  of  that  Lodge  to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  report  the  following  facts  : 

In  the  year  1828,  as  the  committee  learn  from  Brother  Beach,  who  appears  here  to 
represent  Jerusalem  Lodge,  said  Lodge  suspended  all  work,  except  to  assemble  annu- 
ally to  elect  officers.  Having  chosen  their  officers  annually,  the  committee  conceive 
that  said  Lodge  has  preserved  an  organization,  though  such  organization  was  not 
strictly  such  as  is  required  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  inasmuch  as  it  failed 
to  make  its  annual  return  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Lodge  having,  from  1828,  to  1838, 
performed  no  other  labor  than  the  election  of  its  officers,  and  having,  during  that  time, 
collected  no  dues  from  its  members,  asks  to  be  exonerated  from  the  payment  of  dues 
to  the  Grand  Lodge— which  the  committee  deem  reasonable.  They  therefore  report 
back  the  resolution  without  amendment,  and  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  record  of 
proceedings  of  Georgetown  Lodge  No.  — ,  have  examined  the  same,  and  finding  them 
to  be  in  proper  form,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Georgetown  Lodge  No.  — . 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  from  Brother  Hurlburt  Scovell, 
as  Secretary  of  Charity  Lodge  No.  53,  Galena,  Delaware  county,  to  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  praying  authority  to  resume  work,  have  considered  that  matter.  And  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  has,  by  its  resolution  of  this  day,  invested  the  presiding  officer  with 
plenary  powers  to  act  in  the  premises,  the  committee  report  back  said  letter,  and 
recommend  its  prayer  to  the  consideration  and  discretion  of  the  Grand  Master. 
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The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proceedings  of  Lafayette  Lodge  No. 
79,  Zanesville,  and  also,  the  proceedings  of  Friendship  Lodge  No.  — ,  Dresden,  proposing 
to  connect  a  Manual  Labor  School  with  the  new  Masonic  Hall,  have  bestowed  upon 
that  subject  all  the  consideration  their  time  would  allow.  Conceiving  that  the  contem- 
plated union  would  tend  to  embarrass  the  operations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  efforts 
to  secure  to  itself  a  suitable  edifice,  and  endanger  the  ultimate  attainment  of  that 
object,  deem  it  inexpedient  for  the  Grand  Lodge  now  to  undertake  the  establishment  of 
such  school.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the 
subject. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  By-Laws  of  Union  Lodge  No.  — , 
Eipley,  Brown  county,  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  them  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  said  Lodge  has  not  been  submitted  to  the  committee.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  heretofore  granted  to  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  Ripley,  be 
continued  until  the  next  regular  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Masonry  is  fast  awaking  from  the  slumber  into  which  it  had 
fallen  by  the  unjust  warfare  waged  against  it.  Public  sentiment  has  in  a  great  measure 
become  tranquilized,  and  that  demagogue  spirit,  which  for  a  time  distracted  one  of  the 
most  pacific  institutions  of  human  origin,  is  receiving  the  reprobation  of  the  virtuous 
of  all  parties. 

The  committee  are  pleased  to  observe  that  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  States  above 
named,  regard  the  attempt  to  establish  St.  John's  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  as  schismatic  and  illegal,  and  its  tendency  calculated  to  subvert  the  vital  princi- 
ples of  Freemasonry.

It  appearing  that  a  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  was  represented, 
the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  declared  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  duly 
opened  for  the  dispatch  of  business. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Myers,  the  Grand  Lodge  then  took  a  recess  until 
half  past  two,  P.  M. 


Half  past  two  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.    Present  as  before. 
The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
standing  committees : 

On  Accounts— Brothers  Kreider,  Larwill  and  Shinnick. 

On  Charters  and  Dispensations— Brothers  Thrall,  Spencer  and  Leidy. 

On  Charity— Brothers  Reed,  Samuel  Barney  and  Noland. 

On  Unfinished  Business— Brothers  Keifer,  Brunner  and  White. 

On  Foreign  Communications— Brothers  Copelen,  Edgerly  and  J.  Johnston. 

On  Ways  and  Means— Brothers  J.  M.  Smith,  Myers  and  Caldwell. 

On  Pay  Boll— Brothers  M'Cammon.  Hunter  and  Bancroft. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  submitted  his  annual  report,  as  follows : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

In  communicating  a  statement  of  his  official  actions  for  the  past  year,  the  under- 
signed avails  himself,  with  much  pleasure,  of  the  occasion  to  congratulate  the  Grand 
Lodge  upon  the  lively  interest  that  is  manifested  in  every  part  of  the  State  in  regard  to 
the  Masonic  institution.  New  Lodges  have  been  erected  under  the  most  favorable  cir- 
cumstances, and  many  of  the  old  ones  have  been  roused  from  their  slumbers,  and 
again  gone  "to  labor"  with  the  cheering  prospect  before  them  of  doing  good. 

A  Lodge  of  Freemasons  was  never  instituted  for  selfish  purposes.  It  should  there- 
fore not  only  impose  salutary  and  restrictive  rules  for  the  government  of  its  own 
members,  but  it  should  exercise  a,  positive,  moral  influence  upon  the  well  being  and  good 
order  of  the  community  around  it. 

It  fails  to  answer  its  proper  end  whenever  it  fails  to  accomplish  this,  because  the  rules 
for  its  government,  the  ethics  it  inculcates,  and  the  principles  it  is  bound  to  recognize, 
are  of  such  a  nature  as  must  conduce  to  this  result,  if  they  are  only  faithfully  adminis- 
tered and  honestly  lived  up  to.  And  whenever  a  Lodge  is  found  failing  to  hold  its  reg- 
ular, periodical  meetings,  neglecting  the  performance  of  enjoined  duties,  and  upon 
•which  public  opinion  has  settled  with  distrust,  the  conclusion  is  irresistible  that  either 
its  members  have  become  lukewarm  and  negligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  general 
Masonic  duties,  or,  what  is  more  frequently  the  case,  that  there  exist  among  them  some 
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bold,  bad  men,  whose  reckless  characters  and  profligate  lives  are  the  impediment  and 
stumbling  block  over  which  the  Lodge  itself  has  been  prostrated  into  ruins. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  Grand  Lodge  never  exercises  a  more  salutary  and  necessary- 
portion  of  its  parental  authority,  that  when  it  interposes,  as  it  often  has  to  do,  in  cases 
like  this. 

The  subordinate  Lodges  should  be  clearly  taught  by  it  their  various  duties,  especially 
those  which  concern  the  admission  and  initiation  of  members.  They  should  be  taught 
the  great  responsibility  under  which  they  rest  in  this  particular,  and  of  their  direct  ac- 
countability to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  any  infraction  of  their  charters,  or  the  violation  of 
any  known  law  or  canon  of  the  Order. 

While  it  is  the  peculiar  province  of  this  body  to  enact  the  supreme  Masonic  laws  of 
the  State,  it  is  also  its  bounden  duty  to  take  care  that  all  of  its  enactments  are  strictly 
enforced,  and  unhesitatingly  obeyed  ;  otherwise  its  existence  were  useless,  and  its  su- 
premacy a  fable. 

Should  it  become  necessary,  at  any  time,  in  order  to  maintain  its  own  authority,  the 
enforcement  of  its  laws,  or  the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  any  of  the  principles  of 
the  Old  Institution,  it  is  due  both  to  itself  and  its  high  responsibilities  to  the  Whole 
Fraternity,  that  no  obstacle  whatsoever  should  be  suffered  to  interfere  with  the  ac- 
complishment of  such  an  end. 

These  observations  are  presented,  because  my  own  experience  has  fully  demonstra- 
ted the  fact,  that  whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  has  firmly  assumed  the  exercise  of  its 
legitimate  powers  over  the  subordinate  Lodges,  whether  to  restrain,  to  counsel,  to  resus- 
citate or  to  punish,  consequences  beneficial  to  Masonry  have  always  been  the  result. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  body,  the  labors  of  Friendship  Lodge  No.  103,  at  Dresden, 
in  Muskingum  county,  were  ordered  to  be  suspended,  until  it  should  be  made  to  appear 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Grand  Master  that  harmony  was  fully  restored  among  its 
members.  In  Mo vember,  1839, 1  received  satisfactory  assurances  that  the  unpleasant 
difficulties  heretofore  existing  in  this  Lodge  had  been  adjusted,  and  that  its  officers  and 
members  had  pledged  themselves  to  each  other  to  be  characterized  in  future  by  har- 
mony, affection,  and  brotherly  concord,  in  their  Masonic  and  social  intercourse.  Ac- 
cordingly, on  the  14th  day  of  December  of  the  same  year,  I  issued  letters,  authorizing 
the  said  Lodge  to  resume  their  Masonic  labors. 

In  April  last  I  received  a  communication  from  these  brethren,  inviting  me  to  visit 
them,  and  install  the  officers  of  their  Lodge  on  the  14th  of  that  month.  Other  engage- 
ments preventing  a  personal  attendance,  I  sent  my  proxy  to  our  lamented  brother,  D. 
W.  Rhodes,  of  Zanesville,  who  performed  the  duties  of  the  occasion.  In  his  official 
report  to  me,  he  expresses  his  opinion,  in  favorable  terms,  of  the  good  conduct  and 
behavior  of  the  members,  and  I  have  every  reason  to  believe  that  the  Lodge  at  present 
is  in  a  healthy  and  flourishing  condition. 

On  the  1st  day  of  November,  1839,  I  issued  a  dispensation  constituting  a  Lodge  of 
Master  Masons  at  the  town  of  New  Paris,  in  Preble  county,  by  the  name  of  Fellowship 
Lodge  No.  — .  The  respectability  of  the  brethren  making  this  application,  was  a  suffi- 
cient guaranty  to  me  that  the  trust  confided  to  them  would  be  properly  guarded,  and  I 
am  happy  to  add  that  assurances,  confirmatory  of  this  opinion,  have  been  received. 

In  consequence  of  an  application  from  a  legal  number  of  Master  Masons  at  West 
Carlisle,  in  Coshocton  county,  duly  avouched  by  the  Lodge  at  Dresden,  I  issued  letters 
of  dispensation  on  the  10th  day  of  February,  1840,  constituting  a  new  Lodge  at  that 
place  by  the  name  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  — .  This  application  was  also  accompa- 
nied by  a  commendatory  certificate  or  letter,  dated  at  Coshocton,  the  29th  of  January, 
1840,  and  signed  by  some  of  the  most  respectable  members  of  the  Order  at  that  place. 
It  is  due  to  myself,  as  well  as  to  this  new  Lodge,  to  state  that  shortly  after  its  organi- 
zation £  received  a  Masonic  communication  from  Zanesville,  advising  of  certain  irregu- 
lar proceedings  on  its  part  in  regard  to  the  initiation  of  members.  I  considered  it  my 
duty  immediately  thereafter  to  address  a  letter  to  the  Master,  requiring  to  be  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  the  By-Laws,  and  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  his  Lodge.  These 
were  received,  accompanied  with  an  explanation  which  was  satisfactory.  In  April  last 
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I  appointed  Brother  David  Spangler,  of  Coshocton,  a  Past  Grand  Officer  of  this  body, 
my  proxy  to  visit  Washington  Lodge.  This  duty  he  performed,  and  in  his  report  of 
the  proceedings  that  were  then  had,  has  given  me  the  highest  assurances  of  the  respec- 
tability and  good  government  of  the  Lodge. 

In  February  last  the  members  of  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  at  Wooster,  in  Wayne 
county,  made  application  to  me  to  be  reinstated,  and  have  their  former  Masonic  privi- 
leges confirmed.  This  Lodge  having  been  in  default  for  five  years  last  past  had  for- 
feited its  charter,  under  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  no  power  was  vested  in 
me  to  act  in  the  premises. 

The  brethren,  however,  being  very  desirous  to  resume  their  labors  before  the  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  occurrence  of  peculiar  circumstances  operating,  in  my 
opinion,  apologetic  for  past  remissness,  I  was  induced  to  recommend  to  them  an  appli- 
cation for  a  dispensation,  with  the  assurance  that  I  would  present  their  case  to.  the 
favorable  consideration  of  this  body,  presuming  that  the  fee  would  be  returned,  and 
their  charter  restored.  On  the  28th  of  February,  in  compliance  with  their  application, 
which  was  then  received,  I  issued  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Wooster. 

In  July  last  I  received  an  application  from  the  constitutional  number  of  Master 
Masons,  at  Marion,  in  Marion  county,  praying  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge  at 
that  place.  The  application  being  accompanied  with  all  the  essentials  required  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  I  issued  a  dispensation  for  the  erection  of  Marion  Lodge  No.  — ,  on  the 
18th  of  July,  1840. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  received  several  communications  from  Master  Masons  in 
Cleveland,  and  from  the  brethren  of  Concord  Lodge  Mo.  15,  of  that  city,  desiring  au- 
thority to  resume  their  Masonic  labors,  under  the  provisions  of  their  charter,  which 
had  become  forfeited  by  non  user.  A  few  days  since,  another  application  of  a  similar 
nature  was  received  by  me  from  the  same  source,  addressed  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  with 
the  request  to  ask  that  it  should  be  favorably  entertained  by  you.  The  several  papers 
alluded  to  accompany  this  report,  and  shall  have  such  reference  as  you  may  direct. 

In  March  last,  application  was  received  from  the  requisite  number  of  Master  Masons, 
in  Carrolton,  Carrol  county,  Ohio,  asking  letters  of  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  in 
that  place.  The  petition  not  being  in  form,  was  returned.  I  have  not  since  heard  from 
them,  but  presume  that  some  one  of  the  delegates  present,  has  this  matter  in  charge. 

A  communication  was  also  received,  in  June  last,  from  a  Brother,  in  behalf  of  the 
Lodge  in  Mansfield,  in  Richland  county,  the  nature  and  import  of  which,  will,  I  appre- 
hend, be  fully  presented  to  you  by  some  of  the  delegates  in  attendance. 

In  June  last,  I  received  letters  from  a  committee,  in  behalf  the  Lodge  at  Massillon, 
inviting  me  to  be  present  on  the  24th  inst.,  and  lay,  with  Masonic  ceremonies,  the 
corner  stone  of  a  new  Church  Edifice  and  Lodge  Hall,  in  that  place. 

Being  unable  to  be  personally  present,  I  nominated  by  special  warrant,  Brother  George 
Myers,  of  Lancaster,  my  proxy  for  the  occasion ;  authorizing  him  to  open,  and  preside 
over  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  Massillon,  and  conduct  the  ceremonies  of  the  day.  This  duty 
was  performed  by  him,  and  the  proceedings  have  been  received  for  record  upon  the 
journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  authority  was  vested  with  the  Chair,  "to 
appoint  such  person,  or  persons,  as  he  might  deem  expedient,  to  visit  the  different 
Lodges  and  Brethren  throughout  the  State,  to  solicit  subscriptions  and  contributions, 
in  aid  of  the  erection  of  the  contemplated  edifice,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  with  instructions  to  report  in  the  premises  at  the  present  grand  communication." 
In  consultation  with  some  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  upon  the  new  Grand  Lodge 
Hall,  it  was  considered  by  them  inexpedient  to  make  any  efforts,  during  the  past  year, 
to  procure  funds  for  the  object  contemplated.  The  very  serious  derangement  that 
existed  in  every  part  of  the  State,  in  regard  to  moneyed  matters,  rendered  it  in  their 
opinion  almost  certain,  that  such  an  effort  would  not  prove  very  successful.  My  own 
judgment  entirely  approbating  this  course,  no  action  was  had  by  me,  under  the  author- 
ity vested.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  in  a  period  of  financial  prosperity,  the  well 
known  liberality  of  the  Order,  will  not  need  to  be  appealed  to  twice,  to  insure  the  erection

of  such  a  building  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  as  will  fully  comport  with  its 
dignity,  and  their  respectability.  The  doings  of  the  committee,  their  views  and  financial 
statements,  will  be  presented  to  you  in  detail,  in  their  report. 

Some  of  the  neighboring  Grand  Lodges,  are  taking  measures  in  reference  to  the 
establishment  of  a  "  General  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United  States."  In  some  respects  the 
formation  of  such  a  Masonic  body  might  be  productive  of  lasting  good  to  the  craft. 
The  subject  is  presented  to  your  consideration,  for  such  action  as  you  shall  deem  best. 

During  the  past  year,  I  have  visited,  officially,  several  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and 
assisted  in  the  public  ceremonies  of  the  Order  ;  dedicating  those  at  Tarlton  and  Chilli  - 
cothe,  to  the  solemn  uses  of  Masonry.  I  have  received  much  gratification  from  such 
intercourse,  particular  with  the  Lodges  at  Zanesville  and  Cincinnati,  at  both  of  which 
places  I  witnessed  the  manner  and  method  of  their  work.  And  it  affords  me  sincere 
pleasure,  thus  publicly  to  express  my  entire  approbation,  both  as  it  respects  the  deport- 
ment and  moral  standing  of  the  members,  their  adherence  to  ancient  formula,  and  the 
excellent  regulations  and  good  government  of  their  Lodges. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion,  that  if  such  an  intercourse  were  more  generally  main- 
tained, and  frequent  official  visits  were  had,  by  the  officers  of  this  body,  to  the  subordi- 
nate Lodges  of  the  State,  there  would  thus  be  employed  a  very  effective  means  to  reani- 
mate the  energies  that  have  palsied  by  slumber,  and  generally  promote  the  welfare  and 
interests  of  the  craft. 

Among  other  subjects  that  I  have  witnessed  with  regret,  since  I  have  had  the  honor 
to  occupy  this  chair,  is  the  discrepancy  that  has,  and  does  now  obtain,  in  the  system  of 
work,  among  the  different  subordinate  Lodges.  All  will  readily  admit,  that  this  should 
be  permanent  and  uniform;  the  only  question  that  can  now  arise  in  regard  to  the  sub- 
ject is,  which  is  the  most  correct  system  1  And  this  question  can  be  established,  only 
by  a  body  of  Masons,  constituted  with  a  jurisdiction  such  as  this. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  enumerates,  among  its  officers,  that  of  Grand  Lecturer, 
who,  under  its  commission,  and  the  sanction  of  its  authority,  is  empowered  to  visit,  and 
prescribe  a  uniform  system  of  work  throughout  the  State.  The  means  to  accomplish 
this  desirable  end,  are  thus  furnished,  and  the  discrepancy  complained  of,  would  be 
removed,  if  the  Lodges  generally  availed  themselves  of  the  services  provided.  I  feel 
that  I  would  be  here  doing  great  injustice  to  the  venerable  Brother,  who,  for  several 
years  past,  has  occupied  this  important  station,  did  I  not  express  to  you  the  opinion  I 
entertain,  that  in  Ohio,  we  are  much  indebted  to  his  disinterested  labors  and  high 
Masonic  attainments,  for  the  happy  results  that  are  now  being  manifested  among  our 
Lodges.  I  regard  it  as  one  of  the  peculiar  duties  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  exercise  at  all 
times,  a  constant  and  jealous  supervision  over  this  subject,  and  as  every  thing  like  im- 
posture and  innovation,  tipon  theancient  land  marks,  must  be  reprobated  and  put  down, 
so  a  correct,  systematic  and  uniform  method  of  work,  ought  to  be  prescribed  for  the 
government  of  all  the  Lodges. 

In  presenting  this  report  for  your  consideration,  I  am  aware  that  I  have  somewhat 
transcended  the  required  statement  of  official  duties,  which  seem  to  be  confined  by  the 
provisions  of  the  By-Laws  to  the  doings  of  the  Chair,  in  regard  to  the  issuing  of  Dis- 
pensations. But  as  the  "foreign  subjects,"  here  touched  upon,  are  in  my  judgment  of 
consequence  to  the  Masonic  family  of  the  state,  I  consider  it  proper  as  such,  that  they 
should  be  presented  to  your  notice. 

It  would  perhaps  be  conducive  of  good,  should  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  be  required  at  each  annual  communication,  to  present  in  detail,  his  opinions  and 
views,  in  regard  to  matters  of  general  Masonic  interest,  and  to  incorporate  in  his  report 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations,  as  the  intercourse  and  experience,  incident  to 
his  station,  always  qualify  him  to  make. 

I  can  not  close  this  somewhat  desultory  communication,  and  the  last  official  report, 
that,  in  all  human  probability,  I  shall  ever  have  the  honor  to  make  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio,  as  its  presiding  officer,  without  expressing  my  sincere  regret,  that  more  fre- 
quent opportunities  have  not  occurred  to  me  of  visiting,  officially,  the  different  Lodges 
of  the  state.  Indeed  I  have  sometimes  entertained  apprehensions,  that  in  the  discharge 
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of  the  duties  of  this  responsible  station,  I  may  have  become  obnoxious  to  the  charge  of 
being  a  slothful  if  not  a  negligent  workman  ;  and  that  it  was  due  both  to  this  body,  and 
to  the  Lodges  of  Ohio,  whose  confidence  I  have  enjoyed,  for  so  long  a  period  in  the 
occupancy  of  this  chair,  that  more  vigorous  and  personal  exertions  should  have  been 
put  forth,  to  render  its  duties,  at  least,  more  active  than  they  have  been. 

Many  of  the  Brethren  here  present,  will  remember  that,  for  the  last  three  years,  I  have 
stated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  my  impressions  with  reference  to  a  change  in  its  presiding 
officer,  and  my  anxious  desire,  that  some  Brother,  with  more  leisure  at  his  command— 
with  higher  abilities  and  more  extended  influence — should  be  selected,  for  this  import- 
ant trust.  It  was  your  good  pleasure,  however,  to  determine  otherwise;  demonstrated 
too  with  such  an  unanimity  of  sentiment,  that  it  would  have  been  fastidious,  indeed,  if 
not  repugnant  to  propriety,  to  have  declined  the  appointment.  Permit  me,  once  more, 
respectfully  to  call  this  subject  to  your  consideration,  and  to  renew  the  opinions  and 
feelings,  I  have  heretofore  expressed  in  connection  with  it. 

It  is  particularly  pleasing  to  be  able  to  present  to  you,  on  retiring  from  the  duties  of 
this  station  such  flattering  demonstrations,  as  are  now  evidenced  in  behalf  of  the  Institu- 
tions of  our  Order.  In  this  state  particularly,  for  the  last  four  or  five  years,  the  im- 
provement has  been  steady  and  progressive,  as  the  records  of  the  Grand  Lodge  con- 
clusively show.  The  beautiful  and  marvellous  "light"  is  shedding  its  rich  radiance 
over  portions  of  the  country,  where  but  a  short  period  since  "  thick  darkness  "  had  gath- 
ered like  a  funeral  pall;  the  Master's  mallet  is  now  sounding  in  Halls  that  have  been 
long  silent  and  unoccupied;  the  good  and  influential  men  of  society  are  going  back 
again  to  their  deserted  seats,  and  the  "old  banner"  is  floating  upon  the  breeze,  honored 
and  reverenced,  as  in  the  days  of  its  palmier  history.  We  have  passed  through  the 
crisis  of  our  difficulties.  Public  opinion  is  fast  settling  in  our  favor,  and  the  mutterings 
of  the  spent  storm  are  heard  but  indistinctly  through  the  distance.  With  prudence  and 
circumspection  to  direct  our  doings,  we  have  nothing  to  apprehend  from  the  future. 

The  duty  will  rest  with  you,  my  brethren,  so  to  legislate,  and  so  to  act,  with  reference 
to  the  various  Masonic  matters  and  interests  committed  to  you,  that  the  genuine  prin- 
ciples of  the  Order  may  be  subserved,  the  welfare  of  the  different  Lodges  maintained, 
and  the  harmony,  the  respectability,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Craft  be  still  more  per- 
manently established. 

And  now,  with  my  sincere  and  most  affectionate  wishes  for  the  common  weal  of  our 
ancient  institution,  for  the  social  and  Masonic  happiness  of  yourselves,  and  of  the 
Lodges  you  represent,  allow  me  in  conclusion  to  add,  that  the  distinguished  marks  of 
confidence  you  have  so  frequently  reposed  in  me  will  ever  be  remembered  with  pro- 
found sensibility,  and  constitute,  under  all  circumstances,  the  most  cherished  and  grat- 
ifying of  the  recollections  of  my  life.

Besolved  That  the  dispensation,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  By-Laws  and  proceed- 
ings of  Washington  Lodge,  holden  at  West  Carlisle,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Grume, 

Besolved,  That  the  returns  of  Fellowship  Lodge,  working  under  dispensation,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Sala  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Besolved,  That  the  dues  of  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  up  to  October,  1839,  be  remitted, 
and  that  said  Lodge  be  entitled  to  a  representative  at  the  present  term. 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Larwill, 

Besolved,  That  the  situation  of  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  at  Wooster,  now  working 
under  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  propriety  of  restoring  to  them  their 
charter,  and  refunding  the  fees  paid  for  a  dispensation,  be  referred  to  the  standing  com- 
mittee on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Ledwith  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Besolved,  That  the  returns  of  Washington  Lodge,  (Fayette  county)  working  under 
dispensation,  together  with  its  proceedings,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters 
and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  White, 

Besolved,  That  the  return  of  the  proceedings  of  Union  Lodge,  at  Ripley,  working 
under  dispensation,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Spencer,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  so  much  of  the  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  as  relates 
to  the  subject  of  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  be  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee of  Ave  members. 

Whereupon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Spencer? 
Thrall,  Barney,  Crume  and  Keifer  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Shinnick,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to- 
morrow morning  at  8  o'clock. 


Wednesday  Morning,  October  21st,  1840. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yesterday,, 
Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  were  referred  the  annual 
returns  and  By-Laws  of  Fellowship  Lodge  No. — ,  held  at  New  Paris,  Preble  county, 
Ohio,  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  them  conformable  to  the  regulations  and  By- 
Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  But  inasmuch  as  the  dispensation  under  which  said  Lodge 
is  working,  and  the  record  of  its  proceedings,  have  not  been  submitted  to  your  com- 
mittee, we  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  the  dispensation  heretofore  granted  to  Fellowship  Lodge,  be  continued 
until  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  record  of 
proceedings  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  — ,  held  in  the  town  of  Washington,  Fayette 
county,  find  the  same  in  the  main  conformable  to  the  prescriptions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  They  find,  however,  that  the  first  section  of  the  fifth  article  of  the  By-Laws  of 
said  Lodge  permits  the  initiation  of  applicants  without  the  application  having  laid 
over  from  one  regular  communication  to  another,  as  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
requires.   Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Besolved,  That  a  charter  be  granted  to  Washington  Lodge  No.  — . 

2.  That  said  Washington  Lodge  No.  —  be  advised  to  amend  the  said  section  of  their 
By-Laws,  by  striking  out  the  word  "expedient,"  and  all  the  subsequent  part  of  the 
section,  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  a  case  of  emergency." 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proceedings  of  Union  Lodge  No.  — , 
working  in  Ripley,  Brown  county,  under  a  dispensation  granted  by  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master,  and  continued  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  annual  communication,  have  ex- 
amined the  same,  and  conceive  that  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge  have  been  irregular,, 
in  that  it  proceeded  to  the  election  of  officers  other  than  those  named  in  the  dispensa- 
tion; and  that  the  officers  so  elected  proceeded  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
stations  to  which  they  had  been  so  elected,  and  subsequently  were  installed  into  their

respective  stations  —  all  of  which  proceedings  we  conceive  to  have  been  irregular. 
Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge,  except  such  as 
were  had  under  the  direction  of  the  officers  named  in  the  dispensation,  partake  of  this 
irregularity.  Their  dispensation  named  three  individuals,  recommended  for  their  pru 
dence,  skill  and  discretion,  as  the  presiding  officers  of  the  Lodge.  We  hold  that  it  is 
not  competent  for  such  Lodge,  while  working  under  a  dispensation,  to  substitute  other 
individuals  for  those  so  especially  designated.  Union  Lodge  was  organized  on  the  2d 
of  September,  1839,  under  a  letter  of  dispensation  granted  on  the  10th  of  August  of 
that  year;  and  the  proceedings  were  regularly  conducted  until  the  18th  of  November 
following,  at  which  time  the  Lodge  proceeded  to  hold  an  election,  and  made  choice  o. 
officers  other  than  those  named  in  the  dispensation,  under  whose  direction  all  the  sub- 
sequent proceedings  have  been  conducted.  From  information  derived  from  Brother 
White,  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  the  brethren  of  Union  Lodge,  in  proceeding 
to  the  election  of  officers,  acted  in  good  faith,  though  under  an  erroneous  impression  of 
their  duty.   Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  to  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Ripley,  be  further  contin- 
ued, until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  officers  named  m 
the  dispensation  retain  their  respective  stations. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws,  and  record  of 
proceedings  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  — ,  held  at  West  Carlisle,  Coshocton  county, 
have  examined  the  same,  and  find  them  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  the  usages  of  the  Order.  We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  charter  issue  to  Washington  Lodge,  at  West  Carlisle,  Coshocton 
county,  and  that  said  Lodge  be  numbered  — .

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  resolution  of  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and 
Dispensations  as  relates  to  Union  Lodge,  at  Ripley,  be  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
together  with  the  resolutions,  respectively,  in  relation  to  Washington  Lodge, 
holden  at  West  Carlisle,  in  Coshocton  county,  and  Washington  Lodge,  at 
Washington,  Fayette  county,  were  severally  adopted. 

Brother  Grume  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  upon  the  receipt 
of  the  dispensation  under  which  Fellowship  Lodge  is  now  and  has  heretofore  been 
working  (  together  with  all  dues  whatsoever  required  by  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge)  to  forward  a  charter  to  said  Fellowship  Lodge,  at  New  Pans,  Preble  county, 
bearing  concurrent  date  with  the  receipt  of  said  dispensation. 

Which  resolution  was  disagreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Reed,  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations  as  relates  to  New  Paris  Lodge  was  then  taken 
up,  considered,  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  committe  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations  as  relates  to  Union  Lodge,  at  Ripley,  was 
taken  up,  when  Brother  John  D.  White  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  lost,  to  wit : 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  issue  a  charter  to  Union  Lodge" 
No.  — ,  at  Ripley,  Brown  county,  upon  the  return  of  its  dispensation  to  him. 

The  committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Hall, 
in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  a  new  Masonic  Hall,  in  the 
town  of  Lancaster,  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  respectfully  report  their 
proceedings  for  the  past  year. 

At  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  hopes  were  entertained  that  some 
movements  towards  the  erection  of  the  contemplated  building,  could  have  been  favora- 
ably  commenced  during  the  past  season,  and  the  committee  anticipated  at  this  time  to 
have  reported  that  the  foundation,  at  least,  had  been  laid.  In  this,  however,  they  have 
been  disappointed.  The  pecuniary  embarrassment  that  has  existed  in  every  part  of 
the  State,  rendered,  in  their  opinion,  any  attempt  to  procure  funds,  through  the  inter- 
vention of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  entirely  useless;  and  on  consultation  with  the 
Grand  Master,  who  was  authorized  to  appoint  persons  to  visit  the  different  Lodges  and 
Masons  in  the  State,  for  that  purpose,  he  concurred  with  your  committee  upon  the 
inexpediency  of  adopting  any  measures  of  that  kind  until  a  more  propitious  period  in 
money  matters  should  arise.  While  the  committee  regret  that  this  formidable  obstacle 
has  as  yet  been  in  the  way  of  any  considerable  progress  in  their  labors,  they  entertain 
a  strong  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  new  Masonic  Hall  may  be  com- 
menced under  prospects  that  will  insure  its  rapid  and  successful  completion.  During 
the  past  year,  the  committee  have  expended,  under  the  direction  of  their  Chairman,  in 
filling  up,  leveling  and  curbing  the  lots,  and  in  the  payment  of  taxes  upon  the  same, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  twelve  cents.  Of  this  sum,  sixty-seven 
dollars  and  sixty-rive  cents  were  paid  by  Lancaster  Lodge  on  account  of  its  subscrip- 
tion upon  the  order  of  the  Chairman  of  the  committee;  the  balance,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  ten  dollars,  were  advanced  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Other 
accounts,  for  curbing  and  tilling  the  lots,  not  yet  presented,  will  amount  to  about  two 
hundred  dollars  more.  The  committee  also  represent  that  the  two  last  payments  on 
the  purchase  of  the  lots,  amounting  to  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-eight  dollars, 
inclusive  of  interest,  are  due  and  unpaid.  Of  this  sum,  if  the  payment  due  in  August, 
1839,  were  now  met,  amounting  to  one  thousand  and  seventy  dollars,  the  committee 
have  assurances  that  a  further  credit  of  one  year  can  be  had  on  the  balance.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  in  order  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  the  proposed  Grand  Lodge  Hall, 
Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  pledged  itself  to  advance  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for 
that  purpose,  and  by  resolution,  placed  that  amount  subject  to  be  drawn  for  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  committee,  and  has  already  advanced  about  thirteen  hundred  dollars  of 
this  amount.  The  committee  felt  much  reluctance  to  draw  upon  this  Lodge  for  any 
money  that  they  could  possibly  do  without,  as  the  same  general  pecuniary  difficulties 
which  have  operated  to  embarrass  the  other  Lodges  of  the  State,  have  doubtless  more 
or  less  influenced  the  resources  of  this  one  also.  If  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars 
were  now  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  committee,  no  additional  moneys  would 
be  required  until  the  building  should  be  commenced.  When  the  Grand  Lodge 
pledged  itself  that  a  new  Hall  should  be  erected  in  Lancaster,  in  which  to  hold  its 
future  sittings,  it  was  the  understanding  of  the  members  that  its  present  vested  funds 
should  not  be  trenched  upon,  but  the  strongest  assurances,  at  the  same  time,  were 
given  that  the  requisite  amount  of  means  would  readily  be  procured  throughout  the 
State.  Of  the  favorable  result  of  an  application,  at  a  proper  time,  the  committee  have 
already  expressed  the  opinion  that  they  entertain  no  doubt. 

Without  desiring  to  use  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  contrary  to  original  under- 
standing, the  committee  respectfully  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  policy  for  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  afford  that  assistance  to  them,  which  it  is  in  its  power  now  to  do,  by 
causing  an  account  to  be  opened  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  with  the  new 
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Masonic  Hall,  and  loaning  to  that  fund,  part  of  the  vested  moneys  now  on  hand,  to  be 
reimbursed  hereafter  with  interest,  which  it  is  believed  could  be  done  in  a  year  or  two; 
and  be  then,  perhaps,  more  profitably  invested  than  they  now  are.  It  is  also  suggested 
that  the  committee  having  charge  of  this  building  be  authorized,  at  their  discretion,  to 
make  such  modifications  or  alterations  in  its  structure,  size,  and  plan  of  building,  as 
circumstances  might  render  expedient.  During  the  coming  year,  if  practicable,  the 
stone  should  be  delivered  and  the  foundation  laid,  and  contracts  for  other  materials 
entered  into.  Respectfully  submitted,

A.  L.  5839,  Canton  Lodge  No.  60,  have  expelled  Sanders  Van  Rensselaer,  for  unmasonic 
conduct,  at  their  regular  communication  in  November  last;  and  at  the  same  meeting, 
Henry  Imhoof  and  George  Brysocker,  were  also  expelled  for  gross  unmasonic  conduct. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bancroft,  the  petition  of  the  brethren  of  Newark 
Lodge  No.  97,  praying  for  the  erection  of  a  Lodge  at  Jackson,  in  Licking 
county,  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Launder,  it  was 

Besolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns  its  present  communication,  it  will 
adjourn  to  meet  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  October,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one. 

Brother  Thrall  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Tarlton  Lodge  No.  104,  have  time  until  the  next  regular  communica- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  loan  of  jewels 
to  said  Lodge  be  continued  for  the  same  space  of  time. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Keifer,  it  was 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  proceed  to  elect  its  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  at 
two  o'clock  this  afternoon.

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  a  committee  to  superintend  and  cause  to  be 
printed  three  hundred  copies  of  the  proceedings  of  the  grand  communication,  and  that 
he  forward  one  copy  thereof  to  each  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  three  copies  to  every 
Lodge  subordinate  thereto,  and  one  copy  to  every  other  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United 
States,  within  three  months  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Reed,  from  the  committee  on  Charity,  made  the  following  report : 
The  committee  on  Charity  respectfully  report  that  nothing  has  been  presented  to 
your  committee  requiring  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Which  report  was  accepted. 

Brother  Keifer,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the 
following  report : 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  late  communication  in  October,  A.  D.  1839, 
and  find  no  unfinished  business  requiring  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Brother  M  Gammon  offered  the  following  resolution : 
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Resolved,  That  the  resolution  passed  at  the  present  session,  fixing  the  time  of  holding 
the  next  grand  communication,  De  reconsidered. 

Which,  on  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 
Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  additional  report : 
The  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  further  report: 
That  they  have  duly  considered  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  as 
relates  to  the  application,  by  sundry  brethren  of  Cleveland,  for  authority  to  resume 
work  as  a  Lodge  ;  and  find  that  Concord  Lodge  No.  15,  Cleveland,  Was  stricken  from 
the  list  of  Lodges,  under  the  operation  of  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  adopted  at 
the  last  grand  communication.   As  the  applicants  exhibit  no  reason  for  taking  said 
Lodge  out  of  the  operation  of  the  rule  prescribed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session, 
ordering  delinquent  Lodges  to  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges,  the  committee  are  of 
opinion  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  ought  not  to  be  granted.   The  committee 
therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions-: 

1.  Resolved,  That  said  application  be  postponed  until  the  next  regular  communica- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  That  it  be  suggested  to  said  brethren,  in  the  mean  time,  to  apply  to  the  Grand 
Master  for  a  dispensation  as  in  case  of  a  new  Lodge. 

The  same  committee  have  examined  the  papers  referred  to  them  in  relation  to  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  restoring  to  its  Masonic  privileges,  Friendship  Lodge  No. 
103,  Dresden,  and  find  such  action  to  be  conformable  to  the  requirements  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  its  last  annual  meeting,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  approved. 

The  same  committee  have  examined  the  papers  in  relation  to  the  granting  a  dispen- 
sation to  the  brethren  of  Marion  Lodge  No.  ,  and  find  them  to  be  in  proper  form. 

But  as  said  Lodge  has  failed  to  forward  to  the  Grand  Lodge  its  dispensation,  By-Laws, 
and  record  of  proceedings,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  of  Marion  Lodge  No.  ,  be  continued  until  the 

next  regular  communication. 

The  same  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  application  of  a  number  of 
brethren  of  Wooster,  Wayne  county,  acting  under  dispensation,  granted  February  28, 
1840,  praying  the  restoration  of  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  and  for  pecuniary  relief. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  reasons  assigned  by  the  Brother,  representing  said  Lodge, 
for  the  suspension  of  its  labors,  are  such  as  should  entitle  the  Lodge  to  the  favorable 
consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  be  restored  to  its  former  standing  in  the  Grand 
Lodge — that  it  be  authorized  to  resume  work  under  its  charter,  on  restoring  the  dispen- 
sation granted  during  the  past  year,  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  that  the  fees  paid  for 
such  dispensation  be  refunded. 

The  same  committee  have  examined  the  papers  referred  to  them  in  the  case  of  Wash- 
ington Lodge  No.  ,  held  in  Washington,  Fayette  county,  and  find  the  same  to  have 

been  in  pursuance  of  the  requisitions  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  same  committee  have  examined  the  revised  By-Laws  of  Amity  Lodge  No.  5, 
Zanesville,  and  approve  the  same.  Also,  the  By-Laws  of  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13, 
Dayton,  which  they  also  approve. 

The  same  committee  have  examined  the  report  of  the  present  condition  of  Charity 
Lodge  No.  53,  held  at  Galena,  Delaware  county;  and  learn  that  said  Lodge  has  done  no 
work  since  the  year  1829.  Six  of  the  then  members  still  survive  and  are  residing  at 
Galena ;  who,  together  with  six  other  brethren,  all  vouched  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  be 
"  good  men  and  true,"  are  desirous  of  associating  together,  and  resuming  the  labors  of 
said  Lodge.  Three  dollars,  the  dues  for  the  current  year  of  the  six  remaining  members, 
accompany  the  application.  Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  Charity  Lodge  No.  53,  be  authorized  to  resume  work  under  its  charter, 
and  that  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  prior  to  the  year  1840,  be  remitted. 
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The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  letter  of  Brother  C.  S.  Coffinbury,  on 
behalf  of  the  brethren  of  Mansfield  Lodge  No.  35,  having  considered  the  subject  so 
referred,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  or  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  be 
authorized  to  restore  Mansfield  Lod«-e  to  its  regular  standing,  whenever  it  shall  be 
made  appear  to  their  satisfaction  that  said  Lodge'has  discharged  its  dues.

Whereas,  The  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  regular  communication,  in  the  year  1819,  granted 
a  charter  to  Highland  Lodge  No.  38,  at  Hillsborough,  Highland  county,  Ohio;  and 
whereas  said  charter  was  issued  on  paper,  and  has  become  much  mutilated,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  new  charter,  retaining  its  present  number,  issue  to  said  Highland 
Lodge  No.  38,  on  the  payment  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  fee. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions, made  the  following  report : 

The  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  report  further,  and  in  con- 
clusion: That  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  application  of  Brothers  Richard 
M.  Stadden,  H.  F.  Linville,  and  their  associates,  praying  for  a  letter  of  dispensation  for 
a  new  Lodge  at  Jackson,  Licking  county.  The  applicants  are  recommended  and 
avouched  by  the  officers  of  Newark  Lodge,  No.  97.  This  is  not  in  strict  conformity 
with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  require  the  recommendation  of  "the 
Lodge  nearest  the  place  where  it  is  proposed  to  establish  the  new  Lodge."  Whether 
this  is  such  a  deviation  as  should  induce  the  Grand  Lodge  to  withhold  from  the  peti- 
tioners the  object  for  which  they  pray,  is  a  question  which  we  respectfully  submit  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  report  back  the  said  application,  and  ask 
to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  revise  and  report  a  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  for  this  Grand  Lodge.

Thursday  Morning,  October  22,  1840. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  as  per  adjournment.    Present  as  on  yesterday. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Kreider,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Charters 
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and  Dispensations,  in  relation  to  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  33,  was  then  taken 

up  and  considered,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  agreed  to. 

Brother  Kreider  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Besolwd,  That  Brothers  John  Sala  of  Canton,  Seth  E  Hurd  of  Cleveland,  William 
McLaughlin  of  Mansfield,  William  Larwill  of  Wooster,  Van  R.  Humphrey  and  William 
Coolman  Jr..  of  Ravenna,  and  Elisha  Whittlesey,  of  Canfield,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
appointed  a  committee  to  visit  the  counties  comprising  the  "  Western  Reserve,"  with 
power  to  inquire  into  and  ascertain  the  condition  of  such  Lodges  therein  as  may  have 
forfeited  their  charters,  collect  their  jewels,  etc,  and  report  the  same,  together  with  such 
other  matters  as,  in  their  opinion,  will  be  of  service  to  the  craft,  and  make  report  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  regular  communication. 

Brother  J.  M.  Smith,  from  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  new  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  have  had  the  matter  assigned  them  under  considera- 
tion, and  respectfully  report:  That  they  concur  entirely  with  the  views  of  the  commit- 
tee on  the  new  Masonic  Hall,  as  expressed  in  their  report.  They  regard  the  erection  of 
a  permanent  Hall,  wherein  to  hold  the  sittings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a  matter  that 
will  exercise  a  salutary  and  happy  influence  upon  the  interests  of  the  fraternity 
throughout  the  State;  and  thus  viewing  the  subject,  the  committee  can  see  no  good 
reason  why  the  Grand  Lodge  should  not  itself  assist,  with  its  own  pecuniary  resources, 
the  furtherance  of  an  object  that  is  destined  to  exercise  such  a  salutary  influence  over 
the  craft;  especially  as  the  assistance  asked  for  will  not  impoverish  the  treasury  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  one  dollar  of  its  money,  but  on  the  contrary,  as  the  undersigned 
believe,  will  be  the  means  of  adding  much  to  it  hereafter.  The  vested  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  consist  of  stock  in  the  following  Banks,  to  wit:  $1000  in  the  Franklin 
Bank  of  Columbus;  $600  in  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  and  $400  in  the  Clinton  Bank  of 
Columbus— amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  $2000. 

During  the  past  year  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  received  a  circular, 
addressed  to  its  stockholders,  from  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  on  the  subject  of 
winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  Bank,  and  proposing  the  purchase,  by  the  Bank,  of  the 
stock,  at  par.  It  is  not  probable  that,  for  a  year  or  two  to  come,  the  stock  of  either  of 
the  other  two  institutions  can  be  very  productive  in  the  way  of  dividends,  should  their 
charters  even  be  confirmed  to  them.  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  not  risk  any  pecuniary  emolument  in  ordering  this  stock  to  be  disposed  of, 
and  the  proceeds  loaned  to  the  new  Grand  Lodge  Hall  fund,  at  an  interest  of  six  per 
cent,  per  annum;  while  by  so  doing  it  will  sustain  a  high  Masonic  interest.  Impressed 
with  these  views,  the  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  vested  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  disposed  of,  at  not  less  than 
their  par  value,  and  be  loaned  to  a  new  fund,  to  be  opened  on  the  books  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  and  designated  "Masonic  Hall  Fund,"  for  the  term  of  three  years,  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum ;  and  the  said  moneys  be  placed  subject  to  the  order  of 
the  committee  on  the  new  Masonic  Hall,  their  chairman,  or  any  agent  they  may  ap- 
point, 

2.  That  the  Grand  Treasurer,  as  trustee,  be  directed  to  dispose  of  the  stock  in  the 
Chillicothe  Bank  and  the  Clinton  Bank  of  Columbus,  and  that  the  same  officer,  as 
trustee  for  the  stock  named  in  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus,  be  a  committee  to  dis- 
pose of  the  same,  on  the  terms  provided  in  the  foregoing  resolution. 

3.  That  the  present  committee  on  the  new  Grand  Lodge  Hall  be  continued,  and  that 
they  have  full  power  and  authority  to  cause  any  change  to  be  made  in  the  size,  plan, 
or  structure  of  the  proposed  building,  that  they  shall  deem  proper  and  expedient,  ad- 
hering as  near  as  possible  to  the  plan  of  the  architect  adopted. 

4.  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  conjunction  with  said  committee,  be  empowered 
to  adopt  such  plan  as  they  shall  consider  best,  to  procure  by  subscription  or  donation 
the  necessary  funds  to  progress  with  the  building;  and  that  the  committee  be  instruct- 
ed to  proceed  with  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable.

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W  Grand  Master  and  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  be  a 
committee  to  compile,  within  sixty  days,  a  Masonic  Funeral  Service;  and  that  the  same 
be  printed  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  grand  communi- 
cation. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Spencer,  the  motion  to  reconsider  the  resolution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  the  time  of  holding  the  next  annual 
communication,  was  then  taken  up,  and,  on  leave,  the  motion  to  reconsider 
was  withdrawn.

The  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  respectfully  report :  That  they  have  ex- 
amined the  communications  received  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Virginia,  Connecticut,  Mississippi,  Maryland  and  Massachusetts,  and  are  much 
gratified  with  the  prosperous  condition  of  the  craft  in  those  States  respectively.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  the  said  several  communications  be  laid  up  in  the  archives 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  reciprocate  the  ci- 
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vilities  of  the  said  Grand  Lodges,  by  forwarding  to  each  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  find  nothing  in  said  communica- 
tions requiring  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  grand  communication,  charged 
with  the  duty  of  preparing  a  Masonic  Chart  or  Manual,  be  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Brother  A.  C.  Davis, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  affix  the  numbers  of  the  several  Lodges 
working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  until  the  next  regular  com- 
munication to  report,  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  added  to  said  committee. 

Brother  Spencer,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  so  much  of  the 

Grand  Master's  report  as  relates  to  the  organization  of  a  General  Grand 

Lodge  for  the  United  States  was  referred,  made  the  following  report,  which 

was  agreed  to : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Grand  Master's  commu- 
nication as  relates  to  the  organization  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge  for  the  United  States, 
report :  That  on  examination  of  the  foreign  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they 
discover  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  at  its  last  annual  communication,  adopted 
the  following  resolution,  initiatory  to  the  formation  of  such  a  body,  viz  : 

"Resolved,  That  all  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala- 
bama, be  requested  to  elect  one  delegate,  to  meet  in  General  Convention  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March,  1842,  in  the  city  of  Washington,  for  the  purpose  of  determining  upon 
a  uniform  mode  of  work  throughout  all  the  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  and  to  make 
other  lawful  regulations  for  the  interest  and  security  of  the  Craft." 

The  importance  of  the  subject  involved  in  said  resolution  is  such  as  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee  to  require  the  deepest  and  most  mature  deliberation.  On  the  one 
hand,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that  an  early  and  permanent  provision  for  securing  and 
maintaining  an  uniform  system  of  work  throughout  the  United  States,  is  highly  essen- 
tial to  the  welfare  of  the  Fraternity.  In  a  wide-spread  territory,  rapidly  extending  its 
borders,  and  as  rapidly  filling  up  with  a  population  gathered  from  almost  every  region 
of  the  world,  differing  in  habits,  in  feelings,  and  information,  it  cannot  be  expected 
that  the  principles  and  truths  of  Masonry  should  be  alike  understood  by  all,  without 
constant  intercourse  or  uniform  instruction.  On  the  other  hand,  there  seems  a  great 
and  just  repugnance  in  the  subordinate  Lodges,  to  any  alteration  or  enlargement  of 
their  present  constitutions,  whereby  their  control  over  the  subject  of  Masonry  shall  be

surrendered  up  or  removed  to  a  greater  distance  from  them;  and  a  growing  jealousy  of 
any  organization  which  may  ultimately  assume  to  itself  the  entire  control  of  the  insti- 
tution, independent  of  the  rights  and  powers  of  those  who  have  appointed  it.  In  view 
of  these  considerations,  and  to  assume  that  safe  and  deliberate  action  which  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  subject  seems  to  require,  your  committee  would  recommend  that  the 
consideration  and  adoption  of  said  resolution  by  this  body  be  laid  over  to  its  next 
regular  communication ;  and  in  the  mean  time,  referred  to  the  special  attention  of  the 
subordinate  Lodges  of  which  it  is  composed,  or  within  its  jurisdiction.

Brother  Thrall,tvom  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  By-Laws 
and  record  of  proceedings  of  Marion  Lodge  No.  — ,  working  under  dispensation,  to- 
gether with  a  letter  from  the  presiding  officer  of  that  Lodge,  addressed  to  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  have  examined  the  papers  so  referred,  and  find  that  said  Lodge  has  had 
but  one  meeting  under  its  dispensation,  the  proceedings  of  which  appear  to  have  been 
correct  The  By-Laws  adopted  by  said  Lodge,  appear  to  be  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  dispensation  does  not  appear  to  accompany 
the  other  papers ;  and  if  it  did,  your  committee  conceive  that  the  prudential  object  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  contemplated  in  requiring  its  subordinates  to  work  for  a  season  under 
dispensation,  would  be  defeated,  in  a  great  measure,  by  so  short  a  probation.  Your 
committee  have  already  reported  a  resolution  recommending  the  continuance  of  the 
dispensation  to  Marion  Lodge  No.  -,  until  the  next  grand  communication,  which  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  subject. 

Which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the  committee  discharged  accordingly. 

On  motion  of  Brother  A.  G.  Davis,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Besolved  That  the  committee  appointed  to  affix  a  number  to  the  different  charters  of 
the  Lodges  working  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  authorized  to  send 
a  circulfr  to  the  different  Lodges,  requesting  them  to  transmit  the  date  of  their  respec- 
tivecharters  tc >  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  (Brother  George  D.  Hme,  Massillon, 
Stark  county,  0.,)  at  the  expense  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Spencer  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

■Rfwlved  That  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
or  R  W  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  and  they  are  hereby 
lowered  a  their  discretion,  to  authorize  the  brethren  of  any  such  subordinate 
T  oE  within  our  jurisdiction/as  have  suspended  their  labors  for  more  than  one  year 
and  wL  apply  therefor,  to  resume  work,  requiring  such  Lodge  to  be  duly  represented 
at  the  next  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Hine,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  report  a  Constitution  and 
By-Laws  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  reported  that  the  committee  was  unable  to 
perform  the  duty  assigned  them,  for  want  of  time,  and  asked  to  be  dis- 
charged.   Which  report  was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Spencer,  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
report  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  was  then  taken  up ;  when,  on  motion 
of  Brother  Thrall,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  to  wit  : 
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Resolved,  That  the  committee  appointed  to  report  a  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  be 
continued  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  instructions  to  report  a  form  of  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws,  embodying  all  the  laws  and  edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  now  m 
force,  within  sixty  days  from  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  the  same 
appended  to  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  present  grand  communication  :  Provided, 
the  said  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  edicts,  shall  not  be  in  force  until  ratified  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  announced  the  following  appointments,  to  wit: 

G.  Steinman,  of  Lancaster,  Grand  Sword  Bearer. 

Owen  T.  Reeves,  of  Chillicothe,  and  Robert  Stewart,  of  Zanesville,  Grand  Pursuivants. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  on  motion,  it  was  ordered  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  do  now  close  the  present  communication. 

Whereupon,  after  an  address  to  the  Throne  of  Divine  Grace,  by  the 
Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  was  closed  in  ample  form.

THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  OHIO, 

AND  RESPECTFULLY  SUBMITTED  TO 

THE  FRATERNITY  UNDER  ITS  JURISDICTION. 


To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  and  the  Lodges  under  its  Jurisdiction : 

At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  undersigned  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  prepare  a  "Masonic  Funeral  Service"  with  instructions  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  appended  to  the  printed  minutes  of  the  present  grand  communication. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  some  improvement  might  be  made  in  the 
general  proceedings  usually  observed  at  Masonic  Funerals,  and  the  committee  were  left 
at  their  discretion  to  make  such  alterations  as  to  them  might  seem  proper  and  correct. 
In  submitting  to  you  the  subjoined  form  of  Service,  the  committee  take  occasion  to 
state  that  they  have  liberally  availed  themselves,  in  its  compilation,  of  the  several 
Burial  Services  found  in  our  different  Masonic  publications. 

Some  portions  of  it  may  require  to  be  varied,  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  particular 
occasions.  This  can  readily  be  done  by  slight  modifications  of  the  text.  In  its  general 
features  and  details,  however,  it  will  answer  for  all  Masonic  Funerals. 

If  a  proper  solemnity  of  demeanor  be  observed  on  such  occasions,  and  the  ceremo- 
nies be  conducted  by  brethren  of  irreproachable  morals,  the  committee  believe  that 
either  one  of  the  published  Funeral  Services  they  have  examined  would  be  productive 
of  salutary  influence  upon  the  public,  and  conduce  to  the  reputation  of  the  Craft.

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MASONIC  FUNERAL  SERVICE. 


GENERAL  DIRECTIONS. 

I.  No  Brother  can  be  interred  with  the  formalities  of  the  Order,  (or  participate  in 
such  formalities,)  unless  he  has  received  the  Third  Degree  in  Masonry. 

II.  The  Master  of  a  Lodge  being  notified  of  the  death  of  a  Brother,  and  of  his  request 
to  be  buried  with  Masonic  ceremonies,  shall  convene  his  Lodge  and  make  all  suitable 
arrangements  to  that  effect. 

III.  If  two  or  more  Lodges  attend,  the  ceremonies  will  be  conducted  by  the  Lodge  of 
which  the  deceased  was  a  member.  In  the  case  of  a  stranger  or  sojourner,  the  Master 
of  the  senior  Lodge  present  will  preside. 

IV.  All  the  brethren  who  walk  in  procession,  should  observe  as  much  as  possible  an 
uniformity  of  dress.  A  proper  badge  of  mourning  around  the  left  arm,  with  white 
gloves  and  aprons,  are  most  suitable.  It  is  enjoined  to  avoid  all  ostentatious  display 
of  Masonic  costume. 

V.  Musicians,  (if  belonging  to  the  fraternity,)  will  walk  in  procession  immediately 
after  the  Tyler ;  if  they  be  not  Masons,  they  will  precede  him.  Solemn  and  appropriate 
pieces  of  music  only  should  be  performed;  all  others  are  expressly  interdicted. 

VI.  The  cushion  on  which  the  Holy  Bible  is  placed,  should  be  covered  with  black ; 
a  piece  of  black  crape  should  be  tied  around  all  the  furniture  carried  in  procession, 
around  each  Steward's  rod,  and  on  the  musical  instruments.  The  procession  will  im- 
mediately precede  the  corpse,  and  the  brethren  walk  two  and  two,  except  such  officers 
as,  from  their  station,  are  to  walk  otherwise. 

VII.  It  would  be  proper  for  each  Lodge,  when  convenient,  to  have  a  pall  of  black 
cloth,  velvet,  or  other  suitable  material,  to  be  used  on  funeral  occasions.  On  the  coffin 
will  be  placed  or  tied  a  white  apron. 

VIII.  If  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Wardens  attend  any 
funeral  procession,  they  will  take  precedence,  and  preside  over  and  conduct  the  ceremo- 
nies, unless  they  desire  otherwise.  Their  place  in  the  procession  will  be  after  the  Master 
of  the  Lodge.  Two  Deacons,  on  the  right  and  left,  will  attend  a  Grand  Warden.  When 
the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  Grand  Master  is  present,  the  Book  of  Constitutions  is 
borne  before  him,  a  Grand  Sword  Bearer  follows  him,  and  the  Deacons,  with  black  rods, 
placed  on  his  right  and  left,  on  a  line,  seven  feet  apart.  If  a  Past  Grand  Officer  appear 
in  procession,  he  will  be  recognized  with  the  customary  respect.

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THE  SERVICE. 

\\  The  brethren  being  assembled  at  the  Lodge  room,  or  some  otner  convenient  place,  the  presiding 
officer  will  open  the  Lodge  on  the  third  degree.  After  having  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting,  the 
service  will  eommence— all  the  brethren  standing  : 

Master.  Man  that  is  born  of  a  woman  hath  but  a  short  time  to  live, 
and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down  like  a  flower ;  he 
fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow,  and  never  continueth  in  one  stay.  In  the  midst 
of  life  we  are  in  death.  Of  whom  then  may  we  seek  for  succor,  but  of 
Thee,  O  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art  justly  displeased  ? 

My  Brethren :  Where  is  the  man  that  liveth,  that  shall  not  see  death  ? 

Response  by  the  Brethren.  Man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow  ;  he  heapeth 
up  riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  shall  gather  them. 

Master.    Where  is  now  our  departed  brother  ? 

Response.    He  dwelleth  in  night ;  he  sojourneth  in  darkness. 

Master.    Can  we  offer  any  precious  thing  to  redeem  our  brother  ? 

Response.  We  have  not  a  ransom.  The  place  that  once  knew  him 
shall  know  him  no  more  forever. 

Master.    Shall  his  name  then  be  lost  upon  the  earth  ? 

Response.  We  will  treasure  it  in  our  memories,  we  will  record  it  in  our 
hearts. 

Master.    How  then  will  it  be  known  ? 

Response.    It  shall  live  in  the  exercise  of  his  virtues. 

Master.    When  our  brother  died,  did  he  carry  nothing  away  with  him  ? 

Response.  He  fulfilled  his  destiny :  Naked  came  he  into  the  world,  and 
naked  he  has  departed  out  of  it. 

Master.  Hear,  then,  the  conclusion  of  the  whole  matter:  It  is  the 
Lord  only  that  can  give,  and  it  is  the  Lord  that  hath  taken  away. 

Response.    Blessed  forever  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

Master.  Let  us  live  the  life  of  the  righteous,  that  our  last  end  may  be 
like  his. 

Response.  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever.  He  will  be  our  guide 
and  support,  even  through  the  dark  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death. 

Master.  I  heard  a  voice  from  Heaven,  saying  unto  me :  "  Write,  from 
henceforth,  blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord !  Even  so,  saith  the 
Spirit,  for  they  rest  from  their  labors." 

f  The  Master  here  takes  the  Roll,  on  which  is  Inscribed  the  name  and  age  of  the  deceased,  and  says  : 

Almighty  Father  !  In  Thy  hands  we  leave,  with  humble  submission, 
the  soul  of  our  brother. 

f  The  brethren  will  respond  three  times : 

The  will  of  God  is  accomplished.    So  mote  it  be. 
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If  The  Master  here  deposits  the  Roll,  and  repeats  the  following,  or  some  other  suitable  Prayer  : 

Most  Great:  Infinitely  High  and  Holy :  Transcendently  blessed  and 
glorious  Lord  our  God  !  It  is  Thou  who  art :  and  besides  Thee  there  is 
no  God.  We  are  Thy  creatures,  and  the  workmanship  of  Thy  hands. 
We  come  unto  Thee  in  our  afflictions,  and  pour  out  our  complaints  before 
Thee ;  assured  that  even  in  Thy  chastisements  Thou  rememberest  mercy. 
Thou  hast  laid  Thine  hand  upon  us  ;  and  our  Brother  hast  Thou  removed 
from  our  midst.  The  place  that  once  knew  him  shall  know  him  no  more 
forever.  Have  pity  on  us,  O  Lord  ;  have  pity  on  us !  and  sustain  us  in 
these  Thy  mysterious  dealings.  Draw  us,  O  God,  and  we  shall  run  after 
Thee.  Wash  us,  and  we  shall  be  whiter  than  snow.  Defend  us  ever  with 
Thy  heavenly  grace ;  and  prepare  us  daily  more  and  more  for  Thy  service 
in  heaven.  Dispense  Thy  blessing  to  a  fallen  world;  and  incline  the 
hearts  of  the  children  of  men  to  know  and  reverence  Thee  as  God  their 
Creator,  Preserver,  and  bountiful  Benefactor. 

Especially  under  the  deep  solemnities  of  the  present  occasion,  we  im- 
plore Thy  blessing  upon  us.  Bind  our  hearts  yet  closer  in  the  sincere  ties 
of  brotherly  love  and  friendship.  May  the  present  instance  of  mortality 
awaken  in  each  of  us  a  lively  consciousness  of  our  approaching  fate ;  and, 
by  weaning  our  affections  from  things  of  time  and  sense,  fix  them  devot- 
edly upon  Thee.  Grant,  we  beseech  Thee,  that  in  our  remaining  pilgrim- 
age towards  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  we  may  experience  the  conscious 
beatitude  of  Thy  protecting  presence. 

And  at  last,  Great  Parent  of  the  Universe,  when  our  journey  of  life 
shall  be  near  its  close ;  when  the  silver  cord  shall  be  loosed,  and  the  golden 
bowl  shall  be  broken ;  oh !  in  that  moment  of  mortal  extremity,  may  the 
lamp  of  Thy  love  dispel  the  gloom  of  the  dark  valley ;  and  may  we  each 
be  admitted  to  that  celestial  Lodge  above,  where  the  wicked  cease  from 
troubling,  and  where  the  weary  are  at  rest : — and  there,  in  the  fruition  of 
Thy  presence,  amidst  ineffable  glories,  enjoy  a  union  with  the  souls  of  our 
departed  friends,  perfect  as  is  the  bliss  reserved  for  the  righteous,  and 
durable  as  the  eternity  of  God.    Amen.    So  mote  it  he. 

^f  [The  above  ceremonies  may  be  performed  either  at  the  Lodge,  the  house  of  the  deceased,  or  in  the 
Church  edifice,  if  the  corpse  be  taken  there,  and  religious  services  performed.  If  at  the  house  of 
the  deceased,  the  Master  will  take  his  station  at  the  head  of  the  coffin,  which  will  be  uncovered,  the 
Wardens  at  the  foot,  and  the  Brethren  around  it,  and  commence  as  above  described.  At  the  conclu- 
sion the  coffin  will  be  closed.  If  in  the  Church,  immediately  after  the  benediction,  the  Master,  War- 
dens, and  Brethren,  will  place  themselves  as  above  directed,  when  the  ceremonies  will  commence.] 

Tf  A  procession  will  then  be  again  formed  and  march  to  the  place  of  interment,  in  the  order  prescribed. 
The  members  of  the  Lodge  will  form  a  circle  around  the  grave.  The  Clergy  and  Officers  will  take 
their  station  at  the  head,  and  the  Mourners  at  the  foot,  when  the  service  will  be  resumed  by  the 
Master  as  follows  : 

Thfe  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me,  and  carried  me  out  in  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the  midst  of  the  valley,  which  was  full  of 
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bones,  and  caused  me  to  pass  by  them  round  about :  and  behold,  there 
were  very  many  in  the  open  valley ;  and  lo,  they  were  very  dry.  And  he 
said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  can  these  bones  live?  and  I  answered,  O, 
Lord  God,  thou  knowest.    Again  he  said  unto  me, 

Prophesy  upon  these  bones,  and  say  unto  them,  Oh,  ye  dry  bones,  hear  the  words  of 
the  Lord.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto  these  bones :  Behold,  I  will  cause  breath  to 
come  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live : 

And  I  will  lay  sinews  upon  you,  and  will  bring  up  flesh  upon  you,  and  cover  you  with 
skin,  and  put  breath  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

So  I  prophesied  as  I  was  commanded :  and  as  I  prophesied  there  was  a 
noise,  and  behold,  a  shaking,  and  the  bones  came  together,  bone  to  his  bone. 
And  when  I  beheld,  lo,  the  sinews  and  the  flesh  came  up  upon  them,  and 
the  skin  covered  them  above :  but  there  was  no  breath  in  them.  Then 
said  he  unto  me,  Prophesy  unto  the  wind ;  prophesy,  son  of  man,  and  say 
to  the  wind, 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  :  Come  from  the  four  winds,  0  breath,  and  breathe  upon 
these  slain,  that  they  may  live. 

So  I  prophesied  as  he  commanded  me,  and  the  breath  came  into  them, 

and  they  lived,  and  stood  up  upon  their  feet. 

My  Brethren  :  We  are  again  called  upon  by  a  most  solemn  admoni- 
tion, to  regard  the  uncertainty  of  human  life,  the  immutable  certainty  of 
death,  and  the  vanity  of  all  earthly  pursuits.  Decrepitude  and  decay  are 
written  on  every  living  thing.  The  cradle  and  the  coffin  stand  in  juxtapo- 
sition to  each  other ;  and  it  is  a  melancholy  truth,  that  so  soon  as  we  begin 
to  live,  that  moment  also  we  begin  to  die.  Weakness  and  imperfection  are 
the  incidents  of  our  fallen  condition ;  the  damp,  dark  grave  is  our  destiny 
and  our  doom.  It  is  passing  strange,  that  notwithstanding  the  daily  me- 
mentos of  mortality  that  cross  our  path ;  notwithstanding  the  funeral  bell 
so  often  tolls  in  our  ears,  and  the  "  mournful  processions  "  go  about  our 
streets,  that  we  will  not  consider  our  latter  end,  and  lay  it  more  seriously 
to  heart,  that  we  must  ourselves  go  down  into  the  silent  chambers  of  the 
tomb !  What  an  eloquent  commentary  is  here  exhibited  upon  the  insta- 
bility of  every  human  pursuit !  and  how  touchingly  —  with  what  deep 
pathos  —  does  it  echo  the  sad  sentiment  of  the  great  preacher,  who,  having 
tested  all  the  pleasures  and  fascinations  of  this  world ;  having  drank  deep 
from  the  golden  cup  of  its  ambition,  its  honors,  and  its  wealth ;  of  its  in- 
tellectual enjoyments,  and  its  sensual  gratifications  ;  wrote  from  remorseful 
experience,  and  for  our  perpetual  warning,  the  immortal  text,  "  Vanity  of 
vanities  —  all  is  vanity!"  My  Brethren,  does  not  that  warning  voice 
come  to  us  with  most  peculiar  emphasis  in  this  "valley  of  death"  ?  And 
shall  it  not  exercise  over  our  future  actions  the  deep  and  pervading  influ- 
ence its  high  Masonic  source  is  entitled  to  command  ? 

The  offices  that  we  pay  to  the  dead  are  useless  formalities,  except  as 
45 
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they  constitute  lessons  to  the  living.  The  cold  marble  form  enclosed  in  the 
"narrow  house"  before  you,  is  alike  insensible  to  our  sorrows  and  our  cer- 
emonies. To  him  it  matters  not  whether  two  or  three  gather  around  the 
grave  to  perform  his  funeral  ritual,  or  that  hundreds  have  assembled,  with 
the  pomp  and  circumstance  of  worldly  grandeur,  to  deposit  him  in  his  final 
resting  place.  It  is  of  little  moment  how,  or  in  what  manner,  his  obsequies 
are  performed ;  whether  the  wild  winds  chant  his  requiem,  or  it  be  accom- 
panied with  the  minstrelsy  of  many  voices.  He  has  gone  to  accomplish 
the  material  destiny  of  all  our  race ;  he  will  return  into  the  ground  from 
which  he  was  taken ;  and  in  the  solemn  solitude  of  the  grave,  his  dust  will 
mingle  with  its  kindred  dust. 

But,  my  Brethren,  could  that  inanimate  form  once  more  heave  with 
vitality— could  the  rigid  tongue  be  loosed,  so  that  it  might  again  articu- 
late—oh! with  a  knowledge  of  all  the  fearful  secrets  of  his  mysterious 
journey,  with  what  startling  emphasis  would  he  not  plead  with  us  to  "pre- 
pare to  meet  our  God!"  It  is  infatuation— it  is  sorcery  most  fatal  and 
delusive— that  has  enchanted  our  faculties,  and  drugged  our  better  judg- 
ments; else  such  a  voice  would  come  up  to  us  from  every  new-made  grave. 

But  it  is  the  fashion  of  the  world,  whenever  this  solemn  subject  is  thrust 
upon  it,  to  postpone  the  consideration  for  a  "more  convenient  season." 
Pleasure,  ambition,  amusement  and  business  engross  our  every  sense.  We 
go  on  from  one  design  to  another ;  add  hope  to  hope  ;  one  plan  of  busi- 
ness is  consummated,  another  plan  is  commenced — and  thus  there  is  laid 
out  employment  for  many  coming  years ;  and  it  may  be,  that  when  most 
busy  with  "  our  farms  and  merchandise,"  at  a  season  of  all  others  the  most 
unpropitious,  because  the  most  unlooked  for,  the  pale  messenger  obtrudes 
upon  us  his  dreadful  summons,  and  we  are  hurried  to  our  eternal  audit 
with  all  our  imperfections  on  our  heads. 

What,  then,  are  all  the  externals  of  human  dignity— the  power  of 
wealth,  the  dreams  of  ambition,  the  pride  of  intellect,  or  the  charms  of 
beauty— when  Nature  has  paid  her  just  debt?  Fix  your  eyes  on  the  last 
sad  scene,  and  view  humanity,  stripped  of  its  dazzling,  meretricious  orna- 
ments, and  you  must  needs  be  persuaded  of  the  utter  emptiness  of  these 
delusions.  In  the  grave  all  fallacies  are  detected,  all  ranks  are  leveled,  and 
all  distinctions  are  done  away.  The  monarch  of  an  hundred  provinces,  at 
whose  bidding  nations  pay  obeisance,  and  the  poor  beggar  that  shivers  at 
his  gate,  are  equals  in  the  house  of  death.  The  one  is  obliged  to  part 
with  his  sceptre  and  his  crown;  the  other  has  no  further  use  for  his  wallet 
and  his  rags  ;  and  both  are  indebted  to  their  Mother  Earth  for  a  common 
sepulture. 

It  is  of  record  in  the  volume  of  Eternal  Truth,  that  perfection  on  earth 
can  never  be  attained.  While  we  drop  the  sympathetic  tear  over  the 
grave  of  our  departed  Brother,  let  us  cast  around  his  foibles,  whatever 
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they  may  have  been,  the  broad  mantle  of  a  Mason's  charity;  nor  withhold 
from  his  memory  the  just  commendation  that  his  virtues  claim  at  our 
hands.  The  best  of  created  men  did  most  grievously  err ;  and  the  wisest 
of  our  race  went  sadly  astray.  Suffer,  then,  the  apologies  of  human 
nature  to  plead  in  behalf  of  him  who  cannot  any  longer  extenuate  for 
himself. 

Our  present  meeting  and  proceedings  will  have  been  vain  and  useless  if 
they  fail  to  incite  us  to  serious  reflections,  and  strengthen  our  resolutions 
for  amendment.  Be  then  persuaded,  my  Brethren,  by  the  uncertainty  of 
life,  and  the  unsubstantial  nature  of  all  its  pursuits ;  and  postpone  no 
longer  that  preparation  which  it  is  wisdom  to  provide,  and  •  madness  to 
defer.  Let  us  each  embrace  the  present  propitious  moment ;  and  now, 
while  time  and  gracious  opportunity  offer,  prepare  for  the  exigencies  of 
our  latter  end,  when  the  pleasures  of  the  world  will  be  as  poison  cups  to 
our  lips,  and  the  reflections  consequent  upon  a  well  spent  life  alone  afford 
us  comfort  and  consolation.  The  summer  is  rapidly  passing  away ;  the 
harvest  will  soon  be  gathered,  and  the  wailings  of  the  lost  must  be  the  cry 
of  all  who  have  not  then  plucked  the  golden  fruit  of  the  Tree  of  Life. 

Let  us  here  resolve  to  maintain,  with  greater  assiduity,  the  dignified 
character  of  our  profession.  May  our  faith  be  evinced  in  a  correct  moral 
walk  and  deportment ;  may  our  hope  be  bright  as  the  glorious  mysteries  to 
be  revealed  hereafter ;  and  our  charity  boundless  as  the  wants  of  humanity. 

And  having  faithfully  discharged  the  great  duties  we  owe  to  God,  to  our 
neighbor,  and  ourselves ;  when  at  last  it  shall  please  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Universe  to  send  his  Tyler,  Death,  to  summon  us  into  His  eternal 
presence,  may  the  trestle-board  of  our  whole  lives  pass  such  inspection  that 
it  may  be  given  unto  each  one  of  us  to  "  eat  of  the  hidden  manna,"  and  to 
receive  the  "  white  stone  with  the  new  name  written,"  that  will  insure  per- 
petual and  unspeakable  happiness  in  the  Paradise  of  God. 

The  following  Invocations  are  then  made  : 

Master.  May  we  be  true  and  faithful  to  each  other,  and  may  we  live 
and  die  in  love. 

Response.    So  mote  it  be. 

Master.  May  we  profess  what  is  good,  and  always  act  agreeably  to  our 
profession. 

Response.    So  mote  it  be. 

Master.    May  the  Lord  bless  us  and  keep  us ;  may  the  Lord  be  gra- 
cious unto  us,  and  may  all  our  good  intentions  be  crowned  with  success. 
Response.    So  mote  it  be. 

Master.  Glory  be  to  God  in  the  highest :  on  earth  peace — good  will 
towards  men. 

Response.    So  mote  it  be ;  now,  henceforth,  and  forever.  Amen. 
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\  The  Service  is  then  resumed  by  the  Master,  as  follows  : 

I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord;  he  that  believeth  in 
me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live ;  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  me  shall  never  die. 

M  Here  the  apron  is  taken  from  the  coffin  and  handed  to  the  Master,  and  the  coffin  is  deposited  in  the 
earth,  when  the  service  is  resumed: 

Forasmuch  as  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  wise  Providence,  to 
take  out  of  the  world  the  soul  of  our  deceased  Brother,  we  therefore  com- 
mit his  body  to  the  ground ;  earth  to  earth — ashes  to  ashes — dust  to  dust : 
looking  for  the  general  resurrection  in  the  last  day,  when  the  earth  and 
the  sea  shall  give  up  their  dead. 

^  The  Secretary  will  then  advance  and  deposit  the  roll  in  the  grave  with  the  usual  forms. 

Master.    Friend  and  Brother  !  we  bid  thee  a  last,  a  long  farewell  ! 
Thou  art  at  rest  from  thy  labors ;  may  it  be  in  peace  I 
Response.    So  mote  it  be.  Amen. 

Then  may  be  sung,  or  rehearsed  by  the  Master,  the  following  or  some  other  appropriate  Hymn:

If  The  Service  is  then  resumed  by  the  Master,  who,  presenting  the  Apron,  says : 

The  Lamb  SJcin,  or  White  Apron,  is  an  emblem  of  Innocence,  and  the 
badge  of  a  Mason.  It  is  more  ancient  than  the  Golden  Fleece,  or  Roman 
Eagle  ;  more  honorable  than  the  Star  and  Garter. 

^[The  Master  then  deposits  it  in  the  grave,  and  says: 

This  emblem  I  now  deposit  in  the  grave  of  our  deceased  Brother.  We 
are  thus  reminded  of  the  universal  domination  of  Death.  The  arm  of 
friendship  cannot  interpose  to  prevent  his  coming ;  the  wealth  of  the  world 
cannot  purchase  our  release;  nor  will  the  innocence  of  youth,  or  the 
charms  of  beauty,  propitiate  his  purpose.  The  mattock,  the  coffin,  and 
the  melancholy  grave  admonish  us  of  our  mortality,  and  that,  sooner  or 
later,  these  frail,  weak  bodies  must  moulder  in  their  parent  dust. 
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U  The  Master,  holding  the  Evergreen  in  his  hand,  continues: 

This  Evergreen  is  an  emblem  of  our  faith  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul. 
By  this  we  are  reminded  of  our  high  and  glorious  destiny  beyond  the 
"  world  of  shadows,"  and  that  there  dwells  within  our  tabernacle  of  clay, 
an  imperishable,  immortal  spirit,  over  which  the  grave  has  no  dominion, 
and  death  no  power. 

f  The  Brethren  will  now  move  in  procession  around  the  grave,  and  severally  drop  in  it  the  sprig  of 
evergreen  ;  after  which  the  public  grand  honors  are  given.  The  Master  then  continues  the  Ceremony 
in  the  following  words  : 

From  time  immemorial,  it  hath  been  the  custom  among  the  fraternity  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  at  the  request  of  a  Brother,  to  accompany  his 
corpse  to  the  place  of  interment,  there  to  deposit  it  with  the  usual  for- 
malities. 

In  conformity  to  this  ancient  usage,  and  at  the  request  of  our  deceased 
Brother,  we  have  assembled  at  this  time,  in  the  character  of  Masons,  to 
offer  up,  before  the  world,  the  last  sad  tribute  of  our  affection ;  and  thereby 
to  demonstrate,  in  the  strongest  possible  manner,  the  sincerity  of  our  past 
esteem  for  him,  and  our  steady  attachment  to  the  principles  of  the  Order. 

"We  have  now,  with  the  usual  Masonic  ceremonies,  committed  the  body 
of  a  Brother  to  its  kindred  dust;  there  to  remain  until  the  trumpet  of 
judgment  shall  summon  it  forth.  We  leave  him  in  the  hands  of  a  Being 
who  doth  all  things  well ;  who  is  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises, 
doing  wonders. 

To  those  of  his  immediate  relatives  and  friends  who  are  most  heart- 
stricken  at  the  loss  we  have  all  sustained,  we  have  nothing  of  this  world's 
consolation  to  offer.  We  can  only  deeply,  sincerely,  and  most  affection- 
ately sympathize  with  them  in  their  afflictive  bereavement.  But  in  the 
spirit  of  fraternity,  and  in  accordance  with  Masonic  teachings,  we  dare  to 
say,  that  He  who  "  tempers  the  wind  to  the  shorn  lamb,"  looks  down,  with 
infinite  compassion,  upon  the  widow  and  fatherless,  in  the  hour  of  their 
desolation ;  and  that  the  same  benevolent  Saviour,  whose  tears  of  sympa- 
thy watered  the  grave  in  Bethany,  will  fold  the  arms  of  His  love  and  pro- 
tection around  those  who  put  their  trust  and  confidence  in  Him. 

Then  let  us  each,  in  our  respective  spheres,  so  improve  this  solemn 
warning  of  our  God,  that  at  last,  when  the  "  sheeted  dead  "  are  stirring, 
when  the  "  great  white  throne  "  is  set,  and  the  volume  of  the  record  of  our 
lives  is  opened,  we  may  receive  from  the  Omniscient,  Eternal  Judge,  the 
thrilling  invitation,  "  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom 
prepared  for  you  from  the  foundation  of  the  world." 

^  The  Service  is  concluded  with  the  following,  or  some  other  suitable  Prayer  : 

Almighty  and  most  merciful  God,  in  whom  we  live,  and  move,  and  have 
our  being ;  and  before  whom  all  men  must  appear,  to  render  an  account 
for  the  deeds  done  in  the  body ;  we  do  most  earnestly  beseech  Thee,  as  we 
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now  surround  the  grave  of  our  fallen  Brother,  to  impress  deeply  upon  our 
minds  the  solemnities  of  this  day.  May  we  ever  remember  that  "  in  the 
midst  of  life  we  are  in  death ;"  and  so  live  in  the  discharge  of  our  respect- 
ive duties  here  on  earth,  as  we  will  desire  to  have  done  when  the  hour  of 
our  departure  is  at  hand. 

And  oh!  Gracious  Father,  vouchsafe  us,  we  pray  Thee,  Thy  divine 
assistance,  to  redeem  our  misspent  time ;  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
Thou  hast  assigned  us,  in  the  erection  of  our  moral  edifice,  may  we  have 
wisdom  from  on  high  to  direct  us ;  strength  commensurate  with  our  task  to 
support  us ;  and  the  heauty  of  holiness  to  render  all  our  performances  ac- 
ceptable in  Thy  sight.  And  at  last,  when  our  work  on  earth  is  done,  when 
the  mallet  of  death  shall  call  us  from  our  labors,  may  we  obtain  a  blessed 
and  everlasting  rest  in  that  spiritual  temple,  that  house  not  made  with 
hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens. 

So  mote  it  be.  Amen.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  read  his  annual  Communication — as  follows : 

To  the  M  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  : 

Brethren  :  — In  accordance  with  the  requisition  of  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last 
regular  communication  of  this  body,  involving  particular  duties  of  the  Chair,  I  have 
now  the  honor  to  present,  for  your  consideration  and  action,  a  statement  of  official 
doings ;  accompanied  with  such  general  suggestions  as  have  appeared  to  me  to  he  per- 
tinent and  proper.  Another  year  of  our  Masonic  existence  is  just  passing  away,  and  it 
gives  me  great  gratification  to  assure  you,  that  in  our  own  particular  field  of  labor,  an 
abundant  harvest  has  been  gathered  and  safely  stored. 

There  has  been  graciously  vouchsafed  to  us  "  the  early  and  the  latter  rain ; "  and 
other  kindred  influences  have  combined,  to  develop  the  hidden  beauty,  and  establish 
more  permanently  in  the  public  estimation,  the  purity  of  the  principles  of  the  Order. 
Indeed,  in  every  section  of  the  State,  wherever  the  sound  of  the  speculative  gavel  has 
been  heard,  there  has  appeared,  and  is  now  exhibiting,  a  wonderful  manifestation  of 
interest  in  regard  to  the  welfare  and  advancement  of  Masonry.  This  palmy  state  of 
things  has  undoubtedly  been  brought  about,  in  a  great  degree,  by  the  prudence  and 
circumspection  of  the  subordinate  Lodges ;  but  in  an  especial  manner  may  it  also  be 
attributed  to  the  systems  of  government,  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  different 
States. 

Many  of  these  Masonic  bodies  seem  fully  to  have  realized  a  just  sense  of  their  duties 
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and  responsibilities,  and  to  properly  appreciate  that  upon  their  doings  and  deliberations, 
are  linked  either  for  weal  or  for  evil,  the  usefulness  and  prosperity  of  the  crafts  under 
their  respective  jurisdictions.  They  have  begun,  also,  to  manifest,  that  as  they  possess 
the  attributes  of  sovereignty,  and  are  supreme  in  their  enactments  and  decisions,  so 
also,  they  are,  what  they  always  ought  to  have  been,  the  centre  and  fountain  of  Masonic 
light  and  intelligence. 

Acting  upon  these  high  principles,  and  realising  such  a  sense  of  duty,  the  annual 
convocations  of  these  Grand  bodies  are  distinguished  for  influential,  dignified  and  intel- 
lectual proceedings.  Hasty  and  imprudent  legislation  is  abandoned — profound  deco- 
rum and  propriety  characterize  their  sittings ;  and,  while  the  combined  executive,  legis- 
lative and  judicial  functions,  inseparable  from  their  formation,  are  discharged  in  the 
spirit  of  wisdom  and  fraternal  kindness,  there  is  also  evidenced  to  the  attendant  Crafts, 
that  as  u  master  workmen,"  they  are  well  skilled  in  the  hidden  and  peculiar  mysteries 
of  the  temple.  The  meetings  of  such  a  body,  so  constituted,  and  so  characterized,  will 
always  be  regarded  with  peculiar  veneration  and  respect  by  the  fraternity. 

Among  those  that  have  thus  influenced  the  prosperity  of  the  Order,  I  will  be  allowed 
to  mention,  as  preeminent  in  its  example,  the  Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York. 

This  body,  as  is  known  to  you  all,  lately  had  to  contend  with  a  domestic  and  painful 
occurrence.  A  schismatic  and  rebellious  body  of  Masons,  banded  together  for  treason- 
able purposes,  attempted  to  subvert  its  authority,  and  establish  a  separate  and  indepen- 
dent Masonic  government,  within  the  territory  of  its  jurisdiction.  The  calm,  but  firm 
and  energetic  course  that  was  pursued  in  this  crisis  of  its  history,  has  won  for  it  golden 
opinions  in  every  State  of  the  Union.  Since  the  occurrence,  and  effectual  suppression 
of  this  treasonable  movement,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  has  progressed  with  a 
rapid  stride  to  the  consummation  of  its  present  elevated  position.  It  has  adopted,  and 
put  into  operation,  a  system  of  enlarged,  practical  measures,  which  will  not  only  tend 
to  the  building  up  of  its  own  governmental  prosperity,  but  will  bind  together  in  the 
bonds  of  a  closer  and  more  fraternal  union,  all  kindred  and  similar  associations.  I  here 
particularly  allude  to  the  Representative  system,  which  that  body  has  within  a  few 
years  past  established;  and  from  the  intimate'  intercourse  thus  secured  with  Grand 
Lodges  on  the  continent  of  Europe,  and  in  the  United  States,  is  now  deriving  the  most 
beneficial  and  happy  results.  One  object  eminently  obtained  by  means  of  this  friendly 
communion,  is  an  enlarged  correspondence,  which  secures  the  most  speedy  and  correct 
Masonic  Intelligence. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  these  different  Grand  bodies,  are  parcel  of  the 
common  history  of  the  Order;  they  are  records  of  the  state  of  the  Institution,  and  con- 
tain whatever  is  valuable,  as  rules  of  action,  deduced  from  long  observation  and  past 
experience.  It  would  not,  perhaps,  be  practicable  at  present,  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to 
adopt  generally,  the  Representative  system,  which  has  produced  such  happy  results 
among  our  distant  brethren;  but  it  might  be  well  to  give  the  whole  subject  a  careful 
consideration,  and  if  approved  of,  to  take  some  measures  at  this  time,  to  secure  such 
friendly  relations,  at  least  with  our  Masonic  neighbors  of  the  West. 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  committee  on  "Foreign  Communications," 
in  this  body,  to  pass  over  their  duties  informally  ;  simply  reporting  the  extent  of  that 
correspondence,  without  presenting  any  matters  of  interest  therein  contained,  before 
the  Grand  Lodge,  either  for  its  information  or  action.  This  may  have  arisen  in  a  great 
degree,  from  the  shortness  of  our  sessions,  and  the  multiplicity  of  domestic  business 
claiming  the  attention  of  the  Representatives.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  ample 
time  cannot  be  afforded  to  transact  the  Masonic  business  of  the  State,  which  must 
necessarily  become  more  and  more  extended  as  the  Lodges  increase  and  the  Order  con- 
tinues to  flourish.  But  it  seems  to  me,  that  the  standing  committee  I  have  mentioned, 
especially  in  the  present  posture  of  our  affairs,  is  charged  with  very  important  duties, 
the  faithful  performance  of  which  is  essential  to  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  Masonic 
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history  of  the  times,  which  can  only  be  communicated,  to  many  of  the  Lodges  through 
their  report,  published  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  this  body. 

So  well  persuaded  am  I,  brethren,  of  the  direct  influence  of  this  Assembly  upon  the 
subordinate  Lodges  of  the  State,  and  through  them  upon  the  general  welfare  of  the 
fraternity,  that  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  urge  upon  you  the  adoption  of  every  proper  meas- 
ure calculated  to  elevate  its  character,  and  extend  its  influence. 

If  we  should  at  any  time  become  careless  and  lukewarm  in  the  discharge  of  our  par- 
ticular duties ;  if  apathy  should  creep  into  our  councils,  and  factious  disorder  charac- 
terize our  sittings ;  if  we  are  unskillful  in  the  use  of  the  instruments  of  our  labor, 
unschooled  in  the  lessons  of  the  Lodge  room,  and  unable  to  preside  over  the  Crafts 
while  at  their  mystic  work,  I  need  not  tell  you  that  the  light  which  should  concentrate 
here,  in  burning  and  blazing  radiance,  would  neither  warm  with  its  rays,  nor  invigo- 
rate with  its  presence. 

Somehow  or  other  the  impression  has  most  strangely  obtained,  that  the  sessions  of  a 
Grand  Lodge  are  only  required  for  the  transaction  of  ordinary  general  business,  and 
that  the  qualifications  for  membership  need  not  extend  beyond  this  circumference,  and 
some  knowledge  of  parliamentary  rules  and  proceedings.  This  singular  heresy  is  now 
very  properly  exploded,  and  the  required  formula,  in  all  particulars,  are  now  rigidly 
enacted  and  performed  by  the  different  Grand  Lodges,  both  for  the  purpose  of  instruc- 
tion and  for  example  to  their  subordinates.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  permit  me 
to  suggest,  that  it  used  to  be  the  practice  of  this  Grand  body,  at  its  annual  communica- 
tions, to  require  lectures  to  be  delivered  in  its  presence,  on  the  several  degrees,  or  cer- 
tain formal  parts  of  the  work;  and  that  such  custom  now  obtains  in  several  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  States.  _       rt  '    ■  ,  _ 

This  body,  you  are  aware,  is  essentially  republican  in  its  organization,  all  of  its  offi- 
cers being  elected  by  ballot,  which  is  not  contemplated  in  the  old  Constitutions  of  the 
Order-  hence  they  provide  no  ceremony  of  installation  applicable  to  such  case.  It  is 
neither  prudent  nor  safe  to  vary  from  these  ancient  and  excellent  regulations,  in  all 
matters  which  they  have  designated  as  essential.  If  we  depart  from  one  established 
form  we  may,  whenever  convenience  or  inclination  require,  abrogate  another,  and 
thus  'in  the  end,  all  form  and  symmetry  might  be  lost  sight  of  and  forgotten,  and  the 
very' design  and  structure  of  the  institution  become  subverted  and  impaired.  Might  it 
not  be  prudent  to  go  back  again,  at  least  within  the  limits  that  have  been  prescribed  by 
our  brethren  of  the  "olden  time,"  so  far  as  to  have  prepared  a  form  of  installation  for 
the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio?  Such  a  ceremony  might  be  made  to  conduce 
materially  to  the  interests  of^the  proceedings  of  this  body. 

I  regret  to  state  to  you  that  during  the  past  year  the  official  active  labors  of  this  Chair 
have  been  very  limited;  and,  in  this  particular,  I  fear  that  I  have  not  met  your  just 
expectations ;  it  is  very  certain  that  I  have  not  realized  my  own.  It  was  my  intention 
to  have  visited  generally  the  Lodges  in  this  State,  and  I  have  only  been  deterred  from 
doing  so  by  personal  private  engagements,  which  could  neither  be  postponed  nor 
avoided.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  should,  in  my  opinion,  maintain, 
when  practicable,  frequent  official  intercourse  with  the  Lodges  over  which  he  is  called 
to  preside.  He  should  be  well  acquainted  with  their  condition  — familiar  with  their 
wants  —  understand  their  various  interests  — and  bring  the  influence  of  his  high  station 
immediately  to  operate  upon  them,  whether  to  restrain,  to  encourage,  or  to  counsel 
them  against  errors.  ,  . 

I  have  always  regarded  the  faithful  performance  of  these  duties  to  be  among  the 
most  important  attached  to  this  Chair ;  and  hence  I  have  heretofore  expressed  to  you, 
and  do  now  again  reiterate  my  desire,  that  it  should  be  filled  with  some  brother  having 
more  leisure  at  his  disposal,  and  possessing  greater  ability  to  discharge  its  responsible 

requirements.  '«! 

At  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  application  was  made  by  Brother 
Richard  Stadden  and  others,  praying  for  authority  to  establish  a  new  Lodge  at  Jackson, 
in  Licking  county,  which  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dis- 
pensations. Owing  to  some  informality  in  the  petition,  the  committee  reported  back 
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the  application,  and  it  was  especially  referred  to  the  official  action  of  the  Chair,  during 
the  recess.  In  the  month  of  November,  1840,  I  received  a  petition  from  the  same 
brethren,  which  was  duly  avouched  by  Newark  Lodge  No.  97,  and  was,  in  all  other 
respects,  formal  and  correct.  I  accordingly  issued  a  dispensation  on  the  2d  day  of  No- 
vember of  that  year,  authorizing  the  creation  of  a  new  Lodge  at  Jackson,  in  Licking 
county,  by  the  name  of  Jackson  Lodge  No.  — ,  and  appointed  the  W.  Brother  J.  M. 
Smith,  of  Newark,  my  proxy  to  organize  it  under  the  dispensation. 

During  the  same  month,  application  was  made  to  me  by  Brothers  James  M.  Bristow, 
Caleb  West  and  others,  of  Piqua,  in  Miami  county,  for  a  new  Lodge  in  that  place.  This 
petition  was  accompanied  with  a  recommendation  from  the  Master,  Wardens  and 
brethren  of  Franklin  Lodge  No.  14,  at  Troy;  and  being  in  all  other  respects  in  confor- 
mity with  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  issued  a  dispensation  on  the  17th  day 
of  November,  1840,  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Piqua,  by  the  name  of  Warren  Lodge  No.  — . 
The  R.  W.  Brother,  George  Keifer,  of  Troy,  presided  at  its  organization  as  my  proxy ; 
and  in  his  official  report  to  me  gives  very  satisfactory  assurances  of  its  moral  and  Ma- 
sonic qualifications. 

In  the  month  of  February,  1841,  I  received  an  application  from  Brothers  J.  W.  Milli- 
gan,  B.  Latham,  P.  H.  Olmsted  and  others,  asking  that  a  new  Lodge  might  be  estab- 
lished in  the  city  of  Columbus.  The  petition  being  formal  and  regular,  I  issued  a 
dispensation  on  the  10th  of  February  for  the  creation  in  that  city  of  Columbus  Lodge 
No.  — .  I  presided  myself  at  the  organization  of  this  Lodge,  and  was  assisted  in  that 
pleasing  duty  by  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

During  the  past  season  an  opportunity  occurred  to  me  to  visit  Columbus  Lodge,  at 
which  time  I  conferred  the  first  degree  in  Masonry  upon  two  applicants,  and  am  pleased 
to  bear  testimony  to  the  correctness  and  propriety  which  obtained,  both  in  the  manner 
of  work,  and  other  proceedings. 

In  the  course  of  the  same  month  an  application  was  presented  to  me  from  a  consti- 
tutional number  of  brethren  in  Akron,  Summit  county,  asking  authority  to  form  a  new 
Lodge  in  that  place,  which  was  avouched  and  recommended  by  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  Clinton  Lodge  No.  103,  at  Massillon.  Believing  that  it  would  promote  the  inter- 
ests of  the  Order,  I  issued  a  dispensation  on  the  20th  of  February,  1841,  creating  a  new 
Lodge  at  Akron,  by  the  name  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge  in  Perfection  No.  — ,  and  ap  - 
pointed  the  R.  W.  Brother  George  D.  Hine,  of  Massillon,  to  preside  at  its  organization. 

In  November,  1840,1  received  the  dispensation  of  Ebenezer  Lodge  No.  — ,at  Wooster, 
returned  by  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

During  the  past  year  various  communications  have  been  addressed  to  me  from 
Lodges  in  different  parts  of  the  State,  on  subjects  connected  principally  with  their  par- 
ticular local  interests.  Such  as  I  have  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  engage  the 
attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will  be  presented  to  the  appropriate  committee,  with  the 
papers  accompanying  this  report. 

Since  the  last  session  of  this  body,  I  have  visited  officially  the  Lodges  at  Zanesville, 
and  that  at  Washington,  in  Fayette  county,  at  which  place  I  publicly  dedicated  the 
Lodge,  and  installed  its  officers  according  to  Masonic  usage.  The  address  was  pro- 
nounced by  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master.  I  am  gratified  to  add  that  all  these 
Lodges  appear  to  be  prosperous  and  flourishing. 

During  the  past  year  the  Festivals  of  the  Baptist  and  Evangelist  have  been  more  nu- 
merously celebrated  in  public,  in  this  State,  than  usual.  While  this  fact  affords  a  dem  - 
onstration  that  there  is  an  increased  interest  elicited  on  Masonic  subjects,  it  might, 
perhaps,  constitute  a  subject  worthy  of  inquiry,  whether  an  indiscriminate  and  too 
frequent  resort  to  public  exhibitions,  is  not  productive  of  positive  harm.  Lamentable 
consequences  have  been  the  result  of  this  course  in  some  of  the  States,  especially  in  the 
large  Atlantic  cities ;  so  much  so,  as  to  induce  the  Grand  Lodges  to  inhibit  public  festi- 
val processions  entirely,  without  express  sanction.  I  do  not  by  any  means  propose  to 
you  such  a  proposition  as  this,  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  but  simply  to  bring 
the  subject  to  your  notice,  for  such  counsel  and  advice  as  you  shall  deem  meet  and 
proper,  for  the  observance  of  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction.   It  would,  I  think,

however,  be  well  to  prohibit  in  express  terms,  any  Lodge  under  dispensation  from  such 
public  celebration,  without  proper  consent  having  been  first  obtained.  In  some  instan- 
ces I  have  considered  it  my  duty,  when  advised  in  time,  to  issue  such  prohibition. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  invited  the  attention  of  the  representatives 
to  a  proposition  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  suggesting  a  General  Convention 
of  delegates  from  the  different  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  to  meet  in  the  city 
of  Washington  on  the  first  Monday  of  March,  1842,  to  deliberate  upon  matters  condu- 
cive to  the  general  interest  and  security  of  the  Craft.  This  subject  was  then  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  who  recommended  that  no  final  action  should  be  had  upon  it 
until  the  present  grand  communication,  to  enable  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  consider 
upon  the  proposition,  and  give  to  it  an  expression  of  their  opinion.  Of  course  this 
subject  will  again  be  taken  up,  and  receive  from  you  some  action  definite  in  its  charac- 
ter, at  this  session. 

There  is  perhaps  no  one  subject  which  has  induced  more  just  and  general  complaints, 
than  the  want  of  uniformity  that  now  exists  in  the  work  of  different  Lodges  in  the 
several  States,  being  not  only  variant  in  minor  matters,  but  totally  dissimilar  in  essen- 
tial particulars. 

This  radical  defect  is  now  receiving  the  serious  consideration  of  some  of  our  brand 
Lodges,  and  wholesome  measures  have  been  adopted  to  remedy  it.  The  same  difficulty 
still  exists  in  this  State,  but  not  to  so  great  an  extent  as  formerly.  The  duties  of  the 
Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  for  the  last  two  years  especially,  have 
been  laborious  and  almost  incessant.  It  were  unnecessary  for  me  to  state  to  you  a  fact, 
which  you  are  all  so  well  apprised  of,  that  his  untiring  and  able  exertions  have  essen- 
tially conduced  to  the  prosperity  which  is  now  so  apparent  among  our  Lodges.  The 
labors  of  that  officer  are,  however,  now  becoming  burdensome,  and  the  calls  for  his 
services  will  be  more  frequent,  as  the  wants  of  the  fraternity  increase. 

It  is  suggested  whether  some  provision  should  not  be  made  to  have  each  call  faith- 
fully responded  to;  which  might  be  done  by  authorizing  the  Grand  Lecturer,  at  his 
discretion,  to  instruct  and  commission  one  or  more  deputies  to  assist  him  when  neces- 
sary, in  the  very  important  and  responsible  duties  of  his  station. 

It  may  be  proper  to  say  to  you  that  I  have  received,  during  the  last  few  months,  the 
prospectuses  of  several  Masonic  newspapers  and  magazines,  which  have  either  recently 
been  or  are  soon  about  to  be  established.  Some  of  these  periodicals  aim  at  a  high  in- 
tellectual standard ;  and  being  conducted  by  brethren  of  enlarged  information  and 
talent,  cannot  but  be  eminently  useful,  both  as  a  means  of  diffusing  interesting  Masonic 
intelligence,  and  of  elevating  the  Masonic  character.  I  mention  these  matters,  not  so 
much°for  the  direct  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  the  presentation  of  an  interesting 
fact-  although,  if,  upon  examination,  any  one  of  the  proposed  publications  should  be 
particularly  approved  of,  and  meet  with  the  expressed  approbation  of  this  body,  it 
would  undoubtedly  have  great  weight  in  recommending  it  to  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  the  fraternity  of  Ohio. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  body,  the  Grand  Master,  in  conjunction  with  the  building 
committee  on  the  new  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  were  authorized  to  adopt  such  plan  as  they 
should  consider  best,  to  procure  by  subscription  or  donation  the  necessary  funds  to 
progress  with  the  building,  and  the  committee  were  instructed  to  proceed  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Hall  as  soon  as  practicable.  As  there  did  not  exist  any  necessity  for  the 
use  of  funds  beyond  those  that  had  already  been  provided  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the 
authority  vested  was  not  exercised.  During  the  approaching  year,  however,  means 
will  be  wanted,  and  a  vigorous  effort  should  then  be  made  to  procure  them. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  building  will  furnish  you  in  detail  their  proceed- 
ings for  the  past  year ;  the  progress  they  have  made,  the  contracts  entered  into,  and 
their  particular  views  upon  financial  and  other  matters  connected  with  their  duties. 

You  are  all  aware  that  this  building,  so  long  a  desideratum  with  our  Order,  has  at 
last  been  commenced.  On  yesterday,  in  your  presence,  and  before  the  Fraternity  of 
Ohio,  the  head  stone  of  the  corner  was  adjusted  to  its  place  in  the  foundation,  with 
solemn  Masonic  ceremonies.  The  occasion  was  one  of  singular  interest,  both  because 
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of  its  present  influence  and  its  prospective  operations.  I  so  considered  it,  and  in  order 
that  the  Craftsmen  of  the  State  might  demonstrate  by  their  presence  the  important 
event  it  created  in  our  annals,  I  appointed  a  time  when  it  would  be  most  convenient 
for  the  representatives  of  the  Lodges  to  assemble  together,  and  accordingly  addressed 
to  them  a  circular,  requesting  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this  place,  on  Monday, 
the  18th  inst.  I  also  directed  a  general  notice  to  be  published,  and  extended  special 
invitations  to  a  number  of  the  neighboring  Lodges. 

It  was  with  me,  Brethren,  a  matter  of  solicitude,  that  this  important  undertaking  of 
the  Fraternity  of  Ohio,  should,  in  its  actual  commencement,  be  conducted  not  only 
according  to  strict  Masonic  usage,  but  that  every  proper  effort  should  be  adopted  to 
make  it  conduce  to  the  reputation  and  respectability  of  the  ancient  Craft.  How  far  the 
influence  of  that  effort  has  been  successful,  either  in  its  inception  or  its  completion, 
upon  the  welfare  of  the  Order,  remains  to  be  tested.  The  seeds  have  been  committed 
to  the  earth,  and  I  think  we  have  some  reason  to  indulge  the  hope  that  they  will  vege- 
tate, and  spring  up,  and  ripen  to  the  harvest.  At  all  events,  I  feel  that  I  have  only  dis- 
charged my  duty  in  having  called  you  together  to  witness  and  participate  in  the  public 
ceremonies  of  the  occasion. 

Upon  the  foundation  that  we  have  laid,  there  will,  by  your  exertions  and  your  influ- 
ence, arise  a  Masonic  edifice— simple,  massive  and  enduring—classic  in  architectural 
design,  and  majestic  in  all  of  its  proportions— one  that  will  stand  out  and  indicate  to 
future  time,  either  the  onward  and  progressive  advancement,  or  the  rapid  deterioration 
among  us,  of  the  most  venerable  institution  in  existence.  It  is  a  sad  thing  to  picture 
such  an  alternative  as  this,  even  in  imagination.  If  the  members  of  our  Order  were 
only  loyal  and  true— just  to  themselves,  and  just  to  their  professions— a  catastrophe  so 
melancholy  in  its  consequences  could  never  happen  while  time  and  the  world  endure. 
There  might,  indeed,  occasionally  arise  a  period  when  clouds  would  gather  upon  our 
distant  horizon,  and  they  might  even  sweep  around  us  in  their  blackness,  and  break 
into  a  storm  ;  but  such  would  prove  a  blessing  rather  than  a  curse— the  moral  atmos- 
phere would  be  purged  and  purified,  and  the  deadly  miasma  scattered  and  destroyed. 

I  feel,  Brethren,  that  I  am  now  touching  upon  matters  not  properly,  perhaps,  con- 
nected with  this  communication;  but  I  would,  before  my  present  official  connection 
with  you  is  entirely  dissolved,  take  advantage  of  this  last  opportunity,  to  express  the 
solemn  conviction,  that  upon  each  one  of  us  there  is  resting  a  deep  obligation  to  exert, 
in  an  especial  manner,  whatever  we  have  of  talent  and  of  influence,  to  advance  and 
elevate,  within  our  respective  spheres,  the  standard  of  the  character  of  the  Order.  We 
know  that  its  principles  are  pure,  and  good,  and  true,  and  therefore  eternal ;  and  that 
they  can  only  be  impugned  as  they  are  shadowed  forth  in  the  public  actions  of  the 
Fraternity. 

It  has  appeared  to  me  that  more  strenuous  efforts  should  be  made  than  in  times  past 
to  exercise  the  intellectual  capabilities  of  the  Order.  Within  the  mystic  circle  of 
Masonry,  there  lies  entrenched  the  whole  range  of  natural  sciences.  They  are  part  and 
parcel  of  it— its  very  essence  and  vitality— and  surely  there  can  be  no  valid  reason  why 
they  should  not  be  more  pointedly  recognized  in  the  work  and  labor  of  our  Lodge 
rooms.  If  it  were  practicable  for  every  Lodge  in  the  State  to  have  its  library  of  useful 
and  practical  books,  and  its  hours  of  labor  interspersed  with  essays  and  discussions 
upon  those  sciences  which  every  Craftsman  is  bound  to  be  acquainted  with,  I  am  per- 
suaded that  the  cobwebs  and  dust  would  vanish  from  many  a  deserted  hall,  and  that 
interested  and  zealous  members  would  be  enticed  back  again  to  their  vacant  seats. 

Ours  is  confessedly  a  benevolent  institution— its  design  is  to  administer  to  the  wants 
of  the  destitute  and  forlorn.  Its  great  end,  the  promotion  of  human  happiness.  As 
such,  it  is  a  most  beneficent  conception,  and  it  fulfills  a  beautiful  destiny  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  results  like  these.  But  would  it  not  still  be  in  the  path  of  legitimate  duty 
to  assume  a  loftier  stand,  and  to  take  upon  itself  yet  broader  responsibilities?  To  join 
hand  in  hand,  and  march  shoulder  to  shoulder,  with  other  philanthropic  associations  • 
and  by  its  influence,  its  exertions,  and  its  means,  cooperate  with  them  to  bring  about 
the  fruition  of  the  social,  intellectual  and  moral  happiness  of  man?  It  would  then  be

God-like  within  the  range  of  its  glorious  latitude — unfettered  and  unstipendiary — the 
parallel  of  its  exalted  usefulness  only  circumscribed  by  the  parallel  of  its  universality. 

I  trust,  my  Brethren,  as  we  have  witnessed  the  dawning  of  a  period  of  "  marvelous 
light,"  that  all  of  our  deliberations,  and  all  of  our  doings,  may  be  so  ordered  and  regu- 
lated as  to  accelerate  the  coming  in  of  the  "  full  and  perfect  day"  of  Masonry.  \

That  so  much  as  refers  to  a  uniform  system  of  work  among  the  Lodges  subordinate 
to  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three  members  :— 

That  so  much  as  refers  to  the  public  ceremonies  observed  at  the  recent  laying  of  the 
corner  stone  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three  mem-

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
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communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  prepare  a  Masonic  Funeral  Service, 
read  the  following  report;  which,  at  his  suggestion,  was  laid  upon  the  table : 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  : 

The  undersigned  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  to  compile  a  "  Masonic  Funeral  Service,"  with  instructions  to  have  the  same 
appended  to  the  printed  minutes  of  that  session,  respectfully  report,  that  in  compliance 
with  the  duty  enjoined  upon  them,  they  prepared  a  Funeral  Service  which  was  ap- 
pended to,  and  circulated  with  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  com- 
mittee regret  very  much  that  more  leisure  had  not  been  allowed  them  for  the  prepara- 
tion that  the  subject  required  ;  the  very  little  time  that  was  devoted  to  it,  was  snatched 
at  intervals  from  other  pressing  and  personal  engagements.  They  feel  that  it  is  due  to 
themselves  to  make  this  explanation,  as  the  result  of  their  labor  is  much  more  crude 
and  jejune  than  it  ought  to  have  been.* 

A  Funeral  Service,  under  any  circumstances,  is  a  solemn  and  impressive  thing,  both 
because  of  the  sad  reality  it  presents,  and  the  melancholy  associations  it  awakens.  A 
Masonic  Funeral,  conducted  according  to  the  usages  of  the  Order,  never  fails  to  pro- 
duce upon  the  public  mind,  impressions  either  favorable  or  hostile  to  the  Fraternity. 
The  character  of  its  influence  is  positive,  and  is  either  for  good  or  for  evil.  As  it  is  one 
of  those  ceremonies  that  we  are  called  upon  most  frequently  to  exhibit  before  the  pub- 
lic gaze,  it  should  for  that  reason,  independent  of  other  considerations,  be  conducted 
with  the  most  perfect  propriety  and  decorum.  The  committee  believe  that  the  Order 
has  been  often  grossly  scandalized  by  brethren  of  profligate  habits  officiating  on  such 
occasions.  In  such  hands  the  ceremony  becomes  a  desecration  of  sacred  things,  and 
shocking  to  the  moral  sense  of  any  community. 

It  is  impossible  to  prepare  a  Ritual  for  the  Dead,  without  having  reference  to  serious 
and  sacred  things;  they  spring  out  of  the  subject  itself,  and  are  inseparably  connected 
with  it.  In  the  Funeral  Service  which  the  committee  were  obliged  so  hastily  to  arrange, 
they  did  not  feel  justified  to  depart  from  a  custom  which  civilized  and  enlightened 
reason  has  in  all  ages  approved  and  adopted.  It  does  not  pretend  to  aim  at  originality 
of  thought  or  sentiment,  being,  in  fact,  a  compilation  from  the  different  services  found 
in  our  Charts  and  Monitors,  with  such  addenda  and  modifications  as  were  conceived  to 
be  proper. 

They  candidly  think  the  "  Masonic  Funeral  Service  "  they  have  published,  suscepti- 
ble of  much  improvement;  and  it  was,  and  still  is  to  them  a  subject  of  regret,  that  it 
could  not  have  been  submitted  for  the  direct  action  of  this  body,  before  it  was  given 
publicly  to  the  Lodges.

Brother  Thrall  offered  the  following  as  an  amendment  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  asked  that  the  same  be  placed  upon  the  minutes,

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and  lay  over  until  the  next  annual  grand  communication  for  consideration, 
which  was  ordered : 

Besolved,  That  so  much  of  the  11th  article  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as 
requires,  at  the  opening  of  a  grand  communication,  "that  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
grand  communication  shall  be  read,"  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abrogated. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock. 


Wednesday  Morning,  October  20,  1841. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  according  to  adjournment. 

Brother  Harris  presented  the  jewels,  charters  and  papers  collected  by 
Brother  John  Sala,  under  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which,  together  with  his  report,  were  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  behalf  of  the  building  committee  on  the 
Grand  Lodge  Hall,  submitted  and  read  their  report,  as  follows : 

The  committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  in  the 
town  of  Lancaster,  respectfully  report :  That  in  conformity  with  the  instructions  given 
them,  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  have  put  some  portions  of 
the  building  under  contract,  upon  which  the  workmen  have  commenced  operations.  It 
will  be  proper  here  to  state  that  the  committee  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  latitude  given  them,  to  make  any  alterations  whatever,  either  in  the  size 
or  the  structure  of  the  building.  The  only  reason  that  could  have  induced  them  to 
depart  from  the  original  design  and  plans  of  the  architect,  would  have  been  on  the 
score  of  economy  alone,  by  making  the  building  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  the  way  of  rents. 

They  felt  a  great  repugnance  to  hazard  the  risk  of  destroying  the  symmetry  of  the 
original  plan  for  an  object  entirely  mercenary,  and  which,  after  all,  could  not  be  a  mat- 
ter of  any  serious  moment  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  building  to  be  erected  will  be 
permanent  and  durable  in  its  structure.  It  is  intended  to  stand  for  many  coming  years 
—  long  after  those  who  have  founded  it  shall  have  passed  away  from  existence.  The 
committee  indeed  felt  that  it  would  be  almost  a  desecration  of  the  character  of  the 
Order,  as  it  would  certainly  be  an  insult  to  the  fraternity  of  this  State,  to  place,  for  one 
moment,  their  honor  and  their  liberality  at  issue,  in  an  undertaking  like  this,  with  the 
mere  consideration  of  dollars  and  cents.  They  believe  that  when  the  Grand  Lodge 
resolved  to  build  a  Hall  in  this  place,  wherein  to  hold  their  future  sittings,  it  was  fully 
determined  to  put  up  such  an  edifice  as  would  be  regarded  in  after  times  as  a  monu- 
ment of  the  respectability,  the  influence  and  the  liberality  of  the  Craft.  Acting  under 
such  impressions,  the  committee  have  commenced  the  work  committed  to  their  hands. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  there  has  been  paid  to  Mr.  Jacob  Green, 
of  Lancaster,  $1000,  on  account  for  the  purchase  of  the  lots,  which  makes  the  total  sum 
of  $2000  paid  for  this  purpose,  leaving  still  due  $800  and  the  interest.

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which  will  make  an  aggregate  of  $1170,  paid  during  the  year.  All  of  the  above  sum 
was  received  from  Brother  George  Myers,  Grand  Treasurer,  out  of  the  funds  authorized 
to  be  loaned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  fund,  at  the  last  grand  communication. 

The  committee  have  contracted  with  Messrs.  Blair  &  Kinkead,  stone  masons,  to  put  in 
the  rough  foundation  wall,  at  $3.40  per  perch.  The  stone  requires  to  be  got  out  in 
large  blocks,  and  laid  with  the  greatest  possible  care.  The  contract  price  is  considered 
reasonable. 

As  it  would  be  totally  impracticable  for  any  one  member  of  the  committee  to  devote 
that  time  and  attention  to  the  building  which  prudence  ought  to  require,  they  have 
appointed  Brother  Daniel  Sifford,  of  Lancaster,  the  Superintendent,  at  a  fixed  annual 
salary.  Brother  Sifford  is  a  practical  and  experienced  workman,  familiar  with  all  the 
details  of  building  operations,  and  therefore  fully  competent  to  manage  the  trust  con- 
fided to  him.  Such  an  appointment  is  not  only  absolutely  necessary,  but  will  very 
much  conduce  to  economy,  while  at  the  same  time  it  will  guard  every  part  of  the  work 
from  being  slighted,  or  unskillfully  performed.  The  committee  think  it  a  matter  of 
felicitation  that  they  have  been  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  a  Superin- 
tendent so  competent  to  the  duties,  as  Brother  Sifford. 

During  the  present  season,  it  is  expected  that  the  entire  foundation  of  the  building 
will  be  laid.  Next  year  the  basement  story,  and  part  of  the  portico,  ought  to  be  put 
up.  As  this  will  all  be  constructed  of  smooth  dressed  stone,  the  labor  required  upon  it 
will  be  extensive,  and  it  will  be  proper  to  give  to  this  work  the  advantage  of  as  much 
time  as  practicable,  in  order  permanently  to  settle  to  its  place.  During  the  same  year 
all  the  lumber  should  be  got  in  readiness,  the  frames,  etc.,  constructed,  and  the  brick 
made.  Another  year  will  be  required  to  put  the  building  under  roof;  and  a  third  will 
be  requisite  to  finish  it. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  entire  building  can  be  completed  at  from  $5000 
to  $7000  less  than  the  original  estimated  cost,  which  would  make  the  aggregate  not  to 
exceed  $30,000,  inclusive  of  the  purchase  of  the  lots  —  a  sum  inconsiderable  indeed, 
when  the  beneficial  advantages  to  be  derived  from  its  expenditure  are  taken  into  con- 
sideration. It  is  believed,  that  in  the  course  of  the  coming  season,  if  a  proper  and  vig- 
orous effort  were  made  throughout  the  State,  and  the  Lodges  and  brethren  were  taught 
fully  to  appreciate  the  duty  and  responsibility  resting  upon  them  to  redeem  the  pledge 
this  body  deliberately  put  forth  to  the  world,  the  desired  means  would  readily  be  ob- 
tained. The  committee  therefore  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt 
some  plan  to  secure  the  necessary  funds.  Five  thousand  dollars,  it  is  estimated,  will  be 
wanted  during  the  coming  year.  If  $8000  could  be  had,  that  amount  could  be  advan- 
tageously expended. 

The  committee  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  say  anything  in  regard  to  the  Masonic 
public  ceremonies  which  took  place  on  the  18th  instant,  further  than  that  they  most 
heartily  concurred  with  the  Grand  Master  in  the  propriety  of  causing  the  "corner 
stone  "  to  be  laid  in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  before  the  fraternity  of  the 
State.  They  believe,  with  him,  the  occasion  demanded  that  the  Crafts  should  be  called 
together,  to  witness  the  commencement  of  a  work  that  must  unquestionably  exercise 
hereafter  a  most  important  influence  upon  the  destinies  of  the  Order.

That  he  has  sold  and  disposed  of  four  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Clinton  Bank 
of  Columbus,  at  $100  per  share  $  400  00 

Also,  ten  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Franklin  Bank  of  Columbus, 
at  $100  per  share   1000  00 

The  stock  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe,  could  not  be  dis- 
posed of  at  par,  consequently  is  still  on  hand.  This  stock  is  not  now  yielding  any  divi- 
dends, and  is  therefore  entirely  unproductive. 

The  above  sum  of  $1,400,  was  placed  on  the  books  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  building  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  as  directed.

The  select  committee  apointed  yesterday  on  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's 
report  as  relates  to  the  form  of  Installation  of  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  had 
the  subject  under  consideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report:  That  in  the  opinion  of  the 
committee,  there  need  be  no  argument  adduced  to  show  the  propriety,  and,  indeed,  the 
necessity  of  a  proper  form  to  be  observed  at  the  annual  installation  of  the  officers  of 
this  body.  Similar  bodies,  as  well  as  subordinate  Lodges,  have  appropriate  ceremonies 
on  like  occasions  ;  and  the  committee  cannot  but  express  their  regret  that  the  matter 
has  been  neglected  thus  long.  The  forms  used  in  the  subordinate  Lodges  are  inap- 
propriate, for  the  plain  reason  that  offices  exist  here  that  do  not  there ;  and  to  omit 
altogether  a  custom  so  long  and  beneficially  established,  would,  we  conceive,  be  at- 
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tended  with  the  most  injurious  consequences.  With  the  view,  therefore,  of  having  the 
forms  drawn  up,  upon  mature  deliberation  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  Form  of  In- 
stallation of  Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary  at 
as  earlv  a  day  as  practicable.

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  annual  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  as 
relates  to  the  establishment  of  Libraries,  and  the  introduction  of  Lectures  and  Essays 
upon  the  arts  and  science,  into  the  several  Lodges  of  this  State,  be  referred  to  a  select 
committee  of  three,  to  report  thereon. 

The  Chair  appointed  Brothers  Bierce,  Gillespie  and  Little  said  com- 
mittee. 

Brother  Barrere,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report:  That  upon  examining  the  minutes  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  communication,  they  find  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  Tarlton  Lodge  No.  104,  have  until  the  next  regular  communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  loan  of  jewels  to  said 
Lodge  be  continued  for  the  same  space  of  time.

Brother  Spalding,  from  the  select  committee  on  that  part  of  the  commu- 
nication of  the  Grand  Master  which  relates  to  Masonic  Festivals,  submit- 
ted the  following  report,  which  was  unanimously  agreed  to : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  annual  communication 
of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  as  relates  to  the  public  observance  of  Masonic  Festivals, 
report:  That,  however  much  it  may  have  been  in  accordance  with  Masonic  usage  to 
honor  the  natal  days  of  our  Patron  Saints,  by  observing  them  as  Festivals,  all  past  ex- 
perience has  demonstrated  the  truth  of  the  proposition  that  "an  indiscriminate  and  too 
frequent  resort  to  public  exhibitions  is  productive  of  positive  harm"  to  our  ancient  Institu- 
tion. The  reasons  are  obvious  — In  the  first  place,  familiarity  with  an  object,  almost 
universally  lessens  our  respect  for  that  object.  When  the  "  Brethren  of  the  mystic  tie  " 
first  leave  the  sacred  retreats  of  their  Order,  clothed  in  their  beautiful  habiliments,  and 
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decorated  with  their  appropriate  jewels  and  ornaments,  curiosity  is  awakened,  and  the 
wondering  multitude  are  insensibly  ruled  by  emotions  of  a  serious  nature.  Let  this 
intercourse  with  the  world  become  habitual,  however,  and  with  those  who  are  in  dark- 
ness, our  "  instructive  implements  V  are  but  as  "  children's  toys?'  Levity  prevails,  and  ridi- 
cule is  poured  upon  our  devoted  heads.  Again,  the  frequent  convocation  of  individuals 
into  masses,  has  the  strongest  tendency  to  make  war  upon  that  "  cardinal  virtue,"  Tem- 
perance. 

"Lead  us  not  into  temptation,"  is  the  pathetic  supplication  of  many  a  Brother  whose 
strength  has  given  way  amidst  the  exhilarating  scenes  of  a  Masonic  Festival. 

Nevertheless,  your  committee  are  not  prepared  to  propose  an  absolute  rule  for  the 
government  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  respect,  saving  only  those  under  dispensation, 
and,  consequently,  lacking  the  "  wisdom  of  experience."  The  chartered  Lodges  have 
an  undoubted  right  to  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  in  this  matter,  subject  only  to 
the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  their  public  processions  and  exhibitions 
be  not  made  with  so  much  frequency  as  to  become  matters  of  familiar  import,  and  that 
they  be  conducted,  in  all  instances,  by  Brethren  of  well  established  skill  and  long-tried 
experience  in  the  principles  of  the  craft. 

Your  committee  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Lodge  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge, 
while  working  under  a  dispensation  only,  to  make  a  public  celebration  of  any  Masonic 
occasion  whatever,  unless  the  consent  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  or  (in  his  absence) 
of  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  shall  for  that  purpose  be  first  had  and  obtained.

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment — the  R.  W.  Deputy 

Grand  Master  in  the  Chair. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  for  consideration  and  disagreed  to  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  four  be  appointed  from  the  different  points  of  the 
compass,  to  make  a  nomination  for  the  Grand  Officers  to  be  elected  this  afternoon,  and 
that  said  committee  report  forthwith. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mc  Gulley,  the  following  resolution  was  submitted 

for  consideration,  and  was  disagreed  to : 

Besolved,  That  the  several  officers  to  be  elected  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  put  in 
nomination  by  their  respective  friends,  prior  to  going  into  the  election. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  announced,  and  was  received  with  appro- 
priate ceremonies. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  have  bestowed  upon  the  several  sub- 
ject matters  referred  to  them  all  that  attention  which  the  multiplicity  of  the  subjects 
and  their  very  limited  time  would  admit. 

They  find  that  the  action  had  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the 
matter  of  granting  letters  of  dispensation  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  has  been 
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such  as,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  contemplated  by  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  should  therefore  meet  its  approbation. 

The  committee  have  examined  the  By-Laws  and  record  of  proceedings  of  the  several 
Lodges  working  under  dispensation,  and  have  discovered  some  improprieties  in  certain 
provisions  of  some  of  the  By-Laws,  which  should  be  corrected.  As  for  instance,  the 
By-Laws  of  Mansfield  Lodge  do  not  require  that  the  vote  on  the  application  of  candi- 
dates for  the  degrees,  shall  be  by  ballot,  though  the  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said 
Lodge  show  that  this  ancient  and  essential  principle  of  the  Order  has  not  been  departed 
from  by  them  in  practice.  The  matter  is  deemed  of  sufficient  importance  by  the  com- 
mittee to  recommend  that  it  be  incorporated  as  a  fundamental  article  in  their  By-Laws. 
Another  provision  of  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  is,  that  a  motion  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  member  making  or  seconding  it.  Under  the  operation  of  this  rule,  a  brother  has 
but  to  second  a  motion  to  place  it  within  his  power  effectually  to  frustrate  its  object  and 
design ;  an  absurdity  so  glaring,  as  to  require  only  to  be  stated,  to  insure  its  prompt 
correction. 

The  By-Laws  of  Warren  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Piqua,  (Sec.  1,  Art.  4,)  contain  matter  which 
the  committee  deem  inconsistent  with  the  universality  of  our  venerable  Order.  It  is 
therefore  recommended  that  said  section  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  No  person  shall  be  admitted  or  remain  a  member  of  this  Lodge  who  is  in  the  habit 
of  cursing  or  swearing,  or  who  taketh  God's  holy  name  in  vain.  Neither  shall  any  per- 
son be  admitted  or  remain  a  member  of  this  Lodge,  who  indulges  in  an  intemperate 
use  of  intoxicating  drinks." 

The  By-Laws  of  Jackson  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Jacksontown,  appear  susceptible  of  a  loose 
construction;  and  the  committee  recommend  that  said  Lodge  be  advised  so  to  amend 
Sec.  2,  of  Art.  8,  as  that  petitions  for  initiation  shall  be  received  only  at  the  regular 
stated  meetings,  except  in  cases  of  great  emergency,  and  that  said  petitions  (except  as 
aforesaid,)  shall  lie  upon  the  table  for  consideration  until  the  succeeding  communica- 
tion of  the  Lodge. 

The  same  looseness  of  practice  seems  to  have  obtained  in  the  reception  of  candi- 
dates for  initiation,  in  King  Solomon's  Lodge  in  Perfection,  at  Akron;  and  the  committee 
recommend  the  same  modification  as  is  suggested  in  the  case  of  Jackson  Lodge. 

The  revised  By-Laws  of  Friendship  Lodge  No.  103,  held  in  Dresden,  have  been  ex- 
amined, and  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  Sec.  4,  Art.  8,  is  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitutions  of  the  Order  and  the  sanctity  of  the  ballot-box.  The  committee  suggest 
that  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  provision  author- 
izing the  negative  to  be  called  upon  in  case  of  ballot  for  initiation,  "for  their  objec- 
tions "—and  which  authorizes  the  reception  of  a  candidate  for  the  degrees,  even  against 
the  vote  of  a  dissenting  brother. 

The  petition  and  recommendation  of  Brother  John  A.  Weyer,  and  his  associates,  for 
a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge,  to  be  called  Moriah  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Jacobsburg,  Bel- 
mont county,  appear  to  be  in  proper  form,  except  that  it  does  not  appear  from  the 
papers  that  either  of  the  petitioners  is  of  the  degree  of  Past  Master;  which  your  com- 
mittee deem  an  indispensable  pre-requisite  to  the  issuing  of  a  dispensation. 

The  application  for  a  charter  on  behalf  of  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Ripley,  Brown 
county,  appears  to  be  in  proper  form,  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  By-Laws  and  record  of  Columbus  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Columbus,  appear  to  be  in 
proper  form,  except  in  the  matter  of  precipitancy  in  the  reception  of  petitions  and 
conferring  the  first  degree. 

The  committee  have  observed,  by  an  examination  of  the  records  of  nearly  all  the 
Lodges  working  under  a  dispensation,  such  precipitancy  in  the  reception  of  candidates 
for  the  first  degree ;  and  a  too  loose  practice  in  the  matter  of  keeping  the  Lodge  open 
from  day  to  day,  for  the  reception  of  petitions  for  the  benefits  of  our  Order,  to  escape 
their  marked  animadversion.  One  of  the  most  important  duties  which  a  Lodge  owes  to 
itself  and  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  that  of  caution  in  the  admission  of  candidates  to  a 
participation  in  the  rites  and  benefits  of  the  Order.   And,  consequently,  the  Grand 
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Lodge  has  adopted,  as  a  fundamental  rule  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
that  such  applications  "shall  lay  over  at  least  from  one  regular  meeting  to  another, 
unless  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  decide  the  application  to  be  a  case  of 
emergency."  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  the  requisite  care  cannot  be 
observed  in  the  admission  of  candidates,  without  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  rule  which 
requires  such  applications  to  be  filed  at  regular  meetings  only. 

The  committee  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  to  Union  Lodge  No.  — ,  Ripley, 
Brown  county;  Mansfield  Lodge  No.  — ,  Mansfield  ;  Marion  Lodge  No.—,  Marion; 
Warren  Lodge  No.  — ,  Piqua;  Columbus  Lodge  No.  — ,  Columbus;  Jackson  Lodge  No. 
— ,  Jacksontown  ;  King  Solomon's  Lodge  in  Perfection  No.  — ,  Akron.  And  that  a  dis- 
pensation be  granted  to  Brothers  John  A.  Weyer,  and  his  associates,  for  a  new  Lodge 
at  Jacobsburg,  Belmont  county,  on  the  production  of  satisfactory  evidence  that  at  least 
one  of  the  petitioners  is  of  the  degree  of  Past  Master.  And  that  the  dispensation 
granted  to  Cleveland  City  Lodge  No.  — ,  be  continued  until  the  next  annual  communi- 
cation. 

Besolved,  That  the  several  Lodges  to  whose  By-Laws  modifications  have  been  sug- 
gested in  this  report,  be  required  to  produce  to  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  evidence  that  these  recommendations  have  been  adopted.

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Brother  Harris,  from  the  select  committee  appointed  on  that  part  of  the 
communication  of  the  Grand  Master  which  referred  to  the  representative 
system,  introduced  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  viz : 

The  committee  on  so  much  of  the  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  as 
relates  to  the  representative  system,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report : 
That  from  the  brief  period  allowed  your  committee  to  examine  the  subject,  and  the 
limited  means  within  their  reach,  of  judging  of  its  utility,  they  find  it  impossible 
during  the  present  sitting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  make  a  report  in  detail.  ' 
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From  the  knowledge  your  committee  have  been  enabled  to  gather  on  the  subject, 
they  have  no  hesitation  in  reporting  that  they  are  favorably  inclined  to  adopt  the  plan 
recommended  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master;  and  in  order  that  the  subject  may  have  that 
full  consideration  and  mature  deliberation  that  its  importance  demands,  they  report  for 
adoption  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  as  relates 
to  the  representative  system,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three  to  examine  the 
same,  and  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  regular  communication.

The  Chair  appointed  Brothers  Harris,  Spalding  and  Hine  the  select 

committee  recommended  in  the  above  report. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Barrere,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  loan  one  set  of  jewels  to  Marion  Lodge  No.  — ,  until 
the  next  annual  grand  communication. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  further  report,  that  they  have 
examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  record  of  proceedings  of  Fellowship  Lodge 
jsTo.  _  held  at  New  Paris  —  all  of  which  are  in  proper  form.  The  committee  are 
constrained,  however,  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  fact  that 
Fellowship  Lodge  has  fallen  into  the  dangerous  error  which  appears  to  beset  nearly 
all  new  Lodges,  arising,  doubtless,  in  some  measure,  from  a  want  of  consideration  on 
the  part  of  the  members,  but  chiefly  from  an  overweening  desire  to  increase  its  num- 
bers and  replenish  its  finances.  We  allude  to  the  practice  of  considering  ordinary 
cases  as  instances  of  emergency— and  proceeding  with  almost  indecent  haste,  to  com- 
municate to  applicants  the  mystic  treasures  of  the  Order.  In  two  instances,  we  note 
that  individuals  were  initiated  and  passed  on  the  same  evenings  on  which  their  petitions 
were  presented !— and  that,  too,  at  special  meetings !  This  is  a  cheapening  of  the  moral 
dignity  of  the  Order,  well  calculated  to  sink  it  into  ridicule  and  contempt.  Your  com- 
mittee suggest,  whether  it  ought  not  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lec- 
turer, during  his  visits  to  the  chartered  Lodges,  to  examine  their  records,  and  see  if  a 
like  irregularity  obtains  in  their  proceedings  ;  and  if  so,  that  he  be  required  to  report 
the  fact  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  may  interpose  its  authority  to  restrain.  The  ani- 
madversions of  the  committee  are  not  designed  exclusively  for  Fellowship  Lodge,  but 
as  well  for  all  other  Lodges  in  which  like  looseness  of  practice  prevails,  as  for  this  par- 
ticular Lodge.  The  committee,  trusting  that  Fellowship  Lodge,  being  admonished  of 
its  irregularity,  will  correct  its  practice  in  this  particular,  are  induced  to  recommend 
that  a  charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge. 

Among  the  papers  referred  to  the  committee,  was  a  Letter  of  Inquiry  from  a  sub- 
ordinate°Lodge,  for  information  as  to  whether  a  subordinate  Lodge,  after  having 
pronounced  sentence  of  expulsion  upon  a  Brother,  and  reported  such  expulsion 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  rightfully  restore  such  expelled  person  to  his  former 
Masonic  standing  ?  The  committee  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  rightful  authority  of 
a  Lodge  thus  circumstanced,  to  restore  a  returning  Brother,  at  its  discretion,  to 
his  wonted  standing  in  the  Masonic  circle,  whether  before  or  after  his  expulsion 
shall  have  been  officially  made  known  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Lodge  should  be 
satisfied,  however,  that  the  cause  which  induced  the  expulsion  is  removed,  and  see 
that  no  irregularity  attend  the  restoration,  as  to  time,  notice,  or  other  circumstance. 

The  jewels  of  four  Lodges  which  have  discontinued  labor,  viz :  —  Ohio  Lodge,  of 
Columbus ;  Hudson  Lodge,  at  Hudson ;  St.  Jerome's  Lodge,  at  Willoughby,  (accompa- 
nied with  its  charter,)  and  of  one  other  Lodge,  whose  name  is  unknown  to  the  com- 
mittee, we  report  back,  and  recommend  that  they  be  safely  deposited  in  the  archives  of 
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the  Grand  Lodge,  subject  to  such  further  order  as  it  may  be  pleased  hereafter  to  make 
on  the  subject.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  select  committee  upon  that  part  of  the  communication  of  the  Grand 
Master  which  had  reference  to  a  uniform  mode  of  work,  and  the  duties  of 
the  Grand  Lecturer,  made  the  following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was 
agreed  to : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's  commu- 
nication as  relates  to  a  uniform  mode  of  work  in  the  Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  report,  that  they  have  had  the  same 
under  consideration,  and  respectfully  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lecturer  have  the  authority  to  appoint,  at  his  discretion, 
one  Deputy  Grand  Lecturer,  to  aid  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  during  the  ensu- 
ing year;  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  adopt  the  form  of 
work  that  shall  be  taught  by  said  Grand  Lecturer. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Myers,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  loan  one  set  of  jewels  to  Columbus  Lodge  No.  — ,  for 
the  period  of  one  year. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  the  Masonic  Funeral  Service, 

was  taken  up  and  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three  members. 

The  Chair  appointed  Brothers  Hood,  Leidy  and  Peters  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Spalding,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  jewels  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  by  King  Solomon's  Lodge  in 
Perfection,  at  Akron,  as  having  been  received  from  Hudson  Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Hudson, 
be  again  loaned  to  said  first  mentioned  Lodge  until  the  next  grand  communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  A.  C.  Davis,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  was  allowed 

to  the  Grand  Tyler,  in  full,  for  his  services  at  the  present  session. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bierce,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  presented  to  the  bands  of  music, 
and  to  the  choir,  who  assisted  in  the  ceremonies  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  Hall. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  petition  the  Legislature,  at  the  coming 
session,  for  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Bierce,  Bartram  and 
Harris  said  committee. 

Brother  Spalding,  from  the  committee  on  "Ways  and  Means,  submitted 
a  report,  which  was  amended  and  agreed  to,  as  follows  : 

The  committee  on  Ways  and  Means  respectfully  report,  that  upon  examination,  they 
find  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  the  present  time,  to  consist  of  the  following 
items,  to  wit : 

Cash  in  the  Treasury  $197  §4 

Six  shares  of  stock  in  the  Bank  of  Chillicothe  (cost)  ,   600  00 

This  last  item  is  not  now  available,  as  the  stock  cannot  be  sold  for  more  than  eighty 
cents  on  the  dollar,  at  which  price  it  is  deemed  inexpedient  to  dispose  of  it,  as  the  pre- 
sumption is  that  its  par  value  may  eventually  be  realized. 

From  the  report  of  the  building  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  it  appears  that 
from  five  to  eight  thousand  dollars  will  be  wanted  during  the  current  year  for  said 
building.  For  this  sum,  (say  eight  thousand  dollars,)  provision  is  to  be  made,  and  it 
48 
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has  occasioned  your  committee  no  little  perplexity  of  mind  to  ascertain  the  most  feasi- 
ble course  to  be  pursued.  Upon  mature  consideration  of  the  whole  subject,  they  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  to  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions,  to  wit :  _  ■ 

1.  Besolved,  That  it  is  expedient,  forthwith,  to  set  about  the  creation  of  a  fund  to  be 
denominated  "The  Grand  Lodge  Hall  Fund,"  which  shall  be  applied  to  no  other  pur- 
pose than  the  erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  already  commenced  in  the  town  of 

L2XCThat  the  M.W.  Grand  Master  be  and  he  is  hereby  constituted  the  agent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  purpose  of  visiting,  in  person,  the  several  Lodges  in  this  State, 
and  soliciting  from  the  members  of  the  fraternity,  and  others  interested  in  the  success 
of  our  efforts,  donations  in  aid  of  said  fund,  and  that  he  be  allowed  the  payment  of  all 
his  personal  expenses  whilst  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  said  duties,  from  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  _ 

3  That  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  Ohio  be  constituted  a 
committee  to  solicit  and  receive  donations  in  aid  of  said  fund,  and  it  is  hereby  made 
their  duty  to  report  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  the  amount  by  them  collected  once  m  each 
quarter  Commencing  on  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1842,)  and  to  hold  the  same 

SU4^Thit°untiroAerwise  ordered,  each  subordinate  Lodge  be  required  to  return  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  as  annual  dues,  in  aid  of  said  fund,  one  dollar  for  each  initiation,  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  member,  in  addition  to  the  dues  heretofore  exacted. 

5.  That  the  utmost  circumspection  be  observed  in  making  donations  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  that  no  further  dues  of  subordinate  Lodges  be  remitted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
until  said  Grand  Lodge  Hall  shall  be  fully  completed  and  finished. 

6  That  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  pe 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  require  of  Masons  within  their  respective  Jurisdic- 
tions, who  are  not  members  of  a  Lodge,  the  payment  of  one  dollar  each,  pc *  annum, 
for  the  term  of  three  years,  which  sums  such  Lodges  shall  forward  with  their  annual 
returns,  in  aid  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  fund. 

7.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  required  to  cause  two  hundred  copies  of  thii: report 
and  resolutions  accompanying  the  same  to  be  printed  without  delay, ,  and  to  forward 
two  copies  thereof  to  each  subordinate  Lodge,  prior  to  the  I5th  day  of  November  next.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  annual  communication 
of  the  M  W.  Grand  Master  as  relates  to  the  establishment  of  libraries,  and  the  intro- 
duction of  lectures  and  essays  upon  the  arts  and  sciences,  into  the  several  Lodges  m 
this  State,  respectfully  report,  that  they  believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  increas- 
ing intelligence  of  the  age  and  the  just  expectations  of  an  enlightened  public  require 
at  our  hands  something  more  than  the  practice  of  social  and  charitable  duties.  Intel- 
ligence is  the  characteristic  of  the  age.  Through  the  thousand  channels  of  intercom- 
munication mind  is  diffused  throughout  community,  and  the  thoughts  of  to-day,  in  an 
embodied  form,  are  in  the  hands  of  the  world  to-morrow.  Research  and  inquiry  have 
become  the  distinguishing  traits  of  the  human  mind;  and  that  society  is  retrograding 
in  the  general  course  of  intelligence,  and  in  the  object  of  its  existence,  that  starts  not 
in  the  race  of  knowledge  and  the  onward  march  of  intellect.  _ 
Shall  Masonry,  then,  remain  stationary  amid  the  general  advancement  of  intellectual 
associations?  Shall  we  be  content  to  sit  down,  after  discharging  the  duties  of  charity 
and  benevolence?  Has  not  the  intellect  of  man  a  claim  upon  us  as  strong  as  the  body, 
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however  distressed  or  miserable  that  may  be?  Shall  charity  be  confined  to  ministering 
to  man's  physical  wants,  and  his  mental  existence  be  left  in  a  state  of  destitution? 

Your  committee  believe  the  intellectual  capabilities  of  man,  and  more  especially  of 
the  brethren,  require,  at  our  hands,  an  effort  for  their  development,  commensurate  with 
the  general  advancement  of  the  age.  And  where  can  that  effort  be  more  effectually 
made  than  in  the  Lodge  room  ?  There  is  the  symbolic  representation  of  the  arts  and 
sciences;  and  there  is  shadowed  forth  the  various  orders  of  architecture.  They  consti- 
tute part  and  parcel  of  Masonry. 

And  shall  that  which  is  so  intimately  connected  with  our  institution  as  to  become  its 
very  essence  and  vitality,  be  neglected  1  or  shall  those  instructions  form  a  part  of  the 
work  and  labors  of  the  Lodge,  which  will  render  every  brother  not  only  a  technical  and 
speculative,  but  an  intelligent  and  scientific  Mason  ? 

But  one  answer,  your  committee  believe,  can  be  given;  and  that  is.  that  our  intellec- 
tual culture  should  be  coextensive  with  our  institution;  and  that  by  means  of  a  library 
of  useful  and  practical  books  attached  to  each  Lodge,  and  by  devoting  a  portion  of  the 
hours  of  labor  to  lectures  and  essays  on  those  sciences  with  which  every  craftsman  is 
bound  to  be  acquainted,  our  Order  would  obtain  a  rank  for  intellect  unsurpassed  by  any 
other  association  — alike  honorable  to  the  brethren  as  individuals,  and  to  Masonry  as  a 
body. 

By  mutual  exchanges  of  such  lectures  among  the  members  of  different  Lodges,  ac- 
quaintances would  be  formed  —  friendships  cemented  —  a  uniformity  of  work  estab- 
lished—and our  moral  and  charitable  edifice  would  be  enlightened  by  the  rays  of 
science. 

Your  committee  therefore  report  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Lodge-,  to  take  measures  to  supply  themselves  with  libraries  of 
useful  and  practical  books;  and  that,  as  often  as  practicable,  they  introduce  into  their 
meetings,  lectures  and  essays  upon  the  various  arts  and  sciences.

The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  have  re- 
ceived and  examined  communications  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Virginia,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Kentucky,  Georgia,  Rhode  Island,  Maryland,  Tennessee' 
Missouri,  Indiana,  Alabama  and  Florida,  in  the  United  States,  and  of  Texas;  containing 
the  published  minutes  of  those  several  bodies  for  the  past  year;  from  which  they  are 
gratified  to  perceive  that  the  Order  of  Masonry  is  everywhere  in  a  highly  flourishing 
and  prosperous  condition.  In  those  States  where  the  storm  of  prejudice  and  error 
seems  to  have  spent  its  principal  force,  threatening  an  entire  overthrow  of  the  institu- 
tion, has  Masonry  again  set  up  her  altars  of  peace,  love,  and  unity,  freely  inviting  all 
who  are  worthy  to  come  and  minister  at  her  sanctuary,  without  the  fear  of  opposition 
or  reproach  of  shame. 

Tour  committee  find  nothing  in  said  correspondence  calling  for  the  special  consider- 
ation of  this  body,  except  a  proposition  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  (referred 
to  in  the  proceedings  of  our  last  annual  communication,)  recommending  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  delegate  by  each  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  to  form  a  Con- 
vention at  Washington  City,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
suring uniformity  of  work  and  proceedings  in  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  under 
their  respective  jurisdictions,  and  a  resolution  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  re- 
questing the  opinion  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  in  fellowship  with  them,  regarding 
the  propriety  of  allowing  subordinate  Lodges  to  transact  any  regular  business  other 
than  conferment  of  degrees,  and  lecture  thereon,  in  any  degree  inferior  to  that  of  the 
Master's  degree.  In  regard  to  the  latter  proposition,  your  committee  believe  the  whole 
matter  to  be  within  the  exclusive  control  and  sound  discretion  of  the  subordinate  Lodge, 
and  not  a  subject  of  constitutional  regulation  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  They  doubt  not  it 
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would  be  found  safer,  if  not  highly  beneficial,  to  transact  the  usual  business  of  the 
Lodge  in  the  third  degree  — the  more  especially  as  none  but  Master  Masons  are  consid- 
ered members  of  the  Lodge  entitled  to  all  its  privileges  and  prerogatives,  and  permitted 
to  participate  in  its  action.  Yet  they  know  of  no  rule  of  propriety  which  imperatively 
requires  any  such  a  course. 

Upon  the  former  of  said  propositions,  your  committee  in  the  language  of  a  report 
upon  the  same  subject,  presented  at  our  last  annual  communication,  "  entertain  no 
doubt  that  an  early  and  permanent  provision  for  securing  and  maintaining  an  uniform 
system  of  work  throughout  the  United  States,  is  highly  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the 
fraternity.  But  believe  there  is  a  great  and  just  repugnance  in  our  subordinate  Lodges 
to  any  enlargement  of  our  present  Constitution,  whereby  their  control  over  the  subject 
of  Masonry  shall  be  surrendered  up  or  removed  to  a  greater  distance  from  them ;  and 
especially  to  the  organization  of  a  new  body,  which  may  ultimately  assume  to  itself  the 
entire  control  of  the  Institution." 

Your  committee  further  believe,  that  a  free  interchange  of  opinion  on  this  important 
subject,  between  the  several  Grand  Lodges,  would  lead  to  results  highly  beneficial  to  the 
stability  of  the  Order.  In  view,  therefore,  of  the  great  importance  of  this  subject,  they 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  proceed  forthwith  to  appoint,  by  ballot  or  other- 
wife  a  Delegate,  with  discretionary  power  to  represent  this  Grand  Lodge  in  all  things 
at  a  convention  to  be  held  in  Washington  City,  on  the  first  Monday  of  March  next,  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  upon  a  uniform  mode  of  work  throughout  a  the  Lodges  m 
the  United  States,  and  to  make  other  lawful  regulations  for  the  security  and  interest 
of  the Craft  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall. be  construed  to  bind  this 
Grand  Lodge,  by  the  act  of  said  Representative,  without  their  subsequent  ratification.

The  committee  on  Credentials  having  reported  a  constitutional  number 
of  subordinate  Lodges  to  be  here  represented,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
declared  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  duly  opened  for  the  despatch  of 
business. 

The  following  standing  committees  were  then  announced  by  the  chair, 
viz :

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The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  read  his  Annual  Communication,  as  follows  : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Brethren:  —  We  have  been  permitted  to  assemble  together  again,  under  circum- 
stances of  continued  prosperity,  to  transact  the  annual  Masonic  business  of  the  State ; 
and  it  will  not  be  deemed  irrelevant,  to  make  the  occasion  expressive  of  our  gratitude 
for  the  signal  blessing  vouchsafed  to  the  Institution  in  Ohio.  While  almost  every  other 
association  has  been  shaken  with  fierce  and  turbulent  excitements;  stimulating  to 
excess,  and  rending  the  ties  of  social  relationship,  there  has  been  manifested  a  most 
auspicious  and  remarkable  calm,  within  our  own  borders.  Masonry  has  been  suffered 
quietly,  yet  progressively,  to  plant  among  our  people  her  altars  of  peace  and  fraternity, 
and  to  exercise  in  an  eminent  degree  her  legitimate  conservative  influence.  Within  the 
limits  of  this  jurisdiction,  it  would  seem  that  the  day  of  domestic  trouble  and  disquie- 
tude has  entirely  passed  away.  On  every  side  there  is  presented  to  our  gaze  a  cloudless 
horizon  and  a  sunny  sky,  so  that  there  is  nothing  now  wanting  but  the  exercise  of 
firmness  and  circumspection  among  the  Lodges,  to  realize  all  the  high  benefits  that 
belong  to  our  organization.  While  I  am  happy  in  stating  such  to  be  the  result  in  our 
own  Masonic  field  of  labor,  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  assure  you  that  in  our  sister 
states  the  evidence  of  general  healthfulness,  and  governmental  prosperity  are  strikingly 
witnessed.  Many  kindred  causes  have  cooperated  to  bring  about  this  palmy  condition 
of  things ;  among  these  I  am  inclined  to  place  a  very  high  estimate  upon  the  influence 
exerted  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union.  These  elevated  bodies  have  learned  fully 
to  appreciate  the  extent  and  magnitude  of  their  responsibilities  to  the  craft.  Sovereign 
within  their  own  geographical  limits,  and  in  possession  of  the  highest  attributes  of 
power,  they  have  so  administered  that  power,  as  to  insure  the  venerable  land  marks  of 
the  order  from  violation,  and  build  up  upon  the  broadest  bases,  the  associated  welfare 
of  their  members. 

Having  first  been  taught  by  experience  the  necessity  there  was  to  respect  themselves 
in  the  position  they  occupy ;  they  have  since,  by  wise,  prudent,  but  at  the  same  time 
fearless  legislation,  won  the  respect,  the  confidence  and  attachment  of  their  subordinates. 

And  so  it  will  always  be.  Just  in  proportion  as  our  Grand  Lodges  meet  every  required 
responsibility,  and  discharge  every  duty  they  owe  to  themselves  and  to  the  craft,  will 
the  interests  of  Masonry  be  advanced  or  deteriorated.  The  Union  existing  between 
the  common  head  and  the  subordinate  Lodges,  is  so  intimate  and  inseparable,  that 
whatever  affects  its  stability  must  operate  upon  their  immediate  decline.  It  is  to  them 
what  the  sun  is  to  the  system,  the  centre  of  light,  and  heat  and  vitality.  I  have  lately 
had  occasion  to  believe  that  in  some  of  our  Lodges  the  relation  of  the  subordinate  to 
the  principal  is  but  imperfectly  understood.  The  organization  of  this  body  is  essentially 
republican ;  each  Lodge  in  the  state  is  equally  entitled  to  be  represented  in  its  delibera- 
tions, and  therefore  its  voice,  whether  in  the  enactment  of  a  law,  the  passage  of  a  reso- 
lution, an  order,  an  assessment,  or  an  appropriation  from  its  funds,  is  the  united,  con- 
centrated voice  of  all  the  Lodges  who  compose  it.  When  uttered,  it  becomes  the 
supreme  Masonic  law,  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  exacts  implicit  obedience  from  all. 
This  is  a  fundamental  axiom,  and  as  such  should  be  distinctly  understood  by  the  fra- 
ternity. 

Since  our  last  session,  I  have  received  sundry  petitions,  properly  avouched  and  re- 
commended, praying  for  the  establishment  of  new  Lodges.  In  compliance  therewith, 
I  have  issued  eight  dispensations,  to  wit :

"     "    Dispensation  for  New  Salem  Lodge,  at  New  Salem,  Fairfield  county. 
"   June  23.  Dispensation  for  Paramuthia  Lodge,  at  Athens,  Athens  county. 
*   July     1.  Dispensation  for  Seville  Lodge,  at  Seville,  Medina  county. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  three  of  these  new  Lodges  have  been  established  in  that  section 
of  the  State  which  was  so  bitterly  scathed  by  the  Anti-Masonic  storm,  some  years 
since:  and  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  the  fact  to  you  as  one  of  the  most  signal 
and  gratifying  evidences  of  the  onward  prosperity  of  the  Order.  The  records  of  this 
Grand  Lodge  show  that  in  no  portion  of  Ohio  was  the  institution  more  flourishing  m 
all  necessary  essentials  in  former  days  than  in  the  northern  part;  and  with  what  reluc- 
tance our  brethren  there  felt  compelled,  by  the  stress  of  an  intolerant  excitement,  to 
surrender  their  distinctive  privileges  and  organization  as  Masons. 

That  cause  ceasing  to  operate,  there  will  doubtless  be  again  manifested  to  the  world 
the  same  loyal  attachment  to  Masonic  principles,  and  I  now  entertain  no  doubt,  that 
the  time  will  soon  appear  when  the  institution  will  be  more  popular  in  Northern  Ohio 
than  it  ever  has  been  heretofore,  and  that  its  latter  days  will  be  to  it,  Masonically,  the 
days  of  its  most  excellent  prosperity.  In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  will  be  allowed 
to  express  the  high  gratitication  I  received  from  an  official  visit  to  the  Lodge  at  Cleve- 
land In  point  of  number,  and  the  respectability  of  its  members-their  zeal,  mode  ot 
Government,  and  system  of  work-it  is,  considering  the  limited  period  of  its  existence, 
second  to  none  in  the  State.  Three  years  ago,  it  was  supposed  that  insurmountable 
difficult  es  were  in  the  way  of  any  Masonic  organization  in  the  city  of  Cleveland;  and 
I  adduce  the  fact  of  the  present  palmy  condition  of  things  there,  rather  as  one  of 
genera  Masonic  interest,  than  as  an  invidious  exhibition  of  sectional  « iperionty a, 
fhe  same  remarks  will  also  apply,  with  strict  propriety,  to  the  Lodges  at  Akron  and 

"rthedispensated  Lodges,  as  far  as  I  have  been  advised,  have ;  inducted  with 
prudence  and  propriety.  I  presided  in  person,  at  the  organization  of  the  one  mSev  le 
fn  Medina bounty  -  and  from  the  age  and  experience  of  the  brethren  composing  this 
bodv  I  deduce  the  strongest  guaranty  of  its  usefulness  and  prosperity. 

In  June  last,  I  received  an  urgent  application  from  the  brethren  at  Lebanon  m  War- 
ren county,  for  authority  to  resume  their  Masonic  labors,  which  had  been  pretermitted 
for  some  time  previous.  This  is  the  second  application  of  similar  import,  made  from 
[hat  Lodg  within  the  past  five  years.  I  am  not  aware  of  the  particular  causes  which 
have  operated  as  an  estoppel  to  their  work  heretofore ;  but  as  this  place  was  once  the 
lat  of  Masonic  light  and  information,  and  composed  within  its  list  of  members  some 
Sto^K™  of  our  Order,  I  considered  it  my  duty  to  afford  the  brethren  there 
iotSw  opportunily  to  regain  their  former  standing  and  respectability ;  and  accord- 
^Tfon  the  16th  day  of  June  last,  authorized  the  Lodge  at  Lebanon  again  to  proceed 
to  work  without  fee;  requiring  them  to  be  represented  at  this  communication^*  dis- 
chargetheir  grand  dues,  and  have  here  present  a  copy  of  their  By-Laws  and  a  faith- 
ful record  of  their  proceedings,  for  your  examination  and  action. 

From  information  which  has  reached  me,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  some  Lodges 
whose  charters  were  forfeit,  have  proceeded,  without  any  authority,  to  their  accustomed 
Masonic  business.  It  may  be  that  this  has  been  the  result  of  ignorance  At  all 
events  giving  to  such  proceedings  the  most  favorable  interpretation,  it  will  be  neces- 
Lrv  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  step  in  and  heal  their  illegal  and  unconstitutional  doings. 
It  will  therefore  be  proper  that  an  inquiry  should  be  had  into  these  cases,  and  provi- 
sion adequate  to  their  respective  exigency,  be  made  at  the  present  session. 

During  the  month  of  September  last,  two  applications  were  presented  to  me  for  the 
erection  of  new  Lodges-one  at  Maumee  City,  and  the  other  at  Toledo,  in  Lucas  county. 
Botl  being  informal,  they  were  returned  to  the  petitioners.  They  will,  I  suppose,  be 
presented  in  constitutional  form  at  the  present  grand  communication  for  the  action  of 

thA??onr^°stgsession,Iwas  honored  with  the  appointment  of  delegate  to  represent 
this  body  in  Convention  of  Grand  Lodges,  which  assembled  at  the  city  of  Washington 
n  March  last,  pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 
I  regret  to  state,  that  in  consequence  of  extreme  physical  Ability  under  which  I  was 
then  laboring,  the  result  of  a  serious  attack  of  sickness,  I  was  unable  to  discharge  this 
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pleasing  duty ;  and  I  the  more  regret  it,  as  the  resolution  conferring  upon  me  the 
appointment  did  not  provide  for  an  alternative  delegate. 

I  have  received  the  journal  of  that  Convention,  from  which  it  appears  that  delegates 
were  present  at  Washington  on  Monday,  the  7th  day  of  March  last,  from  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Alabama,  New  York,  Connecticut,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Rhode  Island,  Virginia,  South  Carolina  and  the  District  if  Columbia.  The  Con- 
vention was  organized  by  the  appointment  of  the  R.  W.  Charles  Gilman,  of  Mary- 
land, as  Chairman,  and  the  R.  W.  John  Dove,  of  Virginia,  and  James  Latjrenson,  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Secretaries.  In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  delegates  from 
most  of  the  Lodges  of  the  South  and  West,  the  Convention  did  not  enter  fully  into  all 
the  general  matters  contemplated  from  their  organization.  The  principal  and  most 
important  object,  that  was  anticipated  as  the  result  of  their  labors,  was  to  establish  "a 
uniform  mode  of  work  throughout  the  Union."  This  most  interesting  subject  received 
the  careful  consideration  of  the  Convention.  A  judicious  report  was  adopted  recom- 
mending "that  each  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States  appoint  one  or  more  skillful 
brethren,  to  be  styled  Grand  Lecturers,  who  shall  meet  and  agree  upon  the  course  of 
instruction  necessary  and  proper  to  be  imparted  to  the  Lodges  and  the  Fraternity  in 
their  several  jurisdictions ;  and  that  they  be  required  to  convene  at  some  central  place, 
at  least  once  in  three  years,  to  compare  their  lectures,  and  correct  variations."  In  case 
this  recommendation  is  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  the  Convention 
advise  that  the  first  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lecturers  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1843.  As  this  Grand  Lodge  has  always  recognized  such 
an  appointment,  it  only  remains  to  determine  whether  the  occasion  is  of  sufficient 
importance  for  you  to  commission  that  officer  to  attend  the  contemplated  meeting 
at  Baltimore.  My  own  opinions  upon  this  subject  have  been  expressed  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  so  pointedly  heretofore  that  it  would  be  almost  supererogation  to  press  them 
again  upon  you.  The  fact  is  undisputed,  that  the  Lodges  under  our  different  Masonic 
jurisdictions  have  not  only  introduced  systems  of  variant  work,  but  in  some  instances 
have  fallen  into  lamentable  errors  and  departures  from  the  ancient  land-marks. 

In  our  own  State,  the  difficulty  complained  of  has,  within  the  last  few  years,  been 
greatly  obviated  through  the  exertions  of  the  present  Grand  Lecturer,  whose  intelli- 
gence, capacity  and  promptitude,  in  attention  to  the  duties  of  an  arduous  office,  have 
left  but  little  room  for  amendment,  in  securing  uniformity  of  work  among  the  Lodges 
of  Ohio.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that  his  system,  excellent  as  it  is,  may  itself  be 
the  subject  of  improvement ;  and  even  if  this  were  not  the  case,  is  it  not  a  duty  which 
this  body  owes  to  kindred  associations,  to  cooperate  with  them  in  securing  uniformity 
and  perfection  in  the  work  among  all  the  Lodges  of  the  Union?  It  appears  to  me  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Convention  at  Washington  contains  the  only  feasible  plan 
to  secure  this  desirable  attainment,  and  I  therefore  suggest  to  you  the  propriety  to 
authorize  and  commission  the  Grand  Lecturer  of  Ohio  to  meet  similar  officers  from 
other  Grand  Lodges,  on  the  second  Monday  of  May,  1843,  in  Baltimore. 

During  the  sitting  of  the  Convention,  a  report  was  received  and  confirmed  upon 
several  distinct  propositions  of  general  Masonic  interest.  As  this  report  expresses  the 
deliberate  opinion  of  a  very  intelligent  and  elevated  body  of  our  Order,  upon  certain 
rules  of  action  for  the  government  of  the  fraternity,  it  is  of  course  entitled  to  much 
consideration  and  respect,  and  I  feel  that  I  cannot  better  discharge  the  duty  required  of 
this  chair  than  by  making  this  report  a  part  of  the  annual  address.  The  committee  say : 
"That  they  regard  the  paternal  intercourse  of  the  members  of  our  institution  among  the  most  val- 
uable privileges  of  the  Order,  which  ought  to  be  encouraged,  and  at  the  same  time  guarded  by  all  the 
means  within  the  ample  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  this  Union.  Free,  social  Masonic  association, 
protected  by  pure  principles,  and  the  sacred  ties  of  brotherhood,  is  calculated  to  expand  the  kindest 
sentiments  of  humanity,  to  extend  the  spheie  of  usefulness  of  a  member  far  beyond  the  little  circle 
of  his  daily  walks  and  duties,  and  to  promote  the  sweet  charities  of  life  among  all  those  who  can  with 
confidence  prefer  his  claim  as  a  brother,  or  is  ready  to  acknowledge  that  relationship.  To  promote 
and  extend  the  fellowship  and  acquaintance  of  brethren,  residing  not  only  in  neighboring  States,  but 
also  in  regions  as  far  from  each  other  as  the  East  is  from  the  West,  various  means  have  been  sug- 
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gested  to  your  committee ;  the  most  prominent  of  which  is  the  representative  system  adopted  by  some 
of  our  Grand  Lodges.    This  system  your  committee  recommend  to  the  Convention. 

"  As  an  additional  safeguard  against  the  abuse  of  Masonic  privileges  by  the  unworthy,  some  of  whom 
are  constantly  prowling  through  the  land,  and  deriving  a  support  from  the  charity  of  the  institution 
to  which  they  are  a  disgrace,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  Grand  Lodges  advise,  if  they  do  not 
deem  it  necessary  to  require  their  Lodges  to  demand  certificates  of  the  good  standing  of  brethren  who 
are  strangers  ;  which  certificate  should  emanate  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  jurisdiction  from  which 
they  hail.  These  certificates  will  not  only  shield  the  institution  from  the  undeserving,  but  will  fur- 
nish the  orphans  and  widows  of  deceased  brethren  the  best  evidence  of  their  claims  upon  the  frater- 
nity. 

"The  committee  have  been  informed  that  there  is  a  reprehensible  pract'ce  of  receiving  promissory 
notes  for  the  fee  for  conferring  the  degrees.  This  practice  is  known  to  some  of  your  committee  to 
have  produced  unhappy  influences.  Its  inevitable  effect  is  to  degrade  the  institution,  and  it  ought  to 
be  prohibited. 

"The  impropriety  of  transacting  Masonic  business  in  Lodges  below  the  degree  of  Master  Mason, 
except  such  as  appertains  to  the  conferring  the  inferior  decrees,  and  the  instruction  therein,  is  a  sub- 
ject which  has  been  recently  presented  to  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States, 
by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  ought  to  be  adopted. 
Entered  Apprentices  and  Fellow  Crafts  are  not  members  of  Lodges,  nor  are  they  entitled  to  the  fran- 
chises of  members.  To  prevent,  therefore  the  possibility  of  any  interference  in,  or  knowledge  of 
the  transactions  of  the  Lodge,  the  confining  all  business  to  the  Master  Masons'  Lodges  will  be  found 
most  advantageous,  and  undoubtedly  is  the  only  correct  course  of  practice. 

"  In  the  intercourse  of  your  committee  with  the  fraternity  of  several  of  the  States,  they  find  that 
great  diversity  of  opinion  and  practice  has  obtained  in  relation  to  their  delinquent  members.  Some 
Grand  Lodges  authorize  expulsion  from  all  the  rights  of  Masonry,  after  a  fixed  time  ;  others  suspend 
a  brother  until  his  dues  are  paid,  whilst  others  maintain,  practically,  that  suspension  from  a  Lodge, 
for  non-payment  of  dues,  only  disfranchises  the  delinquent  in  that  particular  Lodge,  but  leaves  him 
at  liberty  to  join  any  other  Lodge,  and  even  to  visit  the  Lodge  which  has  disfrannhised  him  of  mem- 
bership. Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  uniform  legislation  in  this  respect,  in  the  States,  is  es- 
sential to  the  well  being  of  the  fraternity.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  a  Lodge  will  deprive  a  worthy 
brother  of  his  Maeonic  privileges,  who  is  disabled  by  poverty  from  contributing  to  the  funds  of  his 
Lodge  ;  but  unfaithfulness  and  willful  neglect  are  equally  injurious,  and  after  a  limited  time  it  should 
be  known  to  all  that  suspension  will  follow  until  the  debt  is  paid,  or  for  cause  shown  remitted. 

"  Suspension  is  the  highest  penalty  known  to  be  inflicted  for  the  non-pajment  of  dues  ;  and  as  the 
effect  of  this  penalty  appears  to  have  been  misunderstood  by  some,  to  the  extent  of  rendering  it  con- 
venient to  the  delinquent  rather  than  a  punishment,  in  that  he  enjoys  most  of  the  privileges,  while 
he  sustains  none  of  the  burdens  of  Masonry,  your  committee  feel  bound  to  declare,  that  the  term  sus- 
pension is  a  deprivation  fer  the  time  being  of  all  Masonic  privileges." 

It  will  be  seen  by  this  report  that  the  Convention  have  expressed  their  deliberate 
opinion  upon  five  distinct  subjects,  viz: 

1.  The  representative  system. 

2.  Upon  the  necessity  of  issuing  Grand  Lodge  certificates. 

3.  Upon  the  practice  of  receiving  promissory  notes  for  conferring  the  several  de- 
grees. 

4.  Upon  the  impropriety  of  transacting  general  Masonic  business  in  Lodges,  below 
the  degree  of  Master  Mason. 

5.  Upon  the  grade  of  penalty  to  be  inflicted  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 

To  each  of  these  points  I  propose  very  briefly  to  invite  your  attention,  with  reference 
to  the  present  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  representative  system,  as  you  are  aware,  is  one  of  a  series  of  enlarged  measures 
adopted  and  put  into  successful  operation  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  by 
which  the  most  intimate  and  friendly  relations  have  been  established  between  it  and 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  and  of  Europe.  At  the  last  communication  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  I  invited  the  attention  of  the  members  to  this  subject,  and  recom- 
mended that  some  definite  action  should  then  be  had  upon  it. 

The  committee  to  whom  it  was  referred  expressed  in  general  terms  their  approbation 
of  the  plan,  but  in  order  that  full  and  mature  deliberation  might  be  had  thereon,  re- 
commended that  the  subject  should  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three,  to  exam- 
ine the  same,  and  report  at  the  present  grand  communication.  A  detailed  report  may 
therefore  be  expected  at  the  present  time,  and  the  subject  will  doubtless  receive  from 
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you  that  attention  which  the  high  respectability  of  the  Masonic  body  with  whom  it  ori- 
ginated entitles  it  to  command. 

This  body  has  not,  as  yet,  adopted  any  plan  for  issuing  Grand  Lodge  certificates,  per- 
haps for  the  reason  that  the  necessity  for  such  a  precautionary  measure  has  not  been 
so  urgent  within  this  jurisdiction  as  in  other  States.  Most  of  our  Lodges  are  exempt 
from  frequent  itinerant  demands  upon  their  charity  funds;  yet  those  located  upon  the 
great  thoroughfares  of  travel  have  been  seriously  annoyed  from  such  sources.  I  mean, 
by  those  persons  who  make  use  of  their  Masonic  privileges  to  supply  the  wants  conse- 
quent upon  dissipation  and  idleness.  If  other  Grand  Lodges  shall  refuse  to  entertain 
from  strangers  any  applications  for  charity,  or  for  admission  to  the  Lodge  rooms  with- 
out a  Grand  Lodge  certificate,  it  will  become  a  matter  of  imperative  necessity  to  make 
the  rule  universal  in  its  operation.  Wherever  it  has  been  tested  it  has  resulted  in  pro- 
ducing beneficial  results,  not  only  as  a  source  of  legitimate  revenue,  but  as  a  protection 
to  the  fraternity  against  the  impostor  and  the  unworthy. 

The  very  reprehensible  practice  of  receiving  promissory  notes  for  conferring  the 
degrees  of  Masonry,  so  pointedly  rebuked  by  the  Convention,  was  positively  interdicted 
by  this  Grand  Lodge  at  an  early  period  of  its  history. 

"No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  hereafter  take  notes  of  hand  for  fees,  or  grant  any  time 
of  credit  therefor,"  is  its  emphatic  language  on  this  subject.  This  rule,  it  will  be  per- 
ceived, is  most  positive  in  its  enactment,  and  yet  there  is  reason  to  apprehend  that,  in 
many  instances,  it  has  been  totally  disregarded. 

In  a  recent  communication  made  by  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  York,  it  is  stated  "that  four  hundred  Lodges  under  that  jurisdiction, 
during  the  anti-Masonic  tornado,  had  surrendered  or  allowed  their  charters  to  become 
forfeited,  and  that  the  chief  cause  of  this  destruction  had  been  brought  to  light  by  the 
discovery  of  large  amounts  of  promissory  notes  in  their  chests,  which  had  been  re- 
ceived for  fees  and  dues,  and  that  when  the  money  was  required  the  drawers  found  it 
more  convenient  and  popular  to  renounce  Masonry,  than  to  redeem  their  promises." 

This  is  a  startling  fact,  and  it  ought  to  avail,  both  as  a  lesson  and  a  warning  in  all 
time  to  come.  It  is  true  that  the  "anti-Masonic  tornado"  alluded  to  has  died  away, 
and  the  bitterness  of  that  fierce  excitement  has  been  quelled,  as  we  trust  forever,  and 
that  therefore  the  same  popular  inducements  for  a  renunciation  of  Masonry  will  not 
soon  again  occur;  but  still  the  evil  complained  of  must  continue,  while  it  exists,  to 
affect  the  stability  and  welfare  of  our  institution.  It  works  injustice  to  the  applicant  as 
well  as  to  the  Lodge.  If  a  candidate  for  our  "ancient  mysteries"  cannot  afford  to 
spare  from  his  present  means  the  amount  requisite  for  his  initiatory  fees,  it  is  infinitely 
better  that  he  should  wait  "a  time  with  patience,"  than  imprudently  come  under  obli- 
gations which  may  be  inconvenient  for  him,  when  called  upon,  to  discharge. 

I  consider  this  subject  of  sufficient  importance  to  engage  the  serious  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  as  the  existing  rule  has  not  been  found  adequate  to  put  down  the 
evil  it  has  sought  to  remedy,  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  you  authorize  the  proper 
officers  of  this  body,  upon  receiving  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  violation,  to  suspend 
such  delinquent  Lodge  until  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  can  be  had  thereon,  at  its 
next  regular  communication. 

At  the  last  session,  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  of  this  body  inciden- 
tally expressed  the  opinion  "that  it  would  be  found  safe,  if  not  highly  beneficial,  tp 
transact  the  usual  business  of  the  Lodge  in  the  third  degree."  As  this  subject  has  gen- 
erally elicited  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Union,  and  been  made  the  cause 
of  legislative  enactment,  it  would  be  well  that  some  positive  expression  should  be  had 
from  you  upon  it,  at  the  present  time.  In  all  matters  of  general  regulation  it  is  desira- 
ble to  insure  as  much  uniformity  as  possible,  and  as  no  valid  reason  can  be  urged  why 
the  recommendation  of  the  Convention  upon  this  matter  should  not  be  sanctioned  by 
all  of  our  Grand  Lodges,  I  would  suggest  that  such  rule  be  adopted  for  the  government 
of  the  Lodges  under  this  jurisdiction. 

Perhaps  no  object  of  general  import  has  obtained  a  less  uniform  action  among  the 
fraternity  than  the  grade  of  Masonic  censure  inflicted  for  the  non-payment  of  dues. 
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This  Grand  Lodge  has  alwavs  recognized  the  right  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  in  Ohio, 
to  demand  of  their  members  such  dues  as  each  shall  deem  just  and  expedient  and  to 
enforce  the  payment  of  the  same,  by  sentence  of  suspension  or  expulsion,  leaving, 
however,  forever,  the  whole  matter  to  the  discretion  of  the  subordinate  Lodges. 

At  first  view  it  may  seem  a  harsh  procedure  to  place  the  offense  of  non-payment  of 
dues  upon  a  level,  in  its  grade  of  punishment,  with  the  perpetration  of  actual  guilt,  ana 
so  it  unquestionably  would  be  when  the  offense  is  not  the  result  of  willful  neglect,  or 
a  contumacious  violation  of  Masonic  duty.  The  instance  does  not  occur  to  me,  and  I 
very  much  doubt  whether  it  ever  has  happened,  where  a  Lodge  has  insisted  upon  me 
payment  of  dues  from  a  member  who  was  unable  from  misfortune  or  poverty  to  do  so; 
and  I  cannot  withhold  the  expression  of  opinion  that,  under  all  other  circumstances, 
when  this  positive  duty  is  not  punctually  performed,  it  involves  the  commission  ot  a 
high  Masonic  offense,  not  only  striking  at  the  existence  of  our  association,  but  being 
in  direct  violation  of  constitutional  obligations.  I  have  good  cause  to  believe  that  our 
Lodges  require  to  be  enlightened  upon  this  subject,  and  that  the  actual  nature  of  the 
offense  alluded  to,  and  its  direct  consequences,  should  be  plainly  set  forth  before  them. 
My  own  sense  of  propriety  would  incline  to  take  broad  ground  upon  this  question  f m 
I  hold  it  to  be  the  duty  of  every  Mason  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  charity  fund 
of  some  Lodge,  whether  he  be  an  attending  member  or  not;  but  beyond  all  cavil  does 
it  become  his  duty  to  do  so  when  his  Lodge,  by  reason  of  his  membership,  is  amenable 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  payment  of  his  capitation  tax;  and  I  hesitate  not  to  pro- 
nounce  that  Lodge  guilty  of  a  gross  breach  of  duty,  whose  members  are  permitted, 
year  after  year,  to  continue  in  arrears,  without  being  made  the  subject  of  Masonic  dis- 
cipline. I  have  witnessed  such  melancholy  evidences  of  decline  among  some  of  our 
Lodges  on  this  account,  that  it  seems  to  be  necessary  some  fixed,  uniform  and  perma- 
nent rule  should  be  adopted  in  regard  to  it-  I  therefore  recommend  that  this  whole 
subject  receive  your  careful  consideration,  and  that  the  grades  of  offense  be  distinctly 
defined,  with  the  measure  of  punishment,  with  such  other  enactments  as  you  shall 
deem  proper,  for  the  uniform  observance  of  our  Lodges  hereafter. 

At  the  Convention  of  Delegates  to  which  I  have  alluded,  credentials  were  presented 
by  a  Brother  from  the  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,"  claiming  to  P^^  a,  ^ 
deliberations.  The  very  respectable  and  intelligent  committee  on  Credent  als  of  that 
body  epor  from  the  evidence  before  them,  adversely  to  the  constitutional  existence 
of  any  Grand  Lodge  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  of  course  the  delegate  was  not  recog- 
nized  as  entitled  to  a  seat.  Painful  as  this  act  must  have  unquestionable  been,  there  can 
exist  no  doubt  but  that  the  Convention  was  actuated  by  the  highest  considerations  of 
duty,  when  they  pronounced  the  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  to  be  m 
derogation  of  the  fundamental  statutes  and  land  marks  of  the  M«onictaWMd 
that  it  is  an  irregular  body,  which  ought  not  and  cannot  be  recognized  by  the  fraternity 
of  the  United  States.7'  .  . 

During  the  past  summer  I  received  a  printed  abstract  from  the  journal  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that  body,  containing  the  report  of ^  their  Com- 
mitteeon  Foreign  Relations,"  together  with  ^J°™m»«?^hZ^m 
decision  of  the  Washington  Convention.  The  committee  complained  that  the ,  Con™ 
tion  transcended  their  legitimate  authority,  and  that  the  proceedings  affec^f^^ 
Lod-e  of  Michigan,  were  based  exclusively  upon  an  ex  parte  hearing.  In  their  report 
they  give  in  detail  the  history  of  their  organization,  which  they  claim  to  be  regular  and 
constitutional,  and  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  requested  upon  the  points  stated 

^'h^dges  of  Ohio,  especially  those  in  the  north  part  of  the  state  your  decision 
will  be  one  of  particular  interest.  Geographically,  the  brethren  of  Michigan  are  our 
near  Masonic  neighbors,  and  the  intercourse  between  us  from  this  proximity  of  territory , 
wm  naturally  be  habitual  and  intimate.  If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  state  is  decided  o 
be  unconstitutional  in  its  organization,  of  course  the  Lodges  deriving  their  authority 
from  it,  cannot  be  recognized  as  legal  Lodges,  and  Masonic  fellowship  with  them  is 
cut  off  and  interdicted  by  the  canons  of  our  Order.   It  is  proper  to  say  to  you  that  our 
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brethren  in  Michigan  found  their  claims  to  our  recognition  of  them  as  a  constitutional 
Grand  Lodge,  upon  new  facts  which  were  not  presented  to  the  Convention  at  Washing- 
ton. I  will  not  attempt  in  any  wise  to  prejudge  their  claims,  hut  will  submit  the  papers 
to  such  committee  as  you  shall  designate,  trusting  that  your  action  thereon  may  be  so 
ordered  as  to  establish  the  general  harmony  and  integrity  of  our  Institution. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  standing  committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 
reported  a  resolution  which  was  adopted,  appointing  the  Grand  Master  its  agent  "for 
the  purpose  of  visiting  in  person  the  several  Lodges  in  this  state,  and  soliciting  from 
the  members  of  the  fraternity,  and  from  others  interested  in  the  success  of  our  efforts, 
donations  in  aid  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  Fund." 

I  regret  to  state  that  my  health  did  not  permit  me  to  make  a  specific  visit,  under  this 
resolution,  to  each  Lodge  in  the  state ;  as  under  other  circumstances  I  had  fully  deter- 
mined to  do.  I  commenced  the  visitation  on  the  12th  day  of  July,  and  completed  it  on 
the  6th  of  October,  during  which  period  I  visited  the  Lodges  at  Newark,  Mount  Vernon, 
Mansfield,  Wooster,  Massillon,  Akron,  Cleveland,  Canton,  New  Lisbon,  Steubenville, 
Zanesville,  Somerset,  Chillicothe,  Portsmouth,  Circleville,  Columbus,  Urbana,  Troy, 
Piqua,  Dayton^  Hamilton  and  Cincinnati;  making  in  all  twenty-five  Lodges.  The 
shortness  of  the  period  allotted  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  did  not  justify  me  to 
extend  my  official  intercourse  beyond  the  limits  of  the  different  Lodges,  and  hence  no 
effort  was  made  to  solicit  contributions,  from  any  source  other  than  through  this  the 
legitimate  channel,  for  such  application. 

For  various  prudential  reasons,  I  proposed  that  the  Lodges  should  become  immedi- 
ately responsible  to  this  body,  for  the  sums  subscribed  within  their  several  jurisdictions; 
and  that  the  amounts  donated  should  be  paid  into  the  Grand  Treasury  in  four  annual 
equal  installments.  In  every  instance  as  far  as  I  have  been  made  acquainted  with,  this 
proposal  has  been  acceded  to  by  the  Lodges.  As  my  time  was  so  very  limited,  I  could 
barely  arrange  to  remain  [no]  more  than  one  day  in  each  place,  and  could  therefore 
enjoy  but  a  single  opportunity  of  meeting  with  the  brethren  of  each  Lodge.  As  they 
were  not  always  prepared  to  stipulate  at  once  the  amount  of  funds  to  be  donated,  I 
recommended  in  such  cases  that  their  reports  should  be  forwarded  to  me,  previous  to  our 
present  meeting. 

Sixteen  Lodges  have  been  heard  from ;  the  balance  of  reports  will  doubtless  be 
handed  in  by  the  delegates  now  in  attendance.  It  was  my  intention,  and  I  had  hoped 
to  be  able  to  spread  before  you,  in  this  communication,  the  actual  amoiint  donated  by 
each  particular  Lodge ;  but  owing  to  the  fact  here  presented,  it  will  be  better  to  refer  all 
the  reports  to  some  one  of  the  standing  committees,  who  will  be  enabled  to  furnish,  in 
detail,  full  and  specific  information.  The  Grand  Lodge  had  every  reason  to  expect,  as 
it  most  palpably  had  the  right  to  do,  that  the  officers  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  espe- 
cially the  representatives  composing  this  body,  would  have  exerted  an  active  coopera- 
tion effectually  to  carry  out  the  object  of  the  visitation  they  enjoined.  This  is  a  prop- 
osition so  self-evident,  that  it  may  be  considered  superfluous  to  assert  it  here. 

It  is  made,  however,  because  I  am  satisfied  their  responsibilities  on  this  subject  had 
not,  in  some  instances,  been  sufficiently  appreciated.  I  have  met  with  more  than  one 
Lodge  to  whom  the  presentation  of  the  object  of  my  visit  was  almost,  if  not  entirely, 
a  new  question ;  and  hence  the  minds  of  the  members  had  not  been  at  all  apprised  of 
the  doings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  this  subject,  or  of  the  direct  obligations  placed 
upon  them,  through  the  action  of  their  representatives,  five  years  ago.  The  practica- 
bility of  putting  up  and  completing  the  new  Hall,  in  accordance  with  the  means  you 
have  devised,  I  regard  as  settled.  Experience  has  demonstrated  it  to  be  no  longer 
problematic,  though  it  will  be  conceded  by  all  that  a  more  unpropitious  period  could 
not  possibly  have  been  selected  for  the  object  of  the  visitation,  as  every  section  of  the 
country  is  laboring  under  the  most  serious  moneyed  embarrassment,  and  there  is 
scarcely  a  Lodge  in  the  State,  within  my  knowledge,  that  is  not  affected  by  this  condi- 
tion of  things.  With  the  melancholy  evidences  of  disaster  and  ruin  around  them,  oc- 
curring in  the  daily  transactions  of  life,  the  brethren  hesitated  to  come  under  any 
moneyed  responsibility  where  the  power  to  meet  it  did  not  appear  to  them  clear  and 
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unquestionable.  It  affords  me  the  highest  pleasure  to  state  to  you  that  everywhere,  on 
my  visit,  I  experienced  and  witnessed  the  most  gratifying  demonstrations  of  attach- 
ment to  the  institution,  and  an  earnest  desire  to  advance  its  interests. 

If  the  ability  of  the  Lodges  I  have  visited  had  been  generally  commensurate  with 
their  zeal,  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  under  your  resolution  I  have  no  doubt 
would  have  been  fully  realized  by  them.  Under  these  peculiar  circumstances,  then,  I 
feel  justified  in  announcing  to  you  that  the  effort  thus  far  has  been  a  successful  one; 
and  to  recommend  that  the  same  system  be  continued,  until  every  active  Lodge  in  the 
State  shall  have  been  visited. 

The  report  of  the  building  committee,  containing  a  detailed  statement  of  their  oper- 
ations for  the  past  year,  with  their  views  upon  matters  of  finance,  will  be  laid  before 
you  in  season  for  your  action. 

I  have  been  requested  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  existing  regula- 
tions with  regard  to  the  punctual  payment  of  Grand  dues.  The  XlVth  article  of  the 
By-Laws  provides  "  that  every  subordinate  Lodge  which  shall  not  be  represented  for 
two  successive  grand  communications,  or  which  shall  be  in  arrears  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  two  years,  shall  be  suspended  from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Order,  until  they  shall 
comply  with  both  the  requisitions ;  and  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Lodges,  and 
be  duly  notified  thereof  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for  the  time  being." 

It  appears  to  me  that  this  rule  is  sufficiently  positive  and  comprehensive  in  its  enact- 
ments, and  if  in  all  instances  it  is  strictly  carried  out,  the  evil  complained  of  would  at 
once  cease  to  exist.  In  former  days  there  was  much  difficulty  experienced  in  securing 
a  sufficient  representation  to  transact  the  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  hence  from 
necessity  it  remained,  during  that  period,  a  dead  letter  upon  our  statute  book.  There 
is  no  just  reason,  however,  at  this  time,  why  each  Lodge  in  the  State  should  not  bear 
its  proper  proportion  of  the  common  burden,  and  especially  is  there  no  reason  why  it 
should  not  be  present  here,  by  its  representatives,  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  annual  delib- 
erations of  this  body. 

The  committee  appointed  two  years  ago  to  prepare  a  Constitution  and  revise  the  By- 
Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  was,  at  the  last  session,  continued  by  special  resolution,  and 
time  extended  until  the  present  meeting  to  bring  in  their  report.  This  committee 
stands  charged  with  a  very  important  duty;  and  the  hope  is  indulged  that  no  difficulty 
will  have  occurred  to  prevent  a  report  being  submitted  at  the  present  time.  No  one 
will  deny  that  incongruities  may  not  exist  in  our  present  code  of  By-Laws.  It  is  due 
to  the  position  which  this  Grand  Lodge  now  occupies,  and  to  the  craft  over  whom  au- 
thority is  exercised,  that  all  our  legislative  enactments  should  be  built  upon  a  secure 
foundation,  and  evince  the  spirit  of  prudence  and  wisdom.  It  is  time  also  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  should  adopt,  from  the  ancient  regulations,  a  Constitution  of  their 
own,  and  promulgate  it  to  the  fraternity,  as  establishing  the  fixed  and  fundamental 
axioms  and  principles  of  our  land. 

As  a  matter  somewhat  analogous  to  this,  permit  me  to  recommend  that  the  journal 
of  the  proceedings  of  this  body  be  ordered  hereafter  to  be  read  in  all  our  Lodges  for 
the  information  of  the  craft. 

The  general  condition  of  the  Masonic  institution  in  other  States  will  properly  come 
before  you  in  the  report  of  the  standing  committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  to 
whom  the  letters  and  proceedings  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges  in  correspondence 
with  this  body  are  always  submitted. 

It  will  be  sufficient  to  state  from  this  chair,  that  in  every  part  of  our  land,  east  and 
west,  north  and  south,  the  elements  that  were  in  opposition  to  our  Order,  have,  in  a 
wonderful  manner,  faded  away,  and  that  there  is  now  realized,  wherever  the  eye  is 
turned,  the  beneficent  and  onward  marchings  of  Masonry. 

It  is  not  probable  that  I  will  ever  again  address  you  from  this  station;  and  while  I 
tender  my  grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  confidence  you  have  always  manifested, 
and  the  cooperation  I  have  received  in  my  humble  efforts  to  administer  the  government 
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of  this  Grand  Lodge,  I  beg  also  to  assure  you  that  its  welfare,  and  that  of  the  Lodges 
you  represent,  will  be,  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances,  the  subjects  of  my 
affectionate  regard.

On  motion  of  Brother  Hine,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  were 
adopted : 

Whereas,  The  committee  heretofore  appointed,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of 
the  annual  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  at  the  session  of  1841,  as  related 
to  the  representative  system,  are  not  present,  and  it  being  very  doubtful  whether  they 
will  be  in  attendance  at  all ;  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  said  committee  be  discharged;  and  that  the  whole  subject  be  now 
referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the  present  grand 
communication. 

The  chair  appointed  Brothers  Hine,  Death  and  Weyer  said  committee. 

Brother  Raleigh  presented  sundry  papers  from  Jefferson  Lodge,  which, 
on  his  motion,  were  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and 
Dispensations. 

Brother  Death  presented  the  returns  and  papers  of  Eastern  Star  Lodge, 

which  were  referred  to  the  same  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Keifer,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  all  Lodges  represented  in  this  grand  communication,  which  are  not 
prepared  to  discharge  the  full  sum  of  their  grand  dues,  from  a  mistaken  apprehension 
of  the  amounts,  have  until  the  next  annual  grand  communication  to  pay  so  much 
thereof  as  now  remains  unpaid ;  and  that  the  representatives  of  the  several  Lodges  in 
that  condition,  here  present,  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Shinnick  presented  a  petition  from  Samuel  A.  Barker  and 
others,  avouched  and  recommended  by  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  79,  at  Zanes- 
ville,  praying  for  letters  of  dispensation  to  establish  a  new  Lodge  at 
McConnelsville,  in  Morgan  county,  which  was  referred  to  the  standing 
committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Raleigh,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  By-Laws  as  requires  the  reading  of  the  journal  of  the 
last  grand  communication  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  dispensed  with. 

Brother  Hubbard  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  unanimously 
agreed  to : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  annual  communication  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  with  instructions  to  designate  the  appropriate  committees  to  whom  the 
several  subject  matters  of  said  communication  shall  be  referred,  have  attended  to  the 
duties  assigned  them,  and  respectfully  submit  for  adoption  the  following  resolution :

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  and  the 
action  that  was  had  with  respect  to  that  body  by  the  convention  of  Grand  Lodges  at 
Washington,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  five  members. 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  other  proceedings  of  the  convention  at  Washington, 
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with  the  recommendations  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  thereon,  be  referred  to  a  select

That  so  much  as  relates  to  general  Masonic  information,  be  referred  to  the  standing 
committee  on  Foreign  Communications.  ^  B  HuBBARD)

Relating  to  Proceedings  of  Convention  of  Grand  Lodges- 'Brothers  Hubbard,  Barney, 
Clary,  Davis  and  Keifer. 

Brother  Barrere  presented  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Highland  Lodge 
No.  38,  and  on  his  motion,  the  same  were  referred  to  the  standing  com- 
mittee on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hubbard,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

1  -Resolved  That  the  rule  heretofore  adopted,  in  the  following  words,  to  wit:  "That 
hereafter^ The  Grand  Lodge,  in  granting  charters,  shall  commence  in  numbering  the 
SSe^th  the  lowest  number  of  those  Lodges  whose  charters  have  been  forfeited  or 

8TTh^mii«  SSSl  ambers  to  the  charters  of  those 
working  LodgSThat  have  blanks,  and  are  represented  in  this  grand  communication ; 
TnTthft  said  committee  affix  such  numbers  as  not  to  interfere  with  any  existing 
bartered  Lodges  Sat  are  now  registered,  and  whether  said  Lodges  be  here  represented 
or  not. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Hubbard,  Hanselmann 
and  Dresbach  upon  said  committee. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9 

o'clock. 


Tuesday  Morning,  October  18,  1842. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  R.  W.  William  B.  Thrall,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  appeared  and 
took  his  appropriate  station. 

This  day's  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  the  M.  Rev.  Brother 
Joseph  A.  Roof,  Grand  Chaplain. 

Brother  Thrall  submitted  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions,  which 
were  unanimously  adopted,  viz  : 

ww™.m  it  has  Dleased  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe,  since  the  last  annual 

Master  of  Masons  in  the  State  of  Ohio  :  Therefore, 
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1.  Besolved,  That  we  cherish  a  lively  remembrance  of  the  many  virtues  which  adorned 
the  character  of  Brother  Irvin,  as  a  citizen,  as  a  man,  and  as  a  Mason  5  and  that, 
through  his  example,  he,  though  dead,  yet  speaketh  to  us. 

2.  That  while  this  Grand  Lodge  bows  in  humble  submission  to  the  inscrutable  decrees 
of  an  all-wise  Providence,  it  begs  to  tender  to  the  widow  and  family  of  our  lamented 
Brother,  its  sympathy  and  condolence  in  this  afflictive  dispensation. 

3.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  communicate  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  copy 
of  the  foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions,  to  the  family  of  our  deceased  Brother  Irvin. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  as  Chairman  of  the  Building  Committee,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report,  viz  : 

The  committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  in  the 
town  of  Lancaster,  respectfully  report:  That  since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
no  new  contracts  of  work  have  been  entered  into.  During  this  period  that  portion  of 
the  building  now  under  contract,  has  been  slowly,  but  at  the  same  time  securely  and 
permanently  progressed  with.  The  committee  felt  it  to  be  their  duty  to  ascertain  the 
result  of  the  late  visitation  to  the  Lodges,  before  any  new  moneyed  responsibilities  were 
incurred. 

The  plan  devised  for  the  procurement  of  means  has  now  been  tested— so  far  as  the 
visitation  was  extended,  it  has  proved  sufficiently  successful  to  justify  the  opinion,  that 
if  it  be  persevered  in,  in  connection  with  the  yearly  dues  heretofore  assessed,  that  funds 
adequate  to  the  final  completion  of  the  building  will  be  obtained.  The  visitation  of  the 
Grand  Master  has  however  demonstrated  one  fact,  which  must  govern  the  committee 
in  their  subsequent  operations. 

It  is  now  ascertained  that  the  receipts  from  subscriptions  will  not  be  available  as 
rapidly  as  was  anticipated  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  will  necessa- 
rily occasion  the  building  to  be  longer  in  construction  than  was  contemplated,  as  in  the 
present  condition  of  moneyed  affairs,  the  committee  do  not  feel  warranted  to  extend 
their  responsibilities  beyond  the  expected  annual  receipts,  and  intend,  until  directed  to 
the  contrary,  to  be  governed  by  this  rule  in  the  subsequent  annual  disbursements.  It 
is  not  a  matter  of  any  serious  moment  if  the  building  should  be  four,  or  even  five  years 
in  its  progress  towards  completion,  so  that  the  work  is  only  securely  going  on.  During 
the  coming  season  it  will  be  necessary  to  contract  for  the  smooth  dressed  stone  for  the 
basement  story,  and  lay  in  the  partition  walls  from  80,000  to  100,000  brick. 

It  will  be  apparent,  from  the  designs  adopted,  that  the  contracts  for  stone  work  will 
be  the  most  expensive  in  the  building,  requiring  time  and  much  labor  to  complete 
them. 

The  contract  now  existing  for  the  foundation  will  be  closed  during  the  present  fall 
or  early  in  the  winter  months.  To  do  justice  to  this  part  of  the  work,  no  pains  have 
been  spared  to  procure  the  best  material,  and  the  committee  are  satisfied  that  in  no 
part  of  the  state  can  stone  be  procured,  better  adapted  in  every  way  to  the  purpose, 
than  the  kind  used  for  the  foundation.  They  are  procured  from  the  quarry  in  large 
blocks,  and  are  laid  in  the  wall  by  experienced  workmen,  and  under  the  directions  of 
the  Superintendent.  It  is  also  proper  to  say  that  for  general  building  purposes,  this 
stone  is  superior  to  granite,  free  or  lime  stone.  It  resists  the  action  of  fire  much  better 
than  either,  and  is  not  injuriously  affected  by  frost.  The  experience  of  the  agents  of 
the  state  upon  the  public  works,  goes  in  all  instances  where  it  has  been  tested,  to  give 
it  the  superiority  over  other  material,  and  it  is  now,  whenever  it  can  be  procured,  used 
in  preference  for  the  construction  of  massive,  permanent  work ;  for  locks  and  dams,  in 
preference  to  all  other  stone. 

The  estimated  amount  of  work  now  finished  is  about  sixteen  hundred  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  filling.

To  prevent  confusion  in  the  Grand  Lodge  accounts,  it  will  be  necessary  that  separate 
and  distinct  books  be  opened  for  the  "  Grand  Lodge  Hall  Fund."  The  committee  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  receive  all  the  moneys  arising  from  donations 
and  subscriptions  to  this  Fund,  and  that  he  open  a  separate  account  with  each  Lodge 
that  shall  subscribe  thereto.  The  committee  have  adopted  the  following  plan  for  the 
disbursement  of  the  building  fund:  During  the  progress  of  the  new  Hall,  the  Superin- 
tendent will  make  out  and  certify  to  the  committee  periodical  estimates  for  the  work. 
Upon  these  certificates  the  chairman  of  the  committee  will  draw  his  orders  upon  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  which  will  be  his  only  warrant  for  the  payment  of  moneys.  This  plan 
is  at  once  secure  and  perfectly  simple,  and  will  enable  the  finance  committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  yearly  to  examine  and  audit  the  accounts  without  difficulty. 

From  information  which  they  have  received,  the  committee  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  additional  subscriptions  in  materials,  which  will  be  equivalent  to  cash,  can 
be  obtained  to  a  large  amount  from  those  Lodges  that  have  already  been  visited,  and 
there  is  very  little  doubt  but  that  if  proper  exertions  are  made,  the  building  fund  can  be 
increased  in  this  way  some  four  to  six  thousand  dollars. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  visitation  system  be  continued  until  every  Lodge 
in  the  state  shall  have  been  called  upon  ;  and  that  the  Grand  Master  or  the  chairman 
of  the  building  committee  be  authorized  to  adopt  such  plan  as  to  them  shall  be  deemed 
expedient,  to  secure  any  additional  subscriptions  in*  materials  that  can  be  obtained.

On  motion  of  Brother  Hood,  the  above  report  was  referred  to  the  stand- 
ing committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

The  resolutions  of  subordinate  Lodges,  making  donations  in  aid  of  the 
"  Grand  Lodge  Hall  Fund,"  together  with  a  statement  of  the  personal  ex- 
penses incurred  in  the  late  visitation  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  with  the 
statement  of  moneys  received  by  him,  were  also  referred  to  the  same  com- 
mittee. 

Brother  Thrall  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  viz : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  report  (in  part),  that  they  have 
examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  records  of  Moriah  Lodge  No.  — ,  Belmont 
county;  and  of  Wilmington  Lodge  No.  — ,  Clinton  county,  and  find  them  in  the  main 
correct,  and  such  as  should  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  In  the  case  of 
the  latter  Lodge,  however,  the  committee  observe  that  while  working  under  a  dispensa- 
tion, the  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  its  officers,  which  the  committee  deem  a 
departure  from  the  usages  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  same  committee  have  also  examined  and  considered  the  memorial  and  proceed- 
ings of  a  number  of  Brethren  residing  at  McConnelsville,  Morgan  county,  praying  for  a 
dispensation  constituting  them  a  regular  Lodge,  to  be  denominated  "Corinthian  Lodge 
No.  — which  is  accompanied  by  the  recommendation  of  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  79, 
Zanesville ;  all  of  which  appear  in  proper  form. 

The  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Moriah  Lodge  No.  — ,  and  to  Wilmington  Lodge 
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No.  — ,  and  that  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  Brother  Samuel  A.  Barker  and  his  associ- 
ates, constituting  them  a  regular  Lodge,  under  the  name  of  "Corinthian  Lodge  No.  — ," 
at  McConnelsville,  Morgan  county.

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz  : 

Mesolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  he,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  Lan- 
caster Bank  paper  from  the  subordinate  Lodges,  in  payment  of  their  annual  Grand 
Lodge  dues. 

Brother  Disney  made  the  following  report,  which  was  considered  and 
unanimously  concurred  in. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  documents  and  communications,  in 
relation  to  the  legal  existence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  have  had  the  matter 
under  consideration,  and  now  report:  That  so  far  as  they  can  learn  from  the  various 
papers  in  their  possession,  the  facts  appear  to  be  that  a  Grand  Lodge  was  duly  organized 
in  and  for  the  then  Territory  of  Michigan,  in  the  year  1826,  by  a  Convention  of  Dele- 
gates from  four  subordinate  Lodges,  and  that  said  Grand  Lodge  continued  holding  its 
communications  regularly,  until  the  year  1829,  when  it  adopted  a  resolution  "  to  sus- 
pend for  the  time  being  its  meetings,  and  recommended  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  to 
do  the  same,"  which  was  accordingly  done.  In  the  year  1840,  a  circular  letter  was 
issued,  calling  for  a  meeting  which  was  held  at  Mount  Clemens,  by  individual  Masons 
for  purposes  of  inquiry,  "and  a  committee  to  correspond  touching  certain  subjects  was 
appointed;"  "a  similar  meeting  was  called  and  held  at  Detroit,"  "whose  only  object 
was  to  obtain  an  expression  of  the  public  Masonic  sentiment  on  the  subject,  in  order 
that  the  old  grand  officers  remaining  in  the  state,  might  feel  justified  in  emerging  from 
their  dormant  condition."  In  the  spring  of  1841,  dispensations  were  granted  by  the 
individual  who  filled  the  office  of  Junior  Grand  Warden  at  the  time  of  the  suspension 
of  labor  in  1829;  and  in  June  1841,  delegates  from  the  Lodges  so  authorized,  met  agree- 
ably to  notice,  and  reorganized  the  Grand  Lodge  under  the  old  Constitution,  and 
recommended  a  general  resumption  of  labor  in  the  jurisdiction;  the  files,  blanks  and 
records  having  been  duly  made  over  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  by  the 
former  officer  having  them  in  charge.  Such,  so  far  as  your  committee  can  learn,  is  a 
brief  compendium  of  the  facts  in  this  case,  and  the  question  for  this  Grand  Lodge  to 
decide  is,  whether  under  these  circumstances  it  will  recognize  the  claim  of  the  present 
organization  in  the  State  of  Michigan. 

By  the  ancient  Constitutions,  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  at  least  five  regular  Lodges 
were  requisite  to  the  formation  of  a  Grand  Lodge;  but  whatever  of  objection  would 
seem  on  this  account  to  attach  in  this  case,  it  is  obviated  by  the  assurance  which  we 
have  "  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  was  recognized  by  most  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  Union." 

The  reasonings  and  resolutions  laid  before  this  Grand  Lodge  by  the  institution  in 
Michigan,  with  a  single  exception,  may  readily  be  compressed  into  a  single  point:  Has 
any  one  or  more  Grand  Lodges  a  right  to  require  any  evidence,  and  if  any,  what  evi- 
dence, of  the  constitutional  existence  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  other  than  the  usual  official 
notice  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  its  Secretary'? 

To  this  there  would  seem  to  be  a  ready  response,  Every  individual  Mason,  on  visit- 
ing a  Lodge,  has  a  constitutional  right,  by  the  rules  of  the  Order,  to  examine  the  au- 
thority by  which  such  Lodge  works;  and  in  all  cases  all  parties  have  a  right  to  demand 
the  best  proof  the  case  will  admit,  of  the  right  of  the  other  party  to  claim  the  franchises 
belonging  to  this  ancient  institution,  and  if  it  be  important  that  such  a  right  should  be 
recognized,  as  between  individuals  and  single  Lodges,  how  much  more  important  it  is 
that  they  should  be  satisfied  when  the  parties  claim  the  elevated  positions  of  Grand 
Lodges.  The  Michigan  report,  however,  contends  for  a  difference  between  a  suspension 
and  destruction  of  their  powers.  In  settling  questions  like  this,  your  committee  believe 
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that  a  common  sense  understanding  of  the  meaning  of  words,  coupled  with  their  tech- 
nical use  in  any  case,  is  always  the  safest  guide  for  their  construction.  By  the  rules  of 
deliberative  bodies,  a  postponement  or  suspension  of  action  upon  a  particular  subject, 
for  an  indefinite  period,  is  equivalent  to  an  absolute  refusal  to  act  at  all;  and  though 
the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  fixed  no  particular  time  during  which 
it  would  suspend  its  action,  and  therefore,  viewed  in  that  light  alone,  is  a  technical  in- 
definite postponement  of  future  action,  yet  when  we  view  the  peculiar  phraseology  of 
the  resolution  as  quoted,  we  are  impelled  irresistibly  to  the  conclusion  that  they  did  not 
intend  to  deprive  themselves  of  the  power,  should  future  circumstances  warrant  its 
exercise.  The  duration  of  the  influences  which  existed  at  that  time  could  not  be  fore- 
told, and  hence  the  difficulty  to  fix  a  period  at  which  their  labors  should  be  resumed. 
A  Grand  Lodge  has,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  an  undoubted  right  to  suspend 
its  labors  for  two  years  or  twenty  years,  and  then  resume  them,  protected  by  all  the 
force  of  legal  authority,  and  the  whole  difficulty  on  this  point  in  the  present  case  seems 
to  turn  upon  the  fact  that  no  time  was  fixed,  and  thus,by  leaving  it  uncertain,  it  became 
an  absolute  dissolution  of  the  body.  Such  a  conclusion  is,  however,  entirely  over- 
thrown by  the  fact,  that  in  lieu  of  a  particular  time  for  which  this  suspension  should 
last  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  inserted  the  words  "  for  the  time  being,"  thus  not 
only  negativing  in  the  strongest  manner  any  conclusion  which  might  be  sought  to  be 
drawn  in  favor  of  its  dissolution,  but  holding  forth  in  the  plainest  manner  the  idea  that 
it  expected  at  some  future  day  to  resume  its  functions.  On  the  whole,  then,  your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  during  this  period  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  has  existed 
in  a  state  of  suspended  vitality.  They  are  equally  clear  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
superior  officers  the  Junior  Grand  Warden  had  a  right  to  direct  a  resumption  of  the 
work,  if  the  subordinate  Lodges  still  retained  their  organization,  and  had  not  crumbled 
to  pieces  by  the  lapse  of  time.  But  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  no  Grand  Lodge  can 
exist  without  subordinate  Lodges,  for  the  single  reason  that  the  Grand  Lodge  is  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  the  subordinate  Lodges;  and  whether  any  such  legally 
existed  at  the  time  the  Junior  Grand  Warden  assumed  the  authority  adverted  to,  your 
committee  have  no  means  of  learning.  Should  this  prove  to  be  the  fact,  your  commit- 
tee would  recommend  that  the  present  organization  be  recognized  as  the  legitimate 
Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Bigelow,  it  was  ordered  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
will  proceed  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers  this  afternoon,  at  2J  o'clock. 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted  and  adopted,  viz : 
Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  allowed  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars,  in 
full  for  his  services  during  the  past  year. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Dodge,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  until  this 
afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 


October  18,  1842,  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  The  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  being  absent,  the  E.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  took  the  Chair. 

The  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  presented  the 
following  report,  which  was  read  and  agreed  to,  viz : 

The  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  were  referred  the 
dispensations,  By-Laws  and  records  of  Paramuthia  Lodge  No.  25,  Athens;  Temple 
Lod-e  No.  -  Harpersfield,  Ashtabula  county ;  Hiram  Lodge  No.  West  Alexandria, 
Preble  county;  Chardon  Lodge  No.  Chardon,  Geauga  county;  Leesburgh  Lodge 
No  -  Leesburgh,  Highland  county;  Cleveland  City  Lodge  No. -,  Cleveland ;  Wads- 
worth  and  Seville  Lodge  No.     Medina  county ;  Salem  Lodge  No.     New  Salem,  Fair- 
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field  county,  have  examined  the  same  with  all  the  care  and  attention  which  the  limited 
time  of  the  committee  would  admit,  and  find  them  to  be  correct.  The  committee  re- 
commend that  charters  be  granted  to  said  Lodges. 

The  committee  have  in  like  manner  examined  the  papers  referred  to  them  from  San- 
dusky Lodge  No.  — ,  at  Tiffin,  Seneca  county,  and  find  them  to  be  generally  correct. 
They  note,  however,  what  they  deem  to  have  been  a  departure  from  established  usage, 
viz :  the  reinstating  of  a  brother  who  had  been  suspended  by  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  77. 
The  committee  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted  to  Sandusky  Lodge  No.  — . 

In  relation  to  Eastern  Star  Lodge  No.  55,  Franklin,  Warren  county,  the  committee 
learn  that  it  suspended  its  labors  about  the  year  1829,  and  continued  in  a  state  of  sus- 
pension until  February  2,  1841,  when,  without  having  any  authority  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  proceeding,  it  resumed  its  labors.  This  the  committee  deem  to  have 
been  a  departure  from  the  landmarks  of  the  Order,  such  as,  if  permitted  to  pass  with- 
out notice,  might  be  drawn  in  as  a  precedent,  and  be  productive  of  most  pernicious 
consequences.  The  committee  are  gratified  at  the  assurance,  however,  which  has  been 
given  them,  that,  (with  the  exception  of  the  irregularity  noted,)  the  work  of  said 
Lodge,  since  its  resumption,  has  been  such  as  will  be  conducive  to  the  general  interests 
of  the  craft.  The  committee  recommend  that  said  Lodge  be  permitted  to  continue  its 
labors  under  its  charter,  and  that  its  representative  be  permitted  to  take  his  seat  as  a 
member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  present  communication,  on  payment  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  dues  which  have  accrued  since  October,  1841.

On  motion  of  Brother  Raleigh,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted, 
viz : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  memorial  from  Jefferson  Lodge  No.  90 
at  Middletown,  in  Butler  county. 

2.  That  said  Jefferson  Lodge  No.  90,  is  hereby  authorized  to  resume  its  labors,  and  is 
directed  to  report  at  the  next  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hood,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  representatives  from  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  this  Grand  Lodge 
who  have  paid  their  grand  dues  in  Lancaster  Bank  paper,  be  paid  their  per  diem  and 
mileage  expenses  in  the  same  kind  of  funds. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Brock,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Salem  Lodge  No.  — ,  be  authorized  to  use  the  same  set  of  jewels  now 
in  their  possession,  until  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hubbard,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted, 
viz : 

Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  where  preexisting  Lodges  have  been  compelled  to  cease 
their  work,  without  having  returned  their  charters,  or  had  the  same  taken  away  bv  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  where  any  such  Lodge  has  been  revived  by  letters  of  dispensation 
in  the  same  place  and  under  its  former  name,  and  has  fully  paid  up  all  grand  dues'

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  respectfully  reports,  that  on  the  16th  day  of  January  last, 
on  the  application  of  Brothers  Albert  Lockwood,  Thomas  E.  Johnson,  Augustus  Brown, 
Simeon  Simpson,  Christopher  C.  Moxley,  George  W.  Arrick,  James  E.  Johnson  and 
Michael  Holmes,  duly  avouched  and  recommended  by  Highland  Lodge  No.  38,  he  issued 
his  letter  of  dispensation  to  said  brethren,  constituting  them  a  regular  Lodge,  by  the 
name  of  "Leesburg  Lodge  No.  — ."  The  payment  of  the  fee  for  said  dispensation  is 
evidenced  by  the  receipt  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  forty  dollars,  which  accompanies 
this  report.  Respectfully  submitted.

On  motion,  the  above  report  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz  : 

Besolved,  That  the  fourth  resolution  of  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  at  the 
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last  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  requiring  subordinate  Lodges  to  return 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  annual  dues,  one  dollar  for  each  member,  and  two  dollars  for 
each  initiation  be  rescinded,  and  that  one  dollar  for  each  initiation,  and  fifty  cents  tor 
each  member  be  required  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  future. 

Brother  Hood  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  discussed  and 
laid  on  the  table : 

The  standing  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  respectfully  report:  That  the  attention 
of  your  committee  has  been  especially  directed  to  the  subject  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall, 
now  erecting  in  this  town.  They  beg  leave  to  express  their  approbation  of  the  plan 
proposed  to  be  adopted  by  the  building  committee  in  their  report,  and  particularly  with 
the  disposition  they  manifest  to  keep  the  expenditures  within  their  receipts,  which  is 
all  important  in  the  present  state  of  monetary  affairs,  and  to  which  we  recommend  they 
may  strictly  adhere,  even  at  the  expense  of  delaying  the  completion  of  the  building 
to  a  period  beyond  that  contemplated  by  them. 

The  manner  proposed  by  them  for  keeping  an  account  of  the  funds  donated  or  other- 
wise provided  for  the  erection  of  said  Hall,  is  at  once  ready  and  simple,  and  we  would 
recommend  its  adoption ;  and  we  would  further  recommend  that  all  moneys  collected 
from  donations  or  otherwise,  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  that  he  give  bond 
with  security  for  the  same,  as  provided  by  Article  XIX,  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  annual  communication  passed  a  resolution  making  our 
M.  W.  Grand  Master  the  agent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  visit  in  person  the  several  subor- 
dinate Lodges  of  this  state,  and  solicit  from  members  of  the  fraternity,  and  others  in- 
terested in  the  success  of  our  efforts,  contributions  in  aid  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  fund. 
The  policy  of  the  plan  proposed  by  the  resolution  is  no  longer  a  subject  of  doubt,  taking 
the  report  of  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  which  were  visited  by  our  Grand  Master 
as  data.  We  feel  entirely  assured,  if  that  policy  is  vigorously  prosecuted,  it  must  and 
will  result  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  desired  object.  In  conclusion  we  would  offer 
for  adoption  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested 
to  visit  in  person,  so  soon  as  practicable,  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  state,  not  here- 
tofore visited  by  him,  and  solicit  aid  for  said  Grand  Lodge  Hall  fund,  and  that  he  be 
allowed  such  necessary  expenses  as  are  contemplated  by  resolution  No.  2,  published  in 
the  last  annual  report  of  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  announced,  and  received  with  the  custom- 
ary honors.  Whereupon,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  yesterday,  the 
Grand  Lodge  proceeded  to  the  installation  of  the  Grand  Officers  elect. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  conducted  the  ceremonies,  after  which  the 
several  officers  took  their  appropriate  stations  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Hanselmann  presented  the  proceedings  of  Nova  Cesarea  Har- 
mony Lodge  No.  2,  at  Cincinnati,  on  the  subject  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall 
Fund,  with  the  donation  of  said  Lodge  in  aid  of  said  fund,  which  was 
referred  to  the  standing  committee  of  Ways  and  Means. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  read  a  communication  from  Brother  J.  W. 
Copeland,  in  relation  to  Charity  Lodge,  at  Galena,  in  Delaware  county ; 
which  at  his  instance  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Charters 
and  Dispensations. 
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On  motion  of  Brother  Eastman,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  change  of  name  in  the  Wads- 
worth  Lodge  to  that  of  Wadsworth  and  Seville  Lodge,  leaves  it  substantially  the  same, 
and  brings  the  Lodge  within  the  operation,  exempting  all  resuscitated  Lodges,  under 
certain  circumstances,  from  the  payment  of  old  arrearages  of  grand  dues. 

Brother  Disney  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  viz  : 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  report:  That  they  have  examined,  as 
well  as  the  extremely  limited  time  allowed  to  them  would  permit,  various  communica- 
tions from  New  Hampshire,  Indiana,  Connecticut,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Tennessee,  Mis- 
sissippi, New  York,  Maine,  Ehode  Island,  New  Jersey,  Missouri  and  Florida,  as  also  the 
journal  of  the  Convention  of  delegates  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States, 
held  at  Washington,  March  7,  A.  L.  5842.  These  documents  are  for  the  most  part  the 
printed  proceedings  of  the  various  Grand  Lodges  from  which  they  have  emanated,  and 
from  the  various  reports  and  statements  which  they  contain,  give  the  most  cheering 
assurances  of  the  onward  progress  of  the  Order.  The  different  subjects  which  they 
agitate,  at  least  so  far  as  they  are  important  to  us,  have  mostly  been  pressed  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  his  recent  communica- 
tion. Your  committee  cannot  forbear,  however,  to  express  their  views  in  relation  to 
the  importance  of  establishing  a  uniform  method  of  work  throughout  the  United 
States,  and  in  no  way  can  this  be  so  easily  attained  as  by  authorizing  your  Grand  Lec- 
turer to  proceed  to  Baltimore,  in  conformity  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Convention 
held  at  Washington. 

The  facility  with  which  a  comparison  of  the  different  works  can  be  obtained  by  this 
method,  as  well  as  the  ease  with  which  any  deviations  from  the  ancient  landmarks  can 
be  corrected,  is  so  obvious  as  to  need  no  illustration  at  our  hands,  and  certainly,  in 
point  of  importance,  nothing  is  of  more  vital  consequence  to  the  stability  and  interests 
of  the  institution,  than  unvarying  uniformity.  Your  committee  would  therefore  beg 
leave  to  call  to  it  your  most  serious  and  early  attention.  In  connection  with  this  sub- 
ject, your  committee  will  only  mention  a  single  fact  which  they  find  recorded  among 
the  documents  placed  in  their  possession.  In  one  of  our  largest  commercial  cities,  the 
officers  appointed  for  that  purpose  report,  "  that  they  had  visited  all  the  Lodges  in  the 
city,  and  find  that  there  is  not  that  uniformity  in  the  work  and  mysteries  of  the  craft 
which  ought  to  exist."  It  being  borne  in  mind  that  these  Lodges  were  all  in  the  same 
city,  places  the  fact  in  such  relief  as  to  display  the  imperative  necessity  of  taking  some 
steps  to  correct  the  evil  complained  of. 

In  glancing  over  the  proceedings  of  the  different  Grand  Lodges,  your  committee  were 
struck  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  declaring  that,  in 
their  opinion,  it  is  wrong,  improper  and  un masonic,  for  any  Lodge  to  initiate  persons 
without  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Lodge,  (who  properly  belong  within  it,)  and  that  Lafay- 
ette Lodge,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  in  initiating  a  citizen  of  Vicksburgh,  who  had 
been  rejected  by  Ancient  York  Lodge,  of  the  latter  place,  acted  unmasonically.  In  the 
opinion  expressed  by  this  resolution  your  committee  join  with  the  most  hearty  concur- 
rence. A  practice  so  manifestly  improper,  and  at  variance  with  the  fundamental  rules 
of  the  Order,  is  fraught  with  the  most  baleful  consequences,  and  should  be  checked  at 
the  earliest  moment ;  nor  do  your  committee  hesitate  a  moment  to  believe  that  it  will 
receive  your  most  unqualified  condemnation. 

Many  of  the  evils  complained  of  and  sought  to  be  corrected  in  the  various  Grand 
Lodges  we  are  happily  exempt  from,  and  of  the  remainder  sufficient  time  has  not  been 
allowed  your  committee  to  digest  and  prepare  a  report  upon  them;  but  they  would 
remark  generally,  that  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  rules,  a  careful  weeding  out  of  the  evils, 
and  an  unvarying  uniformity  of  work,  are  among  the  grand  essentials  necessary  to  the 
purity,  perpetuity  and  moral  grandeur  of  the  great  Masonic  edifice.

A.  L.  5842. 

Brother  Thrall  made  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  viz : 
The  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  a  com- 
munication of  Brother  Jared  W.  Copeland,  in  behalf  of  members  of  Charity  Lodge, 
Galena,  Delaware  county,  have  considered  the  matter  of  said  communication,  and 
report  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Charity  Lodge  No.  53,  Galena,  Delaware  county,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  resume  its  labors,  with  authority  to  hold  its  meetings  alternately  at  Ga- 
lena and  Blendon  ;  and  that  it  report  a  copy  of  its  By-Laws  and  proceedings  to  the  next 
regular  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

On  motion  of  Brother  Raleigh,  the  above  resolution  was  referred  to  a 
select  committee  of  three  members  to  report  thereon,  and  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  appointed  Brothers  Ealeigh,  Hubbard  and  Keifer  said  committee.

Brother  Raleigh,  from  the  committee  to  whom  the  resolution  was  re- 
ferred fixing  the  amount  of  grand  dues,  reported  the  same  back,  and 
recommended  that  so  much  thereof  as  requires  "any  excess  to  be  refunded 
to  the  Lodges,"  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motion,  the  report,  thus  amended,  was  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Disney,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed,  with  authority  to  prepare  a  Consti- 
tution and  revise  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  have  the  same  appended  to  the 
printed  proceedings  of  the  present  grand  communication. 

The  Chair  appointed  Brothers  Disney,  Thrall,  Barney,  Hubbard  and 
Caldwell  upon  said  committee ;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  appointed  the  M. 
"W.  Grand  Master  an  additional  member  of  the  above  named  committee. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  considered,  and  ordered  to  be  laid 
on  the  table,  viz  : 

Besolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns,  it  will  adjourn  to  meet  in  the  town 
of  Lancaster,  on  the  Monday  succeeding  the  second  Tuesday  in  October,  A.  L.  5843. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  the  select  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Constitution  and  revise 
the  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  instructed  to  prepare  a  form 
of  installation  to  be  observed  in  installing  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that 
they  cause  the  same  to  be  appended  to  the  printed  minutes  of  this  grand  communica- 
tion. 

Brother  Hubbard,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  affix  numbers  to  cer- 
tain Lodges,  to  whom  the  report  upon  that  subject  had  been  recommitted, 
reported  the  same  back  without  amendment,  with  a  resolution  recommend- 
ing the  Grand  Lodge  to  concur  therein. 

Pending  the  question,  Brother  Disney  offered  the  following  resolution  as 
an  amendment,  which  was  agreed  to,  to  wit: 

Besolved,  That  the  numbering  of  all  resuscitated  Lodges  shall  be  in  conformity  to 
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their  original  numbers;  and  that  all  newly  created  Lodges  shall  he  numbered  consecu- 
tively, according  to  the  dates  of  their  charters,  commencing  at  the  highest  last  number.

On  motion  of  Brother  Barrere,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  until  this 
afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

On  motion  of  Brother  Hatfield,  the  following  preamble  and  resolution 
were  adopted : 

"Whereas,  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  charter  was  granted  to 
Mansfield  Lodge  No.  35  :  and  whereas,  no  charter  has  been  issued  under  such  authority : 
Therefore,  J 

Resolved,  That  said  Mansfield  Lodge  be  authorized  to  retain  its  old  charter,  and  work 
under  the  same,  as  though  it  had  never  been  forfeited,  and  that  no  new  charter  be 
required  to  be  issued  to  said  Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Thrall,  the  vote  had  upon  the  time  for  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  reconsidered ;  when,  on  motion  of 
Brother  Hine,  the  resolution  was  amended  and  agreed  to,  as  follows  :

Brother  Hine,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the  present  session,  on 
so  much  of  the  Grand  Master's  communication  as  relates  to  the  represen- 
tative system,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  read  and  con- 
curred in,  viz  : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  the  "Representative  System,"  as  recommended  by  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master,  was  referred,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report, 
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that  while  they  regret  the  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  committee  who  had  the  charge 
of  this  important  subject  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  from  whom  a 
detailed  report  was  properly  expected  at  the  present  session,  yet  the  propriety  of  the 
measure  proposed  for  consideration,  is  to  them  so  apparent  and  self-evident  that  they 
have  had  no  hesitation  in  giving  to  it  the  sanction  of  their  individual  approbation. 
They  lament  the  absence  of  the  expected  report  from  the  old  committee,  because  the 
shortness  of  the  time  allotted  them  will  necessarily  cause  their  statement  to  be  more 
jejune  than  the  importance  of  the  subject  requires. 

The  origin  of  the  representative  system,  its  nature  and  results,  ought  to  receive  a 
careful  investigation,  and  be  made  matter  of  Masonic  history  for  the  information  ot 
the  Craft.  It  must  suffice  for  us  to  present  the  general  features  of  the  system,  as  we 
understand  it,  with  the  particular  reasons  that  have  induced  us  to  recommend  it  to  tlie 
Grand  Lodge.  .  . '  '  - 

The  great  object  intended  to  be  accomplished  by  the  representative  system,  is  the 
promotion  of  Masonic  intercourse  and  friendly  relations  between  different  Grand 
Lodges.  It  secures  the  earliest  information  of  the  proceedings  of  these  bodies,  and 
every  fact  of  common  interest,  every  enactment  of  general  utility,  through  this  instru- 
mentality becomes  the  speedy  property  of  the  whole  fraternity,  all  confidential 
Masonic  communications  affecting  the  general  welfare  are  made  through  this  channel, 
and  as  it  pre-supposes  each  Grand  Lodge  to  exercise  a  separate  Masonic  government, 
sovereign  and  independent,  within  the  limits  of  its  own  jurisdiction,  it  constantly  looks 
to  an  elevated  and  dignified  position  wherever  its  machinery  is  put  into  operation. 

Having  such  basis,  the  plan  of  the  system  may  be  readily  understood,  and  will  be 
familiarly  illustrated  by  a  single  example. 

The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  exercises  supreme  Masonic  jurisdiction  over 
the  Lodges  of  that  State;  as  such  it  acknowledges  no  superior,  and  can  only  be  held 
accountable  for  a  direct  violation  of  the  fundamental  universal  customs  and  regula- 
tions of  the  Order.  It  is  therefore  strictly  a  Masonic  Government,  and  :n  all  official 
intercourse  with  other  like  bodies,  has  the  right  to  be  treated  as  such.  Precise  y jfce 
same  position  is  occupied  by  all  the  other  Grand  Lodges  m  the  Union  Let  it  be  sup- 
posed then,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  desires  to  establish  confident  and 
Ltimate  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio ;  that  body,  under  the  representative 
system,  will  thus  select  some  brother  resident  in  Ohio,  and  commission  him  as  their 
representative  to  the  Masonic  Government,  or  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State.  Custom  and 
S  ^nln«  ■«*  cases>  W0UM  reqUir6  ^e  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  to  reciprocate 
such  friendly  expression  by  the  appointment  of  a  representative  at  that  Grand  Lodge; 
and  this,  as  the  committee  understand  it,  is  the  structure  of  the  whole  system  which, 
it  will  be  perceived,  can  be  universally  extended.  It  cannot  help  to  work  well  because 
its  immediate  effect  is  to  bind  together,  in  the  closest  ties  of  friendship,  the  fraternity 
of  different  parts  of  the  world,  by  making  them  intimate  and  acquainted  with  the 
doings  of  each  other.  It  raises  a  barrier  against  the  introduction  of  improper  legisla- 
tion-preserves the  faultless  symmetry  of  the  institution -and  adds  dignity  and 
elevation  to  Masonic  proceedings.  These,  in  short,  are  some  of  the  views  of  the  com- 
mittee,  and  in  our  opinion,  warrant  us  in  recommending  for  adoption  the  following 

rei01  Be°soLd  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  approves  the  "  representative  system  " 
recoSnded  by  the  convention  of  Grand  Lodges  at  Washington,  as  in  their  opinion 
afforS  one  of  the  most  efficient  means  to  promote  the  general  harmony  and  cov, 
SS^cS  SdSsaemlnate  intelligence-and  thereby  permanently  to  build  up  the 

ThlTthe  M^Grand  Master  be  requested  to  correspond  with  other  Grand  Lodges 
nr^n  thfs  subiect^ and  that  he  commission  representatives  to  such  Masonic s  Govern- 
mentsfS Te  &d  States  as  shall  make  or  desire  similar  appointments  to  this  body.

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  re- 
ported the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Besolved,  That  the  jewels  loaned  to  Marion  Lodge  No.  70,  at  the  last  communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  them  returned,  be  again  loaned  to  them  for  the  ensuing 
Masonic  year;  and  that  said  Lodge  be  authorized  to  retain  the  same  permanently, upon 
the  payment  of  twenty  dollars  into  the  grand  treasury. 

Brother  Hubbard,  from  a  select  committee,  read  the  following  report, 

which  was  concurred  in,  viz  : 

The  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  proceedings  of  the  Washington  Conven- 
tion, have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  herewith  submit  their  report:  Your 
committee  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  that  Convention  with  much  pleasure  and 
profit,  as  being  the  first  practical  step  taken  by  a  portion  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the 
several  States,  to  bring  about  a  more  intimate  acquaintance  with  one  another,  their 
mode  of  work,  method  of  government,  and  general  knowledge  of  the  true  principles 
and  landmarks  of  our  ancient  Order;  and  thereby  tending  to  produce  greater  uniform- 
ity in  all  of  their  labors,  from  the  subordinate  to  the  representative  Lodges,  and  elevat- 
ing the  standing  of  the  whole  community  of  Masons.  If,  while  so  much  has  been  done 
in  the  beginning  by  the  representatives  of  only  a  small  portion  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges, 
what  great  and  lasting  good  might  not  reasonably  have  been  expected,  had  the  Con- 
vention been  fully  attended.  And  should  the  labors  of  the  recent  Convention  be  duly 
appreciated,  and  a  proper  estimate  be  placed  upon  the  subject,  may  we  not  expect  in 
time  to  come,  and  that  too  at  no  remote  period,  a  triennial  or  quadrennial  meeting  of 
all  the  Grand  Lodges,  by  their  representatives,  will  be  found  as  matter  of  course  upon 
the  Masonic  record,  and  the  results  of  their  meetings,  from  time  to  time,  shedding  a 
permanent  and  pure  light  upon  the  pathway  of  Masonry? 

The  principal  subjects  brought  more  immediately  to  the  consideration  of  your  com- 
mittee, by  a  perusal  of  the  proceedings  of  that  body,  and  deemed  useful  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  for  its  deliberation  and  future  action,  are,  then : 

1.  The  delegate  system,  whereby  to  produce  uniformity  of  work  throughout  the  entire 
extent  of  Masonic  government. 

As  this  subject  has  passed  under  the  consideration  of  another  committee,  whose 
report  has  been  concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  forbear  to  make  any 
further  remarks  than  to  say  that  they  hope  it  may  be  pertinaciously  adhered  to,  and 
that  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States  will  adopt  measures  to  have  a  well  qual- 
ified delegate  in  attendance  at  the  first,  as  well  as  at  all  succeeding  meetings.  They 
cannot  fail  of  b.eing  attended  with  the  most  beneficial  results.  It  will  be  the  happy 
means  of  supplying  a  desideratum  long  desired,  and  without  which  uniformity  of  work, 
and  consequently  the  full  blessings  of  Masonic  recognition  and  confidence,  cannot  be 
fully  enjoyed  from  one  extreme  of  the  Masonic  family  to  the  other.  These  meetings 
of  delegates,  being  thus  held  regularly  and  at  successive  periods,  will  in  a  great  meas- 
ure, if  not  wholly,  subserve  the  conventions  of  Lodges  as  originally  proposed.  Its  ad- 
vantages may  be  increased  and  extended  by  hereafter  receiving  such  delegates  as  our 
brethren  in  Canada  and  foreign  countries  may  see  fit  to  send. 

2.  The  representative  system. 
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On  this  subject  we  have  the  assurance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  that  from 
a  trial  of  the  system  it  works  well,  conducing  much  to  the  improvement  of  all  con- 
cerned, and  uniting  in  closer  union  of  Masonic  affinity  distant  and  remote  brethren  and 
bodies  of  brethren,  and  thus  by  reciprocal  intercourse  producing  and  reproducing  an 
increase  of  Masonic  association,  Masonic  intelligence,  and  of  Masonic  and  social  hap- 
piness. 

3.  "As  an  additional  safeguard  against  the  abuse  of  Masonic  privileges  by  the  un- 
worthy, some  of  whom  are  constantly  prowling  through  the  land,  and  deriving  a  sup- 
port from  the  charity  of  the  institution  to  which  they  are  a  disgrace,"  your  committee 
cannot  too  strongly  recommend  the  remedy  pointed  out  by  that  Convention.  It  meets 
our  hearty  and  unqualified  approbation.  The  evil  is  known  to  every  one,  in  every 
place,  and  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry  has  mourned  and  suffered,  in  all  time  past,  for 
the  want  of  some  appropriate  remedy,  and  therefore  your  committee  urgently  recom- 
mend the  prompt  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  the  subject,  and  in  such  way  that 
every  subordinate  Lodge  in  this  State  will  forthwith  avail  itself  and  its  members  of  the 
salutary  protection  thus  pointed  out,  and  enforced  by  the  sanction  of  their  own  pre- 
siding and  governing  power. 

4.  As  to  the  work  in  subordinate  Lodges.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  in  the 
Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge  the  work  is  generally  confined  to  the  third 
degree,  but  from  information  some  deviations  do  occasionally  occur.  It  is  evident  to 
the  minds  of  your  committee  that  a  uniform  rule,  having  the  sanction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  would  be  attended  with  wholesome  results,  and  certainly  with  no  evil  conse- 
quences. It  may  be  considered  an  axiom  in  Masonry  that  the  closer  the  adherence  to 
our  ancient  landmarks,  the  better  the  order  and  improvement.  It  is  a  distinctive  fea- 
ture of  Master  Masons'  Lodges  that  none  but  Masters  have  the  right  to  vote,  and  it 
would  seem  to  follow  that  none  of  the  ordinary  business  of  the  Lodge  should  be  trans- 
acted in  either  of  the  lower  degrees.  Your  committee  are  decidedly  of  opinion,  there- 
fore, that  this  Grand  Lodge  should  enjoin  it  upon  all  the  subordinates  to  transact  none 
of  the  business  of  their  Lodge  (other  than  that  of  initiating  and  passing  applicants)  in 
any  other  degree  than  that  of  the  third  or  Master  Masons'. 

5.  Of  fees  for  conferring  degrees.  The  subordinate  Lodges  in  this  State  are  prohib- 
ited receiving  notes  for  fees;  and  the  practice  is  supposed  to  be  uniform  that  the  fees 
shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  conferring  the  degrees.  But  from  the  wording  of  the  By- 
Laws  in  some  of  the  Lodges,  and  from  other  causes,  instances  too  frequently  happen 
that  credit  is  given  for  the  time  being,  and  finally  a  considerable  amount,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, becomes  outstanding,  and  in  some  instances  is  never  paid.  This  difficulty  could 
be  wholly  avoided,  if  the  By-Laws  of  all  the  Lodges  provided  that  no  ballot  should  be 
had  until  the  money  was  in  actual  deposit. 

6.  Of  suspension  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  and  its  consequences.  It  is  much  to 
be  regretted  that  on  a  subject  so  plain,  and  of  so  much  importance  to  Masonry,  any 
departure  from  the  known  landmarks  should  have  existed.  Yet  such  departures  are 
numerous  and  of  long  standing.  It  is  no  unfrequent  occurrence  that  a  member  sus- 
pended for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  and  otherwise  of  good  standing,  is  from  time  to 
time  made  cognizant  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  formerly  a 
member,  not  only  visits  and  sits  in  other  Lodges,  but  almost  as  a  matter  of  course  joins 
in  the  public  processions  of  Masons,  and  is  there,  and  in  his  daily  intercourse  other- 
wise, treated  with  all  the  fellowship  of  a  Mason  in  good  standing. 

This  most  assuredly  ought  not  to  be.  A  suspension  for  the  non-p'ayment  of  dues 
should  wholly  cut  the  member  off  from  all  fellowship  with  Masons,  as  such.  He  should 
know  and  feel  that  he  enjoys,  as  he  is  entitled  to,  none  of  the  privileges  or  benefits  of 
Masonry.  It  may  be  safely  asserted  that  a  worthy  brother,  truly  unable  from  poverty 
to  pay  his  dues,  would  have  them  remitted;  and  a  brother  able  to  pay  should  be  adjudged 
unwilling  from  his  non-payment,  and  be  dealt  with  accordingly.  A  worthy  brother 
omitting  to  pay  his  dues,  and  suspended  therefor,  could  easily  be  restored  to  his  privi- 
leges by  paying  up,  and  thus  evincing  his  willingness  to  do  his  duty  as  a  Mason.  In 
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conclusion,  your  committee  believe  that  a  useful  improvement  would  be  the  result  of  a 
rigid  rule  on  the  subject  of  Lodge  dues,  promptly  suspending  all  who  are  in  arrears. 

Some  Lodges  have  found,  from  experience,  that  prompt  attention  to  the  payment  of 
dues  is  obtained  by  their  By-Laws  making  it  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
enter  "suspended"  any  one  who  should  be  in  arrear.

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  make  out  a  list  of  the  Lodges 
under  this  jurisdiction,  with  their  appropriate  numbers  and  location,  and  have  the 
same  appended  to  the  printed  minutes  of  the  present  grand  communication. 

Brother  Bartram,  from  the  committee  heretofore  appointed  to  procure 

from  the  Legislature  the  passage  of  an  act  incorporating  the  Grand  Lodge, 

submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  viz  : 

The  undersigned,  one  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  petition  the  Legislature  of  Ohio  for  an  act  of  incorporation,  in 
the  absence  of  a  majority  of  the  committee  asks  leave  to  report:  That  said  committee 
so  far  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them,  as  to  cause  said  petition  to  be  presented ; 
but  that  the  subject  did  not  receive  that  favorable  action  which  was  desired  and  ex- 
pected by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

The  following  resolution  was  adopted,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  be  paid  Brother  John  Barney,  Grand  Lec- 
turer, for  his  services  at  the  present  grand  communication. 

Brother  Disney  submitted  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

Resolved,  That  all  further  proceedings  relating  to  the  construction  of  the  Masonic 
Hall,  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,  be  suspended  until  the  next  annual  communication,  and 
that  Lodges  which  have  subscribed  be  exempted  from  any  payments  during  the  same 
period. 

The  above  resolution  was  fully  discussed,  and  the  question  upon  its 
adoption  being  about  to  be  put  by  the  chair,  a  call  was  made  and  sustained 
,  that  the  vote  should  be  taken  by  Lodges. 

Whereupon  the  Grand  Secretary  called  over  the  list  of  Lodges,  and  the 
representatives  answered  by  ayes  and  noes,  as  follows — Ayes  43,  noes  52. 
So  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  that  the  construction  of  the  new  "Masonic 
Hall "  should  not  be  suspended.

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No  further  business  being  presented  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  Grand  Lodge  do  now  adjourn,  and  after  appropri- 
ate prayer  by  the  Rev.  Brother  Grand  Chaplain,  and  an  address  from  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  was  closed  in  ample  form.

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NOTE. 

Since  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  were 
adopted,  in  1843,  there  have  been  made  several  amendments  to  those  By- 
Laws.  The  amendments,  however,  do  not  go  to  any  fundamental  Masonic 
principle,  but  are  referable  to  internal  policy  ;  such,  for  instance,  as  defi- 
ning the  boundaries  of  jurisdiction  of  subordinate  Lodges — fixing  the  com- 
pensation of  Grand  Secretary  and  delegates  to  the  Grand  Lodge— relating 
to  a  School  Fund,  and  the  like.  In  making  the  present  publication,  the 
Committee  have  deemed  it  proper  to  conform  it  to  the  By-Laws  as  they 
now  exist,  rather  than  as  originally  reported  and  adopted ;  and  they  have 
accordingly  aimed  to  give  herein  a  complete  and  accurate  copy  of  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  now  in  force.

THE  ANCIENT  CONSTITUTIONS, 


CHAPTER  I,  —  Of  those  who  would  be  Free  and  Accepted 

Masons. 

Before  we  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  operative  Mason,  in  the  various 
offices  to  which  he  may  be  called  in  the  Lodge,  it  is  proper  to  give  some 
account  of  what  is  absolutely  requisite  in  all  who  aspire  to  partake  of  the 
sublime  honors  of  those  who  are  duly  initiated  into  the  mysteries  and 
instructed  in  the  art  of  ancient  Masonry. 

I. —  Of  God  and  Religion. 

Whoever,  from  love  of  knowledge,  interest,  or  curiosity,  desires  to  be  a 
Mason,  is  to  know  that,  as  his  foundation  and  great  corner  stone,  he  is  firm- 
ly to  believe  in  the  eternal  God,  and  to  pay  that  worship  which  is  due  to 
Him  as  the  great  Architect  and  Governor  of  the  Universe. 

A  Mason  must  observe  the  moral  law.  And  if  he  rightly  understand 
the  royal  art,  he  will  never  be  an  atheist,  or  an  irreligious  libertine ;  and 
will  never  act  against  the  great  inward  light  of  his  own  conscience. 

He  will  likewise  shun  the  errors  of  bigotry  and  superstition ;  making  a 
a  due  use  of  his  own  reason,  according  to  that  liberty  wherewith  a  Mason 
is  made  free :  for  though  in  ancient  times,  Masons  were  charged  to  comply 
with  the  religious  opinions  and  usages  of  the  country  or  nation  where  they 
sojourned  or  worked,  yet  it  is  now  thought  most  expedient  that  the  breth- 
ren in  general  should  only  be  charged  to  adhere  to  the  essentials  of  reli- 
gion, in  which  all  men  agree ;  leaving  each  brother  to  his  own  judgment  as 
to  particular  forms.  Whence,  being  good  men  and  true,  of  unsullied  honor 
and  unfailing  honesty,  the  Order  becomes  the  center  of  union,  and  the 
means  of  conciliating  true  friendship. 

II. —  Of  Government,  and  the  Civil  Magistrate. 
Whoever  would  be  a  true  Mason  is  farther  to  know  that,  by  the  privile- 
ges of  his  Order,  his  obligations  as  a  subject  and  citizen  will  not  be  relaxed, 
but  enforced.  He  is  to  be  a  lover  of  peace,-  and  obedient  to  the  civil  pow- 
ers which  yield  him  protection,  and  are  set  over  him  where  he  resides  or 
works.    Nor  can  a  real  craftsman  ever  be  concerned  in  conspiracies  against 
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the  State,  or  be  disrespectful  to  the  magistrate ;  because  the  welfare  of  his 
country  is  his  most  happy  object. 

Now,  if  any  brother  forgetting  for  a  time  the  rules  of  his  craft,  and  lis- 
tening to  evil  counsels,  should  unhappily  fall  into  a  contrary  conduct,  he  is 
not  to  be  countenanced  in  his  crimes  or  rebellion  against  the  State ;  but  he 
forfeits  all  the  benefits  of  the  Lodge,  and  his  fellows  will  refuse  to  associate 
or  converse  with  him  in  private,  while  he  continues  in  his  guilt ;  that  no 
offense  may  be  given  to  lawful  government.  Such  a  person,  however,  is 
still  considered  as  a  Mason ;  his  title  hereto  being  indefeasible :  and  hopes 
are  to  be  entertained,  and  endeavors  used,  that  the  rules  of  the  craft  may 
again  recover  him  to  his  duty. 

From  the  constant  desire  of  true  Masons  to  adorn  the  countries  where 
they  reside  with  all  useful  arts,  crafts  and  improvements,  they  have  been, 
from  the  earliest  ages,  encouraged  and  protected  by  the  wisest  rulers  of 
States  and  Commonwealths ;  who  have  likewise  thought  it  an  honor  to  have 
their  names  enrolled  among  the  fraternity,  and  have  become  the  patrons  of 
the  craft.  And  thus  Masonry  having  always  nourished  most  in  the  peaces 
able  times  of  every  country ;  and,  having  suffered  in  a  particular  manner 
through  the  calamitous  effects  of  war,  the  craftsmen  are  the  more  strongly 
engaged  and  inclined  to  act  agreeably  to  the  prime  principles  of  their  art, 
in  following  peace  and  love  as  far  as  possible  with  all  men. 

And  as  political  affairs  have  occasioned  discord  amongst  the  nearest  rela- 
tions, and  most  intimate  friends,  Masons  are  enjoined  never  to  speak  of,  or 
discuss  them  in  the  Lodge. 

III. —  Of  Private  Duties. 

Whoever  would  be  a  Mason  should  know  how  to  practice  all  the  private 
virtues.  He  should  avoid  all  manner  of  intemperance  or  excess,  which 
might  prevent  his  performance  of  the  laudable  duties  of  his  craft,  or  lead 
him  into  enormities,  which  would  reflect  dishonor  upon  the  ancient  fraterni- 
ty. He  is  to  be  industrious  in  his  profession,  and  true  to  the  Lord  and 
Master  he  serves.  He  is  to  labor  justly,  and  not  to  eat  any  man's  bread 
for  nought ;  but  to  pay  truly  for  his  meat  and  drink.  What  leisure  his  labor 
allows,  he  is  to  employ  in  studying  the  arts  and  sciences  with  a  diligent 
mind,  that  he  may  the  better  perform  all  his  duties,  to  his  Creator,  his 
country,  his  neighbor,  and  himself. 

He  is  to  seek  and  acquire,  as  far  as  possible,  the  virtues  of  patience, 
meekness,  self-denial,  jorbearance,  and  the  like,  which  give  him  the  com- 
mand over  himself,  and  enable  him  to  govern  his  own  family  with  affection, 
dignity  and  prudence ;  at  the  same  time  checking  every  disposition  injurious 
to  the  world,  and  promoting  that  love  and  service  which  brethren  of  the 
same  household  owe  to  each  other. 

Therefore,  to  afford  succor  to  the  distressed,  to  divide  our  bread  with  the 
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industrious  poor,  and  to  put  the  misguided  traveler  into  the  way,  are  duties 
of  the  craft,  suitable  to  its  dignity,  and  expressive  of  its  usefulness.  But, 
though  a  Mason  is  never  to  shut  his  ear  unkindly  against  the  complaints  of 
any  of  the  human  race,  yet,  when  a  brother  is  oppressed  or  suffers,  he  is  in 
a  more  peculiar  manner  called  to  open  his  whole  soul  in  love  and  compas- 
sion to  him,  and  to  relieve  him  without  prejudice,  according  to  his  ca- 
pacity. 

It  is  also  necessary,  that  all  who  would  be  true  Masons  should  learn  to 
abstain  from  all  malice,  slander,  and  evil  speaking;  from  all  provoking, 
reproachful,  and  ungodly  language:  keeping  always  a  tongue  of  good 
report. 

A  Mason  should  know  how  to  obey  those  who  are  set  over  him,  however 
inferior  they  may  be  in  worldly  rank  or  condition.  For  although  Masonry 
divests  no  man  of  his  honors  and  titles,  yet,  in  the  Lodge,  preeminence  of 
virtue,  and  knowledge  in  the  royal  art,  are  considered  as  the  true  source  of 
all  nobility,  rule  and  government. 

The  virtue  indispensably  requisite  in  Masons,  is  secrecy.  This  is  the 
guard  of  their  confidence,  and  the  security  of  their  trust.  So  great  stress 
is  to  be  laid  upon  it,  that  it  is  enforced  under  the  strongest  penalties  and 
obligations ;  nor  in  their  esteem  is  any  man  to  be  accounted  wise,  who  has 
not  intellectual  strength  and  ability  sufficient  to  cover  and  conceal  such 
honest  secrets  as  are  committed  to  him,  as  well  as  his  own  more  serious  and 
private  affairs. 

IV.  —  Of  Prerequisites. 
No  person  is  capable  of  becoming  a  member,  unless  together  with  the 
virtues  aforementioned,  or  at  least  a  disposition  to  seek  and  acquire  them, 
he  is  also  free  born;  of  mature  and  discreet  age;  of  good  report;  of  suffi- 
cient natural  endowments,  and  the  senses  of  a  man;  with  an  estate,  office, 
trade,  occupation,  or  some  visible  way  of  acquiring  an  honest  livelihood, 
and  of  working  in  his  craft,  as  becomes  the  members  of  this  most  ancient 
and  honorable  fraternity,  who  ought  not  only  to  earn  what  is  sufficient  for 
themselves  and  families,  but  likewise  something  to  spare  for  works  of  char- 
ity, and  supporting  the  true  dignity  of  the  royal  craft.  Every  person  desir- 
ing admission,  must  also  be  upright  in  body,  not  deformed  or  dismembered, 
at  the  time  of  making;  but  of  hale  and  entire  limbs,  as  a  man  ought 
to  be. 

No  brother  shall  propose  for  admission  into  this  ancient  and  honorable 
society,  any  person,  through  friendship  or  partiality,  who  does  not  possess 
the  moral  and  social  virtues,  a  sound  head  and  a  good  heart;  and  who  has 
not  an  entire  exemption  from  all  those  ill  qualities  and  vices,  which  would 
bring  dishonor  on  the  craft. 
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V.  —  Instructions  for  the  Candidate. 
A  strict,  though  private  and  impartial  inquiry  will  be  made  into  the  char- 
acter and  ability  of  the  candidate,  before  he  can  be  admitted  into  any  Lodge  ; 
and  by  the  rules  of  Masonry,  no  friend  who  can  wish  to  propose  him,  may 
show  him  any  favor.  But  if  he  have  a  friend  who  is  a  Mason,  and  is  every 
way  satisfied,  his  duty  is  prescribed  as  follows : 

VI.  —  Of  proposing  Candidates. 
Every  person  desirous  of  being  made  a  Free  Mason  in  any  Lodge,  shall 
be  proposed  by  a  member,  who  shall  give  an  account  of  the  candidate's 
name,  age,  quality,  title,  trade,  place  of  residence,  description  of  his  person, 
and  other  necessary  requisites,  as  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  sections. 
And  it  is  generally  required,  that  such  proposal  be  also  seconded  by  some 
one  or  more  members  who  are  acquainted  with  the  candidate.  Such  pro- 
posals shall  also  be  made  in  Lodge  hours,  at  least  one  Lodge  night  before 
initiation,  in  order  that  the  brethren  may  have  sufficient  time  and  opportu- 
nity to  make  a  strict  inquiry  into  the  morals,  character  and  circumstances 
of  the  candidate,  for  which  purpose  a  special  committee  is  sometimes  ap- 
pointed. 

The  brother  who  proposes  a  candidate  shall,  at  the  same  time,  deposit 
such  a  sum  of  money  for  him,  as  the  Rules  or  By-Laws  of  the  Lodge  may 
require,  which  is  forfeited  to  the  Lodge  if  the  candidate  should  not  attend 
according  to  his  proposal,  but  is  to  be  returned  to  him  if  he  should  not  be 
approved  or  elected.  In  case  he  be  elected,  he  is  to  pay,  in  addition  to  his 
deposit,  such  farther  sum  as  the  laws  of  the  Lodge  may  require ;  and 
clothe  the  Lodge,  or  make  some  other  present,  as  his  circumstances  will 
admit  and  the  brethren  agree  to  accept,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Craft  and  of 
distressed  members. 

VII.  —  The  Candidate. 
He  has  a  right,  before  his  admission,  to  desire  his  friend  to  show  him  the 
warrant,  or  dispensation,  by  which  the  Lodge  is  held ;  which,  if  genuine,  he 
will  find  to  be  an  instrument  written  or  printed  upon  parchment,  and  signed 
by  some  Grand  Master,  his  Deputy,  the  Grand  Wardens  and  Grand  Sec- 
retary, sealed  with  the  Grand  Lodge  seal ;  constituting  particular  persons 
therein  named  as  Master  and  Wardens,  with  fall  power  to  congregate  and 
hold  a  Lodge  at  such  a  place,  and  therein  "make  and  admit  Free  Masons, 
according  to  the  most  ancient  and  honorable  custom  of  the  Royal  Craft,  in 
all  ages  and  nations  throughout  the  known  world ;  with  full  power  and 
authority  to  nominate  and  choose  their  successors,"  etc. 

He  may  also  request  the  perusal  of  the  By-Laws,  which  being  short,  he 
may  read  in  the  presence  of  his  friend,"  and  be  shown  a  list  of  the  members 
of  the  Lodge ;  by  all  which  he  will  better  be  able  to  judge  whether  he 
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could  associate  with  them,  and  render  a  ready  conformity  to  their  rules. 
Being  thus/ree  to  judge  for  himself,  he  will  not  be  liable  to  the  dangers  of 
deception.  But,  on  the  contrary,  will  be  admitted  into  a  society  where  he 
may  converse  with  men  of  honor  and  honesty — be  exercised  in  all  the 
offices  of  brotherly  love,  and  be  made  acquainted  with  some  things  which 
it  is  not  lawful  to  speak  of  or  make  known  out  of  the  Lodge. 

Previously  to  his  introduction,  every  candidate  ought  to  subscribe  the 
following  declaration : 

"  I,  A.B.,  do  seriously  declare  upon  my  honor,  that  unbiased  by  friends, 
and  uninfluenced  by  unworthy  motives,  I  freely  and  voluntarily  offer  my- 
self a  candidate  for  the  mysteries  of  Freemasonry;  that  I  am  solely 
prompted  by  a  favorable  opinion  conceived  of  the  institution,  a  desire  of 
knowledge,  and  a  sincere  wish  to  be  serviceable  to  my  fellow  creatures ; 
and  that  I  will  cheerfully  conform  to  the  ancient  established  usages  and  cus- 
toms of  the  society.  As  witness  my  hand,  this  day  of  in 
the  year                    ."  -     A.  B.

CHAPTER  II. —  Of  a  Lodge  and  its  Government. 
I.  —  Of  a  Lodge. 

A  Lodge  is  a  place  where  Masons  assemble  and  work:  hence  that 
assembly,  or  duly  organized  society  of  Masons,  is  called  a  Lodge,  and  every 
brother  ought  to  belong  to  one,  and  to  be  subject  to  its  By-Laws  and  the 
general  regulations.  It  is  either  particular  or  general,  and  will  be  best 
understood  by  attending  it,  and  by  the  regulations  of  the  General  or  Grand 
Lodge  hereunto  annexed.  In  ancient  time  no  Master  or  fellow  could  be 
absent  from  it,  especially  when  warned  to  appear  at  it,  without  incurring  a 
severe  censure,  until  it  appeared  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  that  pure 
necessity  hindered  him. 

II.  —  Of  Officers  and  Members  in  general. 

A  Lodge  ought  to  assemble  for  work  at  least  once  in  every  calendar 
month;  and  must  consist  of  one  Master,  two  Wardens,  senior  and  junior, 
one  Secretary,  one  Treasurer,  two  Deacons,  one  or  more  Stewards,  a  Tyler, 
and  as  many  members  as  the  Master  and  the  majority  of  the  Lodge  shall 
think  proper :  although  more  than  forty  or  fifty,  when  they  can  attend 
regularly,  as  the  wholesome  rules  of  the  Craft  require,  are  generally  found 
inconvenient  for  working  to  advantage;  and,  therefore,  when  a  Lodge 
comes  to  be  thus  numerous,  some  of  the  ablest  Master  workmen,  and  others 
under  their  direction,  will  obtain  leave  to  separate  and  apply  to  the  Grand 
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Lodge  for  a  warrant  to  work  by  themselves,  in  order  to  the  advancement 
of  the  Craft,  as  the  laws  hereafter  to  be  delivered  will  more  particularly 
show. 

Every  member  of  a  working  Lodge  should  be  a  Master  Mason. 

III.  —  Of  the  Master  —  his  Election,  Office  and  Duty. 
All  preferment  among  Masons  depends  on  real  worth  and  personal 
merit  only,  that  the  society  may  be  well  served,  and  the  Royal  Craft  main- 
tained. 

No  brother  should  be  Master  till  he  has  at  first  served  a  Lodge  accept- 
ably in  the  office  of  "Warden,  unless  in  extraordinary  cases,  or  when  a  new 
Lodge  is  to  be  formed,  and  no  past  or  former  Warden  is  to  be  found 
among  the  members.  But,  three  Master  Masons,  although  they  have 
served  in  no  such  offices,  if  they  be  well  learned,  may  be  constituted  Master 
and  Wardens  of  such  new  Lodge,  or  of  any  old  Lodge  in  like  emergency ; 
and  it  shall  be  their  first  duty  to  qualify  themselves  thoroughly  for  their 
office. 

The  Master  of  every  Lodge  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot  on  some 
stated  Lodge  night.  Each  member  hath  one  vote.  And  when  the  ballot 
is  closed,  the  former  Master  shall  carefully  examine  the  votes,  and  audibly 
declare  him  who  hath  the  majority  to  be  duly  elected.  In  like  manner 
shall  the  Lodge  proceed  in  the  choice  of  all  the  other  officers ;  great  care 
being  taken  that  none  be  put  in  nomination  for  favor  or  affection,  birth  or 
fortune,  exclusively  of  the  consideration  of  real  merit,  and  ability  to  fill  the 
office  for  the  honor  and  advancement  of  Masonry.  No  Mason  chosen  into 
any  office  can  refuse  to  serve  unless  he  has  served  in  the  same  office  before. 
The  Master  of  every  regular  Lodge,  thus  duly  elected  and  installed,  has  in 
special  charge,  as  appertinent  to  his  office,  duty  and  dignity,  to  see  that  all 
the  By-Laws  of  his  Lodge,  as  well  as  the  general  regulations  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  be  duly  observed ;  that  his  Wardens  discharge  their  office 
faithfully  and  be  examples  of  diligence  and  sobriety  to  the  Craft ;  that  true 
and  exact  minutes  and  entries  of  all  proceedings  be  made  and  kept  by  the 
Secretary ;  that  the  Treasurer  keep  and  render  exact  and  just  accounts  at 
the  stated  times,  according  to  the  By-Laws  and  orders  of  the  Lodge ;  and, 
in  general,  that  all  the  goods  and  moneys  belonging  to  the  body,  be  truly 
managed  and  dispensed,  according  to  the  vote  and  direction  of  the  majority. 

The  Master  shall  also  take  care  that  no  Apprentice  or  Fellow  Craft  be 
taken  into  his  house  or  Lodge,  unless  he  has  sufficient  employment  for 
him,  and  finds  him  to  be  duly  qualified,  according  to  the  rules  before  laid 
down  for  learning  and  understanding  the  sublime  mysteries  of  the  Art. 
Thus  shall  Apprentices  be  admitted,  upon  farther  improvement,  as  Fellow 
Crafts ;  and,  in  due  time,  be  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master 
Mason,  animated  with  the  prospect  of  passing  in  future  through  all  the 
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higher  honors  of  Masonry,  viz :  those  of  Wardens  and  Masters  of  their 
Lodges,  and  perhaps  at  length  of  Grand  Wardens  and  Grand  Masters  of 
all  the  Lodges,  according  to  their  merit. 

The  Master  of  a  particular  Lodge  has  the  right  and  authority  of  calling 
his  Lodge,  or  congregating  the  members  into  a  Chapter,  at  pleasure,  upon 
application  of  any  of  the  brethren,  and  upon  any  emergency  and  occur- 
rence which,  in  his  judgment,  may  require  their  meeting ;  and  he  is  to  fill 
the  chair  when  present.  It  is  likewise  his  duty,  together  with  his  War- 
dens, to  attend  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the  quarterly  communications,  and  such 
occasional  or  special  grand  communications  as  the  good  of  the  Craft  may 
require,  when  duly  summoned  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  within  such 
reasonable  distance  of  the  place  of  holding  the  Grand  Lodge  as  the  laws 
of  the  same  may  have  ascertained.  When  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  at 
general  as  well  as  special  communications,  the  Master  and  Wardens,  or 
either  of  them,  have  full  power  and  authority  to  represent  their  Lodge, 
and  to  transact  all  matters  as  well  and  truly  as  if  the  whole  body  were 
there  present. 

The  Master  has  the  right  of  appointing  some  brother,  who  is  most  com- 
monly the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge,  to  keep  the  book  of  By-Laws,  and 
other  laws  given  to  the  Lodge  by  proper  authority;  and  in  this  book  shall 
also  be  kept  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Lodge,  and  a  list  of  all  the 
Lodges  within  the  same  grand  communication,  with  the  usual  times  and 
places  of  their  meeting. 

IV.  —  Of  the  Wardens  of  a  Lodge. 

1.  None  but  Master  Masons  can  be  Wardens  of  a  Lodge. 

2.  The  Senior  Warden  succeeds  to  all  the  duties  of  the  Master,  and  fills 
the  chair  when  he  is  absent.  If  the  Master  goes  abroad  on  business, 
resigns,  or  is  deposed,  the  Senior  Warden  shall  fill  his  place  until  the  next 
stated  time  of  election.  And  although  it  was  formerly  held,  that  in  such 
cases  the  Master's  authority  ought  to  revert  to  the  last  Past  Master  who  is 
present,  yet  it  is  now  the  settled  rule  that  the  authority  devolves  upon  the 
Senior  Warden,  and  in  his  absence,  upon  the  Junior  Warden,  even  although 
a  former  Master  be  present.  But  the  Wardens  will  generally  honor  a 
Past  Master  that  may  be  present,  and  will  call  on  him  to  take  the  chair, 
upon  the  presumption  of  his  experience  and  skill  in  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Lodge. 

Nevertheless,  such  Past  Master  still  holds  his  authority  under  the  Senior 
Warden,  and  cannot  act  until  he  congregates  the  Lodge.  If  none  of  the 
officers  be  present,  nor  any  former  Master  to  take  the  chair,  the  members, 
according  to  seniority  and  merit,  shall  fill  the  places  of  the  absent  officers! 

The  business  of  the  Wardens  in  the  Lodge  is,  generally,  to  assist  the 
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Master  in  conducting  the  business  and  managing  the  Craft,  in  due  order 
and  form,  when  the  Master  is  present.  Particular  Lodges  do,  likewise,  by 
their  By-Laws,  assign  particular  duties  to  their  "Wardens  for  their  own 
better  government;  which  such  Lodges  have  a  right  to  do,  provided  they 
transgress  not  the  old  land-marks,  nor  in  any  degree  violate  the  true 
genius  and  spirit  of  Masonry. 

V.  —  Of  the  Secretary  of  a  Lodge. 
The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  proper  register  or  record  of  all  transactions 
and  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  that  are  to  be  committed  to  writing ;  which 
shall  be  faithfully  entered  in  the  Lodge  books,  from  the  minutes  taken  in 
open  Lodge,  after  being  duly  read,  amended  if  necessary,  and  approved  of 
before  the  close  of  every  meeting,  in  order  that  the  said  transactions,  or 
authentic  copies,  may  be  laid  before  the  Grand  Lodge  once  in  every  quar- 
ter, if  required. 

In  particular,  the  Secretary  shall  keep  exact  lists  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Lodge,  with  the  admission  of  new  members;  and  shall  prepare  and 
send  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  list  of  members,  together 
with  all  expulsions  and  rejections  for  the  time  being,  to  the  intent  that  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  consequently  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
may  be  at  all  times  enabled  to  know  the  names  and  number  of  members  in 
each  Lodge  under  their  jurisdiction,  with  the  hand-writing  of  the  different 
officers,  and  pay  all  due  respect  to  the  brethren  recommended  by  them. 

YI.  —  Of  the  Treasurer  of  a  Lodge. 
The  Treasurer  is  to  receive  and  keep  exact  accounts  of  all  moneys 
raised,  or  paid,  according  to  rule,  for  the  advancement  of  the  Lodge  and 
benefit  of  the  brethren,  and  to  pay  all  orders  duly  drawn  upon  him  by  the 
authority  of  the  Lodge.  He  is  to  keep  regular  entries  both  of  his  receipts 
and  expenses,  and  to  have  his  books  and  vouchers  always  ready  for  exami- 
nation at  such  stated  times  as  the  By-Laws  require,  or  when  specially 
called  upon  by  order  of  the  Master  and  brethren. 

The  Treasurer  is  likewise  to  have  the  charge  and  custody  of  the  chest, 
jewels  and  furniture  of  the  Lodge  ;  unless  when  the  Master  and  majority 
may  judge  it  more  convenient  to  appoint  some  other  responsible  brother 
for  that  particular  duty,  or  when  the  officers  of  the  Lodge  may  take  the 
charge  immediately  upon  themselves.  But  the  warrant  or  charter  is  in 
the  custody  of  the  Master. 

VII.  —  Of  the  Deacons  of  a  Lodge. 

The  Deacons  are  to  assist  the  Master  and  Wardens  in  the  execution  of 
their  duty,  to  examine  and  welcome  visiting  brethren,  to  prepare  candi- 
dates, and  to  perform  such  other  services  as  are  assigned  them. 
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VII.  —  Stewards. 

The  Stewards  are  to  provide  refreshment,  and  make  a  regular  report  of 
the  expense  to  the  Treasurer,  and  to  see  that  the  clothing  of  the  Lodge  is 
in  good  order  and  always  ready  for  use. 

IX.  —  Of  the  Tyler  of  a  Lodge. 

In  order  that  due  decorum  be  observed,  while  the  Lodge  is  engaged  in 
what  is  serious  and  solemn,  and  for  the  preservation  of  secrecy  and  good 
harmony,  a  brother  well  skilled  in  the  Master's  part  shall  be  appointed 
and  paid  for  tyling  the  Lodge  door,  during  the  time  of  communication. 
Generally  a  brother  is  to  be  preferred  to  whom  the  fees  of  the  office  may 
be  necessary  and  serviceable  on  account  of  his  particular  circumstances. 

His  duty  is  fixed  by  custom,  and  known  to  every  brother.  He  is  to  be 
true  and  trusty,  and  to  obey  the  special  directions  of  the  Lodge. 

X.  —  Of  the  Number  to  be  Initiated. 

No  Lodge  shall  make  more  than  five  new  brethren  at  one  time,  nor 
shall  any  person  be  made  or  admitted  a  member  of  a  Lodge  without  being 
proposed  at  least  one  Lodge  night  before,  unless  in  cases  of  emergency,  or 
by  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master,  or  his  Deputy  in  his  absence,  that 
due  notice  may  be  given  to  all  the  members  for  the  necessary  inquiries 
into  the  candidate's  character,  and  that  there  may  be  unanimity  in  the 
election  and  admission  of  members. 

XL — Of  Privileges  in  Lodges. 

The  majority  of  every  particular  Lodge,  when  duly  congregated,  have  the 
privilege  of  instructing  their  Master  and  "Wardens  for  their  conduct  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  quarterly  communications  ;  and  all  particular  Lodges,  in 
the  same  general  communication,  shall,  as  much  as  possible,  observe  the 
same  rules  and  usages,  and  appoint  some  of  their  members  to  visit  each 
other  in  the  different  Lodges,  as  often  as  it  may  be  convenient. 

"When  it  so  happens  that  a  Lodge  cannot  attend  the  communications  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  they  may  appoint  a  brother,  who  is  a  Master  Mason, 
and  of  real  merit,  and  give  him  instructions  to  represent  them,  and  vote  in 
their  behalf.  He,  bearing  their  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge, 
and  signed  by  the  Master  and  "Wardens,  may,  if  approved  by  the  officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  take  his  seat  among  them,  and  vote  and  act  in  the 
name  of  the  Lodge  he  represents.  But  no  individual  can  appear  for  more 
than  one  Lodge  at  the  same  time. 

Lodges  shall  have  place  according  to  the  date  of  their  Constitution. 

If  any  Lodge  shall  cease  to  meet  regularly  for  twelve  months  succes- 
sively, its  charter  shall  be  void. 
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CHAPTER  III. — Of  the  Behavior  of  Masons,  as  Members  of 

a  Lodge. 

I. —  Of  Attendance. 

Every  brother  ought  to  belong  to  some  regular  Lodge,  and  should  al- 
ways appear  therein  properly  clothed ;  truly  subjecting  himself  to  all  its 
By-Laws  and  the  general  regulations.  He  must  attend  all  meetings,  when 
duly  summoned,  unless  he  can  offer  to  the  Master  and  Wardens  such  plea 
of  necessity  for  his  absence  as  the  said  laws  and  regulations  may  admit. 

By  the  ancient  rules  and  usages  of  Masonry,  which  are  generally  adopt- 
ed among  the  By-Laws  of  every  Lodge,  no  plea  was  judged  sufficient  to 
excuse  any  absentee,  unless  he  could  satisfy  the  Lodge  that  he  was  detained 
by  some  extraordinary  and  unforeseen  necessity. 

None  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  Lodge  but  such  as  are  members. 

No  brother  shall  be  a  member  of  more  than  one  Lodge  at  the  same 
time. 

II. —  Of  Working. 

All  Masons  should  wwk  faithfully  and  honestly.  All  the  working  hours 
appointed  by  law,  or  confirmed  by  custom,  are  to  be  strictly  observed. 

The  usual  hours  of  working  are,  "from  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening 
until  ten,  between  the  25th  of  March  and  the  25th  of  September ;  and 
from  six  until  nine,  between  the  25th  of  September  and  the  25th  of 
March." 

The  Master  and  Masons  shall  faithfully  finish  their  work. 

None  shall  envy  a  brother's  prosperity,  or  put  him  out  of  his  work,  if 
capable  of  finishing  it. 

All  Masons  shall  receive  their  wages  without  murmuring.  They  must 
avoid  all  unbecoming  modes  of  expression ;  and  shall  call  each  other 
brother,  in  the  Lodge. 

III. —  Of  Behavior  in  the  Lodge. 

While  the  Lodge  is  open  for  work,  Masons  must  hold  no  private  conver- 
sation or  committees,  without  leave  from  the  Master ;  nor  talk  of  anything 
foreign  or  impertinent,  nor  interrupt  the  Master  or  Wardens,  or  any  brother 
addressing  himself  to  the  chair ;  nor  behave  inattentively  while  the  Lodge 
is  engaged  in  what  is  serious  and  solemn ;  but  every  brother  shall  pay  due 
reverence  to  the  Master  and  Wardens,  and  all  his  fellows. 

Every  brother  guilty  of  a  fault  shall  submit  to  the  Lodge,  unless  he 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

£fo  private  offenses,  or  disputes  about  nations,  families,  religions  or  poli- 
tics, must  he  brought  within  the  doors  of  the  Lodge. 
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IV. —  Of  Behavior  after  the  Lodge  is  closed. 
When  the  Lodge  is  closed,  and  the  labor  finished,  the  brethren,  before 
they  depart  home  to  their  rest,  may  enjoy  themselves  with  innocent  mirth, 
enlivened  and  exalted  with  their  own  peculiar  songs  and  sublime  pieces  of 
music ;  but  avoiding  all  excess,  considering  each  other,  in  the  hours  both  of 
labor  and  festivity,  as  always  free.  And,  therefore,  no  brother  is  to  be 
hindered  from  goiug  home  when  he  pleases;  for  although,  after  Lodge 
hours,  Masons  are  as  other  men,  yet  if  they  should  fall  into  excess,  the 
blame,  though  unjustly,  may  be  cast  upon  the  fraternity,  by  the  ignorant  or 
the  envious. 


CHAPTER  IV. — Of  the  Behavior  of  Masons  in  their  Private 

Character. 

I- —  When  a  number  of  Brethren  happen  to  meet,  without  any  Stranger 
among  them,  and  not  in  a  Lodge. 

In  such  case  you  are  to  salute  each  other  in  a  courteous  manner,  as  you 
are  or  may  be  instructed  in  the  Lodge,  and  freely  communicating  hints  of 
knowledge,  but  without  disclosing  secrets,  unless  to  those  who  have  given 
proof  of  their  taciturnity  and  honor.  Masonry  divests  no  man  of  the 
honors  due  to  him  before,  or  that  may  become  due  after  he  was  made  a 
Mason.  On  the  contrary,  it  increases  respect,  teaching  us  to  add  to  all  his 
other  honors  those  which,  as  Masons,  we  cheerfully  pay  to  an  eminent 
brother,  distinguishing  him  above  all  of  his  rank  and  station,  and  serving 
him  readily  according  to  our  ability. 

II. —  When  in  the  presence  of  Strangers,  who  are  not  Masons. 
Before  those  who  are  not  Masons,  you  must  be  cautious  in  your  words 
and  carriage ;  so  that  the  most  penetrating  stranger  shall  not  be  able  to 
discover  what  is  not  proper  to  be  intimated.  The  impertinent  and  ensnar- 
ing questions,  or  ignorant  and  idle  discourse  of  those  who  seek  to  pry  into 
the  secrets  and  mysteries  of  the  craft,  must  be  prudently  answered  and 
managed,  or  the  discourse  wisely  diverted  to  another  subject,  as  your  dis- 
cretion and  duty  shall  direct. 

HI. —  When  at  Home,  and  in  your  Neighborhood. 
Masons  ought  to  be  moral  men.    Consequently  they  should  be  good 
husbands,  good  parents,  good  sons,  and  good  neighbors ;  avoiding  all  excess 
injurious  to  themselves  or  families,  and  wise  as  to  all  affairs,  both  of  their 
own  household  and  of  the  Lodge,  for  certain  reasons  known  to  themselves. 
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IV. —  Of  Behavior  towards  a  foreign  Brother  or  Stranger. 
You  are  cautiously  to  examine  a  stranger  or  foreign  brother,  as  prudence 
and  the  rules  of  the  craft  direct,  that  you  may  not  be  imposed  upon  by  a 
pretender ;  and  if  you  discover  any  one  to  be  such,  you  are  to  reject  him, 
but  with  proper  caution.  But  such  as  are  found  to  be  true  and  faithful, 
you  are  to  respect  as  brothers,  relieving  them,  if  in  want,  to  your  utmost 
power,  or  directing  them  how  to  find  relief ;  and  employing  them,  if  you 
can,  or  else  recommending  them  to  employment. 

Y. —  Of  Behavior  towards  a  Brother,  whether  present  or  absent. 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  have  ever  been  charged  to  avoid  all  slander 
of  true  and  faithful  brethren,  with  all  malice  and  unjust  resentment,  or 
talking  disrespectfully  of  a  brother's  person  or  performance.  Nor  must 
they  suffer  any  to  spread  unjust  reproaches  or  calumnies  against  a  brother 
behind  his  back,  nor  to  injure  him  in  his  fortune,  occupation,  or  character ; 
but  they  shall  defend  such  a  brother,  and  give  him  notice  of  any  danger  or 
injury  wherewith  he  may  be  threatened,  to  enable  him  to  escape  the  same, 
as  far  as  is  consistent  with  honor,  prudence,  and  the  safety  of  religion,  mo- 
rality, and  the  State,  but  no  further. 

VI.  Concerning  Differences  and  Law  Suits,  if  any  such  should  un- 
happily arise  among  Brethren. 

If  a  brother  do  you  injury,  or  if  you  have  any  difference  with  him  about 
any  worldly  or  temporal  business  or  interest,  apply  first  to  your  own  or  his 
Lodge,  to  have  the  matter  in  dispute  adjusted  by  the  brethren.  And  if 
either  party  be  not  satisfied  with  the  determination  of  the  Lodge,  an  appeal 
may  be  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  you  are  never  to  enter  into  a  law 
suit,  until  the  matter  cannot  be  decided  as  above.  And  if  it  be  a  matter 
that  wholly  concerns  Masonry,  law  suits  are  to  be  entirely  avoided,  and  the 
good  advice  of  prudent  brethren  is  to  be  followed,  as  they  are  the  best  ref- 
erees of  such  differences. 

But  where  references  are  either  impracticable  or  unsuccessful,  and  courts 
of  law  or  equity  must  at  last  decide,  you  must  still  follow  the  general  rules 
of  Masonry,  avoiding  all  wrath,  malice,  rancor,  and  personal  ill  will,  in 
carrying  on  the  suit  with  a  brother ;  neither  saying  or  doing  anything  to 
prevent\he  continuance  or  renewal  of  that  brotherly  love  and  friendship 
which  are  the  glory  and  cement  of  this  ancient  fraternity. 

Thus  shall  we  show  to  all  the  world  the  benign  influences  of  Masonry, 
as  wise,  true  and  faithful  brethren  have  done  from  the  beginning  of  time, 
and  as  all  who  shall  follow  us,  and  would  be  thought  worthy  of  that  name, 
will  continue  to  do. 

H|f  These  charges,  and  such  others  as  shall  be  given  to  you  in  a  ivay 
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that  cannot  be  written,  you  are  strictly  and  conscientiously  to  observe ;  and 
that  they  may  be  the  better  observed,  they  should  be  read  or  made  known 
to  new  brethren  at  their  making,  and  at  other  times,  as  the  Master  shall 
direct. — Amen ! 


CHAPTER  V. 
I.  —  Of  Grand  Lodges  in  general. 

A  Grand  Lodge  consists  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  of  all  the  regular 
Lodges  within  its  jurisdiction,  with  the  Grand  Master  at  their  head,  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  on  his  left,  and  the  Grand  Wardens  in  their  proper 
places ;  attended,  also,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Treasurer,  Grand 
Marshal,  Grand  Sword  Bearer,  Grand  Tyler,  Grand  Pursuivant,  and  other 
necessary  officers,  as  will  be  explained  in  the  proper  places ;  all  of  whom 
must  be  Master  Masons. 

No  new  Lodge  is  acknowledged,  nor  can  their  officers  be  admitted  into 
the  Grand  Lodge  until  such  new  Lodge  is  first  regularly  constituted,  and 
registered  by  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

All  Past  Grand  Masters,  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  Past  Grand 
Wardens,  are  considered  as  members  of,  and  admitted  to  vote  in  all  Grand 
Lodges.  By  courtesy,  as  well  as  custom,  Past  Masters,  Past  Grand  Secre- 
taries, and  Past  Grand  Treasurers,  have  the  privilege  of  sitting  in  all  the 
Grand  Lodges,  and  voting  in  such  matters  as  by  the  rules  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  they  might  or  could  have  voted  in,  while  in  office. 

No  Master,  Warden,  or  other  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  should  ever 
attend  the  same,  without  the  jewels  which  he  ought  to  wear  in  his  own 
particular  Lodge,  except  for  some  good  and  sufficient  reason  to  be  allowed 
of  in  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  when  the  officer  of  any  particular  Lodge, 
from  such  urgent  business,  or  necessity,  as  may  regularly  plead  his  excuse, 
cannot  personally  attend  the  Grand  Lodge,  he  may  nominate  and  send  a 
brother  of  his  Lodge,  with  his  jewel  and  clothing,  to  supply  his  room,  and 
support  the  honor  of  his  Lodge  in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  brother  of  eminence,  and  of  the  rank  of  Master,  having  business,  or 
whose  attendance  is  necessary  in  any  point  of  evidence  or  intelligence,  may 
be  admitted  into  the  Grand  Lodge  upon  motion  or  leave  asked  and  given  ; 
but  such  brother,  thus  admitted,  shall  have  no  vote,  nor  be  allowed  to  speak 
to  any  question,  without  leave,  or  unless  desired  to  give  his  opinion. 

The  Grand  Lodge  shall  meet  four  times  a  year,  statedly,  for  quarterly 
communications,  and  should  also  have  occasional  meetings  and  adjourn- 
ments, monthly  or  otherwise,  as  business  may  require  ;  and  such  meetings 
shall  be  held  in  the  hall  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  unless  for  some  particular 
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reason  the  Grand  Master  should  think  fit  to  appoint  some  other  place  of 
special  meeting. 

All  matters  in  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  determined  by  a  majority  of 
votes,  each  member  having  one  vote,  unless  the  Grand  Lodge  leave  any 
particular  thing  to  the  determination  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  whether  at  quarterly  communications 
or  other  meetings,  is  seriously  to  communicate  and  consider,  transact  and 
settle  all  matters  that  concern  the  prosperity  of  the  Craft  and  the  fraternity 
in  general,  or  private  Lodges  and  brethren  in  particular.  Thus,  all  differ- 
ences that  cannot  be  accommodated  privately,  nor  by  a  particular  Lodge, 
are  to  be  seriously  considered  and  decided.  And  if  any  brother  thinks 
himself  aggrieved  by  such  decision,  he  may,  by  lodging  an  appeal  in  wri- 
ting with  the  Grand  Secretary,  have  the  matter  re-heard,  and  finally  deter- 
mined upon  at  the  next  ensuing  quarterly  communication,  provided  it  be 
not  the  annual  Grand  Lodge,  or  the  feast  days  of  St.  John ;  on  which,  by 
the  new  and  wise  regulations,  it  is  agreed  and  ordered  that  no  petitions  or 
appeals  shall  be  heard,  nor  any  business  transacted  that  tends  to  interrupt 
the  harmony  of  the  assembly,  but  all  shall  be  referred  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  in  general,  whatever  business  cannot  be  trans- 
acted or  finished  at  any  one  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  either 
adjourned  to  the  next,  or  referred  to  a  proper  committee,  to  be  by  them 
heard,  considered  and  reported  upon  to  the  said  next  meeting. 

The  officers  of  all  private  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall,  at  every  quarterly  communication,  (except  the  distant  Lodges, 
which  shall,  annually,  on  or  before  the  festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,) 
deliver  an  exact  list  of  such  members  as  have  been  made,  or  even  admitted 
by  them  since  the  last  preceding  communication  ;  and  books  shall  be  kept 
in  the  Grand  Lodge  by  some  able  brother,  to  be  appointed  Grand  Secre- 
tary, in  which  the  said  lists  and  returns  shall  be  duly  recorded,  together 
with  all  the  Lodges  in  communication,  the  usual  times  and  places  of  their 
assembly,  and  the  names  of  all  their  members.  In  the  said  books  are  also 
to  be  registered  all  the  proceedings  and  other  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
which  are  proper  to  he  written. 

The  Grand  Lodge  shall  likewise  consider  of  the  most  prudent  and 
effectual  means  of  collecting  and  managing  what  money  may  accrue  to  the 
general  charity  fund. 

II.  —  Of  the  Election  of  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Lodge  must  meet  in  some  convenient  place,  in  order  to  elect 
new  or  reappoint  the  old  officers ;  and  such  election  or  reappointment 
shall  be  made  in  such  season  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  completely 
organized  and  duly  prepared  for  the  celebration  of  the  annual  feast  in 
June,  and  other  important  business  of  the  season. 
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The  election  shall  be  made  either  by  holding  up  of  hands,  or  by  ballot, 
as  may  be  agreed  by  the  majority,  on  motion  made  and  seconded  for  that 
purpose  ;  provided,  always,  that  the  brother  recommended  by  the  Grand 
Master  in  office,  as  his  successor,  be  the  first  voted  for,  either  by  holding 
up  of  hands  or  by  ballot,  and  if  he  is  not  chosen,  the  other  candidates  in 
the  order  they  were  proposed,  until  one  has  the  majority  of  voices  or  bal- 
lots. When  the  election  is  thus  made,  he  is  to  be  proclaimed,  installed  and 
saluted,  if  present  \  but  if  not  present,  a  day  is  to  be  appointed  for  this 
ceremony.  The  ceremony  of  installing  the  new  Grand  Master  is  to  be 
conducted  by  the  last  Grand  Master ;  but  he  may,  nevertheless,  order  any 
brother  well  skilled  in  the  ceremony  to  assist  him,  or  act  as  his  deputy  on 
the  occasion. 

In  case  the  new  Grand  Master,  when  nominated  or  chosen,  cannot  attend 
at  the  time  appointed  for  his  installment,  he  may  be  installed  by  proxy,  on 
signifying  his  acceptance  of  the  office ;  but  such  proxy  must  be  either  the 
last  or  a  former  Grand  Master,  or  else  a  very  reputable  Past  Master. 

HI.  —  Of  the  Election  or  Appointment  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master. 

The  last  Grand  Master  thus  continued,  or  a  new  Grand  Master  thus 
appointed  and  installed,  hath  an  inherent  right  to  nominate  and  appoint 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master ;  because,  as  the  Grand  Master  cannot  be  sup- 
posed to  be  able  to  give  his  attendance  on  every  emergency,  it  hath  been 
always  judged  necessary,  not  only  to  allow  him  a  Deputy,  but  that  such 
Deputy  should  be  a  person  in  whom  he  can  perfectly  confide,  and  with 
whom  he  can  have  full  harmony. 

IV.  —  Of  the  Grand  Wardens. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  the  right  of  electing  the  Grand  Wardens,  and  any 
member  has  a  right  to  propose  one  or  both  the  candidates,  either  the  old 
Wardens  or  new  ones ;  and  the  two  persons  who  have  the  majority  of 
votes  or  ballots,  are  declared  duly  elected. 

V.  —  Of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

The  office  of  Grand  Secretary  hath  become  one  of  great  importance  in 
the  Grand  Lodge.  All  the  transactions  of  the  Lodge  are  to  be  drawn  into 
form,  and  duly  recorded  by  him.  All  petitions,  applications  and  appeals, 
are  to  pass  through  his  hands.  No  warrant,  certificate,  or  instrument  of 
writing  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  is  authentic  without  his  attestation  and  sig- 
nature, and  his  affixing  the  grand  seal  as  the  laws  require.  The  general 
correspondence  with  Lodges  and  brethren  over  the  whole  world,  is  to  be 
managed  by  him,  agreeably  to  the  voice  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  direc- 
tions of  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy,  whom  he  must,  therefore,  be 
55 
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always  ready  to  attend,  with  the  books  of  the  Lodge,  in  order  to  give  all 
necessary  information  concerning  the  general  state  of  matters,  and  what  is 
proper  to  be  done  upon  any  emergency. 

For  these  reasons,  at  every  annual  election  or  appointment  of  Grand 
Officers,  the  nomination  or  appointment  of  the  Grand  Secretary  has  been 
considered  as  the  right  of  the  Grand  Master,  being  properly  his  amanu- 
ensis, and  an  officer  as  necessary  to  him  as  his  Deputy.  But  in  America, 
Grand  Masters,  not  being  tenacious  of  prerogative,  have  relinquished  this 
privilege,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  is  chosen  by  nomination  and  vote  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  is  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  may  sit  and  vote  accordingly. 

The  Grand  Secretary  may  have  an  assistant,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge ;  but  he  will  not  be  considered  as  a  member,  nor  admitted  to 
vote. 

VI.  Of  the  Election  and  Office  of  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  is  elected  by  the  body  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  Grand  Wardens  :  he  being  considered  as  an  officer 
peculiarly  responsible  to  all  the  members  in  due  form  assembled,  as  having 
the  charge  of  their  common  stock  and  property.  To  him  is  committed  the 
care  of  all  money  raised  for  the  general  charity,  and  other  uses  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ;  an  account  of  which  he  is  regularly  to  enter  in  a  book, 
with  the  respective  uses  for  which  the  several  sums  are  intended.  He  is 
likewise  to  pay  out,  or  expend  the  same  upon  such  orders,  signed,  as  the 
rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  this  respect,  shall  allow  to  be  valid. 

The  Grand  Treasurer,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  is  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  He  shall  always  be  present  in  the  Lodge,  and  ready  to  attend  the 
Grand  Master,  and  other  Grand  Officers,  with  his  books  for  inspection, 
when  required ;  and  likewise  any  committee  that  may  be  appointed  for 
adjusting  and  examining  his  account. 

VII.  —  Of  the  Grand  Tyler  and  Grand  Pursuivant. 

These  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  must  be  Master  Masons,  but  none  of 
them  are  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Tyler's  duty  is  to  attend  at 
the  door,  to  see  that  none  but  members  enter  into  the  Lodge. 

The  business  of  the  Pursuivant  is  to  stand  at  the  inward  door  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  to  report  the  names  and  titles  of  all  that  want  admit- 
tance, as  given  to  him  by  the  Tyler.  He  is  also  to  go  upon  messages  and 
perform  other  services  known  in  the  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Deacons,  whose  duty  is  well  known  in  the  Grand  Lodge, 
as  particular  assistants  to  the  Grand  Master  and  Senior  Warden,  in  con- 
ducting the  business  of  the  Lodge,  are  always  members  of  the  same ;  and 
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may  be  either  nominated  occasionally  on  every  Lodge  night,  or  appointed 
annually. 

YIII.  —  General  Rules  for  conducting  the  Business  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  case  of  the  absence  of  any  of  the  Grand  Officers. 

If  the  Grand  Master  is  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  stated 
or  occasional,  the  Deputy  is  to  supply  his  place. 

If  the  Deputy  be  likewise  absent,  the  Senior  Grand  Warden  takes  the 
chair,  and  in  his  absence  the  Junior  Grand  Warden.  All  Grand  Officers, 
Present  and  Past,  take  place  of  every  Master  of  a  Lodge,  and  the  present 
Grand  Officers,  take  place  of  all  Past  Grand  Officers.  Nevertheless,  any 
of  them  may  resign  their  privilege,  to  do  honor  to  any  eminent  brother  and 
Past  Master,  whom  the  Lodge  may  be  willing  to  place  in  the  chair  on  any 
particular  occasion. 

If  the  Grand  Officers  are  not  present  at  any  Grand  Lodge  duly  sum- 
moned, the  Master  of  the  Senior  private  Lodge  who  may  be  present,  is  to 
take  the  chair,  although  there  may  be  Masters  of  Lodges  present  who  are 
older  Masons. 

But  to  prevent  disputes,  the  Grand  Master,  when  he  finds  he  must  be 
necessarily  absent  from  any  Grand  Lodge,  usually  gives  a  special  commis- 
sion, under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office,  countersigned  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, to  the  Senior  Grand  Warden ;  or  in  his  absence,  to  the  Junior ;  or  in 
case  of  the  absence  of  both,  to  any  other  Grand  Officer,  or  particular  Master 
of  a  Lodge,  Past  or  Present,  to  supply  his  place,  if  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  be  necessarily  absent. 

But  if  there  be  no  special  commission,  the  general  rule  of  precedence  is, 
that  the  Junior  Grand  Warden  supplies  the  place  of  the  Senior  in  his 
absence ;  and  if  both  are  absent,  the  oldest  former  Grand  Wardens  take 
place  immediately,  and  act  as  Grand  Wardens  pro  tempore,  unless  they 
resign  their  privilege. 

When  neither  the  Grand  Wardens  of  the  present  nor  of  any  former 
year,  are  in  company,  the  Grand  Master,  or  he  that  legally  presides  in  his 
stead,  calls  forth  whom  he  pleases  to  act  as  Deputy  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Wardens,  although  the  preference  is  generally  given  to  the  Master 
or  Past  Master  of  the  oldest  Lodge  present.  The  presiding  Grand  Officer 
has  the  further  privilege  of  appointing  a  Secretary,  or  any  other  Grand 
Officer,  if  neither  the  stated  officers,  nor  the  deputies  of  such  of  them  as 
have  a  right  to  nominate  a  deputy,  be  present. 

In  case  of  the  death  of  a  Grand  Master,  the  same  order  of  succession 
and  precedency  takes  place,  as  above  set  forth,  until  a  new  Grand  Master  is 
duly  chosen  and  installed. 

Old  Grand  Officers  may  be  again  chosen  officers  of  private  Lodges,  and 
this  does  not  deprive  them  of  any  of  the  privileges  to  which,  as  old  Grand 
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Officers,  they  are  entitled  in  the  Grand  Lodge ;  only,  an  old  Grand  Officer, 
being  the  officer  of  a  private  Lodge,  must  depute  a  past  officer  of  his  par- 
ticular Lodge  to  act  for  him  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  when  he  ascends  to  his 
former  rank  in  the  same. 

IX.  —  Of  Grand  Visitations,  Communications,  Annual  Feasts,  etc. 

The  Grand  Master,  with  his  Deputy,  the  Grand  Wardens  and  Grand 
Secretary,  shall,  if  possible,  annually  go  at  least  once  round,  and  visit  all  the 
Lodges  under  his  jurisdiction ;  or,  when  this  laudable  duty  becomes  im- 
practicable, from  the  extent  of  his  jurisdiction  and  large  number  of  Lodges, 
he  shall,  as  often  as  necessary,  and  if  possible,  annually,  appoint  visitors, 
of  different  districts,  composed  of  his  Grand  Officers,  and  such  other  assist- 
ants as  he  may  think  proper,  who  shall  make  faithful  report  of  their  pro- 
ceedings to  the  Grand  Lodge,  according  to  the  instructions  given  them. 

When  both  the  Grand  Masters  are  absent,  the  Senior  or  Junior  Grand 
Warden  may  preside  as  Deputy  in  visiting  Lodges,  or  in  constituting  any 
new  Lodge. 

The  brethren  of  all  the  regular  Lodges,  in  the  same  general  jurisdiction 
and  grand  communication,  shall  meet  in  some  convenient  place  on  St. 
John's  day,  to  celebrate  their  festival,  either  in  their  own  or  any  other  reg- 
ular Lodge,  as  they  shall  judge  most  convenient.  And  any  brethren,  who 
are  found  true  and  faithful  members  of  the  Ancient  Craft,  may  be  admitted. 
But  only  those  who  are  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  must  be  present 
during  the  installation  of  Grand  Officers. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

I.  —  General  Regulations  of  the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons. 

I.  The  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy,  has  full  authority  and  right  not  only 
to  be  present,  but  also  to  preside  in  every  Lodge,  with  the  Master  of  the 
Lodge  on  his  left  hand :  and  to  order  his  Grand  Wardens  to  attend  him, 
who  are  not  to  act  as  Wardens  of  particular  Lodges,  but  in  his  presence, 
and  at  his  command ;  for  the  Grand  Master,  while  in  a  particular  Lodge, 
may  command  the  Wardens  of  that  Lodge,  or  any  other  Master  Masons, 
to  act  as  his  Wardens  pro  tempore. 

II.  The  Master  of  a  particular  Lodge  has  the  right  and  authority  of 
congregating  the  members  of  his  Lodge  into  a  Chapter,  upon  an  emergency 
or  occurrence,  as  well  as  to  appoint  the  time  and  place  of  their  usual  form- 
ing ;  and,  in  case  of  death  or  sickness,  or  necessary  absence  of  the  Master, 
the  Senior  Warden  shall  act  as  Master  pro  tempore,  if  no  brother  is  present 
who  has  been  Master  of  that  Lodge  before ;  for  the  absent  Master's  author- 
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ity  reverts  to  the  last  Master  present,  though  he  can  not  act  till  the  Senior 
Warden  congregates  the  Lodge. 

III.  The  Master  of  each  particular  Lodge,  or  one  of  the  Wardens,  or 
some  other  brother,  by  appointment  of  the  Master,  shall  keep  a  book  con- 
taining their  By-Laws,  the  names  of  their  members,  and  a  list  of  all  the 
Lodges  in  town,  with  the  usual  times  and  places  of  their  forming,  and  also 
the  transactions  of  their  own  Lodge,  that  are  proper  to  be  written. 

IV.  No  Lodge  shall  make  more  than  five  new  brothers  at  one  and  the 
same  time,  without  an  urgent  necessity;  nor  any  man  under  the  age  of 
twenty-five  years,  (who  must  also  be  his  own  master,)  unless  by  a  dispen- 
sation from  the  Grand  Master. 

V.  No  man  can  be  accepted  a  member  of  a  particular  Lodge,  without 
previous  notice  one  month  before  given  to  the  Lodge,  in  order  to  make 
due  inquiry  into  the  reputation  and  capacity  of  the  candidate,  unless  by  a 
dispensation. 

VI.  But  no  man  can  be  entered  a  brother  in  any  particular  Lodge,  or 
admitted  a  member  thereof,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  that  Lodge  then  present,  when  the  candidate  is  proposed;  and  when 
their  consent  is  formally  asked  by  the  Master,  they  are  to  give  their  consent 
in  their  own  prudent  way,  either  virtually  or  in  form,  but  with  unanimity ; 
nor  is  this  inherent  privilege  subject  to  a  dispensation,  because  the  mem- 
bers of  a  particular  Lodge  are  the  best  judges  of  it ;  and  because,  if  a  turb- 
ulent member  should  be  imposed  on  them,  it  might  spoil  their  harmony,  or 
hinder  the  freedom  of  their  communication,  or  even  break  or  disperse  the 
Lodge,  which  ought  to  be  avoided  by  all  that  are  true  and  faithful. 

VII.  Every  new  brother,  at  his  entry,  is  decently  to  clothe  the  Lodge, 
that  is,  all  the  brethren  present,  and  to  deposit  something  for  the  relief  of 
the  indigent  and  decayed  brethren,  as  the  candidate  shall  think  fit  to  bestow 
over  and  above  the  small  allowance  that  may  be  stated  in  the  By-Laws  of 
that  particular  Lodge,  which  charity  shall  be  kept  by  the  Cashier ;  also, 
the  candidate  shall  solemnly  promise  to  submit  to  the  constitution,  and  other 
good  usages  that  shall  be  intimated  to  him  in  time  and  place  convenient. 

VIII.  No  set  or  number  of  brethren  shall  withdraw  or  separate  them- 
selves from  the  Lodge  in  which  they  were  made,  or  were  afterwards  ad- 
mitted members,  unless  the  Lodge  become  too  numerous ;  nor  even  then, 
without  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy ;  and  when  thus 
separated,  they  must  either  immediately  join  themselves  to  such  other 
Lodges  that  they  shall  like  best,  who  are  willing  to  receive  them,  or  else 
obtain  the  Grand  Master's  warrant  to  join  in  forming  a  new  Lodge,  to  be 
regularly  constituted  in  good  time. 

If  any  set  or  number  of  Masons  shall  take  upon  themselves  to  form  a 
Lodge  without  the  Grand  Master's  warrant,  the  regular  Lodges  are  not  to 
countenance  them,  nor  own  them  as  fair  brethren,  duly  formed,  nor  approve 
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of  their  acts  and  deeds ;  but  must  treat  them  as  rebels,  until  they  humble 
themselves  as  the  Grand  Master  shall,  in  his  prudence  direct,  and  until  he 
approve  of  them  by  his  warrant  signified  to  the  other  Lodges,  as  the  custom 
is  when  a  new  Lodge  is  to  be  registered  in  the  Grand  Lodge  book. 

IX  But  if  any  brother  so  far  misbehave  himself  as  to  render  his 
Lodge  uneasy,  he  shall  be  thrice  duly  admonished  by  the  Master  and  War- 
dens in  that  Lodge  formed ;  and  if  he  will  not  refrain  his  imprudence  nor 
obediently  submit  to  the  advice  of  his  brethren,  he  shall  be  dealt  with  ac- 
cording to  the  By-Laws  of  that  particular  Lodge;  or  else  in  such  manner 
as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall,  in  their  great  prudence,  think  fit,  for  winch  a 
new  regulation  may  be  afterwards  made. 

X  The  majority  of  every  particular  Lodge,  when  congregated,  not  else, 
shall  have  privilege  of  giving  instructions  to  their  Master  and  Wardens 
before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  because  the  said  officers  are 
S  representatives,  and  supposed  to  speak  the  sentiments  of  then-  brethren 

at  the  said  Grand  Lodge. 

XI  All  particular  Lodges  are  to  observe  the  like  usages  as  much  as 
possible;  in  order  to  which,  and  also  for  cultivating  a  good  understanding 
amono Freemasons,  some  members  of  every  Lodge  shall  he  deputed  to 
visit  other  Lodges  as  often  as  shall  he  thought  convenient. 

XII  The  Grand  Lodge  consists  of,  and  is  formed  by,  the  Masters  and 
Wardens  of  all  the  particular  Lodges  upon  record,  with  the  Grand  Master 
ItheiThead,the  Deputy  on  his  left  hand,  and  the  Grand  Wardens  m  their 

Pl  These  must  have  their  quarterly  communications,  or  monthly  meetings 
and  adjournments,  as  often  as  occasion  requires,  in  some  convenient  place, 
ZZ Grand  Master  shall  appoint,  where  none  shall  be  present  but  its  own 
proper  members,  without  leave  asked  and  given ;  and  while  such  a  stran- 
L  though  a  brother,  stays,  he  is  not  allowed  to  vote,  nor  even  to  speak  o 
any  question  without  leave  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  unless  he  is  desired  to 

glVlll  mXTsTn  the  Grand  Lodge  are  determined  by  a  majority  of  votes, 
each  member  having  one  vote,  and  the  Grand  Master  two  votes  unless  the 
Grand  Lodge  leave  any' particular  thing  to  the  determination  of  the  Grand 
Master  for  the  sake  of  expedition. 

XIII  At  the  Grand  Lodge  meetings,  all  matters  that  concern  the  fra- 
ternity in  general,  or  particular  Lodges,  or  single  brothers,  are  sedately  and 

mTX^™^M Fellow  Crafts  and  Masters  only  here' 

unless  by  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master. 

2  Here  also  all  differences  that  cannot  be  made  up  or  accommodated 
privately  nor  by  a  particular  Lodge,  are  to  be  seriously  considered  and 
decided;  and  i/any  brother  thinks  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision,  he 
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may  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  next  ensuing,  and  leave  his  appeal  in 
writing  with  the  Grand  Master,  the  Deputy,  or  Grand  Wardens. 

3.  Hither  also  all  the  officers  of  particular  Lodges  shall  bring  a  list  of 
such  members  as  have  been  made,  or  even  admitted  by  them  since  the  last 
Grand  Lodge. 

4.  There  shall  be  books  kept  by  the  Grand  Master  or  Deputy,  or  rather 
by  some  other  brother  appointed  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  wherein 
shall  be  recorded  all  the  Lodges,  with  the  usual  times  and  places  of  their 
forming,  and  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  each  Lodge ;  also  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  are  proper  to  be  written. 

5.  The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consider  of  the  most  prudent  and  effectual 
means  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  what  money  shall  be  lodged  with  them 
on  charity,  towards  the  relief  only  of  any  true  brother  fallen  into  poverty 
and  decay,  but  none  else. 

6.  But  each  particular  Lodge  may  dispose  of  their  own  charity  for  poor 
brothers,  according  to  their  own  By-Laws,  until  it  be  agreed  by  all  the 
Lodges  in  a  new  regulation,  to  carry  in  the  charity  collected  by  them  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  their  quarterly  or  annual  communication,  in  order  to 
make  a  common  stock  for  the  more  handsome  relief  of  poor  brethren. 

7.  They  shall  appoint  a  Treasurer,  a  brother  of  worldly  substance,  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  shall  be 
always  present,  and  have  power  to  move  to  the  Grand  Lodge  any  thing 
that  concerns  his  office. 

8.  To  him  shall  be  committed  all  money  raised  for  the  general  charity, 
or  for  any  other  use  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  he  shall  write  down  in  a 
book,  with  the  respective  ends  and  uses  for  which  the  several  sums  are  in- 
tended, and  shall  expend  or  disburse  the  same  by  such  a  certain  order 
signed,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  hereafter  agree  by  a  new  regulation. 

But  by  virtue  of  his  office,  as  Treasurer,  without  any  other  qualification, 
he  shall  not  vote  in  choosing  a  new  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Wardens, 
though  in  every  other  transaction. 

9.  In  like  manner  the  Secretary  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  shall  vote  in  every  thing,  except  in 
choosing  Grand  Officers. 

10.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  may  each  have  a  clerk  or  assistant 
if  they  think  fit,  who  must  be  a  brother  and  a  Master  Mason,  but  must 
never  be  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  nor  speak  without  being  allowed 
or  commanded. 

11.  The  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  have  authority  always  to  command 
the  Treasurer  and  Secretary  to  attend  him,  with  their  clerks  and  books,  in 
order  to  see  how  matters  go  on,  and  to  know  what  is  expedient  to  be  done 
upon  an  emergency. 
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12.  Another  brother  and  Master  Mason  should  be  appointed  the  Tyler, 
to  look  after  the  door ;  but  he  must  be  no  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

13.  But  these  offices  may  be  further  explained  by  a  new  regulation, 
when  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  them  may  more  appear  than  at 
present  to  the  fraternity. 

XIV.  If  at  any  Grand  Lodge,  stated  or  occasional,  monthly  or  annual, 
the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy  should  both  be  absent,  then  the  present 
Master  of  a  Lodge  that  has  longest  been  a  Freemason,  shall  take  the  chair 
and  preside  as  Grand  Master  pro  tempore,  and  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
honor  and  power  for  the  time  being,  provided  there  is  no  brother  present 
that  has  been  Grand  Master  or  Deputy  formerly;  for  the  last  former 
Grand  Master  or  Deputy  in  company  takes  place  of  right,  in  the  absence 
of  a  Grand  Master  or  Deputy. 

XV.  In  the  Grand  Lodge  none  can  act  as  Wardens  but  the  present 
Grand  Wardens,  if  in  company ;  and,  if  absent,  the  Grand  Master  shall 
order  private  Wardens  to  act  as  Grand  Wardens  pro  tempore,  whose  places 
are  to  be  supplied  by  two  Fellow  Crafts  or  Master  Masons  of  the  same 
Lodge,  called  forth  to  act,  or  sent  thither  by  the  Master  thereof ;  or  if  by 
him  omitted,  the  Grand  Master,  or  he  that  presides,  shall  call  them  forth 
to  act,  so  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  be  always  complete. 

XVI.  1,  The  Grand  Wardens,  or  any  others,  are  first  to  advise  with 
the  Deputy  about  the  affairs  of  the  Lodges  or  private  single  brothers,  and 
are  not  to  apply  to  the  Grand  Master  without  the  knowledge  of  the  Dep- 
uty, unless  he  refuses  his  concurrence. 

2.  In  which  case,  or  in  case  of  any  difference  of  sentiment  between  the 
Deputy  and  Grand  Wardens,  or  other  brothers,  both  parties  are  to  go  to 
the  Grand  Master  by  consent,  who,  by  virtue  of  his  great  authority  and 
power,  can  easily 'decide  the  controversy  and  make  up  the  difference. 

3.  The  Grand  Master  should  not  receive  any  private  intimation  of 
business  concerning  Masons  and  Masonry,  but  from  his  Deputy  first,  except 
in  such  cases  as  his  Worship  can  easily  judge  of;  and  if  the  application  to 
the  Grand  Master  be  irregular,  his  Worship  can  order  the  Grand  War- 
dens, or  any  so  applying,  to  wait  upon  the  Deputy,  who  is  speedily  to  pre- 
pare the  business  and  lay  it  orderly  before  his  Worship. 

XVII.  No  Grand  Master,  Grand  Warden,  Treasurer  or  Secretary,  or 
whoever  acts  for  them,  or  in  their  stead,  pro  tempore,  can,  at  the  same 
time,  act  as  the  Master  or  Warden  of  a  particular  Lodge ;  but  as  soon  as 
any  of  them  has  discharged  his  public  office,  he  returns  to  that  post  or 
station  in  his  particular  Lodge  from  which  he  was  called  to  officiate. 

XVIII.  1.  If  the  Deputy  be  sick,  or  necessarily  absent,  the  Grand 
Master  can  choose  any  brother  he  pleases  to  act  as  his  Deputy  pro  tempore. 

2.  But  he  that  is  chosen  Deputy  at  the  installation,  and  also  the  Grand 
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Wardens,  cannot  be  discharged  unless  the  cause  fairly  appear  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

3.  For  the  Grand  Master,  if  he  is  uneasy,  may  call  a  Grand  Lodge  on 
purpose  to  lay  the  cause  before  them  for  their  advice  and  concurrence. 

And  if  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  reconcile  the  Grand 
Master  with  his  Deputy  or  Wardens,  they  are  to  allow  the  Grand  Master 
to  discharge  his  Deputy  or  Wardens,  and  to  choose  another  Deputy  imme- 
diately ;  and  the  same  Grand  Lodge,  in  that  case,  shall  forthwith  choose 
other  Grand  Wardens,  so  that  harmony  and  peace  may  be  preserved. 

XIX.  If  the  Grand  Master  should  abuse  his  great  power,  and  render 
himself  unworthy  of  the  obedience  and  submission  of  the  Lodge,  he  shall 
be  treated  in  a  way  and  manner  to  be  agreed  upon  in  a  new  regulation, 
because  hitherto  the  ancient  fraternity  have  had  no  occasion  for  it. 

XX.  The  Grand  Master,  with  his  Deputy,  Grand  Wardens,  and  Sec- 
retary, shall,  at  least  once,  go  around  and  visit  all  the  Lodges  about  town 
during  his  mastership. 

XXI.  If  the  Grand  Master  dies  during  his  mastership,  or,  by  sickness, 
or  by  being  beyond  sea,  or  any  other  way  be  rendered  incapable  of  dis- 
charging his  office,  the  Deputy,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Grand  War- 
den, or,  in  his  absence,  the  Junior  Grand  Warden,  or,  in  his  absence,  any 
three  Masters  of  Lodges,  shall  assemble  at  the  Grand  Lodge  immediately, 
in  order  to  advise  together  upon  the  emergency,  and  to  send  two  of  their 
number  to  invite  the  last  Grand  Master  to  resume  his  office,  which  now  of 
course  reverts  to  him ;  and  if  he  refuses  to  act,  then  the  next  last,  and  so 
backward;  but  if  no  former  Grand  Master  be  found,  the  present  Deputy 
shall  act  as  principal  till  a  new  Grand  Master  is  chosen;  or,  if  there  be  no 
Deputy,  then  the  oldest  Mason,  the  present  Master  of  a  Lodge. 

XXII.  The  brethren  of  all  the  regular  Lodges  in  and  near  the  city  of 
London,  shall  meet  in  some  convenient  place  on  every  St.  John's  day;  and 
when  business  is  over,  they  may  repair  to  their  festival  dinners,  as  they 
shall  think  most  convenient;  and  when  St.  John's  day  happens  to  be  on  a 
Sunday,  then  the  public  meeting  shall  be  on  the  next  Monday. 

The  Grand  Lodge  must  meet  in  some  convenient  place  on  St.  John  the 
Evangelist's  day,  in  every  year,  in  order  to  proclaim  the  new  or  recognize 
the  old  Grand  Master,  Deputy  and  Grand  Wardens. 

XXIII.  If  the  present  Grand  Master  shall  consent  to  continue  a  second 
year,  then  one  of  the  Grand  Lodge  deputed  for  that  purpose,  shall  repre- 
sent to  all  the  brethren,  his  Worship's  good  government,  etc.,  and  turning 
to  him,  shall,  in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  humbly  request  him  to  do 

the  fraternity  the  great  honor — if  nobly  born,  if  not,  the  great  kindness  

of  continuing  to  be  their  Grand  Master  for  the  year  ensuing;  and  his  Wor- 
ship declaring  his  consent  thereto,  in  manner  he  thinks  proper,  the  Grand 
Secretary  shall  thrice  proclaim  him  aloud :  Grand  Master  of  Masons 
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All  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  salute  him  in  due  form, 
according  to  the  ancient  and  laudable  custom  of  Free  Masons. 

XXIV.  The  present  Grand  Master  shall  nominate  his  successor  for  the 
year  ensuing;  who,  if  unanimously  approved  of  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
there  present,  he  shall  be  proclaimed,  saluted  and  congratulated,  the  new 
Grand  Master,  as  before  hinted;  and  immediately  installed  by  the  last 
Grand  Master,  according  to  an  ancient  usage. 

But  if  that  nomination  is  not  unanimously  approved,  the  new  Grand 
Master  shall  be  chosen  immediately  by  ballot,  viz :  every  Master  and  War- 
den writing  his  man's  name,  and  the  last  Grand  Master  writing  his  man's 
name  too,  and  the  man  whose  name  the  last  Grand  Master  shall  first  take 
out  casually,  or  by  chance,  shall  be  Grand  Master  of  Masons  for  the  year 
ensuing;  and,  if  present,  he  shall  be  proclaimed,  saluted  and  congratulated, 
as  before  hinted,  and  forthwith  installed  by  the  last  Grand  Master,  accord- 
ing to  usage. 

XXV.  1.  The  last  Grand  Master  thus  continued,  or  the  new  Grand 
Master  thus  installed,  shall  next,  as  his  inherent  right,  nominate  and  appoint 
his  Deputy  Grand  Master,  either  the  last  or  a  new  one,  who  shall  also  be 
proclaimed,  saluted  and  congratulated,  in  due  form. 

2.  The  new  Grand  Master  shall  also  nominate  his  new  Grand  Wardens; 
and,'  if  unanimously  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  shall  also  be  forth- 
with proclaimed,  saluted  and  congratulated,  in  due  form. 

XXVI.  That  if  the  brother  whom  the  present  Grand  Master  shall 
nominate  for  his  successor,  or  whom  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  choose  by  bal- 
lot, as  above,  be  out  of  town  and  has  returned  his  answer,  that  he  will 
accept  of  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  he  shall  be  proclaimed,  as  before,  in 
regulation  XXIII,  and  may  be  installed  by  proxy,  which  proxy  must  be 
the  present  or  former  Grand  Master,  who  shall  act  in  his  name,  and  receive 
the  usual  honors,  homage  and  congratulations. 

XXVII.  Every  Grand  Lodge  has  an  inherent  power  and  authority  to 
make  new  regulations,  or  to  alter  these  for  the  real  benefit  of  the  ancient 
fraternity;  provided  always,  that  the  old  landmarks  be  carefully  preserved, 
and  that  such  new  regulations  and  alterations  be  proposed  and  agreed  to 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  they  be  submitted  to  the  perusal  of  all  the 
brethren,  in  writing,  whose  approbation  and  consent,  or  the  majority  thereof, 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  make  the  same  binding  and  obligatory;  which 
must,  therefore,  after  the  new  Grand  Master  is  installed,  be  solemnly  desir- 
ed and  obtained  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  it  was  for  these  old  regulations, 
by  a  great  number  of  brethren. 

My  son,  forget  not  my  law;  but  let  thine  heart  keep  my  commandments,  and  remove 
not  the  ancient  landmark  which  thy  fathers  have  set.-SoLOMON. 
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"Whereas,  every  Grand  Lodge  possesses  the  inherent  power  to  form  a 
Constitution,  as  the  fundamental  law  of  its  Masonic  action,  and  to  enact 
such  By-Laws,  from  time  to  time,  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  its  own 
government ;  and  to  make  such  rules  and  prescribe  such  regulations  for 
the  administration  of  its  subordinate  Lodges  as  will  insure  the  prosperity 
thereof,  and  promote  the  general  good  of  Masonry :  And  whereas, 
every  Grand  Lodge  is  the  true  representative  of  all  the  fraternity  in 
communication  therewith,  and  is  in  that  behalf  an  absolute  and  indepen- 
dent body,  with  supreme  legislative  authority  :  Provided,  always,  That 
the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order  be  held  inviolate :  Therefore,  upon 
these  principles,  which  have  never  been  disputed,  The  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ohio  does  hereby  ordain,  establish  and  promulgate  the  following 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  for  its  future  government;  and  does 
make  and  prescribe  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction : 

Article  I. 

This  Grand  Lodge  shall  forever  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  and 
style  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honorable  Fraternity 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Article  II. 

The  Grand  Lodge  shall  consist  of  a  Grand  Master,  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Senior  Grand  Warden,  Junior  Grand  Warden,  Grand  Treasurer, 
Grand  Secretary,  Grand  Chaplain,  Grand  Orator,  Grand  Lecturer,  Grand 
Marshal,  Senior  Grand  Deacon,  Junior  Grand  Deacon,  and  Grand  Tyler ; 
with  such  other  officers  as  it  may  from  time  to  time  create ;  together  with 
the  Masters  and  Wardens,  or  their  proxies,  duly  constituted,  of  the  char- 
tered Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction ;  and  such  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  as  shall  be  present  and  are  members  of  a 
subordinate  Lodge. 
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Article  III. 

The  Grand  Lodge  shall  hold  a  stated  communication  at  least  once  in 
every  two  years,  at  such  time  and  in  such  place  as  may  be  designated  in 
its  By-Laws. 

Article  IV. 

The  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  be  opened,  nor  shall  any  business  be  trans- 
acted therein,  unless  there  be  present  a  representative  from  at  least  ten  of 
the  chartered  Lodges ;  but  a  smaller  number  may  meet  and  adjourn  from 
day  to  day,  until  a  constitutional  quorum  shall  attend. 

Article  V. 

The  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  styled  and  take  rank  as  follows  : 
The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Warden, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Grand  Treasurer, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Grand  Secretary, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Grand  Chaplain, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Grand  Orator, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Grand  Lecturer, 
"    Right  Worshipful  Grand  Marshal, 
"    Worshipful  Senior  Grand  Deacon, 
"    Worshipful  Junior  Grand  Deacon, 
"    Grand  Tyler. 

Article  VI. 

No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Grand  Master,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  or  Grand  Warden,  who  has  not  been  duly  elected,  installed 
and  presided  over  a  subordinate  Lodge. 

Article  VII. 

At  each  stated  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  there  shall  be  elected 
by  ballot,  from  among  the  brethren  who  are  at  the  time  constitutionally 
eligible  to  seats  therein,  a  Grand  Master,  a  Deputy  Grand  Master,  a  Grand 
Senior  Warden,  a  Grand  Junior  Warden,  a  Grand  Treasurer,  and  a  Grand 
Secretary;  all  other  Grand  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Master,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Article  VIII. 

No  Grand  Officer  shall  officiate  in  the  station  to  which  he  is  elected, 
until  he  has  been  legally  installed.

Article  IX. 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  has  the  right  to  convene  the  Grand 
Lodge,  in  special  grand  communication,  on  any  emergency  which  in  his 
judgment  may  require  it.  He  has  the  power,  at  his  discretion,  to  assemble 
any  subordinate  Lodge  and  preside  therein,  inspect  its  work,  and  require  a 
strict  conformity  to  the  constitutional  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Order. 
For  good  cause  he  may  suspend  the  functions  of  any  such  Lodge  until  the 
ensuing  stated  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  his  prerogative 
to  make  Masons  at  sight,  and  for  this  purpose  may  summon  to  his  assistance 
such  brethren  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  He  has  the  command  of  every 
other  Grand  Officer  touching  the  duties  and  ministrations  of  their  several 
offices  ;  and  may  call  on  any  and  all  of  them,  at  any  time,  for  advice  and 
assistance  on  all  business  relative  to  the  Craft. 

Article  X. 

In  case  of  the  death,  absence  or  inability  of  the  Grand  Master,  the 
powers  and  duties  of  his  station,  for  all  regular  and  necessary  purposes, 
shall  for  the  time  being  devolve  upon  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  Senior 
Grand  Warden,  or  Junior  Grand  Warden,  in  the  order  here  enumerated. 

Article  XL 

During  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  and  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  severally,  have  power  to  grant  dispensations  under  their 
private  seals  for  instituting  new  Lodges. 

Article  XII. 

No  dispensation  shall  be  granted  for  constituting  a  new  Lodge  except 
upon  the  petition  of  eight  Master  Masons,  one  of  whom  must  be  a  Past 
Master ;  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Lodge  nearest  the  location  of  the 
new  Lodge,  vouching  for  the  moral  character  and  Masonic  qualifications  of 
the  petitioners. 

Article  XIII. 

No  warrant  or  dispensation,  for  the  institution  of  a  new  Lodge,  shall  be 
granted  for  a  less  sum  than  fifty  dollars. 

Article  XIV. 

No  charter  or  dispensation,  for  constituting  new  Lodges,  shall  be  granted 
to  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  residing  out  of  this  State,  if  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  constitutional  Grand  Lodge. 

Article  XV. 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  sub- 
jects of  Masonic  legislation,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  from  the  decisions  of 
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the  subordinate  Lodges ;  and  its  enactments  and  decisions  upon  all  ques- 
tions shall  be  the  supreme  Masonic  law  of  the  State.  It  shall  prescribe 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  subordinate  Lodges 
as  will,  in  its  arbitrament,  conduce  to  the  welfare,  prosperity  and  happiness 
of  the  Craft ;  and  may  require  from  them  such  dues  and  fees  as  will  at  all 
times  discharge  the  engagements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Article  XVI. 

The  Book  of  Constitutions,  hereunto  attached,  this  Grand  Lodge  does 
recognize  and  adopt  as  the  fundamental  laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  Masons  ;  and  declares  that  it  should  be  frequently  read  and 
perused  by  Masters  and  other  Craftsmen,  as  well  within  the  subordinate 
Lodges  as  thereout,  to  the  end  that  none  may  be  ignorant  of  the  excellent 
principles  and  precepts  it  inculcates. 

Article  XVII. 

This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended  in  the  following  manner 
only :  The  proposed  alteration  or  amendment  must  be  made  in  writing,  at 
some  stated  communication ;  if  seconded  by  a  majority  of  votes,  it  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  minutes,  and  be  thereby  submitted  to  the  several  subordi- 
nate Lodges  for  their  approval  or  rejection.  If  two-thirds  of  the  Lodges 
approve  thereof  by  certificate,  over  their  respective  seals,  to  the  next  suc- 
ceeding Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  shall  put  the  question  upon  its 
adoption ;  and  if  concurred  in  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present,  it  shall  from  thenceforth  be  considered  as  part  and  parcel  of  this 
Constitution. 
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Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  except  for  good  cause  the  same  be  adjourned  for  a  longer  period ; 
but  in  no  event  shall  such  adjournment  extend  beyond  the  period  of  two 
years. 

Sec.  2.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  held  at 
■  ,  on  the  day  of  ,  annually. 

Sec.  3.  On  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a 
Master  Mason's  Lodge  shall  be  opened  in  ample  form,  at  10  o'clock  A.  M., 
when  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  examine  vis- 
iting brethren,  and  a  committee  to  examine  credentials,  each  to  consist  of 
three  members.  So  soon  as  a  constitutional  quorum  of  Lodges  is  ascer- 
tained to  be  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  shall  be  declared  open  for 
the  despatch  of  business,  and  the  Grand  Master  shall  then  appoint  the  fol- 
lowing standing  committees,  each  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more 
than  five  members,  to  wit:  A  committee  on  Accounts;  a  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations ;  a  committee  on  Foreign  Communications ;  a 
committee  on  Ways  and  Means ;  a  committee  on  Charity ;  a  committee  on 
Grievances  ;  a  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  ;  a  committee  to  prepare 
a  Pay  Roll ;  a  committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence ;  and  a  committee  on 
Returns  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  and 
correct  such  returns. 

Sec.  4.  The  standing  committees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  perform 
and  discharge  the  following  specific  duties,  to  wit : 

1.  The  committee  to  examine  visiting  brethren  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  their  appointment  according  to  established  Masonic  usage. 

2.  The  returns  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  the  credentials  of  rep- 
resentatives and  proxies,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  appointed  to 
examine  credentials,  who  shall  report  the  number  of  Lodges  that  are  rep- 
resented, the  names  of  the  representatives  and  proxies,  with  the  number  of 
votes  to  which  each  is  entitled. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Accounts  to  examine  the 
books  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary,  settle 
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and  balance  the  same,  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  funds  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

4.  The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  shall  particularly  ex- 
amine the  work,  records  and  By-Laws  of  all  Lodges  under  dispensation, 
and  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Officers  granting  the  same ;  they  shall 
examine  the  amended  By-Laws  of  all  the  chartered  Lodges,  submitted  for 
the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  they  will  note  all  matters  that  are  im- 
proper or  unconstitutional  in  any  of  such  work,  records  and  By-Laws,  and 
report  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  such  recommendations  as  they  shall  deem 
meet  and  proper  in  the  premises. 

5.  The  foreign  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  including  all  com- 
munications made  by  other  Grand  Lodges,  shall  be  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Communications,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  the 
same,  and  report  all  matters  found  therein  which  affect  the  general  or  local 
welfare  of  the  craft,  accompanied  with  such  recommendations  as  they  may 
consider  expedient. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means  to  take 
into  consideration  the  condition  of  the  funds  and  estate  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  all  propositions  and  resolutions  affecting  its  revenue  which  may 
be  offered.  They  shall  specifically  report  thereon  ;  and  may  recommend 
any  measures  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  operate  financially  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  institution. 

7.  All  applications  for  appropriations  from  the  charity  fund  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  committee  on  Charity,  who  shall 
consider  the  same,  and  make  report  thereon  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

8.  All  matters  of  controversy  and  grievance  brought  before  the  Grand 
Lodge,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  examine  into  the  same,  and  report  for  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  to  ex- 
amine and  report,  from  the  journal  of  the  previous  session,  all  such  matters 
as  were  then  pending  and  undetermined. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  prepare  a  Pay  Roll,  to  as- 
certain and  report  the  per  diem  and  traveling  compensation  allowed  to  the 
representatives  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  to 
investigate  and  report  upon  all  questions  that  may  be  referred  to  them  by 
the  Grand  Lodge :  Provided,  that  with  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
said  committee  may  retain  any  question  or  paper  referred  to  them,  and 
report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  grand  communication. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  considered  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to 
communicate  in  writing,  immediately  after  the  appointment  of  the  standing 
committees,  a  statement  of  his  official  acts  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge,  with  such  other  matters  as  he  may  deem  advantageous  to  the  craft. 
He  shall  also  give  to  the  Grand  Lodge  information  upon  subjects  of  Ma- 
sonic interest,  and  recommend  for  its  consideration  any  measures  he  shall 
deem  expedient ;  which  communication  shall  be  referred  to  such  appropri- 
ate committees  as  its  various  details  require.  The  Deputy  Grand  Master 
shall  also  report,  in  writing,  any  official  acts  performed  by  him  during  the 
recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  6.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  not  authorized  to  make  or  second 
any  motion ;  but  on  all  questions  where  there  is  an  equal  division,  he  shall 
give  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  7.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  to  install  his  suc- 
cessor and  his  Deputy,  when  present ;  but  he  may,  if  he  sees  fit,  authorize 
any  worthy  Past  Master  to  install  all  the  other  Grand  Officers. 

Sec.  8.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  shall  appoint,  at  each  stated  com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  Grand  Steward,  a  Grand  Sword  Bearer, 
and  two  Grand  Pursuivants. 

Sec.  9.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  of  any  of  the 
Grand  Officers,  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  has  authority  to  appoint  any  suitable  brother  to  fill  the  vacant  sta- 
tion, and  to  install  him  into  office. 

Sec.  10.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  in  office,  or  pro 
tempore,  to  subscribe  the  Journal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  every  grand  com- 
munication ;  and  no  transcript  or  minutes  therefrom  shall  at  any  time  be 
printed  or  published  until  examined  by  him,  and  subscribed  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  11.  On  all  questions  arising  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand 
Officers,  together  with  such  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  as  may  be  present  and  are  members  thereof,  shall  each  be  entitled 
to  one  vote ;  and  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  each  subordinate  Lodge,  or 
their  regularly  constituted  proxies,  shall  each  be  entitled  to  one  vote ;  but 
in  no  case  whatsoever  shall  a  member,  by  virtue  of  any  proxy  or  authority 
cast  more  than  three  votes. 

Sec.  12.    The  Grand  Tyler  shall  not,  ex  officio,  be  entitled  to  any  vote 
in  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  Master  and  Wardens  of  any 
subordinate  Lodge  to  appoint  a  suitable  brother,  being  a  member  of  some 
Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction,  his  or  their  proxy  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  cer- 
tified under  their  official  signatures ;  and  it  shall  in  like  manner  be  compe- 
tent for  any  Lodge,  the  officers  of  which  decline  attending  the  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  appoint  their  proxies  as  aforesaid,  to  designate 
and  make  choice  by  resolution  of  some  brother,  having  the  qualifications 
aforesaid,  the  proxy  of  said  Lodge ;  which  resolution  must  be  certified  by 
the  Secretary  thereof,  and  shall  entitle  the  brother  appointed  to  three  votes; 
Provided,  however,  That  no  Representative  or  proxy  from  a  subordinate 
57 
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Lodge,  shall  hold  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge  until  he  shall  produce  evidence 
that  the  Lodge  he  represents  has  discharged  in  full  its  Grand  dues. 

Sec.  14.  All  decisions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  given.  The  yeas  and  nays  may  be  ordered  upon  any 
question  at  the  request  of  three  members,  when  the  roll  shall  be  called  and 
every  vote  counted. 

Sec.  15.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds, 
securities  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  shall  pay  all  orders  from 
the  moneys  on  hand  that  may  be  directed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  other- 
wise constitutionally  drawn.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  all  the  commu- 
nications of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  his  books  of  account,  vouchers  for 
money  paid  out,  and  all  necessary  papers  relating  to  his  office,  in  order  that 
the  same  may  be  inspected  and  his  accounts  settled ;  and  he  shall  meet 
with  any  Grand  committee  when  required,  whose  general  or  special  prov- 
ince it  may  be  to  act  in  relation  to  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Before  entering  upon  any  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  give  bond  with 
security,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  direct,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge thereof. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  record  the 
transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  he  shall  attend  personally  each  grand 
communication,  with  the  necessary  books  and  papers  of  his  office;  he  shall 
keep  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  affix  the  same  with  his  attestation, 
to  all  instruments  required  to  be  so  executed ;  he  shall  receive,  receipt  for, 
and  immediately  pay  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  all  Grand  dues,  fees 
and  other  moneys,  handed  in  at  any  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
taking  a  proper  voucher  therefor;  he  shall  keep  a  faithful  journal  of  all  its 
proceedings,  distribute  the  same  when  ordered  to  be  printed  for  circulation, 
and  conduct  any  correspondence  required  of  him  under  the  orders  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  directions  of  the  Grand  Master ;  he  shall  procure  all 
necessary  books  and  stationery,  and  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  records, 
papers,  parchments,  certificates  and  documents,  other  than  those  belonging 
to  the  Grand  Treasurer ;,  he  shall  do  and  perform  any  other  duties  custom- 
ary to  his  office  and  the  established  usages  of  Masons;  and  for  his  services 
in  full,  he  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Sec  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  to  attend  the  com- 
munications of  the  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall,  under  the  advice  and  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  cause  the  work  of  the  several 
Lodges  to  be  uniform;  and  upon  any  question  and  difference  of  opinion 
arising  in  the  discharge  of  this  duty,  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  when 
in  session,  and  of  the  Grand  Master  at  all  other  times,  shall  be  final.  He 
shall  visit  the  subordinate  Lodges  when  called  upon  for  that  purpose,  and 
communicate  the  proper  and  uniform  mode  of  work  ;  and  for  his  services, 
he  shall  be  paid  by  the  Lodge  requiring  them. 
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Sec.  18.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  is  required  to  be  represented  at  the 
stated  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  such  representation  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for 
every  twenty-five  miles  going  to  and  returning  therefrom,  to  be  estimated 
by  the  most  direct  and  traveled  route,  and  two  dollars  for  each  day  of  atten- 
dance ;  Provided,  that  no  brother  shall  receive  compensation  as  the  Eepre- 
sentative  of  more  than  one  Lodge,  or  more  than  one  Representative  from 
one  Lodge ;  And,  provided  also,  that  no  representative,  delegate  or  proxy, 
who  shall  leave  said  Grand  Lodge  before  it  is  closed,  shall  receive  any 
compensation  for  his  travel  or  attendance,  unless  he  be  excused  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  19.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay,  annually,  to  the  Grand 
Lodge,  at  the  stated  meetings  thereof,  the  following  Grand  dues,  to  wit: 
For  each  initiation  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  and  for  each  member  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  cents ;  but  no  Grand  Lodge  dues  shall  be  required  for  any 
member  for  whom  an  initiation  fee  is  paid  during  the  same  year. 

Sec.  20.  Every  subordinate  Lodge  which  shall  not  be  represented  for 
two  successive  Grand  Communications,  and  neglects  for  two  consecutive 
years  to  discharge  its  Grand  dues,  shall  be  suspended  from  all  its  Masonic 
functions ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  give  such 
delinquent  Lodge  immediate  notice  thereof ;  and  unless,  within  one  year 
from  date  of  suspension,  the  said  Lodge  shall  faithfully  discharge  all  arrear- 
ages, and  show  good  cause  to  the  contrary,  it  shall  forfeit  its  Charter  and 
be  struck  from  the  roll  of  Lodges ;  and  in  no  case,  and  under  no  pretense 
whatever,  shall  such  Lodge  be  resuscitated  until  all  Grand  dues  be  paid, 
together  with  a  Dispensation  fee  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  21.  When  a  Charter  shall  be  surrendered,  or  become  forfeit,  the 
whole  of  the  property  of  the  subordinate  Lodge,  of  every  kind  and  descrip- 
tion, shall  be  vested  in  the  Grand  Lodge  and  subject  to  its  disposal. 

Sec.  22.  The  subordinate  Lodges  shall  have  authority  to  assess  such 
dues  upon  their  members  from  time  to  time,  as  they  shall  deem  just  and 
expedient;  and  the  By-Laws  of  each  Lodge  shall  designate  the  amount  of 
dues  so  assessed,  and  the  times  for  the  payment  thereof,  which  shall  be 
considered  sufficient  notice  to  each  member.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the 
imperative  duty  of  the  Master  to  cause  the  Secretary  to  enter  "  suspended," 
every  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears,  and  forthwith  to  notify  him  of  the 
same ;  if  within  a  reasonable  time  thereafter,  as  the  Lodge  may  determine, 
the  member  so  suspended  does  not  discharge  his  dues,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

Sec.  23.  The  Master  of  each  Lodge  shall  cause  the  Secretary  to  give 
immediate  notice  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  of  every  suspension  or  expulsion 
that  is  ordered  in  his  Lodge,  whether  for  non-payment  of  dues,  or  other- 
wise ;  and  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  suspension  or  expulsion  for  non-pay- 
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merit  of  dues,  works  an  absolute  forfeiture  for  the  time  being  of  all  Masonic 
privileges. 

Sec.  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  making  up  the 
annual  minutes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  publication,  to  embrace  therein  a 
list  of  the  suspensions  and  expulsions  from  the  several  Subordinate  Lodges, 
setting  forth  the  cause  in  each  particular  case. 

Sec.  25.  Whenever  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  abrogate  the  decision  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  suspending  or  expelling  a  brother,  and  thus  restore  him 
to  the  benefits  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  he  shall  not  thereby  be  reinstated 
to  membership  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  without  its  unanimous  consent. 

Sec.  26.  Every  society  of  Masons  applying  for  a  dispensation,  shall, 
before  the  same  be  granted,  deposit  with  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  Dep- 
uty Grand  Master  issuing  the  same,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  use  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  which  shall  entitle  the  Lodge  so  constituted  to  a  Charter, 
provided  its  work  is  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Sec.  27.  No  Dispensation  shall  authorize  a  Lodge  to  work  beyond  the 
period  fixed  for  the  next  succeeding  stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge ; 
at  which  time  the  Dispensation,  together  with  a  copy  of  its  By-Laws,  and 
a  record  of  its  proceedings,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
inspection ;  when  the  Dispensation  may  be  continued,  a  Charter  granted,  or 
its  labors  interdicted,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  may  deem  meet. 

Sec.  28.  No  Lodge  under  dispensation  shall  be  permitted  to  hold  a  pub- 
lic celebration  on  any  masonic  occasion  whatever,  unless  the  consent  of  the 
M.  W.  Grand  Master,  or  in  his  absence,-  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  be 
first  obtained. 

Sec.  29.  No  Lodge  is  authorized  to  commence  work  under  its  Charter 
until  the  officers  thereof  have  been  regularly  installed ;  and  for  this  purpose, 
whenever  a  Charter  is  granted,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  or  in  his  absence 
the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  shall  appoint  a  suitable  and  early  day  for  con- 
stituting said  Lodge,  and  for  the  installation  of  its  officers ;  and  when  con- 
venient, shall  in  person  conduct  such  ceremony.  They  have  the  power, 
however,  at  their  discretion,  to  appoint  some  worthy  Past  Master  to  act  as 
their  proxy  on  such  occasions. 

Sec.  30.  Every  resolution  or  motion,  contemplating  an  appropriation 
from  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  proposed  by,  or  referred  to 
some  standing  committee  of  that  body  before  it  can  be  acted  upon. 

Sec.  31.  When  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  on 
any  matter  of  Masonic  discipline,  shall  be  perfected  and  entered  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Grievances, 
or  decided  without  such  reference,  if  deemed  most  expedient ;  and  in  either 
case,  the  Subordinate  Lodge,  or  the  appellant  brother,  shall  have  the  bene- 
fit of  any  additional  testimony,  provided  the  same  has  been  taken  agreeably 
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to  the  notice  prescribed  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  txrand  Lodge, 
for  the  government  of  the  Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  32.  No  By-Law  shall  be  altered  or  done  away,  or  any  new  one 
adopted,  until  the  proposed  alteration,  amendment,  nullification  or  addition 
be  reduced  to  writing  and  seconded  by  five  members ;  it  shall  then  be  en- 
tered upon  the  minutes,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  succeeding  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Lodge,  when,  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
present,  the  same  shall  be  adopted :  Provided,  that  by  a  unanimous  vote, 
any  proposition  as  aforesaid,  may  be  acted  upon  instanter. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

OF 

THE  GRAND  LODGE  OF  OHIO 

FOE  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGES. 


I.  A  subordinate  Lodge  shall  consist  of  at  least  a  Master,  a  Senior  and 
Junior  Warden,  a  Treasurer,  Secretary,  Senior  and  Junior  Deacon,  a 
Tyler,  and  as  many  members  as  are  convenient.  The  officers  above  enu- 
merated shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  at  the  stated 
meeting  in  November  or  December,  annually,  and  be  installed  into  office 
as  near  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  as  practicable. 

II.  No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Mastership  unless  he  has  been 
elected  and  served  in  the  station  of  Warden  in  some  regular  Lodge.  In 
the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Senior  and  Junior  Warden,  according  to 
rank,  shall  succeed  to  the  duties  of  his  station. 

III.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  possesses  the  inherent  right  to  enact  By- 
Laws  and  ordinances  for  its  own  government,  provided  the  same  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry.  And  to  the 
end  that  these  shall  be  preserved  always  inviolate,  it  is  hereby  declared 
that  no  By-Law  or  ordinance  of  government  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  shall 
be  of  any  permanent  validity  until  approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

IV.  Each  Lodge  shall  assemble  for  work  at  least  once  in  every  calendar 
month ;  and  if  any  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  cease  to  meet  for 
twelve  successive  months,  it  shall  forfeit  its  charter  and  be  erased  from  the 
Grand  Lodge  book.    Previous  to  advancements,  all  candidates  shall  be 
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examined  in  open  Lodge  in  the  degree  which  they  have  taken,  and  be 
found  to  possess  at  least  a  knowledge  of  that  degree. 

V.  All  the  proceedings,  ballotings  and  business  of  the  Lodges,  shall  be 
had  in  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons,  that  of  conferring  the  inferior  degrees 
alone  excepted. 

VI.  No  religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  of  any  applicant  for  the 
benefits  of  Masonry,  other  than  a  steadfast  belief  in  the  existence  and  per- 
fections of  Deity  ;  and  no  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  receive  any 
candidate  without  the  acknowledgment  of  such  belief. 

VII.  No  Lodge  shall  confer  the  first  three  degrees  in  Masonry  for  a  less 
sum  than  fifteen  dollars.  A  unanimous  vote  must  be  had  in  favor  of  the 
applicant  for  each  degree,  but  in  no  case  shall  a  ballot  be  taken  until  the 
money  required  for  the  fee  shall  be  in  actual  deposit. 

VIII.  No  Lodge,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Wardens,  shall  initi- 
ate, craft,  or  raise,  unless  a  Past  Master  be  present  and  presiding. 

IX.  All  applications  for  initiation,  or  for  membership,  shall  be  made  at 
the  regular  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  and  lie  over  at  least  from  one 
communication  to  another,  unless,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  it  shall  be  regarded  a  case  of  emergency ;  when,  by  a  unani- 
mous vote,  a  ballot  may  be  ordered. 

X.  After  a  petition  is  regularly  received  by  a  subordinate  Lodge,  and 
entered  upon  its  minutes,  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent  of 
the  said  Lodge— at  least  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  concurring 
therein. 

XL  If  any  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  shall,  from  trifling,  captious, 
sinister  or  unworthy  motives,  attempt  to  arrest  the  legitimate  work  of  his 
Lodge,  he  shall  thereby  be  rendered  amenable  to  Masonic  discipline.  And 
it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Lodges,  in  all  such  cases,  to  proceed  to  the  in- 
vestigation thereof,  and  to  reprimand,  suspend  or  expel  the  offending  mem- 
ber, as  a  majority  present  may  deem  best. 

XII.  No  Lodge  shall  initiate  into  the  mysteries  of  the  craft  any  person 
whomsoever,  without  being  first  satisfied  by  a  test,  or  otherwise,  that  the 
candidate  has  not  made  application  to  some  other  Lodge  and  been  rejected ; 
and  if  it  shall  appear  that  he  has  been  rejected,  then  the  Lodge  must  be 
satisfactorily  convinced  that  such  rejection  has  not  been  on  account  of  any 
circumstances  that  ought  to  preclude  him  from  the  benefits  of  Masonry ; 
otherwise  the  interdiction  is  positive  and  peremptory. 

XIII.  No  Lodge  shall  receive  into  membership  a  Mason  from  any  other 
Lodge,  until  he  shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  paid  all 
dues  to  the  Lodge  of  which  he  was  last  a  member. 

XIV.  No  one  can  become  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge,  or  be  enti- 
tled to  any  vote  therein,  until  he  has  received  the  third  degree  in  Masonry. 

XV.  No  candidate  shall  be  received  in  any  Lodge  but  the  one  nearest 
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his  residence  :  Provided  he  may  be  received  in  any  other  Lodge  by  the 
vote  of  said  nearest  Lodge  :  Provided,  further,  that  in  any  city  or  town, 
any  Lodge  therein  may  receive  an  applicant  resident  in  said  city  or  town. 

XVI.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Lodge  under  this  jurisdiction  to  re- 
ceive as  a  visitor,  a  brother  while  known  to  be  under  sentence  of  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion  from  any  constitutional  Masonic  body. 

XVII.  When  the  physical  disabilities  of  a  candidate  are  not  such  as  to 
prevent  him  from  being  initiated  into  the  several  degrees  and  mysteries  of 
Freemasonry,  his  admission  shall  not  be  construed  an  infringement  upon 
the  ancient  landmarks,  but,  on  the  contrary,  will  be  perfectly  consistent 
with  the  spirit  of  the  institution. 

XVIII.  In  no  case,  for  non-payment  of  dues,  shall  a  subordinate  Lodge 
publish  in  a  newspaper  the  suspension  or  expulsion  of  any  of  its  members, 
unless  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  be 
first  obtained. 

XIX.  The  subordinate  Lodges  have  the  power,  at  their  discretion,  to 
require  of  all  Master  Masons  residing  within  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
to  contribute  pecuniary  aid  to  purposes  strictly  Masonic :  but  this  power 
shall  not  be  exercised  except  with  proper  caution  and  deliberation. 

XX.  Each  subordinate  Lodge  shall  bury  a  deceased  worthy  member  of 
its  body  with  Masonic  rites,  if  requested  by  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime,  or 
by  his  near  relations  after  his  death  ;  and  in  all  other  cases,  such  Masonic 
honors  may  be  granted  or  withheld  as  the  Lodge  may  consider  best. 

XXI.  When  convenient,  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  should  be  sup- 
plied with  libraries  of  useful  and  practical  books ;  and  it  is  enjoined  upon 
them,  as  often  as  it  is  feasible,  to  introduce  into  their  meetings,  lectures  and 
essays  upon  Masonic  polity,  and  the  various  arts  and  sciences  connected 
therewith. 

XXII.  Subordinate  Lodges  not  only  possess  the  power,  but  it  shall  be 
their  express  duty  to  take  cognizance  of  brethren  within  their  vicinities, 
whether  subordinate  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge  or  otherwise, 
and  to  suspend  or  expel  from  the  privileges  of  the  Order,  any  brother  who 
shall  be  found  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct — subject,  however,  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

XXIII.  No  subordinate  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  suspend  or  expel  a 
brother  for  unmasonic  conduct  of  any  description  whatever,  except  for  the 
non-payment  of  dues,  unless  it  be  upon  written  charges  and  specifications 
made  out  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
the  accused  brother  with  a  copy  thereof,  if  of  a  nature  to  be  reduced  to 
writing,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  trial,  with  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  trial.  It  is  the  privilege  of  the  accused  to  take  any  proof  or  testi- 
mony to  be  heard  in  evidence  that  he  may  desire,  upon  giving  three  days 
notice  to  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  ;  and  in  all  cases  when  the  hearing 
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comes  on,  the  whole  of  the  testimony  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  be 
carefully  preserved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  :  Provided,  that  when  a 
brother  charged  as  aforesaid,  shall  abscond,  proceedings  may  be  had  in  his 
absence,  without  notice. 

XXIV.  Any  brother  feeling  himself  aggrieved  by  the  decision  of  the 
Lodge  pronounced  against  him,  may  at  any  time  within  one  year  thereafter, 
take  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  on  his  application,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  such  Lodge  to  make  out  and  forward  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  a  certified  copy  of  the  proceedings  had  in  his  case,  with  the 
original  testimony,  as  far  as  the  same  shall  have  been  reduced  to  writing. 

XXV.  These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  altered  or  amended  in  the 
same  manner  as  prescribed  for  the  alteration  or  amendment  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 

FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS   OF  THE   GRAND  LODGE. 


1.  The  Most  "Worshipful  Grand  Master  shall  take  the  chair  every  day 
precisely  at  the  hour  to  which  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  adjourned  on 
the  preceding  day,  when  the  journal  shall  be  read,  to  the  end  that  any  mis- 
take or  improper  entries  may  be  corrected. 

2.  During  the  hours  of  business,  the  members  are  required  to  keep  their 
seats,  and  observe  strict  Order  and  decorum ;  and  no  member  shall  leave 
the  hall  without  leave,  or  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  unless  he  have  permission,  or  be  sick  and  unable  to  attend. 

3.  When  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  presiding  officer  rises,  all  debate 
shall  cease,  and  there  shall  be  strict  silence. 

4.  Every  member  shall  stand  when  he  speaks,  and  shall  address  himself 
with  respect  and  decorum  to  the  presiding  officer  for  the  time  being.  He 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  say  any  thing  which  will  have  a  tendency  wan- 
tonly to  inflame  or  irritate,  as  the  sole  objects  of  debate  are  to  enlighten 
and  expand  the  mind  on  the  subject  under  discussion,  to  elicit  truth,  and  to 
conscientiously  endeavor  to  have  every  thing  done  decently  and  in  order. 

5.  The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  or  the  presiding  officer,  shall  be  the  judge 
of  order  and  debate.  When  his  decision  is  fairly  questionable,  an  appeal 
may  be  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge;  but  such  appeal  must  be  neither 
captious,  contemptuous,  or  contumacious.  Truth,  justice  and  candor  must 
be  the  desiderata  in  such  appeal.

6.  No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any 
subject,  unless  it  is  merely  to  explain,  without  permission  from  the  Grand 
Lodge.  If  any  member  is  twice  called  to  order,  at  any  one  meeting,  for 
transgressing  these  rules,  and  is  guilty  of  a  third  offense  of  the  same  nature, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  peremptorily  order  him  to  leave  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and  he  may  further  be  amenable  to  reprimand,  suspension  or 
expulsion,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  deem  proper. 

7.  When  a  question  is  put,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  present 
to  vote,  unless  for  good  cause  the  Grand  Lodge  may  excuse  him ;  but  no 
member  shall  vote  upon  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  personally 
interested. 

8.  No  motion  shall  he  entertained  until  it  is  seconded;  and  there  shall  no 
debate  be  had  thereon  until  it  is  stated  by  the  chair. 

9.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  with  the  name  of  the  mover 
indorsed  thereon,  if  the  chair  or  Grand  Secretary  desire  it. 

10.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  here  arranged ;  and  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in 
order,  and  be  decided  without  debate. 

11.  Any  member  may  call  for  the  division  of  a  question,  which  shall  be 
divided,  if  it  comprehends  questions  so  distinct  that,  one  being  taken  away, 
the  rest  may  stand  entire  for  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  a  motion 
to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

12.  When  a  motion  has  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
the  reconsideration  thereof. 

13.  All  questions  shall  be  propounded  in  the  order  in  which  they  were 
moved,  except  in  filling  up  blanks,  when  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time 
shall  be  first  put. 

14.  No  report  shall  be  received  from  any  of  the  committees  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  unless  the  same  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  at  least  a  ma- 
jority of  the  members  thereof. 

15.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with- 
out special  leave. 

16.  These  Rules  of  Order  may  be  altered,  added  to,  or  abrogated,  at 
any  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  con- 
curring therein.

CHARGES. 

A  Charge  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  Vitruvius.* 

A  Mason  ought  to  have  a  soul  great  and  bold,  without  arrogance;  equit- 
able and  faithful ;  and  what  is  very  important,  entirely  free  from  avarice. 
For  it  is  utterly  impossible  ever  to  do  any  thing  well,  or  to  attain  any 
excellence  without  Fidelity  and  Honor.  He  ought,  therefore,  to  be  dis- 
interested ;  and  to  have  less  in  view  the  acquiring  riches,  than  honor  and 
respectability  to  the  Craft  and  himself.  Never  let  him  act  unworthy  his 
honorable  profession.    This  is  what  true  wisdom  prescribes. 

A  Charge  at  the  opening  of  a  Lodge. 

(ALTERED  FROM  PRESTON.) 

The  ways  of  science  are  beautiful.  Knowledge  is  attained  by  degrees. 
Wisdom  dwells  with  contemplation.  There  are  we  to  seek  her.  Though 
the  passage  be  difficult,  the  farther  we  proceed,  the  easier  it  will  become. 

If  we  are  united,  our  society  must  flourish.  Let  all  things  give  place  to 
peace  and  good  fellowship.  Uniting  in  the  grand  design,  let  us  be  happy 
in  ourselves,  and  endeavor  to  contribute  to  the  happiness  of  others.  Let 
us  promote  the  useful  arts,  and  by  them  mark  our  superiority  and  distinc- 
tion. Let  us  cultivate  the  moral  virtues,  and  improve  in  all  that  is  good 
and  amiable.  Let  the  genius  of  Freemasonry  preside  over  our  conduct, 
and  under  its  ameliorating  influence,  let  us  act  with  becoming  dignity.  Let 
our  recreations  be  innocent  and  pursued  with  moderation.  Never  let  us 
expose  our  professions  to  derision.  Thus  shall  we  act  in  conformity  to  our 
precepts,  and  support  the  name  we  have  always  borne,  of  being  a  respectable, 
a  regular  and  a  uniform  Society. 

Another. 

Behold,  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is 
For  brethren  to  dwell  together  in  unity ! 

It  is  like  the  precious  ointment  upon  the  head, 
That  ran  down  upon  the  beard, 


*  This  celebrated  and  accomplished  Roman,  Marcus  Vitruvius  Pojxis,  flourished  in  the  time  of 
Augustvts,  about  twenty  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ. 
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Even  Aaron's  beard: 

That  went  down  to  the  skirts  of  his  garments ; 
As  the  dew  of  Hermon, 

And  as  the  dew  that  descended  upon  the  mountains  of  Zion : 
For  there  the  Lord  commanded  the  blessing, 
Even  life  for  evermore. 

A  Charge  at  the  closing  of  a  Lodge. 

Brethren: — Your  are  now  about  to  quit  this  sacred  retreat  of  friend- 
ship and  virtue,  to  mix  again  with  the  world.  Amidst  its  cares,  its  con- 
cerns and  its  employments,  forget  not  the  lessons  and  duties  you  have 
heard  so  frequently  inculcated  in  this  Lodge.  Be  diligent  in  your  several 
stations,  prudent,  temperate  and  discreet  in  all  your  actions.  Remember 
that  around  this  sacred  altar  you  have  promised  to  befriend  the  unfortunate, 
and  relieve  every  brother  who  shall  need  your  assistance.  You  have 
promised  to  remind  him  in  the  most  tender  manner  of  his  failings,  and  to 
aid  him  in  his  reformation.  Vindicate  his  character  when  wrongfully  tra- 
duced. Suggest  in  his  behalf  the  most  candid  and  favorable  circumstances. 
Let  the  world  observe  how  Masons  love  one  another. 

These  generous  principles  are  to  extend  farther.  Every  human  being 
has  a  claim  upon  your  kind  offices.  Do  good  unto  all  men.  Recommend 
it  more  especially  to  the  household  of  the  faithful. 

By  diligence  in  the  duties  of  your  respective  callings,  by  liberal  benevo- 
lence and  diffusive  charity ;  by  constancy  and  fidelity  in  your  friendships ; 
by  uniformly  just,  amiable  and  virtuous  deportment,  you  will  establish  the 
beneficial  and  happy  effects  of  this  ancient  and  honorable  institution. 

Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  you  have  here  labored  in  vain,  and  spent 
your  strength  for  nought ;  for  your  work  is  with  the  Lord,  and  your 
recompense  with  your  God. 

Finally,  brethren,  be  ye  all  of  one  mind,  live  in  peace  with  one  another, 
and  may  the  God  of  Love  and  Peace  delight  to  dwell  with  you,  and  bless 
you.

May  the  blessings  of  Heaven  rest  upon  us,  and  upon  all  regular  Masons  ! 
May  brotherly  love  prevail,  and  every  moral  and  social  virtue  cement  us. 
And  may  each  one  of  us,  by  a  correct  walk  and  conversation,  procure  Thy 
gracious  favor,  oh !  blessed  Lord  God,  who  livest  and  reignest  in  inde- 
scribable glory  and  happiness,  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

Prayer  at  the  Initiation  of  a  Candidate. 

Oh !  Thou,  by  whose  Omnipotent  fiat  the  fabric  of  the  Universe  rose 
into  existence,  and  is  still  upheld !

Endue  him  with  a  competency  of  Thy  divine  wisdom, 
that,  by  the  secrets  of  our  art,  he  may  be  better  enabled  to  display  the 
beauties  of  brotherly  love,  relief,  and  truth,  to  the  honor  of  Thy  holy 
name.  Amen. 

Another. 

Oh  God,  the  Author  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift ;  we,  Thy  unworthy 
servants,  approach  Thy  Divine  Majesty  with  the  most  exalted  ideas  of  Thy 
character,  and  the  highest  reverence  for  Thy  perfections ;  with  gratitude 
for  Thy  great  goodness,  and  entire  submission  to  Thine  authority. 

We  beseech  Thee,  Thou  God  of  our  Fathers !  to  look  upon  us  in  mercy, 
and  to  bless  us.  Give  to  this  our  friend,  now  to  become  our  brother,  the 
spirit  of  wisdom  to  avoid  the  evil  and  to  choose  the  good  —  the  spirit  of 
meekness  and  forbearance  —  of  brotherly  love  and  charity ;  and  grant  that 
none  of  us  may  ever  abuse  our  precious  freedom;  but  that  in  all  our 
thoughts,  words  and  actions,  we  may  so  live  within  the  compass  of  Thy 
commands,  as  at  last  to  secure  a  seat  in  that  Holy  Temple,  of  which  the 
Lord  God  Almighty  is  the  light  thereof.  Amen. 

Genesis,  Chap.  1,  Ver.  1,  2,  3. 

In  the  beginning,  God  created  the  Heaven  and  the  Earth. 

And  the  Earth  was  without  form,  and  void :  and  darkness  was  on  the 
face  of  the  deep.  And  the  spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the 
waters. 

And  God  said,  Let  there  be  Light  :  And  there  was  Light. 
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Charge  to  an  Entered  Apprentice. 

Brother  :  You  are  now  initiated  into  the  first  principles  of  Masonry, 
and  we  offer  you  our  congratulations  upon  being  accepted  a  Fellow  into 
our  ancient  and  honorable  Order.  Ancient,  as  having  subsisted  from  time 
immemorial  —  and  honorable,  because  its  tendency  is  to  render  all  men 
such,  who  act  in  conformity  to  its  precepts.  No  institution  was  ever  raised 
upon  better  principles,  or  established  upon  a  more  permanent  foundation. 
The  several  lectures  appertaining  to  this  degree,  will  now  of  course  occupy 
some  of  your  attention.  At  all  convenient  times,  in  order  that  you  may 
improve  therein,  it  will  be  your  duty  to  converse  with  well-informed  breth- 
ren, who  will  cheerfully  communicate  to  you  the  required  instruction. 

As  a  Mason,  there  are  three  great  duties  which  you  are  charged  to  in- 
culcate :  they  are  the  duties  which  you  owe  to  God,  your  neighbor,  and 
yourself.  To  God,  in  never  mentioning  His  sacred  name  but  with  that 
reverential  awe  which  is  due  from  a  creature  to  his  Creator ;  to  implore 
His  gracious  favor  upon  all  your  laudable  undertakings,  and  ever  to  esteem 
Him  the  chief  good.  To  your  neighbor,  in  always  acting  with  him  upon 
the  square,  and  in  all  your  dealings,  your  communications  and  your  inter- 
course, doing  unto  him  as,  under  similar  circumstances,  you  would  desire 
him  to  do  unto  you.  To  yourself,  in  cultivating  every  social  virtue,  in 
avoiding  all  irregularity  and  intemperance,  and  shunning  every  object 
which  has  a  tendency  to  impair  your  faculties,  or  debase  the  dignity  of 
your  profession. 

In  the  state,  you  are  to  be  a  quiet  and  peaceable  subject,  true  to  your 
country,  and  just  to  your  government.  You  are  not  to  countenance  dis- 
loyalty or  rebellion,  but  must  patiently  submit  to  the  magisterial  authority 
of  the  land  in  which  you  live. 

In  your  intercourse  with  your  Masonic  brethren,  you  are  to  cultivate  a 
forgiving  and  charitable  disposition,  and  while  in  attendance  at  the  Lodge 
you  must  always  regard  it  as  a  place  sacred  to  friendship  and  brotherly 
love,  where  none  but  the  most  affectionate  feelings  are  to  be  cherished  and 
practiced. 

The  Great  Architect  of  the  universe  is  our  Supreme  Governor  and 
Master,  and  by  the  unerring  rule  he  has  given  us,  we  are  bound  to  regu- 
late our  work.  Political  and  religious  disputes  are  never  tolerated  within 
the  Lodge.  As  Masons,  we  proscribe  no  man  for  opinion's  sake,  and 
recognize  no  sectarian  creed.  We  follow  the  universal  religion  of  nature, 
and  this  is  the  common  centre,  around  which  are  congregated  in  one  holy, 
indivisible  bond  of  brotherhood,  men  of  every  tribe,  and  nation,  and  kin- 
dred, and  tongue  under  Heaven. 

Although  your  frequent  attendance  at  our  meetings  is  a  matter  of  duty, 
yet  it  is  not  intended  that  you  should  ever,  on  that  account,  neglect  your 
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customary  avocations ;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  strictly  enjoined  upon  you 
always  faithfully  and  punctually  to  perform  your  daily  work. 

You  are  not,  upon  any  occasion,  to  suffer  your  zeal  for  the  institution  to 
lead  you  into  quarrels  or  fruitless  arguments  with  those  whom  prejudice  or 
ignorance  may  cause  to  abuse  it.  Provided  you  live  up  to  the  principles 
of  Masonry,  your  own  actions  will  constitute  a  "living  epistle"  that  will  be 
its  most  eloquent  defense. 

Our  ancient  and  time-honored  Constitutions  you  are  to  search  and  study 
with  particular  care,  as  they  contain  the  fundamental  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  fraternity  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  We  seri- 
ously admonish  you  ever  to  keep  sacred  and  inviolable  the  mysteries  of 
our  Order,  as  these  are  the  criteria  to  distinguish  you  from  the  rest  of  the 
community,  and  mark  your  consequence  among  Masons. 

If,  within  the  circle  of  your  acquaintance,  you  discover  a  friend  desirous 
to  be  introduced  among  us,  you  must  be  cautious  not  to  recommend  him 
until  you  are  convinced  he  will  conform  to  all  our  requirements,  to  the  end 
that  the  honor  and  reputation  of  the  institution  may  be  fully  sustained,  and 
the  world  at  large  convinced  of  its  beneficial  effects. 

You  have,  upon  this  occasion,  taken  an  eventful  step  in  your  journey  of 
life ;  you  have  entered  upon  the  threshold  of  our  Mystic  Temple,  and  are 
now  bound  by  the  indissoluble  ties  of  fraternity  with  many  thousands  of 
your  fellow  beings,  all  of  whom  have  participated  in  the  same  ceremonies, 
and  traveled  the  same  road  with  yourself;  but  it  is  only  upon  the  threshold 
that  you  stand.  There  are  yet  many  wonderful  and  brilliant  apartments 
to  be  explored,  the  doors  of  which  are  strictly  guarded,  and  are  opened  to 
none  but  those  who  come  "duly  and  truly  prepared,"  and  are  "  well 
recommended." 

In  your  outward  demeanor,  then,  be  particularly  careful  to  avoid  censure 
and  reproach;  let  neither  interest,  nor  favor,  nor  prejudice  bias  your  in- 
tegrity, or  influence  you,  under  any  circumstances,  to  be  guilty  of  a  dis- 
honorable action. 

Finally,  Brother,  keep  it  always  in  mind,  that  we  are  all  probationers 
and  sojourners  here,  and  that  if  we  would  hereafter  participate  in  the  high 
and  glorious  mysteries  of  the  Celestial  Lodge,  we  must  so  fashion  our 
moral  trestle  board  as  to  meet  the  approbation  of  Him  who  is  a  Spirit  of 
immaculate  purity,  and  must  be  worshiped  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 


FELLOW  CRAFT  DEGREE. 

1  Corinthians,  Chapter  ami. 

Though  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men  and  of  angels,  and  have  not 
charity,  I  am  become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal.  And 
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though  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  understand  all  mysteries  and  all 
knowledge  ;  and  though  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove  mountains, 
and  have  not  charity,  I  am  nothing.  And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods 
to  feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned,  and  have  not 
charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing. 

Charity  suffereth  long  and  is  kind ;  charity  envieth  not;  charity  vaunteth 
not  itself,  is  not  puffed  up ;  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seeketh  not 
her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh  no  evil ;  rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity, 
but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth ;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things,  hopeth 
all  things,  endureth  all  things. 

Charity  never  faileth  :  but  whether  there  be  prophecies,  they  shall  fail ; 
whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall  cease ;  whether  there  be  knowledge, 
it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophecy  in  part. 
But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be 
done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a 
child,  I  thought  as  a  child :  but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish 
things.  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass  darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face : 
now  I  know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know,  even  as  also  I  am  known. 

And  now  abideth  Faith,  Hope,  Charity,  these  three  ;  but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  Charity. 

1  John,  Chapter  iv. 

Love  one  another..  God  is  Love :  and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love  dwelleth 
in  God,  and  God  in  him. 

Deuteronomy,  Chapter  v. 

I  am  the  Lord  thy  God.  *  *  *  Thou  shalt  have  none  other  gods 
before  me. 

Thou  shalt  not  make  to  thee  any  graven  image,  or  any  likeness  of  any 
thing  that  is  in  Heaven  above,  or  that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or  that  is  in 
the  waters  beneath  the  earth  ; 

Thou  shalt  not  bow  down  thyself  unto  them,  nor  serve  them :  for  I  the 
Lord  thy  God  am  a  jealous  God,  visiting  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon 
the  children  unto  the  third  and  fourth  generation  of  them  that  hate  me, 
and  showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that  love  me,  and  keep  my 
commandments. 

Thou  shalt  not  take  the  name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain :  for  the 
Lord  will  not  hold  him  guiltless  that  taketh  his  name  in  vain. 

Moral  Geometry. 

Geometry  is  the  first  and  noblest  of  all  sciences,  and  is  the  basis  upon 
which  the  superstructure  of  Masonry  is  erected.  By  geometry  we  can 
explore  the  hidden  arcana  of  nature,  and  trace  them  up  through  her  intri- 
cate windings  to  her  most  concealed  recesses.    By  it  we  are  taught  the 
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power,  the  wisdom,  the  omnipotence  and  the  unmeasured  goodness  of  the 
Great  Architect  of  all  things.  By  it  we  are  enabled  to  comprehend  the 
nice  arrangement  of  all  its  parts,  and  the  wonderful  proportions  which 
connect  together  the  stupendous  machinery  of  the  Universe.  By  it  we  can 
climb  above  the  canopy  of  the  Heavens — measure  the  distances  of  the 
most  remote  planets — detect  in  its  passage  a  ray  of  light,  and  marshal  into 
perfect  order  the  multitudinous  groups  of  worlds  that  are  scattered  over 
infinite  space.  By  it  we  can  rationally  account  for  the  return  of  the  varied 
seasons  of  the  year,  and  the  rich  and  prodigal  variety  which  each  succes- 
sive season  displays,  for  our  health,  our  instruction  and  our  pleasure. 

Worlds,  and  planets,  and  systems  of  surpassing  magnitude,  are  above 
and  around  us ;  all  created  by  the  same  Divine  Artist,  all  fashioned  by  the 
same  Master  hand,  all  conducted  by  the  same  unerring  laws.  A  survey  of 
Nature,  and  the  observation  of  her  beautiful  proportions,  no  doubt  first 
influenced  man  to  study  symmetry  and  order.  This  would  naturally  give 
rise  to  societies ;  and  in  the  course  of  time  to  luxury,  refinement  and  every 
useful  art.  The  designs  of  the  Architect  at  first  were  plain  and  simple, 
calculated  only  to  administer  to  his  immediate  wants ;  human  ingenuity 
and  experience,  however,  progressively  improved  upon  these  original 
plans,  until  there  have  been  produced  monuments  of  art,  so  finished  in 
their  execution,  and  so  perfect  in  their  structure,  as  to  fix  the  admiration 
of  every  age. 

In  imitation,  then,  of  our  ancient  brothers,  who  were  practical  working 
Masons,  the  fraternity  of  later  days  have  also  selected  tools  and  imple- 
ments of  architecture,  not  in  an  operative,  but  in  a  symbolical  and  specu- 
lative sense,  to  imprint  upon  the  mind  wise  and  serious  truths  ;  and  thus, 
through  a  succession  of  ages,  have  been  transmitted,  unimpaired,  the  sub- 
lime tenets  of  our  institution. 

The  lapse  of  time,  the  ruthless  hand  of  ignorance,  and  the  devastations  ' 
of  war,  have  laid  waste  and  destroyed  some  of  the  most  noble  monuments 
of  antiquity. 

Even  the  temple  of  Solomon,  so  spacious  in  its  design — so  majestic  in 
its.  proportions  —  so  magnificent  in  its  execution,  and  constructed  by  the 
united  exertions  of  so  many  celebrated  artists,  has  not  escaped  the  ravages 
of  barbarous  force ;  but  the  Order  to  which  it  gave  a  name,  still  exists  in 
all  the  harmony  of  its  first  formation,  and  it  has  gathered  unto  itself  power 
and  grandeur,  and  energy,  and  might,  amidst  the  desolate  ruins  of  the 
Temple.  Freemasonry  still  survives.  It  has  existed  where  all 
things  else  of  human  origin,  have  perished — the  tempest  of  persecution  has 
not  injured  it — the  mutations  of  the  world  have  not  shaken  it — the  wing 
of  Time  has  flapped  over  it  in  vain— through  centuries  of  changes  it  has 
stood  changeless  and  serene. 
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And  to  the  true  and  loyal  brother,  it  is  a  source  of  exulting  promise  to 
know  that  it  will  continue  to  survive,  so  long  as  the  attentive  ear  receives 
the  sound  from  the  instructive  tongue,  and  the  mysteries  of  the  Order  are 
lodged  in  the  repository  of  faithful  breasts. 

Charge  to  a  Fellow  Craft. 
Brother:— You  are  now  advanced  to  the  scond  degree  of  Masonry, 
and  we  congratulate  you  on  your  preferment.    The  ceremonies  you  have 
witnessed,  must  convince  you  that  it  is  a  rational  and  progressive  science, 
including  within  its  circle,  almost  every  branch  of  polite  learning. 

Under  the  veil  of  its  symbolic  cabala,  there  is  comprehended  a  regular 
system  of  knowledge,  and  though  to  a  contracted  mind,  many  of  its  illustra- 
tions may  appear  unimportant,  yet  upon  investigation,  they  will  be  found 
in  the  highest  degree  useful  and  interesting. 

The  accomplished  scholar  and  ingenious  artist  may  gather  wisdom  at  its 
shrines  of  learning,  while  in  the  research  of  its  latent  principles,  the  philos- 
opher and  mathematician  may  experience  equal  delight  and  satisfaction. 

To  exhaust  the  various  topics  of  which  it  treats,  would  transcend  the 
powers  of  the  brightest  genius ;  and  the  narrow  space  alloted  to  human 
life  would  fall  far  short  of  the  time  requisite  to  master  all  its  subjects  of 
inquiry.  Still,  however,  it  is  in  the  power,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
craftsman,  to  make  some  advance  in  our  necessary  learning,  and  not  to  be 
discouraged  and  turned  aside  because  the  task  he  attempts  may  at  first  ap- 
pear difficult— perhaps  insurmountable.  Every  thing  under  the  sun  has 
had  a  beginning— the  infant  crawls  before  it  walks,  and  it  lisps  the  accents 
of  childhood  before  it  speaks  in  the  language  of  a  man ;  the  Temple  of 
Solomon  was  many  years  in  its  construction,  and  even  the  Omnipotent  God 
took  six  days  to  fashion  and  create  the  universe. 

If  you  are  desirious  to  fulfil  the  requirements  of  Masonry,  we  bid  you 
to  be  encouraged  by  this  unexceptionable  example,  and  doubt  not,  with 
perseverence  and  application,  you  will  conquer  many  difficulties. 

At  each  step  you  advance  in  your  journey  of  knowledge,  new  pleasures 
will  expand  before  you,  and  instruction  of  the  noblest  kind  will  attend  all 
your  labors.  The  abstract  doctrines  of  Geometry  will  familiarize  your 
mind  to  frequent  meditation  and  close  reasoning,  while  an  intimate  acquaint- 
ance with  the  great  Book  of  Nature  will  show  you  the  wisdom,  power  and 
beneficence  of  the  Creator;  it  will  teach  you  lessons  of  humility,  fervency, 
faith  and  charity— and  fit  you  to  play  your  part  in  the  drama  of  human 
life,  with  honor  to  yourself,  and  with  credit  to  the  fraternity. 

It  is  unnecessary  here  to  recapitulate  the  indispensable  duties  which,  as 
a  Mason,  you  are  bound  to  discharge,  or  to  enlarge  upon  the  necessity  of  a 
strict  adherence  to  them,  as  by  this  time  your  own  experience  must  have 
fully  established  their  value.    Our  laws  and  regulations  you  are  strenuously 
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%  support,  and  be  always  ready  to  assist  in  seeing  them  duly  executed. 
You  are  not  to  palliate  or  aggravate  the  offenses  of  your  brethren;  but  in 
the  decision  of  every  trespass  against  our  rules,  you  are  to  judge  with  can- 
dor, admonish  with  friendship,  and  reprehend  with  justice. 

Such,  Brother,  is  the  nature  of  some  of  your  engagements  as  a  Fellow 
Craft  Mason;  such  are  the  duties  you  are  now  called  upon  to  perform, 
and  ever  bear  in  mind  that  you  are  bound  to  discharge  them  by  ties  the 
most  serious,  sacred  and  indissoluble. 


MASTER  MASON'S  DEGREE. 

Ezekiel,  Chapter  xxxvu. 

The  hand  of  the  Lord  was  upon  me,  and  carried  me  out  in  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord,  and  set  me  down  in  the  midst  of  the  valley,  which  was  full  of 
bones ; 

And  caused  me  to  pass  by  them  round  about,  and  behold,  there  were 
very  many  in  the  open  valley ;  and  lo,  they  were  very  dry. 

And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  Man,  can  these  bones  live  ?  and  I  answered, 
0  Lord  God,  thou  knowest. 

Again  he  said  unto  me,  Prophesy  upon  these  bones,  and  say  unto  them, 
Oh,  ye  dry  bones  hear  the  words  of  the  Lord. 

Thus  said  the  Lord  God  unto  these  bones :  Behold,  I  will  cause  breath 
to  come  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live ; 

And  I  will  lay  sinews  upon  you,  and  will  bring  up  flesh  upon  you,  and 
cover  you  with  skin,  and  put  breath  into  you,  and  ye  shall  live ;  and  ye  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord. 

So  I  prophesied  as  I  was  commanded :  and  as  I  prophesied  there  was  a 
noise,  and  behold,  a  shaking,  and  the  bones  came  together,  bone  to  his  bone ; 

And  when  I  beheld,  lo,  the  sinews  and  the  flesh  came  up  upon  them,  and 
the  skin  covered  them :  but  there  was  no  breath  in  them. 

Then  said  he  unto  me,  Prophesy  unto  the  wind ;  prophesy,  son  of  man, 
and  say  to  the  wind :  Thus  said  the  Lord  God  :  Come  from  the  four 
winds,  O  breath,  and  breathe  upon  these  slain  that  they  may  live. 

So  I  prophesied  as  he  commanded  me;  and  the  breath  came  into  them, 
and  they  lived,  and  stood  up  upon  their  feet.

Seeing  his  days  are  determined, 

The  number  of  his  months  are  with  Thee, 

Thou  hast  appointed  his  bounds  that  he  can  not  pass ; 

Turn  from  him,  that  he  may  rest, 

Till  he  shall  accomplish  his  day. 

For  there  is  hope  of  a  tree 

If  it  be  cut  down,  that  it  will  sprout  again, 

And  that  the  tender  branch  thereof  will  not  cease. 

But  man  dieth  and  wasteth  away : 

Yea,  man  giveth  up  the  ghost,  and  where  is  he  ? 

As  the  waters  fail  from  the  sea, 
And  the  flood  decayeth  and  drieth  up, 
So  man  lieth  down  and  riseth  not 
Till  the  heavens  shall  be  no  more. 

Yet,  O  Lord  !  have  compassion 
On  the  children  of  thy  creation. 
Administer  to  them  comfort  in  time  of  trouble, 
And  save  them  with  an  everlasting  salvation. 

So  mote  it  be.  Amen. 

Charge  to  a  Master  Mason. 
Brother  :  Having  explained  to  you  the  ceremonies  attendant  upon  your 
initiation  into  the  sublime  degree  just  conferred  upon  you,  we  offer  you  our 
sincere  congratulations  that  zeal  for  our  institution,  your  worthy  conduct 
and  laudable  perseverance,  have  gained  for  you  this  distinguished  mark  of 
favor  and  respect. 

You  are  now  bound  by  every  tie  of  honor,  duty  and  gratitude  to  be 
faithful  to  your  trust  —  to  support  the  dignity  of  your  new  character  upon 
every  occasion,  and  to  enforce,  both  by  precept  and  example,  obedience  to 
the  tenets  of  our  Order.  No  one  can  become  a  trusty  and  skillful  Master 
over  others,  who  cannot  be  a  master  over  himself. 

The  lectures  of  this  degree  are  to  you  particularly  important.  They 
illustrate  some  of  the  most  striking  hieroglyphical  emblems  of  Masonry, 
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and  in  them  many  necessary  details  relative  to  King  Solomon's  Temple  are 
considered  and  made  known. 

"  In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death."  They  will  admonish  you  that  it 
is  an  imperative  duty  to  be  always  prepared  for  that  solemn  event ;  so  that 
when  "  the  silver  cord  shall  be  loosed,  and  the  golden  bowl  be  broken," 
the  dust  may  return  to  its  mother  dust ;  but  the  untrammeled  and  glorified 
spirit  go  up  to  God  who  gave  it. 

They  will  teach  you  the  great  practical  utility  of  those  eminent  Masonic 
virtues,  Silence  and  Circumspection ;  they  will  recommend  to  you  the  ob- 
servance of  Industry,  which  the  Creator  has  enjoined  upon  every  living 
creature,  from  the  highest  Seraph  in  the  Heavens,  to  the  most  humble 
reptile  of  the  dust.  The  exercise  of  industry  is  the  great  law  of  our 
nature.  Man  was  created  to  be  an  active  and  social  being,  and  is  so  con- 
stituted that  his  happiness  is  in  proportion  as  he  meets  the  requirements 
and  discharges  his  social  duties. 

We  assure  you  that  intimate  acquaintance  with  these  lectures  is  indis- 
pensable ;  as,  in  the  character  of  a  Master  Mason,  you  are  expected  to 
communicate  information  to  others  —  to  correct  the  errors,  reprobate  the 
irregularities  of  your  uninformed  brethren,  and  guard  them  by  your  counsel 
against  every  breach  of  fidelity. 

To  preserve  the  reputation  of  the  fraternity  unsullied,  must  now  be  your 
constant  care ;  and  for  this  purpose  it  is  your  province  to  recommend  to 
your  inferiors  obedience  and  submission,  to  your  equals  courtesy  and  affa- 
bility, and  to  your  superiors  kindness  and  condescension. 

Universal  benevolence  you  are  always  to  inculcate.  We  say  universal, 
because  the  radiant  arch  of  Masonry  spans  the  whole  habitable  globe ;  and 
every  true  and  worthy  brother  of  the  Order,  no  matter  in  what  language 
he  speaks,  or  in  what  country  he  lives  —  no  matter  what  may  be  his  reli- 
gion or  his  creed  —  be  it  the  cross,  or  be  it  the  crescent  —  no  matter  what 
may  be  his  opinions  or  his  politics  —  no  matter  whether  he  be  high  or  low 
—  rich  or  poor  —  the  king  upon  his  throne,  or  the  beggar  upon  the  dung- 
hill —  he  is,  under  whatever  circumstances  he  comes  before  you,  a  legiti- 
mate object  for  its  exercise. 

It  will  be  your  duty  always  to  practice  brotherly  love  and  friendship, 
and  thereby  cultivate  the  true  principles  of  charity.  We  do  not  mean  that 
contracted  and  bigoted  feeling  which  would  circumscribe  its  operations  to 
the  limits  of  a  particular  sect,  or  a  particular  party,  but  charity  in  the  ab- 
stract—  that  meek,  forgiving,  long-suffering,  Masonic  charity,  which  is  as 
broad  as  the  mantle  of  Heaven,  and  coextensive  with  the  boundaries  of  the 
world. 

You  are  carefully  to  preserve,  in  their  integrity,  our  ancient  landmarks, 
and  never  to  countenance  an  infringement  upon  the  established  usages  and 
customs  of  the  fraternity. 
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Let  no  motive  whatever  induce  you  to  swerve  from  your  duty  — to  vio- 
late your  integrity,  or  to  betray  your  trust ;  but  be  wary,  be  prudent,  be 
circumspect,  and  in  all  your  actions  imitate  the  noble  example  of  that 
uncompromising  artist,  with  whose  history  you  have  at  this  time  been  made 
familiar.  And  having  in  youth,  as  an  Entered  Apprentice,  industriously 
occupied  your  mind  in  the  attainment  of  useful  knowledge  — in  manhood, 
as  a  Fellow  Graft,  applying  that  knowledge  in  faithfully  discharging  the 
duties  which  you  owe  to  your  God,  your  neighbor  and  yourself— you  will 
be  enabled  as  a  Master  Mason,  when  old  age  with  its  day  of  decrepitude 
shall  steal  upon  you,  to  enjoy  the  happy  reflections  consequent  upon  a  well 
spent  life ;  and  at  last  go  down  to  the  deep  solitude  of  the  grave,  as  the 
appointed  entrance  into  the  glorious  mansions  of  the  blessed,  where  the 
wicked  cease  from  troubling,  and  the  weary  are  at  rest.

Marshal,  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  where  an  eloquent  Masonic  address 
was  delivered  by  Brother  W.  B.  Hubbard,  Grand  Orator;  when  the  offi- 
cers and  members  returned  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M., 
and  resumed  their  labors. 

Brother  Thrall  presented  and  read  the  annual  communication  of  the 
Grand  Master,  as  follows : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Brethren  :  In  presenting  for  your  consideration  the  customary  annual  communica- 
tion required  of  the  Chair,  I  feel  that  the  duty  would  be  but  imperfectly  discharged, 
were  the  occasion  not  made  available  for  the  expression  of  our  gratitude  to  the  Great 
Master,  who  has  throughout  another  year  graciously  signalized  our  institution  with  His 
blessing.  There  is  good  cause  to  believe  that  the  Order,  with  its  every  variety  of  inter- 
est, both  at  home  and  abroad,  has  been  specially  remembered  by  Him  who  planned  the 
heavens  and  the  earth;  and  you  will  permit  me  here  to  invoke  upon  your  deliberations 
the  continuance  of  His  approbation,  and  to  trust  that  all  of  your  doings  will  be  con- 
ducted with  such  wisdom,  concord  and  harmony  of  feeling,  as  will  permanently  secure 
the  various  high  privileges  which  belong  to  your  organization. 

During  the  past  year  it  has  not  been  my  lot  to  discharge  many  of  the  active  duties  of 
my  station,  and  some  that  were  enjoined  I  have  been  obliged  to  leave  unperformed. 

Matters  of  business,  requiring  strict  personal  attention,  compelled  me  to  be  absent 
from  the  State  during  several  months  of  that  period;  and  I  exceedingly  regret  that  con- 
siderations of  a  like  character  will  prevent  my  attendance  upon  your  present  meeting.

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Since  your  last  meeting  I  have  issued  five  dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  at  the  fol- 
lowing places,  to  wit : 

January  18,  1843.  Dispensation  for  Hiram  Lodge,  at  Mentor,  in  Lake  county; 

April  29       1843.  Dispensation  for  Wood  County  1  edge,  at  Perrysburg,  in  Wood  county ; 

June  12,      1843.  Dispensation  for  New  Richmond  Lodge,  at  New  Richmond,  in  Clermont  county; 

June  21 '      1843.  Dispensation  for  Clinton  Lodge,  at  Mechanicsburg,  in  Champaign  county; 

June  22,      1843.  Dispensation  for  Warrenton  Lodge,  at  Warrenton,  in  Jefferson  county ; 

The  petitions  upon  which  the  above  dispensations  were  issued,  together  with  the  ac- 
companying papers,  will,  of  course,  receive  the  usual  examination  from  the  standing 

committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

As  a  fact  illustrative  of  the  onward  progress  of  Masonry,  and  the  triumph  of  reason 
over  prejudice  and  error,  I  take  pleasure  in  calling  your  attention  to  the  location  of  two 
of  the  dispensated  Lodges  in  Northern  Ohio. 

Within  two  years  past,  there  have  been  created  in  this  section  of  the  State  six  new 
Lodges.  To  those  familiar  with  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  the  presenta- 
tion of  this  fact  is  eloquent  of  the  great  change  that  has  taken  place  in  public  opinion, 
and  would,  a  short  time  since,  have  been  considered  beyond  the  reach  of  probability. 
All  such  will  recollect  how  gloomy  and  forbidding  were  the  elements  in  opposition  to 
our  institution  in  this  part  of  the  State  — how  despondent  were  the  hearts  of  its  friends, 
and  how  its  enemies  rejoiced  over  the  tokens  of  victory  and  success.  The  tide  of  an 
intolerant  persecution  swept  over  it,  carrying  away  Lodges  and  charters,  until  scarcely 
a  vestige  of  Masonic  organization  remained;  so  that  the  North  became  to  us  literally 
"  a  place  of  darkness.7'  Now  it  is  exactly  the  reverse  of  this.  There  has  been  poured 
over  it  the  kindred  influence  of  sunshine  and  showers,  and  the  beautiful  light  is  stream- 
ing in  mellow  radiance  from  many  an  altar  erected  and  consecrated  there  to  Masonry. 
There  is  just  reason  to  believe,  if  this  portion  of  Ohio  were  still  further  explored,  and 
the  statistics  of  the  Order  explained  and  made  mention  of,  that  more  trophies  yet  would 
be  won,  and  many  insulated  fields,  now  rank  from  disuse,  would  again  wave  with  the 
thick  and  golden  harvest.  .     .  .  T  , 

I  have  not  received  any  official  advice  respecting  the  Lodges  under  dispensation;  but 
from  the  respectability  of  the  petitioners,  and  their  general  experience,  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  they  have  conformed  to  all  the  requirements  and  regulations  of 

the  Grand  Lodge.  '  ... 

During  the  past  summer  I  had  occasion  to  visit  Marietta,  and  had  an  interview  with 
several  of  the  brethren,  in  regard  to  the  resuscitation  of  the  Lodge  at  that  place.  From 
the  feeling  that  was  manifested,  I  entertained  strong  hopes  that  this  venerable  Looge,  so 
long  honored  upon  your  records,  would  again  have  resumed  their  Masonic  labors ;  and  in 
expressing  my  disappointment  that  such  a  reorganization  has  not  taken  place,  I  am 
sure  that  I  but  express  the  common  sentiments  of  the  fraternity  of  Ohio.  There  is  no 
reason  whatever  why  the  Lodge  at  Marietta  should  not  again  be  the  first  in  respecta- 
bilitv  and  usefulness,  as  it  is  first  in  antiquity,  upon  the  calendar  of  the  Grand  Lodge  ; 
and  I  trust  that  you  will  receive,  at  your  present  session,  an  application  from  the  breth- 
ren at  Marietta  for  authority  to  that  effect.  As  matter  collateral  to  this,  it  may  not  be 
improper  here  to  express  the  opinion,  that  if  the  visitation  system  was  more  generally 
adopted  and  practiced  upon  by  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  particularly  by  the 
Grand  and  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  great  practical  and  beneficial  results  would  be  ob- 

^taFebruary  last  I  received  a  communication  from  Brother  A.  D.  Smith,  of  Milwau- 
kie  in  Wisconsin  Territory,  respecting  the  formation  of  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  at 
that  place  under  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.  Entertaining  the  opin- 
ion that  this  body  possesses  the  authority  to  establish  Lodges  of  the  Order  in  any  State 
or  Territory  in  which  there  is  no  organized  Grand  Lodge,  I  responded  to  his  letter  ac- 
cordingly As  I  have  not  since  received  the  required  petition,  it  may  be  that  an  appli- 
cation for  that  purpose  will  be  presented  to  you  from  the  brethren  of  Miiwaukie,  at  the 

PTteyourSlas0tnsession,  authority  was  given  to  the  brethren  of  Friendship  Lodge  No.  89, 
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at  Barnesville,  in  Belmont  county,  to  resume  their  Masonic  labors  under  their  charter, 
heretofore  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  I  received  several  communications  from 
that  body  on  this  subject;  and  as  the  Grand  Secretary  was  not  able  to  find  their  charter 
among  his  papers  of  office,  I  issued  to  them  a  special  letter,  recognizing  their  existence 
as  a  legal  Lodge,  and  giving  unto  them  express  authority  to  transact  the  business  of 
Masonry  generally. 

I  received  a  letter  in  May  last  from  Brother  Charles  W.  Wolpers,  former  Secretary  of 
Germantown  Lodge,  in  Montgomery  county,  setting  forth  the  peculiar  circumstances 
which  compelled  the  brethren  there  to  suspend  their  Masonic  organization,  and  asking 
in  what  manner  the  Lodge  could  be  resuscitated.  As  their  charter  had  become  for- 
feited, they  were  of  course  advised  that  the  Grand  Lodge  alone  possessed  the  power  to 
retore  it.  Should  such  an  application  be  preferred  to  you  at  the  present  session,  the 
committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  will  be  put  in  possession  of  all  the  facts  of 
their  case,  and  thus  be  better  prepared  than  I  can  be  to  recommend  such  action  as  will 
be  consonant  with  prudence  and  usage. 

On  the  24th  of  June  last  I  attended,  by  special  invitation,  the  public  commemoration 
of  the  day  at  Zanesville,  by  the  brethren  of  Lafayette  Lodge.  A  large  and  very  respect- 
able body  of  the  craft  were  in  attendance,  and  I  take  pleasure  in  stating  the  gratifica- 
tion I  experienced  on  the  occasion  —  having  rarely,  if  ever,  witnessed  proceedings  cal- 
culated in  all  respects  to  reflect  more  credit  on  the  institution.  I  considered  it  proper 
on  this  occasion  to  open  a  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  done  with  the  usual  formalities. 

Since  the  last  session  I  received  an  official  letter  from  Brother  A.  C.  Smith,  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  written  under  instructions,  and  proposing 
to  furnish  such  additional  testimony  as  you  shall  deem  necessary,  to  the  full  recognition 
of  that  body  as  a  legal  and  constitutional  Grand  Lodge.  This  letter  was  undoubtedly 
induced  in  consequence  of  the  ambiguous  report, of  the  committee  to  whom  this  matter 
was  specially  referred  at  your  last  session. 

It  is  a  subject  of  regret  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  could  not  have  expressed  a 
decided  opinion  upon  a  matter  involving  a  constitutional  rule  of  so  much  importance. 
Such  an  expression  is  due  to  your  position  as  a  distinctive,  integral  part  of  the  great 
Masonic  family,  and  particularly  is  it  due  to  our  brethren  of  Michigan.  If  they  are  a 
constitutional  Grand  Lodge,  founded  and  established  upon  the  canons  of  the  Order,  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  has  no  right  to  withhold  the  hand  of  fellowship,  but  is  bound  at 
once  to  recognize  their  Masonic  organization.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  our  brethren  in 
Michigan  have  committed  an  error  in  this  most  important  particular,  it  is  an  error 
which  strikes  at  the  very  foundation  of  the  institution;  and  a  proper  regard  for  the 
common  weal  and  common  safety,  requires  that  they  should  be  pointedly  and  affection- 
ately admonished  of  the  fact.  We  cannot  suppose  that  they  are  acting  from  any  other 
than  from  conscientious  motives  ;  and  so  long  as  various  opinions  are  entertained  and 
expressed  upon  subjects  which  ought  to  be  considered  settled  by  the  dicta  of  estab- 
lished rule,  so  long  is  danger  to  be  apprehended  to  the  stability  and  integrity  of  the 
Order.  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend  that  the  letter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mich- 
igan have  special  reference,  and  that  some  decided  action  be  had  thereon  at  your  pres- 
ent session. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested 
to  visit  in  person,  as  soon  as  practicable,  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  this  State  not  here- 
tofore visited  by  him,  and  solicit  aid  for  the  Grand  Lodge  fund. 

I  feel  great  regret  in  announcing  to  you  that  it  has  not  been  in  my  power  to  visit  any 
of  the  Lodges,  in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  resolution,  because  I  am  sensible 
that  the  honor  of  the  fraternity  of  Ohio  is  deeply  implicated  in  furthering  the  object 
had  in  view.  Nothing  short  of  required  attention  to  my  own  private  affairs  could  have 
induced  my  neglect  of  a  duty  so  very  acceptable  in  every  respect,  both  to  my  feelings 
and  inclination. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  the  new  Masonic 
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Hall,  will  acquaint  you  with  the  progress  of  the  work,  and  the  expenditures  that  have 
been  made  thereon  since  the  last  session.  Your  careful  consideration  and  decided  action 
is  asked  to  this  report.  The  committee,  it  will  be  seen,  are  of  opinion  that  a  much  more 
eligible  site  can  be  had  than  the  present  one,  and  recommend  its  purchase.  They  think 
that  improvements  may  be  made  to  the  building  by  reducing  its  dimensions,  and  thus 
save  in  actual  expenditure  some  eight  or  ten  thousand  dollars.  They  also  propose  so 
to  modify  its  construction  as  to  make  it  yield  an  annual  revenue  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
the  way  of  rent.  If  these  very  desirable  objects  can  be  accomplished  by  a  change  of 
location,  every  objection  will  be  met  that  has  been  raised  to  the  Hall  now  in  progress. 

I  need  hardly  express  to  you  the  deep  interest  I  feel  in  having  this  work  completed, 
because  I  regard  it  as  involving  the  pledged  faith  and  honor  of  the  Craft.  I  do  not  sup- 
pose that  any  serious  attempt  will  be  made  to  arrest  the  present  undertaking,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  the  building  in  some  other  part  of  the  state;  because  upon  this 
question— I  mean  of  location— there  has  been  such  pointed  unanimity  in  the  expression 
of  your  sentiments,  that  it  would  be  almost  supererogation  to  attempt  it  now.  But  as 
a  matter  of  present  expediency,  with  reference  to  your  means,  it  may  be  that  the  ques- 
tion will  be  presented  for  discussion  and  decision,  upon  the  report  of  the  Building  com- 
mittee. In  whatever  shape  it  shall  come  before  you,  I  trust  that  it  will  be  so  settled  as 
to  secure  the  harmony,  while  it  will  permanently  build  up  the  honor  and  prosperity  of 
our  beloved  Institution. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  "  Representative  system  "  was  recognized 
and  adopted,  as  the  policy  of  your  future  Masonic  intercommunication ;  and  the  Grand 
Master  was  requested  to  correspond  with  other  Grand  Lodges  upon  this  subject.  He 
was  further  authorized  "  to  commission  Representatives  to  such  Masonic  Governments 
in  the  United  States,  as  shall  make  or  desire  similar  appointments  to  this  body." 

I  have  not  found  leisure  during  the  past  year  to  give  this  duty  that  strict  attention 
which  its  importance  requires,  and  need  scarcely  recommend  that  my  successor  in  office 
be  clothed  with  powers  similar  to  those  that  were  vested  in  me.  Having,  on  mature 
deliberation,  adopted  as  your  settled  policy,  a  system  that  has  worked  well,  wherever  it 
has  been  practically  tested,  no  proper  effort  should  be  spared  to  realize  to  this  Grand 
Lodge  the  full  benefits  of  its  operation. 

I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  the  select  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session,  to 
prepare  a  Constitution  and  revise  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have,  after  mature 
advisement  and  deliberation,  discharged  the  delicate  duty  that  was  imposed  upon  them, 
and  the  result  of  their  labors  will  be  laid  before  you  in  printed  pamphlet  form.  The 
committee  availed  themselves  of  whatever  experience  could  be  found  in  the  published 
records  of  other  kindred  bodies,  and  yet,  perhaps,  they  could  not  have  devised  a  system 
of  regulations  better  adapted  to  the  essential  wants  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  even  if  more 
time  had  been  allotted  to  them.  Every  thing  in  our  own  peculiar  code  of  legislation 
has  been  retained  that  is  necessary  to  a  correct  administration  of  Masonic  government. 
The  sovereign  powers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  closely  defined,  and  distinctly  set  forth, 
while  the  inherent  rights  of  the  subordinates  are  guaranteed  and  preserved  to  them. 
There  is  nothing  introduced  for  which  wise  precedent  is  not  found;  and  every  matter 
of  general  import  has  warrant  for  usage  in  the  ancient  Constitutions  of  the  Order.  It 
will  be  seen  that  the  committee  have  embodied  in  their  compilation  those  ancient,  fun- 
damental, universal  rules,  binding  upon  every  Masonic  Lodge  in  the  known  world,  and 
that  they  propose  to  send  them  out  to  the  Fraternity  of  Ohio,  as  the  "  Book  of  Constitu- 
tions "  recognized  and  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In'the  seventh  article  of  the  Constitution,  the  committee  provide  that  the  only  officers 
to  be  elected  by  ballot,  shall  be  the  Grand  and  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  the  Grand 
Wardens,  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary.  All  other  officers  are  appointed 
upon  the  nomination  of  the  Grand  Master,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  This  course  will  prevent  the  usual  tedium  consequent  upon  the  old 
method  of  elections;  and,  besides,  it  is  more  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  ancient 
prescribed  formula,  which  vested  in  the  Grand  Master  the  selection,  and  consequently 
the  appointment,  of  the  officers  generally  of  the  Grand  Lodge.   In  the  article  of  the 
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Constitution  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  committee  have  in  express 
terms  vested  in  that  officer  the  usual  high  powers  that  are  incident  to  his  station  by- 
prerogative  and  custom.  As  inseparable  from  his  visitation  duties,  there  is  conceded  to 
him  the  right,  within  his  jurisdiction,  to  make  Masons  at  sight,  or  cause  them  to  be 
made  in  his  presence  ;  and  for  good  cause  to  suspend  the  functions  of  any  Lodge  until 
the  succeeding  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Such  a  power  as  this,  all  will  admit, 
should  exist  somewhere ;  at  present  it  rests  only  with  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  should 
however,  be  always  active,  and  ready  to  be  called  into  exercise  whenever  necessity 
requires  it.  With  no  one  can  such  authority  be  more  safely  and  properly  lodged  than 
with  the  Grand  Master.  If  he  is  to  be  considered  responsible  for  his  government,  and 
you  make  it  his  duty  to  see  that  the  ordinances  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  enforced  and 
obeyed,  you  must  necessarily  clothe  him  with  powers  adequate  to  its  discharge.  During 
the  term  I  have  had  the  honor  to  hold  the  Grand  Mastership,  I  have  on  more  occasions 
than  one,  felt  the  necessity  of  such  a  regulation;  and  as  promotive  of  the  honor  of  the 
Institution,  and  the  interests  of  the  Craft  would  have  considered  it  my  duty  to  put  an 
arrest  upon  the  work  of  some  of  our  Lodges,  in  case  the  power  to  do  so  had  been  vested 
in  me. 

I  have  more  than  once  expressed  to  you  my  opinion  in  regard  to  the  qualifications 
requisite  for  the  incumbent  to  possess,  who  occupies  the  Grand  Master's  chair.  These 
I  have  always  been  disposed  to  rate  very  high ;  and  hence  for  some  years  past  have 
desired  of  you  to  select  for  the  station,  some  Brother  who  could  bring  to  the  discharge 
of  its  various  duties  more  leisure,  more  energy,  and  more  influence  than  it  has  been 
my  lot  to  possess.  The  station  is  one  that  will  confer  honor  upon  any  man,  no  matter 
how  high  may  be  his  pretensions  to  rank  and  respectability  in  society :  and  just  in  pro- 
portion as  it  elevates  in  official  dignity,  it  demands  characteristic  attainments  to  meet 
the  responsibility  of  its  requirements.  The  influence  that  goes  out  from  the  Grand 
Master's  chair,  is  either  for  good  or  for  its  contrary  upon  the  Fraternity.  It  can  never 
be  passive  in  its  operation.  This  high  officer  is  the  centre  of  the  Masonic  system  of 
his  State;  and  like  his  great  prototype  in  the  natural  world,  must  diffuse  around  him 
an  atmosphere  of  light  and  heat,  or  there  will  be  dearth  and  sterility  and  barrenness  over 
every  field  of  his  labor. 

In  the  selection  of  my  successor  to  this  elevated  and  responsible  station,  I  trust  that 
there  will  be  chosen  one  in  every  way  better  qualified  to  discharge  its  duties  than  I 
have  been ;  and  that  thus  the  gain  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  to  the  Order  in  Ohio,  will  be 
greatly  promoted  by  the  change. 

The  committee  considered  it  proper  to  collect  together  and  publish  in  a  compiled  form 
the  different  prayers,  charges,  and  portions  of  scripture,  that  are  generally  used  in  the' 
several  degrees.  There  will  be  found  in  this  short  compilation,  more  variety  than  is 
met  with,  in  any  single  one  of  the  published  Monitors  and  charts ;  and  in  my  opinion 
many  of  the  forms  are  much  improved.  Should  they  meet  with  your  approbation,  I 
recommend  that  you  give  them  your  direct  sanction,  and  that  you  order  them  to  be 
used  in  all  our  Lodges. 

During  the  month  of  May  last,  I  had  the  gratification  of  attending  for  two  days  upon 
the  deliberations  of  the  National  Convention  of  Grand  Lodges,  then  in  session  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  and  feel  pride  in  saying  to  you,  that  I  never  had  the  honor  to  associ- 
ate with  a  body  of  men,  which  ranked  in  its  number  more  of  respectability  of  character, 
intellectual  attainments  and  Masonic  experience  than  were  assembled  at  that  conven- 
tion. It  was  organized  by  the  appointment  of  the  R.  W.  Brother  John  Dove,  of  Virginia, 
as  President,  and  the  R.  W.  and  Rev.  Brother  Albert  Case,  of  South  Carolina,  as  Secre- 
tary, and  the  Rev.  Brother  W.  E.  Wyatt,  D.  D.,  of  Maryland,  as  Chaplain.  Delegates 
were  in  attendance  from  sixteen  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States.  You  are 
all  aware  that  the  principal  object  sought  to  be  obtained  through  the  instrumentality 
of  this  Convention  was  to  perfect  a  uniform  system  of  work  in  the  first  three  degrees  of 
Masonry.  I  am  happy  to  inform  you  that  this  great  desideratum  has  been  accomplished 
with  singular  unanimity  and  concord  of  feeling.  The  Convention  at  Baltimore  fully 
appreciated  the  heavy  responsibilities  under  which  they  were  acting  :  they  brought  to 
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the  discharge  of  the  great  duty  they  had  to  perform,  a  spirit  of  concession,  of  forbear- 
ance and  of  wisdom  ;  and  the  result  of  their  labors  has  been  the  compilation  of  a  beau- 
tiful and  harmonious  system,  worthy  of  the  faultless  symmetry  of  the  Temple,  whose 
mysteries  it  unravels  and  elucidates.  There  can  be  no  doubt,  but  that  the  work  agreed 
upon  by  the  Baltimore  Convention,  will  ultimately  be  adopted  by  every  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  United  States. 

It  may  be  matter  of  interest  for  you  to  know  that  the  venerable  Brother  who  repre- 
sented you  in  that  Conventiou,  was  an  active  and  efficient  member  of  its  most  import' 
ant  committee,  to  wit:  "  On  the  Work  and  Lectures  in  conferring  Degrees,"  and  was 
one  of  five  members  of  the  Convention  who  became  perfectly  familiar  with  the  "Work 
and  Lectures,"  as  the  agreed  channel  of  communication  to  others.  I  take  it  for  granted 
that  you  will  give  to  this  system  the  direct  sanction  of  your  approval,  and  thereby 
establish  and  enjoin  its  use  upon  the  Lodges  of  Ohio;  and  to  the  end  that  all  may 
become  intimately  acquainted  with  it,  permit  me  to  suggest  that  the  present  favorable 
opportunity  be  availed  of,  and  that  the  Representative,  the  R.  W.  Brother  John  Barney, 
be  directed  to  make  a  special  visitation  to  each  Lodge  in  Ohio,  and  communicate  the 
Work  and  Lectures  adopted  by  the  committee  at  Baltimore.  This  should  be  done  at 
once,  and  adequate  measures  devised  to  carry  it  into  full  effect.  Your  Representative 
at  Baltimore,  will  doubtless  make  you  acquainted  with  the  doings  of  the  Convention 
generally. 

There  is,  however,  one  matter  which  was  made  the  subject  of  their  deliberations,  to 
which  I  desire  to  invite  your  particular  attention.  The  committee  of  the  Convention 
on  "  Masonic  Jurisprudence,"  presented  a  very  interesting  report  upon  the  particular 
subject  matters  that  were  submitted  to  their  consideration,  which  was  fully  matured, 
discussed,  and  finally  adopted  with  entire  unanimity.  As  the  report  of  this  committee 
embraced  topics  not  entirely  within  the  authorized  powers  delegated  to  the  Convention, 
but  in  my  opinion  of  great  practical  importance  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Order,  I 
feel  that  I  cannot  better  bring  the  whole  subject  before  you  than  by  making  that  report 
a  part  of  this  communication.   The  committee  say  : 

<<  That  their  first  inquiry  was,  whether  the  evils  which  this  Convention  had  met  to  rectify  and 
remove,  have  arisen  from  any  defect  or  fault  in  the  present  system  of  organization  as  adopted  by  the 
fraternity  of  the  United  States. 

"  Your  committee  beg  to  say,  that  in  their  opinion,  the  evils  alluded  to  have  resulted  therefrom, 
and  they  refer  to  the  past  history  of  the  Order  in  confirmation  thereof. 

"  When  Masonry  was  introduced  into  the  United  States,  each  sovereign  state,  in  imitation  of  the 
good  example  of  the  present  country— nay,  in  imitation,  we  may  say,  of  the  great  original  of  Masonry 
itself— erected  a  Grand  Lodge,  to  supervise  the  Lodges  throughout  its  jurisdiction.  Wherever  these 
Grand  Lodges  were  active  the  Craft  flourished. 

"  But  your  committee  now  beg  to  say  that  in  their  opinion,  this  system,  excellent  as  it  is,  has  been 
only  partial  in  its  operation;  the  Grand  Lodges  acting  entirely  independent  of  each  other,  without 
intercommunication  except  by  occasional  visitors,  began  to  vary  in  their  modes  of  work  in  their 
several  jurisdictions;  and  where  they  were  careless,  the  work  was  essentially  different,  even  under 
their  own  observation.  This,  your  committee  believe,  has  been  the  source  of  the  evils  this  Conven- 
tion is  expected  to  correct.  ■,.  ■ 

«  Unity  throughout  the  whole  Masonic  Family,  is  all-essential.  Any  system  of  polity  tending  to 
throw  an  obstacle  in  its  way  must  be  wrong.  The  simple  truth  that  we  are  all  brethren  of  one  family, 
and  look  up  to  one  common  Father,  the  Lord  our  God,  is  the  basis  of  all  the  ancient  constitutions. 
And  with  reference  thereto,  your  committee  are  called  upon  to  report  what  improvement  can  be  made 
in  the  present  system  of  Masonic  government  in  this  country,  which  shall  hereafter  promote  and  pre- 
serve perfect  unity  in  the  work  and  lectures  in  the  rites  and  ceremonies,  and  in  the  determination  of 
previous  questions  of  jurisprudence  which  may  arise,  and  respecting  which  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
may  differ. 

"  Two  plans  have  received  their  most  attentive  consideration,  viz: 
"1st    A  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States. 

"2d    A  triennial  convention  of  representatives  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States. 

"Your  committee,  without  incumbering  this  report  with  long  arguments,  beg  to  recommend  the 
latter  course  as  being  that  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  best  attain  the  end  proposed,  and  with  a  view 
to  bring  the  subject  fairly  before  the  Convention  for  its  action,  they  beg  leave  respectfully  to  propose 
for  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 
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"Resolved,  That  this  Convention  do  recommend  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States  to 
enter  into  and  form  a  National  Masonic  Convention;  for  the  organization  and  establishment  of  which 
the  following  rules  are  respectfully  submitted: 

"  RULES,  ETC. 

"Section  1.  A  Grand  Masonic  Convention  of  Free  and  Accepted  Ancient  Masons  is  hereby  estab- 
lished for  the  United  States,  and  shall  consist  and  be  composed  of  representatives  from  the  several 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  one  from  each;  to  be  chosen,  elected  or  appointed  in  such  manner 
as  the  Grand  Lodges  respectively  may  think  proper  to  employ. 

"  Sec.  2.    The  Convention,  when  duly  established,  shall  have  power  and  authority — 
"  1st.    To  decide  upon  and  settle  a  uniform  mode  and  form  of  Masonic  work,  lectures  and  ceremo- 
nies; so  as  to  retain  the  ancient  customs,  ceremonies  and  forms,  and  to  provide  for  the  necessary 
instruction  therein. 

"2d.  To  prescribe  for  the  fraternity  a  uniform  mode  and  form  for  issuing  certificates  of  good 
standing,  and  the  effect  thereof. 

"  3d.  To  hear  and  decide  all  questions  of  difference  which  may  be  submitted  to  them  in  Convention 
by  two  or  more  Grand  Lodges.  Provided,  however,  that  such  decision  shall  bind  no  Grand  Lodge  not 
a  party  to  such  reference. 

"  4th.  To  adopt  and  enforce  a  set  of  rules  for  the  government  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Conven- 
tion. 

"  5th.  At  each  meeting  of  the  Convention,  to  determine  and  fix  the  time  and  place  of  each  suc- 
ceeding triennial  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

"Sec.  3.  The  several  Grand  Lodges  which  may  adopt  the  foregoing  rules,  shall  at  their  annual 
communication  next  before  the  last  of  March  in  the  year  1846,  and  at  corresponding  meetings,  every 
third  year  thereafter,  elect  or  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  they  each  may  respectively  think  proper, 
one  trusty,  well  skilled  Brother  Master  Mason,  (a  resident  of  the  state  within  which  the  Grand  Lodge 
is,  of  which  he  is  a  representative,)  a  representative  in  said  Convention. 

«  Sec.  4.  The  representatives  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges,  shall  each  produce  a  certificate  of  his 
appointment,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  from  which  he  comes; 
which  certificate,  so  attested,  shall  entitle  the  brother  therein  named  to  membership  in  the  Conven- 
tion. 

"Sec.  5.  The  Convention  shall  meet  for  business  once  every  three  years,  at  such  day  and  place  as 
may  be  ordered,  as  herein  provided. 

"  Sec.  6.  Whenever  any  Grand  Lodge  may  so  order,  that  they  will  no  longer  remain  a  member  of 
the  Convention,  such  Grand  Lodge  shall  not  be  represented  in  the  Convention,  though  bound  by  its 
acts. 

"  Sec.  7.  The  foregoing  rules  and  grant  of  power  shall  not  be  altered  or  enlarged,  except  by  recom- 
mendation of  the  Convention,  and  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Grand  Lodges  belonging  to  the 
Convention. 

"Sec.  8.  Whenever  thirteen  or  more  Grand  Lodges,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  shall  adopt  the 
foregoing  rules,  the  same  shall  be  established,  and  the  Convention  taken  as  duly  organized,  as  to  such 
Grand  Lodges  as  may  adopt  them. 

" Resolved,  That  it  is  hereby  recommended  to  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  that  if 
they  think  proper  to  adopt  the  foregoing  rules  for  establishing  the  Convention,  that  they  will  do  so  by 
adopting  the  following  form  of  resolution: 

"Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  ,  That  the  '  rules  for  the  organization  and  estab- 
lishing a  Grand  Convention  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,'  as  passed  by  the  Convention  of 
Masons,  at  the  meeting  in  May,  in  the  year  1843,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  composed  of  eight  sections 
as  the  same  are  set  forth  in  the  printed  proceedings  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  adopted  by 
this  Grand  Lodge." 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  delegates  of  sixteen  of  our  Grand  Lodges  have  matured 
a  plan  for  a  National  Triennial  Convention  of  representatives,  which  will  meet  under  a 
fixed  Constitution,  with  powers  strictly  limited,  yet  sufficiently  comprehensive  to 
accomplish  all  the  good  that  could  possibly  result  from  the  establishment  of  a  General 
Grand  Lodge.  I  deem  it  unnecessary  to  enter  into  any  argument  in  favor  of  the  pro- 
posed National  Convention,  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  have  already,  in  express  terms, 
anticipated  the  organization  of  such  a  Masonic  body. 

Your  select  committee  of  last  session,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  proceedings  of 
the  Convention  of  Grand  Lodges  at  Washington  City,  say  in  their  report :  "  May  we 
not  expect,  in  time  to  come,  and  that,  too,  at  no  remote  period,  a  triennial,  or  quadren- 
nial meeting  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  by  their  representatives,  will  be  found  as  a  matter 
of  course  upon  the  Masonic  record,  and  the  result  of  these  meetings,  from  time  to 
time,  shedding  a  permanent  and  pure  light  upon  the  pathway  of  Masonry  ?"   In  the 
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expression  of  this  opinion,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  fully  concurred  by  adopting  the 
report  of  the  committee.  It  will  only  remain,  then,  if  you  approve  the  "Rules  of 
organization,"  to  give  your  consent  and  become  a  party  thereto,  by  adopting  the 
resolution  recommended  by  the  Baltimore  Convention. 

The  foreign  correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  found  this  year  extremely 
interesting.  At  each  succeeding  communication  it  will  become  more  and  more  volumi- 
nous ;  and  as  the  representative  system  begins  fully  to  extend  its  benefits,  we  may  antici- 
pate the  period  when  the  doings  of  the  whole  fraternity  around  the  globe  will  become, 
through  this  medium  of  communication,  accessible  to  every  member  of  our  Order; 
and  thus  there  will  be  belted  around  the  earth  a  chain  whose  links  of  brotherly  affec- 
tion and  intelligence  can  neither  be  sundered  nor  riven.  Then  will  be  the  bright  day 
of  the  consummation  of  Masonry ;  and  a  spectacle  of  the  moral  sublime  will  be  real- 
ized which  no  agency  short  of  inspiration  can  bring  about  or  produce. 

I  have  on  a  previous  occasion,  adverted  to  the  peculiar  duties  devolving  upon  your 
committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  which  I  regard  as  one  of  the  most  important 
of  the  standing  committees  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  time  has  passed  by,  and  I  trust 
forever,  when  the  annual  business  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  hurried  through  with 
locomotive  rapidity,  or  transacted  according  to  the  stereotyped  formula  of  modern 
preciseness.  Masonry  claims  universality,  both  in  design  and  operation;  and  it  can 
only  accomplish  this  lofty  attainment  by  bringing  into  close  and  intimate  relationship 
all  the  Masonic  governments  in  the  world.  This  will  never  be  done  until  some  plan  is 
devised  and  put  into  operation  which  will  make  each  Masonic  jurisdiction  familiar  and 
acquainted  with  the  doings  of  each  other.  As  a  very  important  and  preliminary  step, 
indeed  an  essential  one  to  the  attainment  of  this  end,  I  once  more  venture  to  suggest 
that  your  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  make  out  hereafter  a  detailed  report 
upon  all  subjects  of  general  Masonic  interest  gathered  from  the  proceedings  of  those 
Grand  Bodies  in  correspondence  with  you,  and  in  this  manner  bring  them  directly 
before  you  for  action  and  approval.  It  amounts  to  a  direct  slander  upon  the  intelli- 
gence and  usefulness  of  our  brethren,  to  say,  in  customary  language,  that  there  is 
nothing  to  be  found  of  moment  or  interest  in  the  journals  of  their  Masonic  doings. 
Let  such  a  course  be  adopted  as  is  here  recommended,  and  the  published  annual  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  become  an  exceedingly  interesting  document  of 
intelligence,  sought  after  and  read  by  the  fraternity  throughout  the  State.  They  will 
cease  to  be  a  sealed  communication  to  your  Lodges,  only  received  to  be  consigned  away 
among  the  rubbish  of  the  Secretary's  desk. 

I  notice  that  some  of  the  Grand  Lodges  abroad,  and  in  the  United  States,  have  pro- 
tested against  a  practice  which  has  lately  sprung  up  in  Germany,  of  interdicting  the 
admission  of  Jewish  brethren  into  the  Lodge  rooms.  To  any  one  conversant  with  our 
Masonic  Constitutions,  so  broad  and  catholic  in  all  matters  of  religious  tolerance,  it 
will  appear  strange  that  such  an  interdict  should  have  ever  been  seriously  thought  of, 
lit  alone  practiced  upon.  Especially  does  it  seem  most  strange  and  unnatural,  that  the 
r  Jn\  descendants  of  our  «  ancient  brethren,"  who  projected  the  comprehensive  system 

f  Freemasonry,  should  be  deprived  of  those  inestimable  privileges  which  their  fathers 
1^,,  f'r  every  "good  man  and  true,"  upon  the  face  of  the  broad  earth.  I  do  not 
Jnnnose  that  a  question  like  this  has  ever  been  agitated  in  any  Lodge  of  the  United 
States-  and  I  trust  that  the  day  is  very  far  distant  when  such  a  partisan  interpretation 
nf  Masonic  qualifications  will  obtain  among  our  fraternity. 

T  do  not  know  that  you  will  consider  this  subject  of  sufficient  proximity  of  interest 
in  on^se  your  specific  attention;  but  as  it  deeply  involves  a  matter  of  constitutional 
riffht  and  is  in  my  judgment  subversive  of  a  fundamental  principle  of  Freemasonry,  I 
have  deemed  it  proper  to  make  you  acquainted  with  the  fact,  so  that  in  case  you  shall 
deem  it  advisable  you  can,  as  a  sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  put  upon  perpetual  record  your 
solemn  disapprobation  of  proceedings  so  utterly  in  opposition  to  the  catholic  spirit  of 

°UI  feeTthat  I  cannot  bring  this  last  official  communication  to  a  close,  without  violation 
to  my  own  feelings,  unless  I  am  permitted  to  advert  to  the  intimate  relationship  which 
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has  so  long  subsisted  between  us,  and  the  peculiar  circumstances  which  force  the  sev- 
erance of  a  tie  of  brotherhood  inexpressibly  dear  to  me.  For  more  than  seven  years  it 
has  been  my  great  privilege  to  preside  over  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  and  thereby  to 
exercise  the  functions  of  Masonic  government  over  the  fraternity  of  the  State.  It  is 
surely  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  to  you  how  highly  I  have  appreciated  the  honor  of 
the  station,  and  of  the  continuous  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me.  The  recollec- 
tion of  it  will  always  be  to  me  a  source  of  unmixed  gratification,  which  neither  absence 
nor  time  will  have  power  to  impair;  and  will  under  all  circumstances  be  regarded  as 
the  most  distinguished  honor  of  my  life.  While  I  cannot  censure  myself  for  any  willful 
neglect  of  duty  during  my  long  ministration  of  office,  I  have  much  cause  to  regret  that 
it  has  not  been  more  available  to  you  for  good.  Within  the  last  two  years,  particularly, 
the  cares  incident  to  a  perplexed  personal  business  left  me  but  little  leisure  to  devote  to 
its  active  duties. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  I  had  looked,  as  a  matter  of  course,  to  retire 
from  the  station,  and  had  hoped  that  my  wishes,  so  frequently  expressed,  would  have 
met  at  that  time  your  concurrent  approbation.  You,  however,  were  pleased  to  deter- 
mine differently,  and  I  felt  bound  under  the  circumstances  to  acquiesce  in  your  deci- 
sion, although  at  the  time  I  considered  it  quite  probable  that  before  your  next  annual 
meeting  my  business  residence  would  be  fixed  in  another  State.  Subsequent  events 
have  fully  justified  this  apprehension.  My  first  practical  acquaintance  with  Masonry 
was  learned  in  Ohio;  and  some  of  the  most  cherished  friendships  I  have  formed  on 
earth,  have  been  made  in  your  Lodge  rooms.  From  these  dear  friends  I  part  with  emo- 
tions of  the  deepest  regret;  and  I  am  free  to  say  that  I  never  anticipate  to  realize,  from 
other  associations  and  other  ties,  the  same  amount  of  social  happiness  and  comfort.  I 
had  hoped  that  I  could  have  so  arranged  my  business  engagements  as  to  have  been 
with  you  at  your  present  meeting,  once  more  to  have  presided  over  your  deliberations, 
and  in  person  to  have  expressed  to  you  my  warm  feelings  of  fraternity  and  gratitude. 
This  great  pleasure  has,  however,  been  denied  to  me,  and  perhaps  it  is,  after  all,  better 
that  I  should  thus  express  to  you  feelings  which  I  might  not  be  adequate  to  do,  were  I 
to  attempt  it  in  person.  There  are  many  of  you  whom  I  cannot  reasonably  expect  to 
meet  again  on  earth ;  but,  dear  brethren,  little  will  have  been  gained  in  the  experience 
of  Freemasonry,  did  we  not  look  for  the  fruition  of  our  labors  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
better,  loftier  and  more  enduring  mysteries  of  the  Heavenly  Lodge,  in  the  presence  of 
the  Great  Creator  and  Master  of  all  things.  I  trust  that  such  a  happy  distinction  may 
be  the  allotment  of  you  each ;  and  with  solemn  reliance  upon  His  goodness  who  has 
hitherto  smiled  upon  your  fraternal  organization,  I  commend  you  unto  the  gracious 
keeping  of  the  God  of  your  Fathers,  your  own  best  interests  and  those  of  our  beloved 
institution,  in  its  every  branch  at  home  and  abroad,  in  all  time  to  come.  That  He  may 
prosper  and  abundantly  bless  you  in  all  your  relations  of  life,  family,  social  and  Ma- 
sonic, is  the  fervent  prayer  of  him  who  herewith  begs  to  tender  to  you  each  an  affec- 
tionate farewell.  WILLIAM  J.  REESE,  Grand  Master.

Resolved,  That  the  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  referred  to  a  select 
committee  of  five  members,  to  designate  the  appropriate  committees  to  whom  its  sev- 
eral subjects  should  be  referred. 

The  Chair  appointed  Brothers  Kreider,  Barney,  Reed,  Hubbard  and 
Thrall,  said  committee. 

Brother  Keifer  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution,  which  was 

referred  to  the  committee  on  Retrenchment,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  remit  the  sum  of  twenty-six  dollars  to  St.  Johns' 
Lodge  No.  13,  for  the  year  1842,  which  was  inadvertently  or  improperly  charged  and 
returned  at  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Brother  Thrall  offered  for  adoption  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ten- 
dered to  our  brother,  the  M.  W.  William  J.  Reese,  for  the  able  dignified  and  useful 
manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over  the  deliberations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  ad- 
ministered its  government  for  the  last  seven  years;  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  cer- 
tify a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  Brother  Reese,  under  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  aud 
another  copy  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  committee  heretofore  appointed, 
consisting  of  Brothers  Kreider,  Barney,  Reed,  Hubbard  and  Thrall. 
On  motion  of  Brother  Kreider,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  accorded  to  Brother  W.  B. 
Hubbard,  for  his  interesting  and  instructive  address,  this  day  delivered  ;  and  that  a  copy 
thereof  be  respectfully  requested  for  publication  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Raleigh, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  proceed  to  elect  its  officers  on  to-morrow,  at 2 o'clock 
P.  M. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hubbard,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  be  authorized  to  resume  its  labors  at 
Marietta;  and  that  they  report  their  proceedings  to  the  next  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  ,      .  ,  , 

2.  That  said  Lodge  be  discharged  from  its  dues,  during  the  time  its  labors  were  sus- 
pended. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kreider,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  case  of  Brother  Alexander  Montgomery,  who  is  represented  as  a 
proper  object  for  Masonic  charity,  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Chanty,  to 
report  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hubbard, 

Resolved,  That  Mount  Moriah  Lodge  No.  37,  is  hereby  authorized  to  resume  its  labors  ; 
that  it  be  discharged  from  all  Grand  Lodge  dues  during  the  time  it  ceased  labor,  and 
that  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  report  their  proceedings  to  the  next  annual  communica- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Heed  presented  the  proceedings  of  Clinton  Lodge,  Champaign 
county,  working  under  dispensation;  which,  on  his  motion,  were  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

A  petition  was  presented  from  members  of  Temple  Lodge  No.  28,  and 
Hiram  Lodge  No.  — ,  to  have  the  said  Lodges  united,  and  to  hold  their 
meetings  under  the  charter  of  Temple  Lodge;  which  petition  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Keifer,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  until  7 
o'clock  this  evening. 


Friday  Evening. 


The  Grand  Lodge  convened :  When  Brother  John  Barney  made  report 
of  the  proceedings  at  the  convention  of  Grand  Lecturers,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  then  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock. 
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Saturday  Morning,  October  21,  1843. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.  Present  same  as  before. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due  form,  and  the  minutes  read. 

Brother  Kreider  asked  leave  of  absence  for  Brother  Boswell,  who  rep- 
resents Union  Lodge,  at  Ripley,  and  asked  some  funds,  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  the  Pay  Roll. 

Brother  Thrall,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
asked  leave  for  said  committee  to  sit  during  the  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  which  was  granted. 

Brother  Van  Hook  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which 

were  adopted,  to  wit : 

Whereas,  Oxford  Lodge  having  ceased  from  its  labors  since  the  year  1831,  and  is 
lately  resuscitated ;  therefore. 
Resolved,  That  the  dues  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  be  remitted  to  the  present  time. 

Brother  Caldwell  presented  the  account  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,

In  making  the  report  of  my  official  proceedings  during  the  past  year,  I,  of  necessity 
am  extremely  brief.  ' 

There  have  been  but  two  applications  made  to  me  for  dispensations ;  one  of  them 
was  from  the  resuscitated  Minerva  Lodge,  located  at  Miamisburgh.  The  application 
was  made  in  proper  form,  and  accompanied  by  forty  dollars  in  money,  which  I  here- 
with  hand  to  the  Grand  Secretary.  And  not  discovering  any  objection,  I  accordingly 
granted  the  dispensation  prayed  for.  The  other  application  was  from  the  town  of  Lou- 
donville,  in  Richland  county;  but  not  being  able  to  ascertain  from  the  papers  them 
selves  whether  either  of  the  applicants  was  a  Past  Master,  I  refrained  from  ffrantinff 
the  dispensation,  and  here  submit  the  papers  together  with  forty  dollars  in  monev 
which  accompanied  them,  to  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

During  the  past  year  one  or  two  cases  have  occurred  in  the  Lodges  of  Cincinnati 
where  the  applicants  for  initiation  into  the  mysteries  of  our  craft,  thou-h  residents  of 
that  city,  and  in  one  case  while  the  application  was  still  pending,  proceeded  to  New 
York  city,  and  there  obtained  the  degrees  necessary  to  constitute  them  Master  Masons 
This  evil  appears  to  be  a  growing  one,  and  one  which  would  seem  to  demand  some  ae' 
tion  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 

The  particular  details  of  the  cases  alluded  to,  will  be  laid  before  the  Grand  Lod-e  bv 
some  of  the  Lodges  located  in  Cincinnati,  and  I  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  the 
hope,  that  such  action  will  be  taken  in  relation  to  this  practice  as  will  effectually  pre- 
vent its  continuance.

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensa- 
tion, By-Laws  and  transactions  of  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  — ,  held  at  McConnelsville, 
have  carefully  examined  said  documents,  and  find  the  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
in  granting  said  dispensation  to  have  been  correct;  their  By-Laws  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  their  transactions  conformable  to  the  ancient 
usages  of  the  Order. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  transac- 
tions of  Wood  county  Lodge  No.  — ,  Washington,  have  examined  the  same,  and  find 
nothing  therein  but  what  appears  regular  and  in  form,  according  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  said  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  preamble  and  resolution  asking  that 
the  dues  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  be  remitted  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  accom- 
panying papers,  have  examined  the  same;  from  which  the  committee  learn  that  said 
Oxford  Lodge  ceased  its  labors  in  the  year  1831.  and  held  no  meetings  from  that  time 
until  the  12th  day  of  August,  1843  ;  when  twelve  of  the  brethren  who  had  formerly  con- 
stituted a  portion  of  its  members,  assembled  and  resolved  to  resume  their  Masonic 
labors  under  their  former  organization  and  did  so  resume  and  proceed  to  work,  even  to 
the  conferring  of  Degrees.  This  your  committee  deem  such  a  departure  from  the  fun- 
damental rules  of  our  Order  as  should  not  escape  the  marked  animadversion  of  this 
body.  It  is  a  virtual  dispensing  with  the  authority  and  protection  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  one  of  its  most  vital  functions.  If  the  members  of  a  Lodge  after  having  been  in  a 
state  of  inanimation  and  suspense  for  the  term  of  twelve  successive  years,  can  of  their 
own  independent  action,  resume  work,  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers  and  conferring 
of  degrees,  we  can  scarcely  conceive  what  need  they  have  for  any  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee,  however,  are  convinced,  from  the  papers  placed  in  their  hands  by 
their  brethren  of  Oxford  Lodge,  that  they  designed  no  disrespect  to  the  authority  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  but  have  been  led  into  their  error  by  the  inconsiderate  advice  of  well 
meaning  but  misjudging  brethren.  We  are  fully  persuaded  that  said  brethren  have,  in 
all  their  doings,  acted  in  good  faith,  and  with  a  laudable  desire  to  promote  the  interests 
of  Masonry.  We  are  advised  that  perfect  harmony  and  concord  now  subsist  among 
the  brethren  at  Oxford,  and  that  they  are  ready  and  anxious  to  proceed  in  their  Masonic 
labors,  under  the  authority  and  protection  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  transactions  of 
Clinton  Lodge  No.  — ,  Mechanicsburg,  Champaign  county,  and  find  them  correct. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  transac- 
tions of  Warrenton  Lodge  No. — ,  Warrenton,  Jefferson  county,  have  examined  the 
same,  and  find  the  granting  of  the  dispensation,  and  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws  to 
be  correct.  The  committee  observe,  from  the  records  of  the  Lodge,  that  petitions  for 
degrees  have  been  received  and  acted  upon  at  special  meetings;  and  in  various  cases, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  too  much  business  of  that  character  has  been  trans- 
acted at  special  meetings  ;  which  proceedings  your  committee  recommend  to  the  breth- 
ren of  said  Lodge  to  correct  in  its  future  transactions  in  this  particular. 

The  same  committee  have  considered  the  application  referred  to  them,  of  sundry 
Masons  in  Marietta,  heretofore  members  of  American  Union  Lodge  No.  1,  praying 
authority  to  reorganize  under  their  former  charter ;  and  being  satisfied  that  the  interests 
of  Masonry  will  be  promoted  by  the  granting  of  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners,  the  com- 
mittee approve  of  the  object  and  action  of  their  brethren  of  Marietta,  in  the  premises. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  viz:

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensa- 
tion, By-Laws  and  records  of  Minerva  Lodge  No.  98,  Miamisburg,  having  examined  the 
same,  find  them  in  proper  form.  The  members  of  said  Lodge  pray  that  their  former 
charter,  and  the  jewels  of  their  Lodge,  be  restored,  and  the  fee  by  them  paid  for  their 
dispensation,  be  refunded ;  which  the  committee  believe  to  be  in  accordance  with  for- 
mer usage  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  like  cases.

"Which  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  as  amended  adopted : 
The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  breth- 
ren of  Medina  county,  reported  the  following,  viz : 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  several  brethren  at  the  county 
seat  of  Medina  county,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had  the  subject  of  said  peti- 
tion under  consideration,  and  from  satisfactory  evidence  have  ascertained  that  Medina 
Lodge  No.  58,  formerly  worked  under  a  legal  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  at 
the  town  of  Medina,  and  for  several  years  previous  to  the  year  1828,  maintained  a  rep- 
utable standing  among  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  Ohio,  and  it  was  at  the  time  respect- 
able, both  as  to  numbers  and  Masonic  abilities  of  its  members ;  yet,  notwithstanding, 
it  was  forced  to  yield  to  the  maddened  frenzy  of  popular  excitement,  and  in  common 
with  the  other  Lodges  of  that  part  of  the  State,  suspended  its  Masonic  labors  for  the 
time  being.  The  books  and  papers  were  left  with  a  brother,  the  Hon.  John  Freeze,  then 
Secretary  of  said  Lodge,  for  safe  keeping.  Subsequently  Brother  Freeze  died,  and  the 
papers,  books,  etc  ,  have  fallen  into  the  hands  of  our  enemies.  The  jewels,  a  copy  of 
the  By-Laws,  and  a  part  of  the  records  have  been  reclaimed  by  the  brethren,  but  the 
charter  is  supposed  to  be  lost  or  destroyed. 

In  view  of  this  state  of  facts,  and  believing  that  it  will  advance  the  best  interests  of 
the  fraternity,  you  committee  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolutions,  and  recom- 
mend their  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge : 

1.  Resolved,  That  a  new  charter  be  issued  to  Medina  Lodge  No.  58,  on  the  payment  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  five  dollars,  for  the  expense  of  issuing  the  same,  and  that  all 
Grand  Lodge  dues  to  this  time  be  remitted  ;  and  that  Medina  Lodge  take  rank  and  pre- 
cedence the  same  as  if  it  had  not  lost  its  charter. 

2.  That  Brother  David  H.  Weed,  who  is  a  Past  Master,  avouched  for  as  such  by  the 
Master  of  Wadsworth  and  Seville  Lodge,  be  appointed  Master,  Brother  Ezra  D.  Brown 
be  appointed  Senior  Warden,  and  Brother  Charles  Linn  be  appointed  Junior  Warden 
of  Medina  Lodge;  and  that  they  make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  next  annual 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

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By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  report 
the  following  amendments,  to  wit : 

Page  48,  Section  19,  strike  out ';  seventy -fire,"  and  insert  "  fifty." 

Page  48,  Section  21,  strike  out  after  the  word  "forfeit,"  "  the  whole  of  the  property  of 
the  subordinate  Lodge  of  every  kind  and  description,"  and  insert  "  the  jewels  and  fur- 
niture belonging  to  the  subordinate  Lodge." 

Page  52,  Chapter  9,  Section  2,  strike  out  the  word  "Senior." 

Page  53,  Chapter  9,  Section  7,  after  the  word  "  Gospel,"  add  "  provided,  also,  that  the 
initiation  fee  shall  not  be  demanded  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  such  cases." 

Page  54,  Section  15,  after  the  word  " city,"  add,  "but  this  section  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prohibit  application  for  membership  in  any  Lodge  within  the  county  in 
which  the  applicant  resides."

Whereas,  a  great  difference  of  opinion  exists  among  the  several  subordinate  Lodges 
throughout  the  State,  upon  the  propriety  of  returning  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  members, 
those  who  have  been  raised  within  the  year ;  and  whereas,  a  uniform  practice  is  desira- 
ble upon  this  as  well  as  upon  all  other  subjects  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  the 
institution ;  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  future,  no  subordinate  Lodge  shall  be  required  to  return  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  any  member  who  has  been  admitted  during  the  year  in  which  such  grand 
communication  is  held. 

Brother  Death,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
reports,  which  were  agreed  to,  to  wit : 

The  committee  on  Grievances  report,  (in  part,)  that  they  have  had  under  considera- 
tion the  complaint  of  certain  members  of  Franklin  Lodge  No.  14,  in  relation  to  certain 
proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  in  the  initiation  of  Brother  Richard  White,  and  find,  from  a 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Lodge,  and  such  other  testimony  as  they  have  been 
enabled  to  obtain,  that  their  action  has  been,  (in  this  matter,)  in  accordance  with  the 
usage  and  customs  of  the  fraternity,  and  that  the  brethren  complaining  are  only  labor- 
ing under  a  mistaken  view  of  the  subject.  Your  committee  are  therefore  of  opinion 
that  there  is  nothing  connected  with  the  subject  requiring  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

On  motion  of  Brother  Leidy,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  until  Mon- 
day morning  at  9  o'clock. 
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Monday  Morning,  October  23,  1843. 

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  was  opened  with 
prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  and  proceeded  to  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness.   Present  the  same  officers  and  members  as  on  Saturday. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  announced  the  appointment  of  Brother  J.  N. 
Burr,  as  a  member  of  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions, to  supply  the  vacancy  in  said  committee. 

On  motion,  Brother  John  Barney  was  excused  from  serving  on  the  com- 
mittee relating  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan— and 
Brother  M.  M.  Laughlin  appointed  to  supply  the  same. 

Brother  A.  G.  Davis  introduced  the  following  preamble  and  resolution, 
which  were  adopted,  to  wit : 

Whereas,  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  resolution  was  adopted 
to  the  effect  that  this  Grand  Lodge  do  approve  of  the  contemplated  convention  of  the  • 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  proposed  to  be  holden  at  Baltimore,  Maryland; 
and  that  Brother  John  Barney,  Grand  Lecturer,  attend  as  a  delegate  from  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  said  convention :  And  whereas,  such  convention  duly  assembled,  and  alter 
mature  deliberation,  unanimouslv  agreed  upon  a  uniform  mode  of  work  to  be  pursued 
in  the  degrees  of  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft,  and  Master  Mason ;  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  do  approve  of  the  proceedings  of  said  convention 
in  that  behalf,  and  order  that  the  mode  of  work  so  adopted,  be  obligatory  upon  ail 
Lodges  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  act  in  accordance 
with  this  resolution  in  imparting  lectures. 

On  motion  of  Brother  S.  H.  Smith,  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion were  adopted : 

Whereas,  the  charter  and  jewels  of  Minerva  Lodge  No.  98,  were  deposited  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  1839,  and  were,  by  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  session, 
ordered  to  be  returned ;  And  whereas,  the  said  charter  cannot  be  found,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  a  new  charter  issue  to  said  Minerva  Lodge  No.  98,  upon  the  payment 
of  the  fee  for  issuing  such  new  charter. 

Brother  Copelen,  from  the  committee  on  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  made  a 
report,  which  was  referred  back  to  the  same  committee  to  correct  any 
language  that  may  be  found  improper. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Heifer,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  Retrenchment  be  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  resolution  referred  to  them  in  relation  to  the  remission  of  certain  dues 
improperly  paid  by  St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  on  motion  of  Brother  Raleigh,  appointed  as 
a  member  of  the  select  committee  on  Retrenchment,  Brother  Weir,  to  sup- 
ply the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  absence  of  Brother  Griffith. 

Brother  Hubbard,  Chairman  of  the  select  committee  on  the  proceedings 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
agreed  to : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's 
communication  as  relates  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  herewith 

report:  .  .  , 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  all  the  papers  and  communications,  in  relation 
to  the  subject,  now  in  possession  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  inclusive  of  the  document  of 
date  the  8th  of  July  last,  and  have  had  no  difficulty  in  arriving  at  one  and  the  same 
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conclusion,  to  wit:  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  as  at  present  constituted  and 
organized,  is  a  lawful  Masonic  body,  and  justly  entitled  to  respect  and  recognition  by 
this  and  all  other  Grand  Lodges,  as  well  as  by  all  of  the  fraternity,  as  the  "  Grand  Lodge 
of  Michigan." 

The  committee  have  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  encumber  your  minutes  with  a  detail 
of  the  facts  connected  with  the  resuscitation  of  that  Masonic  body,  as,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  last  official  communication  received  through  our  late  Grand  Master,  they  are 
embodied  in  the  report  of  a  select  committee,  made  at  our  last  grand  communication, 
upon  pages  26,  27  and  28. 

That  report  furnishes  a  correct  synopsis  of  the  facts ;  and  your  committee  desire  the 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  refer  to  it  as  part  of  this  report,  and  for  the  better  and 
more  satisfactory  understanding  of  the  case.  The  reason  that  the  Grand  Lodge  did  not 
at  their  last  session  recognize  the  lawful  existence  of  that  Grand  body,  may  be  found 
in  that  part  of  the  committee's  report  which  implied  a  doubt  whether  the  "  Subordinate 
Lodges  still  retained  their  organization  and  had  not  crumbled  to  pieces  by  lapse  of 
time."  By  the  late  official  information  that  doubt  must  cease  to  exist.  We  are  assured 
that  they  constantly  retained  their  organization,  to  the  extent  as  your  committee  be- 
lieve necessary,  under  the  circumstances,  for  resuscitation  and  work.  "  They  had  their 
charters,  By-Laws,  records  and  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  and  brethren  in  each  case 
to  assemble  and  open  a  Lodge  at  a  moment's  notice,  and  some  of  them  actually  did  so 
by  permission  of  the  Junior  Grand  Warden,  who  remained  in  the  state/' 

Their  condition,  it  is  true,  was  a  peculiar  one.  They  had  at  the  instance  of  their  Grand 
Lodge,  suspended  work  for  the  "time  being"  — a  phrase  appropriately  applicable  at 
that  period.  They  were  to  leave  work  for  the  present,  but  to  hold  themselves  in  readi- 
ness as  soon  as  the  proper  time  arrived,  to  resume  labor.  In  this,  and  throughout, 
they  conformed  to  a  regulation  of  their  Grdhd  Lodge. 

At  length— and  after  a  full  and  free  interchange  of  opinion,  by  the  remaining  officers 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  and  members  of  the  Masonic  fra- 
ternity in  general— the  auspicious  and  long  looked  for  moment  had. arrived,  in  which 
they  might  in  peace  and  confidence  resume  their  Masonic  labors.  The  Junior  Grand 
Warden,  succeeding,  according  to  Masonic  usage,  to  the  powers  ex  officio  of  the  Grand 
Master,  required  the  old  Lodges  to  resume  their  labors ;  they  did  so.  By  virtue  of  the 
powers  in  him  vested,  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  he,  on  application 
issued  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge  at  Mt.  Clemens.  The  day  appointed  by  the  Con- 
stitution of  their  Grand  Lodge  for  the  assembling  of  that  body  arrived,  and  under  that 
sacred  instrument,  and  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  therein,  the  representatives  of 
the  subordinate  Lodges  assembled,  chose  their  officers  and  transacted  the  business  of 
the  Grand  Lodge;  and  from  that  time  hitherto  have  continued  in  full  life  and  vi^or  as 
Grand  and  subordinate  Masonic  bodies  of  Michigan. 

Your  committee  have  noticed  with  regret,  that  our  sister  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York 
has  granted  a  dispensation  to  applicants  within  the  bounds  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  to  hold  a  subordinate  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  therein. 
This  course,  if  persisted  in,  must  inevitably  lead  to  the  establishment,  in  time  to  come', 
of  two,  and  adverse  Grand  Lodges  in  the  same  state,  to  the  serious  and  lasting  injury 
of  the  whole  Masonic  body.  As  each  Grand  Lodge  in  the  several  states  is  supreme 
within  its  own  borders,  and  answerable  to  itself  for  any  abuse  of  its  powers,  the  only 
remedy  in  a  case  of  this  kind  is  by  an  appeal  to  the  better  feelings  and  judgment  of  the 
officers  and  brethren  composing  such  Grand  Lodge,  and,  with  great  respect  for  their 
high  standing  and  upright  intentions,  to  beseech  them  to  assume  no  act  of  even  doubt- 
ful power.  Actuated  by  the  kindest  feelings  towards  each  of  the  aforesaid  Grand 
Lodges,  your  committee  express  the  earnest  desire  that  fraternal  intercourse  and  har- 
mony may  be  restored  between  them.  And  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  and  the 
subordinate  Lodge  or  Lodges  working  under  authority  of  a  foreign  Grand  Lodge  we 
would  as  mediator,  respectfully  suggest,  that  such  subordinate  Lodge,  apply  for  and 
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receive  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan,  the  fees  for  which  to  ^iemitted, 
and  that  it  be  duly  installed  and  healed,  if  necessary,  by  the  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy 
ah  „c  „,v.4s>h  i*c  rpcnppffnllv  submitted.

But  there  also  appears  to  exist  some  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  what  that  mode 
of  work  shall  be,  or  rather  how,  or  from  what  source,  it  shall  be  obtained.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  has  recommended  a  delegation  to  England  to  ascertain  the 
most  approved  mode  of  work  in  that  country.  This  might  perhaps  be  considered  as 
pointing  to  the  mode  of  work  as  practiced  by  the  ancient  York  Masons,  in  its  original 
purity,  as  the  most  desirable  to  be  adopted  in  the  United  States. 

This  suggestion  is  sustained  by  the  report  of  the  Texan  delegate  before  spoken  of,  who 
states  that  he  found  differences  in  the  mode  of  work  in  England  from  what  prevails  in 
America,  and  thinks  that  the  American  mode  would  be  improved  by  conforming  our 
practice  to  theirs.  Different  States  seem  to  think  diversely  of  the  New  Hampshire 
proposition.  Sixteen  Grand  Lodges  sent  delegates  to  the  Baltimore  Convention,  with 
the  design,  among  others,  of  agreeing  upon  some  uniform  mode  of  work.  The  result 
of  their  labors  has  been  communicated  to  you  through  the  proper  organ,  your  delegate 
to  that  convention.  What  action  should  be  had  thereon  your  committee  are  not  pre- 
pared to  advise. 

In  the  communication  of  our  late  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  William  J.  Reese,  it  is  recom- 
mended that  the  Grand  Master  do,  in  the  course  of  the  year,  visit  all  the  subordinate 
Lodges  of  the  State.  This  recommendation  is  in  conformity  with  a  resolution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  session,  and  ought  undoubtedly  to  be  complied  with,  if  it  were 
possible. 

The  work  in  many  subordinate  Lodges  is  doubtless  very  loosely  done,  and  needs  the 
inspection  and  correction  of  some  one  capable  of  correcting  and  instructing.  But  the 
duty  is  one  which  it  is  impossible  for  the  Grand  Master  or  any  one  individual  to  per- 
form. And  to  correct  the  evil,  and  relieve  the  Grand  Master,  your  committee  would 
respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  dividing  our  State  as  some  other  Grand  Lodges 
have  their  respective  States,  into  Masonic  districts,  and  appointing  a  visiting  lecturer 
for  each  district,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  several  Lodges  of  his  district,  and 
see  that  their  work  is  perfectly  done. 

This  duty  would  not  be  onerous,  inasmuch  as  each  visiting  lecturer  would  probably 
be  a  resident  of  the  district  for  which  he  was  appointed. 

In  relation  to  the  triennial  Masonic  Convention  proposed  by  the  recent  Baltimore 
Convention,  your  committee  have  only  to  say  that  they  approve  of  the  proposition. 
They  decidedly  prefer  the  plan  of  a  convention  to  be  composed  of  delegates  from  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  several  States,  to  that  of  "a  General  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States."  And  they  further  recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  of 
the  resolution  offered  by  the  Baltimore  Convention,  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
for  the  several  States.   That  resolution  is  in  the  following  words : 

''Resolved,  By  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  that  the  '  rules  for  the  organization  and  estab 
listing  a  Grand  Convention  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,'  as  passed  by  the  convention  of 
Masons  at  the  meeting  in  May,  in  the  year  1843,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  composed  of  ei-bt  sections 
as  the  same  are  set  forth  in  the  printed  proceedings  thereof,  be  and  the  same  aie  hereby  ado  ted  hv 
tbis  Grand  Lodge."  J       1  UJ 

Your  committee  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  the  adop- 
tion of  a  system  of  diplomatic  relations,  by  the  appointment  of  worthy  brothers  resi- 
ding within  the  Masonic  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  several  States  of  this 
Union,  and  the  Grand  Lodges  of  foreign  States,  to  act  as  Masonic  agents,  representa- 
tives or  ministers,  as  they  aje  variously  called,  for  the  Masonic  State  of  Ohio,  near  the 
Masonic  governments  to  which  they  respectively  belong.  This  system  of  Masonic  di- 
plomatic relations  has  been  found  conducive  of  great  benefit  to  the  Order,  in  creating 
and  extending  brotherly  feelings  and  intercourse,  and  in  diffusing  valuable  Masonic 
knowledge  wherever  the  system  has  been  acted  upon.  In  this  country  it  has  been 
adopted  only  in  a  few  Slates,  and  in  those  only  to  a  very  limited  extent.  In  Europe  it 
is  believed  to  prevail  generally. 

Your  committee  find  that  there  has  been  considerable  discussion  in  the  different 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to  the  effect  of  a  "suspension"  of  a 
brother.  A  still  greater  diversity  of  opinion  and  practice  is  thought  to  exist  among 
subordinate  Lodges.   It  is  desirable  that  this  question  should  be  decided.   Your  com- 
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mittee  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  convention  at  Washington,  that  a  «  suspension  is  a 
deprivation  for  the  time  being  of  all  Masonic  privileges."  It  is  absurd  to  relieve  of  the 
burdens  of  Masonry  by  suspension  for  improper  conduct,  and  yet  concede  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Order.  It  is  hoped  the  Grand  Lodge  will  agree  with  us  in  opinion,  and  thus 
establish  a  uniform  rule  in  Ohio  in  relation  to  this  matter.  .      ,  .. 

A  practice,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  highly  reprehensible,  has  been  found  to 
exist  more  or  less  in  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  some  other  States  as  well  as  our  own, 
of  transacting  Masonic  business,  other  than  that  of  conferring  the  lower  degrees  and 
the  lectures  appropriate  thereto,  when  open  in  degree  below  that  of  Master  Mason. 
The  convention  of  Washington  strongly  condemned  the  practice,  and  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Virginia,  Florida,  Mississippi,  Missouri  and  others  approved  of  that  decision.  It  is 
desirable  that  this  error  should  be  corrected,  and  it  is  not  doubted  by  your  committee 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  will  correct  it  in  our  State  by  adhering  to  the  decision  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  made  at  its  last  grand  communication. 

The  only  remaining  subject  for  the  action  of  your  committee,  under  the  rule  they 
have  prescribed  for  themselves  in  making  this  ad  interim  report,  is  one  of  deep  and 
abiding  interest-one  in  which  are  enlisted  all  the  nobler  feelings  and  kindly  sympa- 
thies of  our  nature,  as  men  and  as  Masons-one  on  which  we  shall  fail  adequately  to 
express  our  feelings,  yet  to  which  we  cannot  forbear  from  alluding.  We  refer  to  the 
course  of  certain  Masonic  Lodges  of  the  German  States,  in  relation  to  the  Jews  A 
number  of  Lodges  in  those  States  have  excluded  them  from  all  the  privileges  accorded 
to  the  professors  of  other  religions,  both  as  candidates  for  initiation  into  the  mysteries 
of  the  ancient  Order,  and  as  visiting  brethren,  after  they  have  been  regularly  and  le- 
gal y  made  Masons  in  other  Lodges  or  other  countries.  At  the  head  of  these  opposing 
Lodges,  are  those  of  the  three  Grand  Lodges  of  Berlin  and  their  subordinate  Lodge* 
A  full  and  deeply  interesting  account  of  these  difficulties  will  be 

valuable  report  of  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  made  to  the .Grand 
Lodge  of  the  State  of  New  York,  in  the  month  of  June  of  the  presen  year  To  that 
document  we  refer  the  Masons  of  Ohio  for  the  particulars  of  this  controversy,  and  for 
much  more  valuable  information.  ^^otd^  in 

Your  committee  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  deep  mortification  that  such  in

"  Masonry  at  least  should  not  join  in  the  unholy  persecution  of  that  scattered  and 
Men  TnTytt  pro Ltd  race.  If  driven  by  the  unrighteous  hatred  and  unjus t  preju- 
dices  of  a  hos  ife  world  from  every  other  asylum,  the  children  of  Israel  should  stallfind 
a  re  uge  in  the  temple  of  Masonry,  erected  and  established  by  their  fathers,  and  ded.- 
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cated  by  them  to  their  God  and  our  God.  Let  the  voice  of  Masonic  Ohio  be  loud  and 
emphatic  in  condemnation  of  the  course  pursued  by  the  German  Lodges  towards  our 
Israelitish  brethren;  and  while  we  thus  condemn,  let  us  hope  they  will  perceive  their 
error  and  retrace  their  steps. 

Your  committee  have  now  fulfilled  their  duty,  as  far  as  time  and  the  course  prescribed 
for  themselves  would  permit.  We  have  presented  such  matters  only  as  we  felt  could 
not  justly  be  omitted;  and  some  of  which  require  the  action  of  the  present  Grand 
Lodge.  We  will,  in  conclusion,  again  urge  upon  the  Grand  Lodge  the,  appointment  of 
the  committee  as  within  suggested,  in  order  that  a  more  satisfactory  and  elaborate 
report  may  be  had  at  the  next  grand  communication,  that  justice  may  be  done  to  the 
important  subject  of  the  condition  of  Masonry  throughout  the  world.

Brother  Kreider,  from  the  committee  on  the  Pay-Roil,  asked  for  instruc- 
tions in  the  following  particulars  : 

Does  the  Grand  Lodge  intend  to  allow  a  per  diem  amount  to  its  members  for  the  inter- 
vening Sabbath ;  and  does  it  intend  to  allow  mileage  to  such  members  as  represent 
Lodges  working  under  dispensations? 

Upon  which  a  vote  was  taken  on  the  first  interrogatory  and  answered  in 
the  negative. 

The  second  interrogatory  was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Kreider  submitted  the  following  resolution  for  consideration : 

Besolved,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  State  of  Ohio  be  and  is  hereby  di- 
vided into  twenty-one  Masonic  districts,  the  present  congressional  districts  being  made 
Ihe  Masonic  districts;  and  further,  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  empowered  and 
instructed  to  appoint  twenty-one  visiting  Lecturers  for  the  several  Masonic  districts,  in 
conformSy  to  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications 

Besolved  further  That  the  Lecturers  so  to  be  appointed,  m  the  discharge  of  their 
duUesVact  in  accordance  to  the  instructions  of  the  Grand  Secretary.    [Grand  Master.] 

Which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three,  consisting 
of  Brothers  Kreider,  Leidy  and  Hubbard. 
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The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  reported  as  follows,  which 
was  accepted,  viz : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communi- 
cation of  Brother  R.  W.  Clarke,  in  behalf  of  Batavia  Lodge  No.  109,  have  considered 
the  matter  of  said  communication,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,  That  Batavia  Lodge  No.  109,  be  authorized  to  continue  their  Masonic  labors, 
and  that  they  be  required  to  present  a  return  of  their  proceedings  at  the  next  grand 
communication. 

The  committee  further  report  that  they  have  examined  and  considered  the  memorial 
and  proceedings  of  a  number  of  brethren  residing  at  Loudonville,  Richland  county, 
praying  for  a  dispensation  constituting  them  a  regular  Lodge,  to  be  denominated  Har- 
mony Lodge  No.—,  which  is  accompanied  by  the  recommendation  of  Mansfield  Lodge 
No.  35,  all  which  appear  in  proper  form.  The  committee  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  a  warrant  or  dispensation  be  granted  to  G.  H.  Stewart  and  his  associ- 
ates, constituting  them  a  regular  Lodge,  under  the  name  of  Harmony  Lodge  No.  — ,  at 
Loudonville,  Richland  county.

Lodge,  to  wit : 

Resolved,  That  each  chartered  Lodge  in  regular  standing  in  this  State,  may,  on  appli- 
cation by  the  Secretary  of  such  Lodge,  or  by  their  representative  at  any  annual  com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  entitled  to  receive,  upon  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  certificate,  a  reasonable  number  of  Grand  Lodge  certificates,  in 
blank,  though  fully  attested  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  be  by  them  used  and  granted  at 
the  option  of  the  Master  with  the  consent  of  each  Lodge. 

Which  resolution  was  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three.    And  the 

M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  J.  N.  Burr,  Laughlin  and  Cook 

said  committee. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Building  Com- 
mittee, reported  the  same  back  with  amendments,  which  were  agreed  to, 
as  follows : 

The  committee  appointed  to  superintend  the  erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hail,  in 
Lancaster,  respectfully  report,  that  during  the  past  year,  very  little  of  actual  work  has 
been  done  to  the  building  now  in  progress.  This  Is  entirely  owing  to  the  want  of 
means  necessary  to  progress  with  existing  contracts. 

At  the  last  session,  very  much  to  the  surprise  of  the  committee,  an  attempt  was 
made  to  put  a  partial  arrest  upon  the  progress  of  the  building ;  and  although  this  effort 
was  negated  by  a  decided  vote  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  committee  were  instructed 
to  proceed  with  the  work,  yet  there  was  manifested  such  a  feeling  as  to  paralyze,  in  a 
great  measure,  the  exertions  of  those  Lodges  from  whom  the  necessary  revenue  had 
been  anticipated.  The  committee  have  not  been  advised  of  a  single  payment  having 
been  made  during  the  past  year,  by  any  one  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  that  have  sub- 
scribed to  this  particular  fund.  This  circumstance  has  placed  them  in  a  peculiar  and 
painful  situation. 

Relying  upon  the  pledged  assurances  that  had  been  given  them  of  necessary  means, 
and  being  pointedly  instructed  to  make  contracts  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  they 
engaged  in  the  delicate  and  responsible  duty  of  their  appointment,  in  perfect  good 
faith ;  anticipating,  as  they  had  the  right  to  do,  that  they  would  be  sustained  to  the 
letter  in  every  contract  they  had  made ;  especially  as  they  had  all  been  severally  reported 
upon  and  approved  by  you.   In  this  just  and  reasonable  expectation,,  the  committee 
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need  scarcely  add  they  have  been  painfully  disappointed  ;  and  justice  to  themselves,  as 
well  as  to  the  contractors,  requires  them  to  say  that  the  moneyed  affairs  of  the  building 
are  in  a  critical  condition,  and  unless  immediate  and  decided  action  is  had  to  concen- 
trate the  approbation  and  good  feeling  of  the  fraternity  upon  a  matter  in  which  all  are 
equally  interested,  the  honor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  impaired,  and  an  actual  injury 
sustained  by  the  contracting  parties.  The  committee  cannot,  for  a  moment,  entertain 
the  belief  that  the  fraternity  of  Ohio  are,  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view,  unable  to  finish 
the  building  they  have  publicly  engaged  to  put  up    This  is  idle  apprehension. 

If  the  means  cannot  be  raised  in  one  year,  they  can  very  readily  be  accumulated 
during  the  period  of  one,  two  and  three  years,  and  this  would  meet  every  requisition  of 
the  committee.  They  therefore  do  not  consider  that  this  is  the  only  intervening  obsta- 
cle— serious  and  disastrous  as  the  last  few  years  have  proved,  in  money  matters,  to  the 
whole  country. 

The  cause  of  the  lukewarmness  on  the  part  of  our  Lodges  is  to  be  sought  for  some- 
where else;  and  from  the  expressed  opinions  of  many— indeed  from  all  the  informa- 
tion they  have  been  able  to  collect— the  committee  think  that  the  fraternity,  generally, 
while  they  approbate  the  erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  object  only  to  the  present 
purchased  site,  and  the  contemplated  expense  for  finishing  it.  It  is  proper  here  to 
state  that  when  the  present  lots  were  purchased,  pursuant  to  your  own  instructions,  no 
other  eligible  site  could  be  procured  in  Lancaster. 

Since  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  other  property  has  been  brought  into 
market,  which  will  afford  one  of  the  best  sites  in  the  town,  and  at  a  reasonable  price. 
This  will  remove  every  objection  on  the  score  of  location.  The  committee  hold  a  pro- 
position for  the  sale  of  two  lots,  at  $4,000,  and  do  not  entertain  a  doubt,  in  case  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  order  the  purchase,  that  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  living  in  the  vici- 
nage, will  contribute  to  the  purchase  $1,000  of  the  amount.  In  the  event  of  the  pur- 
chase, the  superintendent  estimates  that  a  Hall  can  be  built,  in  all  respects,  both  in 
design  and  dimensions,  similar  to  the  present  building,  at  a  saving  of  six  thousand 
dollars. 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  the  size  of  the  Hall  be  reduced,  which  can  be 
done  without  violation  to  the  original  symmetry  of  the  design ;  and  in  this  way  an 
additional  saving  may  be  realized  of  from  two  to  four  thousand  dollars.  They  are  also 
of  opinion  that  portions  of  the  building  can  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  made  available 
for  purposes  of  rent.  The  basement  can  be  arranged  for  offices  and  school  rooms,  and 
the  large  hall  on  the  first  floor  would  rent  as  a  place  for  religious  worship,  or  for  other 
uses.  It  is  estimated  that  from  five  to  six  hundred  dollars  of  rents  would  thus  be 
received  annually. 

If  this  calculation  can  be  relied  upon,  and  the  committee  believe  that  it  can,  it  is 
apparent  that  the  proposed  change  of  location  will  produce  a  saving  of  expense  in  the 
erection  of  the  building  of  from  eight  to  ten  thousand  dollars  ;  so  as  not  to  make  the 
aggregate  cost  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars— a  sum  almost  within  the  reach  of 
your  present  subscriptions :  and  it  will  be  recollected  that  there  are  some  thirty  Lodges 
that  have  not  yet  been  visited  or  called  upon. 

In  making  his  calculations,  the  superintendent  estimates  that  the  present  site  will 
sell,  upon  time  payments,  for  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars.  With  these 
data,  the  committee  have  no  hesitation  to  recommend  the  purchase  of  the  proposed 
new  site,  believing  that  by  so  doing,  every  reasonable  objection,  on  the  score  of 
expense  and  location,  will  be  removed.  Should  the  Grand  Lodge,  however,  prefer  not 
to  go  into  the  proposed  arrangement,  it  is,  in  all  honor  and  candor,  due  to  themselves, 
to  the  Building  Committee,  and  to  the  contractors  employed  by  them,  that  some  ener- 
getic and  settled  policy  be  adopted  at  the  present  session,  to  liquidate  existing  indebt- 
edness, and  that  the  accustomed  annual  speculations,  respecting  location  and  removal, 
be  put  at  rest  forever. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  will  be  found  hereunto  annexed,  and  reference  is 
made  to  that  officer  for  a  detailed  statement  of  moneys  now  due  on  account  of  con- 
tracts and  for  the  purchase  of  lots.

Besolved  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed,  with  instructions  to  issue  a  circu- 
lar to  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  containing 
such  information  respecting  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  subor- 
dinate Lodges  to  take  action  upon  the  permanent  location  and  erection  of  the  Masonic 
edifice,  and  report  the  same,  attested  by  their  Secretary,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next 
communication. 

Brother  Raleigh  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 
Besolved  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  should  it 
become  necessary,  in  order  to  protect  from  loss  any  person  who  may  have  become  lia- 
ble for  debts  on  account  of,  or  authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  any  of  its  authorized 
agents  to  sell  and  dispose  of,  in  the  best  manner  the  case  will  admit,  so  much  of  the 
real  property  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge  as  will  be  necessary  to  save  such  persons 
from  loss,  on  account  of  any  such  liability  so  incurred. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Disney,  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to 
inspect  and  report  on  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  proposed  for  this 
Grand  Lodge,  was  then  taken  up,  and  the  amendments  proposed  by  said 
committee  were  disagreed  to,  except  the  word  Senior,  on  page  52,  chapter 
9,  section  1,  which  was  stricken  out,  and  the  words  "nor  more  than  one 
brother  for  the  same  Lodge,"  added  at  the  foot  of  page  47 ;  after  which 
amendments  the  Constitution,  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  as  now  printed,  were  unanimously 
agreed  to  and  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Kreider,  the  Grand  Lodge  went  into  the  election 
of  a  member  of  the  building  committee,  to  supply  the  place  of  M.  W.  Wil- 
liam J.  Keese,  when,  on  counting  the  ballots,  Brother  Daniel  Sifford  was 
declared  duly  elected  to  fill  said  vacancy.

Brother  Disney  presented  a  statement  under  the  seal  of  Lafayette  Lodge 
No.  81,  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit: 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  Lafayette  Lodge,  in  September  last,  Mr.  Marcus  Fitcheimer 
presented  a  petition  for  initiation,  which  was  disposed  of  in  the  usual  manner;  but 
before  the  stated  meeting  in  October,  he  made  a  visit  to  New  York,  and  there  he  says 
became  a  Master  Mason.  His  admission  into  the  Lodge  was  refused  upon  the  ground 
that  in  accordance  with  strict  Masonic  usage,  he  did  not  obtain  the  degrees  lawfully.

Brother  Hubbard,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master's  communication  as  refers  to  the 
evils  consequent  upon  candidates  leaving  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  to  obtain  degrees,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  unanimous- 
ly concurred  in  and  agreed  to,  to  wit : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand 
Master's  communication  as  refers  to  the  evils  consequent  upon  candidates  leaving  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  obtain  the  degrees  in  Masonry  elsewhere,  report: 
That  it  appears  by  an  official  communication  from  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  81,  Cincinnati, 
that  in  September  last  a  Mr.  Marcus  Fitchheimer  presented  a  petition  to  that  Lodge  for 
initiation,  which  was  received  and  disposed  of  in  the  usual  manner.  That  in  the  interim 
before  their  next  regular  meeting,  in  the  next  month,  (this  October,)  the  applicant  made 
a  visit  to  New  York  city,  and  there  became  a  Master  Mason,  and  as  such,  on  his  return, 
claimed  admission  into  the  very  Lodge  who  yet  held  under  consideration,  and  who' 
were  then  in  fact  balloting  upon  his  application  for  the  privileges  of  Masonry.  That 
Lodge  for  the  present  refused  his  admission,  "upon  the  ground  that  in  accordance  with 
strict  Masonic  usage  he  did  not  obtain  the  degrees  lawfully."  Your  committee  are  ad- 
vised that  the  Lodge  in  New  York  city,  thus  improvidently  and  unjustifiably  acting  in 
the  premises,  is  known  as  Mount  Moriah  Lodge  No.  — ,  working  under  the  authority  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

Nor  is  the  foregoing  a  solitary  instance  of  like  misconduct  of  Lodges  in  that  city. 
Your  committee  will  forbear  citing  more  than  one  instance  more.  During  this  Fall 
another  individual,  a  resident  of  Cincinnati,  has  taken  the  incipient  steps  to  become  a 
member.  Although  he  was  not  rejected  by  vote,  yet  his  application  was  not  pressed 
upon  the  Lodge  after  it  was  well  ascertained  that  he  would  be  rejected.  He  was  so  ad- 
vised. This  man,  shortly  after,  being  called  to  New  York  city,  was  there  made  a  Mason 
"at  sight,"  as  it  were,  and  returned  to  Cincinnati  claiming  all  the  privileges  of  a  brother! 
And  in  one,  if  not  both  the  instances  alluded  to,  the  certificate  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  was  produced  as  a  passport  to  the  recognition  and  confidence  of  Masons. 

It  is  not  necessary  at  this  late  day,  when  the  science  of  Masonic  jurisdiction  and 
Masonic  government  is  so  universally  known,  for  your  committee  to  go  into  reasonings 
64 
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to  demonstrate  the  gross  abuse  on  the  part  of  these  New  York  Lodges,  of  the  rights  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  State;  to  exemplify  their  palpable  departure  from  the  Masonic 
usage  that  has  hitherto  obtained,  in  all  well  regulated  Masonic  bodies  and  Masonic 
minds-  nor  to  exhibit  the  evil  consequences  that  must  inevitably  result  to  our  Order, 
if  such  a  reprehensible  practice  is  persisted  in,  or,  indeed,  if  a  speedy,  prompt  and  effi- 
cient remedy  is  not  applied  by  the  energetic  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York. 

Your  committee,  however,  yet  entertain  such  high  respect  for  that  body,  as  to  rest  in 
the  confident  belief  that  she  will  at  once  apply  a  suitable  remedy  to  prevent,  m  all  time 
to  come  the  recurrence  of  the  evils  complained  of,  and  therefore  forbear,  at  this  time, 
to  recommend  measures  for  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  whereby  to  fully  protect 
herself  and  brethren  in  the  legitimate  exercise  of  their  lawful  rights  and  privileges, 
within  our  own  jurisdiction. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  to  her  subordinate  Lodges  not  to  recognize,  as 
Masons  those  who  have  wilfully  and  knowingly  gone  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  degrees  in  Masonry  in  a  foreign  juris- 
diction  And  that,  in  all  other  cases,  when  the  person  who  has  been  admitted  to  the 
nrivileses  of  the  Order  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction,  without  knowing  that  in  so  doing  he, 
wUh such  foreign  Lodge,  was  violating  the  usages  of  Masonry,  he  be,  if  otherwise 
worthy,  recognized  as  a  brother.

There  being  a  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  duly  represented,  the  M. 
W  .Grand  Master  declared  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  duly  opened  for 
the  dispatch  of  business. 

The  committee  heretofore  appointed  on  that  subject,  made  the  following 
report,  together  with  the  accompanying  documents,  which  was  agreed  to  by 
a  unanimous  vote,  to  wit : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

The  undersigned,  a  committee  duly  appointed  pursuant  to  the  following  resolution, 
to  wit :  "Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  to  confer  with 
the  late  M.  W.  Grand  Master  in  reference  to  the  balance  reported  to  be  in  his  hands  by 
the  committee  on  Accounts,  and  report  thereon  at  the  next  grand  communication,"  now 
respectfully  report:  That  they  have  discharged  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  herewith 
submit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  accompanying  correspondence,  as  a  part  of  this  report. 
Your  committee  sincerely  regret  the  omission  to  publish  with  the  proceedings  of  the 
last  annual  grand  communication  the  account  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  W.  J.  Reese, 
as  well  also  as  the  further  omission  to  spread  upon  the  record  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee upon  said  account,  inasmuch  as  said  omissions  left  the  records  in  such  a  state 
as  to  produce  erroneous  impressions  to  the  prejudice  of  our  late  worthy  Grand  Master. 
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All  the  facts  mentioned  by  him  in  the  accompanying  correspondence  are  known  to  the 
committee  to  be  true;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  is  bound,  in  view  of  them,  to  take  such 
action  now,  and  have  such  a  record  go  forth,  as  shall  fully  exonerate  the  party  injured. 

The  committee  on  Accounts,  it  will  be  remembered,  recommended  that  the  M.  W. 
Past  Grand  Master  retain  the  reported  balance  as  compensation  (though  greatly  inade- 
quate) for  extraordinary  services  rendered;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  manifested  a  cheer- 
ful readiness  to  acquiesce  in  their  recommendation.  An  intimate  personal  friend  of 
Brother  Reese  was  aware  that  he  would  not  receive  any  sum  beyond  his  mere  contin- 
gent expenses,  and  for  this  reason  the  report  of  the  committee  in  reference  to  his 
account  was  laid  upon  the  table,  that  time  might  be  given  to  confer  with  him.  That 
conference  it  will  be  seen  by  this  report  has  taken  place,  the  M.  W.  brother  has  had 
opportunity  to  speak  for  himself,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  now  has  it  in  its  power  to  do 
ample  justice  in  the  premises,  and  thus  disabuse  the  public  mind. 
Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 
Besolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  entertaining  the  highest 
regard  for  their  late  worthy  Grand  Master  William  J.  Reese,  both  as  a  man  and  a 
Mason,  and  remembering  with  pleasure  the  long  and  valuable  services  which  he  has 
rendered  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  (for  which  extraordinary  services  he  has  invariably  re- 
fused pecuniary  reward,)  as  well  also  as  his  strict  fidelity  in  every  relation  he  has  sus- 
tained to  the  Grand  Lodge,  deem  it  a  duty  which  they  hasten  to  discharge  thus  pub- 
licly to  record  their  sentiments  of  confidence,  friendship  and  esteem,  with  the  assurance 
to  him  that  his  memory  and  his  valuable  services  will  live  in  their  hearts,  and  be  cher- 
ished with  all  the  ardor  of  Masonic  charity.

Philadelphia,  January  18,  1844. 
Dear  Brethren:— Your  communication  of  the  31st  ult.  has  been  received,  advising  me  that  you 
were  appointed  a  committee  at  the  late  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  to  "  confer  with  me  in 
reference  to  the  balance  of  Grand  Lodge  funds,  reported  to  be  in  my  hands,  by  the  committee  on  Ac- 
counts," and  you  ask  me  if  it  will  suit  my  convenience  to  "  confer  with  you,  in  writing,  or  other- 
wise." 

I  prefer  to  avail  myself  of  this  method  of  reply  to  your  note,  in  order  that  it  may  accompany  your 
report,  and  appear  as  part  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  next  session.  I  ask  this  as  a  matter  of 
simple  justice  to  myself,  because  the  records  of  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  present 
to  the  Masonic  public  a  one-sided  view  in  regard  to  this  account,  not  at  all  compatible  with  truth  or 
the  facts  as  they  existed.  Since  the  receipt  of  your  letter,  I  have  carefully  examined  the  published 
proceedings,  and  do  not  find  there  any  report  whatever,  of  the  committee  on  Accounts,  touching  the 
subject  of  your  appointment.  The  only  matter  therein  which  bears  upon  it  is  the  isolated  resolution 
introduced  by  a  member  of  your  committee,  as  set  forth  in  your  note.  I  am  very  certain  that  this 
procedure  was  not  intended  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  work  any  injury  or  disparagement  to  me.  On  the 
contrary,  I  have  been  assured  that  the  report  of  the  committee  which  was  so  necessary  to  a  proper 
appreciation  of  my  account,  by  some  strange  neglect,  was  overlooked  in  preparing  the  journal  for 
publication.   I  exceedingly  regret  this  omission,  as  it  has  compelled  me  to  lay,  one  whole  year  under 
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'the  imputation  of  being  a  Masonic  defaulter.  It  was  the  more  annoying  to  my  feelings,  as  in  the 
same  published  journal  appear  certain  resolutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  which  they  attempt,  with 
some  show  of  honor,  to  introduce  me,  as  their  Past  Grand  Master,  to  the  confidence  of  a  nelghbor,ng 
Masonic  jurisdiction.  I  am,  therefore,  compelled,  in  self-defense,  to  ask  that  the  subjoined  statement 
be  given  to  the  public,  as  a  means  to  exonerate  me  from  an  imputation,  very  painful,  and  entirely 

unfounded.  , ,        „  ,  ,  

In  preparing  this  statement,  I  will  necessarily  have  to  advert  to  some  matters  of  a  personal  nature, 
which  under  other  circumstances,  I  would  have  desired  studiously  to  avoid.  I  mean  in  regard  to 
services  performed  in  the  discharge  of  extraordinary  duties  placed  upon  me  by  the  Grand  Lodge 

You  well  remember,  that  when  it  was  resolved  to  erect  a  new  hall  at  Lancaster,  wherein  to  hold  the 
permanent  sittings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  was  required  to  make  a  visitation  to  the 
different  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  state,  to  solicit  their  aid  in  the  undertaking;  and  that  it  was  also 
loposed  to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  expense  of  the  visitation;  at  my  instance,  the  appropr^ 
Lion  of  means  was  confined  simply  to  the  traveling  expenses  to  be  incurred.  This  mission  I  engaged 
t  and  was  absent  from  home  about  four  months  in  1842.  At  the  annual  session  of  that  year  it  was 
pr'oposed  to  vote  a  sum  not  only  sufficient  to  cover  all  my  traveling  expenses,  which  were  the  only 
items  charged  in  my  account,  but  also  to  liberally  compensate  for  the  time  employed  in  the  visita- 
tion When  I  was  apprised  of  this  intention,  I  prevailed  upon  my  friends  not  to  offer  the  resolution, 
Expressly  declaring  that  I  would  not  consent  to  receive  any  compensation  beyond  the  traveling 
expenses  charged  in  my  account.   The  resolution  was  therefore  not  introduced 

It  this  session  the  Grand  Master  was  required  to  continue  his  visitation  until  every  Lodge  in  the 
state  should  be  personally  applied  to.  Although  I  declined  to  be  considered  a  candidate  yet  I  was 
again  honored  with  the  Grand  Mastership,  and  of  course  there  devolved  upon  me  the  duties  of  the 
Xitation  alluded  to,  in  view  of  the  discharge  of  which,  a  balance  of  funds,  then  m  my  hands,  was 
retained  for  the  benefit  of  my  expense  account. 

During  the  year  1843,  business  considerations  induced  me  to  remove  to  Philadelphia,  and  when  I 
found  that  it  would  be  impracticable  to  meet  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  session,  I  made  up  my 
accounrse  ting  forth  therein,  particularly,  every  item  of  debt  and  credit.    This  account  together 
wi  h  the  vouchers  for  disbursements,  I  forwarded  with  the  annual  address  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 
ItL  that  officer  to  present  my  account  and  vouchers  to  the  standing  committee  on  Accounts, 
the  balanced  my  hands,  of  S168.27,  would  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
Z an   of  the  creditors  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  might  be  directed,  immediately  upon  my  return  to 
Oh  o     The  Papers  went  into  the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Accounts,  who,  I  am  informed,  reported  a 
resolution  allowing  to  me,  as  a  compensation,  the  aforementioned  balance,  under  the  impression  that 
h  d  not  fully  charged  for  expenses  which  had  been  actually  incurred.   This  report  and  resolution 
were  laid  upon  the  table,  at  the  instance  of  a  friend,  who  felt  unwilling  to  have  them  acted  upon 
un  il  I  had  been  consulted.    They  were  not  again  called  up,  and  the  resolution  embodied  m  your  note 
Tas  eventually  offered  and  adopted,  as  a  substitute,  with  the  express  view,  as  I  have  been  told  to

Whereupon,  the  report  and  correspondence  were  ordered  to  be  printed 
in  the  minutes  of  the  present  grand  communication. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hublard,  a  committee  of  seven  was  appointed  to 
investigate  the  charges  preferred  against  Brother  B.  F.  Raleigh;  where- 
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upon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appointed  Brothers  Kreider,  Clary,  Laugh- 
lin,  Porter,  Copelen,  Griffith  and  Palmer,  said  committee. 

Brother  C.  K.  Smith,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion, 
was  laid  on  the  table : 

Whereas,  Washington  Lodge  No.  17,  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  is  now  engaged  in  the  erec- 
tion of  a  hall  for  the  accommodation  and  use  of  said  Lodge,  and  which  will  exclusively 
belong  to  said  Lodge,  which  said  building  has  so  far  progressed  as  to  authorize  a  confi- 
dent belief  that  the  same  will  be  enclosed  this  present  month,  and  which,  when  com- 
pleted, will  cost  between  two  and  three  thousand  dollars  ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  That  the  grand  dues  of  Washington  Lodge  No. 
17,  for  the  past  year,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  remitted,  to  be  expended  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  building  aforesaid. 

Brother  Drinker,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  made 
a  report,  which  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  presented  and  read  the  following  annual 
communication : 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Brethren  : — The  Lodges  within  our  jurisdiction  have  been  vouchsafed  another  year 
of  quiet;  in  the  which  they  have,  with  commendable  diligence,  plied  themselves  to 
the  unostentatious  prosecution  of  their  work.  For  a  brief  season,  the  sound  of  the 
gavel  is  hushed  within  their  halls,  and  the  Craft  are  called  from  their  labors  to  refresh- 
ment and  repose  ;  while  you,  my  brethren,  the  chosen  superintendents  and  directors  of 
their  work,  have  come  up  hither  to  consult  our  common  trestle-board,  and  obtain 
designs  for  the  future  operations  of  our  Lodges.  It  becomes  us,  then,  here— at  the 
threshold  of  this  our  annual  duty  and  service— to  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  that 
All-Wise  and  never  sleeping  Providence  who  has  been  constantly  over  us  and 
around  us  since  last  we  parted  ;  continuing  our  lives— directing  our  paths— ministering 
to  our  thousand  wants— and  reserving  to  us  the  pleasure  of  once  more  assembling  in 
grand  communication. 

One  of  our  traditions  teaches,  that  it  was  the  invariable  custom  of  our  ancestors  of 
the  Masonic  line,  in  the  primitive  days  of  our  institution,  at  short  and  stated  intervals, 
to  set  aside  brief  periods  of  time,  which  were  religiously  consecrated  to  the  contempla- 
tion of  the  vast  works  of  creation,  and  the  paying  homage  to  the  adorable  Creator. 
A  custom  thus  time-honored,  and  approved  by  reason,  by  revelation,  and  by  experi- 
ence, cannot  be  lost  to  any  body  of  Masons  in  this  the  XlXth  century  of  the  Christian 
era ;  and  least  of  all  can  it  be  lost  to  the  members  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  constituted  as  is 
that  of  the  state  of  Ohio.  Let  us,  then,  my  brethren,  as  Freemasons— while  enjoying 
the  rich  and  multitudinous  blessings  showered  upon  us  by  a  more  than  earthly  bene- 
factor— forget  the  lines  which  have  divided  us  into  evanescent  parties  in  the  state,  and 
sects  in  the  church  ;  and  with  one  heart,  and  one  accord,  join  in  the  ascription  of  pro- 
found thanksgiving  to  the  ineffable  One  who  presides  in  that  catholic  and  celestial 
Grand  Lodge,  where  the  happiness  of  each  craftsman  is  to  know  and  to  do  the  will  of 
Him  whose  "  presence  is  the  light  thereof."  And  let  us  endeavor  to  appreciate  our 
entire  dependence  for  those  prospective  blessings,  the  hope  for  which  is  the  occasion  of 
our  present  assembling  together,  upon  the  priceless  and  unspeakable  goodness  of  that 
God  who  has  hitherto  spared  our  venerable  institution  in  much  of  its  primitive  vigor, 
while  states  and  empires  by  which  it  has  been  surrounded,  have  successively  arisen, 
flourished,  and  been  swept  from  being. 

The  Book  of  Constitutions  adopted  and  promulgated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last 
annual  communication,  supplies  a  desideratum  long  needed  by  the  fraternity  of  Ohio; 
and  has  been  received,  so  far  as  I  am  advised,  with  great  favor,  not  merely  by  the 
Lodges  of  our  jurisdiction,  but  by  well-informed  and  skilful  craftsmen  wherever  it  has 
been  examined.  While  the  Ancient  Constitutions,  (comprising  a  code  of  the  fundamental 
laws  of  Masonry  throughout  the  world,)  remain  unaltered  and  immutable ;  those  laws 
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relating  more  immediately  to  our  own  jurisdiction,  and  the  offspring  of  our  own  author- 
ity, are  subject  to  such  change  as  experience  may  suggest,  and  prudence  dictate.  Both 
have  now  for  the  first  time  been  presented  to  the  fraternity  of  Ohio,  under  the  authori- 
tative sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

As  was  to  have  been  expected,  various  questions,  growing  out  of  constructions  proper 
to  be  given  to  our  new  code,  have  arisen  in  different  Lodges.  When  more  than  ordi- 
nary difficulty  has  attended  the  discussions  of  these  questions,  and  brethren,  emulous 
only  for  the  truth,  have  arrived  at  various  and  conflicting  conclusions,  the  matters  in 
debate  have  sometimes  been  referred  to  the  arbitrament  of  your  presiding  officer.  With 
unaffected  diffidence  for  his  own  opinions,  he  has  not  felt  himself  at  liberty  to  withhold 
them  from  his  brethren  when  thus  called  for.  They  have  been  given,  often  under  cir- 
cumstances not  the  most  favorable  for  arriving  at  conclusions  satisfactory  to  my  own 
mind;  but  nevertheless  cheerfully,  from  a  consideration  of  the  fact  that  a  liberal 
brotherhood  would  be  inclined  to  make  all  due  allowance  for  error  in  opinions  thus 
hastily  formed  on  the  spur  of  the  occasion;  and  also  from  a  consciousness  that  the 
effect  of  such  error  would  be  but  temporary  in  duration— inasmuch  as  such  opinions  are 
subject  to  review,  and  if  found  erroneous  to  be  reversed,  at  the  ensuing  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  I  am  aware  of  no  instance,  however,  in  which  the  opinion  of  the  Grand 
Master  so  communicated,  has  failed  to  meet  the  respectful  acquiescence  of  the  brethren 
to  whom  it  had  been  accorded.  But  by  no  means  arrogating  to  myself  exemption  from 
error  in  the  matters  alluded  to,  I  shall  be  gratified  to  learn,  if  doubts  still  remain  upon 
the  minds  of  brethren,  that  the  questions  involved  have  been  reserved  for  the  final  ad- 
judication of  this  body. 

I  deem  it  not  inappropriate,  in  this  connection,  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  a  question  of  authority  and  discipline,  mooted  in  a  subordinate  Lodge,  and  on 
which  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Master,  as  the  representative  of  this  body  during  its 
interval  of  recess,  was  solicited.  It  was  asked  by  a  respectable  Lodge,  whether  "  the 
denying  the  divine  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Bible  be  an  offense  against  the  institution 
of  Masonry ;  and  if  so,  what  are  the  prerogatives  of  the  Lodge,  in  such  cases  ?  "  While 
it  is  most  true  that  Masonry  is  not  sectarian  in  its  character,  and  that  the  established 
rules  and  regulations  of  our  Grand  Lodge  positively  inhibit  all  religious  tests,  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  initiation,  save  only  the  acknowledgment  of  "  a  steadfast  belief  in  the 
existence  and  perfection  of  Deity/'  it  is  equally  true  that,  were  it  possible  to  wrest  from 
the  "first  great  light"  in  Masonry  its  attribute  of  divine  authenticity,  the  very  act 
would  overwhelm  the  Order  with  a  visible  and  tangible  darkness,  equaled  only  by 
that  which  existed  ere  "the  spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of  the  waters."  It 
is  impossible  to  despoil  our  great  moral  and  Masonic  trestle-board  of  its  distinctive 
characteristic,  without,  at  the  same  time,  rifling  the  work  of  our  Lodges,  our  charges 
and  our  lectures,  of  every  conservative  and  life-giving  principle.   If  the  Bible  be  not 
indeed  an  emanation  from  Deity,  then  is  Freemasonry  an  empty  cheat;  and  those 
who  minister  at  her  altars,  accessaries  to  fraud  and  vile  delusion.   True,  we  have 
among  us  no  Lodges  exclusively  Christian ;  for  the  reason  that  Masonry  dates  ante- 
rior to  the  Christian  era;  and  because  her  charity  is  sufficiently  expansive  to  em- 
brace within  its  ample  folds,  in  fraternal  unison,  the  good  and  true  of  whatever 
name  or  nation.  While,  therefore,  Christian  Masons  dedicate  their  Lodges  to  those 
two  eminent  and  sainted  Christian  patrons  who  are  always  represented  in  every  reg- 
ular and  well  governed  Lodge  by  most  attractive  and  peculiar  hieroglyphics,  our 
Jewish  brethren  may,  at  the  same  time,  without  let  or  hindrance,  and  without  the 
remotest  cause  of  offense  to  any,  still  commemorate  in  their  Lodges,  him  whose 
name  is  the  synonym  of  Wisdom,  and  whose  virtues  are  embalmed  alike  in  the  hearts 
of  all  good  Masons,  whether  Christians  or  the  lineal  descendants  of  the  twelve  tribes  of 
Israel.   But,  surely,  it  could  not  have  been  the  purpose  of  those  great  and  good  men  of 
old,  in  laying  thus  broad  the  foundations  of  our  Order,  to  provide  in  it  a  covert  for  the 
deriding  infidel,  or  any  asylum  for  the  dissembling  hypocrite.  And  if,  by  any  means, 
such  have  found  their  way  into  our  midst,  it  is  the  first  duty  of  the  Lodge  so  invaded, 
by  well  doing  to  put  to  silence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men ;  and  to  teach  them  that, 
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though  free,  they  may  not  use  their  liberty  for  a  cloak  of  licentiousness.  And,  if  thus 
admonished,  they  refuse  to  be  restrained,  let  them  be  regarded  as  walking  disorderly, 
and  not  after  the  tradition  they  have  received  of  us.  And,  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word,  note  that  man,  and  have  no  company  with  him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  announce  to  you  my  belief  that  the  Order  of 
Freemasonry  now  enjoys  throughout  our  country,  and  especially  within  our  jurisdiction, 
an  exemption  from  the  malign  influences  of  envy  and  detraction,  to  a  degree  rarely  be- 
fore experienced ;  that  it  is  keeping  pace  with  the  onward  progress  of  civilization  and 
art,  and  gradually  making  its  way  into  the  favorable  consideration  of  an  unprejudiced 
and  intelligent  community.  As  evidence  of  this  fact,  individuals,  "  good  men  and  true," 
are  shaking  off  the  lethargy  of  years,  and  earnestly  casting  about  for  the  means  of  that 
innocent  social  gratification  which  erst  they  enjoyed  in  the  Lodge  room.  A  recurrence 
to  the  mystical  "-point  within  a  circle"  awakens  within  them  recollections,  which,  once 
aroused,  cannot  be  repressed;  and  their  hearts  go  forth  in  earnest  desire  for  a  brothers 
welfare.  Lodges,  which  long  since  fell  into  listless  suspense,  are  arousing  themselves 
to  active  duty,  and  burnishing  anew  their  jewels,  which  had  become  dim  from  long 
neglect  and  disuse.  And  new  Lodges  are  springing  into  being  in  districts  where  hitherto 
our  rites  have  been  wholly  unpractised  and  unknown. 

I  cannot  too  earnestly  press  upon  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  early  consid- 
eration of  its  financial  affairs.  I  herewith  submit  a  circular,  issued  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, under  an  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  annual  communication,  by  which  it 
appears  that  the  Grand  Lodge  stands  indebted,  on  various  accounts,  in  the  sum  of 
$4,261  81.  It  becomes  the  indispensable  duty  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  present  session, 
to  devise  means  for  the  prompt  extinguishment  of  these  debts;  and  to  this  end  all 
available  means  at  your  disposal  should  be  applied.  From  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  premises,  at  its  last  meeting,  I  infer  that  the  enterprise  of  erecting,  for  its  future 
use,  a  Grand  Masonic  Hall,  is,  for  the  present  at  least,  abandoned.  Should  it,  however, 
be  determined,  at  a  future  and  not  distant  day,  to  erect,  in  Lancaster,  the  proposed 
building,  the  practicability  of  procuring  a  different  location  within  that  town  — one 
which,  while  it  would  admit  of  a  modification  of  the  plan,  would,  at  the  same  time, 
warrant  a  very  considerable  reduction  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the  building— is  respect- 
fully suggested.  But,  should  the  Grand  Lodge  determine  wholly  to  relinquish  the  erec- 
tion of  the  contemplated  building,  then  common  justice,  to  say  nothing  of  plighted 
Masonic  faith,  requires  that  measures  be  taken  to  reimburse  those  Lodges  who  have 
made  advances  to  the  fund  set  apart  for  the  construction  of  said  bilding,  and  particu- 
larly Lancaster  Lodge,  by  whom  more  than  three-fourths  of  such  advances  have  been 
made.  In  either  event— inasmuch  as  it  is  not  probable  that  the  work  will  progress  for 
some  years  to  come,  and  in  view  of  the  pressing  emergency  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for 
means  to  meet  its  obligations— I  suggest  the  expediency  of  taking  immediate  measures 
for  discharging  the  judgment  which  is  a  lien  upon  the  lots  held  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  also  the  claims  for  materials  furnished  and  labor  performed  for  the  building;  and 
that  for  this  purpose  the  lots  and  materials  be  hypothecated  or  sold,  as  shall  be  found 
most  advisable.  As  this  whole  subject  will  claim  the  deliberate  attention  of  your  stand- 
ing committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  I  deem  it  inappropriate  here,  to  go  further  into 
detail  in  reference  to  the  amount  of  indebtedness,  or  the  means  most  appropriate  for  its 
discharge.  I  may,  however,  before  taking  leave  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  be  permitted  to  remark,  that  it  is  confidently  anticipated  the  operation  of  the 
18th  and  19th  Sections  of  our  new  By-Laws  will  prevent  an  accumulation  of  indebted- 
ness for  ordinary  purposes,  by  increasing  the  amount  of  our  resources,  at  the  same  time 
that  it  diminishes  in  amount,  the  current  demands  upon  the  treasury.  From  these  pro- 
visions we  may  anticipate  other  salutary  results,  not  less  important,  perhaps,  in  their 
bearings  upon  the  character  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  welfare  of  the  craft  committed 
to  its  oversight.  For,  while  it  would  not  comport  with  the  dictates  of  either  common 
expediency,  or  Masonic  equity,  that  the  liberality  of  those  brethren  who,  necessarily, 
leave  their  homes  and  their  business  to  attend  upon  the  communications  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  should  be  further  taxed  for  the  means  of  subsistence  during  such  service ;  neither

is  it  desirable  that  the  emoluments  of  a  seat  in  our  annual  council  should  he  such  as 
to  invite  the  cupidity  of  those,  (if  such  there  be,)  who  might  be  induced  to  take  the 
place  from  considerations  merely  mercenary.  Your  By-Laws  have  adopted  the  ju- 
dicious and  proper  medium. 

It  has  not  been  my  fortune  to  communicate  personally,  during  the  past  year,  with 
more  than  a  very  few  of  the  Lodges  in  the  state.  I  derived  no  small  pleasure  and 
advantage,  however,  from  being  present  and  sharing  in  the  labors  and  counsels  of  a 
voluntary  consociation  of  some  five  or  six  Lodges,  assembled  for  mutual  improvement. 
The  geographical  extent  of  our  jurisdiction  precludes  anything  like  a  general  Grand 
Visitation ;  and  suggests  assemblies  like  that  to  which  I  refer,  as  the  best,  if  not  the 
only  practicable  mode  of  direct  communication  between  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  sub- 
ordinates. It  would  be  almost  physically  impossible  for  the  Grand  Lecturer,  even 
were  he  to  devote  his  whole  time  to  the  service,  to  visit  all  the  Lodges  within  the  state, 
and  remain  with  each  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  ascertain  their  wants,  correct  their 
errors,  and  supply  defects  in  their  work.  This  barrier  may  be  surmounted,  and  the  dif- 
ficulty in  a  great  measure  overcome,  by  the  voluntary  consociation  of  a  number  of 
Lodges  at  convenient  points,  and  procuring  the  authorized  representatives  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  attend  their  convocations.  By  this  means,  too,  greater  perfection  and  uni- 
formity can  be  attained  by  the  respective  Lodges  in  their  work  and  lectures,  and  at  a 
less  cost  of  time  and  means,  than  can  be  expected  while  each  one  relies  upon  its  own 
separate  resources,  and  casual  grand  visitations  for  these  very  desirable  ends. 

The  General  Assembly  of  Ohio,  at  the  last  session  of  that  body,  passed  "an  act  to  in- 
corporate the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio."  I  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  in  order  that,  should  any  action  be  found  necessary 
on  our  part,  to  perfect  our  rights  under  the  charter  so  granted,  such  action  may  be  ta- 
ken at  our  present  grand  communication. 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  meeting,  to  appoint  a  committee  on 
Foreign  Communications,  with  a  view  to  a  more  thorough  examination  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  than  it  has  been  found  practicable  to  give  them  during 
the  brief  period  of  our  annual  meetings.  At  the  same  communication,  the  Grand  Lodge 
devolved  it  upon  the  Grand  Master,  as  his  annual  duty,  to  "  give  the  Grand  Lodge  infor- 
mation on  subjects  of  Masonic  interest,  and  recommend  for  its  consideration  any  meas- 
ures he  shall  deem  expedient."  These  "  subjects  of  Masonic  interest"  are  to  be  sought 
mainly  in  the  proceeding  of  organized  Masonic  bodies.  Such  proceedings  as  were  re- 
ceived by  the  Grand  Secretary  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
were,  I  am  informed  by  that  officer,  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  member  of  the  committee 
above  referred  to.  Those  received  at  a  later  period,  were  retained  by  him,  awaiting  a 
suitable  opportunity  for  conveying  them  to  the  committee.  The  consequence  is,  that 
the  Grand  Master  has  been  virtually  cut  off  from  the  sources  of  those  'k  subjects  of  Ma- 
sonic interest  "  which  it  would  otherwise  have  been  his  pleasure  to  present  at  this  time. 
I  do  not  advert  to  this  by  way  of  complaint ;  but  merely  as  explanatory  of  the  causes 
why  I  have  omitted,  in  this  communication,  to  refer  to  more  of  those  topics. 

By  a  cursory  glance  at  a  portion  of  our  foreign  correspondence  since  my  arrival  at 
this  place  I  find  that  while  we,  as  a  body,  have,  during  our  recess,  been  signally  spared 
the  desolating  incursions  of  death,  our  brethren,  in  other  portions  of  the  great  Masonic 
vineyard  have  been  called  to  mourn.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts bows  with  reverence,  to  the  will  of  Almighty  God,  it  having  pleased  Him  "to 
remove  by  death,  our  Worshipful  Brother,  the  Rfc.  Rev.  Alexander  V.  Griswold, 
who  having  attained  to  the  highest  degree  of  Masonry,  and  having  continued  through 
a  lorU  life  a  faithful  and  affectionate  brother  among  us,  especially  by  the  wisdom  of 
his  counsel  in  the  day  of  our  tribulation ;  and  having,  by  a  life  of  extraordinary  virtue, 
benevolence  and  stern  fidelity,  proved  the  sincerity  of  his  first  Masonic  declaration,  that 
he  put  his  trust  in  God,  has  left,  for  our  consolation  and  hope  of  the  Christian  resurrec- 
tion the  sprig  of  acacia,  doubly  green,  springing  from  his  grave."  While  our  brethren 
mourn  the  loss  which  thus  afflicts  them,  we  would  mingle  our  fraternal  sympathies  with 
their  grief   As  has  been  well  remarked,  "  States  and  Empires  have  their  boundaries  - 
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Masonry  has  none :"  the  sad  obituary  reaches  us  from  beyond  the  Atlantic,  and  our 
brethren  of  the  English  realm  challenge  our  sympathies  for  their  loss  in  the  death  of 
their  Grand  Master,  the  illustrious  Duke  of  Sussex,  "Whose  attachment  to  the  Order 
had  induced  him  to  assume  the  care  of  presiding  over  their  deliberations  for  nearly  thir- 
ty years."  Valuable  lessons  may  be  derived  from  visiting  in  imagination,  "  the  cham- 
ber where  the  good  man  meets  his  fate."  High  and  holy  incentives  to  good  deeds  and 
generous  resolves  are  there  presented,  which  cannot  fail  to  address  themselves  to  the 
better  feelings  of  our  nature,  enkindling  aspirations  that  our  last  end  may  be  like  his. 
Such  is  the  influence  shed  abroad  in  the  long  and  useful  lives  of  the  illustrious  dead, 
whose  memory  we  revere,  and  whose  loss  we  now  deplore.

To  Brothers  John  Hollister,  Josiah  Miller,  Daniel  H.  Wheeler,  and  their  associates,  to 
be  styled  Phenix  Lodge,  at  Perrysburg. 

To  Brothers  Werter  R.  Davis,  Samuel  P.  Fidlar,  William  W.  Gault,  and  their  associ- 
ates, to  be  styled  Hebron  Lodge,  at  Hebron. 

To  Brothers  George  McCook,  John  S.  Ruckerbrod,  Miles  J.  Tiernan,  and  their  associ- 
ates, to  be  styled  Carroll  Lodge,  at  Carrollton.

3.  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  foreign  correspondence,  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Communications.  [ 

4.  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  subject  of  convocations,  be  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee of  seven. 
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5.  That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  referred  to  a  select 
committee  of  three. 

6.  That  so  much  as  relates  to  charters  and  dispensations,  be  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Charters  and  Dispensations.

3.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  make  out  and  transmit  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto, 
copies  of  the  above  resolutions. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mc  Cullough,  the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion were  adopted : 

Whereas,  the  charter  of  Mansfield  Lodge  No.  35,  is  mutilated  and  defaced,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  a  new  charter  be  granted  to  said  Lodge,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary- 
fill  up  and  deliver  said  charter  to  the  representatives  of  said  Lodge,  in  the  names  of 
the  present  officers,  upon  payment  of  the  usual  fee. 

Brother  Eastman  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on  motion, 

were  laid  on  the  table,  to  wit : 

1.  Resolved,  That  each  subordinate  Lodge,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand

2.  That  the  presiding  officer  of  each  subordinate  Lodge  cause  a  copy  of  the  foregoing 
resolution  to  be  furnished  to  each  Mason  in  good  standing,  residing  within  his  jurisdic- 
tion, not  a  member  of  any  Lodge ;  and  if  any  Mason  so  notified  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  above  resolution,  for  more  than  sixty  days 
after  receiving  such  notice,  then  he  shall  be  expelled  from  the  sympathies  and  protec- 
tion of  the  fraternity. 

Brother  Hine  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  motion,  was 

laid  on  the  table : 

Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  designate  different  places 
for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  its  annual  meetings  for  the  next  five  years. 

The  following  select  committees  were  then  appointed  by  the  chair : 

On  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Blaster  in  reference  to  the  Divine  authority  of 
the  Holy  Bible,  and  the  authority  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  relation  thereto — Brothers  Burr, 
Hubbard  and  Root. 

In  reference  to  Convocations. — Brothers  Bereman,  Glenny,  Shinnick,  McCammon,  Ben- 
jamin, Tracy  and  Kerr. 

On  the  Charter  of  the  Grand  Lodge. — Brothers  Disney,  Kesling  and  Johnson. 

Brother  Clary  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  on  motion  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns,  it  will  adjourn  to  meet  in  the  city 
of  Cleveland,  on  the  first  Monday  of  September  next. 
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The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  made  the  following  re- 
ports, which  were  severally  agreed  to,  to  wit : 

The  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Hanover  Lodge  No.  115,  held  at  Loudonville, 
Richland  county,  have  examined  the  same,  and  find  their  proceedings  regular  and  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  and  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By  Laws  and  proceedings  of 
Hebron  Lodge  No.  116,  held  in  Hebron,  Licking  county,  and  recommend  to  said  Lodge 
to  amend  the  11th  article  of  their  By-Laws,  by  striking  out  that  portion  that  relates  to 
suspensions  and  expulsions  without  trial;  and  that  they  amend  the  first  clause  of  the 
19th  article  of  the  By-Laws,  so  as  to  make  it  conform  to  the  22d  article  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  revised  By-Laws  of  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  9, 
held  in  Mt.  Vernon,  in  Knox  county ;  Clinton  Lodge  No.  47,  held  at  Massillon,  in  Stark 
county ;  Lebanon  Lodge  No.  26,  held  at  Lebanon,  in  Warren  county ;  also  the  By-Laws 
of  Marion  Lodge  No.  70,  held  in  Marion,  and  find  them  correct,  and  in  conformity  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
Besolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Hanover  Lodge,  at  Loudonville;  Hebron 
Lodge,  Hebron;  and  Star  Lodge,  Ohio  City.

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensation, 
By-Laws  and  records  of  Malta  Lodge  No.  118,  held  at  Norwich,  in  Muskingum  county, 
have  examined  the  same,  and  find  them  in  proper  form,  excepting  that  said  Lodge  have 
acted  too  hastily  on  petitions,  and  conferred  on  the  same  individual  three  degrees  at 
the  same  meeting,  which  practice  has  occurred  in  four  instances  in  this  Lodge;  which 
is  a  violation  of  the  ancient  regulations  and  necessary  rules  of  the  Order.  The  minutes, 
however,  of  the  Lodge,  present  an  excuse  for  the  practice  complained  of,  which  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee  seems  to  justify  in  some  degree  the  action  of  this  Lodge. 
Your  committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 
■Resolved  That  said  Lodge  be  required  to  correct  their  practice  in  conferring  degrees 
and  conform  strictly  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  a  charter  be  granted 
to  said  Malta  Lodge,  to  be  numbered  118.

Brother  Caldwell  presented  his  account  for  postage,  etc.,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  Accounts ;  also,  the  account  of  S.  W.  Ely,  for 
printing  Grand  Lodge  receipts,  which  was  also  referred  to  the  committee 
on  Accounts. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Vattier,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  any  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  in  good  standing  in  this  state,  may,  on 
the  application  of  the  Secretary  of  such  Lodge,  or  by  their  representative  at  the  annual 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  entitled  to  receive  on  the  payment  of  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  certificate,  a  reasonable  number  of  Grand  Lodge  certificates  in  blank, 
fully  attested  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  be  used  and  granted  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Master,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  obtaining  the  same.

No.  93,  granting  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  twenty  dollars,  due  said  Chardon 
Lodge  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Whereupon,  it  was  resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  ten- 
dered to  Chardon  Lodge  for  said  donation. 

Brother  Gilmer  offered  the  following  resolution,  which,  on  his  motion, 

was  laid  on  the  table,  to  wit : 

Besolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns,  it  will  adjourn  to  meet  in  the  city  of 
Chillicothe,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  September,  1845.

Besolved,  That  Salem  Lodge  No.  87,  have  until  the  next  annual  communication  to 
pay  for  the  jewels  bought  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  on  the  impro- 
priety of  initiating  or  raising  more  than  one  candidate  at  one  and  the  same 
time,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  committee 
discharged,  to  wit : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  resolution  on  the  impropriety  of  initiat- 
ing or  raising  more  than  one  candidate  at  one  and  the  same  time,  report :  that  they 
have  considered  the  subject  referred  to  them,  and  from  an  examination  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, By-Laws  and  Regulations  of  the  Order,  they  are  induced  to  believe  that  the  matter 
to  them  referred  is  fully  provided  for,  and  may  safely  be  confided  to  the  sound  discre- 
tion of  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  com- 
mittee can  see  no  propriety  in  changing  or  adopting  any  new  mode,  when  the  one  in 
reference  to  the  subject  to  them  referred  is  as  old  as  Masonry  itself,  and  it  is  provided  in 
the  ancient  regulations  that  no  Lodge  shall  make  more  than  five  new  Brothers  at  one 
and  the  same  time,  and  this  regulation  is  made  obligatory  by  the  sixteenth  article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio.

Charge  1.  — Unmasonic  Conduct. 

Specification  1.  Rude  and  unmasonic  conduct  towards  an  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
in  intruding  himself  into  the  room  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  at  a  late  hour  of  the  night' 
and  officiously  intermedling  with  his  private  and  official  papers. 

Specification  2.  Slandering  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  while  in  grand  communica- 
tion, by  charging  publicly  that  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  re- 
ported but  eleven  hundred  dollars  when  they  knew  there  was  over  thirteen  hundred 
dollars  in  the  treasury. 

Specification  3.  That  they  (naming  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Secretary)  had  paid 
some  tour  hundred  dollars  which  they  should  not  have  paid,  because  they  had  not  the 
proper  vouchers  for  doing  so,  as  some  of  the  claims  had  not  been  allowed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

Specification  4.  Stating  that  there  would  be  a  resolution  offered  this  morning  which, 
when  presented,  would  cause  the  expulsion  of  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

Specification  5.  When  cautioned  by  a  Brother  against  offering  such  resolution 
stating  in  the  hearing  of  said  Brother,  that  he  had  sufficient  evidence  to  back  up  his 
assertions.    (Meaning  his  assertions  in  the  preamble  and  resolutions  referred  to.) 

Specification  6.  Charging  that  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  nad  locked  themselves  up  in  a  room  and  were  dividing  part  of  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  between  themselves.

The  committee  on  Grievances  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of  Thomas  TV.  Mans- 
field, from  the  decision  of  Franklin  Lodge  jSTo.  14,  expelling  him  from  membership, 
have  had  the  same,  together  with  the  testimony,  under  consideration,  and  report:  That 
they  are  of  opinion  that  the  1st,  2d  and  4th  specifications  in  the  charges  preferred  against 
him,  are  fully  sustained  by  the  evidence.  Your  committee  are  also  of  opinion  that  the 
offenses  charged  are  of  such  a  nature  as  fully  to  justify  the  action  of  the  subordinate 
Lodge  in  reference  thereto,  and  feel  compelled,  in  discharge  of  their  duty,  to  offer  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of  Franklin  Lodge  No.  14,  against  Thomas  TV.  Mans- 
field, whereby  he  was  expelled  from  said  Lodge,  and  from  the  privileges  and  benefits  of 
Masonry,  and  from  which  he  has  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  confirmed.

The  same  committee  made  the  following  report  on  the  appeal  of  William 
B.  Munday: 

The  committee  on  Grievances  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of  St.  Johns7  Lodge 
No.  13,  against  Wm.  B.  Munday,  the  examination  of  which  before  the  subordinate 
Lodge  resulted  in  his  suspension  for  an  indefinite  period,  and  from  which  he  has  ap- 
pealed to  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  had  the  same,  together  with  the  testimony  under 
consideration,  and  report:  That  while  in  their  opinion,  there  are  some  circumstances 
brought  to  light  in  the  evidence  reflecting,  in  some  degree,  upon  the  Masonic  character 
of  the  accused,  they  deem  that  either  the  general  charge  of  gross  unmasonic  conduct 
or  the  specific  allegations  against  him  are  sustained. 

Your  committee  are  desirous  that  every  offense  against  Masonry  shall  meet  with  its 
merited  rebuke;  but  they  believe,  also,  that  where  the  action  of  the  Lodge  is  to  result  in 
the  disgrace  of  a  brother,  it  should  be  had  upon  clear  and  unequivocal  evidence  of 
guilt.  Your  committee  do  not  feel  such  to  be  the  character  of  the  evidence  brought 
before  them. 

Your  committee  are  advised  that  a  small  portion  only  of  existing  evidence,  in  relation 
to  the  subject  matter  of  this  complaint,  has  been  obtained.  They  can  only  say  that  if 
farther  and  more  satisfactory  evidence  is  attainable,  and  the  interests  of  the  subordi- 
nate Lodge  shall  seem  to  require  it,  it  may  furnish  sufficient  grounds  for  a  renewed 
action  of  the  complainants,  upon  new  charges  to  be  preferred  in  their  own  body.

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  were  referred  the  proceedings  of  Leesburgh 
Lodge  No.  78,  on  complaint  of  Brother  John  E.  Batten  against  Brothers  Albert  Lock- 
wood  and  Samuel  A.  Hopkins,  expelling  them  from  the  Lodge,  and  from  which  they 
have  severally  appealed  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  had  the  same,  together  with  the  tes- 
timony, under  consideration,  and  report : 

Your  committee  have  found  it  extremely  difficult  to  come  to  a  satisfactory  conclu- 
sion in  regard  to  the  complaint  under  consideration.  They  have  entertained  serious 
doubts  whether  the  charges  and  specifications  preferred  against  the  accused  brethren 
are  in  form  and  in  substance  sufficiently  distinct  to  justify  any  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  reference  to  them.  These  charges  and  specifications,  while  they  are  in  form 
brought  against  the  accused  brethren  severally,  involve  them,  if  at  all,  in  the  same  acts 
of  fraudulent  and  unmasonic  conduct.  There  seems  to  have  been,  in  the  subordinate 
Lodge,  but  one  trial  of  both  the  accused,  and  the  whole  testimony  taken  pertains 
equally  to  both  cases,  in  so  far  as  it  is  at  all  pertinent  to  the  matter,  and  tends  to  es- 
tablish associated  misconduct  of  the  accused  brethren  in  the  practice  of  frauds  upon 
their  Masonic  brethren  and  others. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  accused  were,  at  the  time  when  the  offenses  charged 
are  alleged  to  have  been  committed,  associated  in  business.  That  they  were  deeply  in- 
volved in  debt,  and  beyond  their  then  present  means  of  payment.  That  with  a  view  to 
extricate  themselves,  or  from  other  motives  not  known  to  your  committee,  they  did 
misrepresent  their  pecuniary  condition  to  their  Masonic  brethren  and  others,  to  their 
injury.  Your  committee  are  also  satisfied  that  the  accused  brethren  did  fraudulently 
conceal,  and  otherwise  dispose  of  their  property  and  effects,  to  the  injury  of  their 
creditors;  and  further,  that  the  said  Albert  Lockwood  did  abscond  from  his  creditors, 
and  that  Samuel  A.  Hopkins  was  privy  to  and  assisting  him  in  so  doing.  Your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion,  upon  deliberation,  that  some  of  the  charges  preferred  are  proper 
for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  and  that  such  charges  are  sustained  by  the  evi- 
dence Your  committee  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  misfortunes  with  which  the 
accused  brethren  seem  to  have  been  visited,  in  some  measure  extenuate  their  offenses, 
and  would  be  glad  to  commend  them  to  the  indulgence  of  the  brethren,  if  they  deemed 
they  could  do  so.  They  believe,  however,  that  the  province  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is, 
upon  investigation,  to  affirm  or  disaffirm  the  action  of  the  subordinate  Lodge.  Your 
committee,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved  That  the  proceedings  of  Leesburgh  Lodge  No.  78  on  complaint  of  Brother 
John  C 1.  Batten  against  Albert  Lockwood  and  Samuel  A.  Hopkins,  expelling  them  from 
membership,  be  confirmed.

The  committee  on  Accounts  reported  in  favor  of  the  account  of  S.  "W. 
Ely,  of  four  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  for  printing  Grand  Lodge  re- 
ceipts, which  report  was  agreed  to,  and  the  same  was  ordered  to  be  certi- 
fied to  the  Grand  Treasurer  for  payment. 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  communication  from  Wash- 
ington Lodge  No.  17,  made  the  following  report,  accompanied  by  a  resolu- 
tion, to  wit: 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  paper  from  Washington  Lodge  No.  17, 
in  relation  to  admissions  to  the  privileges  of  our  Order  of  individuals  under  twenty-five 
years  of  age,  report:  That  from  an  examination  of  the  Ancient  Constitution,  as  pub- 
lished under  the  direct  sanction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  find  a  provision  prohibiting 
any  Lodge  from  admitting  "any  man  under  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  unless  by  a 
dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master.""  In  all  the  printed  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
now  in  force,  no  express  provision  is  made  as  to  the  age  which  shall  qualify  an  individ- 
ual for  our  privileges  but  the  one  above  stated — the  words,  however,  of  "  mature  and 
discreet  age"  are  used,  as  constituting  a  qualification  for  admission,  and  if  the  com- 
mittee were  to  take  the  common  definition  given  to  these  words,  they  would  have  no 
difficulty  in  reporting  that  they  meant  twenty-one  years ;  but  when  our  ancient  funda- 
mental regulations  speak  to  the  point,  and  specify  twenty-five  years  as  being  the  age 
to  qualify  for  admission,  your  committee  have  some  difficulty  in  arriving  at  a  satisfac- 
tory conclusion.  In  some  countries  twenty-five  may  be  the  age  of  the  majority,  but 
twenty-one  is  now  almost  universally  adopted  as  being  the  maturity  of  years.  The 
candidate  for  Masonry  must  be  of  lawful  age,  which  is  twenty  one  years  in  this  country, 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  has  not  intended  to  establish  any  other  age  as  constituting  lawful 
age  but  the  one  recognized  by  the  law  of  this  country.  The  committee,  then,  believe 
that  if  the  case  presented  by  the  papers  from  Washington  Lodge  No.  17,  has  not  been 
fully  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  is  an  omis- 
sion which  may  be  supplied  by  the  uniform  practice  and  common  consent  of  the  mem- 
bers of  our  Order.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  several  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  have  the  right  to  initiate  any  applicant  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years — he  pos- 
sessing all  the  other  prerequisites — without  a  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master,  any 
law,  rule,  or  regulation,  to  the  contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding.

Also  a  petition  from  a  like  number  of  brethren  in 
the  town  of  Jackson,  in  Jackson  county,  praying  for  a  dispensation  to  establish  a  Lodge 
at  said  place,  duly  recommended  by  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Columbus  Lodge  No. 
30,  and  find  nothing  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  also  find  the  proceedings  of  Medina  Lodge  No.  58,  presented  by  said  Lodge  ac- 
cording to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  find  them  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  Phcenix  Lodge,  of  Perrysburg, 
in  Wood  county,  working  under  dispensation. 

We  have  also  examined  the  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  Carroll  Lodge,  in  Carroll 
county,  working  under  dispensation,  and  find  their  By  Laws  in  accordance  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  but  that  their  work  has  not  been  in  conformity  with 
said  By-Laws. 

We  have  also  examined  the  By-Laws  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  and  find  them  in  strict 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  we  would  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  to  wit :

Master's  communication  as  relates  to  the  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures, made  the  following  report : 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's  Ad- 
dress as  relates  to  the  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  respectfully  report :  That  they 
have  had  the  subject  intrusted  to  them  under  very  careful  consideration,  and  have  be- 
come so  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  question,  that  they  deem  its  prop- 
er settlement  of  vital  consequence  to  the  welfare  of  our  institution. 

After  looking  at  the  foundations  on  which  all  our  work  is  constructed,  and  contem- 
plating the  teachings  of  Masonry  in  her  lectures,  charges,  etc.,  your  committee  can 
come  to  but  one  conclusion  on  the  subject,  viz :  That  the  Holy  Bible  is  the  great  stand- 
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ard  of  truth  and  duty  in  Masonry,  and  consequently,  that  an  humble  and  sincere  ac- 
knowledgment of  its  divine  origin  is  indispensable,  in  the  very  nature  of  the  case,  on 
the  part  of  all  who  come  to  seek  or  dispense  light  among  us. 

After  the  very  clear  views  on  this  subject  presented  by  our  worthy  Grand  Master  in 
his  annual  communication,  your  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  say  much  in  ad- 
dition, except  in  reiteration  of  the  sentiments  by  him  so  ably  and  eloquently  expressed. 

It  is  one  of  the  oldest  requisitions  of  the  fraternity,  that  no  regular  and  well  governed 
Lodge  can  be  without  its  Bible.  The  Bible  is  held  up  to  the  candidate  on  his  initiation 
as  the  first  great  light  in  Masonry.  He  is  told  that  it  is  the  inestimable  gift  of  God  to 
man.  His  onward  pathway,  in  its  entire  extent,  is  lighted  up  by  its  blessed  precepts. 
The  Faith,  the  Hope,  the  Charity,  in  which  he  is  admonished  to  abound,  is  the  Faith,  the 
Hope,  the  Charity  of  the  Bible.  The  star  which  shines  from  the  centre  of  one  of  the 
three  "ornaments  of  the  Lodge,  is  the  star  which  appeared  to  guide  the  wise  men  in  the 
East  to  the  place  of  the  Saviour's  nativity.  The  two  eminent  patrons  of  the  Order,  to 
whom  Christian  Masons  dedicate  their  Lodges,  are  the  Sts.  John  of  the  Bible  ;  the  pre- 
cepts of  which,  they  present  as  a  wall  of  defense  round  about  every  brother  within  which 
he  may  walk  securely  and  never  materially  err.  No  station  in  the  Lodge  is  too  high  for 
the  reach  of  the  duties  which  the  Bible  enjoins.  The  Worshipful  Master  in  the  East 
must  humbly  bow  to  its  authority.  On  him,  as  he  is  about  to  enter  upon  his  arduous 
labors,  is  laid  the  obligation,  weighty  above  all  others,  of  a  diligent  observance  of  the  Holy 
Scriptures,  which,  he  is  instructed,  is  to  be  a  rule  and  a  guide  to  his  faith.  And,  when 
sorrowing  brethren  gather  around  the  final  resting  place  of  the  departed,  they  mourn 
not  as  those  who  are  without  hope ;  the  sprig  of  acacia  tells  of  an  ever  verdant  and 
bright  land  beyond  the  grave.  The  Lion  of  the  tribe  of  Judah  has  vanquished  the  foe, 
and  hope  and  consolation  are  imparted  by  the  thoughts  of  that  life  and  immortality 
which  the  Bible,  and  the  Bible  only,  has  brought  to  light. 

These  are  but  a  few  of  the  many  evidences  that  -might  be  presented,  to  show  how 
essential  the  Bible  is  to  the  existence  of  Masonry.  What,  then,  is  Masonry  without  the 
Bible— the  Bible,  acknowledged  in  the  truth  of  its  divine  inspiration  1  It  is  the  casket 
without  the  jewel.  It  is  the  body  without  the  soul.  It  is  the  world  without  the  sun; 
and  what  might  be  its  value  despoiled  of  this,  its  richest  treasure  and  brightest  orna- 
ment, would  not  be  worth  the  trouble  of  a  conjecture. 

Your  committee,  in  their  search  for  grounds  on  which  to  sustain  an  opposite  opinion, 
have  found  nothing  meriting  that  character,  unless  it  be  a  single  clause  in  section  6th 
of  our  Rules  and  Regulations  ;  the  language  of  which  is,  "  that  no  religious  test  shall 
be  required  of  any  applicant  for  the  benefits  of  Masonry,  other  than  a  steadfast  belief 
in  the  existence  and  perfections  of  Deity."  In  regard  to  this  provision,  it  is  respect- 
fully submitted  whether  a  proper  belief  in  the  existence  and  perfections  of  Deity,  does 
not  of  necessity  imply  a  belief  in  the  divine  authenticity  of  the  Bible,  since  from  that 
book  we  derive  the  only  intelligent  and  satisfactory  knowledge  of  Deity;  and  whether, 
therefore  said  clause  was  not  predicated  upon  this  hypothesis.  But,  whatever  inter- 
pretation may  be  given  to  this  provision,  and  granting  that  it  requires  only  such  a 
belief  in  Deity  as  natural  religion  may  afford,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is 
entitled  to  no  serious  weight,  against  the  abundant  and  clear  testimony  furnished  by 
the  lectures  and  charges,  the  authority  of  which  no  well  informed  Mason,  it  is  thought, 
will  be  disposed  to  gainsay  or  resist.  In  view  therefore  of  the  whole  subject,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

-Resolved  That  this  Grand  Lodge  is  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  a  distinct  avowal  of  a 
beLie Mb the  divine  authenticity  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  should  be  required  of  every  one 
who  is  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  that  a  denial  of  the  same  is  an 
offense  against  the  institution  calling  for  exemplary  discipline.

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The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  reported  the  following 
facts  and  resolutions : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  have  discovered  that  many  of  the 
Lodges  have  committed  errors,  by  a  misconstruction  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  following  particulars  :  That  they  have  received  petitions 
and  balloted  for  candidates  in  the  first  and  second  degree,  and  that  Lodges  under  dis- 
pensation have  procured  their  officers  to  be  installed  while  working  under  dispensation. 
They  therefore  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions,  for  the  instruction  of  the 
Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  all  subordinate  Lodges  be  especially  directed  to  the 
fifth  rule  "for  the  government  of  the  Lodges  of  Ohio,"  at  page  53  of  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  the  installation  of  officers  should  be 
confined  to  chartered  Lodges  only.

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  from  Carroll  and  Phcenix  Lodges  be  permitted  to  take 
seats,  as  delegates  for  their  respective  Lodges,  in  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  John  M.  Barrere  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Lodges  of  Ohio : 

1st.  Strike  out,  in  the  third  and  fourth  lines  of  the  15th  Rule,  the  following  words, 
"with  the  unanimous  consent  thereof,"  and  insert  the  words,  "by  the  recommendation 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  at  any  regular  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge." 

2d.  Strike  out  the  following  words,  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  lines  of  the  15th  Rule :  "  If 
there  are  two  or  more  Lodges  in  any  county,  then  the  candidate  must  apply  to  the 
Lodge  nearest  his  residence." 

Which  proposed  amendments  were  received,  ordered  to  be  entered  on 
the  minutes,  and  lay  over  until  the  next  succeeding  stated  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  By-Laws. 

Brothere  Barrere  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

Whereas,  Highland  Lodge  No.  38,  at  the  present  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  paid  dues  for  one  member  for  the  year  1843,  and  two  members  for  the  year  1844, 
who  were  initiated  during  those  years ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the  representative  of  said 
Lodge  the  sum  of  two  dollars,  the  amount  so  erroneously  paid. 

Brother  Dreshach  moved  that  the  preamble  and  resolution  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means ;  which  was  disagreed  to,  and  the  sub- 
ject was  indefinitely  postponed.

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  Brothers  W.  B.  Hubbard  and 
Leander  Ransom,  be  a  committee  to  superintend  the  printing  of  five  hundred  copies  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  present  communication,  to  be  distributed  as 
heretofore. 

The  committee  on  Grievances  made  the  following  report : 
The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  B.  J. 
Irwin,  complaining  of  certain  proceedings  of  Miami  Lodge  No.  46,  expelling  him  from 
membership,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  examined  said  communication,  and 
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do  not  find  that  it  presents  any  subject  matter  for  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  They 
therefore  respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Besolved,  That  when  the  By-Laws  of  any  subordinate  Lodge  provide  that  the  degrees 
of  Masonry  may  be  conferred  upon  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  free  of  charge,  no  initiation 
fees  as  dues  shall  be  charged  to  such  subordinate  Lodge  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  majority  of  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  question  in 
relation  to  the  Eules  and  Eegulations  for  the  government  of  the  Lodges  of 
Ohio,  made  the  following  report : 

A  majority  of  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a  question  submitted  to 
the  Grand  Lodge,  "whether  one  who  had  served  as  Master  of  a  Lodge  previous  to  the 
adoption  of  the  present  code  of  By-Laws,  and  who  has  not  been  elected  and  served  as 
Warden,  is  eligible  to  the  Mastership  under  its  provisions,"  submit  the  following  report : 

The  2d  section  of  the  IXth  chapter,  provides  that  "  no  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
Mastership  unless  he  has  been  elected  and  served  in  the  station  of  Warden  in  some 
regular  Lodge." 

Your  committee  have  had  no  difficulty  in  arriving  at  what  they  suppose  to  have  been 
the  obvious  intention  of  the  framers  of  those  By-Laws,  in  incorporating  this  salutary 
provision,  and  of  the  body  by  which  it  was  adopted.  The  object  of  that  body  your 
committee  conceive  to  have  been  two-fold:  1st,  to  secure  to  the  subordinate  Lodges  the 
greatest  amount  of  practical  Masonic  knowledge  in  their  officers  ;  2d,  to  fix  the  best 
possible  standard  by  which  those  officers  should  be  selected  with  reference  to  that  im- 
portant desideratum. 

It  will  be  readily  conceded  by  every  one,  that  a  person  acting  in  the  capacity  of  War- 
den, in  order  to  become  an  efficient  officer,  must  necessarily  be  more  or  less  familiar 
with  the  duties  of  Master.  The  very  qualifications  required  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  Warden,  qualify  him,  to  a  great  extent,  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
Master.  Hence  the  sound  policy  of  introducing  a  standard  by  which  to  measure  the 
practical  as  well  as  moral  qualities  of  those  into  whose  hands  this  important  trust  is 
confided. 

But  let  it  not  be  supposed  that  subordinate  Lodges  are  interdicted  by  that  wholesome 
provision  from  traveling  beyond  the  standard  fixed,  out  of  which  to  select  material  for 
their  presiding  officers.  If  the  conclusions  of  your  committee  in  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion adverted  to,  be  correct,  of  which  they  entertain  not  a  shadow  of  doubt,  then  it 
follows,  inevitably,  that  those  (and  there  are  many)  who,  by  their  industry  and  fidelity 
to  the  Craft,  have  attained  to  a  high  rank  in  their  profession,  are  necessarily  endowed 
with  all  the  qualifications  to  fill,  honorably  and  profitably,  the  station  of  Master  of  a 
Lodge,  although  they  may  never  have  been  elected  or  served  in  the  office  of  Warden. 
Your  committee,  therefore  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolution : 
Besolved,  That  this  committee  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  this

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  there  is  no  means  better  calculated  to  cherish 
the  kindly  feelings  of  our  nature,  or  to  diffuse  correct  Masonic  intelligence  among  the 
fraternity,  than  frequent  meetings  of  the  kind  alluded  to,  among  neighboring  Lodges. 
There  is  perhaps  no  section  of  our  jurisdiction  where  it  would  be  inconvenient  to  hold 
one  or  two  such  Convocations  every  year ;  and  we  are  fully  persuaded  that  a  fair  trial 
of  the  plan  suggested  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  has  only  to  be  made,  to  prove  its 
great  utility.  Some  of  your  committee  have,  within  the  past  year,  witnessed  some  of 
the  happy  influences  attending  such  Masonic  Convocations,  and  heartily  join  in  the  re- 
commendation of  the  adoption  of  some  general  system  that  will  produce  the  end  de- 
sired. 

Without  entering  into  any  lengthy  argument  showing  the  usefulness  of  the  proposed 
Masonic  Convocations,  or  the  adoption  of  any  permanent  plan,  your  committee  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  the  Lodges  in  each  Congressional  District  within  this  State,  where  two 
or  more  Lodges  exist,  be  requested  to  hold,  in  each  ensuing  year,  at  least  one  Convoca- 
tion at  some  convenient  central  point;  and  that  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting  be 
designated  by  the  oldest  Lodge  in  such  district.

the  Grand  Lodge.  Having  no  new  light  upon  the  subject,  your  committee,  from  a  sense 
of  duty  which  they  owe  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  well  as  to  themselves,  recommend  that 
the  sentiments  contained  in  that  report  be  now  adhered  to.

And  further,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  forward  to  such  committee  at  least 
one  month  previously  to  the  meeting  of  the  next  Grand  Lodge,  all  the  documents  and  communications 
pertaining  to  their  department  which  shall  come  t<J  his  hand.  And  further,  that  he  shall  endeavor  to 
obtain  communications  from  every  State  in  this  Union,  and  from  as  many  Foreign  States  as  possible. 

Your  committee  have  always  been  ready  and  desirous  to  make  such  a  report  as  is  re- 
quired by  this  resolution,  but  for  some  cause  not  sufficiently  within  the  control  of  said 
Grand  Secretary,  they  have  not  received  the  documents  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
make  such  report.  They  have  obtained  from  the  Grand  Secretary  only  five  or  six  docu- 
ments received  by  him  since  the  last  grand  communication,  whereas,  we  have  received 
information  from  him  that  the  documents  still  in  his  hands,  are  very  "  voluminous.1' 
Under  these  circumstances  we  have  thought  it  useless  to  attempt  to  make  any  report  at 
all  upon  the  few  papers  in  our  hands,  knowing  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  fulfil  the 
intention  of  the  resolution  under  which  we  were  appointed,  and  that  an  additional  re- 
port would  be  required  upon  the  "  voluminous"  documents  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Secretary.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  then  presented  and  read  his  annual  commu- 
nication, as  follows : 
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To  the  31.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Brethren:  —  Once  again,  in  the  good  providence  of  God,  we  are  assembled  in  the 
character  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  to  mingle  fraternal  sympathies,  and  take  counsel  with 
each  other  of  matters  pertaining  to  our  common  welfare.  A  retrospective  glance  at 
the  year  which  has  transpired  since  last  we  met  in  Grand  Lodge,  affords  much  cause  of 
gratulation  and  thanksgiving  for  the  manifold  blessings  vouchsafed  us  in  our  masonic 
capacity.  Our  lives  have  been  prolonged— our  health  preserved— and  the  oft  and  abi- 
ding pleasures  of  our  masonic  sanctuaries  been  dispensed  and  enjoyed,  with  no  one  to 
molest  or  make  us  afraid.  Not  merely  within  our  own  particular  jurisdiction,  but 
throughout  the  masonic  world,  a  day  of  millennial  deliverance  seems  to  have  dawned 
upon  our  Order,  dispelling  the  mists  of  prejudice  and  error,  and  disclosing  to  the  unini- 
tiate  world  somewhat  of  the  innocence,  purity  and  catholic  confraternity  of  a  society 
so  ancient,  that  "no  art,  no  science  preceded  it"— so  honorable,  that  the  most  enlight- 
ened princes  and  potentates  of  the  earth  listen  with  delight  to  its  teachings,  and  receive 
its  tokens  as  favors.  I  proceed,  in  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  our  laws,  to 
communicate  to  you  a  statement  of  my  official  acts  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  moral  and  masonic  character  of  the  applicants  for  the  foregoing  Lodges,  furnishes 
the  surest  guaranty  that  the  important  and  delicate  interests  committed  to  their  hands, 
will  be  scrupulously  cared  for  and  diligently  guarded. 

Besides  the  dispensations  granted  as  above,  other  applications  have  been  made  in 
two  or  three  instances ;  but  not  being,  in  all  essentials,  conformable  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution,  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  withhold  the  authority  sought. 

Among  other  communications  received,  was  one  from  a  distinguished  and  esteemed 
brother,  advising  the  Grand  Master  that  the  Lodge  from  which  that  brother  hails,  and 
which  had  remained  dormant  for  some  twelve  years  or  more,  had  resolved  to  resume 
its  Masonic  labors,  having  procured  a  suitable  Hall  for  holding  its  meetings,  chosen  its 
officers,  and  fixed  upon  a  day  for  their  public  installation.  Regarding  this  procedure 
as  irregular,  and  in  contravention  of  the  authority  and  repeated  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  I  addressed  the  brother,  advising  him  of  the  views  entertained  by  me  in  the 
premises,  and  suggesting,  as  the  appropriate  remedy,  either  to  petition  for  a  dispensa- 
tion, as  in  case  of  a  new  Lodge,  or  else  to  await  the  present  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
submit  the  matter  as  on  application  for  authority  to  resume  labor,  and  abide  its  decision. 
This  suggestion— to  my  mind  so  rational— was  received  by  the  brethren  to  whom  it  was 
addressed  in  all  kindness,  with  evident  tokens  of  unmingled  surprise.   The  matter  is 
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submitted  to  your  consideration,  with  a  view  to  elicit  some  definite  expression,  not 
with  reference  to  this  particular  case,  but  for  the  information  of  others  in  like  circum- 
stances with  the  brethren  referred  to,  and  for  the  guidance  of  whomsoever  may  succeed 
me  in  the  responsible  station  of  your  presiding  officer. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  attend,  during  the  past  summer,  upon  two  especial 
communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  no  ordinary  Masonic  interest.  The  first,  con- 
vened at  Cincinnati,  on  the  4th  day  of  June,  at  the  instance  of  Nova  Cozsarea  Harmony 
Lodge  No.  2,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  with  ancient  and  appropriate  ceremony,  the 
head  stone  of  the  corner  of  an  edifice,  built  under  the  auspices  of  that  Lodge,  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  fraternity  of  that  city.  The  building  is  already  erected  and 
under  roof— an  ornament  to  that  beautiful  city,  and  an  enduring  monument  to  the 
munificence,  taste  and  Masonic  spirit  of  the  brotherhood  there.  An  incident,  to  me  of 
thrilling  interest,  transpired  during  my  visit  to  the  Lodges  of  Cincinnati.  It  was  the 
opportunity  afforded  me  of  greeting  and  taking  by  the  hand  a  brother,*  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a  green  old  age,  who  was  the  first  Mason  initiated  in  the  oldest  Lodge  of  that 
place— perhaps  the  first  upon  whose  vision  the  mysterious  light  of  Masonry  beamed,  west  of  the 
Alleghany  mountains.  That  brother  still  survives— to  his  Masonic  brethren  a  valuable 
relic  of  the  past,  a  priceless  treasure  in  possession.  Long  may  he  be  spared  to  enjoy 
the  sweet  communings  of  Masonic  intercourse,  and  by  a  blameless  walk  and  conversa- 
tion, stand  out,  a  living,  practical  refutation  of  the  calumnies  of  our  adversaries. 

The  other  instance  to  which  I  refer,  was  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  Circle- 
ville,  on  the  22d  day  of  August,  at  the  instance  of  Pickaway  Lodge  No.  23,  to  dedicate, 
with  Masonic  solemnities,  the  new  Hall  belonging  to  the  fraternity  of  that  place.  The 
Hall  formerly  occupied  by  them,  and  still  their  property,  having  (by  the  recent  growth 
and  extension  of  the  town  in  an  opposite  direction)  become  too  remote  for  convenience 
as  a  Lodge  room,  the  brethren  have  appropriated  it  to  educational  purposes,  and  sup- 
plied themselves  with  a  new,  beautiful  and  spacious  Hall,  in  the  most  central  portion 
of  the  town— connected  with  which  are  four  convenient  and  commodious  rooms;  so 
that  in  point  of  neatness,  and  facilities  for  the  practice  of  our  rites,  they  vie  with  the 
most  favored  Lodges  in  the  state. 

In  consequence  of  information  communicated  to  me  by  the  Worshipful  Master  and 
some  of  the  other  officers  of  Batavia  Lodge  No.  109,  of  improprieties  permitted  by  that 
Lodge,  I  felt  it  my  imperative  duty  to  arrest  the  charter  of  that  Lodge,  which  I  did  on 
the  7th  day  of  November  last,  at  the  same  time  citing  said  Lodge  to  show  cause,  if  any 
it  have,  at  the  present  grand  communication,  why  said  charter  should  not  be  revoked. 
The  letter  communicating  intelligence  upon  which  this  action  was  predicated,  is  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  As  by  the  action  already  had,  the  functions  of  that  Lodge 
are  only  suspended  until  the  present  grand  communication,  it  devolves  upon  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  determine  what  shall  be  its  future  position  in  the  Masonic  family  of  the  state. 
The  charter,  jewels  and  furniture  of  the  Lodge,  are  entrusted,  in  the  interim,  to  the 
custody  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge. 

Certain  irregularities  on  the  part  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  108,  having  been  reported  to 
me,  which  threatened  to  bring  that  Lodge  into  conflict  with  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  9 ;  and 
having  been  apprised,  moreover,  of  sundry  departures  from  the  fundamental  usages  of 
the  Order  by  Somerset  Lodge  No.  76,  I  availed  myself  of  the  advice  of  such  officers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  as  were  accessible  at  a  special  communication;  and  in  pursuance  of 
such  advice,  commissioned  Brother  Samuel  Reeb  as  my  Special  Deputy  to  visit  those 
Lodges,  inspect  their  records  and  their  work,  correct  their  proceedings,  and  impart  all 
necessary  instruction.  Brother  Reed  entered  upon  this  most  delicate  service,  with  that 
"fervency  and  zeal"  which  distinguished  Masons  in  the  palmy  days  of  our  old  Institu- 
tion. He  succeeded  in  arresting  and  correcting  the  irregularities  complained  of,  and  in 
removing  the  cause  of  uneasiness  from  among  those  Lodges.  His  report  of  his  proceed- 
ings, and  the  result  of  his  labors  under  that  commission,  are  herewith  submitted.   As  our 
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Lodges  multiply  in  number,  it  seems  but  reasonable  to  anticipate  that  like  visitations 
will  become  more  frequently  necessary.  Through  the  instrumentality  of  such  visits, 
made  by  intelligent  and  judicious  brethren,  much  of  the  elements  of  discord  may  be 
removed  from  Lodges,  prejudices  eradicated,  brethren  be  brought  to  work  in  harmo- 
nious cooperation,  who  otherwise  had  "remained  at  perpetual  distance,"  and  the  disso- 
nant sound  of  iron  tools  exchanged  for  the  spirit  stirring  "  sound  of  the  gavel."  I  sub- 
mit for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  propriety  of  making  adequate  pro- 
vision for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  attendant  on  such  visitations,  either  from 
a  common  fund,  or  by  the  Lodge  on  whose  account  the  visit  may  be  undertaken. 

I  received,  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  a  circular  letter  from  Brother  EL 
Leblanc  de  Marconnay,  General  Secretary  of  the  honorable  Lodge  of  the  Clements 
Amite  of  the  Order  of  Paris,  offering  corresponding  filiation,  and  asking  my  interven- 
tion to  open  a  communication  between  one  of  the  most  respectable  Lodges  under  our 
jurisdiction  and  the  Clements  Amite.  Among  so  many  Lodges  that  might  worthily 
aspire  to  the  distinction,  it  was  a  task  somewhat  invidious  to  make  the  selection 
desired.  After  some  deliberation,  however,  I  concluded  that  Nova  Cozsarea  Harmony 
Lodge  No.  2,  as  being  the  senior  Lodge  in  the  state  upon  whose  altar  the  lights  of 
Masonry  have  never  burned  dim — and  as  being  located  at  the  commercial  metropolis, 
not  only  of  our  own  state,  but  of  the  great  valley  of  this  western  hemisphere  —  was  the 
appropriate  Lodge  to  furnish  the  "fixed  address"  for  the  proposed  correspondence; 
and  I  accordingly  applied  to  that  Lodge  to  furnish  the  name  of  some  brother,  a  mem- 
ber thereof,  worthy  and  willing  to  assume  this  distinguished  post.  The  honor  fell  upon 
Brother  Elam  P.  Langdon;  and  suffice  it  to  say,  I  am  persuaded  it  could  not  have 
been  more  worthily  conferred.  His  appointment  was  made  out  and  transmitted  in 
March  last,  and  I  indulge  the  fond  hope  that  it  may  afford  us  the  means  of  a  frequent 
and  beneficial  intercommunication  with  our  courteous  brethren  of  the  French  metropolis. 

The  limited  edition  of  the  Book  of  Constitutions— a  work  prepared  with  much  care, 
and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  two  years  ago — is  already  exhausted.  New  Lodges, 
to  whom  the  work  is  indispensable,  as  well  as  individual  brethren,  who  find  it  a  very 
useful  and  convenient  compendium  of  Masonic  law,  seek  in  vain  to  supply  themselves 
with  this  necessary  little  text-book.  I  suggest  that  the  copy-right  be  secured  on  behalf 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  new  edition,  with  an  index,  be  authorized.  I  am  of  opinion 
the  publication  thereof  may  be  procured  without  involving  any  onerous  expenditure 
on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

No  small  degree  of  solicitude  has  been  expressed  among  the  fraternity  of  several 
States,  within  the  few  past  years,  for  a  more  exact  uniformity  in  the  mode  of  work 
and  lectures,  as  taught  within  their  respective  jurisdictions  ;  and  for  the  consummation 
of  this  object,  a  convention  of  the  representatives  of  sixteen  Grand  Lodges,  Ohio  inclu- 
sive, was  held  in  1843.  The  venerable  brother  who  was  our  representative  in  that  con- 
vention, and  who  served  on  the  committee  on  Work,  shortly  afterwards  ceased  his 
active  labors  among  the  Lodges  of  this  State ;  whereby  a  most  grave  and  arduous 
responsibility  was  devolved  on  your  presiding  officer;  inasmuch  as  it  is  made  the 
express  duty  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  under  the  advice  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
Grand  Master  to  cause  the  work  of  the  Lodges  to  be  uniform.  I  was  greatly  relieved 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  thus  devolved,  by  a  communication  addressed  to  me  by 
Brother  Carnegy,  Past  Grand  Master,  but  at  present  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Missouri,  who  was  also  a  member  of  the  convention,  and  served  on  the  com- 
mittee above  referred  to.  He  informed  me  that  he  had  inspected  the  mode  of  teach- 
ing, both  in  work  and  lectures,  as  practised  by  Brother  Rfed,  our  present  Grand  Lec- 
turer, and  that  such  mode  conforms  in  all  essential  particulars,  and  in  nearly  all  the 
details,  to  the  system  adopted  by  the  National  Masonic  Convention.  This  induced  a 
wish  on  my  part  for  the  means  of  personal  observation  of  Brother  Reed's  system  of 
communicating  Masonic  instruction.  I  availed  myself  of  such  opportunity,  and  was 
gratified  in  no  small  degree,  in  recognizing  the  almost  literal  lessons  formerly  imparted 
by  our  lamented  Brother,  the  late  Thomas  Smith  Webb,  to  whose  memory  the 
Masonic  fraternity  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  can  never  be  repaid,  and  which  is 
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best  acknowledged  by  cherishing  in  our  memories,  and  practicing  in  our  lives,  the 
many  valuable  moral  and  Masonic  precepts  so  forcibly  inculcated  by  that  estimable 
and  truly  good  man.  I  embrace  the  occasion  to  remark,  in  this  connection,  that  if  our 
brethren,  in  their  zeal  to  produce  uniformity,  would  apply  themselves  diligently  in 
searching  out  the  old  paths,  rather  than  tax  their  ingenuity  in  vain  efforts  to  fix  new 
way-marks,  the  result  would  be  in  the  end  more  satisfactory  to  themselves,  and  more 
profitable  to  the  cause  they  seek  to  advance.  For,  whatever  may  be  the  influence  of 
the  times  upon  other  institutions,  Freemasonry  has  never  profited  by  any  deviation 
from  the  exact  teachings  of  those  eminently  good  men  of  old,  whose  wisdom  modeled  it 
into  form,  whose  strength  of  intellect  devised  the  means  of  transmitting  it  through  a 
succession  of  ages  to  us,  who  now  possess  the  treasure  in  much  of  the  pristine  beauty 
with  which  their  labors  adorned  it.  Let  us  strive  to  preserve,  in  all  its  simple  grandeur, 
that  which  it  were  presumption  in  any  one  to  attempt  to  improve.  Let  us  defend,  in 
its  admirable  symmetry,  that  wherein  no  change  can  be  made  but  to  mar. 

About  to  retire  from  the  station  to  which  the  partiality  of  my  brethren  assigned  me 
two  years  since,  I  should  do  violence  to  the  dictates  of  my  heart,  were  I  to  omit,  on 
this  occasion,  to  tender  to  you,  and  through  you  to  the  fraternity  of  Ohio,  my  grateful 
acknowledgments  for  the  uniform  kindness  and  urbanity  which  I  have  received  at 
their  hands.  Sensibly  impressed  with  the  important  duties  of  that  station,  and  the 
distinguished  ability  with  which  those  duties  had  been  discharged  by  my  predecessor, 
it  was  not  without  serious  mental  misgivings  that  I  entered  upon  the  exalted  trust.  It 
has  been  my  honest  aim  to  deserve  the  continued  confidence  and  esteem  of  my  breth- 
ren; and  the  consciousness  that  in  this  service  I  have  not  wholly  wrought  in  vain,  is 
my  ample  reward.  It  will  now  devolve  upon  you,  my  brethren,  to  seek  out  from  among 
yourselves  a  brother  of  good  report  —  one  who  has  "learned  the  luxury  of  doing 
g00(j"  —  to  preside  over  your  deliberations  and  look  to  our  common  interests.  Many 
such  we  have  among  us,  and  it  shall  be  no  less  my  pleasure  than  my  duty  to  invest  with 
the  emblem  of  his  authority  and  the  insignia  of  your  choice,  him  "whose  merits  claim 
justly  that  highest  badge  to  wear." 

Trusting  that  our  present  convention  may  be  a  source  of  present  enjoyment  to  its 
members  and  lasting  benefit  to  those  they  represent;  and  imploring  that  our  labors 
may  be  crowned  with  a  blessing  from  the  God  of  our  fathers,  and  that  He  will  vouch- 
safe to  each  of  you  a  safe  return  to  his  family  and  his  Lodge, 
I  abide  faithfully  your  Brother,

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  referring  to  the  committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  the  budget  of  communications  received  during  the  past 
year,  from  our  sister  Grand  Lodges,  remarked : 

That  by  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  annual  communication,  he  was 
charged  with  the  duty  of  making  a  report  thereon.  On  reflection,  he  was  induced  to 
think  that  this  resolution  was  inconsiderately  passed,  as  it  contravened  one  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  requiring  that  these  communications  shall  be  referred  to  a 
standing  committee  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  members  of 
the  Grand  Lodge.  He  had  concluded  not  to  interfere  with  the  appropriate  labors  and 
duties  of  that  committee;  but  had,  however,  so  collated  and  arranged  the  foreign  cor- 
respondence, as  he  hoped  would  facilitate  the  labors  of  the  committee,  and  enable  it  in 
due  time  to  bring  forth  a  report,  which  would  be  more  satisfactory  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
than  any  which  it  would  have  been  in  his  power  to  make. 

Brother  William  Fielding,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ohio,  appeared  and  took  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Fielding  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  laid  on  the 
table . 
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Resolved,  That  a  select  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  report  on  the  present  con- 
dition of  Temperance  Lodge,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  just 
and  expedient  in  the  premises. 

On  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  Brother  S.  Reed  be  excused  from  serving 
on  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  in  the  case  of  Cincinnati 
Lodge,  and  Brother  B.  F.  Smith  was  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Brother  Caldwell  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  referred  to 

the  committee  on  Charity : 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  out 

of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  our  worthy  distressed  Brother  A.  Montgomery. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Shinnich,  the  following  resolution  ivas  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  to  designate  suitable  committees  to  whom  reference  shall  be  made  of 
such  matters  in  that  communication  as  they  may  designate. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  Brothers  Shinnick,  Caldwell  and  Strick- 
land said  committee. 

Brother  Elder  presented  a  petition  from  sundry  brethren,  for  a  new 
Lodge  at  Harrisville,  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters 
and  Dispensations. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Tieman,  the  returns  of  Carroll  Lodge  No.  64, 
were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Credentials. 

Brother  Young  presented  a  petition  from.  Wood  County  Lodge,  which, 
on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Benjamin  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  laid  upon 
the  table : 

Resolved,  That  when  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  at  Dayton  Mont- 
gomery county,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  October  next. 

Brother  Strickland  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Grievances  : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  of  the  representative  of  Malta 
Lodge,  by  what  authority  said  Lodge  conferred  the  degrees  of  Masonrv  upon  G.  W. 
Potter;  also,  that  said  committee  inquire  of  the  representative  of  Corinthian  Lodge  No' 
111,  by  what  authority  said  Lodge  elected  two  Masters  in  one  year. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Crossley,  the  appeal  from  the  decision  of  Union 
Lodge  No.  102,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Grievances. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning  at  10  o'clock. 


Wednesday,  October  22,  1845. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Hubbard,  the  reading  of  the  minutes  was  post- 
poned until  to-morrow  morning.

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  arresting  the  charters  of  subordinate  Lodges ;  also,  so 
much  as  relates  to  Washington  Lodge  No.  108,  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  9,  and  Somerset 
Lodge  No.  76,  together  with  the  report  of  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  be  referred  to  a  select

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Circular  received  from  Brother  H.  Leblanc  de  Marcon- 
nav,  General  Secretary,  etc.,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications.

number  of  the  Book  of  Constitutions,  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three.  _  _ 

That  so  much  as  relates  to  the  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  attendant  on  citations 
of  Lodges  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  or  his  Deputy,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Ways  and  Means.  .  ttt 

That  so  much  of  said  communication  as  relates  to  the  Uniformity  of  W  ork,  be  referr- 
ed to  a  special  committee  of  three. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  your  committee.

Brother  Hubbard,  from  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  the 
debts  and  credits  of  that  body,  and  with  plenary  powers,  as  expressed  in  the  resolution 
(at  pages  48  and  49  of  the  journals)  creating  it,  are  ready  to  report  by  their  Chairman  : 

The  undersigned  would  remark  at  the  outset,  that  owing  to  the  absence  of  his  col- 
leagues, he  is  unable  to  enjoy  the  aid  and  assistance  he  otherwise  would  have  had  from 
their  presence  and  counsel  in  framing  this  report  5  and  that  they,  thus  being  absent, 
will  be  exempt  from  any  errors  that  may  attach  to  this  report. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  committee  entered  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties  under  their  instructions. 

From  the  report,  last  year,  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  it  was  obvious  to 
them,  that  the  small  sum  (compared  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge)  then  in 
the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  unavailable  nature  of  the  stone  and  lots  at 
Lancaster,  and  the  insufficiency  of  the  whole,  if  made  available,  rendered  it  absolutely 
necessary  to  adopt  some  mode  of  raising  a  further  sum  in  cash,  and  at  as  short  a  peri- 
od of  time  as  possible.  The  imperious  necessity  for  this  was  apparent  from  the  fact 
that  confidence  on  the  part  of  the  creditors  was  lost,  their  patience  exhausted  long  be- 
fore that  time,  and  executions  were  then  pending  over  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  against  the  property  of  several  of  the  individuals  who  had  become  answerable  for 
some  of  its  debts. 

Again;  it  was  necessary  to  devise  some  plan  to  borrow  the  cash,  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  insure  to  its  creditors  their  punctual  payment  at  the  time  agreed  upon.  This  course, 
it  was  easy  to  foresee,  would  enable  the  committee  to  obtain  the  money  at  a  fair  rate  of 
interest,  and  without  a  great  sacrifice  of  the  property. 

The  plan  was  finally  adopted,  in  extending  to  all  of  the  old  debts  due  to  subordinate 
Lodges,  the  same  principle  that  had  been  agreed  upon  at  the  compromise  of  the  claims 
for  and  against  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Lancaster  Lodge. 

It  was  agreed  to  create  a  funded  debt,  with  interest  payable  annually,  and  the  princi- 
pal reimbursable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  all  that  class  of  debts  ;  and 
for  which  certificates  or  bonds  were  to  be  issued  accordingly. 

To  relieve  the  property,  and  brethren  debtors,  from  execution,  the  former  arrange- 
ment enabled  the  committee  to  adopt  another  class  of  certificates,  or  debts,  the  princi- 
pal payable  with  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  this  pres- 
ent month ;  and  owing  to  the  assurance,  thus  in  the  power  of  the  committee  to  give, 
and  which  was  given,  the  requisite  amount  of  money  was  finally  raised,  and  with  the  aid 
of  the  first  named  mode,  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge  was  fully  paid  off. 
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The  two  forms  of  certificates  adopted  will  be  found  at  page  8  of  the  committee's  pro- 
ceedings and  correspondence. 

Believing  that  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  were  deeply  interested  in  the  honor 
and  welfare  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  your  committee  prepared  a  circular,  and  sent  a  copy 
of  it  to  all  the  subordinate  Lodges,  inviting  loans  for  one  year,  of  such  sums  as  their 
ability  would  permit.  In  general,  the  restricted  condition  of  the  finances  of  the  sub- 
ordinates, disabled  them  from  contributing  any  thing;  whilst  others,  inclusive  of  some 
of  the  subordinate  chapters,  liberally  advanced  to  the  extent  of  their  means:  and  some 
of  them,  with  a  just  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  directed  the  money,  thus 
advanced  by  them,  to  be  funded  and  reimbursable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
But  the  amount  thus  received  was  entirely  inadequate  to  supply  the  necessary  means. 

In  this  state  of  things,  and  after  having  failed  to  obtain  the  necessary  sum  from  any 
and  every  other  source,  your  committee  appealed  to  the  liberal  feelings  of  Masons  in- 
dividually. That  appeal  was  not  in  vain.  The  necessary  sums  were  raised,  and  the 
debts  discharged.  It  is  proper  to  again  repeat,  that  these  private  advances  were  made 
upon  the  pledges  of  your  committee,  authorized  fully  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  they 
should  be  refunded  at  its  next  meeting.  These  loans  were  made  at  the  rate  of  only  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  at  a  time  when  money  was  worth  ten  to  twelve.  The  Grand  Lodge 
and  its  subordinate  Lodge  creditors,  were  largely  gainers  by  this,  as  the  property,  if 
then  sold,  would  have  been  sold  at  such  a  great  sacrifice  as  to  leave  all  the  debts,  except 
the  then  judgment  creditors,  and  them  only  in  part,  unprovided  for,  and  many  years 
would  have  been  required  to  have  finally  discharged  the  other  debts. 

Now  after  discharging  the  advances  made  by  individuals,  the  residue  of  the  debts  are 
fully  in  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pay,  without  sacrifice. 

The  Grand  Lodge  property,  (the  two  lots  and  stone  in  the  town  of  Lancaster,)  is  un- 
sold and  unincumbered,  and  with  a  prospect  of  a  fair  sale  during  the  succeeding  year, 
(though  at  a  greatly  reduced  price  from  first  cost.)  It  is  believed  that  the  debt  payable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  paid.  The  undersigned  would  remark  that 
repeated  exertions  were  used,  both  privately  and  publicly,  to  sell  the  stone  and  lots,  but 
no  price  whatever,  in  money,  was  offered.  They  were  finally  advertised  for  sale  at 
public  auction  ;  but  on  the  day  appointed  the  undersigned  was  at  Medina,  where  he 
had  unexpectedly  been  called  to  attend  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  other  members  of 
the  committee  not  being  able  to  attend,  no  offer  was  made.  It  is  believed,  however 
for  the  reason  before  stated,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  a  gainer  by  the  delay. 

Brother  Ransom  and  the  undersigned  went  to  Lancaster,  and,  in  person,  examined 
into  the  claims  and  evidences  of  debt,  some  of  which,  stated  in  the  last  year's  report  of 
the  debts,  were  invalid  and  not  allowed;  some  were  reduced  in  amount,  while  others 
were  somewhat  above  the  estimate,  owing  to  the  increase  of  cost  and  interest.  But,  on 
the  whole,  there  has  been  a  saving  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  from  two  to  three  hundred 
dollars. 

The  balance  due  from  Brother  Jno.  G.  Willock,  our  Grand  Treasurer,  was  settled  [by 
vouchers  for  debts  paid,  inclusive  of  payments  on  lawful  claims  made  while  the  com- 


mittee was  in  Lancaster. 

Thus,  his  whole  liability  at  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  was   $2,531  08

The  undersigned  has  had  presented  to  him  recently,  and  since  the  examination  of 
affairs  at  Lancaster,  a  claim  by  our  venerable  Brother  Barney  for  $15.70,  evidenced  by 
a  naner  signed  by  Brother  J.  D.  Caldwell,  late  Grand  Secretary.  This  paper  is  withou 
date  and  is  but  a  reference  to  a  report  of  committee  on  accounts.  No  item  of  the  kind 
being  on  the  printed  journals  of  last  session,  and  the  pay-roll  not  being  printed,  and 
the  Treasurer's  books,  inclusive  of  such  pay-roll,  not  being  accessible  to  the  under- 
pinned he  knows  not  whether  it  is  on  the  late  pay-roll,  or  to  what  year  it  belongs.  If 
Us  an  allowance  of  last  year,  the  money  is  probably  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Treasurer. 
This  therefore  is  specially  reported,  and  herewith  filed,  marked  (2.) 

During  the  past  season,  the  Grand  Master  officially  communicated  to  the  undersigned 
the  supposed  claim  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  property  of  considerable  value  near  Perrys- 
burgh  As  it  was  late  when  this  was  received,  and  as  it  is  of  a  nature  requiring  inves- 
tigation bv  a  suitable  person  in  Perrysburgh  or  Maumee,  the  committee  did  not  make 
any  progress  in  investing  the  same.  The  letter  referred  to  is  dated  26th  February, 
1845,  and  is  in  the  bundle  of  correspondence. 
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The  undersigned  herewith  reports  and  submits  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  unused  bonds 
or  certificates,  payable,  principal  and  interest,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  October,  1845,  to 
the  number  of  90,  of  which  two  are  imperfect ;  and  bonds  or  certificates  of  funded  debt, 
to  the  number  of  112,  of  which  seven  are  unsigned  and  imperfect.  All  these  are  signed 
by  the  Grand  Master  and  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  with  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
affixed,  name  and  amounts  in  blank,  and  requiring  also  to  be  countersigned. 

In  the  bundle  of  letters  are  also  divers  vouchers  and  other  papers,  important  to  be 
preserved.  Amongst  these  are  eight  certificates  of  the  funded  debt,  amounting  to 
$1,394.29 ;  being  the  original  debt  to  Lancaster  Lodge,  canceled  and  paid  off  by  new 
certificates,  issued  to  its  assignees  under  an  official  request,  (per  voucher  No.  3.) 

The  undersigned  also  submits  herewith  one  bound  volume,  containing  a  copy  of  all 
the  official  letters,  resolutions,  actings  and  doings  of  the  committee ;  which  volume  is 
labeled,  in  gilt  letters,  "  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio."  Also  a  bound  volume,  not  labeled, 
containing  a  record  and  account  of  all  bonds  and  certificates  issued  by  the  undersigned 
for  the  committee  and  Grand  Lodge,  containing  the  numbers  of  each,  the  amount,  when 
payable,  to  whom,  and  from  what  period  bearing  interest;  and  lastly,  a  bundle  of  let- 
ters received  by  the  undersigned  while  transacting  this  official  business. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,

ings of  Cincinnati  Lodge  No.  — ,  held  at  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  have  carefully  examined 
the  same,  and  find  them,  in  all  respects,  in  accordance  with  the  Constitutions  of  our 
Order,  and  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of 
this  Lodge  meet  with  the  decided  approbation  of  your  committee,  and  are  worthy  of 
the  highest  commendation.

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  were  referred  the  Dispensa- 
tions, By-Laws  and  Proceedings  of  Amity  Lodge  No.  — ,  held  at  Jackson,  in  Jack- 
son county;  Sparta  Lodge,  held  at  Millersburgh,  in  Holmes  county;  Vinton  Lodge, 
held  at  Vinton,  in  Gallia  county ;  Rising  Sun  Lodge,  held  at  Ashtabula,  in  Ashtabula 
county;  —  find  their  proceedings  to  be  regular,  and  in  conformity  with  the  regulations 
and  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of 
Union  Lodge,  held  at  Wellington,  in  Lorain  county,  and  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to 
strike  out  the  21st  article  of  their  By-Laws.  Their  proceedings  have  met  the  approba- 
tion of  your  committee.

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The  committee  further  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws 
and  proceedings  of  Tuscarawas  Lodge,  at  Dover,  in  Tuscarawas  county,  and  find  them 
to  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  are  informed  by  the  delegate,  Brother  Warner,  that  he  is  not  pre- 
pared to  pay  the  dues,  and  that  the  members  are  desirous  of  resuscitating  the  powers 
of  the  old  charter  of  New  Philadelphia  Lodge,  and  that  the  fee  deposited  for  the  dis- 
pensation be  refunded,  which  will  enable  them  to  pay  the  dues.  This  application  is 
based  upon  the  following  resolution  of  said  Lodge,  adopted  February  16, 1828,  to  wit: 

"Resolved,  That  this  Lodge  do  now  adjourn,  and  stand  adjourned,  until  convened  by 
the  order  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio ;  and  that  the  Secre- 
tary of  this  Lodge  communicate  this  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge." 

This  resolution  was  communicated  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  Lodge  has  never 
been  required  by  the  Grand  Master  to  resume  its  labors.  They  were  driven  from  the 
field  by  the  intolerant  spirit  of  anti-Masonry  —  their  charter  and  jewels  stolen  —  them- 
selves persecuted  and  denounced.  They  bore  the  blast  with  patience  and  firmness,  and 
have  since  recovered  their  jewels.  The  sound  of  the  gavel  is  again  heard,  and  the 
ancient  and  honorable  institution  is  again  performing  its  office.  Your  committee  there- 
fore recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  brethren  of  Tuscarawas  Lodge  No.  — ,  be  permitted  to  resume 
labor,  under  the  charter  of  New  Philadelphia  Lodge  No.  59,  and  that  the  fee  of  fifty 
dollars,  deposited  for  dispensation,  be  refunded.

During  the  past  year,  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  allotted  to  me,  I  have  granted  a 
dispensation  for  the  establishment  of  a  new  Lodge  in  the  county  of  Preble. 

Having  nothing  further  to  report  in  relation  to  my  official  functions,  I  beg  to  submit 
this  as  one  in  full,  and  at  the  same  time  to  tender  my  acknowledgments  to  the  brethren 
for  the  honor  they  have  heretofore  conferred  upon  me,  in  appointing  me  to  the  highly 
honorable  post  of  Deputy  Grand  Master ;  and,  in  doing  so,  to  ask  them  most  kindly  to 
excuse  me  from  being  considered  as  a  candidate  for  reelection.  I  had  ardently  hoped, 
however,  to  have  been  with  you  at  your  present  communication,  but  circumstances  be- 
yond my  control  have  interfered  to  prevent  me.  I  beg  of  you  to  accept  my  most  sincere 
wishes  and  regards  for  your  health  and  happiness.

P.  S.  I  hand  herewith  fifty  dollars  to  our  Brother  Grand  Treasurer. 
Brother  Dougherty  charged,  with  presenting  the  claim  of  Lancaster 
Lodge  against  the  Grand  Lodge,  presented  the  following  preamble  and 
resolutions  of  Lancaster  Lodge,  which,  on  motion,  were  referred  to  the 
committee  on  Ways  and  Means : 

Whereas,  the  Worshipful  Master  of  this  Lodge  was  appointed,  at  the  regular  communication  of  Feb- 
ruary 4,  1844,  to  settle  our  claims  against  the  Grand  Lodge,  growing  out  of  the  advances  of  Lancaster 
Lodge  towards  the  erection  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  in  this  place,  and  the  abandonment  of  that  enter- 
prise by  the  Grand  Lodge  ;  and  has  made  a  final  report  of  his  proceedings  in  the  premises,  by  which, 
and  hi?  former  report  on  the  same  subject,  the  following  facts  are  shown  : 
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Lancaster  Lodge  has  advanced  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  above  object,  in  the  sums  and  at  the  times 
specified  in  the  statement  hereunto  annexed,  marked  "Exhibit  A.,"  the  total  sum  of  $1,394  29,  which 
we  are  entitled  to  have  refunded,  together  with  interest  on  the  several  items  from  their  respective 
dates,  amounting,  on  the  23d  of  October,  1844,  to  $279  96,  and  making  the  whole  amount,  then  due, 
$1,674  25.  When  the  Worshipful  Master  presented  this  claim,  duly  certified  by  this  Lodge,  to  the  se- 
lect committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  was  charged  with  the  settlement  of  claims  against  that  body, 
that  committee  allowed,  and  were  willing  to  settle,  the  principal  sum,  by  giving  Grand  Lodge 
bonds  for  it,  but  declined  allowing  the  interest  above  claimed  —  $279  96.  It  was,  thereupon  agreed 
between  the  Worshipful  Master,  as  the  agent  of  this  Lodge,  and  said  select  committee,  that  Grand 
Lodge  bonds  should  be  issued  for  the  principal  sum,  which  was  accordingly  done  ;  and  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  allowance  of  the  claim  for  interest  should  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next  com- 
munication. This  agreement  is  hereto  attached,  marked  "Exhibit  B."  $795  39  of  the  claims  includ- 
ed in  said  principal  sum,  have  been  assigned  to  Brother  John  G.  Willock,  (who  received  $800  of  the 
above  bonds,  paying  the  difference  —  $4  61  —  to  this  Lodge,)  and  he  is  therefore  entitled  to  the  inter- 
est on  the  claims  so  assigned  to  him  —  being  $  1 26  79  of  the  above  $  279  96  —  and  leaving  due  to  the 
Lodge  proper  the  balance  of  that  amount,  ($153  17,)  as  designated  in  the  statement  before  referred 
to.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Worshipful  Master,  in  the  premises,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby  approved  and  confirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  Worshipful  Master,  as  our  representative  in  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  next  grand 
communication,  be  instructed  to  urge  on  that  body  the  allowance  and  payment  of  our  said  claim  for 
interest. 

Resolved,  That  this  Lodge  having  fully  complied  with  its  pledge  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  reference 
to  Grand  Lodge  Hall  Fund,  by  contributing  more  than  our  proportion,  under  that  pledge,  of  the  mon- 
ey invested  in  the  attempt  to  erect  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall  in  this  place,  the  failure  of  that  enterprise 
was  a  result  with  which  we  had  nothing  to  do  :  that  our  advances  towards  that  object  -were  made  on 
the  faith  that  the  Grand  Lodge  would  complete  the  undertaking,  and  that  the  subsequent  entire  aban- 
donment of  the  work  by  the  Grand  Lodge  makes  it  clearly  incumbent  on  that  body  to  place  us  in  the 
same  position  we  were  before  our  advances  were  made,  which  only  can  be  done  by  repaying  the  money 
by  us  expended,  with  interest  on  the  same  from  the  time  of  its  application  to  the  use  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  ;  and  that,  therefore,  whatever  was  the  reason  of  the  select  committee's  non-allowance  of  our 
claim  for  interest,  we  cannot  suppose  that  the  Grand  Lodge  will  dispute  the  justice  or  reasonableness 
of  that  claim,  nor  hesitate  for  a  moment  to  render  to  us  what  is  so  clearly  right  and  just. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  adjustment  of  said  claim,  the  Grand  Lodge  be  requested  to  pay  $126  79,  with 
interest  from  October  23,  1844,  to  Brother  John  G.  Willock — that  being  the  amount  arising  on  claims 
which  have  been  assigned  to  him  —  and  the  balance  $153  17,  with  interest  from  the  same  time,  to  our 
said  representative,  who  is  hereby  fully  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  same  ;  or,  in  case  the 
Grand  Lodge  cannot  pay  the  same,  then,  to  receive  therefor  a  bond  or  bonds,  in  his  name,  as  Worship- 
ful Master  of  this  Lodge,  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  may  direct. 

I,  John  B.  Reed,  Secretary  of  Lancaster  Lodge  No.  57,  do  hereby  certify  that  the  foregoing  preamble 
and  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  by  said  Lodge,  at  the  adjourned  communication,  held  on  the 
evening  of  Saturday,  October  18th,  A.  D.  1845  —  A.  L.  5845.

Brother  Griffith  presented  the  following  petition  of  Brother  Andrew 
Young,  on  behalf  of  the  surviving  officers  and  brethren  of  what  formerly 
was  "  Northern  Light  Lodge  No.  40,"  which  was  referred  to  a  select  com- 
mittee of  four,  consisting  of  Brothers  Hubbard,  Fielding,  Copelen  and 
Death : 

In  behalf  of  the  surviving  officers  and  brethren  of  what  formerly  was  "Northern  Light  Lodge  No. 
40,"  I  herewith  submit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  their  Records,  Dispensation  and  Charter,  and  also  the  fol- 
lowing facts,  as  grounds  upon  which  the  revival  of  that  charter  is  sought  to  be  obtained  from  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

1st.  From  its  organization  until  the  autumn  of  1827,  Northern  Light  Lodge  held  its  regular  commu  - 
nications  and  did  its  business  in  due  masonic  order  and  form  —  only  admitting  exemplary  members , 
and  uniformly  and  punctually  paying  its  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

2d.  Under  the  then  civil  organization,  said  Lodge  was  organized  and  held  its  meetings  in  the  town- 
ship of  Perrysburg,  in  Wood  county — but  the  same  location  is  now  Maumee  City,  in  Lucas  county  

where  several  of  the  last  elected  officers  of  said  Lodge,  and  some  few  of  its  former  members,  still  con- 
tinue to  reside.  Some  of  its  members  have  been  removed  by  death,  and  others  have  taken  up  their 
abode  under  the  jurisdiction  of  other  Lodges.  Only  one  of  their  whole  number  has  shown  any  inimi- 
cal disposition  towards  the  fraternity.

3d.  Among  the  remaining  of  the  former  members  are  two  honorable  and  exemplary  ex-associate 
and  one  present  associate  judge  of  our  county  court. 

4th.  Maumee  City  is  now  a  nourishing  manufacturing  town,  with  much  to  invite  a  rapid  increase  of 
its  enterprising  citizens.  The  present  population  is  about  1,500— among  whom  are  ten  worthy  citi- 
zens who  are  Master  Masons,  in  good  standing,  and  of  good  report;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  but 
that  a  Lodge  there,  duly  organized,  would  be  properly  conducted  and  do  a  good  business. 

5th.  In  the  time  of  the  existence  and  operations  of  Northern  Light  Lodge,  a  worthy  and  devoted 
member  thereof,  (since  deceased,)  verbally  devised  one-third  of  all  his  estate,  after  paying  his  debts, 
to  said  Northern  Light  Lodge.  That  devise  is  now  worth  at  least  one  hundred,  and  possibly  three 
hundred  dollars;  but  the  estate  was  never  fully  settled,  and  probably  never  will  be,  until  after  the  (at 
present)  defunct  charter  of  Northern  Light  Lodge  shall  have  been  revived.  Neither  the/ee  nor  the 
possession  of  any  part  of  the  property,  was  ever  fully  acquired  by  the  Lodge  and  its  equitable  rights, 
in  accordance  with  the  declared  intentions  of  the  devisor,  can  inure  to  that  Lodge  only. 

The  foregoing  is  briefly,  a  statement  of  the  leading  and  prominent  facts,  which,  in  behalf  of  the 
Masonic  brethren,  Master  Masons  of  Maumee  City  and  its  vicinity,  1  would  most  respectfully,  but 
earnestly  beg  the  Grand  Lodge  to  consider,  and  make  such  a  disposition  of  as  they  may  deem  just  and 
most  conducive  to  the  welfare  of  the  fraternity  at  large.

of  the  Lodges  in  Ohio,  as  well  as  Sections  3  and  4  of  the  Ancient  Constitutions  of  Ma 
sonry,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  act  can  only  be  excused  on  the  wound 
of  expediency,  inasmuch,  as,  after  the  removal  of  the  Master  from  the  town  in  whioh 
said  Lodge  is  held,  both  Wardens  absolutely  refused  to  serve  in  his  stead  -  hence  In 
order  to  keep  up  the  succession,  it  was  necessary  that  a  new  Master  should  'be  elected 
It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  said  Lodge  was  in  an  emergency  from  which  it  was  Mr 
ficult  to  extricate  itself,  inasmuch  as  they  were  refused  the  aid  of  the  Wardens  whom 
they  had  a  right  to  suppose,  from  the  position  they  occupied,  were  necessarily  endowed 
with  all  the  qualifications  to  fill,  with  honor  and  profit,  the  station  of  Master 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted,  j.  £.

The  committee  further  report:  That  they  have  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of 
St.  Johns'  Lodge  No.  13,  at  Dayton;  Goshen  Lodge  No.  119,  at  Goshen,  Clermont 
county;  Marion  Lodge  No.  70,  Marion  county;  the  revised  By-Laws  of  Scioto  Lodge 
No.  6,  at  Chillicothe;  and  of  Washington  Lodge  No.  17,  at  Hamilton;  all  of  which  are 
found  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  petition  of  sundry  brethren  of  Harrisville, 
praying  for  a  dispensation,  and  find  the  same  defective,  as  it  is  not  signed  by  a  consti- 
tutional number  of  Masons,  nor  does  it  appear  that  either  of  said  petitioners  is  a  Past 
Master,  and  the  same  is  therefore  referred  to  the  Grand  Master.

It  is  de- 
sirable that  the  information  therein  contained,  so  indispensable  to  the  Lodges  and  breth- 
ren, be  made  more  accessible,  and,  to  this  end,  it  admits  of  scarcely  a  question,  that  an- 
other edition  should  be  brought  out.  The  policy  of  securing  the  copy-right  of  such  a 
work,  presents  itself  to  this  committee  in  two  aspects:  firstly  —  in  view  of  the  correct- 
ness and  exactitude  required  in  such  a  work,  and  which  will  be  best  secured  under  a 
copy- right ;  secondly  —  in  view  of  the  value  and  worth  of  the  copy-right  to  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  Grand  Lodge.  With  the  disposition  to  be  made  of  a  copy-right,  if  it  be 
considered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  expedient  to  secure  one,  this  committee  have  nothing 
at  present  to  do.  It  Gannot  be  doubted,  however,  that  it  might  be  disposed  of,  if  thought 
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advisable,  to  profitable  account.  If  it  be  thought  more  advisable  to  retain  said  copy- 
right, its  use  for  the  issue  of  each  edition,  as  from  time  to  time  such  editions  may  be 
required,  will  probably  secure  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  per  consideration,  all  the  copies  that 
it  may  require  in  its  organized  capacity —  leaving  to  the  brethren  the  prospect  in  the 
premises,  that  the  work  may  be  placed  within  their  reach,  on  the  booksellers'  shelves. 
The  committee  submit  the  following  resolutions  :

Brother  Miller,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  certain  pro- 
posed amendments  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
Lodges  of  Ohio,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  indefinitely  post- 
poned : 

The  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  certain  proposed  amendments  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Lodges  of  Ohio,  have  had  the  same  under  con- 
sideration, and  report,  that  the  restriction  contemplated  in  the  third  and  fourth  lines  of 
the  15th  Rule,  embodied  in  the  words,  "  with  the  unanimous  recommendation  thereof" 
is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  too  harsh  and  too  unqualified,  and  should  be 
amended.  Cases  are  continually  arising  where  it  is  expedient  and  proper,  for  unan- 
swerable reasons,  that  the  applications  of  candidates  should  be  entertained,  in  contra- 
vention of  the  principle  of  this  restriction ;  and  subordinate  Lodges  are  only  prevented 
by  the  Rule  itself.  It  is  contemplated,  by  the  proposed  amendment,  to  strike  out  the 
words  quoted  and  insert,  instead,  the  words  "by  the  recommendation  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present,  at  any  regular  stated  meeting  of  the  Lodge."  This  amendment 
in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  reasonable,  and  they  recommend  its  adoption. 

The  second  amendment  proposed  is,  to  strike  out  the  following  words,  in  the  fourth 
and  fifth  lines  of  the  15th  Rule:  "If  there  be  two  or  more  Lodges  in  any  county,  then 
the  candidate  must  apply  to  the  Lodge  nearest  his  residence."  The  committee  conceive 
that  the  principal  object  of  the  Rule  must  originally  have  been  to  secure  full  knowledge 
of  the  qualifications  of  candidates,  by  making  it  necessary  that  they  should  be  made 
Masons  among  those  best  acquainted  with  them  as  men.  But  our  counties  are  not  so 
large  that  this  end  may  not  be  attained  without  the  restraining  clause.  It  has  been 
suggested,  that  harmony  among  the  Lodges  seemed  to  require  that  they  should  not  in- 
terfere in  one  another's  districts.  Courtesy,  kindness  and  forbearance  have  been  feebly 
taught  in  our  Lodges,  if  such  a  rule  be  necessary  on  that  account.  Your  committee 
recommend  that  the  words  be  stricken  out. 
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In  this  connection  your  committee  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  the  proposed  amend- 
ment, prohibiting  a  person  living  in  one  county  from  being  initiated  in  another,  and 
which  was  referred  to  this  committee,  is  sufficiently  reported  on  in  the  views  expressed  in 
the  two  foregoing  propositions;  and  from  the  further  consideration  of  which  they  ask 

to  be  discharged.  \

Grand  Lodge,  that  the  matter  referred  to  them  is  fully  provided  for;  and  if  an  adher- 
ence is  had  to  the  20th  section  of  said  Constitution,  and  to  the  4th  section  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  no  difficulty  or  injustice  can  be  done  to  any  suspended  Lodge  desi- 
ring to  resume  its  labors,  and  making  application  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  that  purpose. 
The  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Besolved,  That  henceforward,  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be 
strictly  adhered  to  in  relation  to  resuscitating  suspended  Lodges. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Brother  Jarvis  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  Canton  Lodge  No.  60,  have  sixty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  the  balance  of  its  GrandLodge  dues. 

The  R.  W.  Deputy  Grand  Master,  occupying  the  chair,  announced  the 

following  communication  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master.

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Which  nominations  being  severally  considered,  were  unanimously  con- 
firmed. 

Brother  Reed  submitted  the  following  questions,  which  were  referred  to 
a  select  committee  of  three,  consisting  of  Brothers  Shinnick,  Vattier  and 
Keifer,  viz : 

Question  No.  1.  Should  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  commit  a  flagrant  outrage 
against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  said  Lodge,  has  he  a  right  to  claim  the  ten  days  notice, 
as  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge? 

Question  No.  2.  When  the  Master  or  Secretary  of  a  subordinate  Lodge,  for  greater 
safety,  deposits  the  charter  or  dispensation  in  an  iron  safe,  without  the  Lodge,  yet 
within  its  reach  at  all  times,  does  such  deposit  vitiate  the  legal  existence  of  such 
Lodge? 

On  motion  of  Brother  Sayre,  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Foreign 
Communications,  heretofore  laid  upon  the  table,  was  taken  up,  and  the 
report  agreed  to,  as  follows  : 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  report,  that  since  the  last  annual  com- 
munication of  the  Grand  Lodge,  there  have  been  received  printed  proceedings  of  the 
following  Grand  Lodges,  viz :  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  North  Carolina,  Maryland, 
Indiana,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Wisconsin,  Florida,  Texas,  Kentucky  and 
Iowa.  We  miss  from  our  files  the  usual  annual  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  District  of  Columbia,  Virginia,  Louisi- 
ana, and  sundry  others,  to  which  we  have  been  want  to  look  for  matters  interesting  to 
the  Craft  The  want  of  these  latter  exhibits  a  sad  deficiency  in  our  Masonic  intercom- 
munications with  our  sister  Grand  Lodges,  with  whom  we  have  been  accustomed  to 
interchange  fraternal  salutations ;  a  deficiency  unfortunate  for  ourselves,  the  recur- 
rence of  which  should  be  guarded  against  for  the  future  by  the  application  of  all  the 
appropriate  means  within  our  reach.  We  are  ourselves  probably  responsible,  in  a  great 
measure,  for  the  discontinuance  of  the  usual  official  courtesies  with  our  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  and  it  has  come  upon  us  imperceptibly,  and  without  design.  We  account  for 
this  delinquency,  in  part,  from  the  manner  in  which  the  duty  in  maintaining  such  cor- 
respondence has  been  divided  between  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  committee  charged 
with  the  distribution  of  the  printed  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  our  annual  communi- 
cations. This  division  of  the  labor,  as  well  as  of  the  responsibility,  may  probably  have 
led  to  an  omission,  on  our  part,  to  send  our  annual  minutes  to  those  bodies,  and  have 
thus  furnished  a  reason  for  their  not  forwarding  to  us  a  copy  of  theirs.  Every  means 
in  our  power  should  be  used  to  remedy  this  evil,  and  we  think  it  might  be  done  by  its 
beino-  made  the  special  duty  of  some  one  individual  to  forward  to  each  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  in  communication  with  this  Grand  Lodge,  a  copy  of  our  printed  journal,  as 
soon  as  the  same  shall  be  published. 

It  would  be  utterly  impracticable  to  embrace  within  the  reasonable  limits  of  a  report, 
more  than  a  rapid  glance  at  the  prominent  features  of  the  various  topics  of  interest,  to 
be  found  in  what  is  technically  denominated  our  "  foreign  correspondence ;"  yet,  with- 
out some  such  notice,  the  Craft  of  our  jurisdiction  would  have  no  means  of  knowing 
aught  of  the  spirit  which  animates  their  brethren  of  other  portions  of  our  common 

country.  „        ,       .  T  . 

To  be°in,  then,  with  Rhode  Island :  We  are  struck  with  the  small  number  of  Lodges 
represented  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  state.  At  two  annual,  and  several  quarterly 
communications,  the  greatest  number  of  Lodges  represented  was  eight-the  usual  num- 
ber not  exceeding  four;  which,  however,  may  be  accounted  for,  in  some  degree,  from 
their  limited  territory  when  compared  to  many  other  states  ;  yet,  notwithstanding  the 
smallness  of  their  number,  they  seem  impressed  with  the  important  truth,  that  "the 
strength  of  a  Lodge  does  not  consist  in  the  number,  but  quality,  of  its  membership : 
for  they  are,  with  almost  heroic  courage,  dealing  out  even-handed  justice  to  no  less 
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than  eight  delinquent  Lodges  under  their  jurisdiction.  We  exhort  our  brethren  to  per- 
severe in  the  wholesome  exercise  of  Masonic  discipline,  until  they  shall  have  eradicated 
every  irregularity  within  their  borders;  ever  bearing  in  mind  that  "truth  is  mighty 
and  will  prevail ;"  and  that  it  is  not  from  enemies  without,  we  have  to  fear,  but  from 
the  members  of  our  own  household  :  and  we  have  every  confidence  in  the  competency 
of  our  brethren  of  Rhode  Island  to  renovate  and  revivify  the  Order  within  that  state. 
That  was  the  land  of  our  beloved  and  lamented  Webb,  and  the  theatre  of  most  of  his 
Masonic  labors.  We  observe  among  our  brethren  there,  as  well  as  elsewhere,  a  great 
ahxiety  to  ascertain  what  is  the  correct  Masonic  Work.  This  we  deem  to  be  laudable; 
and  we  hope  our  brethren  throughout  the  Masonic  world,  will  persevere  in  their  efforts 
to  find  out  the  ancient  landmarks  of  the  Order,  (if  they  are  not  already  in  their  posses- 
sion.) And,  if  we  are  not  much  mistaken,  after  making  diligent  search,  we  think  they 
will  find  the  Work  to  vary  but  little  from  that  taught  by  the  illustrious  individual 
above  named.  Brother  Webb,  for  the  few  last  years  of  his  life,  resided  among  us, 
where  he  taught  the  truths  inculcated  in  our  Masonic  institution ;  and,  although 
deposited' in  earthen  vessels,  yet  we  hope  and  trust  they  have  not  been  entirely  lost, 
but  have  remained  "  in  the  repository  of  faithful  breasts,"  ever  ready  to  be  communi- 
cated to  those  who  shall  be  found  worthy. 

We  come,  next  in  course,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York,  to  whose  transactions 
we  always  look  with  interest.  Their  position  and  extended  empire,  not  to  forget  the 
extensive  and  Masonic  skiil  of  the  brotherhood  comprising  that  body,  all  conspire  to 
impart  to  their  transactions  a  lively  interest.  Yet,  we  cannot  but  regret  to  find  in  her, 
(as  we  think,)  an  almost  overweening  anxiety  to  assume  a  dictatorial  style,  which  we 
believe  unbecoming  the  Order  of  Masonry.  In  her  language  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Tennessee,  in  speaking  of  a  grave  and  important  question  decided  by  that  body,  in 
relation  to  the  mental  and  physical  qualifications  of  a  candidate  for  the  mysteries  of 
Masonry,  our  brethren  of  New  York  say  to  those  of  Tennessee  —  "  We  boldly  and  une- 
quivocally tell  them  they  are  wrong."  This,  we  think,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  is  discour- 
teous. There  appears  to  be  more  of  "  boldness  "  than  reason  and  comity  in  this  diction. 
It  does  not  seem  like  "  reminding  our  brethren,  in  the  most  friendly  manner,  of  their 
faults,  and  thus  aiding  their  reformation,"  but  seems  to  assume  a  spirit  of  superiority 
seldom  tolerated,  and  more  calculated  to  wound,  than  to  heal  the  infirmities  of  our 
brethren.  It  is  said  that  "soft  words  turn  away  wrath;"  we  hope,  therefore,  if  our 
brethren  of  New  York  have  wounded  the  feelings  of  their  brethren  of  Tennessee,  that 
they  will  endeavor  to  heal  the  wound  by  pouring  in  "Oil  anfy  Wine." 

Again,  speaking  of  and  to  "  the  young  Lodge  of  Arkansas,"  our  brethren  of  New 
York,  say :  "  Our  young  sister  may  look  with  confidence  to  this  Grand  Lodge  for  eve- 
ry source  of  information.  We  are  pleased  to  convey  light  and  knowledge  to  the  frater- 
nity of  the  United  States,  and  our  labors  are  those  of  love,  not  grudgingly  bestowed 
but  with  a  bounteous  hand  ;  and  it  is  our  pride  and  glory,  that  we  have  given  a  stimulus 
to  the  whole  craft,  that  has  aroused  their  dormant  energies,  and  awakened  them  to  a 
sense  of  their  true  position." 

We  apprehend  that  the  great  light  of  Masonry  burnt  but  dimly  upon  their  altar,  when 
our  brethren  of  New  York  sent  forth  to  the  Masonic  world  the  passage  above  quoted. 
Had  it  been  otherwise,  they  could  not  have  been  found  boasting  of  their  charities  but 
would  have  learned  from  that  great  light,  that,  "  when  thou  dost  thine  alms,  let  not  thy 
right  hand  know  what  thy  left  hand  doth."  Is  it  indeed  not  so,  that  ''Charity  seeketh 
not  her  own  —  vaunteth  not  itself —  is  not  puffed  up  —  doth  behave  itself  unseemly  V 

In  reference  to  certain  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia,  our  brethren  of 
New  York  take  upon  themselves  to  say:  "It  would  seem  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Georgia  has  a  constitutional  provision  against  the  making  of  Masons  in  Lodges  out  of 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  candidate,  and,  therefore,  the  Grand  Lodge  undoubtedly  acted  wrong 
in  rejecting  the  resolution."  It  is  this  summary  mode  of  disposing  of  the  deliberate 
acts  of  sister  Grand  Lodges  — and,  so  far  as  she  has  the  power,  reversing  their  decis- 
ions—that strikes  us  as  the  prominent  feature  of  the  last  annual  communication  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  New  York.  We  regret  to  observe  this  growing  disposition  on  the  part 
of  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  advert  to  it  for  the  purpose  of  interposing  our  solemn  re- 
monstrance against  the  continuance  of  a  practice  which  can  result  in  no  possible  good, 
but  menaces  much  evil  to  the  harmony  of  our  widely  extended  institution.  Each  and 
every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  United  States  is  equal  with  that  of  New  York  —  a  sovereign 
and  independent  body  within  its  own  Masonic  limits ;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
York  possesses  no  appellate  jurisdiction  from  the  decisions  of  any  one  of  them.  What 
would  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  think,  should  their  brethren  of  Tennessee  say  of 
them,  "  We  boldly  and  unequivocally  tell  them  they  are  wrong  ?"  Such  denunciation 
comes  with  no  better  grace  from  the  one  than  it  would  from  the  other. 

Our  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  forget  that  there  are,  in  other  States, 
Masons  as  old,  as  experienced,  and  as  competent  to  judge  of  Masonic  jurisprudence,  as 
any,  even  the  most  cherished,  of  her  own  members ;  and  while  we  accord  to  her  the  ad- 
vantages of  seniority,  and  comparative  proximity  to  our  more  eastern  brethren,  we 
claim  to  stand  upon  a  common  platform  ;  and  that  platform  a  level  of  the  most  perfect 
equality. 

Our  brethren  of  Maryland,  North  Carolina,  Michigan,  Mississippi,  Iowa,  Wisconsin, 
Florida  and  Texas,  all  seem  to  be  pursuing  the  "even  tenor  of  their  way."  ^  Although 
many  things  of  interest  are  found  interspersed  through  the  pages  of  the  journals  of 
their  several  Grand  Lodges,  they  seem,  for  the  most  part,  more  particularly  to  appertain 
to  their  own  internal  polity,  than  to  subjects  of  general  applicability.  The  limited  time 
allowed  to  your  committee,  will  not  permit  them  to  go  into  detail ;  but  there  are  a  few 
things  which  are  of  too  general  interest,  to  be  passed  over  in  silence. 

We  learn  from  a  quotation  of  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland,  relative  to  an  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  as  to 
the  propriety  of  communicating  the  G.  H.  S.  in  the  first  degree  of  Masonry,  which,  it 
appears  from  the  quotation  above  alluded  to,  was  determined  by  that  Grand  Lodge, 
should,  in  future,  be  communicated  in  the  first  degree.  We  had  not  supposed  that  a 
question  existed  upon  this  point,  but  that  the  uniform  practice  of  many  centuries  was 
conclusive  thereon. 

A  practice,  it  seems,  has  prevailed  within  the  limits  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland, 
of  conferring  the  degree  of  Past  Master,  indiscriminately,  on  all  Master  Masons.  We 
know  not  from  whence  the  Lodges  of  that  State  derive  their  authority  for  such  a  prac- 
tice _  we  think  not  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  for  we  know  of  no  authority  by  which  that 
body  can,  rightfully,  exercise  such  jurisdiction.  With  due  respect  for  the  brethren  of 
that  ancient  and  truly  honorable  body,  we  cannot  but  regard  the  practice  as  an  innova- 
tion upon  the  long  established  and  well  defined  landmarks  of  our  Order  5  a  practice 
"  more  honored  in  the  breach  than  in  the  observance." 

Some  complaint  is  made  of  the  delinquencies  of  the  Grand  Officers  of  some  of  the 
Grand  Lodges,  entrusted  with  the  funds  placed  in  their  hands ;  which  should  be  a 
warning  to  all  Grand  as  well  as  subordinate  Lodges,  and  induce  them  to  use  every  pre- 
caution in  their  power,  to  prevent  like  occurrences  in  their  own  bodies. 

In  looking  over  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  we  are 
struck  with  the  system  and  order  which  characterize  that  document— being  a  complete 
system  of  the  history  of  Masonry  within  that  state  for  the  past  year;  and  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications,  therein  contained,  is  the  most  perfect  and 
best  arranged  of  anything  of  the  kind  which  has  fallen  under  our  notice— embodying, 
as  it  does,  a  Masonic  census  of  twenty  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States;  from 
which  it  appears  there  are,  in  those  twenty  states,  eleven  hundred  and  six  Lodges,  and, 
estimating  each  Lodge  to  contain  twenty  member,  would  make  the  number  of  active 
members  in  those  states  to  be  twenty-one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  have  but  lately  come  to  hand. 
They  show  the  craft  of  that  state  to  be  in  a  sound  and  flourishing  condition.  There 
appear  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Grand  Lodge,  one  hundred  and  thirty-one 
chartered  Lodges,  and  nine  working  under  dispensation.  Among  other  subjects  of  high 
importance  acted  upon  in  that  body,  at  their  last  regular  communication,  is  the  subject 
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of  Education.  They  seem  to  have  been,  for  some  time,  struggling  to  complete  and 
carry  out  a  system  of  education,  destined  to  operate  on  the  moral  character  and  stand- 
ing of  the  fraternity  in  that  state.  Your  committee  forbear  to  enter  into  a  detail  of 
the  plan  adopted  by  our  brethren  of  Kentucky,  for  establishing  a  system  of  education  ; 
suffice  it  to  say,  that  the  committee,  in  their  report  on  that  subject,  say  that  its  success 
is  certain.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  appears  highly  impressed  with  the  neces- 
sity of  keeping  a  strict  watch  of,  and  of  extending  their  guardian  care  over  the  subor- 
dinate Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction,  by  carefully  examining  their  work  and  closely 
inspecting  their  records— an  example  worthy  our  imitation.  And  we  will  remark,  in 
conclusion,  that  there  is  manifested  a  great  anxiety  among  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  com- 
munication with  us,  that  not  only  a  reciprocity  of  action,  but  that  union,  kindness  and 
condescension,  may  characterize  the  deliberations  of  those  highly  respectable  bodies; 
and  that,  through  them,  light  and  knowledge  may  be  disseminated  to  the  subordinate 
Lodges  under  their  respective  jurisdictions,  and  from  thence  to  every  member  of  the  Ma- 
sonic family.  To  this  end,  various  plans  have  been  proposed  by  the  different  Masonic 
bodies,  as  well  as  individuals,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting,  as  far  as  possible,  a  Uniformity 
of  Work  throughout  the  Masonic  world,  as  well  as  a  uniformity  of  action  and  feeling. 
So  far,  however,  each  proposition  has  been  found  exceptionable,  and  every  effort,  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent,  unavailing — insomuch  that  the  deliberations  of  some  of  our 
Grand  Lodges,  upon  this  important  subject,  have  almost  ceased.  This  we  are  sorry  to 
find ;  and  we  say  to  our  Masonic  friends  generally,  "  Don't  give  up  the  ship."  Let  your 
exertions  be  increased  in  proportion  to  the  difficulties  you  have  to  overcome— for,  be 
assured,  that  unity  of  feeling  can  never  exist  unless  there  be,  in  some  degree,  a  unity  of 
action.  Let  every  member  exert  himself,  to  the  utmost  of  his  power,  to  hasten  the 
happy  period  when  the  sound  of  axe,  hammer,  nor  any  tool  of  iron,  shall  be  heard 
upon  our  Masonic  building. 

Your  committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary,  (and,  indeed,  time  and  opportunity  will 
not  allow  them,)  to  enter  into  a  detail  of  the  various  systems  or  plans,  suggested,  to 
accomplish  the  objects  above  alluded  to.  The  plan  of  sending  a  delegate  to  Europe,  as 
suggested  by  some,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  Masonic  information,  your  committee 
deem,  at  least,  of  doubtful  utility.  We  think  that  nothing  short  of  a  general  meeting  of 
delegates  from  the  different  Powers  of  the  world,  will  ever  effect  the  object  proposed; 
and  even  this  would  be  doubtful,  if  we  take  for  example  the  meeting  of  delegates  at 
Baltimore,  in  May,  1842.  After  that  meeting  it  was  supposed  we  should  have  a  system 
of  work  which  would  serve  as  a  nucleus  around  which  we  could  all  rally.  But  lo  and 
behold!  in  the  short  space  of  about  two  years  and  a  half  the  work  is  lost— or,  if  not  lose, 
we  know  not  where  it  is — for  each  of  the  representatives  to  that  convention  claims  to  have 
the  true  work;  and,  so  far  as  we  can  ascertain,  each  one  differs  from  the  others  in  many 
essential  points.  Why  this  is  so  we  cannot  tell;  for  we  can  see  no  good  reason  for  this 
difference,  unless  it  be  that,  instead  of  "each  one  esteeming  others  better  than  himself," 
they  have  forgotten  that  important  lesson  taught  in  the  great  Book  of  Masonry,  and 
each  one  esteems  himself  better  than  the  others.  Let  the  cause  be  what  it  may,  it  is  to 
be  regretted;  and  so  means  should  be  devised,  if  possible,  to  avoid  a  like  recurrence 
in  future.  We  think  the  reform  should  commence  at  home.  Harmony  of  action  and 
of  feeling  should  be  inculcated  in  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges ;  and  not  only  should 
the  individuals  of  each  Lodge  act  in  concert,  but  the  different  Lodges  comprising  the 
Grand  Lodge  should  have  a  system  of  Work  agreeing  with  each  other;  and  so,  begin- 
ning at  the  foundation,  work  up,  until  the  building  is  completed.  What  would  you 
think  of  a  general  who  should  undertake  to  manage  an  army  of  men  he  could  not  con- 
trol in  a  single  company'?  Surely  you  would  not  think  him  very  wise,  but  at  once  say 
that  he  should  first  drill  them  in  companies.  Were  your  committee  allowed  to  suggest 
a  plan  on  which  to  commence  a  foundation  for  reform  in  this  particular,  it  would  be 
this :  Let  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  appoint,  in  such  sections  of  the  state  as  might  be 
desired,  one  or  more  suitable  persons,  who  shall  be  called  Sub-Lecturers,  (or  any  other 
name  that  might  be  more  agreeable,)  who  should  confer  with  the  Grand  Lecturer;  and 
let  it  be  made  their  duty  to  work  upon  the  same  plan  with  him ;  and  cause  the  Grand 
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and  Subordinate  Lecturers  to  be  clothed  with  authority  to  examine  the  records  and 
proceedings  of  the  subordinate  Lodges,  giving  them  such  advice  and  instruction  as  they 
might  deem  necessary,  and  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge  any  matters  they  might  deem  of 
sufficient  importance  to  require  the  action  of  that  body. 

Your  committee  have  now  discharged  their  duty,  so  far  as  time  and  opportunity  will 
permit :  and,  although  their  report  is  imperfect,  yet  it  is  more  extended  than  they  could 
have  desired,  though  not  more  than  the  importance  of  the  several  topics  seemed  to  your 
committee  to  require.  The  limited  time  allotted  to  the  committee  to  discharge  the  du- 
ty assigned  it,  has  precluded  the  labor  of  condensing  their  report.  They  only  regret  the 
want  of  opportunity  to  give  the  several  subjects  referred  to  them  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion, many  of  which  they  deem  of  vital  interest  to  the  fraternity.  But  it  is,  in  our  opin- 
ion, impossible  for  a  committee,  during  the  brief  period  of  a  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  to  do  justice  to  these  topics,  without  a  total  neglect  of  their  other  repre- 
sentative trusts.  We  can  suggest  no  remedy,  unless  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  at  this  communication,  to  constitute  a  committee  charged  with  this  duty, 
to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting.

Other  items  of  incidental  expenses,  or  otherwise,  may  be  expected,  but  not  to  such 
an  amount  as  very  materially  to  vary  the  above,  or  to  prevent  your  committee  from 
congratulating  this  honorable  body,  that  there  is  apparent  a  considerable  diminution  of 
their  outstanding  debt ;  it  having,  within  the  two  years  just  closed,  been  reduced  from 
$4,291  81,  to  the  sum  of  $1,756  74,  as  before  stated  :  giving  demonstration  of  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  an  earnest  of  its  ardent  desire  to  liquidate  its  entire  indebted- 
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ness,  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  The  committee  indulge  the  hope  that  the  measures 
now  in  operation,  if  strict  and  rigid  economy  mark  the  future  course  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  will,  in  the  three  ensuing  years,  pay  the  entire  debt. 

Your  committee  also  state,  with  honest  pride,  that,  from  the  corrected  statement  of 
the  pay-roll,  as  now  relied  upon,  there  will  be  a  sufficiency  of  means  to  redeem  every 
promise  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  through  its  select  committee,  at  this  session ;  and, 
also,  to  take  up  so  much  of  the  funded  debt  as  was  created  by  cash  advances  during  the 
past  year,  but  which,  in  aid  of  that  committee,  were,  with  confidence  and  liberality,  by 
lodges  and  individuals  placed  as  a  funded  debt— to  be  paid,  however,  at  this  time,  if  the 
means  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  permit. 

Although,  from  the  foregoing  exhibit,  the  Grand  Lodge  lots  and  stone,  in  the  town  of 
Lancaster,  have  not  been  brought  into  view,  as  a  means  of  paying  any  part  of  the 
amount  due  — yet  it  is  proper  to  pass  them  in  review,  as  a  means  from  which,  at  a  fu- 
ture day,  or  even  before  the  next  communication,  the  whole  debt  may  be  paid  off  ;  es- 
pecially, if  that  property  can  be  sold  for  one  third  to  one  half  of  its  first  cost. 

The  hope,  indeed,  may  be  indulged,  that,  under  the  resolution  of  your  body,  and  the 
sensible  and  growing  improvement  in  the  monetary  affairs  of  the  country  generally,  a 
sale  may  be  perfected  during  the  recess  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  so  that,  with  the  receipts 
into  the  Treasury  from  other  sources,  the  members  of  the  next  communication  may 
congratulate  one  another  on  the  entire  discharge  of  their  indebtedness.  Nevertheless, 
it  should  be  borne  in  mind,  that  we  have  no  certainty  of  realizing  anything  from  that 
property  during  this  year;  and  that  our  debt  is  large,  although  greatly  reduced  from 
what  it  was  two  years  ago,  and  last  year.  A  debt  — quite  a  large  debt  — still  exists, 
which  calls  for  continued  care  and  watchfulness  over  our  finances. 

Corporate  bodies,  as  well  as  individuals,  l<  should  live  within  their  income."  The  af- 
fairs of  each  should  be  so  shaped,  that  their  income  should  sufficiently  exceed  their  an- 
nual expenditures,  to  enable  them  to  meet,  with  punctuality,  all  their  pecuniary  engage- 
ments. Each  should  be  just  before  being  generous.  Neither  has  the  moral  right  to  ap- 
ply a  dollar  of  their  funds  to  objects  of  liberality  or  favoritism,  while  their  honest  cred- 
itors are  waiting  for  and  entitled  to  the  money;  and  if  the  income  of  either  is  insuffi- 
cient, retrenchment  of  expenses,  in  every  possible  form,  should  be  the  order  of  the  day, 
until  the  uttermost  farthing  of  an  honest  debt  is  paid.  The  committee  are  of  opinion' 
that  some  further  measures  of  retrenchment,  than  those  already  provided  for,  may,  and' 
ought  to  be,  adopted.  They  therefore  make  some  suggestions,  and  offer  some  resolu- 
tions, in  accordance  with  these  views,  to  wit : 

It  would  be  the  means  of  saving  many  hundreds  of  dollars,  annually,  if  the  represen- 
tatives from  the  subordinate  Lodges  were  also  the  representatives  of  the  other  Orders 
situate  at  the  same  place.  In  this  way,  but  one  mileage  fee  would  be  paid,  instead  of 
two,  three,  or  four.  Perhaps  this  desirable  reform  can  be  attained  most  effectually,  by 
an  amendment  of  the  By-Laws,  requiring  each  subordinate  Order  to  defray  the  travel- 
ing expense,  or  mileage  fee,  of  its  representative.  The  committee  do  not,  at  this  time, 
of  themselves,  propose  such  change  in  the  By-Laws,  but  bring  the  matter  before  this 
body  for  their  consideration. 

It  is  believed  that,  by  care  in  the  creation  of  new  Lodges,  the  good  of  Masonry  may 
be  advanced,  and  our  Treasury  protected,  by  not  authorizing  the  establishment  of  new 
ones,  when  upon  careful  examination,  it  is  apparent  that  they  will,  in  all  time  to  come, 
be  a  constant  expense  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions,  as  likely 
to  prove  beneficial  in  economizing  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge : 

1.  Besolved,  That  when  subordinate  Lodges,  or  other  debtors  of  the  Grand  Lod^e 
have  time  allowed  them  for  the  payment  of  debts  due  to  it,  and  whenpaymentis  finally 
made,  the  Secretary  shall  charge  and  receive  interest  on  the  principal,  from  the  time  it 
was  extended. 

2.  That  the  16th  section  of  the  By-Laws  be  so  amended,  that  the  Secretary  in  the 
place  of  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  shall  be  allowed  seventv- 
five  dollars  per  annum.  J 

3.  That,  when  not  otherwise  specially  directed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Secre- 
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tarv  and  Treasurer  shall  be  a  committee,  ex-officio,  on  any  and  all  printing  for  this  body ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  committee,  to  let  such  printing  to  the  lowest  bidder  — 
having,  however,  due  regard,  and  giving  preference,  to  the  best  and  most  prompt  exe- 
cution of  the  same. 

And  finally,  they  would  recommend  a  strict  adherence  to  the  Constitution,  By-Laws 
and  Regulations,  already  in  force,  in  regard  to  the  monetary  concerns  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  Your  committee  feel  confident  that,  if  these  principles  are  not  departed  from, 
but  are  strictly  adhered  to,  it  will  be  but  a  short  time  (comparatively  speaking)  when 
every  fair  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  paid  off,  and  when  the  present  dues 
from  the  subordinate  Lodges  may,  with  propriety,  be  reduced.

The  committee  on  Ways  and  Means  further  report,  that  the  report  of  a  committee, 
recommending  a  resolution  for  the  refunding  of  the  dispensation  fees  paid  by  Tusca- 
rawas Lodge,  has  been  under  consideration ;  and  they  herewith  report  that,  in  their 
opinion,  those  fees  cannot  be  refunded  or  remitted  without  a  violation  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  without  also  violating  its  express 
pledges  to  its  creditors.  Your  committee  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution  for 
adoption : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  resolution  had  under  consideration  as  relates  to  the 
refunding  of  the  dispensation  fee,  be  disagreed  to. 

The  committee,  for  the  same  reasons,  report  adversely  as  to  refunding  the  fees  of 
Rising  Sun  Lodge,  and  in  reference  to  the  resolution  referred  to  them,  report  it  back, 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  indefinitely  postponed.

Besolved  That  the  R  W.  Grand  Orator  be  requested  to  deliver  a  public  Masonic  ad- 
dress before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  on  the  second  day  of  its  next  annual  communi- 
cation. 

The  account  of  Brother  G.  W.  Claspill  was  presented,  and  referred  to 
the  committee  on  Accounts.^ 

Brother  Griffith  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Besolved  That  a  proner  form  of  the  Annual  Returns  of  subordinate  Lodges  be  made 
out  by  theGrand  Secretary,  and  printed  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge ;  also 
the  form  of  a  proxy. 

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  inquiries  of  Brother 
Reed,  made  the  following  report ;  which,  on  motion,  was  postponed  until 
the  next  annual  grand  communication : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  questions,  viz :  "  1st. 
Should  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  commit  a  flagrant  outrage  against  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  said  Lodge,  has  he  a  right  to  claim  the  ten  days  notice,  as  prescribed  by 
the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  ?  "  and,  "  2d.  When  the  Master  or  Secretary  of  a  subordin- 
ate Lodge,  for  greater  safety,  deposits  the  Charter  or  Dispensation  in  an  iron  safe  with- 
out the°Lodge,  yet  within  its  reach  at  all  times,  does  such  deposit  vitiate  the  legal 
existence  of  such  Lodge  ?  "  report : 

That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  no  Lodge  can  proceed  to  suspend  or  expel  a 
brother,  except  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  without  first  having  given  ten  days  notice ; 
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but  the  Masonic  usage  should  not  he  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Master,  for  the  time 
being,  from  maintaining  the  "peace  and  dignity  of  his  Lodge." 

And  in  answer  to  the  second  query,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that,  as  the  char- 
ter of  a  Lodge  is,  in  all  cases,  committed  to  the  safe-keeping  of  the  Master,  it  is  his 
province  to  see  that  it  is  safely  kept  within  his  reach  and  that  of  the  Lodge;  and  it 
should  always  be  within  the  Lodge  during  its  communications. 

The  brief  space  of  time  allotted  to  your  committee  for  the  consideration  of  the  propo- 
sitions involved  in  the  above  questions,  prevents  their  entering  more  at  large  into  the 
merits  of  the  questions  involved.

A  constitutional  number  of  subordinate  Lodges  being  duly  represented, 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  was  declared,  by  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
duly  organized  for  the  dispatch,  of  business. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Heed,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  superintend  the  public  exercises 
of  to  morrow. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Fielding,  Hinkson,  Bear,  Hine  and  Porter  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  until  half-past  1  o'clock  P.  M. 
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Half-past  1  o'clock,  p.  m. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  presented  and  read  his  annual  communication 
in  the  following  very  appropriate  language : 
To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Behold,  Brethren,  how  divinely  good  to  us-ward  has  been  that  never-sleeping  Provi- 
dence, which  has  brought  us  in  peace  and  safety  to  this  our  annual  feast !  The  thread 
of  life  has  been  continued  to  us  another  year;  and,  encircled  on  all  hands  with  bless- 
ings more  than  can  be  told,  we  are  vouchsafed  those  distinguishing  advantages  and 
pleasures  which  belong,  in  a  peculiar  manner,  to  this  our  sacred  retreat.  These  various 
benefits,  brethren,  flow  to  us  from  that  exhaustless  treasure  of  love  through  which  the 
Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  delights  to  manifest  Himself  to  men.  And  while 
we  enjoy  freely  these  ineffable  blessings,  it  is  our  high  privilege  to  rejoice  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  the  fact,  that  our  Divine  Grand  Master,  who  thus  cares  for  our  every 
want,  is  the  God  not  of  Masons  only,  but  of  all  mankind. 

In  discharging  the  duty  devolved  on  me  by  the  By-Laws,  of  communicating  to  you, 
in  writing,  a  statement  of  my  official  acts  in  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  I  avail  myself 
of  the  occasion  to  express  to  you  my  congratulations  upon  the  state  of  Masonry,  not 
merely  within  our  own  particular  jurisdiction,  but  throughout  the  habitable  globe. 
"Within  our  own  borders,  the  anathemas  and  denunciations  which  but  as  yesterday 
were  so  profusely  fulminated  from  the  press  and  the  forum,  have  fallen  harmless  at 
our  feet,  and  are  succeeded  by  social  peace  and  truly  Masonic  tranquillity.  It  were  not 
probably  saying  too  much,  to  affirm  that  the  season  of  apparent  adversity  to  which 
we,  as  an  Order,  have  been  subjected,  has  resulted  to  our  ultimate  and  permanent 
advantage ;  for,  though  often  wounded  in  the  house  of  its  friends,  our  venerable  insti- 
tution has  come  out  from  the  ordeal  unscathed,  brighter  and  purer  by  reason  of  its 
separation  from  the  very  dross  which  has  fallen  off  in  the  process.  But  seasons  such  as 
that  to  which  I  have  adverted,  should  not  be  lost  upon  us,  nor  upon  those  who  are  to 
come  after  us.  They  are  pregnant  of  tendency,  and  full  of  useful  instruction  ;  and 
should  be  regarded  as  exemplifications  of  the  salutary  "uses  of  adversity."  While  we 
should  bow  in  meek  temperance  to  these  visitations,  we  should  nevertheless  summon 
fortitude  sufficient  for  the  occasion :  and  it  is  the  dictate  of  prudence,  no  less  than  of 
justice  to  ourselves,  and  to  those  who  are  to  be  our  successors,  that  the  tendency  to  pes- 
tilential moral  tempests  be  noted,  to  the  end  that  their  lessons  may  be  improved. 

It  became  my  duty  to  announce  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  annual  communica- 
tion, that,  in  consequence  of  certain  improprieties  permitted  by  Batavia  Lodge  No.  109, 
I  had  felt  imperatively  required  to  arrest  the  charter  of  that  Lodge ;  which  had  been 
done  accordingly,  on  the  7th  of  November  preceding.  The  subject  underwent  an  in- 
vestigation at  the  hands  of  a  committee,  upon  whose  report  it  was  the  pleasure  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  approve  the  action  in  the  premises— and  the  whole  subject  matter  was 
referred  to  the  discretion  of  the  Grand  Master,  for  such  further  action  as  he  might  deem 
proper.  On  the  20th  of  December  following,  having  received  from  the  brethren  of  Ba- 
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tavia  satisfactory  assurances  that  a  better  state  of  facts  had  obtained  among  them,  and 
that  more  auspicious  prospects  invited  them  to  action,  I  restored  to  them,  in  compli- 
ance with  their  petition  therefor,  their  charter,  with  authority  to  resume  work,  and  con- 
tinue their  labors  until  the  present  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  was  done 
under  the  confident  hope  and  belief  that  harmony  and  fraternal  concord  may  hence- 
forth distinguish  the  action  of  the  brethren  of  said  Lodge. 

On  the  24th  of  October  last,  having  received  from  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge,  in  that  behalf,  their  report,  setting  forth,  as  the  result  of  their  delibera- 
tions, that  "  they  have  unhesitatingly  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  expedient  to 
revive  the  charter  of  the  late  Northern  Light  Lodge  No.  40,''  I  directed  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary to  execute  and  deliver,  to  Brother  Andrew  Young,  the  necessary  papers  to  enable 
him  to  carry  out  the  views  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  relation  to  that  matter.

The  four  Lodges  last  enumerated,  occupy  the  places  of  Lodges  formerly  existing  in 
the  same  localities,  but  which,  yielding  to  the  force  of  circumstances,  long  since  fell 
into  inertia  and  disuse.  The  remaining  six  occupy  new  fields  of  Masonic  labor. 
Among  the  petitioners,  we  recognize  many  tried  and  approved  good  workmen — two  of 
whom  formerly  occupied  the  two  highest  positions  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 
From  this  awakening  to  duty  of  old  Masons,  and  ready  alacrity  manifested  by  junior 
members  to  labor  in  our  common  vineyard,  we  infer  the  upward  and  onward  tendency 
of  the  Order. 

Other  applications — and  especially  in  behalf  of  the  brethren  of  Richfield,  Summit 
county — have  been  made  for  authority  to  resume  their  labors  as  a  regular  Lodge,  after 
having  been  in  a  dormant  state  for  several  years.  But  being  invested  with  no  authority 
to  grant  the  request  of  the  brethren,  except  on  the  payment  of  the  customary  fee  for 
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dispensation,  and  that  payment  not  having  been  made,  of  course  the  prayer  of  the 
petitioners  was  not  granted,  although  their  application  was  in  all  other  respects  in  sat- 
isfactory form.  In  compliance  with  the  request  of  those  brethren,  I  submit  their  appli- 
cation to  the  paternal  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  live,  my  Brethren,  in  an  age  distinguished  above  all  others  in  the  annals  of  man, 
by  the  developments  of  invention,  and  innovations  upon  established  habits  and  cus- 
toms. Within  the  memory  of  Masons  not  now  far  advanced  in  the  down-hill  of  life, 
the  cotton  gin,  the  steam  engine  and  the  railroad  car,  have  been  introduced,  and  made 
subservient  to  the  uses  of  man.  These  have  touched,  as  if  by  magic  wand,  the  various 
pursuits  of  industry  and  enterprise,  and  the  policy  of  nations  is  changed  by  the  con- 
tact. Within  the  last  few  years,  the  forked  lightning  has  been  divested  of  its  terrors, 
and,  by  scientific  appliances,  rendered  tame  and  manageable;  and  by  the  exertion  of 
its  mysterious  powers,  time  and  space  are  almost  annihilated.  By  it,  friend  may  hold 
social  converse  with  friend,  with  almost  the  celerity  of  thought,  though  at  the  moment 
occupying  points  at  opposite  extremities  of  our  widely  extended  country.  Amid  these 
surpassing  scenes  of  fluctuation  and  change,  it  is  not  matter  of  surprise  that  new  orders 
and  associations  of  men  should  spring  into  being,  emulous  of  our  own  venerable  Insti- 
tution in  the  diffusion  of  genial  influences,  and  the  melioration  of  human  woes.  It 
would  indeed  be  strange  were  it  otherwise.  Nor  is  this  generous  competition  in  the 
field  of  Charity  to  be  deprecated ;  for  wherever  mortal  man  exists,  there  also  may  be 
found  evidences  of  that  fall,  which  brought  sorrow  and  pain,  and 

 "  death,  into  the  world,  and  all  our  woe." 

The  condition  of  our  race  on  earth  is  one  of  mutual  dependence.  None  are  so  high  in 
the  scale  of  fortune  as  not  to  require  the  aid,  counsel  and  assistance  of  his  fellows;  none 
so  low  as  not  to  challenge  their  fraternal  sympathies.  Give  ample  scope  and  verge, 
then,  to  all,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be  known,  who  are  willing  in  this  to  cooperate 
or  compete  with  us  in  the  grand  aim  we  should  each  have  in  view,  namely:  "to  soothe 
the  unhappy— to  sympathize  with  their  misfortunes— to  compassionate  their  miseries 
—and  to  restore  peace  to  their  troubled  minds."  But,  while  we  thus  bid  a  hearty  God 
speed  to  those  who  may  prefer  other  channels  than  our  Lodges  for  communicating 
good,  it  behooves  us  to  watch  with  cautious  vigilance  the  ancient  landmarks  com- 
mitted to  our  care;  these  are  the  criteria  which  distinguish  our  time-honored  institution 
from  the  various  novelties  of  the  day,  and  impart  to  it  that  truly  catholic  character  and 
universality  of  application,  which  can  never  be  attained  by  associations  of  merely  tem- 
porary or  local  character.  For,  my  brethren,  though  other  institutions,  benevolent  in 
design  and  good  in  operation,  may  arise,  and  for  a  time  attract  popular  attention  with 
a  "lo,  here— and  lo,  there"— yet  there  is  graphic  truth  in  the  remark  of  a  beloved 
brother,  favorably  known  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  "Masonry  is  Masonry  all  the  wHUP 

The  Grand  Lodge  has  been  convened  in  special  grand  communication  on  four  several 
occasions  during  the  past  year,  to  wit: 

On  the  10th  of  June,  at  the  request  of  the  Trustees  and  Vestry  of  the  Evangelic  Lu- 
theran Church  in  Lancaster,  to  lay,  with  Masonic  ceremonies,  the  corner  stone  of  a  new 
Church  edifice  in  that  place. 

On  the  24th  of  June,  at  the  request  of  Nova  Csesarea  Harmony  Lodge  No.  2,  at  Cin- 
cinnati, to  bring  forth  the  cape-stone  of  their  magnificent  temple,  and  dedicate,  with 
the  solemn  rites  of  our  Order,  the  Masonic  Hall  in  that  place. 

On  the  25th  of  June,  at  the  request  of  Milford  Lodge  No.  54,  Clermont  county,  to  lay 
the  corner  stone  of  a  new  Masonic  edifice  in  that  place. 

On  the  31st  of  July,  at  the  request  of  Amity  Lodge  No.  131,  Jackson  C.  H,  to  dedicate, 
according  to  Masonic  usage,  the  new  Masonic  edifice  recently  erected  in  that  place. 

Indispensable  civil  engagements  interposed  to  deprive  me  of  the  satisfaction  of  being 
personally  present  on  two  of  these  interesting  occasions.  In  the  one  case  my  proxy 
was  forwarded  to  Brother  M.  Z.  Kreider,  and  in  the  other,  to  Brother  Cornelius  Moore, 
whose  official  reports  of  the  transactions  on  those  respective  occasions,  together  with  a 
printed  statement  of  the  order  of  proceedings  at  the  dedication  of  the  Masonic  Hall  in 
Cincinnati,  are  herewith  submitted. 
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In  August  last,  Brother  John  T.  Arthur,  Grand  Secretary,  being  about  to  join  tbe 
army  of  the  United  States  in  a  foreign  country,  signified  to  me  his  resignation  of  the 
office  he  held  in  the  Grand  Lodge ;  and  the  vacancy  thus  created,  was  supplied  by  the 
appointment  of  Brother  Beta  Latham,  of  Columbus,  who,  informer  years  rendered  ac- 
ceptable service  in  that  place,  and  who  kindly  consented  to  assume  the  discharge  of  its 
duties. 

A  revised  edition  of  the  Book  of  Constitutions,  embracing  the  Constitution,  By-Laws, 
etc.,  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  authorized  by  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  grand  commu- 
nication, has  been  brought  out  by  the  enterprise  of  an  individual  Brother  ;  and  a  num- 
ber of  copies  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  Brother,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  subject  to 
the  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It  remains  to  be  determined  what  number  shall  be  or- 
dered, and  how  disposed  of. 

I  feel  it  an  indispensable  duty  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  a  careful 
consideration  of  its  monetary  affairs.  By  looking  its  embarrassments,  two  years  since, 
boldly  in  the  face,  and  by  adopting  and  adhering  to  a  system  of  economy  so  austere  as 
to  be  hardly  Masonic,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  enabled  to  relieve  itself  from  a  posi- 
tion which  greatly  embarrassed  its  operations,  and  for  a  while  seriously  menaced  its 
honor.  The  period  of  its  greatest  pecuniary  peril  is  passed ;  and  the  Grand  Lodge  has 
now  its  honor  and  its  destiny  in  its  own  keeping.  A  faithful  adherence  to  that  system 
of  economy  for  another  year,  will  enable  it  to  discharge  all  its  liabilities.  It  may  then 
safely  relax  somewhat  its  exactions  from  its  subordinates,  and  dispense  its  benefits  with 
a  less  sparing  hand.  But  the  most  common  justice  to  those  who,  in  the  hour  of  its  ex- 
tremity, generously  came  forward  to  its  rescue,  demands  that  no  inconsiderate  or  im- 
provident expenditure  of  its  means  be  incurred,  while  it  is  unable  promptly  to  discharge 
any  proper  demand  upon  its  charity  or  its  treasury. 

I  cannot  forego  the  present  opportunity  of  again  renewing  my  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments to  the  fraternity  of  Ohio  here  represented,  for  the  oft-repeated  marks  of  their 
kindness  and  confidence.  I  have  often  felt  with  keen  sensibility  my  own  inadequacy  to 
make  suitable  requital  for  these  multiform  acts  of  kindness.  The  cup  of  my  ambition 
is  filled  to  overflowing ;  and  I  anticipate  the  pleasing  duty  of  installing  as  my  successor, 
some  brother  of  your  choice,  who  will  bring  to  the  station  more  ability  for  the  discharge 
of  its  various  and  delicate  duties,  than  have  been  allotted  to  me.  Such  brethren  now 
fill  your  halls ;  and  I  shall  greet  with  unfeigned  satisfaction  him  who  shall  be  honored 
by  your  preference. 

Invoking  the  choicest  of  Heaven's  blessings  upon  you  individually  and  collectively, 
and  upon  your  deliberations  and  acts,

Brother  Fielding,  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  superintend 
the  public  exercises  of  to-morrow,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
agreed  to  : 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  there  will  be  a  procession, 
and  public  Address,  delivered  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Orator,  in 
this  city,  on  Wednesday,  the  21st  of  October,  1846,  at  the  Methodist  Church,  at  half  past 
2  o'clock. 

The  Procession  will  form  at  their  Hall  on  First  street,  at  10  o'clock  precisely,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Marshals,  and  move  on  First  street,  west,  to  Wilkinson,  south  on  Wil- 
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kinson  to  Second,  east  on  Second  to  Jefferson,  south  on  Jefferson  to  Third,  west  on 
Third  to  Ludlow,  north  on  Ludlow  to  the  Methodist  Church,  where  the  usual  exercises 
will  be  had  ;  when  the  procession  will  again  form,  and  move  south  on  Ludlow  to  Third, 
west  on  Third  to  Wilkinson,  south  on  Wilkinson  to  Fourth,  east  on  Fourth  to  Main, 
south  on  Main  to  Sixth,  east  on  Sixth  to  Jefferson,  north  on  Jefferson  to  Third,  east  on 
Third  to  Sears,  north  on  Sears  to  First,  west  on  First  to  the  Masonic  Hall.

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  report  an  expression  of 
the  opinion  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  to  the  merits  of  a  work  entitled  the  "  Craftsman," 
compiled  by  Brother  Cornelius  Moore,  and  published  by  Brother  Jacob  Ernst,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, a  copy  of  which  he  has  presented  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  through  its  Grand 
Master. 

Resolved,  That  the  copy  above  referred  to,  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Master,  Brother 
William  B.  Thrall. 

Whereupon  Brothers  Fielding,  Latham,  Kr eider,  Davis  and  B.  F.  Smith 
were  appointed  the  committee  upon  the  foregoing  resolution.

Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  where"  preexisting  Lodges  have  been  compelled  to  cease 
their  work  without  having  returned  their  charters,  or  where  the  same  has  not  been  taken 
away  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  forfeited  by  any  reason  to  said  Grand  Lodge,  the  said 
Lodges  shall,  if  revived  by  letters  of  Dispensation  duly  issued  by  the  Grand  Master,  by 
virtue  of  the  12th  and  13th  Articles  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  entitled 
to  have  refunded  to  them  the  amount  by  them  deposited  for  such  dispensation,  less  the 
Grand  Secretary's  fees  and  incidental  expenses ;  provided  said  Lodges  pay  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  Grand  Lodge  all  dues  accruing  for  members  and  initiations  since  the 
issuing  of  such  dispensation. 

Resolved,  That  all  representatives  of  Lodges  acting  under  dispensation,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Lodge  so  soon  as  a  favorable  report  is  had  (upon  the  By- 
Laws  and  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  sending  such  delegates)  from  the  committee  to 
whom  the  same  may  be  referred;  provided,  the  dues  of  said  Lodge,  as  contemplated  in 
the  first  resolution,  shall  have  paid. 

Whereupon,  Brothers  Griffith,  Keifer  and  Barrere  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Mc  Gammon,  the  petition  of  a  certain  number  of 
Masons  asking  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  at  Cheviot,  Hamilton  county, 
was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Griffith,  from  the  select  committee  on  the  debts  and  credits  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to  the 
standing  committee  of  Ways  and  Means :

If  the  foregoing  estimates  can  be  relied  on,  and  the  undersigned  expresses  his  entire 
confidence  in  their  general  accuracy,  it  presents  the  gratifying  result  that  the  Treasury, 
at  the  close  of  the  present  session,  will  be  in  possession  of  means  nearly  sufficient  to 
extinguish  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  remark,  that  the  lots  in  Lancaster  have  not  been 
brought  into  view,  while  speculating  upon  the  available  assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
owing  to  the  extreme  uncertainty  as  to  their  present  cash  value.  The  special  commit- 
tee having  charge  of  them,  recently  communicated  to  the  undersigned  that  the  sum  of 
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$1,200  had  been  offered  for  them  during  the  past  summer,  but  owing  to  the  unfavorable 
terms  of  payment  proposed,  and  the  astounding  reduction  in  the  price,  compared  with 
that  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  offer  was  declined. 

My  predecessors,  in  their  report  to  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  reported  spe- 
cifically therewith  a  claim  in  favor  of  our  venerable  brother,  John  Barney,  for  the  sum 
of  $15.70,  which,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Treasurer's  books,  and  other  papers 
which  they  deemed  essential  to  be  referred  to,  was  not  included  among  the  claims  set- 
tled and  paid  up  to  that  period.  The  undersigned,  having  since  had  access  to  the  late 
Grand  Treasurer's  books  and  papers,  and  having  carefully  examined  his  entries,  the 
payment  of  such  claim  is  not  found  debited  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  fair  presumption 
then  is,  that  the  sum  of  seventeen  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  inclusive  of  two  years 
interest,  is  due  to  Brother  John  Barney;  which  sum  your  committee  has  included  in 
the  debits  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  herein  reported. 

The  undersigned  is  happy  to  have  it  in  his  power  to  announce  to  this  body,  that  no 
further  claims  against  the  Grand  Lodge  have  been  presented  for  his  examination  and 
action  during  the  past  year  — a  circumstance  upon  which  his  belief  is  founded,  that 
those  claims  which,  but  a  few  years  since,  were  found  floating  in  almost  every  direction, 
are  now  well  nigh  exhausted  by  the  successful  operation  of  that  rigid  system  of  economy 
and  retrenchment  adopted  in  1843. 

It  will  be  conceded  by  every  one,  that  a  large  share  of  the  official  responsibility  of 
the  representatives  composing  this  Grand  Lodge,  is  intimately  connected  with  its  mon- 
etary concerns.  "  To  be  generous  is  to  be  just,"  is  a  favorite  maxim  in  political  science, 
the  moral  force  of  which,  in  ordinary  commercial  relations,  all  will  readily  admit,  and 
which  requires  no  argument  to  establish  its  applicability  to  this  branch  of  our  institu- 
tion. A  strict  and  unequivocal  adherence,  then,  to  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
interpreted  according  to  their  legitimate  sense,  will  not  only  insure  equal  and  exact 
justice  to  all  whose  interest  shall  be  in  any  wise  committed  to  our  charge,  but  will 
secure  to  ourselves  the  honest  approbation  of  a  generous  constituency.

Resolved,  That  Lodges  working  under  dispensations,  which  may  have  been  granted 
between  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  only  be  required  to  pav  grand 
dues  m  proportion  to  the  time  said  Lodge  may  have  been  in  existence,  provided  said 
dispensations  shall  not  have  been  granted  for  the  revival  of  a  dormant  charter. 

A  memorial  of  Brother  Highland  was  presented,  read,  and  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Launder,  the  account  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary 
was  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Accounts. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

Brother  Keith,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 
The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  dispensa- 
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tion,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Hiram  Lodge,  located  at  Delaware,  in  Delaware 
county,  and  also  the  petition  of  Calvin  Ketchell  and  eleven  others,  to  resuscitate  Mont- 
gomery Lodge  No.  94,  in  Hamilton  county,  report,  that  they  have  with  care  examined 
the  papers  laid  before  them  in  the  two  above  named  cases,  and  find  the  following  facts 
to  exist :  1st,  As  to  Hiram  Lodge,  we  find  that  it  suspended  labor  in  1833,  and  retained 
possession  of  its  charter  and  jewels,  and  now  has  them  under  its  control.  Your  com- 
mittee find  that  at  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1837,  a  Grand  Visitant  was  appointed  to  visit  all 
Lodges  in  the  state  which  were,  at  the  time,  in  the  situation  of  the  above  named  Hiram 
Lodge;  yet  your  committee  are  satisfied,  from  the  evidence  before  them,  that  said 
Visitant  never  called  upon  this  Lodge,  nor  has  said  Lodge  ever  had  notice  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Grand  Lodge  through  any  other  source. 

Your  committee  also  find  the  following  facts  to  exist  in  relation  to  Montgomery 
Lodge :— That  on  the  10th  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1832,  six  brethren  met  and  adjourned 
said  Lodge  without  day,  and  that  the  same  has  never  met  since  5  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
received  notice  of  the  proceedings  of  said  Montgomery  Lodge.  They  also  find  that 
said  Montgomery  Lodge  was  directed  to  retain  its  charter  until  a  favorable  opportunity 
should  present  itself  to  resuscitate  said  Lodge.  They  also  find,  on  the  examination  of 
the  papers  before  them,  that  said  Lodge  purchased  jewels  to  the  amount  of  $53,  which 
jewels  were  subsequently  loaned  to  Batavia  Lodge,  in  Clermont  county ;  and  that  since 
said  loaning,  as  aforesaid,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  sold  said  jewels  to  said  Batavia  Lodge. 
This  Lodge  now  prays  to  be  resuscitated,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  furnish  them  with 
a  set  of  jewels  in  the  place  of  those  sold  to  Batavia  Lodge,  or  refund  the  amount  the 
Grand  Lodge  received  for  said  jewels. 

Your  committee  also  find  that  the  above  named  Lodges  and  their  members  are  labor- 
ing under  a  degree  of  pecuniary  embarrassment,  which  will  in  all  probability  render  it 
impossible  for  them  to  proceed  with  their  labor,  if  required  to  pay  the  $50  dispensation 
fee  and  the  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  deem  it  proper  to  state  that, 
should  these  Lodges  be  prevented,  by  reason  of  these  requirements,  commencing  labor, 
the  Grand  Lodge  would  lose  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view — they  would  not  only  be 
compelled  to  refund  the  $50,  but  they  virtually  prevent  the  existence  of  a  body  which 
would,  if  permitted  to  go  into  existence,  pay  annual  dues  to  this  body,  which,  in  a  very 
few  years,  would  far  exceed  the  dispensation  fee. 

But  your  committee  do  not  conceive,  nor  are  they  willing  to  admit  that,  with  our 
institution,  the  money  argument  is  the  strongest  that  can  be  presented ;  convinced,  as 
we  are,  that  there  is  in  the  heart  of  every  Mason,  that  pure,  undefiled  charity  and 
benevolence,  which  will  lead  him  to  extend,  if  need  be,  the  benefits  of  Masonry  to 
every  brother,  without  money  and  without  price,  your  committee  cannot  but  believe 
that  every  brother  will  consent  to  grant  to  the  brethren  of  the  above  named  Lodges  the 
prayer  of  their  petition,  without  retaining  the  dispensation  fee,  if  to  retain  it  is  to 
deprive  them  of  the  benefits  of  associated  Masonry.  That  it  will  so  do  your  committee 
have  the  most  positive  assurance. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following : 

Besolved,  That  Hiram  Lodge  No.  18,  be  entitled  to  receive  their  charter  and  have  their 
dispensation  fee  refunded. 

Besolved,  That  Montgomery  Lodge  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  resuscitated  and  author- 
ized to  resume  labor,  under  its  No.  94,  and  that  the  amount  this  Grand  Lodge  received 
on  the  sale  of  the  jewels  belonging  to  said  Lodge  be  refunded. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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The  undersigned  would  respectfully  state  the  manner,  and  for  what  purpose  the 
bank  stock  above  quoted  came  into  his  possession.  After  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  it  was  found  that  there  would  remain  in  the  Treasury, 
after  deducting  the  sum  necessary  to  meet  all.  specific  appropriations,  a  balance  of 
about  $330. 

Deeming  it  good  policy,  in  view  of  the  present  embarrassed  condition  of  the  monetary 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  augment  its  resources  by  a  judicious  investment  of  the 
surplus  on  hand,  the  undersigned,  on  the  26th  December  last,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
currence of  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  other  distinguished  members,  made  a  tempo- 
rary investment  of  $309  of  the  surplus,  by  purchasing  three  shares  of  Exchange  Bank 
stock,  for  which  was  paid  $309,  the  current  rate  at  which  it  then  sold  in  the  market. 
On  the  5th  of  May  last,  a  dividend  of  $8  52  was  received  and  paid  into  the  Treasury, 
and  on  the  12th  inst.,  the  shares  were  sold  for  the  sum  of  $324,  by  which  the  Treasury 
has  realized  a  net  sum  of  $23  52,  on  an  investment  of  $309,  for  the  term  of  nine  months.

"to  take  possession  and  charge  of  the  Grand  Lodge  lots,  stone,  and  any- 
other  property  at  Lancaster;  pay  the  taxes,  and  the  same  to  sell  for  such 
sum  or  sums,  in  hand,  and  upon  such  credits,  with  interest  on  deferred  pay- 
ments, as  in  his  discretion  may  appear  for  the  interest  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,"  respectfully  reports : 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  under  which  he  was  appointed,  he  took  charge  of 
the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  Lancaster  and  at  once  brought  it  into  market. 

The  real  estate  he  has  not  been  able  to  dispose  of.  He  could  have  sold  it  for  $1200, 
on  time,  but  not  believing  the  interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  be  subserved  by  such 
a  sale,  he  declined  the  offer. 

All  the  stone  which  was  on  the  lots  when  they  came  into  his  possession,  has  been 
sold  during  the  past  summer.  This  stone  was  sold  at  a  great  loss  when  compared  with 
the  original  cost,  but  on  the  best  terms  that  could  be  procured.  A  detailed  statement 
of  these  sales,  (being  a  transcript  of  the  book  in  which  the  account  of  these  sales  was 
kept,)  is  hereto  attached;  by  which  it  will  be  seen  that  a  credit  of  $45  16,  on  the  prin- 
cipal of  Grand  Lodge  bond  No.  50,  was  received  in  part  payment  for  some  of  the  stone, 
and  that  about  $50  has  not  yet  been  collected.  Nearly  all  the  sales  were  made  with  the 
understanding  that  payment  would  not  be  required  before  the  first  of  the  present 
month,  provided  interest  should  be  paid  for  the  extension  of  time.  The  above  balance 
yet  due  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  as  soon  as  collected. 

This  committee  was  directed  to  pay  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  from  time  to  time, 
cash  coming  into  his  hands,  but  no  funds  were  in  the  possession  of  this  committe  until 
within  a  few  days,  except  what  were  required  for  disbursements,  for  taxes,  etc. ;  and 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  time  he  had  to  advance  money  for  these  purposes  himself. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  collections  and  disbursements  made  by  this  com- 
mittee :

"Resolved,  That  it  is  improper  for  a  subordinate  Lodge  to  reconsider  a  balloting  for 
a  candidate,  when  the  same  contains  a  black  ball.  Laid  on  the  table." 
Second,  commencing  on  page  57 — 

"  The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  inquiries  of  Bro.  S.  Reed,  made  the 
following  report,  which,  on  motion,  was  postponed  until  the  next  grand  communica- 
tion : 

"  The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  questions,  viz :  1st 
Should  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  commit  a  flagrant  outrage  against  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  said  Lodge,  has  he  a  right  to  claim  the  ten  days  notice,  as  prescribed  by 
the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge?  and  2d,  When  the  Master  or  Secretary  of  a  subordinate 
Lodge,  for  greater  safety,  deposits  the  Charter  or  Dispensation  in  an  iron  safe  without 
the  Lodge,  yet  within  its  reach  at  all  times,  does  such  deposit  vitiate  the  legal  existence 
of  such  Lodge?"  report  :  That,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  no  Lodge  can  pro- 
ceed to  suspend  or  expel  a  brother,  except  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  without  first 
having  given  ten  days  notice  ;  but  the  Masonic  usage  should  not  be  so  construed,  as  to 
prevent  the  Masterfor  the  time  being,  from  maintaining  the  "peace  and  dignity"  of 
his  Lodge. 
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"  And  in  answer  to  the  second  query,  your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  as  the  Char- 
ter of  a  Lodge  is,  in  all  cases,  committed  to  the  safe-keeping  of  the  Master,  it  is  his  pro- 
vince to  see  that  it  is  safely  kept,  within  his  reach  and  that  of  the  Lodge ;  and  it  should 
always  be  within  the  Lodge  during  its  communications." 

Third,  on  page  56 — 

"  Resolved,  That  the  16th  section  of  the  By-Laws  be  so  amended,  that  the  Secretary 
in  the  place  of  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum,  shall  be  allowed 
seventy-five  dollars  per  annum." 

Fourth,  on  pages  56  and  57— 

''The  committee  on  Ways  and  Means  made  the  following  report,  which  is  agreed  to, 
excepting  the  resolution  therein  contained,  the  consideration  of  which  was  postponed 
until  the  next  annual  communication: 

"  The  committee  on  Ways  and  Means  would  further  report  :  That  the  report  of  a  com-

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  providing  for  the  refund- 
ing dispensation  fees  in  certain  cases,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and 
herewith  report:  That  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  adoption  of  such  resolu- 
tion would  be  in  direct  violation  of  Sec.  20,  of  the  By-Laws  and  Constitution  of  this 
Grand  body ;  and  your  committee  further  report  and  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  that  at  the  last  Grand  Communication  the  same  subject  (see  page  45) 
was  fully  investigated  by  a  committee,  and  the  conclusion  of  that  body  was  had  in 
accordance  with  the  views  of  your  committee  heretofore  expressed,  with  a  recommend- 
ation that  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  be  strictly  observed.  Your  committee  therefore 
recommend  that  the  pending  resolution  be  indefinitely  postponed.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  summoned  from  labor  to  refreshment;  and  pro- 
ceeded, according  to  the  programme  reported  by  the  committee  upon  the 
celebration  of  the  day,  to  the  Methodist  Church,  on  Third  street.

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The  exercises  were  opened  by  an  appropriate  prayer,  by  our  Kev. 
Brother  Wm.  H.  Raper,  and  succeeded  by  music  from  the  Choir  of  the 
Church,  and  the  Band  provided  by  the  fraternity  living  in  Dayton,  under 
the  direction  of  D.  Tuttle. 

Whereupon  our  M.  W.  Past  Grand  Master,  Charles  Anthony,  arose, 
and  in  the  following  pertinent  and  eloquent  address  on  behalf  of  the 
American  Bible  Society,  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
Ohio,  a  beautiful  copy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures : 

Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  — 

In  this  enlightened  age  of  the  world,  there  are  but  few  who  will  pretend  to  believe 
that  Masonry  is  either  a  matter  of  mere  amusement,  or  a  sordid,  selfish,  mercenary 
Institution,  aiming  to  promote  the  pecuniary  interests  or  the  ambition  of  its  members. 
Mankind  in  general,  are  now  willing  to  admit  that  this  very  ancient  and  honorable 
Institution  aims  to  assist  men  to  discharge  with  fidelity  their  duty  to  God,  their  duty 
to  themselves,  and  their  duty  to  one  another  ;  and  that  it  is  influenced  and  directed  by 
a  broad,  comprehensive  philanthropy.  But  how  could  it  attain  these  important  objects 
without  the  Scriptures  of  Truth— the  Sacred  Bevelation  of  God  to  Man— Faith  in  God,  as 
he  is  there  revealed— Holiness  to  the  Lord,  our  Creator  in  Life— as  necessary  to  the 
precious  Hope  of  Immortality,  and  an  enlarged  benevolence— Charity  to  all  mankind  ? 
Without  this  Great  Light  in  Masonry— this  inestimable  gift  of  our  Heavenly  Father— 
we  should  grope  our  way  in  darkness.  Hence,  every  Lodge  is,  and  every  Mason  is,  or 
ought  to  be,  furnished  with  the  Holy  Bible;  and,  I  will  add,  ought  to  show  that  it  is 
received  as  the  rule  and  guide  of  Faith  and  of  Life,  by  obeying  its  teachings  and  prac- 
ticing its  precepts.  We  know,  by  Masonic  tradition,  that  the  Book  of  the  Law  was  pre- 
served in  the  archives  of  Masonry,  after  the  days  of  King  Solomon,  when  it  was  lost 
to  the  rest  of  mankind.  This  precious  Volume,  therefore,  so  important  to  the  happi- 
ness and  the  hopes  of  man,  is  prized  by  Masons  as  their  Great  Light.  And  it  gives  me 
great  pleasure  to  be  the  instrument  of  presenting  this  beautiful  copy  of  the  Holy  Bible 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  as  a  present  from  our  beloved  Brother,  William  P.  Strick- 
land, agent  for  the  American  Bible  Society.  Take  it— preserve  it— read  it— and  let  us 
all  endeavor  to  obey  it. 

In  reply  to  the  foregoing  address,  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, 
William  B.  Thrall,  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  arose  and 
accepted  the  invaluable  donation,  in  the  following  language: 

Brother— In  the  name  and  in  the  behalf  of  the  Fraternity  of  Ohio,  here  represented, 
I  accept  this  cherished  Volume,  which  is  the  acknowledged  rule  of  our  faith,  and  guide 
of  our  Masonic  action. 

There  may  be  those,  who,  jealous  of  our  mysteries,  and  viewing  our  Order  through 
the  perverted  medium  of  prejudice,  may  wonder  what  use  Free  Masonry  can  have  for 
the  Bible !  Could  such  but  prevail  upon  themselves  to  lay  aside  their  preconceived 
opinions,  and  judge  of  us— as  they  would  themselves  be  judged— by  our  standard  pub- 
lications, they  would  cease  to  marvel  upon  this  point. 

What  are  Masonic  mysteries  1  They  are  derived  from  The  Book,  and  pervade  it  from 
Genesis  to  Revelation.  The  organization  of  matter  from  chaos— the  bringing  of  light 
from  darkness— the  deliverance  of  Israel  from  bondage— the  miracle  at  the  Red  Sea— 
the  wonders  wrought  by  Moses  in  the  wilderness— the  erection,  dedication  and  destruc- 
tion of  the  gorgeous  Temple— the  founding  of  the  second  Temple— the  treason  of  Judas 
—the  timely  sympathy  and  constancy  (even  to  a  martyr's  reward,)  of  the  Syro-Phce- 
nician  merchant,  the  venerable  "man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name"— the  doubts  of 
Thomas— the  shipwreck  and  rescue  at  Melita,  where  "  the  barbarous  people  showed  no 
little  kindness  "—these,  these  savor  of  Masonic  mysteries  !  In  the  world  of  letters  and 
of  hieroglyphics,  Masonry  and  the  Bible  are  one  and  identical. 
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You  will  have  the  goodness  to  communicate  to  the  generous  donor,  and  to  the  Society 
of  which  he  is  the  worthy  agent,  our  grateful  acknowledgments  for  this  well  chosen 
expression  of  regard.  It  shall  be  cherished  in  our  halls,  read  in  our  assemblies,  and 
govern  our  Masonic  action. 

The  Rev.  William  P.  Strickland  then  proceeded  to  deliver  the  Oration 
prepared  for  the  occasion,  and  was  listened  to  with  attention  by  the 
crowded  auditory.  The  symbols  of  Freemasonry,  their  signification  and 
mystic  language,  was  the  principal  subject  of  his  address.  No  one,  we 
presume,  could  find  fault  with  the  beautiful  truths  they  symbolize,  or  the 
lessons  of  virtue,  benevolence,  charity  and  love,  which  they  silently  and 
yet  so  eloquently  speak.  The  plain,  candid  and  impressive  style  of  the 
orator  was  happily  adapted  to  the  subject  and  the  occasion,  and  left  a  good 
impression  upon  the  audience.  The  exercises  at  the  church  were  conclu- 
ded with  prayer,  music  and  the  benediction ;  when  the  procession  again 
formed  and  returned  to  the  Lodge.

The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  Milford  Lodge  No.  54, 
praying  the  remission  of  their  Grand  Lodge  dues,  for  the  past  and  several  future  years' 
have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  as  follows  : 

That,  in  the  present  state  of  the  monetary  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  prayer  of 
the  memorial  should  not  be  granted. 

In  this  connection,  though  not  strictly  within  the  duty  of  this  committee,  they  beg 
leave  to  say,  that  they  do  not  conceive  it  proper  that  any  dues  should  be  remitted,  or 
any  money  expended,  which  the  letter  of  a  strict  economy  will  retain  in  the  Treasury, 
so  long  as  the  Grand  Lodge  is  so  largely  in  debt;  that  it  is  neither  expedient  nor  just.  ' 

The  committee  have  felt  a  gratification,  which  they  do  not  doubt  every  member  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  will  also  feel,  and  feel  warmly,  that  the  Milford  Lodge  has,  as  shown  by 
this  memorial,  done  so  much  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Order  within  their  proper 
region,  and  wish  they  could  with  propriety  recommend  them  some  aid  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  Treasury,  in  liquidating  the  debt  they  have  so  generously  encountered  to  this 
end ;  but  the  propriety  of  such  an  act  at  this  time,  and  under  the  present  condition  of 
its  finances,  they  cannot  conceive  it  proper  even  to  entertain  for  a  moment. 
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They  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolution,  viz  : 

Besolved,  That  the  prayer  of  the  memorial  ought  not  to  be  granted,  and  that  the  said

subordinate  Lodge  to  reconsider  a  balloting  for  a  candidate  when  the  same  contains  a 
black  ball  "  —  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report  — 

That  they  find,  by  reference  to  No.  7,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government 
of  subordinate  Lodges,  that  "a  unanimous  vote  must  be  had  in  favor  of  the  applicant 
for  each  degree.'7  Your  committee  find  nothing  in  the  Rules  for  the  government  of 
subordinate  Lodges  to  prohibit  a  second  balloting. 

The  committee  further  report,  that  formerly  there  was  a  By-Law  requiring  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  in  case  a  black  ball  was  found,  in  balloting  for  any  degree,  that  a  second 
ballot  should  betaken;  and  on  such  second  balloting,  if  there  appeared  a  black  ball, 
the  candidate  was  rejected.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  still  competent 
for  a  subordinate  Lodge,  if  a  black  ball  should  be  found,  on  balloting  for  any  degree, 
either  Entered  Apprentice,  Fellow  Craft  or  Master  Mason,  to  proceed  to  ballot  a  second 
time,  as  on  the  first  balloting  a  black  ball  might  have  been  put  in  through  mistake. 
But  in  no  case,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  would  it  be  proper  for  a  subordinate 
Lodge  to  reconsider  a  balloting  at  any  subsequent  meeting,  unless  all  the  members  of 
the  former  meeting  are  present.

"  1  A  subordinate  Lodge  shall  consist,'  etc.  ' The  officers  above  enumerated  shall  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot by  a  majority  of  votes,  at  the  stated  meetings  in  November  or  December,  annually,'  etc.  ;  and  the 
Ancient  Constitutions,  at  page  12,  declares  that  the  Master  of  every  Lodge  shall  be  annually  chosen, 
by  ballot,  on  some  stated  Lodge  night. 

"  By  the  By  Laws  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  article  2d,  'The  officers  of  this  Lodge  shall  be  elected,' 
etc.  :  Provided,  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  a  special  election,  at  any  stated  meeting,  to  fill 
any  vacancy  that  may  occur  by  death,  removal,  or  resignation.' 

"At  page  37,  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  1844,  'The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispen- 
sations report  as  follows,  to  wit :  We  have  also  examined  the  By-Laws  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67.  and 
find  them  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  this  Grand  Lodge  ; '  which  report  was 
agreed  to. 

"Now,  can  Oxford  Lodge  elect  a  Master  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  has  occurred,  or  may  hereafter 
occur,  by  death  or  removal,  to  say  nothing  about  resignation?  and  if  not,  is  the  Senior  Warden  W.  M., 
and  is  it  proper  for  him  to  sign  his  name  to  Diplomas,  or  proceedings  ol  Lodge,  as  W.  M?  and  if  so, 
what  station  is  vacant  — the  Senior  or  Junior  Warden's?  and  if  either,  can  it  be  filled  except  at  the 
annual  election  of  officers  of  said  Lodge  ? 

"At  page  14,  Ancient  Constitutions,  section  5th  :  'The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  proper  register  or 
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record  of  all  transactions  and  proceedings  of  the  Lodge,  that  are  to  be  committed  to  writing  ;  which 
shall  be  faithfully  entered  in  the  Lodge  books,  from  the  m'nutes  taken  in  open  Lodge,  after  being  duly 
read  ;  amended  if  necessary  ;  and  approved  of  before  the  close  of  every  meeting,'  etc. 

"The  question  is,  should  a  Lodge  omit  or  neglect  to  read  and  approve  of  the  record  made,  at  any 
stated  meeting,  before  the  close  of  such  meeting,  as  above  required,  whether  at  a  subsequent  stated 
meeting,  those  who  were  not  Master  Masons  at  the  time  the  record  was  made,  and  should  have  been 
approved,  can,  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  vote  for  or  against  the  approval,  although  they  may  have 
been  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  a  Master  Mason,  after  the  record  was  made,  and  previous  to  the 
meeting  to  which  it  was  presented  for  approval  ? 

"  When  an  account  or  claim  is  made  against  a  Lodge  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  rejected,  is  it  lawful 
or  proper,  without  a  reconsideration  of  such  vote,  for  such  Lodge  to  donate  the  amount  claimed,  (as, 
a  donation,  when  the  Brother  is  not  a  subject  of  charity,)  at  a  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Lodge,  and 
when  no  Brother,  who  had  voted  with  ihe  majority  rejecting  the  claim,  could  be  prevailed  on  to  move 
a  reconsideration  of  the  vote  by  which  it  was  rejected?  A.  Luce. 

The  committee  report,  that,  in  the  second  Rule  for  the  government  of  Lodges,  provis- 
ion is  made  that,  "in  the  absence  of  the  Master,  the  Senior  and  Junior  Warden  accord- 
ing to  rank,  shall  succeed  to  the  duties  of  the  station."  It  is  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, therefore,  that,  in  the  absence  of  the  Master,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  resignation, 
or  removal,  the  Senior  Warden,  if  present,  is  W.  M.,  pro  tern.,  and  has  a  right  to 
perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Uhair;  and  in  affixing  his  signature,  officially,  to  any 
paper,  order  or  diploma,  should  affix  it  as  W.  M.pro  tern.  In  his  absence,  the  Junior 
Warden,  in  assuming  the  duties,  would  also  be  W.  M.,  pro  Mm.,  and  should  so  affix  his 
signature.  The  office  vacant,  (in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,)  in  the  absence  of  the 
Master  alone,  would  be  that  of  Junior  Warden,  as  he,  according  to  rank,  will  fill  the 
vacancy  of  the  Senior.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  Senior  Warden,  ;he  offices 
vacant,  and  to  be  filled,  pro  tern,  by  the  presiding  officer,  would  be  that  of  both  Senior 
and  Junior  Warden.  Your  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  proviso  in  article  2d,  of 
the  By-Laws  of  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  is  inconsistent  with  the  1st  and  2d  Rules  for  the 
government  of  subordinate  Lodges  in  Ohio ;  as  said  rules  require  the  election  to  be  held 
annually  alone,  and  authorize  and  provide  that,  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Master, 
how  his  station  shall  be  filled. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that,  in  their  opinion,  a  neglect  to  read  and  approve 
the  minutes,  at  every  regular  meeting,  is  highly  reprehensible  ;  but  should  such  reading 
and  approval  be  omitted  until  the  next  meeting,  all  Master  Masons  present  (being 
actual  members)  are  legally  entitled  to  vote  on  all  propositions  submitted  to  the  Lodge 
for  its  action. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  competent  for  a  Lodge  to 
take  such  action,  in  reference  to  claims  against  it,  as  may  seem  to  it  just  and  proper. 
Nor,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  should  the  Grand  Lodge  countenance,  in  her 
action,  those  trivial  diversities  of  opinion  among  the  members  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
by  a  reference  of  them  to  committees  of  their  body. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  Oxford  Lodge  No.  67,  be  required  to  amend  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge, 
by  striking  out  the  proviso  in  the  2d  article. 

Your  committee  further  report :  That  it  is  a  matter  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the 
Lodge,  whether  a  member  of  it  has  forfeited  his  membership  by  temporarily  absenting 
himself  from  its  communication— whether  removing  without  its  jurisdiction  in  his  own 
State,  or  into  another  State.  The  By-Laws  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  are  the  only  criteria 
by  which  to  determine  his  rights ;  and  the  subordinate  Lodge  the  proper  tribunal  to 
adjust  those  rights.

Brother  Vattier,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  agreed  to  : 
76 
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The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  which  were  referred  the  proceedings  and  record  of 
Clinton  Lodge  No.  47,  at  a  communication  of  said  Lodge,  held  on  the  third  day  of 
October,  A.  L.  5846,  have  had  the  proceedings  under  consideration,  and  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

It  appears,  by  the  copy  of  the  record  submitted  to  your  committee,  that  Brother  F. 
M.  Keith  moved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  charge  dues  to  Brother  T.  P.  Abbott, 
commencing  at  the  expiration  of  his  sentence  of  suspension,  which,  on  motion,  was 
duly  recorded.  The  W.  M.  thereupon  decided  the  motion  out  of  order,  and  assigned  as 
his  reason  therefor,  that  Brother  T.  P.  Abbott  is  not  a  member  of  this  Lodge,  by  reason 
of  his  having  been  suspended ;  from  which  decision  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Lodge, 
and  the  Lodge  refused  to  sustain  the  W.  M.  in  his  decision ;  and  thereupon  the  question 
recurring  upon  the  original  motion,  the  same  was  passed.  Whereupon,  Brother  F.  M. 
Keith  gave  notice  of  an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  from  the  decision  of  the  Lodge 
upon  the  question  of  order.  The  facts  here  disclosed,  show  that  a  member  was  sus- 
pended ;  that  his  term  of  suspension  had  expired ;  and  that  a  brother  member  of  the 
Lodge,  after  such  expiration,  made  a  motion  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Lodge  be 
instructed  to  charge  dues  to  the  brother  who  had  been  suspended;  that  the  Master  of 
the  Lodge  ruled  said  motion  out  of  order,  and  gave  as  his  reason  therefor,  that  the 
party  suspended,  by  reason  of  his  suspension,  was  not  a  member  of  the  Lodge  ;  and 
that  from  such  decision  of  the  Master,  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Lodge ;  that  the 
Lodge  overruled  the  decision  of  the  Master  [!]  and  that  from  these  proceedings  an 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Upon  these  facts  your  committee  desire  briefly  to  state  their  opinions.  We  suppose 
that  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  suspension,  the  suspended  member  was  readmit- 
ted to  the  rights  and  obligations  incident  to  membership  ;  that  the  motion  of  the 
brother,  directing  the  course  of  the  Secretary,  was  entirely  authorized,  competent, 
legal,  and  violative  of  no  Masonic  or  parliamentary  law,  and  that  the  appeal  from  the 
decision  of  the  Master,  overruling  the  motion,  was  lawful  and  proper. [!*] 
All  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

Brother  Shinnick,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  resolutions  adopted : 

The  committee  on  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  the  order  of  Brother  J.  T.  Arthur, 
late  Grand  Secretary,  for  thirty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  recommend  that  the  same 
be  paid  ;  and  they  further  recommend  that  all  amounts,  if  any  are  due  by  him  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  be  deducted  from  the  same,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  paid  over. 

They  have  carefully  examined  the  account  of  Brother  D.  Sifford,  late  Superintendent 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  and  from  the  best  information  they  can  obtain  in  relation  to 
the  facts,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

1.  Besolved,  That  Brother  D.  Sifford  be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-five 
dollars  and  forty-four  cents,  being  the  balance  due  him,  as  principal  and  interest,  on  a 
certificate  signed  by  W.  J.  Reese,  as  chairman  of  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  Hall,  from  statement  dated  October,  1843,  if  there  be  a  surplus  in  the  treasury, 
if  not,  by  a  Grand  Lodge  bond. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  be  allowed  the  present  Grand  Secretary 
for  amount  paid  by  him  for  postage,  etc. 

3  That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  be  allowed  and  paid  Brother 
Chas.  Scott,  for  printing  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  appears  in  the  following  account :

Scott,  under  the  direction  of  this  Grand  body  ;  and 
that  he  transmit  one  copy  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge ;  one  copy  to  each  officer  of  this  Grand  body,  and  sell  the  remaining 
copies  at  twenty-five  cents  each,  and  the  funds  so  received  pay  into  the  Treasury.

Brother  Baker,  from  a  select  committee,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  agreed  to  : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  resolution :  "Resolved,  That 
the  report  of  the  select  committee  on  the  inquiries  of  Brother  S.  Reed,  be  referred  to  a 
select  committee  of  three,"  report :  That  they  have  examined  the  inquiries  of  Brother 
Reed,  and  report  thereon,  and  have  come  to  the  following  conclusions: 

Inquiry  1st.  —  "  Should  a  member  of  a  subordinate  Lodge  commit  a  flagrant  outrage 
against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  said  Lodge,  has  he  aright  to  claim  the  ten  days  notice, 
as  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge?"  We  are  of  opinion  that  he  has  not.  See 
Chap.  9,  Art.  11,  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Lodges  of  Ohio," 
page  53. 

Your  committee  suppose  that  the  former  committee  predicated  their  opinion  on 
Article  23,  same  Chapter,  (see  page  55,)  and  that  this  Article  covers  those  cases  wherein 
the  brother  charged  would  have  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  and  bringing  together  tes- 
timony ;  but  that  the  inquiry  of  Brother  Reed  alludes  to  those  offences  committed  in 
the  Lodge,  and  that  in  cases  of  that  kind  the  testimony  will  necessarily  be  present,  as 
also,  the  offending  brother,  and  that  they  demand  immediate  action,  as  required  by 
Art.  11,  page  53.  before  alluded  to  and  read. 

And  in  answer  to  second  inquiry,  viz :  "  When  the  Master  or  Secretary  of  a  subordi- 
nate Lodge,  for  greater  safety,  deposits  the  charter  or  dispensation  in  an  iron  safe  with- 
out the  Lodge,  yet  within  its  reach  at  all  times,  does  such  deposit  vitiate  the  legal 
existence  of  such  Lodge?"  Your  committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  it  does 
not,  and  therefore  concur  in  the  views  expressed  in  the  report  of  the  former  select  com- 
mittee on  that  subject.

On  motion  of  Brother  Baker,  the  following  proposed  amendments  to  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  ordered  to  lie  over  for  consideration 
at  the  next  grand  annual  communication : 

Whereas,  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  Chap.  8,  Sec.  22,  page  48  it 
is  made  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Master  of  every  subordinate  Lodge  to  cause  the 
Secretary To  write  "suspended,"  every  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears,  and  forthwith 
to  notify  him  of  the  same;  and  whereas,  there  are  conflicting  opinions  in  regard  to  the 
proper  mode  of  reinstating  such  suspended  brother ;  Therefore, 

V  Resolved  That  a  payment  of  such  dues,  within  three  months  from  the  time  of  receiv- 
ing ice  of  such  suspension,  reinstates  such  suspended  brother  to  his  former  standing 
2  That  when  anv  brother  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  such  dues  for  six  months,  he  then  shall  be  expelled. 

Brother  Work  offered  the  following  amendments  to  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  which,  on  motion,  were  ordered  to  lie  over  until  the  next 
annual  grand  communication: 

1  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  require  all  Master  Masons  living  within  their  jurisdiction,  who  are  not 
members  of  any  Lodge,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  subordinate  Lodges  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  yearly,  which  money  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  charity  fund,  and 
he  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

2  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  are  hereby  authorized  to  suspend  or  expel  any  Master 
Mason  within  their  jurisdiction,  who  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  same,  unless  in  their  opin- 
ion, his  pecuniary  circumstances  would  render  the  collection  improper. 

Brother  Griswold,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  agreed  to: 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  report,  that  they  have  had  submitted  to 
them  the  published  proceedings  of  the  following  Grand  Lodges  for  the  past  year,  viz : 
of  Indiana,  Virginia,  Louisiana,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Ar- 
kansas, Illinois,  Mississippi,  Florida,  Missouri,  Alabama  and  Maine,  comprising  a  mass 
of  printed  matter,  and  reviewing  many  topics  of  the  highest  interest  to  the  craft,  in- 
cluding the  subjects  of  education,  the  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge,  the 
pros  and  cons  relative  to  the  Representative  System,  the  jurisdiction  of  Lodges,  Grand 
Lod-e  certificates  and  their  effect,  Grand  Inspectors,  etc. ;  the  subject  of  duelling,  the 
progressive  state  of  Masonry,  and  many  other  topics  relating  to  Masonic  jurisprudence 
of  particular  interest  to  all  Lodges,  requiring  more  time,  even  for  a  cursory  reading,  to 
say  nothing  of  investigating,  digesting  and  so  arranging  the  same  as  to  throw  any 
additional  light  thereon,  or  to  satisfy  your  committee,  than  has  been  allotted,  without 
totally  neglecting  the  several  duties  of  the  respective  members  thereof  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  Without  attempting  to  enter  into  details,  therefore,  we  can  only  state  the  im- 
possibility of  doing  justice  to  these  important  matters  during  the  session  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  ask  leave  for  further  time  to  prepare  a  report.

Brother  Gotshall,  from  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  herewith  submit  their  report. 

From  all  the  facts  and  data  to  which  your  committee  have  had  access,  and  the  best 
information  within  their  reach,  (and  they  believe  that  the  diligence  and  fidelity  of  the 
select  committee  upon  the  Debts  and  Credits  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  have  furnished  a  cor- 
rect statement  of  all  the  pecuniary  affairs  of  this  body  up  to  the  commencement  of  the 
present  session,)  the  following  appears  to  be  the  true  state  of  our  financial  condition : 
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Total  amount  of  liabilities  of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  first  day  of  its  present  communica- 
tion   $2,387  94 

Expenses  incurred  for  the  present  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  including  the  (esti- 
mated) pay  roll  (  . , ,     2,167  71 

Making  a  total,  at  the  end  of  the  present  session,  of   $4,555  65 


To  meet  this  amount  of  claims,  your  committee  find  the  amount  of  means,  including  the 

balance  in  the  Treasury,  to  be  about   $4,100  00 

Leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  for,  of   455  65 

Total   $4,555  65 


Which  will  as  your  committee  believe,  meet  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  up  to  the  present  time.  Your  committee  would  here  remark,  that  they 
are  unable,  as  yet,  to  state  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  perfect 
exactness,  because  the  committee  on  the  Pay  Roll  has  not  yet  completed  its  labors  so 
far  as  to  enable  it  to  communicate  the  exact  amount  which  will  be  required  for  that 
object;  which  compels  your  committee  to  rely  upon  estimate  for  that  amount,  and  also 
for  the  amount  of  available  means  in  the  Treasury  after  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  adjourn, 
but  are  well  assured  that  it  will  not  vary  materially  from  the  amount  above  stated. 

In  arriving  at  the  result  above  stated,  your  committee  have  not  included  in  their  esti- 
mate the  lots  in  Lancaster,  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  any  portion  of  the  avail- 
able means  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  discharge  of  her  indebtedness,  but  have  left 
them  entirely  out  of  the  question,  and  rely  exclusively  upon  other,  and  as  your  com- 
mittee fully  believe,  ample  resourses  for  the  accomplishment  of  that  object.  And  the 
facts  above  presented  clearly  show,  that,  without  disposing  of  those  lots,  the  Grand 
Lodge  will,  by  persevering  in  the  system  of  finance  and  rigid  economy  which  has 
already  produced  such  gratifying  results,  be  enabled,  at  its  next  annual  communication 
to  discharge  every  debt  it  owes,  and  leave  the  property  in  Lancaster  to  be  disposed  of 
or  appropriated  in  such  manner,  and  for  such  objects  as  shall  hereafter  be  considered 
most  conducive  to  the  honor  and  best  calculated  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  fraternity. 

Under  the  view  of  the  condition  of  the  finances,  as  it  now  presents  itself  to  your 
committee,  after  a  careful  investigation,  we  cannot  refrain  from  congratulating  the  fra- 
ternity in  Ohio,  as  well  as  throughout  the  Union,  upon  the  elevated  spectacle,  which  is 
now  presented  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  which,  a  few  short  years  since,  was  borne  down  by 
pecuniary  embarrassment— her  energies  paralyzed,  her  honor  in  danger,  and  her  integ- 
rity brought  into  question  by  the  world— having,  by  praiseworthy  perseverance  in  well- 
doing, aided  by  the  zeal  of  the  craft,  and  the  faithful  application  of  her  resources,  freed 
herself  from  any  debt  which  can  embarrass  her  future  operations — extricated  herself 
from  the  difficulties  which,  for  a  season,  hung  upon  her  exertions  and  retarded  her 
operations. 

With  regard  to  the  real  estate  in  Lancaster,  your  committee  would  recommend  that, 
as  there  is  now  a  proposition  before  another  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  establish 
a  school  for  the  education  of  the  orphan  children  of  poor  worthy  Masons,  the  lots  in 
that  town  remain  (unsold)  in  the  hands  of  the  select  committee  on  the  Debts  and 
Credits  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  a  nucleus  of  a  fund  for  that  laudable  purpose — a  purpose 
which,  if  successfully  carried  into  effect,  will  add  much  to  the  honor  and  glory  of  our 
venerable  and  venerated  institution,  as  well  as  be  a  means  in  its  hands  of  transforming 
the  minds  of  the  descendants  of  the  more  unfortunate  portion  of  our  brethren,  from  the 
condition  of  the  rude  unshapen  likeness  of  the  stone  in  the  quarry,  to  that  of  the  per- 
fect ashler,  shaped  and  prepared  by  the  hand  of  the  Master  Workmen,  into  living 
stones — useful  in  adorning  and  strengthening  the  social,  moral,  political  and  religious 
edifice  of  our  country. 

Your  committe  find,  on  page  37,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  1845,  a 
resolution  appointing  a  committee  "fully  authorized  to  consider  and  determine  the  pro- 
priety of  renewing  the  charter  of  Northern  Light  Lodge  No.  40,"  and  that,  by  the  action 
of  said  committee,  there  is  an  obligation  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  payable  after 
ten  days'  notice,  as  well  as  that  there  is  still  some  personal  property  belonging  to  the 
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Grand  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Lancaster;  and  in  view  of  these  facts,  yonr  committee 
would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer  be,  and  he  is  hereby  instructed  to  demand  and 
receive,  of  Northern  Light  Lodge  No.  40,  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  agree- 
ably to  the  stipulations  of  the  obligation  of  that  Lodge  in  his  hands. 

2.  That  the  select  committee  on  the  Debts  and  Credits  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  be  con- 
tinued, and  that  said  committee  be  instructed  to  take  charge  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  belonging  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  Lancaster  and  elsewhere,  not  specifically 
placed  in  charge  of  any  other  officer  or  committee,  with  power  to  sell  the  personal  prop- 
erty, if  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient,  for  such  price  as  can  be  obtained.

and  that  said  committee  also  ascertain,  if  in  their  power,  the  name  age,  date  of  election 
and  time  of  service,  of  each  of  the  Grand  Masters  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  down 
to  the  present,  and  register  the  same  in  the  said  Bible;  and  that  said  Bible  be  kept  by 
the  same  officer,  and  preserved  in  like  manner  with  the  other  jewels  of  the  Lodge. 

Brother  Shinnick,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Accounts,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  special  commit-

Treasurer's  account,  together  with  his  vouchers,  and  find  the  same  correct.

The  Grand  Lodge  resumed  its  labors. 

Brother  Moore,  from  the  committee  on  the  State  of  Masonry,  made  the 
following  report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  undersigned  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  address  of  the  M. 
W.  Grand  Master  as  relates  to  the  state  of  Masonry,  report :  That  if  your  committee 
were  appointed  to  furnish  information  to  the  Grand  Lodge  only,  they  would  have  little 
to  do  but  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  members  to  the  number  of  delegates  present  at 
this  session  — the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our  venerable  institu- 
tion—and the  great  number  of  new  Lodges  being  organized,  and  old  and  dormant 
Lodges  awakening  to  life  and  resuming  their  labors  in  this  state.  But  our  report,  we 
suppose,  is  designed  to  furnish  information  to  the  fraternity  at  large,  and  therefore  it 
will  be  necessary  to  be  more  particular. 

By  the  "  State  of  Masonry,"  we  suppose  is  meant  its  condition  in  every  respect.  Its 
state  cannot  be  judged  of  alone  by  the  number  of  its  members,  or  the  number  of  appli- 
cations made  for  membership.  But  besides  these,  must  be  considered  the  moral  stand- 
ing required  of  its  members,  the  uniformity  and  accuracy  of  the  work,  the  union  and 
Masonic  fellowship  existing  among  the  fraternity,  and  the  general  usefulness  of  the 
Order. 

The  number  of  our  members  is  increasing  more  rapidly,  perhaps,  than  at  any  former 
period  of  our  history.  There  are  but  few  Lodges  in  this  or  any  of  the  adjoining  states 
but  what  are  almost  constantly  thronged  with  applications  for  admission  to  our  myste- 
ries. There  seems,  indeed,  to  be  a  general  resumption  of  the  labors  of  the  Craft. 
Lights  that  had  been  extinguished  have  been  rekindled.  The  Masonic  signal  of  labor 
is  heard  again  all  over  the  land.  The  Grand  Lecturer  of  this  Grand  Lodge  informs  us 
that  he  has  assisted  in  the  conferring  of  about  seven  hundred  degrees  in  this  state 
during  the  last  year,  and  we  know  that  this  number  forms  but  a  small  portion  of  the 
numbers  admitted  to  our  Masonic  fellowship,  under  our  own  jurisdiction,  within  the 
year.  One  of  your  committee  has  had  the  privilege,  within  the  last  six  months  of 
visiting  a  great  number  of  Lodges,  as  well  in  Ohio  as  in  Kentucky,  Indiana  and  Michi- 
gan, and  has  corresponded  freely  with  prominent  members  of  the  Order,  in  all  the 
western  and  south-western  states  and  Territories,  from  the  extreme  to  the  Gulf  of  Mex- 
ico ;  and  from  every  quarter,  and  from  almost  every  Lodge,  is  heard  the  tidings  of 
unexampled  prosperity.  And  from  information  derived  from  reliable  sources  we 
believe  this  prosperous  condition  obtains  in  other  nations,  and  indeed  every  where.' 

The  Craft  are  at  work  — send  rapidly  increasing  throngs  are  pressing  in,  eager  to 
engage  in  the  labors  of  speculative  Freemasonry.  Our  mystic  Temple  has  grown  up  in 
its  beautiful  proportions,  until  it  now  stands  out  an  enduring  monument  of  those 
heaven-descended  principles  that  were  impressed  upon  the  Order  in  primeval  days. 
The  opposition  that  once  met  us  in  our  way,  with  the  power  and  proportions  of  a 
monster,  has  been  almost  entirely  shorn  of  its  strength;  and  even  prejudice,  with  its 
wrinkled  brow  and  look  of  unmingled  hate,  has  vanished  into  thin  air.  Our  Temple 
has  endured,  unmoved  and  unshaken,  the  severest  peltings  of  the  storm  ;  but  the  tem- 
pest, in  its  career  of  fury  and  madness,  has  passed  away,  and  peace  and  quietness  like 
the  calm  beauty  of  a  summer's  morning,  have  taken  its  place. 

Your  committee  are  glad  to  say  that,  generally,  a  high  standard  of  moral  character 
is  required  before  any  one  can  gain  access  to  the  Lodge  rooms.  We  have  frequently 
heard  the  inquiry  made  in  respect  to  applicants  — "Is  he  intemperate?  — a  profane 
swearer  —  a  gambler?  If  he  is,  we  cannot,  nay,  will  not  receive  him."  The  veto  of  the 
fraternity  has  been  placed  upon  all  such  practices  and  their  kindred  vices.  It  is  now  a 
rare  thing  to  find  a  member  of  a  Lodge  that  is  intemperate ;  and  should  one  unfortu- 
nately become  so,  and  will  not  reform,  he  is  expelled.  Gambling  has  almost  ceased  to 
be  indulged  in  by  any  one  who  claims  to  be  respectable ;  and  there  are  very  few  Masons 
who  can  so  far  forget  the  solemn  teachings  of  our  Order,  as  to  indulge  in  the  practice 
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of  profane  swearing.  The  practice  of  bringing  refreshments  into  the  Lodge  rooms, 
has  almost,  if  not  quite,  universally  ceased.  Even  the  office  of  Steward  is  no  longer 
known  in  many  Lodges,  from  the  fact  that  there  are  no  duties  for  such  an  officer  to 
perform.  Masonry  claims  a  high  antiquity,  and  a  higher  source.  The  sanction  of  its 
moral  teachings  is  gathered  from  the  Bible  of  God ;  and  your  committee  are  glad  to 
see  among  the  fraternity  a  disposition  to  recur  to  its  principles  in  creating  a  standard 
of  fitness  for  our  Order.  If  the  Bible  be  our  "  great  light,"  we  should  be  guided  in  our 
faith  and  practice  by  the  rays  it  emits.  And  while  such  is  the  case,  our  work  may 
never  fear  the  test  of  the  most  scrutinizing  examination. 

In  regard  to  accuracy  and  uniformity  of  work,  though  much  has  been  accomplished, 
yet  much  remains  to  be  done.  In  our  own  state,  we  have  been  favored  with  the  labors  , 
of  a  Grand  Lecturer,  who  is  truly  a  working  Mason-and  a  "  workman  that  needeth  not 
to  be  ashamed."  During  the  last  two  or  three  years,  he  has  labored  with  untiring  zeal 
to  produce  a  uniformity  of  work  among  the  different  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Lodge,  and  has  labored  with  much  effect. 

Perhaps  at  no  period  in  the  history  of  our  Order  in  Ohio,  has  there  been  more  atten- 
tion paid  to  this  than  during  the  past  year.  Two  of  your  committee  were  m  a  Lodge 
in  this  state,  a  few  months  since,  when  the  third  degree  was  conferred.  A  distinguished 
and  talented  member  of  the  Order,  who  was  a  delegate  from  a  Grand  Lodge  in  the  south, 
to  the  late  Baltimore  Masonic  Convention,  was  present,  and  he  afterwards  declared 
that  he  had  never  seen  the  work  done  in  the  Lodge  that  evening  excelled,  and  very 
rarely  equalled.  As  far  as  your  committee  have  had  an  opportunity  to  judge,  the 
Lodges  every  where,  as  well  as  in  Ohio,  are  anxiously  turning  their  attention  to  this 
subject;  and  your  committee  hope  the  day  is  not  far  distant,  when  there  shall  be  no 
discordant  sound  heard  throughout  all  the  ranks  of  the  workmen -but  from  East  to 
West,  and  between  the  North  and  the  South,  all  shall  beautifully  harmonize  m  their 

labors.  „   .  '  , 

There  is  peace,  too,  and  union,  and  Masonic  fellowship  among  all  the  thousands  of 
our  Israel.  Difficulties  among  Masons  have  been  settled  upon  Masonic  principles;  ill- 
feeling  is  unknown,  and  every  where  brother  greets  brother,  however  distant  may  be 
the  point  from  which  he  hails,  with  the  warmth  of  Masonic  friendship.  The  usefulness 
of  the  Order  has,  to  some  extent,  been  in  proportion  to  our  increased  numbers.  But 
your  committee  believe  there  is  still  room  for  greater  improvement  in  this  department. 
The  blessings  of  Masonry  should  not  exist  in  theory  alone.  Practical  exemplifications 
of  the  truth  and  excellence  of  our  doctrines  should  not  be  "like  angels'  visits,  few  and 
far  between."   They  should  be  seen  constantly,  daily,  in  all  the  departments  of  social  life. 

Several  of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges  are  zealously  engaged  in  founding  schools  and 
colleges,  and  orphan  asylums ;  and  we  know  not  why  Ohio  should  be  behind  in  this 
respect.'  And  from  the  measures  taken  at  our  present  session,  we  have  reason  to  hope 
that  she  will  not  long  be  behind.  With  our  present  numbers  and  wealth  and  influence, 
no  orphan  child,  or  widow  of  a  Mason,  should  be  unprovided  for.  Masonry  should 
throw  around  them  the  segis  of  its  protection,  and  from  its  bountiful  stores  supply 

their  wants.  . 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  take  the  liberty  of  congratulating  the  fraternity, 
every  where,  upon  the  bright  day  that  has  dawned  upon  us.  Our  beautiful  teachings 
are  appreciated;  the  merits  of  Masonry  acknowledged;  and  a  career  of  prosperity, 
happiness  and  usefulness,  opened  wide  before  us.   Long  may  it  remain  so.

Resolved,  That  our  present  state  of  unexampled  prosperity,  is  the  legitimate  result  of 
a  close  adherence  to  the  moral  principles  and  ancient  landmarks  of  our  Order ;  and 
whik 'we  shall  continue  to  "walk  by  the  same  rule,  and  mind  the  same  things,"  we 
have  nothing  to  fear.

Ordered,  That  sections  31,32  and  33,  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Brother  Burr  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  give  immediate  notice  to  the 
several  Grand  Lodges  of  the  United  States,  that  so  much  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  as  relates  to  Grand  Lodge  Certificates,  has  been  repealed  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Brother  Barrere  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 
Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  first  charge  in  the  city  of  Dayton,  for  the  use 
of  their  Church  edifice  on  the  21st  inst.;  that  our  thanks  are  due  to  the  choir,  for  their 
chaste  performance  on  that  occasion;  and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  for  the  tender  of  their  Church  edifice. 

Brother  Keith,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  re- 
commended the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  which  was  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  Master  of  Temple  Lodge  No.  28,  have  leave  to  withdraw  his  me- 
morial. 

Brother  Keith  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which  were 
adopted,  to  wit : 

Whereas,  Brother  C.  Moore,  of  Cincinnati,  has,  at  great  expense  and  labor  estab- 
lished, and  is  now  issuing  a  periodical  called  the  Masonic  Review,  which  has  received 
the  approval  and  recommendation  of  foreign  Grand  Lodges  ;  And  whereas,  it  is  desired 
by  this  Grand  Lodge,  that  every  Mason  within  its  jurisdiction  should  be  in  possession 
of  some  standard  work  from  which  they  can  obtain  the  necessary  information  to  per- 
fect them  in  their  Masonic  duties  ;  And  whereas,  the  said  Masonic  Review,  published  at 
Cincinnati,  by  said  Brother  C.  Moore,  meets  the  entire  approval  of  the  members  of  this 
Grand  Lodge;  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  cordially  recommend  said  work  to  the  fraternity  in 
Ohio,  and  elsewhere,  as  a  work  upon  which  all  may  rely,  as  containing  the  pure  princi- 
ples, precepts  and  teachings  of  our  Order. 

Brother  J.  M  Burr  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  cause  all  blank  Grand  Lodge  certi- 
ficates that  remain  in  his  possession,  to  be  destroyed ;  and  that  all  persons  holding 
Grand  Lodge  certificates  from  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  requested  to  destroy  the  same. 

Brother  Howard  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 
Resolved,  That  Corinthian  Lodge  No.  Ill,  be  permitted  to  hold  its  meetings  alter- 
nately at  McConnelsville  and  Malta,  a  majority  of  said  Lodge  agreeing  to  the  same. 
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Brother  Leidy  presented  a  bill  in  favor  of  Brother  Sifford,  for  eleven 
dollars  and  eighty  cents,  for  lumber  furnished  for  Grand  Lodge,  which 
account  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  Shinnich,  from  the  committee  on  Accounts,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  agreed  to  : 

The  committee  on  Accounts  have  examined  the  account  of  Brother  Sayre,  for  fuel, 
light  and  stationery,  amounting  to  $15.00,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  paid.

Brother  Maxfield  made  the  following  statement  to  the  Grand  Lodge : 
That  at  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  held  in  the  city  of  Colum- 
bus, commencing  on  the  21st  day  of  October,  1845,  said  Lodge  passed  the  following 
resolution : 

"Besolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  inquire  of  the  Representative  of  Malta 
Lodge,  by  what  authority  said  Lodge  conferred  the  degrees  of  Masonry  upon  G.  W. 
Potter." 

And  whereas,  G.  W.  Potter  has  made  no  application  to  said  Malta  Lodge  for  admis- 
sion, but  that  Marquis  G.  Potter  must  be  the  person  alluded  to  in  the  above  resolution, 
who  received  none  but  the  first  degree. 

Upon  which  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  motion  of  Brother  Maxfield,  adopted 
the  following  resolution : 

Besolved,  therefore,  That  the  resolution  above  referred  to,  caused  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
make  an  error  in  the  proceedings  with  regard  to  Malta  Lodge. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Pay-Koll  made  a  report,  which 
was  agreed  to,  [amounting  to  the  sum  of  $1,652.74.] 

Brother  Griswold,  from  the  committee  on  Foreign  Communications, 
made  the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  in  reviewing  the  various  interesting 
matters  presented  to  them  in  the  proceedings  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges— whose  con- 
tinued fraternal  courtesy  is  with  pleasure  acknowledged— will  confine  their  remarks, 
principally,  to  such  questions  as  seem  to  require  conformity  in  action,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  uniform  rules  ;  and  although  they  cannot  promise  that  their  best  efforts 
will  essentially  contribute  to  these  desirable  ends,  they  find  sufficient  encouragement  to 
proceed  in  the  commendable  spirit  which  seems  to  pervade  all  our  borders,  and  the 
general  desire  for  more  light,  where  differences  of  opinion  exist. 

The  subjects  will  be  considered  in  the  desultory  order  in  which  they  present  them- 
selves. 

In  his  annual  address  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  the  Grand  Master  invites  the 
attention  of  all  sister  Grand  Lodges  to  a  " reprehensible  practice "  which  "has  ob- 
tained among  many  Lodges,  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  of  admitting  temporary 
residents  to  the  Order,"  without  proper  knowledge  of  their  character,  etc.  Such  a 
practice,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  ought  not  to  be  permitted.  It  is  repugnant 
to  a  fundamental  rule,  designed  to  preserve  uninterrupted  harmony  in  our  ranks.  No 
facilities  should  be  given— no  door  opened,  for  the  introduction  of  strangers  among 
the  workmen.  A  favorable  report,  after  the  most  careful  and  thorough  investigation, 
should  be,  in  all  cases,  an  indispensable  pre-requisite  ;  and  the  vouchers  such  brethren 
as  hold  the  honor  and  harmony  of  our  ancient  institution  as  paramount  to  all  consider- 
ations of  expediency  or  interest. 

In  the  same  proceedings,  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  justly  con- 
demn the  practice  of  suspending,  or  dispensing  with  by-laws,  to  suit  the  convenience 
of  Lodges,  and  recommend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  to  "define  what  shall  constitute  a  case 
of  emergency."  Both  of  these  subjects  are  deemed  of  too  much  importance  to  be  passed 
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unnoticed.  Suspending  a  law,  is  neither  more  or  less  than  assuming  to  act  in  defiance 
of  the  wholesome  restraint  imposed  by  it;  and  if  admissible  in  any,  will  be  deemed 
excusable  in  all  cases :  thus  rendering  nugatory  the  most  wholesome  codes.  A  well 
considered  rule  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  defining  cases  of  emergency,  would  be  an  impera- 
tive law  to  subordinate  Lodges — corrective  of  all  the  abuses  complained  of  in  this  con- 
nection. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  by  its  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  disap- 
proves the  practice  of  recording  the  yeas  and  nays,  in  deciding  questions  before  a  Grand 
Lodge,  as  a  "  modern  innovation,  highly  unmasonic,"  which  it  regrets  to  see  adopted, 
to  some  extent,  in  Maryland,  Indiana,  etc.  Your  committee  concur  in  the  opinion  that 
the  practice  is  irregular,  and  are  persuaded  that  the  truly  Masonic  substitute,  of  voting 
by  Lodges,  is  far  preferable.  Indeed,  the  designs  of  the  two  modes  are  widely  diverse— 
the  former  being  peculiarly  adapted  to  political  and  legislative  action— to  draw  out  and 
fix  individual  responsibility  for  public  acts  ;  whereas  the  latter  is  intended  to  preserve 
that  perfect  equality  of  power,  in  deciding  all  important  questions,  which,  of  right, 
pertains  to  every  Lodge  in  its  single  vote;  and  is  essentially  necessary  to  secure  unity 
and  harmony,  which  are,  emphatically,  our  strength  and  support. 

The  committee  also  animadvert  upon  the  "departure  from  Masonic  usage"  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  "by  the  introduction  of  popular  usage  into  the  laws  for  her 
government"  — which  provided  for  calling  the  previous  question,  etc.,  and  making  the 
motion  to  adjourn,  always  in  order,  except  when  a  member  is  speaking,  and  not 
debatable.  They  urge  that  "these  regulations  are  fraught  with  evils  of  no  common 
magnitude,  and  are  entirely  subversive  of  some  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our 
honored  institution;  suspending,  as  they  conceive,  some  of  the  established  prerogatives 
of  the  Grand  Master.  That  they  are  innovations  upon  ancient  usage,  there  can  scarcely 
be  a  doubt,  in  the  mind  of  any  well  informed  Mason,  and  ought  not  to  be  tolerated,  or 
repeated.  In  the  language  of  a  cotemporary  committee,  "  the  beautiful  and  solid  sim- 
plicity of  the  time-honored  structure,  seem  to  have  become  tiresome  to  the  eyes  of  some 
of  the  brethren." 

The  establishment  of  a  General  Grand  Lodge— the  representative  system— triennial 
Grand  Conventions— sending  delegates  to  Europe— and  Grand  Lodge  certificate— each 
continues  to  claim  the  attention,  more  or  less,  of  several  of  the  Grand  Lodges ;  and  con- 
siderable diversity  of  opinion  prevails,  in  regard  to  them.  From  a  general  view  of  the 
action  thereon,  however,  it  appears  to  your  committee  that  the  "  sober  second  thought " 
of  those  intelligent  bodies  will  result— as  it  did  in  your  own  body,  at  the  present  session 
in  regard  to  the  Certificates— -in  a  total  repudiation  and  extirpation  of  all  Utopian 
schemes  and  projects  from  Masonic  records  and  usage,  and  the  "good  old  way"  con- 
tinue to  be  regarded  as  the  safest  and  the  rigM  way.  That  mystical  cement,  which  unites 
and  consolidates  our  speculative  aims,  quickened  by  periodical  intercommunications 
^will  adequately  promote  harmonious  action,  among  the  sources  of  Masonic  authority; 
and  the  common  rights  of  our  brethren  will  ever  remain  infallibly  protected  by  an 
.egis  all  our  own,  unaided  by  extrinsic,  ephemeral  tests. 

Eligibility  to  the  office  of  Master  has  been  the  subject  of  inquiry,  in  some  Masonic 
bodies.  A  select  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana,  at  its  session  in  May  last 
reported  a  resolution,  declaring  "  every  Master  Mason,  who  is  a  member  of  a  subordinate 
Lodge,  and  otherwise  qualified,  eligible  to  preside  as  Master  of  such  Lodge,  without 
having  served  in  the  character  of  Warden."  The  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table.  The 
Ancient  Constitutions  are,  perhaps,  the  best  authority  on  this  point.  They  contain  the 
following  provision  :  f{  No  brother  should  be  Master,  till  he  has  first  served  a  Lodge 
acceptably  in  the  office  of  Warden,  unless  in  extraordinary  cases,  or  when  a  new  Lod^e 
is  to  be  formed,  and  no  Past  or  former  Warden  is  to  be  found  among  the  members.  But 
three  Master  Masons,  although  they  have  served  in  no  such  offices,  if  they  be  well 
learned,  may  be  constituted  Master  and  Wardens  of  such  new  Lodge,  or  of  any  old 
Lodge,  in  the  like  emergency;  and  it  shall  be  their  first  duty  to  qualify  themselves 
thoroughly  for  their  office." 

Masonic  publications  are  denounced,  in  the  mass,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylva- 
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nia,  as  of  pernicious  tendency.  "  The  rage  for  printing  and  publishing  to  the  world  the 
lectures  and  proceedings  of  Lodges,"  they  consider  "  alarming  and  dangerous ; "  and 
predict,  if  it  be  not  arrested,  the  most  "disastrous  consequences  to  the  Order."  "Ma- 
sonic language  and  terms,  allusions  to  the  peculiar  polity  and  discipline  of  the  craft — 
expressions  unsuited  to  any  but  the  initiated,  may  find  their  way  into  such  productions." 
These  hints  may  be  well  worthy  of  consideration  and  reflection,  although  the  indiscre- 
tions complained  of  do  not  appear  to  your  committee  to  form  a  very  prominent  feature 
of  those  publications  that  have  passed  under  our  observation.  Still,  it  cannot  be  amiss 
to  recommend  a  cautious  circumspection,  in  these  matters,  to  the  whole  Masonic 
family.  And  we  do  most  cordially  concur  in  the  concluding  ejaculation  of  our  breth- 
ren—  "  Far,  far  from  her  precincts,  let  those  be  banished,  who  would  profane  the  mys- 
teries, or  sanctuary,  of  our  Order." 

An  interesting  inquiry  is  being  made,  in  many  quarters,  whether  bodily  infirmity 
must  necessarily  exclude  a  candidate  for  our  mysteries'?  The  most  ancient  rule  re- 
quired, that  he  be  "  freeborn;  of  mature  and  discreet  age;  of  good  report;  of  sufficient 
natural  endowments,  and  the  senses  of  a  man  ;  with  an  estate,  office,  trade,  occupation, 
or  some  visible  way  of  acquiring  an  honest  livelihood;"  "uprighlfin  body,  not  de- 
formed, or  dismembered,  but  of  hale  and  entire  limbs."  Modern  practice,  however, 
sanctioned  by  many  high  authorities,  does  not  require  a  rigid  adherence  to  every  speci- 
fication of  this  ancient  rule.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  through  their  commit- 
tee, assign  the  following  reasons  for  authorizing  a  limited  departure  therefrom  :  "  Ma- 
sonry originated  in  an  age  of  the  world  comparatively  rude  and  barbarous ;  at  a  time 
when  strength  of  body  was  more  valued  than  vigor  of  intellect.  It  was  instituted  by 
an  association  of  men  united  together  for  the  protection  of  physical  labors.  But  even 
at  this  early  period,  their  ties  and  obligations  were  fraternal.  This  made  them  solicit- 
ous to  exclude  from  the  fraternity  all  who  were  likely  to  become  burthensome  rather 
than  useful ;  and,  consequently,  to  require  that  initiates  should  be  whole  in  body,  as 
well  as  sound  in  mind.  But  the  world  has  changed.  This  institution  has  now  become 
speculative  and  moral.  It  has  entirely  lost  its  operative  character.  The  reason  for 
requiring  bodily  perfection  in  candidates  has  ceased  to  exist.  To  continue  the  regula- 
tion, would  be  absurd.  The  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  and  Europe  have  gene- 
rally dispensed  with  it."  The  Grand  Master  of  that  state  also  decided,  that  "  a  loss,  or 
partial  deprivation  of  those  physical  organs  which  minister  alone  to  the  action  of  the 
body,  do  not  disqualify  a  man  from  being  a  Mason."  "He  is  sustained  by  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Kentucky,  Alabama  and  Florida." 

The  committee  of  the  last  named  Grand  Lodge  add  the  following:  "This  has  long 
since  ceased  to  be  a  mooted  point  in  Masonry.  It  was  settled,  many  years  since,  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky,  in  the  case  of  the  Hon.  John  Pope,  formerly  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States.  Gov.  Pope  had  lost  an  arm,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  decided  that,  '  if 
the  deformity  of  a  candidate  for  initiation  is  not  such  as  to  prevent  him  from  being 
instructed  in  the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry,  his  admission  will  not  be  an 
infringement  upon  the  land-marks,  but  will  be  perfectly  consistent  with  the  spirit  of 
our  institution.'  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  has  settled  this  question,  within  her 
jurisdiction,  by  a  permanent  provision  in  her  constitution,  the  4th  section  of  the  3d 
article  of  which  reads  as  follows :  '  By  the  ancient  regulations,  the  physical  deformity 
of  an  individual  operates  as  a  bar  to  his  admission  into  the  fraternity ;  but  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  this  regulation  was  adopted  for  the  government  of  the  Craft  at  a  period 
when  they  united  the  character  of  operative  with  that  of  speculative  Masons,  this 
Grand  Lodge,  in  common,  it  is  believed,  with  most  of  her  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  this 
country  and  in  Europe,  has  authorized  such  a  construction  of  the  regulation  as  that, 
where  the  deformity  does  not  amount  to  an  inability  honestly  to  acquire  the  means  of 
subsistence,  it  constitutes  no  hindrance  to  initiation.'" 

That  a  limited  discretion  has  been  tacitly  permitted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  is 
evidenced  by  the  presence  of  some  very  worthy  brethren  at  this  communication,  who 
must  necessarily  have  been  excluded  by  a  rigid  adherence  to  the  ancient  rule.  Still, 
your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  great  care  should  be  taken  not  to  lose  sight  of 
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the  spirit  and  intention  of  the  rule,  viz  :  "To  exclude  all  such  as  are  likely  to  become 
burthensome  rather  than  useful." 

The  Trestle-Board,  prepared  and  published  by  the  majority  of  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  Masonic  Convention  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  1843,  has  occasioned  some 
controversy  and  excitement,  especially  among  the  members  of  the  committee.  Not 
having  seen  the  work,  your  committee  are  unable  to  estimate  or  compare  its  merits 
except  through  the  medium  of  other  minds,  whose  judgments  have  been  placed  on 
record.  One  merit,  however,  must  be  accorded  to  it — that  of  having  induced  closer 
examinations  and  comparisons  of  the  different  modes  of  work.  The  result  has  not 
been  so  favorable  to  the  Trestle-Board  as  its  publishers  must  have  hoped;  as  few  have 
adopted  it,  while  many  have  rejected  it  as  inferior  to  the  works  of  Webb,  Cross,  Tan- 
nahill,  etc. 

Another  new  work  has  made  its  appearance  within  the  past  year,  emanating  from 
Brother  Cornelius  Moore,  of  Cincinnati,  entitled  "The  Craftsman  and  Freemasons' 
Guide,"  which  is  attracting  very  general  and  favorable  notice  in  the  West;  and,  from 
the  popularity  of  its  debut,  your  committee  judge  that  it  is  destined  to  supersede  all  its 
predecessors  as  a  text-book  for  the  Craft.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  appointed  a 
committee  to  examine  the  work,  who  speak  of  it  thus : 

"The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  examination  of  '•The  Craftsman  and  Free- 
masons'1 Guide,'  containing  a  declaration  of  the  rituals  of  Freemasonry,  from  the  degree 
of  Entered  Apprentice  to  that  of  Select  Master,  and  the  Order  of  Priesthood,  report, 
that  they  have  given  the  same  a  careful  examination,  and  find  it,  in  their  opinion, 
to  be  one  of  the  best  Masonic  Manuals  yet  published.  It  possesses,  not  only  the 
recommendation  of  being  as  brief  in  its  delineations  as  it  is  possible  to  be,  in  order  to 
convey  the  necessary  amount  of  Masonic  instruction,  but  it  is  entirely  divested  of 
those  crude  and  imperfect  historical  digests  of  the  institution  with  which  most  editors 
of  Masonic  Text-Books  have  encumbered  the  literature  of  the  Craft.  This  may  be,  by 
some,  deemed  a  great  omission,  but,  in  our  opinion,  it  is  one  demanded  by  the  increas- 
ing light  of  Masonic  intelligence.  The  work  merely  proposes  to  be  a  Freemason's 
Guide,  and,  in  our  opinion,  to  the  practical  Mason,  it  contains  all  the  elements  of  a  true 
directory.  We  not  only  take  pleasure,  therefore,  in  commending  the  present  compila- 
tion by  Brother  Cornelius  Moore,  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  brethren  of  Indiana, 
but  to  the  fraternity  at  large,  as,  in  the  estimation  of  your  committee,  it  is  the  most 
valuable  compilation,  for  practical  purposes,  that  has  yet  been  presented  to  our  con- 
sideration." 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  has  withdrawn  the  dispensations  from  Nauvoo,  Helm 
and  Nye  Lodges,  and  declares  these  associations  of  Masons  clandestine,  and  suspended 
from  all  Masonic  privileges." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mississippi,  by  committee,  condemn  the  practice  of  dueling, 
and  recommend  that  measures  be  taken  to  prevent  it  where  Masons  are,  or  are  likely  to 
become  parties.  The  barbarous  relic  of  rude  and  uncultivated  ages,  the  legitimate 
offspring  of  folly  and  vice,  it  is  grievous  to  acknowledge,  still  maintains  a  pestiferous 
influence  over  the  minds  of  many,  in  different  portions  of  our  country.  As  a  means 
of  redressing  private  wrongs,  it  is,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  worse  than  worthless  ;  for,  in 
many,  if  not  most  cases,  it  not  only  fails  of  that  object,  which  forms  its  only  excuse 
or  apology,  but  inflicts  irremediable  additional  wrong  to  the  parties  concerned,  and,  not 
unfrequently,  involves  in  the  deepest  affliction  and  woe  all  with  whom  they  are  con- 
nected. Indeed,  instances  have  occurred,  in  our  own  country,  where  the  entire  nation 
has  been  called  to  mourn  over  the  desolating  effects  of  this  demoralizing  and  despicable 
custom.  To  devise  a  remedy  for  an  evil  which  has  survived  the  best  efforts  of  the  best 
of  men,  hitherto,  your  committee  have  not  the  presumption  to  believe  themselves 
competent.  Scarcely  less  than  the  combined  civil  and  moral  power  of  all  Christendom 
is  equal  to  its  extirpation.  Masonry  may,  indeed,  exert  its  meliorating  influence  to 
restrain  its  members,  but  this  will  be  found  inadequate  to  correct  so  great  an  evil,  so 
long  as  public  opinion  tolerates  it.  The  remedy,  then,  if  remedy  there  be,  must  be 
applied  at  the  root;  public  opinion  must  be  reformed  ;  to  accomplish  which,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  commence  with  the  earliest  instructions  to  our  children  and  the  youth  of  our 
country,  by  teaching  them  correct  principles ;  to  understand  and  respect  the  rights  of 
others;  to  restrain  their  passions  ;  to  bear  and  to  forbear;  to  make  it  the  point  of  honor 
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candidly  to  explain  imputed  wrong  ;  to  exercise  the  Christian  and  Masonic  virtues  of 
patience,  forbearance,  temperance,  and  brotherly  love;  to  deal  justly,  love  mercy,  and 
live  in  charity,  and  never  to  swerve  from  the  holy  cause  of  truth.  In  short,  to  be  always 
governed  by  that  golden  rule  which  comprises,  in  the  shortest  possible  compass,  the 
whole  duty  of  man,  "whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them."   Should  this  remedy  fail,  the  case  may  well  be  judged  to  be  a  hopeless  one. 

The  following  definitions,  incorporated  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Wisconsin,  are  recommended  for  consideration  and  adoption  by  other  Grand  Lodges: 

1st.  Ample  Form.  The  Grand  Lodge  is  declared  to  be  opened  in  Ample  Form  when 
the  Grand  Master  presides. 

2d.  Due  Form.   When  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  presides. 

3d.  And  in  Form,  when  it  is  opened  in  the  absence  of  both  the  Grand  Master  and  his 
Deputy. 

Masonic  jurisdiction,  ought,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  to  be  defined  by  some 
uniform  rule  that  may  be  universally  understood.  There  seems  to  be  a  necessity,  as 
well  as  a  propriety,  in  prescribing  the  civil  boundaries  of  states,  as  limiting  the  juris- 
diction of  Grand  Lodges,  but  many  reasons  are  urged  against  prescribing  the  bounds 
of  a  county,  as  provided  in  our  own  regulations,  for  the  jurisdiction  of  subordinate 
Lodges.  If  mathematical  certainty  were  important,  it  would,  doubtless  be  more  con- 
venient to  adopt  lines  already  surveyed  and  established,  but  your  committee  conceive 
that  this  is  not  the  proper  object.  Confining  an  applicant  to  the  Lodge  nearest  his  res- 
idence, and  restraining  the  authority  of  Lodges  to  a  point  of  medium  distance,  between 
any  two  of  them,  would  better  secure  the  paramount  Masonic  object,  viz  :  knowledge  of 
character  and  qualifications,  as  well  as  the  convenience  of  those  applying.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Indiana,  by  its  committee,  seem  to  consider  the  point  as  settled,  "that  appli- 
cations should  be  made  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  proper  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  the 
Lodge  nearest  the  residence  of  the  applicant." 

There  appears  to  be  a  contrariety  of  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  expulsions  and  sus- 
pensions, in  the  different  Masonic  bodies.  Some  Grand  Lodges  contending  that  sus- 
pension from  a  Chapter  or  Encampment,  necessarily  excludes  from  all  Masonic  privi- 
leges, while  others  suppose  that  the  separate  action  and  concurrence  of  the  several 
bodies  is  necessary  to  such  exclusion.  The  latter  opinion  appears  to  be  the  most  con- 
sistent with  Masonic  justice.  A  Grand  Lodge,  as  such,  cannot  be  supposed  to  know 
what  are  the  peculiar  requisites  and  duties  of  the  Order  of  Knights  Templars,  any 
more  than  an  Entered  Apprentice  may  be  supposed  to  know  the  full  duties  of  a  Master 
Mason  ;  and  there  may  be  violations  of  faith  and  duty,  requiring  reproof  or  punish- 
ment in  the  superior  Orders,  not  cognizable  in  the  others.  Hence  the  propriety  of  each 
maintaining  its  separate  authority,  and  the  necessity  of  exercising  a  watchful  vigi- 
lance in  guarding  the  honor  and  purity  of  their  respective  members,  when  impeached, 
from  whatever  quarter,  that  our  venerable  institution  may  not  be  brought  into  disre- 
pute by  the  unjust  reflections  of  the  envious  or  ignorant. 

Your  committee  learn,  with  regret,  that  the  practice  prevails  in  some  Lodges,  of 
advancing  a  candidate  from  the  degree  of  Entered  Apprentice  to  that  of  F.  C,  and 
even  raising  to  Master  Masons,  in  a  brief  space  of  time— sometimes  within  a  few 
weeks— a  practice  which  they  consider  at  variance,  not  only  with  propriety,  but  sub- 
versive of  ancient  land-marks. 

It  is  known  that  some  foreign  Grand  Lodges  require  an  Entered  Apprentice  to  remain 
in  that  degree  two  years,  and  in  that  of  F.  C.  one  year,  before  being  advanced  to  the 
sublime  degree  of  Master  Mason.  The  zeal  and  proficiency,  in  the  two  first  degrees,  are 
the  only  legitimate  recommendations  for  the  honorable  distinction  of  the  Master  degree. 
Your  committee,  therefore,  urge  a  strict  adherence  to  ancient  usage  in  this  particular; 
that  of  requiring  suitable  proficiency  in  the  candidate  before  advancing  him  in  any 
case.  This  subject  has  very  properly  attracted  the  attention  of  our  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  and  the  ancient  requirement  insisted  upon ;  the  propriety  and  necessity  of 
which  is  apparent  from  the  fact  that  without  it  we  are  made  Masons  ceremonially,  not 
intellectually. 

It  is  with  no  small  degree  of  pride,  that  your  committee  find  indubitable  evidence 
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that  Masonry  is  steadily  and  firmly  progressing,  not  only  in  our  own  favored  jurisdic- 
tion, but  throughout  the  United  States,  and  in  other  countries;  no  better  evidence  of 
which  can  be  given  than  is  seen  in  the  increased  numbers,  intelligence  and  moral  worth 
of  those  in  attendance  at  this  grand  communication.  Bigotry,  superstition,  and  preju- 
dice have  vanished  before  the  genial  influence  of  brotherly  love  and  charity  ;  and  Ma- 
sonry is  hailed  as  one  of  the  great  means  of  the  age  for  purifying  and  elevating 
moral  character,  and  enabling  man  to  fill  his  high  destiny  of  usefulness  in  the  world. 
Much  of  this  prosperity  is  justly  attributable  to  the  cherished  desire,  long  manifested 
by  individual  members  and  Lodges,  to  learn  and  adhere  strictly  to  the  ancient  land- 
marks of  our  Order,  and  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  your  committee  find  so  much 
unanimity  upon  this  subject  among  the  several  Grand  Lodges  with  whom  this  Grand 
Lodge  is  in  communication. 

The  report  of  your  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence— embracing,  as  it  should, 
not  only  a  summary  of  such  facts  as  are  presented  in  the  very  voluminous  papers  laid 
before  them,  but  a  full  exposition  of  the  important  topics  contained  in  them — requires 
more  time  for  that  careful  examination  and  elucidation  which  the  subjects  demand  than 
is  allotted  to  such  committee.  They  therefore  urge  the  propriety  of  giving  such  com- 
mittee until  the  next  succeeding  communication  after  their  appointment  to  make  their 
report.  This  practice  is  approved  by  some  of  our  sister  Grand  Lodges ;  and  its  propri- 
ety is  apparent,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  mass  of  matter  laid  before  them 
to  examine,  and  the  importance  to  the  fraternity  of  the  subjects  to  be  discussed.  Were 
this  Grand  Lodge  what  it  once  was — but  a  handful  in  number,  holding  their  communica- 
tions, literally,  in  an  "  upper  room,"  and  little  known  beyond  its  own  jurisdiction— the 
labor  of  such  a  committee  would  then  be  but  the  work  of  a  moment.  Whereas,  now, 
no  deliberative  body  in  the  state  embraces  as  many  individuals,  and  our  foreign  cor- 
respondence emanates  from  no  less  than  some  twenty  Grand  Lodges. 

Your  committee  are  gratified  with  the  increasing  evidence  of  a  general  effort  to 
secure  uniformity  of  work  and  lectures ;  than  which,  nothing  is  of  more  importance  to 
the  fraternity  in  their  labors.  In  some  instances,  we  find  Grand  Inspectors  are  ap- 
pointed to  visit  subordinate  Lodges ;  in  other  cases,  Lodges  of  Instruction  are  insti- 
tuted ;  and  in  other  cases,  as  with  our  own  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Lecturers  are  appointed 
to  instruct  such  Lodges  as  may  require  their  aid.  Your  committee  will  not,  upon  their 
hasty  examination  of  this  subject  in  the  various  attitudes  in  which  it  is  presented, 
express  an  opinion  as  to  what  mode  is  best  calculated  to  effect  the  object  desired; 
simply  remarking  that  the  least  of  intricacy  there  is  interwoven  in  the  manner  of  im- 
parting instruction,  and  the  fewer  the  number  engaged  as  instructors,  the  more  likely 
to  attain  the  object. 

It  affords  your  committee  the  highest  gratification  to  learn  that  in  many  of  our  sister 
— Grand  Lodges,  the  important  subject  of  education  is  claiming  much  attention,  and 
that  by  some,  institutions  of  learning,  of  a  high  order,  are  already  established.  Your 
committee  will  not  enlarge  upon  the  importance  of  this  great  work  of  charity  and 
usefulness — deeming  this  subject  to  have  been  well  and  ably  disposed  of  by  your  com- 
mittee on  the  state  of  Masonry,  and  also  by  that  on  Ways  and  Means.  Your  committee 
cannot,  however,  forbear  to  congratulate  this  Grand  body  upon  the  ultimate  certainty 
of  its  ability  to  place  itself  on  a  level  with  any  sister  Grand  Lodge  in  "  so  great  and  so 
good  a  work." 

Your  committee  find  that  it  is  a  mooted  question  in  some  quarters,  whether  visiting 
brethren  should  be  entitled  to  vote  on  the  admission  of  candidates ;  claiming,  on  one 
hand,  that  as  Masonry  is  general,  visiting  brethren  have  the  right  to  vote  on  such  occa- 
sions. Your  committee  frankly  admit  the  universality  of  Masonry  and  its  oneness  of 
interest ;  but  they  see  no  valid  objection  to  each  subordinate  Lodge  governing  itself  by 
its  own  rules,  keeping  within  prescribed  ancient  land-marks.  No  deviation  from  the 
prescribed  unanimity  of  such  ballot  should  be  countenanced  for  one  moment;  but  it 
may  be  questioned  whether  visiting  brethren  can  claim,  as  a  right,  this  exercise  of  suf- 
frage, since  it  is  competent  for  each  Lodge  to  grant  or  withhold  the  privilege  to  exercise 
it,  by  its  own  constitution  and  laws. 
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It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  your  committee  learn  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michi- 
gan has  perfected  her  organization,  and  is  fully  entitled  to  the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

Tour  committee  found  great  pleasure  in  a  hasty  glance  at  the  report  of  the  committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  our  frontier  sister  Grand  Lodge  of  Arkansas.  It  is 
replete  with  much  sound  reasoning  and  valuable  historical  matter  which  highly  recom- 
mends itself  to  every  member  of  the  fraternity,  and  your  committee  regret  that  the 
limited  time  allowed  them  will  not  permit  a  full  examination  and  extended  notice  of 
the  very  important  matter  it  contains. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  refer  to  one  other  subject  —  the  very  gene- 
ral abandonment  of  the  use  of  refreshments  in  the  Lodge  room.  So  general,  indeed,  is  the 
discontinuance,  that  it  amounts  almost  to  total  abolition.  Such  is  evidently  the  uni- 
versal effort  of  individual  members  to  elevate  the  moral  character  of  the  fraternity, 
that  whatever  may  have  a  tendency  to  misguide,  or  weaken  the  protection  of  individual 
character,  is  not  only  abandoned,  but  denounced.  That  the  introduction  and  use  of 
refreshments  in  Lodges  have  had  a  direct  tendency  to  subvert  some  of  the  first  princi- 
ples of  our  Order,  and  that  it  endangers  the  onward  march  to  that  usefulness,  and  the 
attainment  of  that  purity  of  character  which  should  distinguish  all  good  Masons,  none 
can  deny.  It  is  equally  obvious  that,  in  their  use,  is  involved  the  danger  of  violating 
one  of  the  cardinal  virtues  of  our  Order—  Temperance. 

The  consideration  of  this  virtue  seems  to  have  aroused  from  their  slumbers  multi- 
tudes of  our  beloved  brethren,  who  had  well  nigh  been  swallowed  up  in  the  vortex  of 
intemperance,  during  the  days  of  darkness  which  spread  far  and  wide  over  all  that  was 
lovely  or  of  good  report  among  the  fraternity  of  these  United  States  ;  and  in  propor- 
tion as  the  star  of  Temperance  has  been  in  the  ascendant,  so  has  Masonry  revived  and 
flourished.  Nor  is  this  fact  surprising  when  viewed  with  philosophic  eye:  all  other 
sources  of  moral  declension  combined  cannot  be  more  potent  in  debasing  and  degrading 
the  noble  faculties  of  the  soul.  It  not  only  defaces,  but  ultimately  obliterates  the  moral 
image  of  God  in  the  soul ;  unfits  man  for  the  society  of  the  good  and  virtuous,  and  he 
will  seek  to  hide  himself  from  the  presence  of  those  who  inhale  the  wholesome,  balmy, 
soul-inspiring  influences  of  Masonry.  On  the  other  hand,  as  temperance,  "  that  virtue 
which  should  be  the  constant  practice  of  every  Mason,"  is  cherished  and  scrupulously 
adhered  to,  brethren  desire  to  mingle  with  each  other  in  those  temples  consecrated  to 
Friendship,  Morality  and  Brotherly  Love ;  and  thus  a  moral  impetus  is  given  to  every 
good  word  and  work,  and  Masonry,  through  the  influence  of  this  purifying  virtue— in 
the  beautiful  language  of  Scripture — may  be  said  to  be  coming  up  out  of  the  wilder- 
ness, ufair  as  the  moon,  clear  as  the  sun,  and  terrible  as  an  army  with  banners."  Your 
committee  take  great  pleasure  in  recurring  to  the  fact,  that  this  Grand  Lodge,  at  a 
very  early  period,  urged  the  necessity  of  a  strict  adherence  to  temperance  in  all  the 
Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction.  Had  this  paternal  counsel  received  that  cordial  assent 
and  hearty  acquiescence  which  it  was  entitled  to  from  every  brother,  many  who  now 
sleep  the  sleep  of  death  might  have  been  mingling  their  orisons  with  ours  at  this  grand 
communication,  and  promoting  each  others'  welfare,  and  rejoicing  in  each  others' 
prosperity. 

Finally,  brethren,  your  committee  have  great  pleasure  in  mingling  congratulations 
with  the  whole  Masonic  fraternity,  on  the  rapidly  increasing  prosperity  of  our  Order 
throughout  the  American  Union.  Persecution  has  abated,  or  exhausted  its  malignity; 
the  mists  of  prejudice  have  evaporated  in  the  rays  of  Truth ;  a  just  judgment  has  suc- 
ceeded violence  and  wrong,  and  kindness  and  love  are  every  where  reanimating  our 
friends  with  confidence  and  zeal.  Yea,  verily,  "  Mercy  and  Truth  are  met  together; 
Righteousness  and  Peace  have  kissed  each  other,"  and  again  afford  us  their  highest, 
happiest  promise.

After  an  address  to  the  Throne  of  Divine  Grace  by  the  R.  W.  Brother 
Grand  Senior  Warden,  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  was  opened  in  ample 
form,  preparatory  to  opening  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  was  pleased  to  appoint  the  following  com- 
mittees, to  wit : 

To  Examine  Visitors — Brothers  Reed,  Luce  and  Weyer. 
On  Credentials— Brothers  Leidy,  B.  F.  Smith  and  Griffith. 

Brother  Leidy,  from  the  committee  last  aforesaid,  reported,  (in  part,) 
that  there  were  seventy-eight  subordinate  Lodges  duly  represented.  The 
report  as  completed  and  accepted,  was  as  follows,  viz : 
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The  committee  on  Credentials  have  examined  the  returns  of  the  following  subordi- 
nate Lodges,  and  the  credentials  of  Representatives  and  proxies,  and  respectfully 
report  the  following  named  Lodges  duly  represented,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
Representatives  and  proxies,  with  the  number  of  Votes  to  which  each  is  entitled:

The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  presented  his  annual  communication  in  the 
following  very  appropriate  language : 

Brethrex  oe  the  Graxd  Lodge : 

Another  period  of  twelve  months  has  transpired  since  last  we  met  in  grand  commu- 
nication ;  and  again  we  are  assembled  to  mingle  fraternal  counsels,  and  renew  our 
mutual  vows  of  brotherhood.  And  it  is  a  soul-cheering  reflection,  that  during  all  this 
period,  as  well  in  recess  as  in  communication,  the  goodness  of  God  has  been  continu- 
ally over  us  and  around  us.  What  shall  we  render  unto  our  Supreme  Grand  Master 
for  his  watchful  care  and  bountiful  providence  for  us  his  frail  and  erring  creatures? 
Let  us,  brethren,  take  the  cup  of  thanksgiving,  and,  with  united  heart  and  voice,  bless 
the  Lord  with  fervency  of  soul— while  all  that  are  of  us  shall  unite  to  bless  His  holy 
name. 
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Allow  me,  brethren,  to  congratulate  you— and  through  you  the  entire  brotherhood  of 
our  jurisdiction— upon  the  favorable  circumstances  under  which  it  is  our  privilege  to 
assemble  on  the  present  occasion.  Occupying  in  our  country  a  geographical  position 
nearly  equidistant  between  the  east  and  the  west— in  sufficient  proximity  to  the  south  to 
participate  in  its  benign  and  fructifying  beams,  without  encountering  its  scorching 
rays— and  yet,  not  so  far  removed  from  the  north  as  to  render  unavailable  its  cooling 
fountains  and  refreshing  shades ;  we  may  say,  in  all  truth  and  soberness,  that  Masonic- 
ally,  as  well  as  geographically,  "  the  lines  have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places."  That 
storm,  whose  elements  were  prejudice,  fanaticism  and  malice,  and  which,  within  the 
memory  of  many  now  present,  swept  like  a  tornado  over  the  land,  has  spent  its  fury, 
and  is  now  hushed  as  in  the  stillness  of  the  morning.  And  the  dark  clouds  of  error 
and  injustice  which  hung  like  a  midnight  pall  over  our  old  institution,  have  given 
place  to  the  lights  of  reason  and  of  truth.  And  although  it  is  hardly  to  be  expected 
that  all  minds  will,  while  viewing  things  "  as  through  a  glass,  darkly,"  behold  with 
unobscured  vision  our  humble  efforts  at  "Faith,  Hope  and  Charity,"— yet  it  is  cause  of 
profound  satisfaction  that  we  are  allowed  to  pursue,  unmolested  and  undisturbed,  the 
labors  of -our  mystic  temple  ;  hoping  at  last  to  meet  our  abundant  reward  for  all  we  do 
or  suffer  here,  in  "  that  temple  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens  !" 

During  the  year  just  passed,  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been  thrice  convened  in  special 
grand  communication,  to  wit:  On  the  19th  day  of  May,  at  London,  by  request  of 
Chandler  Lodge  No.  138,  for  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  that  Lodge,  and  to  pre. 
side  over  the  public  exercises  of  the  occasion,  so  full  of  interest  to  that  young  and 
flourishing  branch  of  our  fraternal  fold.  On  the  24th  of  June,  at  Chillicothe,  by  invi- 
tation of  Scioto  Lodge  No.  6.  to  participate  with  the  brethren  of  that  and  the  surround- 
ing counties,  in  the  usual  solemnities  observed  on  the  festival  of  the  nativity  of  our 
ancient  patron,  St.  John  the  Baptist.  And  on  the  same  day,  at  New  Salem,  by  request 
of  Salem  Lodge  No.  87,  to  lay,  with  the  ancient  rites  and  solemnities  of  the  Order,  the 
corner-stone  of  a  Masonic  edifice  in  that  place.  On  the  two  occasions  first  enumerated 
it  was  my  happiness  to  be  personally  present;  on  the  latter,  I  was  represented  by  the 
worthy  and  distinguished  brother,  our  Senior  Grand  Warden. 

Each  of  the  occasions  to  which  I  was  able  to  give  my  personal  attendance,  I  have 
good  reason  to  believe,  has  been  blessed  to  the  local  Lodge  immediately  concerned 
therein,  not  only  in  awakening  and  calling  into  action,  among  the  members  composing 
it,  a  true  Masonic  spirit,  and  zeal  for  the  honor  and  welfare  of  our  time-honored  insti- 
tution, but  also  in  presenting  it  in  something  of  its  pristine  simplicity  and  beauty  to 
the  uninitiate  community.  And  while  genuine  Masonry  seeketh  not  her  own,  and  rejects 
as  wholly  unworthy  her  high  and  holy  calling  every  thing  like  a  spirit  of  proselytism, 
or  courting  the  patronal  smiles  of  those  without  her  pale— yet  it  is  admissible,  on 
suitable  occasions,  to  adopt  proper  and  legitimate  means  for  exhibiting  to  a  candid 
world,  the  purity  and  loveliness  of  her  teachings. 

I  would  by  no  means  be  understood  as  recommending  a  frequent  and  indiscriminate 
display  of  Freemasonry  before  a  promiscuous  and  uninquiring  public.  To  be  appreci- 
ated truly,  she  must  be  sought  after  with  diligence— not  obtruded  upon  the  gaze  of  idle 
curiosity.  And  although  occasions  often  present  when  it  is  both  proper  and  appro- 
priate to  lead  her  gently  forth  from  her  chosen  retreat,  yet  I  am  fully  persuaded  that 
her  tenets  may  be  best  exemplified,  and  her  benign  influences  most  extensively  dif- 
fused, by  a  careful  observance,  on  the  part  of  her  members,  of  the  simple  and  sublime 
lessons  of  the  Lodge-room.  These  remarks— intended  for  general  and  not  for  special 
application— have  been  induced  from  the  reflection  that  within  the  year  now  just 
elapsed,  a  greater  number  of  new  Lodges  have  been  instituted  within  our  jurisdiction 
than  in  any  previous  period  of  the  same  term ;  and  from  the  well  known  fact  that 
Lodges  in  the  juvenile  term  of  their  existence,  flushed  with  the  ardor  of  youth,  and 
urged  forward  by  a  zeal  not  always  tempered  with  mature  discretion,  are  prone  to 
desire  an  opportunity  to  place  their  light  in  a  candlestick,  that  it  may  "shine  before 
men,"  when  perhaps  its  injudicious  exposure  to  the  blasts  of  an  uncandid  world  might 
dim  its  effulgence,  if  indeed  it  did  not  extinguish  its  light  forever.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  I  am  apprised  of  at  least  three  other  Lodges,  working 
under  letters  of  dispensation  granted  by  the  Right  Worshipful  Brother  our  Deputy 
Grand  Master— making  in  all  sixteen  new  Lodges  which  have  commenced  their  labors 
among  us  since  our  last  annual  meeting. 

As  the  rapid  increase  of  numbers  is  not  always  a  true  indication  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  a  Lodge,  so  neither  is  the  rapid  increase  of  Lodges  an  infallible  index  to 
the  highest  attainments  in  Masonic  welfare  among  the  fraternity.  At  the  adoption  of 
the  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  four  years  since,  increased  guards  were 
thrown  around  the  subject,  with  a  view  to  greater  security  in  the  prospective  and 
gradual  diffusion  of  Masonry  throughout  our  widely  extended  jurisdiction.  This  was 
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done  in  abundance  of  caution;  for  at  that  time,  the  dangers  which  prompted  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  this  particular  were  regarded  as  having  only  a  contingent 
existence,  to  be  guarded  against  in  the  remote  future.  If  those  apprehensions  arc  not 
entirely  illusory— if  there  be  indeed  reason  to  apprehend  danger  from  a  source  which 
the  superficial  observer  might  regard  as  a  token  of  redundant  prosperity— then  it 
would  seem  to  be  time  that  the  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were  invoked  to  devise 
and  apply  the  appropriate  remedy.  This  subject  arrested  the  attention  of,  and  elicited 
an  able  report  from  one  of  the  standing  committees  of  your  body,  at  our  grand  com- 
munication two  years  ago  ;  but  in  the  multiplicity  of  business  necessarily  pressed  into 
so  short  a  period  of  time  as  is  allotted  to  our  annual  meetings,  it  failed  at  that  time  to 
receive  at  your  hands  that  consideration  which  perhaps  its  intrinsic  importance 
deserves.  It  is  with  great  deference,  therefore,  that  I  respectfully  present  the  subject 
for  your  deliberation  at  the  present  time. 

Complaint  having  been  officially  preferred  by  Somerset  Lodge  No.  76,  of  known  vio- 
lations by  Salem  Lodge  No.  87,  of  the  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of 
the  Lodges  of  Ohio,"  whereby  the  jurisdiction  and  rights  of  said  Somerset  Lodge  were 
impinged  ;  and  there  being  no  prescribed  penalty  for  the  violation  of  said  Rules  and 
Regulations,  I  was  somewhat  at  a  loss  as  to  what  course  it  became  me  to  adopt  in  the 
matter.  Being  unable  to  visit  the  Lodges  personally,  for  the  purpose  of  endeavoring'to 
effect  an  adjustment  of  the  subsisting  difficulty;  and  being  unprovided  with  a  contin- 
gent fund,  out  of  which  to  compensate  another  for  undertaking  that  delicate  duty,  I 
felt  constrained,  though  reluctantly,  to  exercise  the  power  vested  in  the  Grand  Master 
by  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  ;  and  accordingly,  on  the  8th  day  of  the  present 
month,  I  kl  suspended  the  functions  of  Salem  Lodge  No.  87,"  until  the  present  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge— and  notified  the  Master  of  said  Lodge,  as  also  the  Master  of  Som- 
erset Lodge  No.  76,  of  the  action  had  by  me  in  the  premises.  In  the  mean  time,  the 
charter,  furniture,  jewels  and  effects  of  the  suspended  Lodge  are  entrusted  to  the  custody 
of  the  Master  of  said  Lodge,  until  action  be  taken  in  the  matter  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Previous  to  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  October,  1843,  that  body  had  adopted 
no  Constitution  as  the  fundamental  law  for  its  government;  and  its  By-Laws  were  so 
inadequately  framed,  and  so  imperfectly  promulgated,  as  to  admit  of  doubts  among  the 
best  informed  of  its  members  whether  there  were  in  fact  any  such  By-Laws  in  force. 
At  that  time,  the  draft  of  a  carefully  digested  Constitution  and  code  of  By-Laws, 
together  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  governing  the  Lodges  of  Ohio,  was  reported 
by  a  committee  previously  charged  with  that  duty,  and  received  the  unanimous  sanc- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge.  At  our  last  grand  communication,  those  By-Laws  were 
amended  in  a  single  particular — which  is  the  only  change  introduced  into  the  system  as 
adopted  from  the  hands  of  the  committee.  This  fact  shows  that,  although  the  labor  of 
the  committee  partook  of  the  imperfection  incident  to  all  human  efforts,  yet  it  came  as 
near  supplying  the  exigencies  and  meeting  the  wants  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  could 
reasonably  have  been  expected.  A  proposition  was  submitted  at  the  last  annual  com- 
munication, and  awaits  your  present  action,  to  amend  the  XVth  section  of  the  "Rules 
and  Regulations,"  by  abrogating  so  much  thereof  as  has  reference- to  civil  divisions  as 
the  boundaries  of  Masonic  jurisdiction.  It  is  quite  desirable  that  all  the  rules  of  action 
having  reference  to  Lodges  as  well  as  to  individuals,  should  be  thoroughly  understood 
by  all  upon  whom  they  operate.  And  to  this  end,  those  rules  should  be  few,  simple 
and  permanent ;  because,  by  attempting  to  provide  enactments  for  every  supposable 
case,  your  code  would  become  so  diffuse  and  complex  as  to  be  studied  and  understood 
by  but  few.  If  not  plain  and  simple  in  their  structure,  they  would  be  constantly  liable 
to  misapprehension  and  misconstruction  ;  and  if  subject  to  frequent  changes,  it  would 
soon  become  next  to  impossible  to  know  what  those  rules  really  are  and  what  they 
were  at  any  given  time. 

Fortunately  for  our  Order,  its  interests  require  little  of  the  aids  of  legislation.  We 
live  in  an  age  of  experiments— and,  as  a  people,  are  proverbial  for  our  proneness  to 
change  in  the  fashion  of  our  laws.  However  this  may  succeed  in  other  departments  of 
life,  it  can  hardly  prove  a  wise  or  salutary  policy  in  regard  to  the  institution  of  Free- 
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masonry.  It  possesses  certain  well  defined  "landmarks"  of  universal  application, 
which  have  come  down  to  us  from  the  remotest  ages  of  social  organization ;  and  which 
are  subject  to  no  vicissitudes  of  time  or  fortune.  They  are  acknowledged  by  the  mystic 
brotherhood,  of  whatever  clime ;  and  are  to  us  instead  of  laws.  Be  it  our  care  to  abide 
in  the  old  paths — for  they  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  conduct  to  peace. 

Our  trusty  and  well  beloved  Brother  Reed,  who  has  for  several  years  past  sustained 
the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  with  great  skill  and  singular  fidelity,  has  signified  to  me 
his  purpose  to  retire  from  that  arduous  and  responsible  post;  and  I  feel  that  I  should 
not  fully  have  discharged  my  duty  to  the  Craft,  were  I  to  suffer  the  present  occasion  to 
pass  without  bearing  public  testimony  to  the  self-sacrificing  freedom— the  ardent  fer- 
vency—and the  untiring  zeal  with  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  trust.  I 
am  persuaded  that  neither  the  fraternity  of  Ohio,  nor  even  the  Grand  Lodge  itself,  is 
fully  apprized  of  the  amount  of  labor  devolved  upon  that  officer  within  the  last  few 
years.  And  yet  no  Lodge  has  been  deprived  of  his  services  by  reason  of  its  being 
unable  to  make  him  pecuniary  compensation— for  with  him,  that  has  ever  been  a 
matter  of  entirely  subordinate  consideration.  Those  rich  in  good  deeds,  and  earnestly 
urging'forward  the  cause  of  Brotherly  Love,  Belief  and  Truth,  have  found  in  him  a 
zealous  and  persevering  co-laborer— one  who  never  paused  in  his  career  to  inquire 
whether  his  compensation  were  to  be  dispensed  with  princely  munificence,  or  meted 
out  with  miser's  care. 

I  have  heretofore  repeatedly  signified  my  wish  to  retire  from  the  station  to  which  the 
partiality  of  my  brethren  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has  assigned  me.  That  desire  remains 
in  unabated  force.  It  is  prompted  by  no  abatement  of  zeal  for  the  interests  of  the 
Craft,  and  no  disinclination  on  my  part  for  continued  labor  to  subserve  those  interests. 
The  repeated  expressions  of  your  confidence,  by  my  election  for  a  series  of  years  to 
preside  over  your  councils  and  your  interests,  will  challenge  my  lasting  and  grateful 
acknowledgments.  The  time  has  now  arrived  when  those  labors  can  be  advantage- 
ously transferred  to  other  hands;  and  in  retiring  from  the  responsibilities  of  my 
station,  I  have  the  gratifying  consciousness  of  having  endeavored  to  discharge  its 
duties  with  fidelity  and  impartiality.  I  shall  carry  with  me,  into  retirement,  no  other 
feelings  than  those  of  kindness  for  the  Masonic  fraternity  of  Ohio,  individually  and 
collectively.  Within  the  year  past,  several  communications  have  been  addressed  to 
me  to  which  I  have  returned  no  reply.  I  take  this  occasion  to  say,  in  explanation  of 
that  fact,  that  it  has  resulted  from  stern  necessity;  and  to  assure  my  brethren  who 
may  have  felt  themselves  neglected  in  this  particular,  that  it  proceeded  from  no  want 
oTrespect  on  my  part— but  solely  from  physical  inability  to  maintain  such  corres- 
pondence without  neglecting  other  and  indispensable  duties  to  my  daily  vocation. 
With  this  explanation  I  throw  myself  upon  their  indulgence. 

In  conclusion,  brethren,  suffer  a  word  of  exhortation.  Persevere  in  urging  forward 
the  cause  of  Charity  and  Universal  Benevolence.  Forsake  not  the  assembling  of  your- 
selves together,  as  the  manner  of  some  is.  And  may  the  God  of  Peace  delight  to  be 
with  and  to  bless  you  with  the  rich  blessings  of  His  grace.  May  brotherly  love  prevail 
in  your  councils,  and  every  moral  and  social  virtue  cement  us  in  our  grand  design.

It  will  be  perceived,  from  the  foregoing  figures,  that  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four 
hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  seventy-one  cents  of  the  surplus  funds  in  the  treasury,  has 
been  applied  during  the  past  year  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  funded  debt,  Grand 
Lodge  bonds  and  interest.  There  has  also  been  applied  the  sum  of  forty-five  dollars 
and  sixteen  cents  of  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  stone  at  Lancaster;  also,  four  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  of  interest  paid  in  the  year  1845,  by  John  T.  Arthur,  late  Grand  Secretary, 
not  heretofore  charged  to  interest  account,  nor  credited  to  him  on  settlement,  making 
in  the  aggregate  of  surplus  means  thus  applied  the  sum  of  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents. 

The  balance  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness,  reported  by  this  committee  at  the  last 
grand  communication,  remaining  unpaid,  is  seven  hundred  and  eighty-five  dollars  and 
thirty-two  cents;  to  which  may  be  added  thirty-four  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents 
interest  accruing  on  that  portion  of  the  funded  debt,  for  the  payment  of  which  no  pro- 
vision has  yet  been  made,  showing  the  entire  known  indebtedness  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  be  eight  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents. 

The  undersigned  is  happy  to  add  that  no  further  claims  of  any  description  have  been 
presented  to  him  for  adjustment  during  the  past  year,  those  approved  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  excepted.  The  lapse  of  time  that  has  occurred  since  the  money-spending  and 
debt-contracting  policy  that  once  prevailed  in  the  counsels  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  an 
extent  seriously  threatening  its  very  existence,  has  been  so  successfully  checked  by  the 
introduction  of  a  wholesome  and  rigid  system  of  retrenchment  and  economy  into  its 
financial  department,  that  your  committee  feels  warranted  in  the  expression  of  his 
belief,  that  no  valid  claim  now  exists  against  the  Grand  Lodge  unadjusted.

Wednesday,  October  20,  9  o'clock  A.  M. 

The  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  resumed 
its  labors,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  presiding. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Certain  questions  addressed  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  from  a  number 
of  individuals  residing  in  the  city  of  Cincinnati,  were  presented,  and  re- 
ferred to  a  select  committee  of  three,  to  wit:  Brothers  A.  Davis,  Death 
and  Enyard. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Ellis, 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  in  the  case  of  Brotber  A.  Knowles,  who  appeals  from 
the  decision  of  Union  Lodge  No.  102,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Giievances. 

Brother  Hopkins  made  the  following  statement  to,  and  inquiry  of  the 

Grand  Lodge,  which  were  also  referred  to  Brothers  Davis,  Death  and 

Enyard : 

At  a  meeting  of  Columbia  Lodge,  in  July  last,  petitions  were  presented  by  A.  C.  Gay 
and  C.  Brown,  (both  colored  men,)  praying  to  be  initiated  into  the  mysteries  of  Free- 
masonry. Said  petitions  were  referred  to  a  committee  who  reported  favorably  to  the 
character  of  the  individuals,  but  recommend  that  before  a  ballot  be  taken,  the  following 
query  be  propounded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  : 

Would  it  he  practicable  in  Ohio  to  receive  colored  persons  into  our  Lodges  1  And 
would  the  Grand  Lodge  grant  a  charter  for  a  Lodge  of  colored  persons,  if  the  requisite 
number  would  apply  ? 

Brother  Hubbard,  from  the  select  committee  on  the  M.  W.  Grand  Mas- 
ter's communication,  made  the  following  report: 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's 
annual  communication  as  relates  to  the  rapid  increase  of  subordinate  Lodges,  and  also 
the  resolution  explanatory  (as  stated)  of  the  organic  law  on  the  subject  of  Masonic 
qualifications  of  petitioners,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  herewith 
report: 

That  an  opinion  has  obtained  to  some  extent  among  the  fraternity,  that  the  compli- 
ance with  the  imperative  and  preparatory  requisitions  of  the  organic  law,  as  contained 
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in  Articles  12,  13  and  14,  gives  the  Masonic  right  to  the  petitioners,  and,  as  a  matter  of 
course,  to  have  the  dispensation  granted.   In  this  opinion  your  committee  do  not  concur. 

The  provisions  alluded  to  are  deemed  by  your  committee  of  vital  importance  in  refer- 
ence to  the  constituting  of  new  Lodges.  That  they  should  be  faithfully  and  rigidly 
observed,  and  carried  out  in  pratice ;  but  that  however  strictly  observed,  they  by  no 
means  take  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master,  or  Deputy,  the  discretion 
of  withholding  their  respective  assents  to  the  granting  of  the  petition. 

The  power  that  inherently  resides  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  granting  or  withholding  its 
assent  for  the  creation  of  new  Lodges,  is,  by  Article  11,  vested  in  the  Grand  Master  and 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  severally,  during  recess  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This,  as  will  be 
seen  by  inspection,  is  a  grant  of  power,  which  may  be  exercised  or  not.  in  the  sound 
judgment  and  discretion  in  that  particular,  of  these  respective  officers  and  agents  of  the 
Grand  Lodge.  It  is  not  made  an  obligatory  duly  on  the  part  of  those  officers  to  grant 
the  dispensation,  although  otherwise  formally  correct;  or  it  would  have  said  so.  And 
your  committee  entertain  the  belief,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  usages  of  the  olden 
Book  of  Constitutions,  that  our  organic  law  necessarily  implies  that  the  Grand  Master, 
or  Deputy,  should  carefully  examine  into  the  nature  of  the  application,  the  proposed 
location  of  the  intended  Lodge,  the  proximity  it  bears  to  other  Lodges— whether  a  rea- 
sonable support  may  be  expected  for  it,  without,  in  its  progress,  injuring  the  progress 
and  means  of  adjacent  and  chartered  Lodges — whether  such  new  Lodge,  if  established, 
would  probably  become  a  burden  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  instead  of  a  benefit  to  it,  and 
whether,  in  fact,  and  upon  a  careful  survey  of  all  the  matters  relating  to  it,  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  Masonry  in  general  would  be  benefited  by  the  admi-u'on  of  the  applicant 
in'o  the  family  of  subordinate  Lodges.  It  is  believed,  then,  on  the  part  of  your  com- 
mittee, that  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  on  the  part  of  the  high  functionaries,  dic- 
tated by  a  knowledge  of  all  the  circumstances  attending  such  new  application,  will 
rarely  result  in  the  granting,  improperly,  of  a  warrant  of  dispensation  to  establish  a 
new  Lodge. 

But  if,  for  any  cause,  a  dispensation  is  issued  that  ought  not  to  have  been,  the  pro- 
visions of  Masonry  are  fully  adequate  to  the  correction  of  the  error.  An  imperious 
duty  devolves  upon  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  revise  all  the  doings  of  its  chief  officers  in  its 
recess,  and  to  approve  or  disapprove  them  as  it  may  appear  correct,  expedient  and 
proper.  Sec.  4  of  the  By-Laws  points  out  the  course  to  be  pursued  in  regard  to  ail 
Lodges  working  under  dispensation,  and  to  grant  or  withhold  charters  as  the  facts  de- 
veloped may  justify.  Numerous  other  provisions  are  to  be  found  throughout  our  rules 
and  regulations,  which,  if  faithfully  observed  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  will  sus- 
tain, keep  and  preserve  none  but  competent  and  useful  subordinates. 

The  present  is  a  period,  in  the  history  of  Masonry  in  this  state,  that  may  well  arouse 
the  most  vigilant  caution  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  its  officers,  as  to  the  ad- 
mission of  new  Lodges,  and  your  committee  most  heartily  concur  with  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master  in  the  views  by  him  expressed  on  this  subject.  The  rapid  increase  of  new 
Lodges  may  be  considered  as  an  index  to  the  public  mind  on  the  subject  of  Masonry, 
and  that  she  is  no  longer  unpopular,,  but  popular  as  an  institution.  Now  is  the  time, 
then,  for  redoubled  care  and  vigilance  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  intrusted  with  power 
and  authority  to  keep  and  preserve  our  Order  free  and  uncontaminated.  And  your 
committee  have,  therefore,  designedly  brought  into  view  and  consideration  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  the  end  that  they  be  exer- 
cised in  the  true  spirit  of  our  institution,  and  thereby  be  and  remain  the  anchor  and 
hope  of  our  safety  now  and  evermore.  In  accordance  with  these  views,  and  in  aid  of 
the  various  checks  and  guards  that  are  to  be  found  throughout  the  whole  body  of  our 
laws  and  usages,  for  the  non-admission  of  improper  Lodges,  your  committee  offer  and 
recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  il  Masonic  qualifications,"  in  addition  to  the  "moral  character," 
required  in  Article  XII,  relates  to  the  full  number  of  eight  named  therein,  and  means 
that  each  understand  the  work  of  the  first  three  degrees. 

Resolved,  That  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  be  instructed 
to  report  against  the  granting  of  a  charter  for  any  new  Lodge,  when,  upon  careful 
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examination,  it  is  probable  that  such  new  Lodge  will,  in  time  to  come,  be  a  constant 
expense  or  burden  to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  standing  committee  on  Char- 
ters and  Dispensations  have  the  undoubted  right  to  report  in  favor  of  or  against  the 
issuing  of  a  charter  on  a  dispensation  heretofore,  though  regularly  issued,  as  they  may 
judge  for  the  just  interests  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  subordinates  working  under 
charters,  and  of  Masonry  in  general;  and  in  case  such  committee  report  against  the 
issuing  of  a  charter  to  a  Lodge  applying  under  dispensation,  they  must  state  and  set 
forth,  succinctly,  their  reasons  for  such  rejection. 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  Deputy  Grand  Master,  in  recess  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  have  the  undoubted  right,  and  it  is  their  bounden  official  duty  to  grant 
or  withhold  warrants  of  dispensation  for  new  Lodges,  as  to  them,  in  the  exercise  of  a 
sound  discretion,  may  appear  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry,  although  the  applica- 
tions for  such  dispensations  may  be  formally  correct. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to,  and  required  of  each  subordinate  Lodge,  by  its 
By-Laws,  to  provide  that  every  applicant  for  a  higher  degree,  shall,  before  being  bal- 
loted for  for  such  advancement,  be  examined  in  open  Lodge,  and  be  thus  found  quali- 
fied by  a  knowledge  of  at  least  the  work  lecture  of  the  degree  or  degrees  by  him  then 
possessed. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  subordinate  Lodges,  uniformly,  to  provide, 
by  their  By-Laws,  that  the  fees  for  conferring  the  first  three  degrees,  shall  in  no  case, 
be  less  than  twenty  dollars. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Which  report  was  accepted  and  the  first  resolution  adopted. 

Brother  Mc  Cune  moved  that  the  remaining  resolutions  be  laid  on  the 
table  until  to-morrow  morning ;  which  motion  was  lost. 

Brother  Sage  proposed  the  following  amendment  to  the  second  resolu- 
tion, which  was  lost : 

"  Provided  that  this  resolution  shall  not  affect  Lodges  already  working  under  dispen- 
sation in  obtaining  charters." 

Brother  Davis  proposed  an  amendment  to  said  resolution,  which  was  lost. 

The  question  being  then  taken  on  said  resolution,  the  same  was  adopted 
without  amendment. 

On  motion,  the  third  and  fourth  resolutions  were  adopted. 

The  fifth  resolution  being  under  consideration,  Brother  Sage  moved  to 
amend  the  same  by  adding  the  words,  "except  in  case  of  emergency;" 
which  motion  to  amend  was  lost. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  as  recom- 
mended by  the  committee,  the  same  was  adopted. 

Brother  Mc  Cune  moved  the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  sixth  resolu- 
tion ;  which  motion  was  lost. 

The  question  being  taken,  the  sixth  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  amended  By-Laws  of  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  9,  and  Lafayette  Lodge 
No.  79,  were  presented  and  referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and 
Dispensations. 

Brother  Jarvis  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  it  has  been  found  by  our  Brother,  the  Grand  Orator,  to 
be  impracticable  for  him  to  be  present  and  discharge  his  official  duties  at  the  present 
grand  communication,  Brother  W.  B.  Hubbard  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to  supply 
that  vacancy  by  delivering  a  public  address  this  day. 
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The  M.  W.  Grand  Master  stated  to  the  Grand  Lodge  that  he  had  just 
been  informed  that  Brother  Latham  is  unable,  by  reason  of  indisposition, 
to  perform  the  duties  assigned  him  on  the  select  committee  appointed  on 
the  annual  communication  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  and  therefore  he 
appointed  Brother  Bowen  to  supply  his  place  on  said  committee. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Emmet,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  petition  of  the  brethren  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge  No.  56,  at  Elyria, 
Lorain  county,  praying  authority  to  resume  their  labors  under  their  charter,  be  referred 
to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Keifer,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  made 
the  following  report : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  report:  That  they  hare  examined  the 
dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  the  following  Lodges  and  find  them  correct: 
Dayton  Lodge  No.  —  in  Dayton,  Montgomery  county. 
Rinimon  Lodge  No.  — -,  in  Urbana,  Champaign  county. 
Magnolia  Lodge  No.  — ,  Columbus,  Franklin  county. 
Venus  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Mansfield,  Richland  county. 
Cheviot  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Cheviot,  Hamilton  county. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of 
Aberdeen  Lodge,  No.  — ,  in  Aberdeen,  Brown  county,  and  find  the  proceedings  of°said 
Lodge  correct,  and  the  By-Laws,  except  the  last  clause  of  the  4th  section  of  Article  V. 
The  committee  would  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "No- 
vember," to  wit:  "  and  any  member  failing  to  comply  with  this  provision  shall  forfeit 
his  right  of  voting,  and  be  ineligible  to  office  in  this  Lodge  during  his  delinquency,  the 
continuance  of  which,  for  one  year,  shall  subject  him  to  suspension,  any  thing  in  these 
By-Laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding." 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of 
Hamer  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Bethlehem,  Stark  county,  and  find  the  proceedings  correct,  and 
By-Laws,  with  the  following  exceptions,  to  wit : 

The  committee  would  recommend  that  Article  V.  of  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge  be 
stricken  out;  that  the  word  "regular"  be  inserted  before  the  word  "communication," 
inArticle  X ;  that  all  after  the  word  "mistake,"  in  the  12th  section,  be  stricken  out; 
and  that  the  words  "and  recommendation  for  a  Grand  Lodge  certificate/'  in  Article 
XXVII,  be  stricken  out. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of 
McMillan  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  county,  and  find  them  correct,  with 
this  exception :  That  in  the  XXIst  Article  of  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge,  your  com- 
mittee would  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out  the  word  "resignation." 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By  Laws  and  proceedings  of 
Greenville  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Greenville,  Darke  county,  and  find  the  same  correct. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  That  charters  be  granted  to  Dayton  Lodge,  to  be  No.  —  ;  to  Rimmon  Lod°-e 
to  be  No.  — ;  to  Magnolia  Lodge,  to  be  No.  — ;  to  Venus  Lodge,  to  be  No.  —  •'  to  Che- 
viot Lodge,  to  be  No.  — ;  to  Aberdeen  Lodge,  to  be  No.  — ;  to  Hamer  Lodge  to  be  No 
— ;  to  McMillan  Lodge,  to  be  No.  — ;  and  to  Greenville  Lodge,  to  be  No.  — . 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

By-Laws  of  Sreubenville  Lodge  No.  45,  have  examined  the  same  and  find  them  in 
accordance  with  the  rules,  laws  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  approved.  All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

On  motion  of  Brother  Hildreth,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  to  meet  at 
the  Mclntyre  Academy  at  half  past  12  o'clock  this  afternoon. 


Half  past  twelve  o'clock,  P.  M. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  was  summoned  from  labor  to  refreshment, 
and  proceeded,  under  the  direction  of  the  R.  W.  Brother  Kent  Jarvis, 
Grand  Marshal,  and  asssistants,  to  the  Episcopal  Church,  where  the  exer- 
cises were  opened  by  an  appropriate  prayer  by  the  R.  W.  Grand  Senior 
Warden,  and  succeeded  by  music  from  the  choir  and  the  band. 

Thereupon  the  R.  W.  Brother  W.  B.  Hubbard  delivered  a  very  able 
and  appropriate  address.  The  exercises  at  the  church  were  concluded  by 
prayer  and  music,  when  the  procession  again  formed  and  returned  to  the 
Lodge  Hall,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  resumed  its  labors. 

On  motion,  the  petition  of  sundry  brethren  at  Russelville  and  its  vicin- 
ity, praying  for  a  dispensation  for  a  new  Lodge,  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Griffith  presented  the  receipt  of  Brother  James  D.  Caldwell, 
late  Grand  Secretary,  in  favor  of  Georgetown  Lodge,  for  fifteen  dollars ; 
which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  M.  J.  Tiernan,  from  the  committee  on  Unfinished  Business, 
made  the  following  report,  which,  with  the  first  resolution,  was  adopted, 
and  the  second  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole : 

The  committee  on  Unfinished  Business  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned  them, 
and  respectfully  report:  That  upon  examination  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  last  grand  communication,  they  find  the  following  unfinished  business : 

First,  on  page  28th— 

Besolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  for  the  pur 
vote i  of  making  inquiry  of  those  Grand  Lod-es  which  have  established  schools  for  the 
benefit  of  the  orphkn  children  of  deceased  Masons,  with  a  view  of  establishing  a  simi- 
lar institution  whenever  the  funds  of  this  Grand  Lodge  will  permit,  and  that  the  said 
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committee  be  and  are  hereby  instructed  to  report  at  the  next  annual  grand  communi- 
cation in  relation  thereto. 
Second,  on  pages  50th  and  51st— 

Whereas,  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  chapter  8,  section  22,  page 
48,  it  is  made  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Master  of  every  subordinate  Lodge  to  cause 
the  secretary  to  write  "suspended"  every  member  who  shall  be  in  arrears,  and  forth- 
with to  notify  him  of  the  same;  and  whereas,  there  are  conflicting  opinions  in  regard 
to  the  proper  mode  of  reinstating  such  suspended  brethren;  therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  payment  of  such  dues,  within  three  months  from  the  time  of 
receiving  notice  of  such  suspension,  reinstates  such  suspended  brother  to  his  former 
standing. 

2.  That  when  any  brother,  suspended  for  the  non  payment  of  dues,  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  such  dues  for  six  months,  he  then  shall  be  expelled. 

Third,  on  page  51st — 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  to  require  all  Master  Masons  living  within  their  jurisdiction,  who  are  not 
members  of  a  Lodge,  to  pay  into  the  treasury  of  said  subordinate  Lodges  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  yearly ;  which  money  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  charity  fund, 
and  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

Second.  That  the  subordinate  Lodges  are  hereby  authorized  to  suspend  or  expel  any 
Master  Mason  within  their  jurisdiction  who  shall  refuse  to  pay  the  same,  unless,  in 
their  opinion,  his  pecuniary  circumstances  would  render  the  collection  improper. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  respectfully  submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1846,  relating  to  schools,  on 
page  28,  and  that  relating  to  Master  Masons  not  members  of  Lodges,  on  the  51st  page, 
be  referred  to  a  select  committee  of  three,  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

2.  That  the  resolutions  of  Brother  Baker,  on  pages  50th  and  51st,  relating  to  the  pay- 
ment of  dues,  be  agreed  to. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

— ^1  intend,  at  the  next  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment to  the  ]5th  of  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  subordinate  Lodges,  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  'Lodge'  in  the  first  line,  and  inserting  the  following : 
'but  the  one  nearest  his  residence:  provided,  he  may  be  received  in  any  other  Lodge 
by  the  consent  of  the  three  principal  officers  of  said  nearest  Lodge:  provided,  further, 
that  in  a  town  or  city  he  may  be  received  into  any  Lodge,  without  regard  to  residence.' " 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Brother  Kreider  made  the  following  inquiries,  which  were  committed  to 
a  committee  of  the  whole : 

Would  it  be  competent,  proper,  and  in  accordance  with  Masonic  law  and  usage,  for  a 
Lodge  to  reinstate  a  brother  suspended  for  the  non-payment  of  dues,  at  the  same  time 
remitting  those  dues,  provided  such  action  promised  harmony  and  advantage  to  the 
craft? 

Brother  Burr,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand 
Master's  annual  communication  as  relates  to  the  suspension  of  Salem  Lodge,  No.  97, 
report :  That  after  a  full  and  careful  examination  of  papers  put  into  their  hands,  they 
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are  forced  to  adopt  the  unwelcome  opinion  that  Salem  Lodge  No.  97,  has  knowingly- 
violated  the  XV th  rule  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges, 
in  this,  that  the  said  Salem  Lodge  received  the  petitions  of  two  persons  who  resided 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  Somerset  Lodge  No.  76,  and,  after  having  asked  of  that  Lodge 
permission  to  act  upon  their  petitions,  and  had  received  a  refusal  to  their  request,  pro- 
ceeded to  confer  upon  the  applicants  the  several  degrees  appertaining  to  their  Lodge. 

The  action  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  in  suspending  Salem  Lodge,  meets  with  the 
cordial  approbation  of  your  committee.  No  Lodge  should  be  permitted  to  violate,  with 
impunity,  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  whom  they  owe  allegiance, 
and  a  willful  departure  from  her  ordinances  should,  in  all  cases,  meet  with  prompt  and 
effectual  action  by  the  Grand  Officers  who  are  intrusted  with  their  preservation. 

Your  committee  cannot  refrain  from  giving,  at  the  present  time,  a  word  of  friendly 
admonition  to  the  brethren  of  Somerset  Lodge  No.  76.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  (Som- 
erset) Lodge  appears  to  reach  within  a  few  rods  of  the  door  of  the  Hall  of  Salem 
Lodge,  and  had  the  reasonable  request  of  Salem  Lodge  been  decided  by  the  golden  rule, 
"do  unto  others  as  you  would  that  they  should  do  unto  you,"  no  discordant  sound 
would  have  disturbed  the  workmen  of  our  mystic  temple. 

Your  committee  are  convinced  that  the  zeal  of  the  brethren  of  Salem  Lodge  to  ex- 
tend the  principles  of  the  Order,  in  their  immediate  vicinity,  caused  them  to  err,  and 
that  the  error  was  more  of  the  head  than  of  the  heart. 

Believing  that  the  broad  mantle  of  a  Mason's  charity  should  be  extended  over  erring 
brethren,  when  convinced  of  their  faults,  we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Resolved  That  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  restore  to  the  late  Master, 
Wardens  and  brethren  of  Salem  Lodge  No.  79,  the  charter  of  their  Lodge.

Brother  Hildreth  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  he  requested 
should  be  referred  to  the  standing  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensa- 
tions, but  the  same  was,  on  motion,  indefinitely  postponed  : 

Besolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  where  the  requisite  number  of 
Master  Masons,  members  of  a  Lodge  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications,  shall 
petition  for  a  dispensation,  and  the  Lodge  of  which  they  are  members  (being  the  near- 
est Lodge)  shall  refuse  to  vouch  for  the  moral  character  and  Masonic  qualifications  of 
the  petitioners,  the  vouching  for  the  same  by  the  next  nearest  Lodge  to  the  location  of 
the  new  Lodge,  is  a  compliance  with  the  requisitions  of  the  Xllth  article  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio :  provided  that  the  said  Lodge  of  which  the  peti- 
tioners are  members  shall  not  render  a  sufficient  reason  why  said  petitioners  ought  not 
to  have  a  dispensation,  after  being  notified  thereof  by  the  person  to  whom  application 
is  made  for  such  dispensation. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Keifer,  the  Grand  Lodge  adjourned  until  9  o'clock 

to-morrow  morning.  W.  B.  THRALL,  Grand  Master. 
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Thursday,  October  21,  9  o'clock  A.  M. 
The  Grand  Lodge  met  pursuant  to  adjournment — present  the  same  as 
yesterday — and  resumed  its  labors,  after  prayer  by  the  R.  W.  Brother 
Kreider. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

Accounts  were  presented  in  favor  of  Brothers  Scott,  Thrall  and  the 
Grand  Secretary ;  which  were  referred  to  the  committee  on  Accounts. 

Brother  Harris  presented  a  petition  from  certain  brethren  for  a  new 
Lodge  at  the  town  of  Republic ;  which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations. 

Brother  Griffith,  from  a  select  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual 
communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  made  the  following  report,  which  was 
agreed  to : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  following  resolution,  at  the  last  an- 
nual grand  communication,  to  wit:  "Resolved,  That  Lodges  working  under  dispensa- 
tion which  may  have  been  granted  between  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
shall  only  be  required  to  pay  grand  dues  in  proportion  to  the  time  said  Lodge  may 
have  been  in  existence ;  provided  said  dispensation  shall  not  have  been  granted  for  the 
revival  of  a  dormant  charter" — has  examined  the  subject  and  finds  that  the  resolution 
is  wholly  inconsistent  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  9th  section  of  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  therefore  totally  inadmissible.  Said  By-Law  is  in  the  following 
words,  to  wit :  "  Every  subordinate  Lodge  shall  pay,  annually,  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  at 
the  stated  meetings  thereof,  the  following  grand  dues,  to  wit:  for  each  initiation,  the 
sum  of  two  dollars;  and  for  each  member,  the  sum  of  seventy  five  cents ;  but  no  Grand 
Lodge  dues  shall  be  required  for  any  member  for  whom  an  initiation  fee  is  paid  during 
the  same  year." 

Your  committee  is,  therefore,  constrained  by  a  sense  of  imperative  duty,  to  recom- 
mend the  indefinite  postponement  of  the  resolution,  and  that  the  committee  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  conveyed  through  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  of  Arrangements,  to  the  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  composed  the  choir 
on  yesterday,  for  their  excellent  vocal  music,  gratuitously  bestowed. 

On  motion  of  Brother  Griffith,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year,  this  day  at  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

Brother  Kreider  presented  the  proposal  of  Brother  Charles  Scott,  for 
81 
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publishing  the  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  from  its  organ- 
ization in  Chillicothe,  A.  L.  5808,  to  the  present  time;  which  was  referred 
to  a  select  committee  of  three  — whereupon  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master 
appointed  Brothers  Kreider,  Latham  and  Jarvis  said  committee. 

The  following  named  Brethren  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence  for 
the  remainder  of  the  present  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz :  Brothers 
Harlem,  Jewett  and  Barnum. 

Brother  Burr,  from  the  committee  on  Grievances,  made  the  following 
report,  which  was  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Grievances,  to  which  was  referred  the  appeal  of  our  late  Brother 
Joseph  Smith,  from  the  sentence  of  expulsion  by  Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  report:  That 
they  have  examined  the  minutes  of  the  Lodge,  and  the  accompanying  papers  relating 
thereto  and  find  that  a  charge  of  unmasonic  conduct,  with  specifications,  were  pre- 
ferred against  the  said  Smith,  and  that  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  are  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  up  to  the  time  of  trial. 

A  motion  was  at  that  time  made  to  reduce  the  testimony  to  writing,  and  was  either 
voted  down  or  withdrawn.  The  trial  proceeded  without  reducing  the  evidence  to  wri- 
ting, as  is  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  second  specification  was  sustained  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  then 
present  A  motion  was  then  made  that  Brother  Joseph  Smith  be  expelled  from  the 
Lod-e  The  motion  was  lost  by  a  vote  of  13  to  15.  A  motion  of  reconsideration  was 
'  then  made  and  decided^  the  affirmative.  The  question  was  again  put  and  lost  by  one 
vote.  The  question  was  a  third  time  put,  and  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  the  casting 
vote  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge.  t 

Your  committee  take  exceptions  to  the  proceedings  of  Harmony  Lodge  in  two  par- 
ticulars :  1st.  In  not  reducing  the  testimony  to  writing,  thereby  depriving  the  accused 
of  a  rehearing  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  is  secured  to  him  by  the  24th  rule  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges.  2d.  After  the  motion  for  expulsion 
had  been  reconsidered,  and  a  second  time  decided  in  the  negative,  it  was  unjust  and 
contrary  to  the  rules  of  order  to  put  the  question  to  vote  a  third  time.  Your  com- 
mittee, for  the  reasons  above  given,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 

tWBesolved,  That  Brother  Joseph  Smith  be  and  he  is  hereby  restored  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  Masonry,  of  which  he  has  been  deprived  by  the  action  of  Harmony 
Lodge  No.  8. 

The  committee  further  report  that  they  have  examined  the  communication  of  John 
Campbell  who  complains  of  his  suspension  by  Union  Lodge  No.  71,  and  as  the  com- 
plainant has  not  seen  proper  to  avail  himself  of  the  provisions  of  the  24th  rule  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges,  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  take 
cognizance  of  the  case.  We  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consider- 
ation thereof. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  accompanying  the  appeal  of 
Brother  Alonzo  Knowles,  from  the  decision  of  Union  Lodge  No.  102,  report,  that  they 
have  given  the  papers  a  careful  perusal,  and  find  that  the  action  of  Union  Lodge  in 
the  premises  is  in  accordance  with  Masonic  usage,  and  would  ask  to  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  thereof. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  J.  M.  Irvine,  rela- 
ting to  the  proceedings  of  Jerusalem  Lodge  No.  19,  have  given  the  subject  committed 
to  their  charge  such  examination  as  time  and  circumstances  would  permit,  but  are 
unable  to  make  at  the  present  time  a  satisfactory  report  thereon.  The  committee 
would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
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Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  one  be  appointed  to  inquke  into  the  condition  of  Je- 
rusalem Lodge  No.  19,  and  that  the  committee  be  instructed  to  report  his  proceedings 
to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable.

On  motion,  the  Grand  Lodge  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the 
whole  on  the  subject  of  the  amendments  of  the  By-Laws — Brother  Field- 
ing in  the  chair. 

On  motion,  the  committee  rose  and  reported  the  following  amendment 

to  the  15th  Rule  for  the  government  of  subordinate  Lodges ;  which,  after 

several  propositions  to  amend,  was  adopted  as  reported,  viz : 

"No  candidate  shall  be  received  in  any  Lodge  but  the  one  nearest  his  residence; 
Provided  he  may  be  received  in  any  other  Lodge  by  a  vote  of  said  nearest  Lodge ;  Pro- 
vided further,  that  in  any  city  or  town  any  Lodge  therein  may  receive  an  applicant  resi- 
dent in  said  city  or  town." 

The  proceedings  and  By-Laws  of  Fellowship  Lodge  No.  106,  were 

referred  to  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations. 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  made  the  following  re- 
ports, which  were  agreed  to : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  report:   That  they  have  examined  the 
dispensations,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  the  following  Lodges,  and  find  them  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 
Malta  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Malta.  Morgan  county. 
Toledo  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Toledo,  Lucas  county. 

Also,  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Ashland  Lodge  No. — ,  in  Ash- 
land, Ashland  county,  and  find  them  correct,  with  the  following  exceptions  in  the  By- 
Laws  of  said  Lodge:  The  committee  would  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out  all 
of  Article  II,  and  erase  the  words  "at  or'*  in  Article  XIV. 

They  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  Buckeye 
Lodge  No.  — ,  in  New  Richmond,  Clermont  county,  and  find  the  same  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  these  exceptions:  The  committee  would 
recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out  the  words  "  New  Richmond/'  in  the  first  Article 
of  its  By-Laws,  and  insert  "Buckeye;"  also,  to  strike  out  all  of  Article  XXIV. 

Your  committee  have  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of  West- 
ern Sun  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Wheelersburgh,  Scioto  county,  and  find  the  same  to  be  cor- 
rect, with  the  following  exceptions:  The  committee  recommend  to  said  Lodge  the 
following  amendments  and  additions  to  its  By-Laws:  strike  out  all  after  the  word 
"  Lodge,"  in  the  4th  line  from  the  bottom  in  the  8th  Article,  and  insert  the  words  "  one 
dollar;"  also,  to  strike  out  the  14th  Article;  also,  to  insert  the  words  "Senior  and 
Junior  Deacons,"  after  the  word  "Treasurer,"  in  the  15th  Article,  and  to  strike  out  all 
of  said  Article  after  the  word  "  officer." 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceedings  of 
Mount  Olive  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Plymouth,  Washington  county,  and  find  them  to  conform 
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to  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  following  exceptions: 
The  committee  advise  the  following  alterations  in  the  By-Laws  of  said  Lodge:  strike 
out  all  of  the  preamble  except  the  last  clause;  strike  out  all  of  Article  II  after  the 
words  "eve  of  said  festival add  the  words  "at  all  meetings,"  after  the  word  "  pre- 
side," in  the  first  line  of  Article  III,  and  strike  out  the  entire  of  the  3d  section  of  Arti- 
cle VIII. 

Your  committee  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  That  charters  issue  to  Malta  Lodge,  in  Malta,  Morgan  county,  to  be  No.  — ; 
to  Toledo  Lodge,  in  Toledo,  Lucas  county,  to  be  No.  — ;  to  Ashland  Lodge,  in  Ashland, 
Ashland  county,  to  be  No—;  to  Buckeye  Lodge,  in  New  Richmond,  Clermont  county, 
to  be  No.  — ;  to  Western  Sun  Lodge,  in  Wheelersburgh,  Scioto  county,  to  be  No.  — : 
and  to  Mount  Olive  Lodge,  in  Plymouth,  Washington  county,  to  be  No.  — . 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  have  also  had  under  consideration  and 
examined  the  application  of  John  E.  Dalton,  and  fourteen  others,  for  a  dispensation 
for  a  Lodge  at  New  Vienna,  in  Clinton  county,  to  be  called  New  Vienna  Lodge,  and 
recommend  the  issuing  of  a  dispensation. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  application  of  Peter  L.  Wilson,  and  ten 
others,  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  at  Russeiville,  in  Brown  county,  to  be  called  Rus- 
selville  Lodge,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  granted. 

Your  committee  have  also  examined  the  application  of  Charles  G.  Gallisio,  and  seven 
others,  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  at  Wapaukonnetta,  in  Allen  county,  to  be  called 
Hamer  Lodge,  and  recommend  the  issuing  of  a  dispensation. 

Your  committee  would  also  recommend  that  the  dispensation  of  Covington  Lodge, 
in  Miami  county,  be  continued  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  likewise  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Fellowship  Lodge 
No.  106,  and  find  the  same  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Somerset  Lodge  No.  76, 
and  find  them  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  etc.,  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  section  1 
of  Article  V.  The  committee  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  insert  the  word  "regular" 
before  the  word  "communication ;"  also,  to  strike  out  the  words  "  the  first  ballot  shall 
include  the  two  subsequent  degrees,  provided  that,  at  the  conferring  of  either  of  the 
subsequent  degrees,  a  ballot  be  had  on  motion  of  a  brother,  with  a  second,"  from  said 
first  section. 

Your  committee  have  had  under  consideration  and  examined  the  amended  By-Laws 
of  Columbia  Lodge  No.  44,  and  find  them  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  with  the  following  exceptions:  The  committee  would 
recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out  the  word  "right,"  in  Articles  III,  X,  and  XV; 
also,  the  words  "  unless  in  cases  of  expulsion,"  in  Article  XVI,  and  to  add  the  words 
"if  of  a  nature  to  be  written/7  after  the  word  "  charges,"  in  the  second  clause  of  Arti- 
cle XXVI. 

Your  committee  heve  also  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Union  Lodge  No.  102, 
and  find  the  same  to  conform  to  the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  the  4th  and  5th 
sections  of  Article  II,  which  the  committee  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  be  stricken 
out.  The  committee  also  recommend  the  following  alterations:  Insert  the  word 
"vote  "  before  the  word  "  thereon,"  in  the  fifth  section  of  Article  IV. 

Also,  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Harmony  Lodge  No.  8,  and  find  them  in  accordance 
with  the  Laws,  etc.,  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  the  words,  "  longer  than  one  year,"  in 
Article  X,  which  the  committee  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out. 

Also,  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Mt.  Zion  Lodge  No.  9,  and  find  them  to  conform  to 
the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  except  the  third  section  of  Article  II,  which  the  com- 
mittee recommend  to  said  Lodge  to  strike  out ;  providing  that  the  12th  section  of  Arti- 
cle X  shall  in  no  case  be  so  construed  as  to  receive  petitions  or  go  into  ballotings  for 
candidates. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
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Besolved,  That  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Fellowship  Lodge  No.  106,  Somerset  Lodffe 
No.  76,  Somerset  Lodge  No.  44,  Union  Lodge  No.  102,  Harmony  Lodge  N^8  and  Mt 
Zion  Lodge  No.  9,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  approved.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  "  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's 
annual  communication  as  relates  to  the  subject  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  and  the  office 
thereof,"  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  with  profound  regret  they  learn  that  Brother  S.  Reed  has  signified  his  desire  to 
retire  from  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer,  the  duties  of  which  post,  in  the  truthful  lan- 
guage of  the  annual  communication,  he  has  indeed  discharged  with  " great  skill  and 
singular  fidelity ;  "  and  your  committee  cheerfully  and  heartily  concur  with  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master  in,  to  them,  the  pleasing  duty  of  bearing  "public  testimony  to  the  self 
sacrificing  devotion,  the  ardent  fervency  and  untiring  zeal"  with  which  this  officer  has 
discharged  his  high  trust. 

Your  committee  find,  by  reference  to  the  2d  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  that  a  Grand  Lecturer  is  indispensable  to  the  promotion  of  the  cause,  and  that 
by  Article  7th  of  the  Constitution,  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  is  required  to  appoint  such 
officer,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Your  committee  fully  concur 
in  opinion  with  the  early  framers  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  in  the  propriety 
and  necessity  that  then  existed,  and,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  still  exists  to  a 
far  greater  extent,  for  such  an  officer.  The  experience  of  the  past  few  years  has  shown, 
clearly,  that  without  some  efficient  and  cautious  effort,  uniformity  in  work,  an  end  so 
desirable,  can  never  be  attained.  It  is  obvious,  from  the  rapid  increase  of  subordinate 
Lodges  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  By-Laws,  that  the  vast  accumulation  of  labor 
in  the  department  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  renders  it  physically  impossible  for  one,  un- 
aided, to  perform  all  its  duties,  and  that  a  material  change  is  imperatively  demanded  in 
said  By-Laws;  and  from  among  the  very  many  proposed  alterations  which  have  pre- 
sented themselves  to  the  minds  of  your  committee,  they  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing resolution  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  the  17th  Section  of  the  By-Laivs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  following  shall  be  substituted,  viz:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Lecturer  to  appoint,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master, 
one  or  more  Deputv  Grand  Lecturers,  who,  with  the  Grand  Lecturer,  shall,  under  the 
advice  and  with  the"  consent  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  cause  the  work  of  the  several 
Lodges  to  be  uniform.  And  upon  any  question  of  difference  of  opinion  arising  m  the 
discharge  of  their  several  duties,  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  when  in  session,  and 
of  the  Grand  Master  at  all  other  times,  shall  be  final.  The  Grand  Lecturer,  or  a  Deputy 
under  his  direction,  shall  visit  each  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  at  least  once  in  each  year, 
and  communicate  the  proper  and  uniform  mode  of  work.  All  Deputy  Grand  Lecturers 
shall  make  and  transmit  to  the  Grand  Lecturer  a  full  report  of  their  acts;  and  the 
Grand  Lecturer  shall  report  the  same,  together  with  a  full  account  of  his  own  acts,  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  annual  communication,  which  annual  communication  it  shall 
be  his  duty  to  attend ;  and  for  such  services  he  and  they  shall  be  paid  such  sums  as  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  from  time  to  time  determine.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  from  Brother  Samuel 
Reed,  Grand  Lecturer,  addressed  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  hereto  attached,  have  had 
the  same  under  consideration,  and  report:  That  by  the  language  of  said  communica- 
tion the  Grand  Lodge  is  distinctly  informed  that  it  cannot,  under  any  circumstances, 
further  avail  itself  of  his  valuable  services  as  Grand  Lecturer;  and  your  committee,  in 
common  as  they  believe  with  every  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  deeply  regret  the 
existence  of  any  circumstances  which  deprive  it  of  the  services  of  so  prompt,  efficient 
and  competent^  teacher.  And  your  committee  regard  the  affectionate  and  kind  ex- 
pressions of  that  communication  as  indicative  of  the  influence  which  a  faithful  inculca- 
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tion  and  practice  of  the  principles  and  virtues  of  the  craft  are  calculated  to  produce,  in 
softening  the  asperities  of  our  nature  and  elevating  our  moral  and  social  condition. 
Your  committee  offer,  therefore,  for  adoption  the  following  resolution  : 
Resolved,  unanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  hereby  affectionately 
tendered  to  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  for  the  zealous,  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
he  has  discharged,  for  a  series  of  years,  the  arduous  and  responsible  duties  of  Grand 
Lecturer.

The  following  is  the  communication  from  Brother  Samuel  Reed,  which 
is  referred  to  in  the  above  report: 

To  the  M.  W.  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio: 

Dear  Brethren  —  The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the  labors  which  at  your  last  annual  grand 
cominunicaton,  I  pledged  myself  to  perform,  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  ability,  will  have  closed  ;  and 
I  look  forward  with  pleasing  anticipation  to  tbe  day  and  hour  when  I  can  retire  to  the  family  circle 
and  enjoy  that  peace  and  tranquillity  which  my  health  so  much  requires. 

And  here,  my  dear  brethren,  permit  me  to  say,  that  I  cannot  retire  without  expressing  my  heartfelt 
gratitude  for  the  honor  conferred,  and  the  confidence  reposed,  in  selecting  me  as  a  teacher  of  the  great 
family  of  Masons  in  Ohio  ;  a  duty  that  I  entered  upon  with  fearful  forebodings.  Having  spent  four 
years  in  the  great  and  glorious  work,  I  can  now  say,  in  truth  and  soberness,  that  a  more  pleasing  duty 
was  never  conferred  upon  me.  And  yet,  dear  brethren,  there  are  some  things  that  I  have  to  regret  ; 
and  first,  I  regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  every  Lodge  in  the  state.  I  have,  however,  visited 
every  place  whence  I  received  the  slightest  intimation  that  my  services  were  wanted,  with  a  very  few 
exceptions,  and  among  these  Wooster  stands  conspicuous.  I  received  their  invitation  while  at  Steu- 
benville  last  winter.  I  had  then  been  absent  from  home  four  months,  and  was  nearly  worn  out,  and 
the  weather  was  so  inclement  that  the  mail  stages  had  ceased  to  run,  and  I  had  either  to  walk  or  ride 
on  a  mail  bag  on  horseback  a  distance  of  90  miles.  My  intention  was,  on  my  return  home,  to  visit 
Perrysburg,  Maumee  City  and  Toledo,  and  then  to  go  by  way  of  the  lake  to  Wooster  ;  but  while  at  To- 
ledo, I  was  taken  violently  sick  and  was  compelled  to  return  home. 

Secondly,  I  regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  produce  a  greater  uniformity  of  work  throughout  our 
state — an  object  so  much  to  be  desired. 

Thirdly,  I  regret,  above  all,  having  to  levy  so  heavy  a  tax  upon  the  members,  in  requiring  them  to 
unlearn  much  that  they  had  acquired  by  great  labor  and  diligence.  But  what  was  I  to  do?  I  saw 
that  the  system  taught  by  my  predecessor  and  that  taught  by  myself  differed  very  materially  :  the 
question  must  be  settled,  and  I  reflected  that  I  had  received  my  Masonic  instruction  from  a  high 
source,  and  that  I  had  in  my  possession  documentary  testimony  as  to  its  antiquity,  truth  and  consist- 
ency with  common  sense — such  as  I  was  willing  to  live  and  die  by.  My  road,  therefore,  became  per- 
fectly plain  ;  and  I  saw  no  way  but  to  levy  the  tax  above  referred  to. 

I  have  traversed  much  of  the  state,  and  visited  most  of  the  Lodges,  having  traveled,  during  the  two 
past  years,  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  miles,  and  assisted  in  conferring  about  ei^ht  hund- 
red and  fifty  degrees ;  and  the  system,  so  far,  has  received  the  unqualified  approbation  of  the  M.  W. 
Grand  Master,  and  many  others  of  the  most  distinguished  Masons  now  living  in  America,  together 
with  every  Lodge  that  I  have  visited,  without  an  exception,  as  documents  in  my  possession  abundantly 
testify. 

And  now,  dear  brethren,  having  taxed  your  patience  in  the  rehearsal  of  what  I  have  had  to  regret, 
I  must  crave  your  indulgence  while  I  repeat  a  few  things  that  I  have  had  to  admire,  and  that 
have  caused  my  heart  to  leap  for  joy.  I  have  seen  the  tears  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan  dried,  and 
themselves  fed  and  clothed.  I  have  seen  the  prejudices  of  the  female  portion  of  our  friends  vanish 
like  dew  before  "  the  brilliant  rays  of  the  rising  sun."  I  have  seen  the  drunkard,  the  gambler,  and 
the  profane  swearer  excluded  from  a  participation  in  our  glorious  privileges.  I  have  seen  the  venera- 
ble patriarch,  whose  locks  were  whitened  by  the  frosts  of  some  seventy  or  eighty  winters,  re-enlist 
under  our  broad  banner  with  the  ardor  of  youth.  I  have  seen  an  aged  father,  surrounded  by  seven 
sons,  all  Masons.  I  have  seen  a  father  present,  and  his  heart  melted  into  tenderness,  when  his  son 
who  was  about  to  repair  to  the  seat  of  war,  received  those  instructions  which  would  enable  him  in 
case  of  distress,  to  summon  a  brother  from  the  enemy's  camp.  I  have  seen  a  father  preside  and 
confer  the  Master's  degree  upon  his  own  son,  and  charge  him  never  to  disgrace  a  jewel  intrusted  to 
his  care  !  And  I  have  seen  hundreds  of  our  best  citizens  conducted  to  the  Christian  altar  through  the 
medium  of  Masonic  teaching. 

These  things  have  so  affected  my  nerves,  that  I  declare  to  you,  if  I  know  myself,  they  caused 
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me  to  love  the  whole  human  race;  and  I  would  willingly  have  washed  the  feet  of  the  humblest  mem- 
ber of  our  venerable  Order. 

Our  institution  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  best  class  of  citizens  of  our  state.  It  is  found  in  the 
pulpit,  on  the  bench,  at  the  bar,  with  the  medical  faculty,  and  in  all  the  ramifications  of  active  busi- 
ness life,  both  public  and  private;  and  all  engaged  in  endeavoring  to  correct  the  vices  and  purify  the 
morals  of  those  around  them.  Go  on,  then,  dear  brethren,  and  may  your  course  be  onward  and 
upward,  until  we  shall  all  meet  "  in  that  Grand  Lodge  that's  far  awa'." 

In  conclusion,  my  ardent  prayers  are,  that  in  selecting  my  successor,  you  may  be  guided  by  wisdom, 
and  that  the  lot  may  fall  upon  one  who  can  bring  to  his  aid  more  talents,  better  skill,  and  more 
extensive  usefulness.  With  these  sentiments,  and  my  best  wishes  for  your  future  prosperity,  permit 
me  to  take  an  affectionate  leave.  And  here  let  me  be  clearly  and  distinctly  understood,  that  I  am  not 
a  candidate  for  reappointment,  neither  can  I  accept  the  office  if  appointed. 

May  the  God  of  our  Fathers  ever  have  you  and  me  in  His  holy  keeping,  and  cause  His  face  to  shine 
upon  you  and  preserve  you  from  falling.

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  offered  by  Brother  Davis, 
relative  to  imposing  certain  additional  duties  upon  the  Grand  Lecturer,  have  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  and  report:  That  having  had  other  papers  referred  to  them, 
containing  the  same  subject  matter  upon  which  this  committee  have  reported,  they 
respectfully  ask  to  be  discharged  from  its  further  consideration.

Besolved  That  when  any  Lodge  working  under  dispensation  shall  fail  to  obtain  a 
chartei -  the  jewels  of  such  Lodge  shall  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge  and  sold  for  its 
benefit  and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  over  to  the  brethren  of  such  dissolved  Lodge, 
Sh'  with  the  fee  paid  by  them  for  dispensation;  provided  that  said  Lodge  has 
acted  in  sTrict  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Brother  Thornhill,  from  a  select  committee,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  resolution  unanimously  adopted : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  Brother  Casper 
Thiell  in  relation  to  the  project  of  publishing  a  volume  on  the  Masonic  labors  of  the 
illustrious  Washington,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  report :  In  a  con- 
ference wHh  Brother  Thiell,  the  committee  have  had  an  opportunity  of  examining  the 
details  of  the  proposed  publication  of  the  social  virtues  and  Masonic  labors  of  Wash- 
in  g ton- which  are  found  to  consist  of  a  variety  of  facts  and  incidents  of  a  most  inter- 
esting and  entertaining  nature,  and  establishing,  beyond  all  doubt,  the  ardent  attach- 
ment°of  that  great  and  good  man  to  the  principles  and  usages  of  our  ancient  Order. 
The  committee  do  not  hesitate  to  advance  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  volume  will 
merit  the  patronage  of  every  American  citizen— as  it  will  bring  to  view  the  most  sub- 
lime traits  of  character  of  him  who  is  now,  and,  it  is  hoped,  ever  will  be,  "first  in  the 
hearts  of  his  countrymen."  And  it  is  not  so  much  with  a  view  of  claiming  honor  and 
distinction  to  our  fraternity,  as  with  a  view  of  aiding  in  placing  before  the  present  and 
future  generations  the  evidences  given  by  the  "father  of  his  country,"  in  his  private 
and  social  walk,  of  that  rich  and  glowing  benevolence  of  heart  which  prompted  his 
self-devotion  to  the  cause  of  liberty  and  the  happiness  of  the  human  family,  that  the 
committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  following: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  highly  approve  of  Brother  Casper  Thiell's 
plan  of  publishing  a  volume  on  the  Masonic  labors  of  the  illustrious  Washington,  and 
do  cheerfully  recommend  his  enterprise  to  the  favorable  consideration  and  patronage 
of  the  brethren  to  whose  notice  the  same  may  be  brought.

Brother  Gotshall,  from  a  select  committee,  made  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

The  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's 
annual  communication  as  relates  to  the  subject  of  Masonic  Festivals,  have  had  that 
subject  under  consideration,  and  report :  That  they  most  cordially  agree  with  the  views 
expressed  by  our  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  as  to  the  too  frequent  recurrence  of  those  pub- 
lic festivals— the  tendency  of  which  is,  in  a  great  measure,  to  defeat  those  advantages 
to  the  Craft  sought  to  be  derived  therefrom.  With  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  with- 
out trespassing  upon  the  patience  of  the  Grand  Lodge  by  presenting  a  recapitulation  of 
the  various  reasons  which  have  forced  this  truth  upon  the  minds  of  the  committee, 
they  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  no  subordinate  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion should  hold  a  public  festival,  unless  clearly  satisfied  that  such  festival  is  demanded 
by  and  will  be  promotive  of  the  interests  of  the  Craft.

Brother  TJiompson,  from  the  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations, 
made  the  following  reports,  which  were  adopted : 

The  committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations,  to  whom  was  referred  the  application 
of  John  S.  Smith  and  26  others,  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Lodge  in  Republic,  Seneca 
county,  have  examined  the  same  and  report :  That  no  dispensation  can  be  granted  for 
a  Lodge  unless  the  application  is  recommended  by  the  Lodge  nearest  the  location  of 
the  new  Lodge.    See  article  12th  of  the  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  committee  therefore  ask  to  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  this  sub- 
ject. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  dispensation,  By-Laws  and  proceed- 
ings of  Farmers'  Lodge  No.  — ,  in  Fredonia,  Licking  county,  have  examined  the  same, 
and  find  them  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
with  the  following  exceptions :  The  committee  would  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to 
strike  out  the  word  "January,"  in  the  2d  article  of  its  By-Lays,  and  insert  the  word 
"November;"  and  at  the  end  of  article 8th  add  the  words  "this  article  shall  in  no  wise 
be  so  construed  as  to  extend  to  more  than  two  ballotings." 
The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  to  Farmers'  Lodge,  No.  — ,  be  continued  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  same  committee  have  also  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Salem  Lodge  No. 
87,  and,  with  the  following  exceptions,  find  them  in  accordance  with  the  laws,  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge:  The  committee  would  recommend  to  said  Lodge  to 
strike  out  all  of  Article  II;  also,  in  the  Vllth  Article,  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  pro- 
vided," and  insert  the  words  "he  he  a  Past  Master;"  also,  in  the  Vlllth  Article,  strike 
out  the  words  "  when  directed  to  the  Worshipful  Master,"  and  all  after  the  word 
"therefor,"  in  the  6th  line  from  the  bottom;  also,  in  the  XVIIth  Article,  strike  out  the 
words  "  provided  it  be  a  regular  meeting,  or  an  adjourned  regular  stated  meeting  that 
it  is  received ;"  also,  strike  out  the  XXth  Article ;  also,  strike  out  all  after  the  word 
«  him,"  in  the  XXIId  Article,  and  that  Article  XXVIII  be  stricken  out. 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  79, 
and  recommend  to  said  Lodge  the  following  alterations  and  additions,  to  wit:  Article 
I,  section  2,  strike  out  the  words  "but  no  brother  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Lodge  for 
more  than  one  year's  dues  shall  be  eligible  to  office  or  entitled  to  vote ;"  Article  II,  sec- 
tion 2,  strike  out  the  words  "  or  Master  Mason  may  preside;"  Article  V,  section  2,  strike 
out  all  after  the  words  " he  shall,"  to  the  word  "inform,7'  so  that  said  section  will  read 
as  amended,  "  he  shall  inform  the  secretary  of  Amity  Lodge,  in  writing,  of  the  name  of 
any  candidate  who  has  been  rejected;"  Article  VIII,  section  1,  strike  out  the  words 
"three  months,"  and  insert  the  words  "one  year;"  Article  VIII,  section  2,  strike  out 
all  after  the  word  "  emergency ;"  Article  VIII,  section  3,  strike  out  the  words  "receiv- 
ing his  degree,"  and  insert  "being  balloted  for;"  Article  VIII,  section  4,  strike  out  the 
word  "  two,"  and  insert  "  one  ;"  also,  in  same  section,  strike  out  the  word  "  third,"  and 
insert  second;"  Article  X,  section  4,  strike  out  the  words  "or  sooner  if  required;"  and 
to  strike  out  all  of  the  1st  section  of  the  XlVth  Article. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  the  amended  By-Laws  of  Salem  Lodge  No.  87,  and  the  amended  By- 
Laws  of  Lafayette  Lodge  No.  79,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  accepted. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions, 
to  wit : 

Whereas,  Eber  W.  Hubbard,  Ozias  Long,  Ansel  Keith,  Elijah  Parker,  Ira  Tillatoon, 
John  S  Hotchkiss.  and  Edward  M.  Ekron,  all  Master  Masons,  recommended  in  due  form 
bv  the  Worshipful  Master,  Wardens  and  brethren  of  Union  Lodge  No.  127,  m  Washing- 
ton being  the  nearest  adjacent  Lodge,  have  petitioned  the  Grand  Lodge  in  due  form  lor 
a  resuscitation  of  the  charter  of  King  Solomon's  Lodge  No.  90,  in  Elyria;  which  peti- 
tion and  charter  are  in  the  hands  of  Brother  H.  P.  Sage,  the  delegate  from  said  Union 
Lodge,  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Grand  Secretary;  therefore 

1  Resolved  that  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master,  on  the  reception  of  said  petition  through 
the' Grand  Secretary,  shall  grant  permission  to  the  aforesaid  brethren  to  resume  labor  ; 
and  that  Eber  W.  Hubbard  be  appointed  W.  Master,  Ozias  Long  Senior  Warden,  and 
Ansel  Keith  Junior  Warden,  until  others  be  elected  in  due  form  by  their  associates. 

2  That  liberty  be  given  to  the  Hon.  Eber  W.  Hubbard,  Ozias  Long,  Ansel  Keith  and 
others,  their  associates,  in  Elyria,  Lorain  county,  Ohio,  to  resume  labor  under  their  for- 
mer charter,

It  is  necessary  to  state  that  the  foregoing  statement  is  founded  almost  wholly  upon 
estimates.  The  accounts  not  yet  being  balanced  upon  the  Treasurer's  books,  and  the 
important  ones  being  kept  open  for  entries,  constantly  making,  of  receipts  as  well  as 
expenditures;  the  latter  under  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  by  which  the  exact 
footing  cannot  well  be  ascertained  until  the  entire  close  of  the  session.  Your  commit- 
tee regret  this  state  of  things,  and  have  delayed  their  report  to  this  late  period  in  order 
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to  have  it  in  their  power  to  present  what,  in  reports  of  this  kind,  should  appear  mathe- 
matical certainties. 

Your  committee,  however,  have  much  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  state  that  the 
above  balance,  as  stated,  will  be  found  to  be  nearly  correct ;  and  thus  showing  the 
gratifying  result  of  the  operation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  under  its  present  financial  system, 
embraced  in  its  By-Laws  and  Rules,  and  the  continued  care  that  has  been  exercised  by 
the  members  in  not  making  unwise  appropriations  of  their  funds. 

The  same  enlightened  administration  of  its  affairs  will  keep  and  preserve  its  finances 
as  it  was  in  olden  time,  in  a  safe  and  sound  condition.  At  the  present,  the  Grand  Lodge 
is  entirely  free  from  debt  of  all  kinds,  whether  funded  or  otherwise,  and  is  once  more 
blessed  with  a  small  surplus  in  its  treasury.  That  care  should  be  used  in  husbanding 
its  assets,  and  thus  to  enable  it  to  preserve  and  perpetuate  its  financial  integrity  to  the 
world,  is  incumbent  upon  all,  collectively  and  individually.  The  more  so  as,  by  refer- 
ence to  past  years,  it  is  known  that  a  single  measure  of  an  improvident  nature  resulted 
in  bankrupting  the  treasury,  that  was,  when  that  measure  was  first  introduced,  largely 
greater  than  the  present  surplus.  Indeed,  with  the  increasing  expenditures  necessarily 
incident  to  a  largely  increased  body,  and  the  reflection  that  soon,  and  probably  from 
this  time  hereafter,  the  receipts  for  dispensations  will  be  greatly  lessened,  it  is  apparent 
that  the  duty,  as  prudent  men  and  Masons,  is  already  admonishing  us  that  care  will 
continue  to  be  required  to  keep  and  preserve  our  present  surplus,  or,  perhaps,  to  be  able 
to  have  our  expenditures  not  exceed  our  income  from  all  sources.  Your  committee 
would  state,  in  reference  to  the  lots  in  Lancaster,  that  they  remain  unsold  5  and  as 
the  one  who,  heretofore  had  charge  of  them,  has  performed  the  duties  assigned  him, 
your  committee  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

■Resolved  That  the  supervision  and  care  of  the  Grand  Lodge  lots  in  Lancaster  be  con- 
fided to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  Brother  Timo.

"Proposals  for  publishing  the  Transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio,  from  its  organization  in  Chffli- 
cothe,  A.  L.  5808,  to  the  present  time. 

"  It  is  now  near  forty  years  since  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  most  ancient  and  hon- 
orable fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  in  the  State  of  Ohio.  The  proceedings  of  that  body 
have  been,  from  time  to  time,  published  to  a  limited  extent,  in  small  pamphlets,  and  in  barely  suffi- 
cient numbers  to  supply  the  several  Lodges,  at  the  time  in  existence,  each  three  copies.  Beyond  this 
the  fraternity  of  Ohio  have  no  means  of  knowing  what  have  been  the  acts  of  their  predecessors— or 
the  reasons  which  governed  their  actions.  Few  of  the  active  Masons  now  in  the  Lodges  have  access 
to  more  than  a  very  small  number  of  those  fugitive  pamphlets,  and  even  these  of  a  comparatively 
recent  date. 

"It  has  been  deemed  a  matter  of  sufficient  interest  to  warrant  the  undertaking  of  gathering  up  a 
file  of  the  annual  publications  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  its  transactions,  and  republishing  the  same  in  a 
more  permanent  and  substantial  form.  With  this  view,  the  undersigned  has  endeavored,  within  the 
last  three  years,  to  procure  a  complete  file  of  the  Grand  Lodge  proceedings,  and  by  the  aid  of  a  zeal- 
ous and  indefatigable  friend,  possessing  more  than  ordinary  facilities,  has  succeeded  in  procuring  all 
with  the  exception  of  those  for  the  years  1811,  August  session  of  1817,  and  1819,  and  the  effort  is  still 
continued  to  make  the  file  complete. 

"It  is  now  proposed  to  publish  these  transactions  in  an  octavo  volume,  bringing  the  same  down  so 
as  to  include  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  present  year,  including,  also  a  complete  list 
of  the  working  Lodges  now  in  the  state,  with  a  list  of  their  officers  and  members.  To  warrant  this 
undertaking,  a  guaranty  of  some  800  to  1000  subscribers  will  be  indispensable.  The  work  will  make  a 
book  of  from  €00  to  800  pages  of  large  octavo  ;  to  be  printed  on  fair  type  and  good  pap.r,  and  put  up 
in  law  binding.    It  will  be  delivered  to  subscribers  at  $2  per  copy,  payable  on  delivery.  '

The  report  of  Brother  Strickland,  from  the  committee  appointed  at  the 
last  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  subject  of  orphan  schools, 
was  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  referred  to  a  special  committee,  but 
not  having  been  returned  to  the  Secretary,  was  also  omitted  on  the  records. 
The  report  is  as  follows : 

The  committee  to  whom,  at  the  last  annual  grand  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  was  referred  the  subject  of  inquiring  into  the  expediency  of  establishing  a 
school  for  the  gratuitous  education  of  orphan  children  of  deceased  Masons,  ask  leave 
to  present  the  following  report : 

Your  committee,  after  having  taken  the  matter  with  which  they  were  charged  under 
careful  consideration,  prepared  and  forwarded  the  following  circular  to  all  the  Lodges 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

"Dear  Brethren :— We,  the  undersigned,  having  been  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ohio,  at  its  last  annual  grand  communication,  a  committee,  with  instructions 
to  inquire  into  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  establishing  a  school  under  the  patron- 
age of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  subject  to  its  supervision,  for  educating  the  orphan  chil- 
dren of  deceased  Masons,  take  the  liberty  of  addressing  you  on  the  subject,  and 
respectfully  submit  the  following  inquiries,  to  which  we  invite  your  attention,  and 
which,  at  your  earliest  convenience,  you  will  please  answer: 

"1st.  What  is  your  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  founding  such  an  institution?  2d. 
What  kind  of  an  institution  would  you  recommend  1  3d.  How  should  it  be  endowed  ? 
4th.  Where  should  it  be  located  1  5th.  Are  there  any  who  will  make  donations  for  this 
Masonic  enterprise'?  As  the  object  is  one  which  commends  itself  to  the  mind  and 
heart  of  every  intelligent  and  virtuous  Mason,  we  do  not  conceive  it  at  all  important  to 
enter  into  any  argument  in  its  behalf,  believing  that  it  will  find  a  cheerful  response  in 
the  breast  of  every  brother.  Yours,  fraternally, 

W.  P.  Strickland,

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To  this  circular  responses  were  received,  embracing  answers  to  the  different  queries 
proposed,  from  a  large  number  of  Lodges,  and  also  a  circular  from  the  Zanesville 
Chapter.  Most  of  these  responses  were  of  a  favorable  character,  and  united,  heartily, 
in  recommending  the  Grand  Lodge  to  found  such  an  institution  as  the  resolution  con- 
templates, upon  some  safe  and  practicable  plan,  so  soon  as  it  shall  realize  a  sufficient 
amount  of  funds,  by  Grand  dues  or  otherwise,  to  justify  the  undertaking.  Your  com- 
mittee also  received  a  communication  from  the  President  of  the  "Masonic  College," 
located  at  Lagrange,  Kentucky,  containing  a  succinct  history  of  the  rise,  progress,  and 
prospects  of  said  institution,  and  strongly  sympathizing  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio 
in  her  incipient  efforts  to  found  one  of  a  similar  character.  The  College  is  represented, 
by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  appointed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky, 
agreeably  to  its  charter,  to  be  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  having  two  hundred 
and  three  students  from  twenty  counties  in  Kentucky  and  nine  different  States  in  the 
Union,  besides  four  from  France,  and  one  from  Spain.  The  faculty  are  required,  by  the 
charter,  to  be  Masons  in  good  and  regular  standing,  and  the  beneficiaries  are  sons  of 
Masonic  parentage  in  indigent  circumstances.  The  College  is  endowed  by  the  Grand 
and  subordinate  Lodges  of  Kentucky,  and  the  beneficiaries  are  supported  by  scholar- 
ships taken  by  the  different  Lodges.  The  institution  is  on  the  manual  labor  principle; 
and  we  would  here  remark  that  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  favorable  to  the  founding  of 
a  Masonic  school  in  this  State,  recommend  the  manual  labor  system.  The  circular 
from  Temperance  Lodge  contains  many  valuable  suggestions  on  this  subject. 

The  circular  of  the  Columbus  Lodge,  evidently  the  result  of  much  thought  and  care- 
ful investigation  of  the  subject,  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  impracticable 
to  establish  a  school  answering  the  end  designed.  This  impracticability  is  shown  by 
the  cost  and  expenses  which  would  necessarily  accrue  in  successfully  carrying  forward 
the  enterprise.  The  inexpediency  of  attempting  the  establishment  of  such  an  institu- 
tion as  the  circular  of  the  Columbus  Lodge  contemplates,  is  obviously  demonstrated  by 
the  estimates  which  are  given,  and  your  committee  would  arrive  at  the  same  conclu- 
sion, was  it  in  contemplation  to  erect  a  College  edifice  and  endow  professorships.  This 
they  consider,  however,  as  entirely  out  of  the  question,  at  least  at  the  present  time. 
The  circular  recommends  a  plan  in  which,  should  the  Grand  Lodge  fail  in  establishing 
a  manual  labor  school,  your  committee  heartily  concur.  The  plan  recommended  is, 
11  to  make  it  the  duty,  as  no  doubt  it  would  be  the  pleasure  of  every  subordinate  Lodge 
in  the  State,  to  have  a  list  of  all  the  Masons  and  Masons'  children  living  within  its  ju- 
risdiction, and  by  its  own  committees  and  officers  to  cause  every  child  of  every  Mason, 
especially  the  orphans  and  those  of  the  poor  and  indigent,  to  receive  the  benefit  of  a 
common  school  education." 

The  circular  of  the  Zanesville  Chapter  recommends  the  establishment,  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  of  a  manual  labor  school;  and,  having  given  that  subject  an  investigation 
worthy  the  cause,  shows,  most  conclusively,  by  a  reference  to  the  expenses  incurred  in 
sustaining  them,  that  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution  is  entirely  feasible. 

It  is  but  justice  to  those  Lodges  reporting  unfavorably,  to  say,  that  their  opposition 
to  the  proposed  undertaking  does  not  arise  from  any  want  of  attachment  to  the  cause 
of  education,  and  certainly  not  from  a  want  of  desire  on  their  part  to  see  the  sons  of 
poor  Masons  educated,  and  thus  be  qualified  to  fill,  with  honor  and  usefulness,  the 
places  assigned  them  by  Providence  ;  but  from  an  unwillingness  to  engage  in  an  enter- 
prise which,  failing  for  want  of  means,  would  provoke  the  taunt  of  the  passer-by— 
"These  men  began  to  build,  but  were  not  able  to  finish."  Your  committee  are  aware 
that  this  is  a  reason  which  should  not  be  lightly  weighed,  and  our  experience  as  a  Grand 
Lodge,  in  matters  of  this  kind,  should  induce  great  forecast  and  circumspection.  It 
would  be  infinitely  better  for  us  not  to  "put  our  hands  to  the  plow,"  than,  having  done 
so,  to  "lookback."  Nevertheless,  we  would  indulge  the  hope  that  the  time  has  ar- 
rived for  the  commencement  of  so  great  and  glorious  a  work,  and,  from  the  indications 
of  prosperity  attending  the  efforts  of  sister  Grand  Lodges  in  this  noble  under  taking, 
we  regard  the  present  as  a  favorable  crisis.  One  has  justly  said,  "The  world  has  too 
long  had  reason  to  look  upon  the  charity  of  Freemasonry  as  a  cold  and  lifeless,  though 
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beautiful  statue,  chiseled  by  the  imaginations  of  popular  orators,  and  exhibited,  on 
anniversary  occasions,  to  the  public  gaze."  It  is  high  time  that  it  should  be  shown  to 
be  an  angel  of  light,  on  an  errand  of  mercy  to  suffering  humanity.  On  what  field,  we 
ask,  could  she  shine  with  greater  resplendency,  than  that  of  imparting  an  education  in 
all  that  is  wise  and  virtuous  to  the  orphan  and  indigent  of  Masonic  parentage  ? 

God  grant  that  the  dawn  and  high  noon  of  the  day  may  come  when  Masonry  shall 
fill  the  measure  awarded  to  her  by  her  most  enthusiastic  admirers  — when  her  altars 
shall  yield  nought  but  pure  incense,  and  her  arches  reecho  joyful  sounds.
